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PENSION  LAWS. 


PENSIONS. 

Giapter  22,  Code  of  1902,  as  amended  in  1962 : 

Section  1065.  The  sum  of  at  least  one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand 
dollars  shall  be  annually  appropriated  to  pay  the  pensions  provided 
for  by  this  Chapter,  and  in  case  the  same/  or  such  amount  as  shall 
be  appropriated,  shall  be  insufficient,  then  tb^  amount  so  appropriated 
shall  be  distributed  proportionately  among  those  legally  entitled  to 
receive  the  same :  Provided,  That  those  pensioners  described  in  Sec- 
tion 1066,  as  Class  A,  Class  6,  Qass  C,  No.  i,  and  Qass  C,  No.  3, 
shall  have  been  first  paid  in  full:  Provided,  further,  In  case  the 
same,  or  such  amount  as  shall  be  appropriated,  shall  be  more  than 
sufficient,  then  the  amount  so  appropriated  shall  be  distributed  pro- 
portionately among  those  legally  entitled  to  receive  the  same. 

Sec.  1066.  The  applicant  must  have  been  a  resident  of  the  State 
for  two  years  prior  to  the  time  of  the  application. 

In  order  to  obtain  the  benefits  of  this  Chapter,  the  applicant,  quali- 
fied by  residence,  must  also  show : 

(A)  If  a  man: 

1st.  That  he  was  a  bona  fide  soldier  or  sailor  in  the  service  of  the 
State  or  in  the  Confederate  States  in  the  War  Between  the  States ; 
and 

2d.  Either  (a)  that  while  in  such  service  he  lost  a  leg  or  arm,  or 
sight,  or  received  other  bodily  injury  whereby  he  has  become  dis- 
abled, or  that  he  is  totally  disabled  by  paralysis,  and,  further,  that 
neither  himself  nor  his  wife  has  an  income  exceeding  one  hundred 
and  fifty  dollars  per  annum,  nor  property  sufficient  to  produce  such 
an  income ;  or  (b)  that  he  has  reached  the  age  oi  sixty  years,  and 
that  neither  he  nor  his  wife  is  receiving  an  annual  income  of  seventy- 
five  doUars  from  any  source,  nor  possessed  of  property  sufficient  to 
produce  such  an  income. 

(B)  If  a  woman: 

1st  That  she  is  the  widow  of  a  man  who  was  a  bona  fide  soldier 
or  sailor  in  the  service  of  the  State  or  of  the  Confederate  States  in 
the  War  Between  the  States ;  and    . 

2d.  That  she  has  never  remarried,  or,  having  remarried,  is  again 
a  widow. 


3d.  That  either  (a)  she  is  sixty  years  of  age  or  (b)  that  her  hus- 
band lost  his  life  in  the  service  of  the  State  or  of  the  Confederate 
States  in  the  War  Between  the  States ;  and 

4th.  That  she  has  not  an  income  of  one  hundred  dollars  per  annum 
nor  property  sufficient  to  produce  the  same. 

5th.  The  classification  of  all  pensioners  shall  be  as  follows : 

Class  A — ^Those  who,  as  a  result  of  wounds  received  in  said  war, 
are  physically  helpless,  or  who,  while  in  such  service,  lost  both  arms 
or  both  legs,  or  sight,  or  who  are  disabled  by  paralysis  and  are  unable 
to  make  a  living,  whose  income,  or  his  wife's,  does  not  exceed  $150 
per  annum. 

Qass  B — Those  who,  while  in  such  service,  lost  one  arm  or  one  leg, 
and  whose  income,  or  his  wife's,  does  not  exceed  $150  per  annum. 

Gass  C,  No.  I — ^Those  soldiers  and  sailors  disabled  by  wounds 
received  during  said  war,  whose  income,  or  his  wife's,  does  not  ex- 
ceed $150  per  annum. 

Qass  C,  No.  2 — ^Those  who  have  reached  the  age  of  sixty  years, 
and  whose  income,  or  his  wife's,  does  not  exceed  $75  per  annum. 

Class  C,  No.  3 — ^Widows  of  those  who  lost  their  lives  while  in  such 
service  of  the  State  or  of  the  Confederate  States,  and  whose  income 
does  not  exceed  $100  per  annum. 

Qass  C,  No.  4 — Widows  above  the  age  of  sixty  (60)  years, 
whose  income  does  not  exceed  $100  per  annum. 

Sec.  io66a.  That  on  and  after  the  passage  of  this  Act  all  widows 
of  soldiers  and  seamen  in  the  service  of  the  State  or  of  the  Confed- 
erate States,  who  were  married  to  such  soldiers  or  seamen  at  the 
close  of  the  War  Between  the  States,  shall  be  entitled  to  pensions 
irrespective  of  the  age  of  such  widows:  Provided,  That  they  are 
otherwise  entitled  to  the  same  under  existing  laws. 

Sec.  2.  That  all  soldiers  or  seamen  now  entitled  to  pensions 
under  existing  laws,  who  have  become  totally  blind,  on  who  may 
hereafter  become  blind,  shall  be  placed  in  Class  A  of  pensions  and 
paid  accordingly. 

Sec.  3.  No  bona  fide  soldier  or  seaman  who  served  the  State  or 
the  Confederate  States  in  the  late  War  Between  the  States,  and  is 
otherwise  entitled  to  a  pension  under  existing  laws,  shall  be  denied 
his  pension  on  account  of  not  having  attained  the  age  of  sixty  years. 

Sec.  1067.  The  persons  described  in  the  preceding  sections  shall 
be  entitled  to  a  pension  upon  complying  with  the  other  provisions  of 


this  chapter^  and  each  pensioner  of  the  several  dasses  shall  be  paid 
the  amounts  hereinafter  set  forth,  to  wit : 

Class  A,  eight  dollars  per  month. 
Class  B,  six  dollars  per  month. 
Qass  C,  No.  I,  four  dollars  per  month. 
Class  C,  No.  2,  three  dollars  per  month. 
Qass  C»  No.  3,  four  dollars  per  month. 
Qass  C,  No.  4,  three  dollars  per  month. 

Sec.  io68.  Before  any  soldier  or  sailor  shall  receive  any  payment 
provided  in  this  Act,  he  shall  make  an  application,  in  writing,  through 
the  township  representative,  addressed  to  the  County  Pension  Board, 
to  be  appointed  as  hereinafter  directed  for  each  county  of  the  State, 
setting  forth  in  detail  the  nature  of  the  disabling  wound,  if  any,  the 
.  oxnpany  and  regiment  or  battalion  in  which  he  served,  and  die  time 
and  place  of  receiving  the  wound,  and  showing  that  neither  he  nor 
his  wife  is  in  receipt  of  the  income  as  hereinafter  specified,  and 
showing,  further,  the  time  and  place  of  residence  within  the  State 
by  the  applicant.  Such  application  shall  be  verified  by  the  oath  of 
the  applicant,  made  before  any  officer  in  the  State  authorized  to  ad- 
minister oaths,  and  shall  be  accompanied  by  the  affidavit  of  one  or 
more  credible  witnesses,  stating  that  they  knew  the  applicant  was  a 
sddier  or  sailor,  or  the  wife  of  such,  as  the  case  may  be,  and  be- 
lieve the  allegations  made  in  the  application  to  be  true :  Provided, 
That  said  application  shall  show  that  the  applicant  is  not  drawing  a 
pension  in  any  other  State. 

Sec  1069.  Such  application  shall  be  verified  also  by  a  certificate  of 
the  Auditor  of  the  county  in  which  the  applicant  resides,  showing 
amount  of  tax  return,  and  that  his  income  does  not  exceed  the 
amount  stated,  and  that  he  is  not  possessed  of  sufficient  property  to 
produce  such  income ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Auditor  to  fur- 
nish such  certificates,  if  he  shall  so  find  the  facts,  without  fee  or- 
charge. 

Sec.  1070.  In  each  county  of  the  State  the  said  application  shall  be 
submitted  to  a  Board  composed  of  four  ex-Confederate  soldiers  or 
sailors  (to  be  chosen  as  hereinafter  provided),  who  shall  not  be  hold- 
ers of  or  applicants  for  a  pension,  and  a  regular  practicing  phy^iidan 
to  be  selected  by  them,  which  said  five  persons  shall  constitute 
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the  County  Pension  Board.  They  shall  meet  on  the  third  Monday 
in  January  of  each  year,  and  shall  examine  each  applicant  under 
rules  and  regulations  prescribed  by  the  State  Board  of  Pensioners. 
After  first  being  duly  sworn  fairly  and  impartially  to  discharge  the 
duties  of  their  office,  and  after  said  oaths  are  duly  filed  in  the  office 
of  the  Clerk  of  Court,  the  said  County  Pension  Board  shall  proceed 
with  the  discharge  of  the  duties  imposed  upon  them,  and  shall  certify 
their  approval  to  the  State  Board  of  Pensions,  giving  in  detail  the 
reasons  which  influenced  them  to  grant  or  oppose  each  application, 
accompanied  by  all  the  evidences  upon  which  they  made  their  de- 
cisions. 

Sec.  1071.  Four  members  of  said  Board  shall  constitute  the  quo- 
rum. A  majority  of  the  members  of  the  Board  present  may  determine 
any  matter  presented  to  them,  subject,  however,  to  a  right  of  re- 
view of  the  State  Board.  As  soon  as  such  County  Board  completes 
its  list  as  above,  giving  the  names  of  the  pensioners,  their  residences 
and  amounts  per  month  to  which  they  are  entitled,  they  shall  certify 
the  same  to  the  State  Board  of  Pensioners,  to  be  reviewed  bv  them^ 
The  compensation  of  the  members  of  said  Board  shall  be  two  dollars 
per  day  for  each  day's  service,  not  exceeding,  however,  five  days* 
service  in  any  one  year. 

Sec.  1071a.  That  each  County  Pension  Board  of  the  respective 
counties  in  this  State  shall,  at  its  first  meei;?ig  in  January,  in  each 
year,  elect  one  of  its  members  to  the  position  of  Pension  Commis- 
sioner, whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  attend  in  the  Auditor's  office  of  his 
county  every  Saturday  during  the  month  of  January  in  each  year, 
for  the  purpose  of  meeting  the  pension  applicants,  and  to  arrange 
and  fix  up  all  pension  papers  in  a  condition  to  go  before  said  Board, 
which  said  Board  shall  meet  on  the  first  Monday  in  February  of 
each  year,  to  pass  upon  said  applications.  Said  Commissioner  shall 
be,  and  is  hereby  authorized  and  required  to  administer  oaths. 
When  said  applications  have  been  approved  by  said  Board,  said 
Commissioner  shall  write  up  the  lists  of  same.  *Said  Board  shall 
meet  again  on  the  first  Monday  in  [February]  in  each  year,  to  sign 
said  lists,  and  immediately  forward  same  to  the  Comptroller-Gen- 
eral.   Said  Pension  Commissioner  shall  be  allowed  two  dollars  per

day  as  pay  for  his  services,  but  shall  not  be  paid  for  more  than  ten 
days*  service  in  one  year. 

Sec.  1072,  The  State  Board  of  Pensioners  shall  thereupon  pass 
upon  the  names  contained  in  said  lists,  and  shall  certify  to  the  Qerks 
of  Courts  of  the  various  counties  the  lists  of  the  names  and  amounts 
approved  by  them,  and  said  Qerks  of  Courts  shall  record  the  same 
in  a  book,  and  said  roll  so  made  up  shall  be  designated  ''Approved 
Pension  Rolls  for  19 — ,"  and  such  persons  shall  constitute  the  pen- 
sioners entitled  to  receive  the  aid  herein  provided  for  the  current 
Year. 

Sec.  1073.  Every  application  approved  by  the  County  Board,  with 
all  papers  upon  which  they  act,  shall  be  filed  in  the  Comptroller- 
General's  office  by  the  first  day  of  February  of  each  year,  to  be  by 
him  submitted  to  the  State  Board  of  Pensions  for  their  review.  In. 
the  examination  of  the  application  of  each  person  for  a  pension,  the 
said  Board  shall  inquire  particularly  into  all  the  facts  set  forth  in 
the  application,  and  shall  have  the  right  to  examine  such  witnesses 
and  to  take  such  evidence  as  to  determine  the  right  of  such  appli- 
cant to  pension ;  and  for  the  purpose  of  this  chapter  the  Chairman 
of  each  County  Pension  Board  shall  have  the  right  to  administer 
oaths.  In  making  their  report  to  the  State  Board  of  Pensions,  they 
shall  set  forth,  in  concise  and  plain  language,  giving  in  detail  (and 
sq)arately)  their  findings  upon  each  material  allegation  contained  in 
the  application. 

Sec.  1074.  Each  of  the  said  County  Boards  shall  keep  a  book  in 
which  they  shall  make  a  list  of  the  applicants  for  pensions,  setting 
forth  the  approval  and  disapproval,  which  book  shall  be  filed  in  the 
office  of  the  Qerk  of  Court  of  Common  Pleas  for  each  county ;  and 
the  Qerk  shall  from  said  book  certify  to  the  Comptroller-General, 
on  or  before  the  first,  of  February  of  each  year,  the  number  of  pen- 
sioners who  are  still  alive  and  entitled  to  the  pension. 

Sec.  1075.  The  State  Board  of  Pensions  shall  have  the  authority, 
and  it  shall  be  their  duty,  to  revise  the  list  of  pension  claims  allowed 
by  each  County  Board,  and  to  confirm  or  reject  any  pension  claim 
allowed  by  such  Board,  as  they  may  deem  proper  and  right  upon 
the  facts  presented  by  the  said  Board,  or  upon  such  additional  facts 
cnmected  therewith  as  they  may  procure ;  but  shall  have  no  right  in 
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fact  of  such  accident  or  mistake  shall  have  been  determined  by  said 
State  Board  of  Pensions,  and  said  amounts  shall  be  paid  out  of  said 
appropriation  before  the  same  shall  be  apportioned  among  the  per- 
sons entitled  thereto. 

Sec.  1083a.  That  from  and  after  the  approval  of  this  Act  (Feb- 
ruary 20,  1902),  the  County  Board  of  Commissioners  of  the  various 
counties  of  this  State  shall  have  the  right,  in  their  discretion,  to  ex- 
tend county  aid  lo  indigent  Confederate  soldiers  in  their  respective 
counties,  at  the  home  of  such  soldiers  or  at  the  home  of  some  relative!* 
or  friend :  Provided,  That  it  shall  be  established  to  the  satisfaction 
of  said  Board  that  such  soldier  is  deserving  of  aid  and  is  physically 
unable  to  earn  a  support  and  that  he  does  not  obtain  a  sufficient  pen- 
sion from  the  State  to  support  him. 

Sec.  2.  That  no  ex-Confederate  soldier  shall  be  disfranchised  by 
reason  of  his  having  received,  or  receiving  such  aid  as  aforesaid. 

Sec.  1084.  That  after  the  approval  of  this  Act,  any  person  to 
whom  a  pension  should  be  paid  under  the  laws  of  this  State  shall 
die  before  receiving  the  same  in  any  year,  the  amount  shall  be  paid 
to  the  Clerk  of  Court  of  the  county  where  claimant  resided,  and  by 
him  paid  out  in  defraying  the  expenses  of  the  last  illness,  or  a  mon- 
ument, or  both  of  such  claims,  upon  like  proof  as  required  in  case 
of  executors,  and  any  balance  to  the  widow,  children,  person  with 
whom  the  deceased  resided  at  the  time  of  his  or  her  death,  or  in  the 
order  named,  without  charge  or  commission :  Provided,  That  nothing 
herein  contained  shall  be  construed  to  extend  the  right  to  a  pension 
beyond  the  year  in  which  pensioners  shall  die. 

Sec.  1085.  -^^y  Person  drawing  a  pension  shall  be  competent  as  a 
witness  in  behalf  of  an  applicant  and  competent  to  make  the  proof 
herein  required  by  affidavit. 
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RULES. 

For  the  Guidance  of  County  Pension   Commissioners  and 
Pension  Boards  as  Authorized  by  the  Code 

AND  Acts  of  1902. 

Columbia,  S.  C. 

1st.  The  County  Boards  will  meet  and  organize  at  once  by  electing 
one  of  their  number  County  Pension  Commissioner. 

The  Pension  Commissioner  of  each  county  will  attend  in  the 
County  Auditor's  office  on  each  Saturday  in  January,  1909.  This 
Commissioner  is  charged  with  the  duty  of  preparing  all  pension 
papers  in  a  condition  to  go  before  the  County  Board  (which  County 
Board  meets  on  the  first  Monday  in  February).  The  Pension  Com- 
missioner is  cautioned  to  use  in  each  instance  the  proper  blank  for 
the  applicant. 

Immediately  after  the  adjournment  of  the  County  Board  (the 
first  McKiday  in  March,  1909)  the  Pension  Commissioners  will  pro- 
ceed to  prepare  the  list  as  follows:  Use  the  Pension  Report  for 
pensioners  of  1901,  1902,  1903,  1904,  1905,  1906,  1907  and  1908, 
marking  off  those  dead,  removed  from  the  State,  transferred  to 
another  county,  or  dropped,  giving  reason.  Ther|  make  a  list  of  the 
applicants  for  1909.  The  County  Board  can  sign  report,  after 
making  corrections  therein. 

If  it  is  proposed  to  raise  any  pensioner  from  the  class  in  which  his 
name  is  enrolled,  it  will  be  necessary  to  prepare  a  new  application, 
setting  forth  the  facts,  and  if  approved  by  the  County  Pension 
Board,  send  the  same  to  the  State  Pension  Board.  In  no  instance 
must  he  send  an  application  for  a  person  who  is  already  on  the  roll, 
except  where  it  is  proposed  to  raise  said  applicant  to  a  higher  class, 
and  then  the  application  must  so  state.

TRANSFERS. 

A  suitable  blank  will  be  furnished  him>  on  which  he  can  certify 
to  other  Commis^siotiets  and  County  Boards  that  the  party  desiring 
to  go  to  another  county  is  regularly  on  the  pension,  list  in  his  county. 
We  do  liot  want  approved  applications  to  xxnne  here  from  any 
county  where  the  applicant  is  an  approved  pensioner  in  some  other 
county. 


COUNTY  PENSION  BOARDS. 

The  County  Pension  Boards  elected  this  year  under  the  pensi<»i 
law  shall  meet  during  this  year,  and  elect  one  of  their  number  County 
Pension  Commissioner,  who  shall  perform  the  duties  prescribed  in 
the  Act  approved  February  25,  1902, 

The  County  Pension  Boards  are  instructed  instead  of  meeting 
in  January,  1908,  to  meet  the  ist  Monday  in  February,  1908,  and 
pass  on  all  the  applications  prepared  and  submitted  to  them  by  the 
Pension  Commissioner,  approving  or  disapproving  the  same.  They 
will  meet  again  the  first  Monday  in  March,  1908,  at  which  time 
they  will  examine  and  verify  the  lists  submitted  to  them  by  the 
Pension  Commissioner,  and  sign  and  immediately  forward  the  same 
to  the  CcMiipt roller-General.  They  are  instructed  to  give  due  notice 
of  the  manner  in  which  applications  must  be  made  under  the  law, 
as  the  State  Pension  Board  will  not  consider  applications  for  pensions 
except  where  they  come  in  the  regular  way  and  time  prescribed 
by  law. 

Do  not  send  to  this  office  disapproved  applications  for  pension. 

By  Act  approved  24th  day  of  February,  1906  (see  Sec.  1085),  a 
pensioner  is  allowed  to  certify  as  a  witness. 

Qass  A — ^Those  who  as  a  result  of  wounds  received  in  the 
war  are  physically  helpless,  or  who  while  in  such  service  lost  both 
arms,  or  both  legs,  or  are  totally  blind,  whether  the  result  of  service 
or  not,  or  who  are  disabled  by  paralysis  and  are  unable  to  make  a 
living,  and  whose  income  or  his  wife's  does  not  exceed  $150.  This 
does  not  include  soldiers  whose  disabilities  arise  from  diseases  and 
causes  arising  since  the  war,  except  those  totally  blind. 

Qass  B — Those  who  have  lost  one  arm  or  one  leg  and  whose 
income  or  his  wife's  does  not  exceed  $150. 

Class  C,  No.  I — ^Those  soldiers  and  sailors  disabled  by  wounds 
received  during  the  war,  whose  income  or  his  wife's  does  not  ex- 
ceed $75. 

Class  C,  No.  2 — Those  soldiers  whose  income  does  not  exceed 
$75,  irrespective  of  age. 

Class  C,  No.  3 — ^Widows  of  those  who  lost  their  lives  while  in  the 
service  of  the  State  or  Confederate  States,  and  whose  income  does 
not  exceed  $100.  Where  a  widow  of  a  Confederate  soldier  marrieft 
after  the  death  of  her  second  li\xshAnd,  she  is  entitled  to  apply  and 
draw  a  pension  on  account  of  (i.^  services  of  her  first  husband,  pro- 
vided she  is  entitled  under  th^  f^^r  provtsioits  of  the  pension  law* 
Such  widow  must  apply  in  l^^      \ffi  P^P^r  name,  but  at  the  same 
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tiine  state  that  she  is  asking  for  a  pension  as  the  widow  of  her  dead 
husband,  giving  his  name,  company  and  regiment,  etc. 

Qass  C,  No.  4 — ^Widows  above  the  age  of  sixty  (60)  years  whose 
income  does  not  exceed  $100,  or  if  not  sixty  years  of  age,  can  receive 
^  pension  if  married  at  close  of  war. 

County  boards  cannot  be  too  careful  in  these  matters  of  "income" 
or  "physical  condition." 

He  is  a  very  poor  man  whose  gross  income  from  labor,  rent  and 
odier  sources  does  not  exceed  $75,  or  poor  lands,  if  any,  that  will 
not  produce  this  amount  g^oss. 

Property  sufficient  to  produce  $75  in  applicant's  or  his  wife's  name 
debars  him. 

Where  soldiers  or  widows  dispose  of  their  property  by  giving  or 
selling  to  their  children,  they  are  debarred. 

Pensioners  who  move  to  another  State  are  not  entitled  to  a  pen- 
sion. The  pension  law  provides  that  this  fund  shall  be  distributed 
April  1st;  therefore,  it  is  very  important  that  you  mail  the  pension 
lists,  with  the  approved  applications  of  your  county,  promptly  on 
the  first  Monday  in  March. 

Let  Cotmty  Boards  act  promptly  and  fairly,  giving  the  State 
Board  full  information,  with  complete  reports  for  each  county, 
the  surgeons  of  the  Boards  are  requested  to  give  full  information  in 
wounded  classes,;  stating  not  only  nature  of  wound,  but  extent  of 
disability  arising  therefrom. 

In  making  reports  to  the  State  Board,  the  reports  should  be  signed 
by  each  member  of  the  County  Pension  Board.

OBJECTS  OF  THE  SOCIETY. 

Section  3.  "The  objects  for  which  this  corporation  is  formed  are 
to  promote  among  the  citizens  of  South  Carolina  a  better  apprecia- 
tion of  the  value  of  wild  birds,  non-migratory  fish  and  animals  to 
men  and  the  State;  to  encourage  parents  and  teachers  to  give 
instruction  to  children  on  this  subject;  to  stimulate  a  public  senti- 
ment against  the  destruction  of  wild  animals,  non-migratory  fish 
and  wild  birds  and  their  eggs ;  to  secure  the  enactment  and  enforce- 
ment of  proper  and  necessary  laws  for  the  protection  and  preserva- 
tion of  the  wild  birds,  non-migratory  fish  and  animals  of  this  State ; 
to  provide  for  the  naming  of  special  officers  and  investing  them  with 
necessary  power,  who  shall  work  under  the  direction  and  control 
of  the  Audubon  Society  of  South  Carolina,  looking  to  the  rigid 
enforcement  of  the  present  game,  non-migratory  fish  and  bird  pro- 
tective laws  and  such  other  laws  of  like  nature  as  are  herein  and  may 
hereafter  be  enacted ;  to  distribute  literature  bearing  on  these  topics 
among  the  members  of  the  society  and  other  persons ;  and  to  raise 
and  provide  funds  for  defraying  the  necessary  expenses  of  the 
society  in  the  accomplishment  of  the  purposes  herein  named." 

(Extract  from  Charter.) 

PRESENT  CONDITION. 

WTien  the  first  annual  report  of  the  Audubon  Society  of  South 
Carolina  was  finished,  there  was  some  encouragement,  but  no  great 
amount.  The  country  was  passing  through  a  severe  financial  panic 
and  everything  was  strained  to  the  breaking  point.  In  this  ordeal 
the  Society  was  suffering  along  with  everything  else. 

The  day  after  Christmas,  Secretary  Rice  went  to  Aiken.  The 
work  there  marked  the  turning  of  the  tide  in  the  Audubon  cam- 
paign. Aiken  is  headquarters  for  a  number  of  Northern  tourists, 
and  the  game  laws  were  altogether  obsolete  in  that  community.  The 
various  hotels  were  serving  partridges  and  other  game  birds  by  the 
thousand.  National  Secretary  Pearson  had  located  3,000  partridges 
in  the  refrigerators  of  the  Hampton  Terrace  hotel,  at  North  Au- 
gusta,  and  this  was  only  one  case  of  many. 

17— R.  &  R. — (500) 
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A  society  was  formed  in  Aiken  and  cases  brought  in  rapid  suc- 
cession. The  effect  was  notable,  but  on  account  of  lack  of  proper 
organization,  due  entirely  to  lack  of  funds  with  which  to  pay  war- 
dens, the  situation  was  extremely  difficult  to  handle. 

To  make  the  case  clear  and  to  do  justice  to  all  parties  concerned, 
it  should  be  said  that  most  of  the  Northern  visitors  to  Aiken  are 
law-abiding  and  approve  the  Audubon  work  from  principle.  Many 
of  them  are  members  of  the  National  Audubon  Society  and  of 
various  State  organizations. 

In  several  instances  warrants  were  gotten  out  before  licenses  were 
paid  at  all.  Of  the  more  than  600  sportsmen  that  visited  Aiken 
during  the  season  only  20  paid  license. 

On  arriving  at  Aiken,  Secretary  Rice  addressed  a  courteous  note 
to  the  Aiken  Club,  composed  of  Northern  sportsmen,  calling  atten- 
tion to  the  laws  and  especially  to  the  license  laws,  and  requesting 
that  the  notice  be  made  public  in  the  club.  Its  receipt  was  not 
acknowledged. 

The  notice  was  placed  in  the  Aiken  papers  and  a  copy  posted  in 
the  postoffice. 

In  striking  contrast  to  this  action  of  the  Aiken  Club  was  the 
action  of  Mr.  Thomas  Smith,  one  of  their  members,  who  on  arrival 
had  a  number  of  the  members  take  out  licenses  at  once  and  other- 
wise gave  loyal  support  to  the  cause.  Unfortunately  Mr.  Smith  was 
called  home  and  the  good  work  cut  short. 

Raid  after  raid  was  made  on  the  hotels  and  most  of  them  were 
unsuccessful,  because  of  the  many  hiding  places  for  game  in  these 
buildings,  and  because  there  was  no  restriction  in  law  on  their  stor- 
ing game  in  ice  houses  elsewhere.  This  is  a  defect  in  our  laws  that 
must  be  remedied.  The  Society  has  recommended  that  the  laws 
forbid  the  placing  of  game  in  cold  storage,  except  in  a  private  dwell- 
ing ;  this  law  is  absolutely  needed. 

THE  LEGISLATURE. 

Having  finished  a  successful  campaign  at  Aiken,  Secretary  Rice 
joined  President  Taylor  in  Columbia  in  order  that  all  matters  might 
be  laid  before  the  General  Assembly  then  in  session.  The  Society 
had  made  a  number  of  recommendations,  in  order  to  make  the  game 
and  fish  laws  uniform  throughout  the  State.  These  were  put  in  the 
form  of  bills  and  introduced  into  both  branches  of  the  General  As- 
sembly simultaneously.    The  bills  were  looked  after  in  the  Senate 
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by  Senator  Christensen,  and  were  introduced  in  the  House  by  Repre- 
sentative McMaster. 

Both  bird  and  fish  bills  were  referred  to  the  committees  on  agri- 
culture of  the  House  and  of  the  Senate.  Before  both  committees 
they  secured  a  unanimous  recommendation.  Owing,  however,  to 
lack  of  attention  in  the  House,  it  was  late  in  the  session  when  they 
got  their  second  reading  in  the  House.  It  was  so  late  in  the  session 
when  the  third  reading  was  set,  that,  in  the  rush  of  the  closing  days, 
they  failed  to  get  a  third  reading  and  died  in  consequence.  Thus 
was  a  year's  work  brought  to  naught  by  neglect  at  the  moment  of 
action. 

BLUNDERING  LEGISLATION. 

In  the  meantime,  in  an  attempt  to  lengthen  the  closed  season  for 
selling  of  partridges,  wild  turkeys  and  woodcock — something  to 
which  there  was  not  the  slightest  objection — a  bill  was  introduced 
and  passed  through  both  houses,  which  repeated  the  repealed  parts 
of  the  did  law  so  as  to  change  the  hunter's  license  for  shooting  par- 
tridges, turkey  and  woodcock  from  $io  to  $25,  except  on  a  man's 
own  lands  or  WHEN  HUNTING  AS  THE  GUEST  OF  AN- 
OTHER. 

Throughout  the  entire  country  there  has  been  persistent  attempts 
to  break  down  the  license  laws  with  one  device  and  another,  and  this 
iimocent-Iooking  formula  is  the  chief  weapon  in  the  armory  of  those 
who  fight  to  upset  the  will  of  the  people.    South  Carolina  passed  a 
QOQ-resident  hunting  license  law  in  1892  with  this  clause  inserted, 
and  m  fifteen  years  collected  only  two  or  three  licenses.     It  abso- 
lutely nullifies  the  law.    Any  man  that  can  get  permission  to  shoot 
on  the  lands  of  another  is  his  guest  for  the  time  being;  every  board- 
ds^  house  in  the  State  can  have  Its  guests.    The  people  have  time 
and  again  shown  that  they  favored  a  license  on  non-resident  hunters ; 
there  is  every  reason  for  it ;  the  soundness  of  the  l^slation  has  been 
attested  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States.  This  act  should 
be  at  once  wiped  off  the  books  or  the  license  law  should  be  repealed. 
There  is  every  reason  why  the  resident  of  another  State  who  does 
not  share  in  the  responsibilities  of   citizenship   should    contribute 
toward  the  protection  of  the  game  he  shoots. 

With  this  and  a  slight  change  in  allowing  wardens  to  take  oath 
More  magistrates,  there  was  nothing  done  by  the  last  General  As- 
sembly except  to  protect  foxes  during  certain  seasons,  which  is 
diametrically  opposed  to  the  desires  and  aims  of  the  Society,  since 
they  prey  upcm  birds  and  their  eggs. 
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HUNTING  LICENSES. 

At  the  present  time  all  the  States  of  the  Union  require  non-resi- 
dents to  take  out  hunting  licenses  with  the  exception  of  Georgia, 
Oklahoma  and  Nevada.  In  amount  these  licenses  run  from  $10  to 
$50,  and  Arkansas  permits  hunting  by  non-residents  only  in  Desha 
County.  Just  over  the  line  in  Canada  all  of  the  provinces  have  non- 
resident licenses,  the  amounts  ranging  from  $25  to  $100  for  each 
province.    Each  year  sees  a  spread  of  the  license  system. 

RESIDENT  LICENSE, 

Twenty- four  States  have  a  resident  hunting  license.  In  the  South, 
Alabama,  Tennessee  and  Louisiana  have  adopted  the  resident 
license ;  licenses  for  residents  range  from  $1  to  $5,  and  some  States 
make  a  distinction  between  a  license  to  shoot  big  game  and  a  license 
for  shooting  small  game. 

In  States  where  there  is  no  resident  license,  sale  and  shipment  of 
game  are  strictly  prohibited.  Forty-four  States  and  territories  pro- 
hibit the  sale  of  all  or  certain  kinds  of  game  at  all  seasons  of  the 
year.  Most  of  them  prohibit  the  export  of  game;  a  few  permit  the 
export  of  game  under  limited  conditions. 

THE  RESIDENT  LICENSE  DISCUSSED. 

The  rapid  spread  of  the  system  of  resident  license,  the  fact  that  in 
every  State  that  has  a  resident  license  the  game  department  is  self- 
sustaining,  and  in  many  cases  returns  handsome  revenue,  has  en- 
hanced its  popularity  and  proved  its  wisdom.  No  reasonable  man 
denies  that  game  of  all  kinds  is  disappearing  at  an  alarming  rate; 
nor  can  it  be  denied  that  protection  works  wonders.  The  official 
report  of  the  game  and  fish  commission  of  Massachusetts  shows  that 
25  deer  were  killed  last  year  by  steam  and  trolley  cars ;  North  Caro- 
lina sold  over  $900,000  worth  of  white  perch,  a  fish  that  was  once 
plentiful  in  South  Carolina,  and  is  now  almost  extinct  here.  Every- 
where in  the  country  protection  makes  game  and  fish  plentiftil. 

It  will  occur  to  any  thinking  man,  as  a  self-evident  fact,  that  unless 
something  is  done  to  check  the  inroads  on  the  game  and  fish  of  the 
State  these  natural  resources  must  soon  pass  away.  With  practically 
unlimited  cover  for  game  and  with  fine  waters  for  the  best  fish,  the 
State  has  an  abundance  of  neither. 
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The  Audubon  Society  of  South  Carolina  favors  the  imposition  of 
a  hunter's  license  of  one  dollar  for  each  hunter  in  the  State,  except- 
ing nctedy. 

The  mode  of  laying  this  license  and  of  collecting  it  is  as  follows : 

A  warden  would  be  appointed  for  each  county  whose  main  busi- 
ness it  would  be  to  collect  this  license.  He  would  qualify  by  taking 
oath  and  making  bond  before  the  clerk  of  court  for  $500.  To  the 
clerk  would  be  sent  a  sufficient  number  of  books,  each  book  contain- 
ing 100  licenses  and  their  stubs,  each  license  and  stub  being  num- 
bered. With  the  books  would  go  a  box  of  metal  tags,  similarly  num- 
bered. The  warden  would  then  cut  his  county  into  sections  and 
proceed  to  the  collecti<m  of  the  licenses,  giving  each  man  that  paid 
his  license  a  receipt  and  affixing  to  the  front  of  the  stock  of  the  gun^ 
just  as  the  name  plate  is  now  affixed,  a  metal  tag,  corresponding  in 
number  with  the  license.  The  size  and  shape  of  this  tag  would  be 
changed  each  year. 

Failure  to  pay  license  would  be  a  misdemeanor  punishable  by  fine 
of  not  less  than  $10  nor  more  than  $25,  or  imprisonment  for  a 
period  of  30  days.  A  man's  license  would  cover  his  minor  children 
when  they  were  hunting  with  the  licensed  gun ;  otherwise  they  would 
be  required  to  take  out  license.  The  warden  would  receive  25  cents 
from  each  license  and  the  clerk  10  cents,  the  balance  being  turned 
into  the  State  treasury  to  the  credit  of  the  "Game  Protection  Fund." 

Such  a  system  would  bring  the  officers  of  the  law  into  direct  con- 
tact with  the  hunters  in  each  county;  they  would  be  known  and 
could  be  regulated  accordingly.  It  is  certainly  no  hardship  on  any 
man  that  can  afford  the  luxury  of  hunting  to  make  him  contribute 
this  small  sum  toward  replacing  the  game  he  kills. 

Such  a  system,  moreover,  has  the  benefit  of  approved  experience 
in  other  States.  It  is  endorsed  both  by  our  own  government  and  that 
of  England, 

ANNUAL  MEETING  OF  THE  SOQETY. 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Audubon  Society  of  South  Carolina, 
held  in  the  chapel  of  the  University  of  South  Carolina,  October  28, 
1906,  it  was  urged  and  adopted  by  unanimous  vote  that  a  fish  and 
game  commissioner  be  chosen  in  this  wise,  an  enabling  act  to  be 
passed  by  the  General  Assembly. 
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FISH  AND  GAME  COMMISSIONER. 

That  said  commissioner  be  nominated  by  the  Audubon  Society  of 
South  Carolina  and  appointed  by  the  Governor,  by  and  with  the 
advice  and  approval  of  the  Senate,  Such  a  procedure  would  remove 
the  office  from  politics  and  at  the  same  time  invest  the  office  with 
all  necessary  checks  and  safe-guards.  This  conrniissioner  is  to  be 
paid  out  of  the  "Game  Protection  Fund,"  and  his  salary  to  be  no 
charge  on  the  State  treasury. 

EXPLANATION  OF  ACTION. 

This  action  was  taken  because  the  business  of  the  Society  has 
grown  so  large  that  President  Taylor  is  unable  to  handle  it  and 
attend  to  any  other  business.  He  so  stated  at  the  meeting,  and  the 
fact  was  evident.  President  Taylor  tendered  his  resignation  as 
president  for  this  reason,  but  it  was  insiste*d  that  his  experience  was 
invaluable  to  the  welfare  of  the  Society  and  that  he  could  not  be 
replaced  at  this  time.  It  was  thereupon  decided  to  ask  the  General 
Assembly  to  take  the  above  action.  This  would  divorce  the  Audu- 
bon Society,  a  purely  educative  association,  from  the  actual  work  of 
enforcing  the  laws,  devolving  the  whole  upon  the  commissioner, 
who  would  be  a  State  officer,  clothed  with  sufficient  power  to  carty 
out  the  purposes  of  the  act,  and  South  Carolina  would  be  placed  in 
line  with  other  States  in  the  work  of  enforcing  the  game,  bird  and 
fish  laws. 

With  the  understanding  that  this  action  would  be  taken  by  the 
Society,  President  Taylor  consented  to  hold  over  at  least  until  the 
meeting  of  the  General  Assembly. 

THE  SOCIETY'S  WORK. 

Mr.  James  Henry  Rice,  Jr.,  Secretary  of  the  Society,  has  been 
actively  in  the  field  throughout  the  entire  year  and  has  devoted  his 
entire  time  to  upbuilding  the  Society  and  enforcing  the  laws.  The 
enforcement  of  the  laws  is  not  a  part  of  the  secretary's  duty,  but, 
owing  to  the  condition  of  affairs  in  the  State  and  the  urgent  need  of 
active  work,  Mr.  Rice  sought  and  secured  the  appointment  as  war- 
den himself,  in  order  to  be  in  closer  touch  with  the  woric  and  to 
have  the  necessary  legal  power  to  take  action  when  needed.  He 
has  brought  a  number  of  cases,  has  made  numerous  raids  in  person, 
and  has  made  himself  felt  as  a  power  in  the  enforcement  of  law. 
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Early  in  the  year  be  b^;an  holding  mass  meetings  of  citizens  at 
various  points  and  has  awakened  interest  in  that  way.  During  the 
entire  year  he  has  kept  the  cause  alive  in  the  press,  publishing  num- 
bers  of  articles  in  the  daily  and  weekly  newspapers  on  various 
phases  of  the  subject  of  bird,  game  and  fish  protection,  giving  at 
the  same  time  much  interesting  information  about  birds  and  their 
habits. 

The  roU  of  members  will  show  one  gratifying  evidence  of  his 
activity,  and  it  justly  is  due  him  to  say  that  only  a  part  of  his  time 
could  be  devoted  to  this  branch  of  the  work.  The  rest  had  to  be 
spent  in  looking  after  enforcements  of  the  laws. 

The  secretary's  woiic  has  brought  the  subject  of  game  protection 
and  bird  protection  before  the  people  of  the  State  in  a  way  it  was 
never  brought  before.  It  is  a  live  subject  from  the  mountains  to  the 
sea,  and  his  work  has  made  it  so.  Everywhere  the  people  are  seri- 
ously thinking  about  birds  and  their  uses  and  a  sentiment  is  growing 
everywhere  in  favor  of  protecting  them. 

ATTITUDE  OF  THE  SOCIETY. 

Owing  to  general  ignorance  of  South  Carolina  laws,  President 
Taylor  prepared  and  had  published  an  edition  of  the  bird,  game  and 
non-migratory  fish  laws  of  the  State.  These  were  widely  distributed 
and  did  good.  PeopW  are  banning  to  understand  that  the  Audu- 
bon Society,  as  it  was  chartered  to  do,  was  merely  enforcing  laws  it 
found  <m  the  books.  There  was  nothing  hostile  or  alien  in  this, 
except  that  game,  bird  and  fish  laws  had  been  so  long  disregarded 
that  people  had  forgotten  they  existed.  The  work  of  the  Society 
has  been  a  sharp  reminder. 

The  Audubon  Society  is  charged  in  its  charter  with  the  sugges- 
tion of  laws  for  the  better  protection  of  birds,  game  and  non-migra- 
tory fish;  it  must  be  understood,  however,  that  while  the  Society 
wishes  all  the  protection,  consistent  with  reason,  that  can  be  ob- 
tained, that  it  has  no  interest  whatever  in  the  passage  of  laws  other 
than  to  see  them  enforced  rigidly — sl  duty  it  owes  to  itself,  to  South 
Carolina  and  to  civilization. 

THE  LAWS  EXPLAINED. 

The  law  that  has  been  most  misunderstood  is  the  act  of  1905, 
(passed  two  years  before  the  Society  was  chartered),  defining  what 
^  and  what  are  not  game  birds.    For  the  information  of  the  public 
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some  information  as  to  a  few  common  birds  and  their  uses  is  given 
herewith.  There  will  be  little  question  about  the  game  birds.  Ac- 
cording to  the  act  they  are  as  follows :  Swans,  wild  geese,  brant  (a 
small  variety  of  goose),  wild  ducks,  rails  (marsh  hens),  coots,  gal- 
linules,  surf  birds,  snipe,  woodcock,  sandpipers,  upland  plover,  cur- 
lew, wild  turkey,  prairie  chicken,  quail  (partridge),  rice  birds, 
blackbird  and  dove. 

All  other  species  of  wild  resident  or  migratory  birds  shall  be  con- 
sidered ncm-game  birds.  It  is  in  this  latter  clause  that  the  trouble 
lies.  There  is  no  trouble  in  understanding  what  is  said.  That  is 
plain ;  the  difficulty  lies  in  appreciating  the  reason  for  it. 

To  meet  this  case  a  condensed  account  of  birds  and  their  uses  is 
given  as  a  part  of  this  report. 

BIRDS  AND  THEIR  USES. 

The  South  Carolina  act  of  1905  stands  squarely  in  line  with  ap- 
proved legislation  throughout  the  civilized  world.  For  present  pur- 
poses it  is  just  as  well  to  overlook  ordinary  classifications  and  to 
consider  birds  broadly  in  the  first  instance  as  land  and  water  birds. 
The  general  office  of  sea  birds  is  to  act  as  scavengers  of  the  shore 
line ;  without  their  work  the  shore  line  would  become  foul  by  reason 
of  dead  bodies  of  fish,  men  and  animals  accumulating;  by  sweeping 
clean  the  line  of  shore  these  birds  render  greal  service  to  civilization. 
They  also  act  in  another  way  to  be  shown  further  on.  Such  birds 
are,  of  course,  protected. 

The  hawks  and  owls  are  protected,  except  such  as  are  injurious 
to  game  and  poultry.  Hawks  not  protected  are  the  sharp-shinned 
hawk  or  blue  darter,  as  he  is  commonly  known,  the  Cooper's  hawk, 
or  chicken  hawk,  the  duck  hawk,  or  peregrine  falcon  of  the  marshes, 
and  the  great  homed  owl  that  is  so  dreaded  by  poultrymen  and 
housewives.  The  rest  of  the  hawks  and  owls  are  of  incalculable  ben- 
efit and  do  no  harm  to  poultry  or  game,  at  least  none  worth  con- 
sidering in  comparison  with  the  good  they  do.  In  this  connection, 
the  following  report  made  to  the  United  States  government  by  the 
highest  authority  in  the  world  on  this  subject  is  of  the  utmost  value : 

Dr.  C.  Hart  Merriam,  Ornithologist  and  Mammologist  of  the 
United  States  department  of  agriculture,  says  in  his  report  for  the 
year  1886: 

"On  the  23rd  day  of  June,  1885,  the  legislature  ot  Pennsylvania 
passed  an  act  known  as  the  'scalp  act,'  ostensibly  for  the  benefit  of 
agriculture,  which  provides  a  bounty  of  50  cents  each  on  hawks, 
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owls,  weasels  and  minks  killed  within  the  limits  of  the  State,  and 
a  fee  of  20  cents  to  the  notary  or  justice  taking  the  affidavit. 

"By  virtue  of  this  act  about  $90,000  has  been  paid  in  bounties  since 
the  law  went  into  effect.  This  represents  the  destruction  of  128,571 
of  the  above-mentioned  animals,  most  of  which  were  hawks  and 
owls  (for  year  and  a  half). 

"Granting  that  5,000  chickens  were  killed  annually  in  Pennsyl- 
vania by  hawks  and  owls,  and  that  they  were  worth  25  cents  each 
(a  liberal  estimate  in  view  of  the  fact  that  a  large  proportion  of  them 
are  killed  when  very  young),  the  total  loss  would  be  $1,250  and  the 
poultry  killed  in  a  year  and  a  half  would  be  worth  $1,875.  Hence 
it  appears  that  during  the  past  eighteen  months  the  State  of  Pennsyl- 
vania has  expended  $90,000  to  save  the  farmers  a  loss  of  $1,875.  But 
this  estimate  by  no  means  represents  the  actual  loss  to  the  farmers 
and  the  taxpayers  of  the  State.  It  is  within  bounds  to  say  that 
within  the  course  of  a  year  every  hawk  and  owl  destroys  at  le^st 
a  thousand  mice  or  their  equivalent  in  insects,  or  that  each  mouse 
or  its  equivalent  so  destroyed  would  cause  the  farmer  a  loss  of  two 
cents  per  annum.  Therefore,  omitting  all  reference  to  the  enormous 
increase  in  the  number  of  these  noxious  animals  when  nature's 
means  of  holding  them  in  check  has  been  removed,  the  lowest  possi- 
ble estimate  of  the  value  to  the  farmer  of  each  hawk,  owl  and  weasel, 
would  be  $20  a  year,  or  $30  in  a  year  and  a  half. 

"Hence  in  addition  to  the  $90,000  actually  expended  by  the  State 
in  destroying  128,571  of  its  benefactors,  it  has  incurred  a  loss  to 
its  agricultural  interests  of  at  least  $3,857,130,  or  a  total  loss  of 
$3,947,130  in  a  year  and  a  half,  which  is  at  the  rate  of  $2,631,420  per 
annum.  In  other  words,  the  State  has  thrown  away  $2,105  ^^^ 
every  dollar  saved !  And  even  this  does  not  represent  fairly  the  full 
loss,  for  the  slaughter  of  such  a  vast  number  of  predaceous  birds 
and  mammals  is  almost  certain  to  be  followed  by  a  correspondingly 
enormous  increase  in  the  numbers  of  mice  and  insects  formerly  held 
in  check  by  them,  and  it  will  take  many  years  to  restore  the  balance 
thus  blindly  destroyed  through  ignorance  of  the  economic  relations 
of  our  common  birds  and  mammals." 

The  legislators  of  Pennsylvania  realized  their  mistake  and  the 
law  was  repealed. 

Many  times  have  swarms  of  meadow  mice  swept  over  large  tracts 
of  country,  following  the  destruction  of  hawks  and  owls,  and  these 
instances  have  extended  back  a  long  time,  for  one  such  is  mentioned 
in  Stowe's  Chronicle  as  having  happened  in  England  in  1581.  From 
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1903  to  1905  meadow  mice  (or  voles)  over-ran  a  great  deal  of  New 
England,  destroying  thousands  of  fruit  trees  and  causing  no  end  of 
mischief  to  grain  and  grass  roots.  Crows  and  herons  are  also  val- 
uable destroyers  of  these  pests. 

There  is  one  other  branch  of  this  interesting  question  to  be  con- 
sidered and  that  is  the  value  of  hawks  in  checking  the  spread  of 
disease  epidemics  among  game  birds — a  fact  now  recognized 
throughout  the  world.  The  sickly  birds  are  caught  and  the  epidemic 
is  thus  checked.  This  is  especially  true  of  sore  head  among  par- 
tridges and  certain  diseases  of  ruffed  and  pinnated  grouse. 

Except  where  absolutely  necessary,  these  useful  birds  of  prey 
should  never  be  destroyed  and  the  laws  of  South  Carolina  so  pro- 
vide. In  cases  where  it  is  necessary,  as  in  the  case  of  the  hawks 
and  the  one  owl  that  preys  on  poultry,  the  laws  permit  them  to  be 
killed — ^allowing  all  necessary  latitude. 

Value  of  bullbats,  whippoorwills   swifts, 
chuck-wilus  widow,  poorwills  and 

similar  birds. 

The  bullbat  and  the  other  birds  mentioned  belong  to  the  goat- 
sucker family,  whose  food  consists  of  nothing  but  insects,  no  fruit 
or  grain  being  eaten  during  the  entire  year.  The  swift,  commonly 
known  as  swallow,  is  familiarly  known  from  his  habit  of  building  in 
chimneys,  is  the  smallest  of  the  tribe.  Of  the  others  the  poorwill, 
an  exact  replica  of  the  bullbat,  is  the  smallest,  the  whippoorwill  next, 
then  the  bullbat,  and  last  of  all  comes  the  chuck-will's-widow,  whose 
feathers  are  a  decided  brown  in  appearance.  These  birds  have  such 
huge  mouths  in  proportion  to  their  bodies  that  the  bullbat  has  been 
called  "a  winged  stomach."  He  is  one-third  the  size  of  a  pigeon 
and  his  stomach  is  far  greater  in  capacity.  Moreover,  on  account 
of  the  enormous  wing-spread  and  the  constant  motion  of  the  wings, 
it  requires  an  immense  amount  of  food  to  furnish  power  for  these 
wings.  For  this  and  for  the  further  reason  that  all  these  birds  con- 
tinue their  work  of  catching  insects  long  after  night-fall,  the  goat- 
sucker family  of  birds  are  the  most  valuable  of  all  insect  destroyers. 

In  Texas  the  bullbat  has  proved  an  efficient  check  on  the  dreaded 
boll  weevil,  and  throughout  the  cotton  belt  the  bullbat  has  always 
been  the  one  check  that  held  in  the  bounds  the  cotton  caterpillar.  The 
bat's  work  is  done  by  eating  up  the  moths  before  the  eggs  are  de- 
posited. Late  in  the  afternoon  bullbats  may  often  be  seen  searching 
the  long  rows,  the  tips  of  their  wings  just  showing  above  the  cotton 
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leaves.  The  loss  to  the  cotton  industry  from  the  ravages  o(  the 
cotton  caterpillar  have  run  from  $50^000,000  to  $100,000,000  in  a  sin* 
gle  season.  So  the  bullbat  is  worth  his  weight  in  gold  many  times 
over  to  the  cotton  farmer,  as  the  nimiber  of  moths  destroyed  is  sim- 
ply mcalculable,  amounting  to  thousands  for  each  bat. 

So  rapacious  are  these  birds  that  the  chuck-will's-widow  has  been 
known  to  swallow  sparrows  and  hummingbirds,  mistaking  them  for 
moths  in  the  twilight 

The  law  preventing  the  killing  of  these  birds  is  wise  and  bom  of 
due  regard  for  the  public  safety. 

WOODPECKERS,  NUTHATCHES,  WARBLERS. 

The  valtie  of  woodpeckers  is  generally  recc^^ized  and  no  defence 
is  made  necessary  for  that  reason.  Without  their  work  the  forests 
would  soon  be  swept  away ;  of  equal  value  is  the  work  of  the  tiny 
nuthatches,  titmice,  warblers  and  other  birds  whose  chief  food  con* 
sists  of  insect  eggs.  A  chickadee  will  eat  about  4,000  insect  eggs  in 
a  day. 

LARKS,  BLACKBIRDS,  CROWS. 

Concerning  these  birds  there  is  much  misunderstanding.  Popular 
prejudice  has  often  interfered  with  the  balance  of  nature.  Without 
having  space  to  give  all  details,  it  is  officially  reported  by  the  de- 
partment of  agriculture  that  in  the  early  days  of  the  last  century, 
when  bounties  were  offered  for  the  killing  of  crows,  blackbirds  and 
larks,  the  com  and  grain  crops  of  the  country  were  entirely  destroyed 
by  insects.  This  condition  lasted  until  farmers  learned  wisdom 
through  hard  necessity  and  the  birds  were  left  alone  to  continue 
their  beneficent  work. 

Seventy-five  per  cent,  of  the  lark's  food  consists  of  insects,  and  he 
would  be  quite  incapable  of  living  on  grain,  as  his  stomach  shows 
that  his  natural  food  must  be  insects.  From  his  habit  of  boring  down 
around  the  roots  of  grain  when  in  search  in  insects,  the  uninformed 
observer  has  concluded  that  the  bird  was  destroying  grain,  whereas 
but  for  the  lark's  work  grain  raising  would  become  impossible. 

The  crow  is  now  better  understood  and  there  are  few  farmers 
wiio  have  paid  any  attention  to  the  bird  and  his  habits  that  will 
destroy  crows.  They  pull  up  com  without  doubt,  but  it  is  better  to 
scare  away  crows  than  to  kill  them,  for  killing  the  crow  is  depriving 
the  fanner  of  the  crow's  earning  capacity  for  the  rest  of  the  year. 

Crows  eat  quantities  of  meadow  mice,  cutworms,  grasshoppers 
and  other  noxious  insects  and  animals.    Ornithologists  claim  that  a 
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crow  can  digest  a  stomach  full  of  insects  in  from  one  and  a  half  to 
two  hours  and  be  ready  for  a  fresh  supply.  Th}s  will  give  a  dear 
idea  of  what  service  they  are  capable  of  rendering  the  country. 

WEED-EATING  BIRDS. 

There  is  a  large  class  of  birds  whose  food  consists  principally  of 
weed  seed  and  they  are  a  most  important  check  on  the  spread  of 
noxious  vegetation.  The  dove  will  eat  thousands  of  weed  seed  daily. 
Various  sparrows  are  weed  eaters  and  tons  and  tons  of  weed  seed 
are  destroyed  by  them.  Some  farmers  are  disposed  to  deride  this 
claim,  and  yet  it  is  strange  that  these  same  farmers  swear  they  can 
not  raise  millet  and  other  grains  because  of  the  destruction  wrought 
by  the  English  sparrow.  Wide  as  is  the  range  of  the  English  spar- 
row and  numerous  as  he  is,  his  range  is  limited  and  his  numbers  a 
mere  fraction  of  the  weed-eating  bird  population  of  the  country.  The 
amount  of  weed  seed  destroyed  can  not  be  measured  by  a  farmer 
in  a  half-bushel  measure  (it  could  not  be  hauled  by  the  greatest 
railroad  system  on  the  continent)  but  it  is  done  none  the  less  under 
the  special  direction  of  the  Lord  of  Hosts  and  it  keeps  the  world  in 
order. 

Birds  of  this  kind,  otherwise  harmless,  are  protected  by  the  laws; 
it  is  always  a  question  whether  a  bird  does  more  good  than  harm  and 
this  question  is  settled  by  trained  scientific  observers  and  not  by 
guess  work  of  idle  brains. 

« 

BLUEBIRDS,  ROBINS,  THRASHERS,  MOCKINGBIRDS. 

There  is  no  attempt  made  here  at  a  scientific  classification  of  birds, 
but  this  condensed  information  is  given  merely  to  shed  light  on  a 
subject  to  which  the  people  of  the  State  have  given  little  thought, 
and  the  birds  are  grouped  as  they  are  ordinarily  observed  about  the 
farm. 

The  little  bluebird,  during  the  season  when  they  are  numerous, 
will  eat  more  than  his  weight  in  cutworms  every  day;  he  does  no 
harm  to  any  crop,  and  if  provided  with  suitable  nesting  sites  will 
build  around  the  garden. 

The  robin  has  been  of  late  years  killed  in  quantities  as  a  game 
bird,  one  million  having  been  reported  as  killed  in  the  State  of  Mis- 
sissippi and  twice  that  number  in  Tennessee.  From  m)rriads  seen 
annually  they  have  dwindled  to  a  mere  fraction,  and  these  are  con- 
gregated in  small  areas  where  food  is.  unusually  abundant. 
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At  the  North  the  robin  is  a  song  bird  and  is  hailed  as  the  har- 
binger of  spring.  With  us  he  is  a  valuable  insect  feeder,  from  the 
fact  that  he  feeds  largely  on  the  pupae  or  chrysalis  of  insects.  The 
chrysalis  of  the  army  worm  is  one  of  the  many  the  robin  destroys, 
and  the  slaughter  of  robins  is  sure  to  be  followed  within  a  short  time 
by  an  outbreak  of  army  worms  during  the  summer  months.  The 
robin  does  no  harm  to  crof^  here  and  has  never  been  accused  of 
doing  any.  The  only  clamor  raised  as  to  his  protection  has  come 
from  those  who  wish  to  destroy  him ;  there  is  no  sport  in  shooting 
so  gentle  a  bird. 

The  brown  thrasher,  the  mavis  of  the  poets,  famous  on  two  con- 
tinents, derives  his  name  from  the  habit  of  thrashing  his  tail  on  the 
ground  while  feeding.  The  thrasher  is  an  insect  destroyer  of  note, 
both  summer  and  winter. 

CUCKOOS. 

The  best  known  of  these  birds,  the  black-billed  and  yellow-billed 
cuckoos  are  ordinarily  called  "rain-crows,"  from  their  habit  of  call- 
ing on  damp,  cloudy  days,  when  rain  is  in  the  air.  They  render 
peculiar  service  in  destroying  hairy  caterpillars,  which  most  birds 
refuse  to  touch.  Prof.  Beall,  of  the  Biological  Survey,  found  217 
fall  web  worms  in  the  stomach  of  a  yellow-billed  cuckoo  and  250 
American  tent  caterpillars  in  the  stomach  of  another. 

These  birds  eat  so  many  hairy  caterpillars  that  the  spines  of  the 
caterpillar  pierce  the  stomach  walls  and  protrude  from  the  other 
side,  so  that  the  outside  of  a  cuckoo's  stomach  often  resembles  a 
hair-brush. 

PEEPS  AND  SAND-PIPERS. 

These  tiny  waders  and  shore  birds  eat  millions  of  mosquito  larvae 
and  pupae  and  have  a  perceptible  effect  on  diminishing  the  number 


of  these  pests  around  marshes. 


THE  PARTRIDGE  AND  THE  BILLBUG. 

In  going  over  South  Carolina  I  have  everywhere  been  struck  by 
the  relation  between  the  Jthinning  out  of  the  partridge  and  the  spread 
of  the  billbug.  From  Horry  to  Oconee,  in  places  where  the  billbug 
was  never  seen  before,  it  is  now  spreading,  carrying  on  its  deadly 
work  in  the  com  fields.  The  greatest  destruction  was  observed  in 
Horry  County,  but  elsewhere,  in  Williamsburg,  Marlboro,  Florence, 
3nd,  more  or  less,  in  every  county,  I  saw  com  destroyed  by  these 
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bugs,  or  rather  by  their  larvae,  which  appears  in  the  cornstalk  as 
tiny  white  worms.  The  bug  deposits  its  eggs  through  an  ovidepositor 
by  piercing  the  stalk  just  above  the  ground  and  the  pith  is  soon  eaten 
away,  whereupon  the  stalk  falls  over  and  the  worm  goes  down 
through  the  stalk  and  curls  up  in  a  chrysalis  under  the  matting  of 
the  roots  where  it  is  ready  for  business  as  a  billbug  the  next  year. 
Partridges,  which  are  not  strictly  eaters  of  insects,  but  are  rather 
grain-eaters,  like  most  of  that  family,  have  an  especial  fondness  for 
this  billbug.  Each  partridge  will  average  a  hundred  billbugs  daily, 
and  this  for  a  covey  of  15  birds  will  mean  about  one  hundred  thou- 
sand a  season  during  the  spring  months  and  perhaps  an  equal  quan- 
tity during  the  late  summer.  Partridges  are  also  great  destroyers 
of  grasshoppers  and  cutworms,  both  of  which  are  highly  destructive 
insects.  The  partridge  is  worth  many  times  as  much  living  as  he  is 
dead,  and  the  farmer  who  permits  the  killing  of  them  beyond  their 
natural  increase  is  doing  wrong  to  the  country  and  injury  to  himself. 
Were  it  not  for  the  fact  that  other  birds  eat  the  billbug,  the  destruc- 
tion from  this  source  would  already  cause  widespread  alarm.  There 
is  another  bug,  equally  destructive,  that  the  partridge  alone  eats  in 
this  latitude,  although  the  crimson-breasted  grosbeak  feeds  on  it  in 
the  Northern  and  Western  States.  That  is  the  well  known  and 
dreaded  potato  beetle.  The  progeny  from  a  single  pair  of  these 
pests  will,  if  unmolested,  produce  sixty  million  in  a  single  season! 
Partridges  are  fond  of  them  and  eat  them  readily.  These  are  some 
of  the  many  reasons  why  the  wholesale  killing  of  partridges  should 
be  stopped. 

There  is  no  desire  on  the  part  of  the  Society  to  prevent  partridges 
being  killed  for  food  at  the  time  permitted  by  law,  but  it  is  earnestly 
hoped  that  such  slaughter  as  has  disgraced  South  Carolina  should 
be  sternly  forbidden. 

APPARENT  AND  REAL  CONDITIONS. 

It  is  easy  for  one  to  mistake  an  apparent  condition  for  \he  real 
one  in  considering  abundance  or  scarcity  of  game.  Right  here  some- 
thing might  be  said  as  to  this.  Formerly  the  partridges  observed 
were  a  mere  fraction  of  those  actually  in  the  country,  the  rest  being 
hid  away  in  swamps,  thickets  and  other  inaccessible  places.  When 
the  birds  in  the  fields  were  killed  out  the  supply  was  reinforced  from 
swamps  and  other  reserve  places.  There  is  now  no  reserve  supply. 
The  total  supply  is  in  sight  or  practically  so. 
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There  has  been  a  change  wrought — a  vast  change — ^but  time  is 
needed  and  incessant  work  before  the  benefit  can  be  realized.  The 
shooting  of  partridges  at  all  seasons  of  the  year,  the  niultiplicati<Mi 
of  white  hunters,  now  increased  by  many  times  as  many  negro  hunt- 
ers, is  a  menace,  the  danger  of  which  can  not  be  disr^;arded.  The 
partridge  is  worth  saving  and  it  will  require  enormous  energy  and 
unceasing  vigilance  to  save  him, 

OF  BIRDS  IN  GENERAL. 

To  get  an  adequate  idea  of  the  office  performed  by  the  birds  it  is 
necessary  to  reflect  on  what  the  world  would  be  without  them,  and 
in  the  opinion  of  the  most  learned  scientists  this  globe  would  become 
uninhabitable  in  a  few  years  but  for  the  birds.  The  intelligent  person 
will  distinguish  between  what  is  thought  or  said  by  so-called  theor- 
ists and  by  practical  working  scientists.  The  scientist  takes  nothing 
for  granted ;  his  results  are  derived  from  exact  experiment ;  prac- 
tically all  modem  knowledge  is  due  to  scientists.  How  the  products 
of  corn,  cotton,  grain,  grasses  and  thousands  of  other  things  arc 
today  utilized,  is  today  directly  traceable  to  the  work  of  scientists. 

Similarly  the  Biological  Survey,  at  Washington,  organized  in 
1885,  mider  Dr.  C.  Hart  Merriam  and  one  assistant,  as  a  branch  of 
the  department  of  agriculture,  has  gone  about  the  study  of  birds 
and  their  relation  to  agriculture  in  a  purely  scientific  manner.  These 
observations  now  cover  a  wide  field,  more  than  25,000  birds'  stom- 
achs have  been  examined  to  discover  with  certainty  on  what  they 
fed  and  the  results  are  amazing.  These  results  are  absolutdy  ac- 
curate and  in  each  case  the  stomach  has  been  preserved  as  a  voucher 
for  future  reference. 

At  the  same  time  the  Biological  Survey  studied  insects  and  their 
ravages  on  the  crops  of  the  country ;  there  were  abundant  evidences 
on  hand  to  furnish  a  field  for  observation. 

As  a  result  of  this  series  of  observations,  extending  over  the  entire 
contment,  the  Biological  Survey  has  announced  (in  its  report  for 
1904)  that  the  crops  of  America  suflFer  a  total  loss  from  insect  rav- 
ages of  eight  hundred  million  dollars  ($800,000,000)  each  year. 
They  have  also  given  out  a  statement  to  the  effect  that  within  fifteen 
years'  time  one-half  of  the  birds  of  the  United  States  has  disap- 
peared.   Here  are  cause  and  effect  plainly  visible. 

A  careful  estimate  made  by  Reed  of  the  work  of  useful  birds  in 
Massachusetts  shows  that  the  25,600,000  insect-eating  birds  in  the 
State  of  Massachusetts  consume  21,000  bushels  of  insects  each 
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day  from  May  i  to  September  30,  and  that  the  remainder  of  the 
year  about  half  this  quantity  is  consumed  by  other  birds.  The  dam- 
age done  to  the  State  annually  is  computed  at  $5,000,000.  Massa- 
chusetts is  8,000  square  miles  in  area,  A  similar  calculation  applied 
to  South  Carolina  wcJUld  show  an  annual  loss  to  the  State  of  from 
$15,000,000  to  $20,000,000. 

This  is  a  frightful  tax  on  the  farmers  of  South  Carolina,  and  one 
that  falls  each  year.  It  is  a  mere  matter  of  common  sense  to  stop  a 
leak  of  this  kind  and  it  is  worth  spending  a  great  deal  of  money  to 
stop  it. 

The  Audubon  Society  of  South  Carolina  has  opened  up  the  situa- 
tion without  the  cost  of  one  dollar  to  the  State ;  it  has  asked  nothing 
from  the  State;  it  asks  nothing  now  for  itself.  The  only  thing  asked 
of  the  General  Assembly  is  to  provide  means  for  paying  the  State's 
wardens  who  are  charged  with  the  enforcement  of  the  laws  made 
for  the  protection  of  birds.  The  Audubon  Society  merely  asks  that 
this  active  enforcement  of  the  laws  be  put  in  charge  of  a  proper 
official  and  that  the  Society  be  free  to  pursue  its  work  of  educating 
the  people  to  a  true  conception  of  the  value  of  bird  life  to  the  State. 

A  STARTLING  INSTANCE. 

To  show  a  case  in  point  which  illustrates  the  value  of  the  reserve 
police  of  nature,  the  herons,  cranes,  gulls,  hawks  and  owls  and 
other  large  birds,  a  case  may  be  shown  whereof  the  records  are  too 
well  attested  to  be  open  to  doubt ;  the  effect  too  manifest  to  be  de- 
nied. In  1877  there  was  an  outbreak  of  Rocky  Mountain  locusts 
that  swept  over  Kansas,  Nebraska,  Indian  Territory,  Iowa,  and  a 
part  of  Missouri.  They  swept  away  g^ass,  leaves,  gjain,  com,  every 
bit  of  living  vegetation.  Cattle  perished  by  the  thousand,  also  sheep, 
horses,  goats,  and  everything  on  the  great  ranges;  thousands  of 
families  emigrated.  The  United  States  army  had  to  rush  supplies 
to  the  famine-stricken  area.  The  direct  loss  was  computed  at  more 
than  $200,000,000  (two  hundred  million  dollars).  At  this  stage  the 
ordinary  birds,  like  the  roundsmen  in  a  city  who  are  overwhelmed 
in  a  riot,  became  overpowered  by  the  countless  millions'  of  locusts. 
Now,  just  as  in  a  city  when  riot  occurs,  the  reserves  and  the  militia 
are  called  out,  so  here  nature  sent  in  a  general  alarm  for  her  winged 
police  reserves.  In  they  came,  long,  thin  lines  cleaving  the  air,  from 
Hudson's  Bay  to  far  South  America.  Gulls,  kittiwakes  and  other 
terns,  hawks,  owls,  eagles,  birds  of  the  sea  and  land,  met  together 
for  the  feast  until  the  plains  were  covered  with  a  vast  host.    The 
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locusts  were  speadily  eaten  up,  the  balance  of  nature  was  restored 
and  the  people  returned  in  confidence  to  take  up  the  work  of  re- 
building their  desolated  homes. 

One  explanation  may  suffice  to  show  people  who  have  never  in- 
vestigated the  subject  how  it  is  that  birds  can  consume  such  vast 
quantities  of  insects.  Insects  are  taken  into  the  stomach  until  it  can 
hold  no  more,  when  spontaneous  reflex  contraction  takes  place,  the 
juices  are  squeezed  from  the  insects,  the  juice  being  taken  up  by  the 
lacteals  and  conveyed  by  the  veins  to  the  different  tissues  of  the 
body.  When  the  mass  ceases  yielding  juices,  the  stomach  expands 
by  another  reflex  process  and  the  undigested  mass  is  voided,  thus 
preparing  the  way  for  another  lot.  In  a  similar  manner  do  snakes 
void  the  undigested  portions  of  animals  and  birds  after  a  meal.  All 
bird  digestion  is  rapid  and  this  process  vastly  increases  its  efficacy. 

There  is,  of  course,  not  enough  space  available  in  a  report  of  this 
character  to  go  into  the  marvelous  details  of  the  subject  of  the  work 
of  the  birds.  It  is  hoped  that  enough  has  been  said  to  show  the 
need  of  careful  study  of  the  subject  by  every  thoughtful  citizen. 
There  are  at  least  one  thousand  species  of  insects,  the  unchecked 
development  of  any  one  of  which  would  soon  overrun  a  continent. 
The  progeny  of  the  gypsy  moth  would  destroy  the  foliage  on  every 
tree  in  the  United  States  within  eight  years  and  there  are  others 
that  would  do  it  in  less  time. 

Our  existence  as  a  people,  as  a  nation,  is  dependent  on  the  work  of 
the  birds.  Human  life  is  inseparably  bound  up  with  the  life  and 
work  of  the  birds. 

BRINGING  IT  TO  THE  PEOPLE. 

The  Audubon  Society  of  South  Carolina,  through  the  work  of  the 
secretary  in  the  field,  through  countless  articles  in  the  press,  through 
lecturers  brought  in  from  outside,  and  in  every  possible  way,  has 
been  bringing  this  question  home  to  the  people  of  the  State.  Too 
long  has  it  been  neglected.  Now  the  fight  is  won ;  time  will  be  re- 
quired  for  the  fruits  of  that  work  to  become  manifest ;  delays  may  be 
put  on  it  by  ignorance  and  indifference ;  but  the  end  is  sure  beyond 
all  pcradventure.  The  seed  has  been  sown  and  the  harvest  will 
whiten  yet  beneath  many  a  coming  sun. 

Fortunately  the  State  is  blessed  with  a  numerous  and  varied  bird 
populatk>n  and  cover  is  so  plentiful  that  they  have  been  hard  to 
destroy,  these  policemen  of  the  air,  these  heralds  of  the  Almighty, 
and  this  is  another  of  the  many  peculiar  favors  that  South  Carolina

WARDENS'  WORK. 

There  have  been  about  one  hundred  and  forty  wardens  .appointed 
since  the  Audubon  Society  began  work.  These  wardens  were  hired 
on  a  contingent  basis,  the  fact  being  published  to  the  world.  It  was 
not  a  desirable  way  of  putting  men  to  work;  the  Society  never  de- 
sired to  resort  to  it,  but  there  was  the  absolute  necessity  of  doing 
so  if  results  were  to  be  secured.  The  outcome  has  been  that  South 
Carolina  can  compare  favorably  with  any  State  in  the  South  in  the 
record  of  convictions  and  the  enforced  observance  of  law.  Over 
one  hundred  men  are  in  active  service  today ;  a  detailed  report  will 
show  something  of  the  work  done ;  but  it  must  not  be  forgotten  that 
such  work  can  hardly  be  fairly  shown  in  a  detailed  statement,  for 
the  reason  that  much  valuable  work  does  not  show  in  this  way.  Sev- 
eral wardens,  for  example,  whose  work  is  known  to  be  pf  the  highest 
order,  have  contented  themselves  with  warning  people  and  in  other 
ways  seeing  to  it  that  the  laws  were  obeyed,  rather  than  trying  to 
make  an  attempt  to  convict  violators.  This  high  conception  in  a 
State  that  had  never  had  any  enforcement  of  law  relating  to  birds, 
game  and  fish,  has  been  fruitful  of  results. 

Special  mention  should  be  made  of  the  work  of  the  light-house 
keepers  along  the  coast,  who  were  appointed  by  special  permission 
of  the  National  government  to  look  after  the  birds  around  them. 
No  wardens  in  the  employ  of  the  Audubon  Society  have  done  more 
conscientious  work  with  less  hope  of  reward  than  have  these  keepers 
— an  honor  to  the  government  and  to  the  great  cause  of  humanity. 
In  every  case  they  have  looked  vigilantly  after  the  interests  en- 
tusted  to  their  charge,  and  have  reported  faithfully.  It  is  a  bright 
page  in  Audubon  work,  and  one  pleasing  to  contemplate.  They 
even  watch  one  another  and  keep  tab  on  reports  sent  in,  as  is  shown 
by  reports  to  the  secretary. 

REPORT  OF  THE  WARDENS. 

When  it  is  remembered  that  a  great  number  of  fines  was  sus- 
pended because  of  the  evident  ignorance  of  people  concerning  the 
law,  and  of  other  extenuating  circumstances,  and,  further,  of  the 
unwillingness  of  juries  to  convict  where  sentiment  had  not  been 
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quickened  and  educated,  the  report  of  the  wardens  is  a  remarkable 
document.  These  wardens  were  doing  their  work  without  pay  for 
the  most  part,  merely  for  love  of  the  cause,  and  to  a  great  extent  at 
their  own  expense.  These  things  being  considered,  the  report  will 
compare  favorably  with  any  similar  doctunent  issued  in  this  country. 

There  is  overwhelming  evidence  furnished  that  if  the  enforce- 
ment of  South  Carolina's  laws  were  placed  on  a  sound  business 
basis,  the  machinery  has  been  formed  to  do  the  rest.  This  is  a  great 
opportunity  in  the  life  of  the  State  and  the  work  of  these  wardens 
has  made  it  ripe  for  action. 

Without  exception,  all  the  wardens  report  a  better  enforcement 
and  a  closer  regard  for  the  laws  on  the  part  of  the  community  than 
ever  before.  They  report  the  people  as  being  wholly  in  favor  of 
enforcing  the  laws,  and  all  of  them  emphasize  the  fact  that  the  peo- 
ple desire  the  wardens  paid  for  their  work  and  to  that  end  favor  a 
hunter's  license.  This  report  is  the  same  from  every  part  of  the 
State. 

A  good  many  of  the  wardens,  some  of  wh(»n  have  done  good 
work,  have  failed  to  get  in  their  reports  in  time  for  this  annual  report 
of  the  Society,  hence  the  total  number  of  cases  brought,  convictions 
secured,  traps  destroyed  and  other  interesting  data,  must  be  left  out 
of  this  document  and  will  appear  as  a  supplement  to  the  next.  These 
reports  would  swell  the  total  considerably. 

But  as  it  stands,  the  Audubon  Society  of  South  Carolina  can  point 
with  pride  to  a  work  accomplished  that  will  reflect  honor  on  the 
State,  and  whose  effects  for  good  will  far  outlast  the  present  gen- 
eration. 

Thousands  of  fish  traps  have  been  quietly  taken  out ;  thousands  of 
birds  have  been  saved;  thousands  of  citzens  are  obeying  the  laws, 
of  whom  there  is  no  record.  But  the  visible  effect  is  there,  and  the 
invisible  moral  effect  is  also  there,  regenerating  the  citizenship  of 
the  State.

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In  accordance  with  the  duty  imposed  by  our  charter  we  recom- 
mend that  the  following  bills  be  introduced  and  passed  by  the  L^s- 
lature.  We  feel  that  amendments  excepting  certain  counties  either 
wholly  or  by  changing  the  closed  seasons  will  operate  to  defeat  the 
enforcement  of  the  laws  and  we  earnestly  desire  that  all  laws  passed 
be  made  general  so  as  to  apply  to  all  parts  of  the  State : 

BILL  TO  PROVIDE  FOR  A  FISH  AND  GAME  COMMIS- 
SIONER. 

Section  i.  The  execution  of  the  bird,  game  and  non-mig^tory 
fish  laws  of  South  Carolina  shall  be  in  charge  of  a  commissioner,  to 
be  known  as  the  Fish  and  Game  Commissioner. 

Sec.  2.  The  mode  of  his  appointment  shall  be  as  follows:  The 
Audubon  Society  of  South  Carolina  shall  send  in  the  name  of  suit- 
able person  to  the  Governor.  On  approving  this  nomination,  the 
Governor  shall  transmit  the  name  with  his  recommendation  to  the 
State  Senate.  Should  the  Senate  approve,  the  commissioner  shall 
asume  the  duties  of  his  office  by  taking  oath  to  administer  the  laws 

before and  shall 

furnish  bond  in  the  sum  of  $ to  be  approved  by 

, Should  the 

Governor  or  the  Senate  not  approve  any  nomination  sent  them,  the 
name  shall  be  returned  to  the  said  Audubon  Society  of  South  Caro- 
lina until  a  person  suitable  to  both  the  Governor  and  the  Senate 
shall  have  been  named. 

Sec.  3.  The  commissioner  shall  have  charge  of  the  warden  force 
and  exercise  supervision  over  the  enforcement  of  the  laws.  He 
shall  be  empowered  to  make  contracts  with  wardens,  provided  that 
no  warden  shall  be  paid  in  excess  of  twelve  hundred  dollars  per  an- 
num, nor  be  allowed  more  than  six  hundred  dollars  for  traveling 
expenses. 

Sec  4.  The  State  Treasurer  shall  pay  out  money  from  the  Game 
Protection  fund  on  the  order  of  the  State  Fish  and  Game  Commis- 
sioner, and  the  said  State  Fish  and  Game  Commissioner  shall  make 
an  annual  report  to  the  Treasurer  covering  all  moneys  expended. 
He  shall  at  the  same  time  make  report  to  the  Governor  of  the  State 
covering  all  matters  relating  to  his  department  for  each  year  he  is  in 
office. 

Sec.  5.  The  State  Fish  and  Game  Commissioner  shall  receive  a 
salary  of  $2,500,  with  an  allowance  for  traveling  expenses  of  $1,000. 
He  shall  receive  this  compensation  out  of  the  Game  Protection  fund 
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and  there  shall  be  no  charge  on  the  State  treasury  for  any  amount 
whatsoever  not  credited  to  the  Game  Protection  fund.  His  term 
of  office  shall  be  four  years. 

Resolved^  That  all  Acts  or  parts  of  Acts  inconsistent  with  this 
Act  be  and  are  hereby  repealed. 

BIRD  BILL. 

For  the  Protection  of  Game  Birds  and  Animals,  and  to  Pro- 
vide A  Close  Season. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  South  Car- 
olina: 

a 

Section  i.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  to  shoot,  chase,  trap  or  catch 
any  deer  within  the  borders  of  this  State  between  the  first  day  of 
January  and  the  first  day  of  November,  or  any  doe  or  female  deer 
at  any  season  of  the  year,  or  any  partridge  oi*  wild  turkey  between 
the  first  day  of  March  and  the  15th  day  of  November,  or  any  dove 
between  the  isth  day  of  January  and  the  15th  day  of  August,  or  any 
woodcock  between  the  15th  day  of  January  and  the  first  day  of  Sep- 
tember, or  any  summer  duck  (wood  duck)  between  the  15th  day  of 
January  and  the  first  day  of  September,  or  any  marsh  \^en  (clapper 
rail)  between  the  first  day  of  March  and  the  first  day  of  September, 
or  any  willet  between  the  first  day  of  March  and  the  first  day  of 
November,  or  any  blackbird  or  grackle  between  the  first  day  of 
March  and  the  first  day  of  October,  or  any  squirrel  between  the 
first  day  of  March  and  the  first  day  of  September,  or  any  opossum 
between  the  first  day  of  March  and  the  first  day  of  November  of 
each  year,  or  to  disturb  the  nests  or  eggs  of  any  of  the  birds  above 
mentioned,  except  as  is  provided  for  otherwise ;  and  any  person  vio- 
lating this  Act  shall  be  fined  $10  for  each  bird,  squirrel  or  opossum 
killed,  caught  or  pursued  with  such  intent,  or  for  each  nest  or  eggs  so 
disturbed,  and  $25  for  each  deer  killed,  caught  or  pursued  contrary 
to  this  Act,  or  be  imprisoned  one  day  for  each  dollar  fined  and  un- 
paid, not  to  exceed  $100  fine  or  30  days'  imprisonment. 

Sec.  2.  Any  bird  or  animal  caught  or  killed  in  violation  of  this 
Act  shall  be  confiscated  and  sold  to  the  highest  bidder  and  the  pro- 
ceeds of  such  sale  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  State  Treasurer  to  the 
credit  of  the  Game  Protection  fund. 

Sec  3.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  to  buy  or  sell,  expose  for  sale,  or 
to  have  in  possession  for  sale  or  barter  any  summer  duck,  rail,  wil- 
let, dove  or  opossum. 
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Sec.  4.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  to  keep  any  of  the  birds  or  ani- 
mals forbidden  to  be  sold  by  the  terms  of  this  Act  in  cold  storage  or 
refrigerating  plants,  except  in  a  private  dwelling.  Any  person  vio- 
lating this  Section  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  $50  nor  more  than  $100, 
or  imprisoned  one  day  for  each  dollar  fined  or  unpaid,  either  or 
both,  at  the  discretion  of  the  court  trying  the  case. 

Sec.  5.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  transportation  company  to 
receive  for  shipment  any  of  the  game  birds  or  animals  of  this  State 
unless  the  packages  containing  them  shall  be  labeled  so  as  to  show 
the  consignor  and  consignee,  the  number  and  names  of  the  birds  and 
animals,  and  that  they  are  not  being  shipped  for  sale. 

Sec.  6.  Any  person  or  persons  violating  Sections  3  or  5  of  this 
Act  shall  be  fined  upon  conviction  $10  for  each  bird  or  animal  sold  or 
offered  for  sale,  or  received  for  shipment,  or  be  imprisoned  one  day 
for  each  dollar  fined  and  unpaid,  not  to  exceed  a  fine  of  $100  or  30 
days'  imprisonment.    • 

Sec.  7.  That  it  shall  be  tmlawful  to  buy  or  sell,  oflfer  for  sale  or 
barter,  or  to  have  in  possession  for  sale  any  deer  or  part  thereof, 
and  for  violation  of  this  Section,  upon  conviction  of  the  party  or  par- 
ties shall  be  fined  not  less  than  $25  (twenty-five  dollars)  for  any 
deer  or  partjthereof. 

Sec.  8.  No  person  shall  be  allowed  to  kill  more  than  twenty-five 
partridges  or  twenty-five  doves,  or  twelve  woodcock,  or  one  wild 
turkey  during  any  one  day  during  the  season.  Nor  shall  any  person 
be  allowed  to  kill  more  than  two  deer  during  any  one  season.  Any 
person  violating  this  Act  shall  on  conviction  be  fined  $25  for  each 
offense  or  imprisoned  one  day  for  each  dollar  fined. 

Sec.  9.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  keep  in  cold  storage  or  in  a  refrig- 
erating plant  any  partridge  or  wild  turkey  or  woodcock,  and  any  per- 
son violating  this  Section  shall  be  fined  $25  dollars  for  each  day 
said  birds  remain  in  cold  storage,  or  imprisoned  one  day  for  each 
dollar  fined  and  unpaid. 

Sec  id.  That  it  shall  unlawful  for  any  person  to  buy  or  barter 
for  sale  any  partridge,  wild  turkey  or  woodcock  within  this  State, 
and  any  person  or  persons  violating  this  Section  shall  be  fined  $10 
for  each  partridge,  wild  turkey  or  woodcock  so  bought,  or  impris- 
oned one  day  for  each  dollar  fined  and  unpaid. 

Sec  II.  It  is  hereby  provided  that  all  fines  or  forfeitures  obtained 
for  violation  of  this  Act  shall  be  paid  to  the  State  Treasurer  to  the 
credit  of  the  Game  Protection  fund,  and  that  same  shall  be  disbursed 
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by  the  State  Treasurer  on  the  order  of  the  Fish  and  Game  Com- 
missioner of  South  Carolina. 

Sec.  12.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  shoot  at  or  kill 
any  duck  btewen  sunset  and  sunrise.  The  object  of  this  law  is  to 
prevent  the  shooting  of  ducks  when  going  to  or  from  roost.  On 
conviction  the  offender  shall  be  fined  $25  dollars  or  be  imprisoned 
30  days,  or  both,  at  the  discretion  of  the  magistrate. 

HUNTER'S  LICENSE. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  South  Car- 
olina : 

Section  i.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  hunt  game  with  a  g^n  .within 
the  borders  of  this  State  without  taking  out  license  therefor.  Any 
person  found  violating  this  Section  shall  pay  a  fine  of  not  less  than 
$10,  nor  more  than  $25,  and  his  gun  shall  be  confiscated  and  sold. 
Sec.  2.  That  any  bona  fide  citizen  of  South  Carolina  may  pur- 
chase a  license  from  the  clerk  of  the  court  of  his  county  or  from 
any  duly  qualified  warden  for  the  sum  of  one  dollar.  This  license 
shall  expire  on  the  first  day  of  December  in  each  year. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  ownership  or  possession  of  a  shotgun  shall  be 
prima  facie  evidence  that  it  is  used  for  the  purpose  of  hunting,  and 
that  the  carrying  of  a  shotgun  in  the  field  shall  be  evidence  of  hunt- 
ing within  the  meaning  of  this  Section. 

Sec.  4.  Each  hunter  shall  be  required  to  exhibit  a  receipt  for  his 
license  when  it  is  demanded  of  him  by  any  duly  qualified  game  war- 
den, and  shall  carry  on  the  front  part  of  the  stock  of  his  gun  a  metal 
tag,  to  be  furnished  by  the  game  warden  or  clerk,  showing  that 
license  has  been  paid. 

Sec.  5.  That  a  warden  shall  be  appointed  for  each  county,  who 
shall  qualify  by  taking  oath  before  the  clerk  of  the  court  and  giving 
bond  in  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars,  to  be  approved  by  the  clerk 
of  the  court.  That  the  warden  so  qualifying  shall  receive  for  com- 
pensation 25  cents  out  of  each  license  so  collected  by  him,  and  that 

the  clerk  of  the  court  shall  be  allowed  $ ( 

dollars)  for  his  services. 

Sec.  6.  The  moneys  proceeding  from  the  hunter's  license  shall  be 
transmitted  monthly  to  the  State  Treasurer  to  the  credit  of  the  Game 
Protection  fund  and  shall  be  disbursed  on  the  order  of  the  Fish  and 
Game  Commissioner. 
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A  BILL 

For  the  Protection  of  Game  Fish  in  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  and 
for  the  Repeal  of  Certain  Larj/s  Relating  Thereto. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  South  Car- 
olina: 

Section  i.  That  for  the  purpose  of  classification,  the  following 
fish  shall  be  known  as  game  fish,  viz :  Jack  fish  or  pickerel,  black  bass 
or  pond  trout,  striped  bass  or  rock  fish,  warmouth,  red-belly,  robin 
bream,  copper-face  or  ball-faced  bream,  banded  bream,  yellow-belly 
perch,  sun  perch,  red-fin  trout  or  yellow  perch,  rainbow  trout,  spec- 
kled trout,  flyer,  crappie,  rock  bass,  goggle-eye  and  white  perch. 

Sec.  2.  That  hereafter  no  person  or  persons  shall  cast,  draw,  fas- 
ten or  otherwise  make  use  of  any  seine  or  drift  net,  fyke  net  or  nets 
of  any  other  description,  or  use  any  other  appliances  for  the  catching 
of  game  fish,  except  hook  and  line  and  ordinary  bait,  or  by  spoon, 
or  by  artificial  fly,  or  by  phantom  minnow,  or  by  artificial  bait.    For 
violation  of  this  Section  the  party  so  violating  shall  be  fined  twenty 
dollars  ($20.00)  or  imprisoned  thirty (30)  days,  for  each  offense: 
Provided,  That  this  Section  shall  not  apply  to  such  person  or  per- 
sons as  are  catching  game  fish  with  a  net  or  other  appliance  for  the 
purpose  of  stocking  a  pond  or  other  stream  not  for  commercial  pur- 
poses; Provided,  also,  That  any  or  all  persons  engaged  in  catching 
game  fish  for  the  purpose  of  stocking  a  pond  or  stream  must  notify 
the  nearest  game  warden  or  trial  justice  of  his  or  their  purpose  to 
so  catch  the  fish :  Provided,  That  no  game  fish  shall  be  sold  between 
the  first  day  of  May  and  the  first  day  of  July  of  each  year. 

Sec.  3.  Should  any  game  fish  be  taken  by  net  or  other  appliance 
while  fishing  for  other  fish  than  game  fish,  they  shall  be  immediately 
returned  to  the  water  from  whence  they  came. 

Sec.  4.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  poison  the  streams  of  waters  of  the 
State  in  any  manner  whatsoever  for  the  purpose  of  taking  fish. 
The  muddying  of  streams  or  ponds,  or  the  introduction  of  any  sub- 
stance which  results  in  making  the  fish  sick,  so  that  they  may  be 
caught,  is  hereby  declared  to  be  poisoning,  in  the  sense  of  this  Act. 
For  violation  of  this  Section  the  person  so  violating  shall  be  fined 
five  hundred  dollars  ($500.00)  or  imprisoned  six  (6)  months. 

Sec.  5.  Any  individual,  person  or  corporation  who  shall  allow 
any  sewerage,  sawdust,  waste  substance  from  manufacture,  acid, 
alkali,  or  material  to  drain  into  the  streams  or  ponds  of  the  State, 
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whereby  the  fish  in  same  are  destroyed,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  mis- 
demeanor and  shall  be  punished  in  accordance  with  this  Act. 

Sec.  6.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  fish  in  any  privscte  pond  or  stream 
without  the  permission  of  the  owner,  or  from  the  banks  of  a  naviga- 
ble stream  without  the  permission  of  the  owner  of  the  land:  Pro- 
vided, That  such  permit  must  be  in  writing  should  the  owner  not 
be  within  one  mile  of  the  place  where  person  or  persons  may  be 
caught  in  the  act  of  so  fishing. 

Sec  7.  No  navigable  stream  of  this  State  shall  be  obstructed  by 
dam  or  otherwise  unless  there  be  provided  a  fishway  in  same.  For 
violation  of  this  Section  the  person  or  corporation  so  violating  shall 
be  fined  not  less  than  twenty-five  ($25.00)  dollars  for  each  day  that 
such  obstruction  shall  exist  without  said  fishway  in  same  after  hav- 
ing been  notified  in  writing  by  any  person  or  game  warden  that  such 
obstruction  exists. 

Sec.  8.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  draw  oif  the  waters  of  any  dam  to 
catch  fish. 

Sec.  9.  Any  non-migratory  fish,  except  game  fish,  alewife  or  her- 
ring and  shad,  may  be  caught  at  any  time  or  in  any  manner  not  pro- 
hibited by  this  Act.  Migratory  fish  may  be  caught  in  accordance 
with  such  laws  as  now  exist  or  may  hereafter  be  enacted. 

Sec.  id.  For  violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  not 
otherwise  provided  for,  the  party  or  parties  so  offending  shall,  upon 
conviction,  be  fined  not  less  than  one  nor  more  than  five  dollars  for 
each  fish  caught,  or  be  imprisoned  for  one  day  for  each  dollar  fined 
if  not  paid ;  not  to  exceed  fine  of  $100  or  thirty  days'  imprisonment. 
Sec  II.  Such  parts  of  Sections  524,  525,  532  and  535  of  Volume 
II  of  the  Code,  and  such  other  Acts  or  parts  of  Acts  as  conflict  with 
any  of  the  provisions  of  this  Act  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  12.  Any  fish  caught  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act 
shall  be  sold  to  the  highest  bidder  and  the  money  transmitted  to  the 
State  Treasurer  to  the  credit  of  the  Game  Protection  fund,  and  any 
fines  collected  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act  shall  be  paid  to  the 
State  Treasurer  to  the  credit  of  the  Game  Protection  fund,  and  shall 
be  paid  out  by  the  State  Treasurer  on  the  warrant  of  the  Fish  and 
Game  Commissioner  of  South  Carolina. 

TO  REPEAL  THE  FOX  ACT. 

Be  it  enacted.  That  on  the  passage  of  this  bill,  that  an  Act  entitled 
"An  Act  to  prohibit  the  destruction  of  fox  in  certain  counties  of  the 
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State,  approved  the  twenty-first  day  of  February,  1908,  be,  and  the 
same  is  hereby,  repealed. 

A  BILL 

To  amend  an  Act  entitled  "An  Act  to  amend  an  Act  entitled  'An 
Act  for  the  further  protection  of  partridges  and  quail/  approved 
2ist  day  of  February,  A.  D.  1906,  by  changing  the  time  cmd  in- 
clude pheasants  and  wild  turkey,"  approved  the  25th  day  of  Feb- 
ruary, A,  D,  1908,  so  as  to  make  uniform  the  non-resident  hunters' 
license. 

Section  i.  That  Section  3  of  the  said  Act  be,  and  the  same  is 
hereby,  repealed. 
Sec.  2.  That  Section  4  of  said  Act  become  Section  3. 


In  closing  our  report  we  wish  to  thank  the  Attorney  General  for 
the  assistance  given  us  in  interpreting  the  various  laws  and  the 
State  Treasurer  for  his  uniform  attention  to  our  requests  for  infor- 
mation concerning  the  fund  held  by  him  for  game  protection. 

We  regret  that  we  have  had  no  opportimity  to  compile  accurate 
statistics  concerning  hunting  clubs,  as  we  believe  the  information 
would  be  interesting  and  valuable.

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Secretary's  Report. 


The  work  of  the  entire  year  has  been  done  under  whip  and  spur. 
The  pace  has  been  forced  from  word  to  wire. 

It  was  not  an  easy  matter  to  convince  communities  of  what  the 
work  was  intended  to  accomplish.  There  was  much  misunder- 
standing, due  principally  to  the  fact  that  laws  for  the  protection  of 
birds,  game  and  non-migratory  fish  had  no  significance  because  no 
effort  had  been  made  to  enforce  them.  Many  people  honestly  be- 
lieved that  the  Audubon  Society  had  sought  to  foist  a  set  of  new 
laws  on  the  State  and  that  the  Society  was  backed  by  power  and 
money  to  accomplish  this. 

These  and  other  misunderstandings  have  gradually  disappeared 
in  face  of  repeated  explanations,  made  to  the  people  themselves. 
No  community,  in  which  the  Audubon  Society  has  had  a  fair  hear- 
ing, has  any  misunderstanding  whatever  as  to  these  things. 

It  was  determined  to  bring  home  to  the  people  themselves  the 
facts  of  the  case.  This  has  certainly  been  done,  for,  although  the 
work  has  not  penetrated  every  community,  the  great  principles  of 
bird  and  game  protection,  with  a  correct  understanding  of  what  the 
Audubon  Society  is,  have  been  set  before  the  people  of  South  Caro- 
lina. 

In  this  connection  it  may  be  repeated  that  the  Audubon  Society 
has  never  done  anjrthing  but  direct  the  work ;  the  work  itself  has 
been  carried  on  by  the  people,  as  it  always  must  be  to  be  a  success. 
No  amount  of  money  would  accomplish  the  purpose ;  an  army  of 
men  could  not  do  it.  Once,  however,  the  sympathy  and  support 
of  the  people  is  enlisted,  the  task  becomes  comparatively  easy.  Every 
member  of  the  Audubon  Society  is  a  potential  game  warden.  Backed 
thus  by  organized  and  determined  citizenship,  the  work  becomes 
irresistible. 

In  getting  the  work  before  the  people,  three  main  methods  have 
been  employed. 

First,  to  talk  the  matter  over  with  citizens  of  each  community  in 
mass  meeting  and  individually.  Mass  meetings  have  been  most  ef- 
fective. 

Second,  to  have  talks  to  schools  whenever  practicable.  This  has 
poved  fruitful  in  results  and  will  be  carried  on  in  future.

Third,  to  keep  the  question  of  bird  and  game  protection  alive  in 
the  press.  This  has  proved  a  powerful  means  of  enlisting  public 
sympathy.  The  press  of  the  State,  daily  and  weekly,  has  been  alto- 
gether friendly,  and  the  Audubon  cause  owes  much  of  its  success 
to  it.  Whatever  other  differences  there  might  be  as  to  public  policy, 
there  has  been  none  at  all  in  the  sympathy  and  aid  extended  to  the 
work  of  the  Society.  The  columns  of  the  newspapers  have  been 
open  at  all  times  to  the  secretary  and  he  has  availed  himself  of  them 
freely.  To  no  movement  has  the  State  press  given  heartier  support 
and  recognition  than  to  this  movement  to  save  the  heritage  of  the 
fathers. 

The  condition  of  things  was  very  bad,  as  it  would  naturally  be, 
when  bird,  game  and  fish  laws  had  for  so  long  been  dead  letters. 
The  finest  fishing  streams  in  South  Carolina  were  almost  ruined, 
being  stopped  with  traps,  filled  with  nets,  and  defiled  with  every 
unlawful  means  of  taking  fish  tliat  idle  minds  could  invent. 

The  people  did  not  believe  there  was  a  remedy.  The  first  duty 
was  to  convince  them  that  there  was.  Orangeburg  will  afford  a 
good  example  of  the  work  and  of  the  methods  employed. 

Edisto  River,  famous  for  two  centuries  for  its  fish,  was  in  a  most 
deplorable  and  shameful  condition.  The  people  who  lived  along  it 
asserted  that  getting  a  mess  of  fish  with  hook  and  line  was  out  of  the 
question.  To  meet  this  condition  of  affairs  squarely  I  went  to 
Orangeburg,  and  called  a  mass  meeting  of  the  citzens  in  the  court 
house..  Notice  of  the  meeting  was  published  in  the  local  newspa- 
pers, daily  and  weekly.  At  the  same  time  the  laws  were  published 
and  all  good  citizens  were  called  on  to  obey  these  laws  and  to  assist 
in  their  enforcement. 

The  meeting  was  held  as  appointed  and  for  more  than  an  hour 
we  talked  the  matter  over  to  a  sympathetic  audience.  The  result 
was  the  formation  of  an  Audubon  Society  and  a  determination  of  the 
citizens  to  have  their  laws  enforced.  One  of  the  leading  trappers 
came  to  me  and  offered  his  services  as  warden  to  stop  the  rest,  as 
he  had  been  violating  the  law  without  knowing  what  the  law  was. 
His  services  were  accepted,  and  he  is  doing  efficient  work  in  en- 
forcing the  laws. 

In  response  to  the  appeal,  most  of  the  citizens  took  out  their  traps 
at  once  and  complied  with  law.  Within  30  days  there  was  wrought 
almost  a  miracle  in  the  community.  Men  who  had  told  me  that 
such  a  thing  was  impossible  and  that  it  would  cost  many  lives  to 
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Stop  the  unlawful  taking  of  fish  freely  confessed  that  the  work  was 
a  success. 

Meantime  a  number  of  cases  had  to  be  brought  as  there  were  some 
who  paid  no  heed  to  the  warning  and  appeal.  They  are  wiser  now 
and  will  obey  the  law  in  future. 

MURDER  1 

Unfortunately  the  prophecies  that  the  work  would  entail  blood- 
shed turned  out  to  be  too  true.  Warden  L.  P.  Reeves,  as  published 
in  the  daily  newspapers,  was  shot  to  death  while  returning  to  his 
home  near  Reevesville,  in  the  month  of  September,  by  an  assassin 
hidden  by  the  roadside.  All  details  point  to  cold-blooded  murder 
without  excuse,  except  that  Warden  Reeves  had  determined  to 
enforce  the  law  and  had  thereby  incurred  the  hatred  of  certain  crim- 
inals. So  far  not  enough  proof  has  been  secured  to  warrant  making 
an  arrest,  although  there  is  strong  circumstantial  evidence  point- 
ing to  the  murderer  and  no  effort  will  be  spared  to  bring  the  guilty 
party  to  justice. 

The  Governor  at  once  offered  a  reward  of  $500  for  the  appre- 
hension of  the  murderer,  with  proof  to  convict,  and  the  Audubon 
Society  is  doing  all  it  can  to  assist,  being  frightfully  hampered  by 
lack  of  means. 

The  people  of  the  entire  country-side  abhor  the  murder  and  are 
ready  to  do  their  part  in  furthering  the  ends  of  justice.  This  is  the 
only  instance  within  the  Society's  experience  so  far  of  actual  blood- 
shed, although  in  individual  cases  lawless  people  have  preferred 
threats. 

This  murder  happened  long  after  Edisto  River  had  been  cleaned 
out.  The  sentiment  of  the  citizens  is  overwhelmingly  in  favor  of  the 
law,  in  fact  the  general  wish  is  to  have  more  stringent  laws.  Every- 
body that  expressed  any  opinion  wished  to  have  fish  trapping,  net- 
ting and  any  other  mode  of  taking  fish,  save  with  hook  and  line, 
(ione  away  with  all  the  year  round.  The  people  expressed  themselves 
as  absolutely  opposed  to  the  sale  of  game  fish,  claiming,  with  justice, 
I  think,  that  to  stop  the  sale  was  to  take  away  the  main  incentive 
for  violations. 

The  work  as  done  on  the  North  Edisto  River  is  a  sample  of  what 
has  been  done  on  most  other  rivers  in  the  State.  Little  Peedee  and 
Waccamaw  were  fully  as  bad,  as  were  L3mch's,  Black  and  Santee. 
The  work  of  Warden  Karl  Dargan  on  Lynch's  River,  of  Warden 
McClary  on  Black  River  and  of  Warden  O.  M.  Harrelson  on  Little 
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Peedee  and  Waccamaw,  is  especially  worthy  of  notice.  Warden  S. 
T.  Moore,  of  Dillon,  has  also  proved  a  resolute  and  fearless  c^cer, 
who  lacked  only  popular  suiqxMt  to  accomplish  similar  results  to 
the  others  mentioned.  These  officers  have  proved  terrors  to  evil- 
doers and  have  rendered  eminent  service  to  the  State,  almost  with- 
out reward. 

Warden  C.  B.  Shaw,  at  Langley,  in  Aiken  County,  has  also 
proved  a  host  in  enforcing  the  law  and  has  brought  on  a  changed 
condition  in  his  r^on.  Wardens  H.  T.  Harllee  and  Henry  Dar- 
gan,  in  Darlington  County,  Warden  J.  D.  Douglass,  at  Orangeburg, 
have  made  splendid  officers. 

The  Society  has  other  good  wardens,  equally  worthy,  but  to  make 
special  note  of  all  is  impossible  in  a  limited  space.  Considering  the 
fact  that  the  wardens  were  working  on  a  bare  contingent  basis  and 
earned  very  little  for  their  time  and  trouble,  the  work  done  is  most 
notable  and  will  compare  favorably  with  wardens'  work  anywhere  in 
the  country.  It  is  a  pleasure  to  bear  witness  to  the  work  of  such 
men.  They  have  already  wrought  a  revolution  in  the  sentiment  of 
the  people,  for  results  weigh  mightily  and  the  actual  enforcement  of 
law  makes  friends  of  law-abiding  citizens. 

Not  to  make  the  account  too  long,  what  happened  at  Orangeburg 
is  similar  to  what  has  happened  at  every  place  at  which  organiza- 
tion has  been  effected. 

There  are  still  about  a  dozen  important  points  that  were  not  cov- 
ered for  the  simple  reason  that  the  Secretary  lacked  time  to  get 
around,  and  the  Society  had  no  means  to  employ  additional  men. 
Necessity  drove  the  Society  to  work  where  it  could  get  immediate 
support,  for  there  was  no  other  means  of  carrying  on  the  work  ex- 
cept through  the  contribution  of  each  member. 

That  the  work  has  been  kept  alive  by  such  means  is  proof  enough 
that  it  had  the  support  of  the  people.  The  record  is  evident  and 
convincing. 

From  meetings  in  almost  every  county  in  South  Carolina,  the  con- 
clusion is  derived  that  the  people  wish  shorter  seasons  for  shooting 
game.  Those  most  insistent  on  longer  seasons  are  sportsmen  who 
are  consulting  their  own  wishes. 

It  must  always  be  remembered  that  bird,  game  and  fish  laws  arc 
made  with  the  fundamental  desire  of  affording  protection  to  the 
birds,  game  and  fish,  and  are  not  made  for  the  convenience  of  the 
sportsmen.  Any  sportsman  that  stops  and  calmly  considers  the  state 
of  the  case,  will  see  that  the  interest  of  true  sport  lies  in  shorter  sea- 
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sons.  It  IS  ndicnlous,  but  true,  that  the  game  seasons  in  South  Caro- 
lina are  practically  as  long  as  th^  were  thirty  years  ago,  when  game 
and  fish  were  ever3rwhere  abundant  and  hunters  were  few. 

That  these  seascms  should  be  the  same  at  the  present  time,  with 
hunters  multiplied  by  the  score,  and  the  negro  hunting  along  with 
the  white  hunter,  thus  bringing  another  destructive  element  into 
play,  is  so  tmwise  and  wasteful  that  a  mere  statement  ought  to  be 
enough  to  put  a  stop  to  it. 

Each  month  has  seen  the  work  grow  stronger  and  more  deeply 
mtrenched  in  the  good  will  of  the  people.  The  whole  State  is  alive 
with  determination  to  save  the  birds,  the  game  and  the  fish.  The 
people  are  everywhere  talking  about  it ;  the  press  is  filled  with  notices 
of  it.  He  who  runs  may  read  a  new  order  in  the  signs  of  the  times. 
My  own  experience  has  been  similar  to  that  of  the  wardens.  The 
general  desire  is  to  have  wardens  paid  a  regular  salary  and  for  them 
not  to  be  dependent  on  their  work  for  what  they  earn. 

Since  being  in  the  field  for  nearly  two  years,  I  have  become  con- 
vinced that  a  comparatively  small  number  of  wardens  would  be 
sufiBcient  to  carry  on  the  work,  say  not  exceeding  one  in  each  con- 
gressional district.  With  that  many  wardens  paid  a  salary  and  ex- 
penses, having  the  county  wardens,  appointed  to  collect  licenses,  to 
co-operate  with  them  and  also  the  light  keepers  on  the  coast,  the 
State  would  have  an  ideal  enforcement. 

I  have  been  in  the  field  the  entire  year,  with  about  two  days  out 
of  the  month  at  home,  and  have,  therefore,  mingled  as  freely  and  as 
closely  with  the  people  as  it  was  possible  for  anybody  to  do.  For 
which  reason  I  have  little  hesitation  in  stating  what  the  people  think 
about  the  enforcement  of  the  laws. 

It  must  be  remembered  that  the  whole  story  of  the  effect  of  the 
work  is  not  told  in  the  number  of  cases  brought,  nor  in  the  convic- 
tions secured.  This  is  an  important  side,  not  to  be  neglected.  But 
the  full  story  is  told  in  the  condition  of  the  laws  in  the  community, 
how  well  they  are  obeyed  at  the  present  time  as  compared  with  the 
condition  before  the  Society  began  its  work. 

As  to  this,  the  detailed  report  of  the  wardens  who  have  rendered 
voluntary  testimony  on  this  point,  affords  a  convincing  testimony, 
as  well  as  a  most  interesting  one.  Along  with  their  reports  take 
the  uniform  testimony  in  the  public  press  and  so  overwhelming 
a  proof  is  afforded  that  he  would  indeed  be  a  bold  man  to  take  issue 
with  it 
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The  report  of  the  wardens  is  uniform  and  entirely  satis&ctory  on 
this  point.  They  have  meant  to  make  it  clear  and  it  is  dear. 

THE  CONDITION  OF  GAME. 

On  the  whole,  game  has  had  a  hard  year.  The  floods  of  the  last 
of  August  and  early  part  of  September  produced  the  most  disastrous 
freshet  ever  known  in  South  Carolina;  all  previous  records  were 
broken.  The  swamps  were  filled  with  water  in  some  places  for  two 
weeks,  and  the  deer  were  driven  out  on  the  uplands,  where  they  were 
slaughtered  ruthlessly.  Unfortunately  there  was  no  help  for  it, 
the  open  season  being  on  in  all  the  counties.  The  warden  at  Con- 
way reported  the  killing  of  forty-eight  deer  around  that  community. 
A  reliable  report  said  that  a  fifteen-year-old  boy,  lower  down  the 
river,  had  killed  fifteen  deer  in  one  day  on  an  island,  thirteen  of 
which  were  does.  A  report  from  the  Savannah  River  stated  that 
one  party  had  killed  nineteen  deer,  half  of  which  were  left  to  spoil 
in  the  woods ;  another  party  killed  sixteen.  On  Santee  the  slaughter 
was  equally  great,  and  all  along  the  Great  Peedee  the  tale  was  the 
same.  It  will  take  many  years  for  deer  to  recover  from  this  decima- 
tion. 

Curiously  enough,  many  young  wild  turkeys  were  drowned,  al- 
though the  reason  for  this  is  not  clear.  Some  hunters  have  suggested 
that  they  became  exhausted  and  dropped  from  their  perches  in  the 
trees  during  the  long  period  that  the  swamps  were  under  water. 
The  fact  was  well  attested,  whatever  the  cause. 

Many  young  partridges  must  have  been  drowned  along  the  river 
bottoms,  although  reports  are  wanting  as  to  this. 

No  reports  have  come  in  as  to  the  so-called  "black  tongue,"  which 
was  so  fatal  to  deer  several  years  ago.  The  department  of  agricul- 
ture has  examined  specimens  and  has  concluded  that  the  disease  is 
really  gloss  anthrax,  a  disease  fatal  to  cattle,  and  it  is  thought  the 
deer  contracted  it  from  the  poor  cattle  on  the  ranges  of  the  low 
country. 

There  is  a  disease  peculiarly  fatal  to  partridges,  reported  from 
several  States;  it  has  appeared  in  Alabama  and  done  great  damage 
there.  The  disese  is  similar  to  cholera  in  domestic  poultry  and  great 
care  should  be  exercised  lest  it  should  be  imported  into  South  Caro- 
lina. It  spreads  rapidly  when  once  introduced,  and  is  almost  im- 
mediately fatal  to  birds  when  attacked  by  it.  No  report  of  its 
appearance  has  been  made  in  South  Carolina,  although  birds  have 
been  imported  for  re-stocking  from  Alabama.

No  birds  should  ever  be  brought  into  the  State  without  being  sub- 
jected to  careful  examination  by  an  expert. 

NON-GAME  BIRDS. 

There  has  been  a  most  notable  change  in  the  habits  of  the  people 
with  respect  to  the  shooting  of  non-game  birds.  Bullbats  and  robins 
were  generally  killed  throughout  the  State  until  this  year.  Public 
sentiment  no  longer  tolerates  this,  and  to  make  the  execution  of  the 
law  easier  the  fines  for  killing  non-game  birds  should  be  made 
higher — ^not  less  than  $io  for  each  bird.  The  present  fine  is  entirely 
inadequate.

REPORTS  AND  RECOMMENDATIONS 


Gentlemen  of  the  General  Assembly:  « 

This  is  the  Fortieth  Annual  Report  of  the  Department  of  Educa- 
tion.   It  seems  strange  that  such  should  be  the  case  in  one  of  the 
oldest  and  most  historical  States  in  the  Union.    However,  this  does 
not  mean  that  no  effort  was  made  towards  public  education  in  South 
Carolina  prior  to  the  establishment  of  this  Department.    The  Od- 
onists,  in  1710,  passed  an  Act  declaring  that  a  free  school  should  be 
conducted  for  the  youth  of  the  province.    This  good  beginning,  how- 
ever, was  not  extended  far  enough.     During  the  first  half  of  the 
nineteenth  century  appropriations  were  made  by  the  L^slature 
which  reached  as  high  as  $50,000.00  per  year  for  "free  schools." 
The  benefits  of  these  "free  schools"  were  intended  only  for  indigent 
children.    There  were  two  distinct  reasons  why  general  education 
did  not  flourish  under  this  plan.     In  the  first  place,  there  was  no 
system  of  administration.    The  funds  were  left  entirely  to  the  dispo- 
sition of  local  authorities  who  were  not  responsible  to  any  county 
or  state  officers.     In  the  second  place,  this  plan  created  invidious 
class  distinctions.    A  child  and  its  parents  were  forced  to  acknowl- 
edge poverty  in  order  to  get  the  benefits  of  these  schools. 

The  Constitution  of  1868  contained  a  very  important  article  upon 
the  subject  of  education.  This  article  contained  more  provisions 
than  were  subsequently  incorporated  into  tl]e  statutes.  It  provided 
for  a  State  Superintendent  of  Education ;  for  County  School  Com- 
missiwiers ;  for  "Free  Public  Schools";  compulsory  attendance; 
both  capitation  and  property  school  taxes ;  a  Normal  School ;  a  school 
for  the  deaf  and  blind ;  a  reform  school ;  the  maintenance  of  the 
Stat^  University ;  the  establishment  of  ah  Agricultural  College,  and 
other  matters  of  lesser  importance. 

For  years  there  was  considerable  prejudice  against  the  public 
school  system,  because  it  originated,  to  some  extent,  during  the 
period  of  reconstruction.  For  many  years  the  Legislature  did  not 
even  seem  to  appreciate  the  importance  of  the  work  of  this  depart- 
ment in  comparison  with  other  departments  of  government. 

A  close  study  of  the  development  of  our  school  system  will  remove 
a  great  deal  of  this  prejudice.  When  the  Legislature  came  to  carry 
out  the  mandates  of  the  Constitution,  it  failed  signally  for  several 
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years  to  establish  the  foundation  of  a  system.  When  the  first  Super- 
intendent of  Education  made  his  annual  report,  it  showed  but  a  few- 
more  than  500  teachers  and  about  16,000  children  in  the  public 
schools  of  the  State.  The  second  report  shows  about  twice  as  many. 
The  Legislature,  in  1868,  passed  an  Act  providing  for  the  temporar)' 
organization  of  th^  educational  department  of  the  State.  This  Act 
provided  for  a  few  educational  officers  and  for  their  salaries,  but  did 
not  provide  sufficient  means  for  running  the  schools.  The  total 
funds  did  not  exceed  the  appropriations  which  had  been  made  for 
the  "free  schools"  in  earlier  years.  In  1870  a  fuller  Act  was  passed, 
which  defined  the  duties  of  the  State  Superintendent  of  Education 
and  of  the  County  School  Commissioners.  It,  also,  provided  for  the 
establishment  of  school  districts;  for  the  making  of  reports;  for  a 
course  of  study,  and  for  the  enumeration  of  school  children.  In  1871 
this  Act  was  amended  so  as  to  provide  for  a  State  Board  of  Educa- 
tion ;  for  the  adoption  of  the  uniform  series  of  school  books,  for  the 
examination  of  teachers  and  for  the  apportionment  of  such  meager 
appropriations  as  had  been  made  from  time  to  time.  The  State 
Superintendent  of  Education,  at  that  time,  complained  because  of  the 
inefficiency  of  teachers,  and  also  because  of  the  scarcity  of  funds. 

It  was  not  until  after  reconstruction  that  the  schools  began  to 
show  marked  progress  and  development.     In  1877  the  State  Super- 
intendent of  Education  reported  the  employment  of  more  than  3,000    : 
teachers,  and  the  attendance  of  more  than  100,000  children.    The    | 
reports  for  several  succeeding  years  speak  frequently  of  marked    1 
increase  and  continued  progress.     It  soon  became  clear  that  some    | 
definite  arrangements  must  be  made  for  more  funds,  consequently,  a 
penalty  was  provided  in  order  to  enforce  the  collection  of  the  poll 
tax,  and  in  1878,  an  amendment  of  the  Constitution  was  adopted    : 
which  provided  for  a  two-mill  tax  for  school  purposes.    This  meas- 
ure  was  adopted  by  an  overwhelming  popular  vote.     This  vote  is, 
in  itself,  a  tribute  to  the  courage  and  hopefulness  of  our  people. 
Times  were  not  prosperous  then.     It  was  also  during  this  same  year 
that  local  taxation  began.    The  town  of  Winnsboro  secured  the  priv-    j 
ilege  of  voting  an  additional  two-mill  tax  for  the  support  of  its 
schools.    This  was  the  beginning  of  the  development  of  an  excellent 
system  of  city  and  town  schools  throughout  the  State.    This  period, 
also,  witnessed  the  reopening  of  the  State  University,  of  the  State 
Military  Academy,  and  several  of  the  denominational  colleges. 

One  of  the  most  interesting  items  in  the  history  of  this  depart- 
ment is  to  be  found  in  the  first  and  second  annual  reports  of  Supt. 
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H.  S.  Thompson,  who  assumed  the  duties  of  this  office  in  1877.   He 
called  together  several  of  the  most  prominent  men  of  the  State  for 
the  purpose  of  revising  the  school  law.    The  expenses  of  the  Com- 
mission were  paid  by  the  Peabody  Board.    This  committee  consisted 
of  "Prof.  J.  H.  Carlisle,  Prof.  Charles  Petty,  R.  W.  Boyd,  Esq., 
R.  Means  Davis,  Esq.,  Prof.  William  Hood  and  H.  P.  Archer,  Esq.," 
These  gentlemen  prepared  a  school  code  which  included  the  best 
features  of  the  school  law  then  in  force,  and  also  a  great  many  im- 
proving, amendatory  features.    This  bill  was  submitted  to  the  Leg- 
islature and  enacted  into  law  practically  without  change.    It  is  inter- 
esting to  note  how  much  of  our  present  school  law  is  in  the  exact 
language  of  this  bill,  as  it  was  prepared  more  than  thirty  years  ago. 
Not  since  that  time  has  the  school  law  been  considered  and  revised 
as  a  whole.     It  has  been  changed  and  amended  by  piecemeal. 

One  of  the  most  striking  developments  in  our  school  progress 
from  1880  to  I  §85  is  to  be  found  in  the  improvement  of  the  teachers. 
An  impetus  was  given  to  this  work  by  the  system  of  examinations, 
which  had  been  inaugurated  by  the  State  Board  of  Education.  Per- 
haps an  even  greater  source  of  inspiration  was  found  in  the  great 
conventicms  of  teachers  known  as  "Teachers'  Institutes."  This 
work  was  conducted  by  some  of  the  most  prominent  educators  of 
the  State,  and  also  a  few  leaders  from  other  States.  These  meetings 
were  held  in  different  parts  of  the  State,  and  did  much  to  unify  the 
school  forces,  as  well  as  to  arouse  enthusiasm. 

The  last  decade  of  the  last  century  witnessed  some  very  important 
developments  in  connection  with  our  educational  system.     Perhaps 
the  most  important  ones  were  the  establishment,  of  Clemson  and 
Winthrop  Colleges,  and  the  provisions  in  the  Constitution  of  1895. 
allowing  more  school  funds.     The  emphasis  placed  upon  industrial 
education  in  these  two  great  colleges  has  greatly  influenced  the  wel- 
fare of  the  State.     The  good  results  are  but  fairly  begun,  however. 
For  several  years  the  demand  outside  of  the  State  for  Clemson  grad- 
uates has  been  so  great  that  insufficient  numbers  have  returned  to 
Mp  develop  our  own  resources.     Our  own  demand  is  increasing 
now,  and  some  of  these  graduates  will  give  their  trained  intelligence 
and  skill  to  the  upbuilding  of  South  Carolina.    Large  numbers  of 
hoys  are  now  taking  the  agricultural  course.    There  is  a  growing 
demand  all  over  the  country  that  elementary  agriculture  be  taught 
in  the  schools.    If  enough  men  can  be  secured  to  teach  in  agricul- 
tural high  schools,  a  great  forward  step  will  be  taken.    In  addition 
to  the  demand  from  the  schools,  there  is  a  great  work  for  these 
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young  men  to  do  in  improving  the  methods  of  farming  of  our  peo- 
ple who  are  out  of  school  and  in  active  work. 

The  normal  and  industrial  training  given  at  Winthrop  CoU^e  very 
quickly  began  to  show  beneficial  effects  in  the  schools  and  homes 
throughout  the  State.  The  State  early  got  a  return  upon  its  invest- 
ment in  this  institution.  The  needs  and  demands  of  our  State  for 
women  trained  along  these  lines  have  not  decreased,  but  have  rather 
increased.  It  is  very  encouraging  that  Winthrop  College  is  growing 
and  developing  at  the  same  time  with  the  increased  demands  upon 
her. 

For  several  years  in  South  Carolina,  and  elsewhere,  the  demand 
for  industrial  training  and  for  vocational  schools  has  been  very  tangi- 
ble. In  fact,  the  demand  has  far  exceeded  the  supply.  The  main 
reason  for  this  condition  of  affairs  is,  that  it  has  been  impossible  to 
secure  enough  teachers  for  this  work.  Our  colleges  and  universities 
must  be  the  pioneers  in  this  line,  because  upon  them  rests  the 
responsibility  of  preparing  these  teachers.  It  is  significant,  there- 
fore, when  a  College  like  Clemson  establishes  a  textile  department  and 
begins  to  turn  out  young  men  who  will  diversify  and  improve  our 
manufactures.  Before  many  years  these  young  men  will  be  teaching 
in  textile  schools  located  in  manufacturing  centers.  It  is  gp'atifying, 
also,  when  a  college  like  Winthrq>  develops  an  excellent  course  in 
domestic  science,  or  in  manual  training,  or  in  library  methods,  or  in 
business  training,  because  the  g^raduates  from  these  departments  will 
soon  find  abundant  labors  for  their  trained  and  willing  hands  to  do. 
There  is  yet  room  in  some  of  our  colleges  for  departments  of  com- 
merce, and  for  thje  extension  and  enlargement  of  mechanical,  agri- 
cultural and  other  industrial  courses.  The  trend  of  our  training  has 
been  away  from  the  life  of  the  people.  The  tide  is  turning  rapidly 
in  the  opposite  direction.  The  demand  for  trained  workers  and 
teachers,  in  the  above  named  lines,  will  increase  rapidly  within  thei 
next  few  years.  Vocational  schools  of  this  kind  are  just  as  necessary 
as  those  in  law  and  medicine. 

The  Constitutional  Convention  of  1895  provided  for  a  three-mill 
tax  to  be  levied  upon  all  property  in  the  various  Counties.  It  also 
allowed  any  district  to  vote  a  tax  not  exceeding  four  mills.  The  poll 
tax  was  continued  a  district  tax  as  before.  Thus,  provision  was 
made  for  a  county  tax,  for  a  mandatory  district  tax,  and  for  an 
optional  district  tax.  State  Superintendent  of  Education  Mayfield 
strongly  recommended  to  the  Convention,  at  that  time,  that  a  one-mill 
state  tax  should  be  required.    He  argued  that  it  would  be  impossible 
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to  develop  our  school  system  with  any  degree  of  equality  and  regular- 
ity unless  we  had  a  state  tax,  and  unless  the  State  Board  of  Education 
had  the  power  to  help  weak  counties.    As  is  well  known,  the  Con- 
vention did  not  provide  the  state  tax.     Consequently  we  will  con- 
tinue to  have  some  very  poor  schools.    For  some  years  the  dispen- 
san-  fund  was  used  as  a  state  school  fund.    A  provision  was  then 
made  to  give  aid  to  weak  schools.    As  this  fund  will  no  longer  be 
available,  I  hope  the  Legislature  will  soon  see  the  necessity  of  mak- 
ing an  additional  state  tax,  or  state  appropriation,  and  of  giving 
the  State  Board  of  Education  the  power  to  distribute  this  money  in 
proportion  to  the  most  urgent  needs.     The  per  capita  amounts  of 
school  funds,  in  some  counties,  are  twice  and  even  three  times  as 
much  as  those  in  other  counties.     It  will  always  be  difficult  to  de- 
velop a  school  system  under  such  conditions.     I  do  not  think  that 
the  Legislature  could  make  a  mistake  by  giving  State  and  County 
Boards  of  Education  more  means  and  facilities  for  proper  school 
administration.    I  am  sure  that  I  appreciate  the  importance  of  local 
initiative  and  of  individual  effort,  but  I  really  believe  that  these 
influences  are  made  more  effective  when  outside  stimulation  and 
encouragement  are  offered.     In  some  states,  educational  commis- 
Mons,  boards,  and  other  officers  have  accomplished  wonderful  results, 
because  they  have  been  furnished  with  authority  and  facilities. 

Until  recent  years,  the  tendency  in  this  State  has  been  to  dissipate 
educational  influence  and  authority  to  the  utmost  limit.     The  time 
has  come  when  we  should  "swing  away"  from  this  extreme.    It  is 
not  necessary  that  we  go  to  the  other  extreme  of  greatest  concen- ' 
tration. 

During  the  administration  of  my  immediate  predecessor,  there 
were  some  notable  gatherings  of  teachers,  especially  m  summer 
schools.  These  meetings  brought  together  teachers  from  all  of 
our  different  kinds  of  schcx)ls  and  colleges.  In  addition  to  the 
improvement  and  inspiration  which  the  teachers  received,  much 
good  was  done  in  harmonizing  the  educational  forces  of  the  State. 

To  my  mind,  one  of  the  most  significant  things  in  the  recent  his- 
tory of  our  school  system  is  the  adoption,  by  the  Legislature,  of  the 
idea  of  the  encouragement  to  self  help.  This  was  begun  by  the 
enactment  of  the  library  law.  More  than  1,200  libraries  have  been 
established  in  less  than  five  years.  If  there  had  been  no  inducement 
to  encourage  the  schools  to  help  themselves,  it  would  have  been 
impossible  to  have  established  one-fourth  of  these  libraries.  The 
same  thing  might  be  said  of  the  school  building  law,  which  was 
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enacted  but  four  years  ago.  Inasmuch  as  the  funds  distributed 
under  this  law  will  soon  be  no  longer  available,  I  hope  that  some 
other  provision  will  be  made  for  the  continuation  of  this  aid.  It 
means  a  great  deal  to  be  able  to  offer  aid  to  a  weak  community  which 
needs  a  new  school  house.  This  same  idea  has  been  applied  in  the 
High  School  Act.  It  would  have  been  impossible  to  have  enlarged, 
or  improved  one  hundred  high  schools  in  less  than  two  years  without 
state  aid  and  state  inspection.  If  we  had  sufficient  taxes,  or  appro- 
priations, to  secure  equality  of  opportunity  in  the  fundamental  organ- 
ization of  our  schools,  the  Legislature  and  school  officers  could  carry 
forward  a  succession  of  improvements  such  as  the  state  has  never 
witnessed. 

At  the  close  of  forty  years  of  effort  in  building  an  educational 
system,  we  are  now  expending  about  one  million  and  a  half  dollars 
annually  upon  our  public  schools.  We  have  an  enrollment  of  con- 
siderably more  than  three  hundred  thousand  children.  We  have 
more  than  five  thousand  school  buildings.  We  have  more  than 
six  thousand  teachers.  We  have  more  than  one  hundred  high 
schools  doing  very  good  work.  The  State  is  spending  more  than 
three  hundred  thousand  dollars  annually  upon  its  colleges.  The 
situation  is  far  brighter  now  than  it  was  in  the  beginning  of  this 
period.  Of  course,  a  great  many  adjustments  and  changes  are 
necessary,  but  I  believe  that  the  outlook  is  full  of  promise.  A  great 
deal  should  be  accomplished  within  the  next  ten  years. 

COUNTY  SUPERVISION. 

During  the  past  forty  years  South  Carolina  has  had  seven  different 
State  Superintendents  of  Education,  as  follows :  J.  K.  Jillson,  H.  S. 
Thompson,  A.  Coward,  J.  H.  Rice,  W'.  D.  Mayfield,  J.  J.  McMahan 
and  O.  B.  Martin.  Every  one  of  these  Superintendents  has  urged 
the  Legislature  to  make  improvements  in  our  system  of  county 
supervision.  The  net  results  of  these  appeals  have  been  a  change  in 
the  name  of  County  School  Commissioner  to  County  Superintendent 
of  Education,  a  slight  increase  in  the  salaries  in  some  counties,  and 
an  increase  in  the  length  of  term  from  two  years  to  four  years 
in  eighteen  counties.  This  condition  affords  another  striking  illus- 
tration of  the  necessity  of  a  general  revision  of  our  school  law  in  the 
interest  of  system  and  uniformity.  The  people  of  the  state  are 
evidently  dissatisfied,  in  a  large  measure,  with  the  existing  method 
of  county  school  supervision.  As  an  evidence  of  that  fact,  it 
should  be  noted  that  nearly  one-half  of  the  Superintendents  were 
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changed  at  the  recent  election.  Not  all  were  defeated.  Some  did 
not  offer  for  re-election,  because  they  could  make  more  money  in 
other  lines  of  work.  Quite  a  number  were  defeated,  however.  Some 
of  these  had  held  office  for  only  a  short  wihle.  Many  of  these  were 
not  defeated  because  of  comparative  inefficiency.  Some  of  the  most 
competent  officers  in  the  state  failed  of  re-election.  It  frequently 
happens  that  zeal  and  activity  are  not  appreciated  until  they  are 
understood.  A  four-year  term  for  County  Superintendents  is  cer- 
tainly preferable  to  a  two-year  term. 

I  believe  that  it  is  practically  impossible  in  our  large  counties  for 
a  man  to  give  efficient  service  in  the  office  and  in  the  field  upon  the 
average  salary  now  provided.  The  argument  is  frequently  made 
that  the  salary  is  sufficient  for  the  amount  of  work  done.  This  is 
certainly  true  where  a  man  devotes  the  minor  portion  of  his  time  to 
his  duties  to  the  public,  and  a  major  portic»i  to  the  earning  of  a 
livelihood  in  some  other  way. 

After  considerable  observation  of  school  systems  in  various  parts 
of  the  country,  I  am  convinced  that  the  best  system  of  county  sup- 
ervision for  the  South  is  that  which  is  in  practice  in  Richmond 
Count}-,  and  three  other  counties  in  Georgia.     The  people  there 
tlect  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Education  from  each  district.   This 
board,  representing  all  parts  of  the  county,  both  city  and  urban,  has 
general  charge  of  the  schools.     This  board  elects  the  Superintendent. 
There  is  only  one  Superintendent  for  both  city  and  country.     The 
Superintendent  of  Augusta  gives  as  much  attention  to  the  country 
schools  of  Richmond  County  as  he  does  to  the  city  schools.     Of 
course,  it  would  be  impossible  to  adopt  this  system  at  once  in  our 
state  by  the   Legislature,   because   our   Constitution   provides   for 
small  districts  and  for  trustees  in  those  districts.     We  could,  how- 
ever, provide  for  a  County  Board  of  Education  to  consist  of  one 
elective  member  from  each  township,  or  magisterial  district,  and 
devolve  upon  this  board  all  of  the  duties  and  functions  of  the  present 
County  Board  of  Education,  together  with  such  additional  powers 
and  duties  as  are  not  prohibited  by  the  Constitution.    This  board 
could  elect  the  County  Superintendent  of  Education,  and  fix  his 
?alar}'  in  proportion  to  the  amount  of  work  required.     It  could  be 
arranged  for  one-third  of  the  members  of  this  board  to  be  elected 
every  two  years.     Under  this  plan  there  would  be  little  danger  of 
^taage  to  the  schools  on  account  of  politics,  and  still,  the  ultimate 
control  of  the  schools  would  not  be  removed  from  the  people.    With 
such  an  organization  as  this,  it  would  be  possible  to  enforce  a  com- 
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pulsory  attendance  law  and  a  child-labor  law.  This  board  could 
employ  truant  and  inspection  officers.  '  It  would  also  be  possible  to 
carry  out  a  course  of  study  and  to  carry  forward  material  improve- 
ments in  a  systematic  way.  It  is  too  much  to  expect  the  proper 
enforcement  of  laws  from  poorly  paid  officers  who  have  to  stand  for 
re-election  every  two  years. 

Several  of  the  Southern  States  have  County  Boards  of  Exiucation, 
who  have  the  power  to  elect  County  Superintendents,  and  who  also 
select  teachers  upon  the  nomination  of  the  County  Superintendent. 
In  some  states,  County  Boards  do  not  confine  themselves  to  their 
own  states  in  selecting  County  Superintendents.  It  is  entirely  possi- 
ble that  there  may  not  be  a  man  in  a  given  county  who  is  qualified 
for  this  work.  A  great  many  improvements  in  our  schools  must 
wait  upon  the  action  of  the  Legislature  in  improving  our  system  of 
county  supervision. 

A  COMMISSION  TO  REVISE  SCHOOL  LAW. 

During  recent  years  a  great  many  educational  commissions  have 
been  appointed  in  the  various  states.  Different  duties  have  been 
assigned  to  such  commissions,  but  the  most  usual  and  most  beneficial 
commission  is  the  one  which  revises  and  systematizes  the  entire 
school  law.  For  instance,  an  Act  was  passed  at  the  last  session  of 
the  Kentucky  Legislature  which  provides  for  an  Educational  Com- 
mission "to  make  a  thorough  investigation  of  the  whole  school  sys- 
tem and  all  the  educational  interests  of  Kentucky,  and  the  laws 
under  which  the  same  are  organized  and  operated ;  to  make  a  com- 
parative study  of  such  school  systems  as  may  seem  advisable,  and  to 
submit  to  the  next  General  Assembly  a  report  embracing  such  sug- 
gestions, recommendations,  revisions,  additions,  corrections,  and 
amendments  as  the  Commission  shall  deem  necessary."  I  do  not 
know  of  any  one  Act  which  is  more  needed  in  South  Carolina,  or 
which  will  do  more  good.  It  is  almost  impossible  to  take  up  any 
subject  under  our  school  law  without  finding  inconsistencies,  irregu- 
larities and  actual  conflicts.  In  the  matter  of  school  districts,  there 
have  been  so  many  special  Acts  during  the  past  thirty  years,  that  it 
makes  it  very  difficult  to  harmonize  these  special  Acts  with  the  gen- 
eral law.  It  would  be  very  easy  to  devise  a  general  law  which  will 
include  the  best  features  of  all  of  the  local  Acts.  This  would  not 
mean  that  a  small  district  should  have  the  same  regulations  as  a 
large  one.  If  it  is  necessary  to  have  more  trustees  in  a  large  district, 
then  a  general  provision  could  be  made  for  all  districts  containing 
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towns  or  cities  above  a  certain  population.  There  might  be  several 
classifications  of  such  districts,  but  all  districts  under  one  class 
would  have  the  same  provisions.  There  is  a  great  deal  of  difficulty 
in  the  administration  of  the  high  school  law,  because  of  so  much 
special  l^islation.  The  High  School  Act  provides  for  aid  to  dis- 
tricts which  do  not  contain  towns  or  cities  with  a  peculation  of  more 
than  2,500.  All  such  districts  should  manifestly  come  under  the 
same  general  law.  Attention  has  already  been  called  to  the  incon- 
gruities in  our  law  in  regard  to  county  supervision.  A  revision 
commission  would  certainly  make  improvements  along  this  line. 
There  would  also  be  a  better  system  in  regard  to  transfers,  to 
teachers'  examinations,  to  the  duties  of  trustees  and  county  boards, 
and  to  various  other  subjects  with  which  school  officers  have  con- 
stant trouble. 

Such  a  commission  should  be  made  up  of  earnest,  thoughful  men, 
who  are  willing  to  devote  thought  and  study  to  the  matter.  A  bill 
should  be  carefully  wrought  out  and  fought  out.  It  has  been  the 
experience  in  other  States  that  such  work  so  commends  itself  to 
the  Legislatures  as  to  meet  with  very  general  approval.  Such  action 
has  always  brought  great  improvements  to  the  schools. 

TEACHERS'  INSTITUTES  AND  SUMMER  SCHOOLS. 

It  will  be  necessary  for  the  Legislature  to  give  some  consideration 
to  arrangements  for  the  instruction  of  teachers  in  institutes  or  sum- 
mer schools.    For  several  years  very  good  appropriations  were  avail- 
able for  this  purpose.     There  were  three  funds,  as  follows :    dis- 
pensary funds,  Peabody  appropriation  and  the  income  from  the  per- 
manent school  fund.    When  all  of  these  funds  were  available,  State 
and  County  summer  schools  were  held  for  a  month  during  each  year. 
A  great  deal  of  good  was  accomplished  in  assembling  so  many  of 
the  teachers  for  study  and  association.     For  the  last  two  years  only 
cwie  of  the  above-named  funds  has  been  available,  namely:   the 
income  from  the  permanent  school  fund.     This  fund  has  accumu- 
lated from  escheats,  and  there  is  a  law  which  provides  that  the  inter- 
est shall  be  used  for  teachers'  institutes.     This  interest  amounts  to 
about  $2,300.00  per  year.     No  institutes  were  held  last  year  because 
of  the  Jamestown  Exposition.     Consequently,  there  was  a  very  good 
trnid  available  for  institutes  this  year.     We  had  the  income  from  the 
permanent  school  fund  for  two  years,  together  with  a  surplus  which 
bad  been  brought  forward  from  previous  years.     There  was  not 
«K>ugh  money,  however,  to  undertake  summer  schools  for  a  month.

Arrangements  were  made,  therefore,  for  institutes  in  nearly  all  of 
the  counties  to  last  for  two  weeks.  The  enrolment  in  these  schools 
was  large.  The  enrolment  of  white  teachers  in  the  entire  State  was 
1,223;  th^t  ^^  the  negroes  was  1,242.  The  average  attendance  was 
good,  and  the  interest  and  work  were,  perhaps,  better  sustained  than 
in  the  schools  lasting  twice  as  long. 

I  desire  especially,  however,  to  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  with 
the  funds  in  sight  now,  it  will  be  impossible  to  continue  the  work 
upon  the  same  scale  as  it  was  conducted  this  year.  There  will  be  a 
little  more  than  $50.00  to  the  county  for  both  races,  and  there  is  no 
provision  for  a  state  summer  school.  Such  schools  are  being  con- 
ducted in  neighboring  states,  as  well  as  in  all  parts  of  the  country. 
They  have  accomplished  much  good  in  this  state.  There  is  a  strong 
demand  from  teachers  from  all  parts  of  the  state  for  a  continuation 
of  this  work.  This  demand  will  guarantee  a  good  attendance  if  a 
school  is  provided  for  next  year.  It  will  be  a  backward  step  if  this 
work  is  neglected. 

HIGH  SCHOOLS,  AND  THE  ELEMENTARY  GRADES. 

The  high  school  situation  this  year  has  improved  very  materially 
in  comparison  with  last  year.  The  number  of  schools  receiving  aid 
is  almost  doubled.  Nearly  all  of  the  schools  have  made  improve- 
ments. Some  by  erecting  buildings;  some  by  improving  buildings 
already  erected;  some  by  adding  additional  courses  of  study,  or 
enriching  such  courses.  Others  made  improvements  in  the  number 
of  teachers,  in  qualifications  of  teachers,  and  in  various  other  ways. 
Prof.  W.  H.  Hand,  the  High  School  Inspector,  estimates  that  the 
high  schools  were  improved  at  least  25  per  cent,  during  the  past  year. 

The  amendments  to  the  high  school  law,  made  at  the  last  session 
of  the  General  Assembly,  simplified  and  clarified  the  situation  to 
some  extent.  Doubtless  other  amendments  will  be  necessary  from 
time  to  time.  The  main  difficulty  comes  in  making  the  distinction 
between  a  rural  high  school  and  one  which  is  not  rural.  A  great 
many  small  towns  are  incorporated  mainly  for  police  protection.  It 
is  impossible  for  these  small  villages  to  secure  twenty-five  pupils  in 
their  high  school  departments.  An  amendment  should  be  made 
whereby  all  small  places  should  be  allowed  to  come  under  the  fifteen- 
pupil  limit.  This  could  be  done  either  by  having  a  limit  of  popula- 
tion, or  by  leaving  the  matter  to  the  discretion  of  the  State  High 
School  Board.  I  believe  it  would  be  well  to  give  this  Board  more 
discretion.     It  would  be  especially  wise  in  this  phase  of  the  law. 
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The  limit  could  be  raised  in  a  cotton  mill  village  desiring  a  high 
school.  Such  a  village  might  be  shut  out  under  a  population  limit. 
At  the  same  time  it  might  be  very  much  in  need  of  the  advantages 
of  the  high  school  act 

There  is  also  a  provision  which  says  that  ''not  more  than  $2,500.00 
sliall  be  given  to  any  one  county."  I  think  this  provision  might  be 
eliminated,  because  of  the  great  difference  in  the  size  of  our  counties. 
Some  of  the  smaller  Counties  do  not  care  for  much  of  the  high 
school  fund,  while  in  s(xne  of  the  large  Counties  there  is  a  very  great 
demand.  The  fund  this  year  is  just  about  adequate  to  meet  all  of 
the  demands  without  restrictions.  Because  of  the  restrictions,  a 
part  of  the  appropriation  will  very  likely  revert  to  the  treasury.  The 
State  High  School  Board  has  sent  out  only  one-half  of  the  amounts 
for  which  the  various  schools  qualified.  The  remaining  one-half  is 
to  be  sent  later  in  the  session,  after  it  is  seen  that  the  schools  are 
maintaining  standards  and  fully  complying  with  the  law.  For 
detailed  information  in  regard  to  the  high  schools,  attention  is 
invited  to  the  excellent  report  of  the  High  School  Inspector,  and 
also  to  the  statistics,  both  of  which  are  printed  in  another  part  of  this 
report.  The  normal  demand  for  high  school  aid  next  year,  under 
the  hvi^  will  call  for  an  appropriation  of  at  least  $60,000*00. 

There  has  been  some  disappointment  because  there  have  been  only 

a  few  high  schools  established  in  rural  districts.    We  have  found 

that  it  is  impossible  to  establish  many  such  schools  because  there  are 

50  few  children  ready  to  enter  the  high  school  grades.     In  hundreds 

of  communities  it  would  be  impossible  to  establish  high  schools, 

even  if  we  could  give  them  five  times  as  much  aid.    It  seems  to  me 

that  it  would  be  wise  to  make  an  appropriation  to  give  aid  to  all 

rural  consolidated  schools  which  will  provide  two  teachers  and  as 

many  as  forty-five  children.     I  think  such  an  appropriation  should 

^  limited  to  schools  where  the  per  capita  amount  of  funds,  arising 

frwn  the  regular  sources,  is  less  than  $4.00  per  child.    This  bonus 

should  be  given  for  assistance  up  to  the  point  where  the  high  school 

aid  begins.     Aid  could  be  given  to  an  eighth  grade  school  running 

eight  months.    An  appropriation  of  $75.00  or  $100.00  to  such  a 

school  would  accomplish  a  vast  amount  of  good,  especially  if  the 

schools  should  be  properly  inspected   and   classified.    The   State 

Board  of  Education  could  open  up  this  work  splendidly  with  an 

appropriation  of  $20,000.00  or  $25,000.00.    It  is  absolutely  necessary 

^0  take  some  steps  to  encourage  the  support  and  development  of 

good  schools  throughout  the  country.    The  appropriations  for  our 

21— H.  A  E,—(500) 
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higher  institutions  of  learning  have  been  gradually  increasing.  The 
appropriations  for  our  primary  and  elementary  schools  have  not 
kept  pace.  Consequently,  we  find  hundreds  of  boys  and  g^rls  who  tn^ 
to  enter  our  colleges  unprepared.  These  conditions  are  liable  to 
grow  worse  unless  steps  are  taken  to  strengthen  the  elementary 
schools. 

A  few  of  our  high  schools  have  made  a  beginning  in  manual  and 
industrial  training.  Courses  in  elementary  manual  training,  wood- 
work and  domestic  science  have  been  inaugurated  with  marked  suc- 
cess. Perhaps  the  most  conspicuous  examples  of  fhis  work  are  to 
be  found  in  the  Spartanburg  and  Columbia  schools,  and  in  the 
Memminger  Normal  School  in  Charleston.  Quite  a  number  of  tlie 
high  schools  have  introduced  regular  courses  in  commercial  science. 
The  probabilities  are  that  these  lines  of  work  will  be  developed 
more  generally  during  the  next  few  years.  There  is  a  very  decided 
tendency  throughout  the  whole  country  to  cut  out  obsolete  and  use- 
less subject  matter  from  courses  of  study,  and  to  substitute  work 
which  is  more  rational  and  useful.  The  trend  of  school  work  has 
drifted  so  long  in  one  direction  that  it  requires  a  great  deal  of  time, 
thought  and  perseverance  to  change  it.  Schools  having  industrial; 
and  vocational  training  are  being  established  in  all  of  the  ststtes.  If 
South  Carolina  resources  are  to  be  developed,  we  must  hasten  to 
establish  schools  to  meet  the  needs  of  our  people. 

In  addition  to  the  courses  now  offered  in  our  high  schools,  I  think 
it  would  be  well  for  such  schools,  wherever  possible,  to  offer  courses 
in  normal  training.  It  is  impossible  for  our  colleges  to  furnish  more 
than  20  or  25  per  cent,  of  the  teachers  needed  in  the  public  schools. 
Many  of  these  have  no  special  instruction  in  the  science  and  art 
of  teaching.  It  would  add  materially  to  the  efficiency  of  the  ele- 
mentary schools  if  our  best  high  schools  could  offer  simple,  strong 
courses  in  pedagogy. 

AGRrCULTURAL  HIGH  SCHOOLS. 

Agricultural  High  Schools  have  been  established,  in  recent  years,! 
in  several  states.  The  first  states  to  establish  these  schools  under- 
took to  put  one  school  in  each  congressional  district.  It  was  foun| 
impossible  to  secure  enough  trained  teachers  for  so  many  schools  at| 
once.  It  was  also  found  that  congressional  districts  are  too  irregular 
in  shape  to  make  compact  and  congenial  areas  of  support.  TI 
states  which  are  now  moving  in  this  direction  are  going  to  be| 
with  a  small  number  of  schools.    The  great  importance  of  school 
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of  this  kind  is  emphasized  by  the  presentation  of  a  bill  in  G>ngress 
looking  to  national  aid  for  such  schools.  This  bill  has  large  and 
enthusiastic  support.  Each  state,  however,  will  g^ve  consideration 
to  provisions  of  this  kind,  regardless  of  the  success  or  failure  of  the 
Davis  bill. 

Two  questions  naturally  arise  in  the  consideration  of  this  mat- 
ter in  South  Carolina,  ist.  What  relations  would  such  schools 
bear  to  our  great  industrial  colleges?  2nd.  Why  is  this  work  not 
done  by  our  high  schools  as  now  conducted  ?  About  four  hundred 
boys  are  denied  admission  to  Clemson  College  each  year,  and  more 
than  that  many  girls  are  denied  admission  to  Winthrop.  Of  course  a 
large  majority  of  these  are  not  prepared  to  enter  college.  A  course 
of  study  in  an  agricultural  high  school  would  not  conflict  at  all  with 
the  courses  in  any  of  the  colleges.  In  fact,  such  courses  should 
reach  further  down  into  the  elementary  grades  than  our  present  high 
school  courses.  They  would  only  reach  up  to  the  Freshman  Class  at 
best  in  industrial  colleges.  They  would  be  designed  largely  for 
pupils  who  are  unable  to  go  to  college.  . 

Industrial  or  technical  training  requires  special  equipment.  For 
this  reason  it  is  impossible  for  the  ordinary  high  school  to  give 
training  in  soil  analysis,  seed  selection,  cotton  grading,  corn  judg- 
ing, cooking,  sewing,  and  other  similar  subjects.  It  is  very  impor- 
tant for  the  future  of  our  schools,  and  for  the  future  of  the  State, 
that  children  having  ambition  and  talent  in  these  directions  should 
receive  special  training.  Perhaps  this  number  would  not  be  so  large 
for  a  few  years,  but  there  will  be  as  many  as  can  be  successfully 
trained. 

It  would  be  unfortunate  for  the  impression  to  prevail  that  efforts 
are  being  made  to  establish  more  state  colleges.  We  have  made  the 
^take  already  of  building  too  many  institutions  of  college  grade, 
We  can  afford  to  establish  more  high  schools,  but  we  cannot  afford 
to  multiply  our  colleges.  As  many  as  three  agricultural  high  schools 
could  be  established  at  comparatively  small  expense  to  the  state. 
There  are  a  great  many  progressive  communities  in  this  state  which 
*ould  contribute  from  $50,000.00  to  $100,000.00  each  in  order  to 
secure  the  location  for  such  a  school,  provided  that  the  Legislature 
^ill  give  a  reasonable,  amount  for  annual  support.  Ten  thousand 
Wlars  a  year  would  be  ample  for  such  a  school.  The  first  appro- 
priation could  be  used  for  equipment  and  the  succeeding  ones  for 
salaries.  Whoever  succeeds  in  conducting  one  of  these  schools  so 
that  it  will  be  practically  self  supporting,  will  be  a  benefactor  to  the 


state  and  to  the  cause  of  education.  With  two  hundred  acres  of 
land,  fair  buildings  and  good  equipment,  it  ought  to  be  possible  to  so 
conduct  the  school  that  a  student  could  work  his  way  through. 
More  time  should  be  devoted  to  field  and  shop  work  than  is  required 
for  study  and  recitation.  I  believe  that  the  Legislature  can  accom- 
plish a  vast  amount  of  good,  with  a  comparatively  small  amount  of 
money,  by  the  establishment  of  schools  of  this  kind. 

THE  SCHOOL  IMPROVEMENT  ASSOCIATION  AND 

EDUCATIONAL  CAMPAIGN. 

One  of  the  greatest  accomplishments  of  the  educational  campaign 
is  the  establishment  and  development  of  the  School  Improvement 
Association.  The  campaign  was  designed  to  encourage  local  taxa- 
tion, better  training  and  payment  of  teachers,  improved  supervision, 
longer  schools  terms,  more  practical  coiu-ses  of  study,  consolidation 
of  schools  and  the  improvement  of  schoolhouses  and  grounds.  The 
School  Improvement  Association  was  organized  for  the  last-named 
purpose,  but  this  good  work  has  extended  to  all  of  the  objects  of  the 
campaign.  It  now  has  nearly  6,000  members,  and  an  organization 
in  each  county. 

The  conference  which  appointed  the  campaign  educational  com- 
mittee, in  1903,  was  made  up  of  representative  men  from  all  parts  of 
the  State.  The  following  committee  was  appointed  by  the  confer- 
ence to  push  the  campaign:  Governor  D.  C.  Heyward,  Superin- 
tendent O.  B.  Martin  and  President  D.  B.  Johnson  of  Winthrop 
College.  In  1907,  Governor  Heyward  resigned,  and  the  com- 
mittee was  increased  as  follows :  Governor  M.  F.  Ansel,  Supenn- 
tendent  O.  B.  Martin,  President  D.  B.  Johnson,  President  H.  X. 
Snyder  of  Wofford  College,  and  Professor  W.  H.  Hand  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  South  Carolina.  At  the  beginning  of  this  session,  the  fol- 
lowing names  were  added  to  the  committee :  Superintendent  E.  L. 
Hughes  of  Greenville,  Superintendent  A.  H.  Gasque  of  Florence, 
President  S.  C.  Mitchell  of  the  University  of  South  Carolina,  and 
Mr.  L.  W.  Parker  of  Greenville,  S.  C.  This  committee  has  been 
greatly  helped  in  all  of  its  campaign  efforts  by  contributions  from 
the  Southern  Educational  Board  and  the  Peabody  Board.  Appro- 
priations from  these  boards  enabled  the  School  Improvement  Asso- 
ciation to  offer  prizes  for  school  improvement.  It  also  enabled 
the  campaign  committee  to  pay  such  necessary  expenses  as  printing^ 
stationery,  and  the  salary  and  traveling  expenses  of  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Association,  Miss  Mary  T.  Nance,  who  is  also  field 
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agent  of  the  campaign  committee.  The  Legislature,  at  its  last  ses- 
sion, passed  an  amendment  to  the  Library  Act  enabling  the  State 
Board  of  Education  to  make  an  appropriation  for  the  prizes  for 
school  improvement.  The  results  this  year  abundantly  justify  the 
wisdOTi  of  that  act.  It  would  put  the  work  upon  a  more  permanent 
basis  and  be  a  great  help  to  this  office  if  the  Legislature  would  pro- 
vide a  salary  for  the  field  agent.  She  could  accomplish  a  great  deal 
along  the  lines  which  she  is  now  working,  and  in  addition  accomplish 
much  in  arranging  courses  of  study,  and  in  inspecting  and  grading 
elementary  schools.  Furthermore,  the  work  of  this  office  is  increas- 
ing every  year,  and  such  anT  assistant  could  take  charge  of  a  part  of 
the  office  work.  This  would  leave  the  campaign  committee  a  greater 
opportunity  to  push  other  lines  of  endeavor  if  they  secure  any  more 
funds  from  outside  of  the  state. 

A  considerable  part  of  the  library  and  prize  funds  will  revert  to 
the  treasury.     The  State  Board  of  Education  could  stimulate  various 
improvements  in  the  schools  if  they  were  given  a  little  more  latitude 
in  appropriating  this  fund.     I  believe  that  it  would  be  a  good  thing 
for  a  small  part  of  it  to  be  used  to  stimulate  the  schools  to  buy  pic- 
tures of  our  great  men,  and  also  copies  from  the  masters.    The 
State  Board  of  Education  coqld  adopt  and  secure  lowest  bids  upon 
a  number  of  pictures  from  which  the  schools  could  make  their  se- 
lections.   Small  contributions  from  the  communities,  from  the  trus- 
tees, from  the  county  boards  and  from  the  State  Board,  would  result 
in  making  hundreds  of  school-houses  more  attractive.     The  libraries 
are  established  and  renewed  in  this  same  way.     One  improvement 
usually  calls  for  another.     It  is  worth  a  great  deal  to  get  a  commu- 
Tiity  interested  in  improving  and  beautifying  its  school.    This  same 
i(iea  of  aid  and  direction  to  self-help  could  be  applied  to  the  pur- 
chase of  a  small  chest  of  carpenter's  tools  with  work  bench,  or  to  a 
TOnual  training  outfit  of  any  kind.     I  believe  that  a  small  cabinet  of 
t'Xils  for  woodwork  put  into  each  school-house  would  amount  to  a 
great  deal  in  keeping  the  school-house  and  furniture  in  repair,  as 
^ell  as  give  pupils  some  excellent  recreation  and  training.     All  of 
these  lines  of  work  can  be  stimulated  and  developed  gradually  with 
the  appropriation  heretofore  made.     It  is  only  necessary  to  give  the 
State  Board  of  Education  a  little  wider  authority  in  the  disposition 
of  it. 

TEACHERS'  EXAMINATIONS. 

The  more  I  learn  of  methods  of  conducting  teachers'  examinations 
in  other  states,  the  more  I  am  convinced  that  we  should  make  an 
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improvement  in  the  method  of  conducting  ours,  so  I  renew  the  rec- 
ommendation made  last  year  that  the  papers  be  examined  by  the 
State  Board  of  Education.  The  members  of  the  County  Boards 
should  see  that  the  examinations  are  conducted  by  numbers,  and  that 
the  names  are  withheld  from  the  men  who  actually  examine  the 
papers.  This  would  insure  fairness  and  justice  to  everybody  and 
prevent  any  favoritism  or  charges  of  favoritism.  County  Boards 
prefer  this  plan  as  a  rule.  It  not  only  conduces  to  fairness,  but  it 
raises  standards  of  efficiency. 

STATISTICAL  INFORMATION. 

The  total  enrolment  in  the  public  schools  m  South  Carolina  for 
the  scholastic  year  ending  June  30,  1908,  was  319,614.  The  enrol- 
ment for  the  year  before  was  314,399,  showing  an  increase  during 
<  the  past  year  of  5,215.  The  total  white  enrolment  for  the  past  schol- 
astic year  was  146,647.  The  total  negro  enrolment  was  172,967. 
The  total  average  attendance  for  1907  was  222,189,  of  which  103,404 
were  white,  and  118,885  negro.  The  total  average  attendance  for 
1908  was  231,289,  of  which  107,154  were  white,  and  124,135  were 
negro.  This  shows  an  increase  in  the  average  attendance  of  more 
than  9,000.  It  is  very  gratifying  to  note  that  the  average  attendance 
has  been  increasing  steadily  for  the  past  few  years.  It  is  increasing 
even  more  rapidly  than  the  enrolment.  The  total  expenditures  for 
1907  were  $1,415,724.29.  The  total  expenditures  for  1908  were 
$1,595,986.36.  There  is  a  considerable  increase  in  the  average  sal- 
ary of  the  teachers.  In  1907  the  average  salary  of  white  teachers 
was  $267.00.  The  average  salary  of  negro  teachers  was  $95.00. 
These  figures  increased  for  1908  to  $289.00  and  $98.00,  respectively. 

I  regret  to  note  that  the  average  length  of  session  does  not  show- 
much  increase.  Last  year  it  was  23.3  for  the  white  schools,  and  14.8 
for  the  negro  schools.  This  year  it  was  23.4  for  white,  and  14.6  for 
negroes.  Inasmuch  as  this  average  includes  a  great  many  schools 
which  run  eight  or  nine  months,  it  must,  unfortunately,  include  a 
great  many  which  are  in  session  not  more  than  three  or  four  months. 

In  order  to  show  a  further  basis  of  comparison  and  contrast,  the 
following  statistics  are  submitted  to  show  progress  during  the  past 
five  years :

These  figures  do  not  indicate  the  full  amount  of  progress  in  edu- 
cational matters  during  the  past  five  years.     The  establishing  of 
niore  tlian  1,200  libraries,  containing  more  than  200,000  books,  and 
^orth  at  least  $60,000.00,  has  meant  much  to  the  lives  of  thousands  of 
children,  as  well  as  parents.     During  this  same  period,  more  than 
.  I  Joo  school-houses  have  been  erected,  and  quite  as  many  have  been 
improved.     Hundreds  of  these  school-houses  are  modern  in  construc- 
tion and  cost  from  $500.00  to  $50,000.00.    The  school-building  act 
felped  this  work  in  the  same  way  that  the  library  act  encouraged  the 
growth  of   libraries.     The   general   bonding   act   also   aided   this 
^cffk.      Nearly     600     districts     now     have     the     special     taxes 
"'-•ted  upon  themselves.    It  would  be  worth  a  great  deal  if  local 
taxes  voted  upon  themselves.     It  would  be  worth  a  great  deal  if  local 
taxation  could  be  stimulated  by  legislative  aid.     Such  legislation, 
fewever,  should  provide  a  fixed  premium,  so  that  the  poorer  districts 
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could  get  a  greater  encouragement.  Perhaps  no  act  of -the  L^sla- 
ture,  in  recent  years,  will  be  more  far-reaching  in  its  beneficial  effects 
than  the  high  school  act.  It  carries  with  it  the  same  principle  of 
encouragement  to  self-help.  About  cwie  hundred  high  schools  are 
now  receiving  benefits  from  the  $50,000.00  appropriation.  This  work 
will  continue  to  increase  rapidly.  The  total  expenditures  for  public 
schools,  during  this  period,  have  increased  from  about  $1,000,000.00 
to  ^1,500,000.00,  approximately.  During  the  past  five  years  higher 
education  has  shown  continued  development.  As  a  consequence, 
there  is  steady  improvement  in  the  qualificaticms  of  the  teachers. 
The  history  of  our  schools,  for  the  past  few  years,  clearly  shows 
that  progress  is  largely  dependent  upon  legislation.  In  the  present 
incomplete  condition  of  the  school  system,  vast  responsibilities 
devolve  upon  legislators. 

NEED  OF  NEW  OFFICES. 

This  office  continues  to  suffer  for  suitable  office  rooms,  files  and 
furniture.  The  longer  the  delay  the  greater  the  damage  will  be. 
We  are  now  assigned  to  one  of  the  rooms  on  the  third  floor  of  the 
Capitol.  This  room  is  inadequate,  and  almost  inaccessible  to  the 
people  who  have  business  with  this  office.  When  the  General  Assem- 
bly is  not  in  session,  we  use  the  Ways  and  Means  Committee  Room. 
Under  such  conditions,  it  is  impossible  to  preserve  valuable  and 
necessary  records  for  the  future  use  of  this  Department.  We  have 
encountered  great  diflftculties  because  such  records  have  not  been 
preserved  heretofore. 

We  ought  to  be  able  to  preserve  files  of  all  letters,  books  and 
vouchers  connected  with  every  phase  of  our  work,  copies  of  all  pam- 
phlets and  leaflets,  and  all  forms  used  in  collecting  reports,  teachers' 
registers,  trustees'  record  books,  school  and  college  catalogues,  and 
annual  reports,  not  only  of  this  office,  but  of  school  officers  in  this 
state  and  in  other  states  and  counties.  It  would  be  an  excellent 
thing,  also,  to  have  sufficient  office  room  where  a  small  library  upon 
school  administration  and  pedagogy  might  be  assembled.  It  is  out 
of  the  question  to  do  these  things  under  present  conditions.  I  hope 
the  Legislature  will  make  provision  at  the  earliest  possible  date  for 
an  additional  building,  so  that  this  office,  as  well  as  some  of  the  other 
State  offices,  may  be  properly  provided  for. 

SUMMARY  OF  RECOMMENDATIONS. 
The  following  is  a  brief  summary  of  the  recommendations  con- 
tained in  this  report : 
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( 1 )  A  commission  should  be  appointed  to  revise  the  school  code 
and  submit  the  same  to  the  General  Assembly  at  its  next  session. 

(2)  Our  system  of  county  supervision  should  be  improved  by 
making  County  Boards  elective  by  the  people,  and  the  Superintend- 
ents elective  by  County  Boards. 

(3  There  should  be  a  state  tax  or  state  appropriation  to  raise 
the  per  capita  per  child  in  each  county  to  at  least  $4.00.  Weak  coun- 
ties should  be  aided  first.  Such  an  appropriation  would  tend  to  give 
us  a  state  school  system. 

(4)  The  Legislature  could  well  afford  to  make  an  appropriation 
to  aid  rural  schools  which  run  for  eight  months  and  which  have 
eight  grades.  There  should  be  at  least  two  teachers  and  forty-five 
pupils  in  such  schools.  Such  action  would  encourage  consolidation 
and  local  taxation.  Many  communities  cannot  meet  the  require- 
ments of  the  high  school  act.  ' 

(5)  The  high  school  act  should  be  amended  so  that  small  towns 
can  comply  with  its  requirements,  so  that  the  number  of  schools  m 
large  counties  may  be  increased,  and  so  as  to  give  the  State  High 
School  Board  more  discretion  and  authority  in  passing  upon  the 
merits  of  each  individual  case.  It  will  be  necessary,  also,  to  increase 
:ke  high  school  appropriation  as  the  demand  increases. 

(6)  I  believe  that  the  time  has  come  when  the  Legislature  sjiould 
establish  agricultural  high  schools.  Other  trade  and  vocational 
schools  will  follow  within  a  few  years. 

(7)  It  will  be  necessary  to  make  better  provision  for  summer 
schools  for  teachers  if  this  work  is  to  be  kept  up  as  heretofore. 

(8)  The  method  of  conducting  teachers'  examinations  should  be 
changed  at  once,  so  that  greater  uniformity  and  efficiency  may  be 
secured. 

(9)  The  field  agent  of  the  campaign  committee  should  be  made 
an  assistant  in  this  Department,  and  a  salary  provided  for  her 
services.  The  State  Board  of  Education  should  be  allowed  to  make 
a  small  appropriation  to  encourage  schools  to  get  pictures  and  chests 
of  tools. 

(10)  This  office  should  be  provided,  at  the  earliest  possible  con- 
venience, with  sufficient  rooms^  furniture,  files  and  fixtures.

We  are  getting  a  better  grade  of  teachers  by  paying 
better  salaries.  Our  District  Summer  School  was  quite  a  success. 
The  attendance  was  large,  and  the  teacher  pupils  were  wide«awake 
to  the  work  and  made  honest  efforts  to  improve  themselves.

To  Hon,  O,  B.  Martin,  State  Superintendent  of  Education, 

My  Dear  Sir:  Since  my  term  of  office  began,  January  i,  1907,  I 
have  made  a  complete  tour  of  our  schools.  1  g^ve  special  attention 
to  local  conditions,  and  methods  used  by  teachers. 

I  found  many  districts  asleep,  but  not  hard  to  wake  up.  In  nearly 
every  district  I  found  the  people  ready  to  go  forward,  but  no  one  to 
lead — ^many  teachers'  weak  point. 

Wherever  local  tax  was  urged,  it  was  voted,  and  then  the  district 
began  to  either  build  new  houses  or  make  comfortable  old  ones,  to 
properly  furnish  same,  and  then  to  pay  a  better  salary  to  the  teacher. 
Two  years  ago  there  were  nine  (9)  districts  levying  a  special  tax. 
Now  there  are  sixteen  districts  with  a  special  tax,  and,  including  the 
two  districts,  Nos.  3  and  13,  Lowndes ville  and  McCormick,  where 
each  district  voted  an  extra  special  tax  for  high  schools,  we  have 
eighteen  (18)  districts  voting  and  paying  a  local  tax  for  education. 
These  eighteen  districts  are  now  in  fine  shape,  and  educational  prog- 
ress there  is  influencing  surrounding  districts  to  act.  The  ntunber 
of  districts  establishing  libraries  ha^**  increased  over  100  per  cent, 
during  the  last  two  years.

As  to  teachers,  I  find  more  professional  reading  should  be  done; 
and  no  teachers  should  be  issued  certificates  without  examinaticm; 
even  diplomas  should  not  be  recognized,  for  they  are  not  all  of  the 
same  standard.  The  papers  for  certificates  should  be  graded  by  one 
Board  for  the  entire  State  and  certificate  issued  by  State  Board  of 
Education,  and  should  be  valid  anywhere  in  the  State  for  at  least  ten 
years. 

Some  counties  issue  certificates  on  almost  any  pretext,  ignoring  the 
law  (a  condition  to  be  bitterly  condemned).  This  should  not  be  so, 
and  ought  to  be,  and  could  be  corrected. 

Interest  in  education  amcmg  negroes  is  on  the  decline  in  this 
County. 

The  term  of  office  for  this  County  is  now  four  years,  made  so  at 
recent  sitting  of  the  General  Assembly.  As  a  further  step  in  aid  of 
education,  a  law  ^^ht  to  be  made  not  allowing  any  one  to  be  elected 
County  SuperintSdent  of  Education  who  does  not  hold  a  first-g^de 
teachers'  certificate,  issued  by  the  State  Board  of  Education.  To 
elect  one  Superintendent,  and  put  such  a  one  in  charge  of  the  public 
schools,  who  has  not  had  experience  in  school  work  and  who  cannot 
pass  an  examination;  is  a  serious  mistake  and  a  backward  step. 

Perhaps  the  greatest  need  of  all  is  a  better  system  of  school  laws. 
Laws  under  which  we  now  work  have  been  handed  down  since  1868. 
and  have  been  amended  so  often,  and  with  such  little  consistency  and 
reason,  that  now  we  have  simply  a  collection,  and  not  a  system. 
Our  next  General  Assembly  should  appoint  a  commission  composed 
of  school  men  to  write  a  set  of  school  laws  which  will  better  unify 
and  systematize  educational  work  in  South  Carolina.

Dear  Sir:  Replying  to  yours  of  the  6th  inst.,  regarding  school 
conditions  in  this  County,- 1  will  state,  that  while  the  enrolment  of 
pupils,  owing  to  the  scarcity  of  labor  on  the  farms,  was  not  so  lai^e 
as  the  previous  year,  yet  the  general  progress  has  been  steady  and 
encouraging. 

In  building  and  improving  school-house,s,  we  have  made  decided 
progress  in  the  past  four  years. 

The  people  of  Allendale  and  Fairfax  have  voted  bcmds  for  the 
erecting  of  handsome  and  commodious  school  buildings.    That  at 
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Allendale,  a  brick  building  costing  $10,000.00,  has  already  been  com- 
pleted, and  steps  are  being  taken  to  erect  one  at  Fairfax,  costing 
$6,000.00  to  $7,000.00. 

At  Blackville,  several  thousand  dollars  has  been  expended  on 
additions  and  improvements  in  the  school  building.  A  number  of 
new  school-houses  have  been  built  in  the  rural  districts,  old  ones 
have  been  repaired  and  enlarged,  and  most  of  them  have  been  pro- 
vided with  patent  seats,  teachers'  desks  and  chairs.  Some  of  them 
have  been  made  quite  comfortable  and  attractive.  Several  of  our 
rural  school-house  grounds  have  been  enclosed  with  iron  fences  and 
a  start  has  been  made  towards  beautifying  them  by  planting  out  trees 
and  flowers. 

The  Woman's  Improvement  Association,  mainly  by  the  efforts  of 
its  most  capable  and  efficient  representative  here,  has  done  much, 
both  by  precept  and  example,  in  directing  the  attention  of  our  peo- 
ple to  the  importance  of  better  and  more  attractive  school-houses. 

As  you  will  observe  from  my  annual  report,  our  school  terms  are 
gradually  lengfthening,  and  better  salaries  are  being  paid.  Our 
schools  are  now  virtually  on  a  cash  basis,  with  much  larger  amounts 
to  their  credit  than  ever  before. 

In  the  rural  districts  there  is  a  constantly-growing  demand  for 
better  trained  and  more  experienced  teachers.  While  some  of  our 
best  teachers  are  ladies,  men  are  usually  preferred ;  but  while  trained 
male  teachers  are  greatly  in  demand,  very  few  are  available.  Out 
of  the  total  of  eighty-four  white  teachers  last  year,  only  twelve  were 
men,  and  eleven  of  these  were  from  other  counties. 

One  of  the  greatest  drawbacks  towards  educational  progress  in 
some  of  our  districts  is  the  large  negro  population.  Three  districts 
along  the  Savannah  River,  large  in  area,  and  composed  mostly  of 
plantations  with  negro  tenants,  have  an  enrolment  of  780  negroes, 
and  only  150  whites.  Three  school-houses  for  whites  are  now  being 
erected  in  these  districts,  and  more  are  needed.  • 

The  majority  of  our  people  in  the  rural  districts  are  opposed  to 
anything  like  innovation.  The  bitterest  opposition  I  have  had,  not 
only  in  the  discharge  of  my  official  duties,  but  in  my  efforts  at  re- 
election, also,  has  come  from  these  communities  that  have  made  the 
greatest  progress  during  my  term  of  office,  notwithstanding  that 
prc^ess  and  improvement  were  largely  due  to  my  interest  and 
efforts  in  their  behalf.  This  fact  of  itself  is  an  object  lesson  to  our 
legislators.  Most  County  Superintendents  are  poor  men,  and  the 
small  salaries  paid  is  such  a  consideration  with  them  that  they  wish 
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to  be  re-elected.  If  the  office  wa$  a  four-year  term,  the  Superin- 
tendent could  act  more  independently  in  the  appointment  of  Trus- 
tees, and  could  take  the  initiative  in  improvements,  the  wisdom  of 
which  could  be  seen  and  appreciated  before  his  term  of  office 
expired. 

I  retire  from  the  c^ce  in  a  few  days  and  never  expect  to  offer 
again,  so  I  am  entirely  unselfish  in  making  this  suggestion.  Our 
County  for  some  years  past  was  behind  in  educational  work,  we  had 
further  to  go  than  some  of  the  other  counties  of  the  state,  but  we  are 
gradually  coming  to  the  front.  With  ample  funds  to  the  credit  oi 
most  of  the  districts  for  the  employment  of  the  best  talent  in  our 
schools,  with  good  school  buildings,  many  of  them  equipped  with 
modem  furniture  and  apparatus,  the  care  exercised  by  our  Trustees 
in  the  selection  of  teachers,  the  prospects  are  very  encouraging  for 
a  mpst  prosperous  school  year.

Dear  Sir:  I  beg  to  report  to  you  that  the  public  schools  in  my 
County  are  all  getting  along  nicely,  with  one  or  two  exceptions,  and 
they  are  due  to  the  lack  of  interest  in  the  patrons.  I  hope,  though, 
soon  to  have  them  on  the  same  footing  with  the  others.

We  have  done  fairly  well  in  our  school  work  during  the  last  schol- 
astic year.  We  have  made  a  few  consolidations,  and  I  feel  sure 
that  we  will  succeed  in  establishing  three  high  schools :  one  in  the 
upper  section  of  the  county,  located  at  Holly  Hill ;  one  in  the  east- 
ern section,  at  St.  Stephen,  and  one  in  the  center,  at  Pinopolis. 
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The  rural  schools  are  in  good  shape;  we  had  a  better  grade  of 
teachers.  The  average  salary  was  higher  than  heretofore.  The 
teachers,  appreciating  this,  put  in  good,  cc»iscientious  work;  results 
were  satisfactory. 

The  people,  too,  are  interesting  themselves  about  school  work. 
Better  buildings,  cc»nfortably  furnished,  is  the  demand  from  every 
section.  The  future  seems  bright;  schools  opening  up  with  good 
attendance;  the  outlook  is  encouraging.  I  have  tried  to  impress 
Trustees  and  people  with  the  fact  that  consolidation  and  better 
teachers  are  the  prime  factors  in  our  educational  problem.

Dear  Mr.  Martin:  In  reply  to  your  circular  letter,  will  state  a 
few  improvements  necessary,  although  I  can't  touch  on  all  in  a 
hricf  letter. 

To  have  a  law  that  only  experienced  teachers  can  be  eligible  to 
ejection  to  the  office  of  County  Superintendent,  or,  if  not  a  practical 
^cher,  then  only  such  candidates  as  could  stand  an  examination 
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and  secure  a  first  grade  certificate,  and  mdke  the  latter  absolutely 
necessary.    The  State  Board  to  conduct  the  examination. 

To  make  the  salaries  of  these  officials  high  enough  to  live  on,  and 
require  all  their  time  to  the  duties  of  the  office. 

To  carefully  revise  the  school  law  and  improve  it  in  several  par- 
ticulars. To  change  it  so  as  to  permit  more  than  a  four-mill  levy. 
People  sit  down  and  depend  on  the  public  funds  doing  the  whole 
thing,  and  with  a  small  tax  income,  it  only  runs  some  of  the  schools 
two  or  three  months;  therefore,  provision  should  be  made  for  a 
larger  inccwie. 

To  make  the  examination  for  teachers  more  searching,  and  to 
give  at  least  two  days  for  it,  holding  on  four,  or  fewer,  subjects  a 
day. 

To  have  the  Fall  examination  in  August,  giving  those  who  pass 
an  opportunity  of  securing  schools.  As  it  is,  frequently,  prospective 
teachers  are  employed,  and  sometimes  they  are  actually  teaching  be- 
fore the  examination  (Oct.  i),  and  when  they  fail  to  "dig"  through 
about  eight  subjects  in  about  five  or  six  hours,  making  the  next 
thing  to  a  failure,  it  places  the  County  Boards  in  an  awkward  pre- 
dicament. Have  the  examination  earlier,  make  it  more  searching, 
and  give:  at  least  two  days. 

Another  good  feature,  I  think,  would  be  to  have  all  examination 
papers  forwarded  to  Columbia,  and  parcel  them  out  to  specialists  in 
the  respective  studies,  paying  them  for  the  work,  if  the  State  Board 
could  not  do  all  of  it.  This  plan  would  relieve  the  County  Superin- 
tendents of  being  charged  with  showing  special  favors. 

And,  lastly,  the  renewal  of  certificates  as  directed  in  the  regula- 
tions by  the  State  Board,  is  next  thing  to  impossible  to  abide  by 
them. 

I  believe  some  change  there  could  be  for  the  better — some  way,  I 
can't  say  how. 

Well,  I  guess  this  is  enough  for  this  time.  Would  be  glad  to 
know  if  any  of  my  suggestions  have  been  sent  in  by  others,  or  meet 
your  approval.

Dear  Sir :  In  response  to  yours  of  6th  u»t.,  I  beg  to  give  you, 
briefly,  something  as  to  the  condition  of  the  schools  in  Charleston 
County. 

The  past  year  closed  very  satisfactorily,  there  being  a  marked 
improvement  in  the  class  of  teachers,  with  few  exceptions,  holding 
first  grade  certificates,  Qwing  to  the  comparatively  small  white 
population  in  this  county,  distributed  over  a  large  area,  we  have  not 
yet  been  able  to  take  advantage  of  the  high  school  opportunities, 
and  therefore  are  forced  to  continue  the  high  school  grades  in  our 
graded  schools,  as  far  as  we  can.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  we  may 
soon  be  able  to  overcome  the  obstacles  in  our  way.  The  school- 
houses  are  all  in  good  condition,  and  in  most  cases  furnished  with 
desks  of  modem  pattern ;  also,  well  equipped  with  maps,  charts,  etc. 

The  attendance  has  been  good,  and  the  people  generally  seem  to 
be  more  and  more  appreciative  of  the  advantages  offering  for  rural 
education. 

The  Trustees  in  th/e  various  districts  have  been  diligent  and  in 
harmony  with  the  County  Board  of  Education,  thus  assisting  in  a 
large  degree  towards  the  educational  work  of  the  county,  and  by 
this  union  of  interests  Charleston  County  gives  its  white  schools  a 
term  of  nine  months,  and  its  colored  schools  from  five  to  eight 
months,  as  the  conditions  permit,  in  each  district. 

In  the  past  year  we  have  enlarged  four  rural  libraries,  and  under 
the  amended  library  law,  two  libraries  with  bookcases  have  been 
awarded  the  city  schools.  There  are  prospects  of  additional  applica* 
tions  for  enlarging  libraries,  and  I  am  sure  that  good  results  are  evi- 
dent of  the  generous  action  of  our  state  in  its  liberal  appropriation 

for  libraries.

It  is  hard  to  locate  the  trouble  with  the  schools 
in  this  county,  but  possibly  the  conditions  are  brought  about  by  a 
combination  of  causes,  chiefly  among  which  are,  however,  the 
incompetency  of  the  teachers.  This  is  due  largely  to  the  small  sal- 
aries paid,  and  to  the  lack  of  interest  by  school  officers  and  patrons 
in  the  schools. 
Trusting  this  may  be  what  you  desire  to  have,  I  am,

AN   EDUCATIONAL  INQUIRY. 

The  teachers'  examination  was  held  Friday  at  the  court  house 
There  were  twenty  applicants,  and  of  this  number  only  two  secured 
certificates !  There  were  sixteen  white  and  four  negro  applicants,  and 
the  grading  of  the  papers  was  done  on  the  most  liberal  basis  by  the 
County  Board,  and  every  point  at  all  doubtful  was  given  to  the 
applicant,  but  it  was  impossible  to  give  even  a  third  grade  certificate 
to  eighteen  out  of  twenty  applicants  I  The  qualificaticms  for  a  third 
grade  certificate  are  60  per  cent,  average,  with  not  less  than  40  per 
cent,  on  any  one  branch. 

Now,  there  is  something  wrong  with  an  educational  system  that 
will  send  up  this  number  of  applicants — ^finished  products  of  our 
Coimty  schools — and  only  one  out  of  ten  qualified  to  receive  a  certi- 
ficate. What  is  it?  Where  is  the  flaw  in  our  educational  system? 
Is  it  the  quality  of  our  teachers?  Or  is  it  the  indifference  of  our 
parents?  Is  it  because  the  fathers  and  mothers  do  not  value  the 
education  of  their  children?  Can  it  be  that  the  young  men  and 
women  of  this  County  cannot  take  an  education  ?  Let  us  look  into 
this  matter  a  little,  and  see  if  we  can  find  the  cause  and  a  remedy,  and 
if  we  find  the  remedy,  let  us  apply  it. 

1.  Our  teaching  force  is  inefficient.  We  do  not  mean  to  say 
that  there  are  no  good  teachers  engaged  in  the  work  in  the  county. 
There  are,  but  there  are  too  few  of  them.  They  are  not  prepared  to 
teach,  and  the  quality  of  instruction  given  by  them  cannot  be  such 
as  will  educate  in  the  true  sense  of  the  word.  How  can  a  teacher, 
herself  uninformed,  teach  the  child  ?  Can  one  get  blood  out  of  a 
turnip? 

2.  The  cause  for  this  inefficiency  may  be  due  to  the  small  salary 
paid  by  the  trustees  of  a  school — this  matter  was  ably  discussed  in 
this  paper  recently  in  Professor  Hand's  article. 
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3.  There  are  too  many  small  schools  in  the  county.  Trustees 
cannot,  with  the  funds  at  their  disposal,  pay  teachers  more  for  the 
great  number  of  little  schools  over  the  county.  The  thing  to  be  done 
is  to  consolidate  and  employ  better  teachers. 

4.  The  indiflference  of  parents,  and  this  is  one  of  the  greatest 
drawbacks  to  educational  advancement  in  Colleton  County.  How 
many  parents  KNOW  the  kind  of  teacher  to  whom  their  children  are 
going  for  instruction  ?  Do  they  visit  the  schools  ?  Do  they  exam- 
ine the  progress  made  by  their  children  ?  Do  they  keep  their  chil- 
dren in  school  ? 

5.  Change  of  teachers.  Every  time  the  teacher  is  changed, 
changes  are  made  in  the  methods  of  the  schools,  which  prevents 
progress. 

6.  Shortness  of  term,  or  time  of  attendance.  An  education  to 
be  thorough,  must  be  ground  in,  and  must  be  based  upon  correct 
principles  of  teaching.  A  new  or  inexperienced  teacher  cannot  do 
this  work.  So  if  you  have  a  good  teacher,  keep  him  or  her,  and  do 
not  allow  neighborhood  rows  to  go  into  the  school.  Keep  everlast- 
ingly at  It.  Teach !  Teach ! !  Teach ! ! !  Get  enthused  as  parent, 
pupil  and  teacher. 

There  is  another  thing,  to  which  we  must  give  attention,  and  that 
is  the  thorough  education  of  our  people.  The  -surest  sign  of  prom- 
ise for  our  future  in  all  our  recent  history  is  the  campaign  for  better 
schools  which  has  made  such  wonderful  progress  in  the  South  these 
last  ten  years. 

And  this  is  hardly  an  exaggeration.  The  hope  of  the  South  is  in 
the  education  of  its  people,  all  its  people.  Every  ignorant,  inefficient 
nan,  white  of  black,  in  a  community  makes  it  poorer,  makes  every- 
body in  the  community  poorer ;  and  if  he  can  not  be  educated  to  do 
good  work,  he  ought  to  give  way  to  some  one  who  can  be  so  trained. 
If  the  South's  sons  are  illiterate,  if  your  sons  are  illiterate,  no  other 
qualities  keep  them  from  defeat  in  the  fierce  industrial  struggle  of 
to-day.  Our  aim  should  be  to  spend  still  more  money  on  our 
schools  and  to  make  them  train  more  and  more  for  actual  life,  while 
4c  woik  of  experiment  stations,  farmers'  institutes,  demonstration 
workers,  farm  papers,  etc.,  in  educating  the  older  farmers  who  have 
P^sed  out  of  the  schools,  ought  also  to  have  the  fullest  encourage- 
nicnt  a  people  can  give. 
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SUPPLEMENTAL  REPORT  OF  SCHOOLS  IN  DARLINGTON'  COUNTY^ 

There  are  at  present  thirty  (30)  white  school  districts  in  Darling- 
ton County,  S.  C.  Twenty-two  of  these  levy  a  special  tax,  and  two 
of  the  rural  schools  have  issued  bonds. 

There  are  thirty-seven  white  schools,  and  with  the  close  of  1908 
there  will  be  established  thirty-five  libraries. 

We  have  thirty-two  white  schools,  worth  thirty-one  thousand  dol- 
lars, or  an  average  of  nine  hundred  and  twenty-eight  ($928.00)  del- 
lars  each.  This  does  not  include  the  splendid  graded  school  at  Dar- 
lington, or  that  of  the  high  school  at  Hartsville,  each  of  which  is 
worth  twenty-five  thousand  dollars,  including  their  equipment  The 
teaching  force  of  these  schools  is  most  excellent. 

During  the  past  school  year,  six  of  the  rural  schools  have  consoli- 
dated into  three.  Several  of  the  small  and  weak  schools  will  also 
consolidate  in  the  near  future. 

All  of  these  schools  need  better  equipment.  Great  improvement 
has  been  and  is  still  being  made  along  these  lines,  possibly  as  much 
as  the  limited  amount  of  money  will  warrant. 

Nearly  all  of  our  schools  have  been  built  or  rebuilt  during  the  last 
decade;  most  of  them  in  very  recent  years,  A  number  have  been 
enlarged  and  repaired. 

Four  were  built  during  the  last  school  year,  at  an  average  cost  of 
fifteen  hundred  dollars.  They  are  well-designed,  and  are  being 
nicely  furnished. 

When  we  note  that  the  graded  school  at  Darlington  and  the  high 
school  at  Hartsville  cost  more  money  (and  it  is  well  spent)  than  the 
thirty-seven  white  rural  schools  of  the  entire  county,  we  begin  to 
realize  the  weakness  of  our  rural  schools,  and  the  great  work  that  is 
required  to  give  us  ideal  rural  schools. 

How  can  the  boys  and  girls  of  the  county  schools  compete  with 
any  show  of  success  for  scholarships  against  the  well-trained,  thor- 
oughly-taught graduates  of  the  splendid  town  schools? 

Will  the  state  continue  to  neglect  and  weaken  the  foundation  of 
her  entire  school  system,  while  she  builds  with  the  money  of  the 
people  pyramids,  with  their  bases  in  the  clouds  and  their  apexes  in 
the  ground,  thus  inverting  natural  law  and  the  order  of  Nature. 

The  entire  system  should  be  in  proportion,  and  symmetrical 
throughout.  The  superstructure  cannot  be  stronger  than  the  foun- 
dation if  we  are  to  expect  the  best  and  most  permanent  results. 

Factors  entering  into  the  creation  of  public  opinion  in  favor  of 
better  school-houses,  better  equipment,  and  better  teachers : 
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The  Rural  Free  Delivery  System  has  given  a  great  impetus  to  the 
Eorces  engaged  in  the  education  of  the  masses  of  the  people.  The 
\rast  amount  of  school  literature  contained  in  the  daily  papers  and 
in  magazines  has  each  day  been  brought  to  their  homes. 

The  proceedings  of  educational  associations,  the  lectures  of  distin- 
guished educators,  notes  of  travel  in  all  countries  from,  the  pens  of 
learned  tourists,  bearing  upon  the  geography  of  the  countries,  the 
history  of  the  people,  their  manners,  customs,  literature,  school  sys* 
terns  and  religions,  are  now  daily  and  eagerly  read  by  the  masses  of 
the  people.  They  are  conunented  upon,  enter  into  their  daily  thought 
and  c(»iversation.  At  night  they  are  talked  over  at  the  fireside 
with  the  children  from  school,  enter  into  the  schoolroom  and  illus- 
trate and  awaken  an  interest  there  in  their  studies.  So  it  is  "reading 
makes  a  full  man — conversation  a  ready  man/'  so  the  reading  leads 
to  inteUigent  conversation,  and  conversation  to  thoughtfulness,  and 
by  these  means  the  mass  of  the  people  grow  intellectually  by  what 
they  think  about,  become  more  intelligent,  and  continue  to  ask  for 

more  knowledge. 
The  ten-days'  stmimer  school  has  demonstrated  its  usefulness; 

where  no  time  is  lost  in  blowing  horns  and  sounding  trumpets,  but 

all  settle  down  to  quiet,  effectual  and  practical  work.    The  ten  days 

does  not  weary  them,  but  infuses  new  life  and  teaching  power. 
The  lecttires  on  Rural  School  Improvement  have  aroused  a  deep 

interest  in  having  more  pleasant  and  comfortable  surroundings  for 

-le  scbo(d — ^the  children's  home  for  many  months  of  the  year  during 

childhood  and  youth. 
Our  schools  have  a  healthy  growth;  have  accomplished  much. 

Thc)'  now  give  prcnnise  of  more  and  better  work.

FLORENCE   COUNTY. 

The  subject  of  this  article  was  brought  about  from  a  notice  that 
was  published  some  days  ago  in  the  Florence  Daily  Times,  from  the 
Tniestees  of  the  Beulah  School  District  No.  21,  Florence  G>unty, 
which  embraces  the  territory  adjacent  to  Olanta,  formerly  Bethle- 
nem,  m  the  lower  southwestern  section  of  the  G>unty,  which  notice 
^fas  to  the  effect  that  a  petition  signed  by  two-thirds  of  the  electors 
and  freeholders  from  School  District  No.  21,  Florence  Q>unty,  had 
been  filed  with  the  Board,  praying  that  an  election  be  ordered  by  the 
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Board  on  the  question  of  issuing  bonds  in  the  sum  of  $5,000.00,  pay- 
able in  thirty  years,  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  and  equipping  a  suit- 
able building  for  a  public  high  school,  as  provided  for  by  law,  and 
calling  for  the  election  to  be  held  at  Olanta  on  Saturday,  November 
21,  to  determine  the  matter. 

There  is  no  doubt  about  the  election  going  in  favor  of  the  issue, 
and  by  the  time  that  this  article  is  published  the  board  will  be  adver- 
tising for  bids  for  the  erection  of  a  high  school  building  in  District 
I  No.  21,  for  there  will  be  no  opposition  to  the  movement. 

I  Florence  County  is  one  of  the  youngest  in  the  State,  having  been 

established  in  1889,  just  nineteen  years  ago,  and  being  one  of  the 
smallest  counties  in  the  state  it  can  show  up  a  very  remarkable 
statement  of  facts  pertaining  to  its  educational  facilities,  and  it  may 
be  possible  that  it  is  far  ahead  of  many  of  the  older  and  larger 
counties. 

With  this  object  in  view,  this  correspondent  has  gone  to  the 

trouble  and  taken  the  time  to  obtain  ivcxa  the  0>unty  Superintendent 

of  Education's  report  to  the  State  Superintendent  the  following  facts 

and  figures  relative  to  Florence  County,  which  report  was  made 

I  since  July  i,  1908. 

I  There  are  in  the  county  forty-two  school  districts.     There  are 

fifty-eight  white  schools  and  forty-six  colored  schools.  There  are 
ninety-two  white  teachers  and  fifty-two  colored  teachers  employed. 

The  value  of  school  buildings,  exclusive  of  furnishings,  amounts 
to  $90,350.00.  The  enrolment  for  the  year  ending  July  i,  1908,  was 
3,341  white  pupils  and  3,362  colored.  The  average  term  of  school 
months  was  six  and  one-half  months.  The  average  salaries  of  teach- 
ers was  $42.50  per  month,  which  is  above  many  of  the  counties  in 
the  State. 

New  school  buildings  have  been  erected  in  the  following  districts 
within  the  last  year  or  so:  Districts  Nos.  i,  6,  5,  2,  in  Nos.  7,  8,  9, 
II,  12,  24,  33,  36,  37,  39,  40,  41,  making  a  total  of  sixteen  new 
buildings. 

There  are  now  in  course  of  construction  new  buildings  in  Districts 
Nos.  4,  22,  42. 

District  No.  13,  Ebenezer,  is  now  arranging  to  build  a  $3,000.00 
building. 

Districts  Nos.  17  and  28  are  adding  to  their  building. 

District  No.  21  has  called  for  an  election  to  vote  on  issuance  of 
bonds  for  a  new  $5,000.00  building,  as  noted  above. 
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Buildings  in  Districts  Nos.  26  and  38  are  being  renovated  and 
enlarged. 

The  other  buildings  not  specifically  mentioned  above  have  either 
been  repainted  or  will  be  within  the  next  few  months. 

The  following  districts  have  already  voted  and  are  now  being 
supported  by  a  special  levy  for  school  purposes,  as  follows:  No.  i, 
SL\  mills ;  No.  4,  two  mills ;  No.  12,  six  mills ;  No.  16,  three  mills ; 
No.  17,  three  mills;  No.  18,  two  mills;  No.  19,  three  mills;  No.  21, 
three  mills;  No.  2y,  three  mills;  No.  31,  three  mills;  No.  33,  three 
mills ;  No.  34,  three  mills ;  No.  35,  three  mills ;  No.  36,  three  mills ; 
Xo.  37,  three  mills ;  N6.  38,  three  mills ;  No.  39,  three  mills ;  No.  41, 
four  mills,  making  eighteen  out  of  the  forty-two  districts  with  special 
levies. 

District  No.  i  issued  bonds  in  the  sum  of  $50,000.00 ;  District  No. 
19  in  the  sum  of  $3,000.00,  and  No.  21  will  issue  $5,000.00. 

There  was  on  hand  in  the  County  Treasury  to  the  credit  of  the 
schools  in  the  county  the  sum  of  $16,069.90,  which  is  a  most  excel- 
lent financial  showing  for  the  schools  of  Florence  County. 

Mr.  AUard  H.  Gasque  is  a  very  able,  efficient  and  popular  County 
Superintendent  of  Education,  and  has  devoted  his  time  to  the  up- 
building of  the  schools  of  the  county,  and  makes  personal  visits  to 
each  of  the  schools  in  the  county  at  regular  intervals,  which  is  an 
incentive  to  the  teacher  and  pupils  to  do  good  work  for  the  county 
and  themselves. 

It  will  be  only  a  few  months  now  before  every  district  in  the 
county  will  vote  on  the  special  levy,  as  well  as  bonding  the  district 
for  larger,  more  modem  and  up-to-date  school  buildings,  for  the 
people  are  thinking  more  and  more  about  the  education  of  their  chil- 
dren, as  it  makes  better  citizens  and  better  communities.  Take  it 
all  in  all,  Florence  County  is  certainly  making  rapid  strides  along 
educational  lines,  and  these  facts  are  certainly  worth  writing  about, 
especially  so,  when  the  progress  has  been  actual  and  can  be  shown, 
as  is  herewith. 

The  Florence  County  Teachers*  Ass<x:iation  held  its  regular 
monthly  meeting  Saturday,  at  the  Auditorium  of  the  City  Graded 
School  in  South  Dargan  street,  this  city,  but  owing  to  the  wretched 
weather  that  prevailed,  the  fittendance  was  not  as  large  as  usual. 
The  next  meeting  of  the  Association  will  be  held  at  the  same  place 
on  the  second  Saturday  in  December,  the  12th,  at  11  o'clock  in  the 
morning.

GREENWOOD  COUNTY. 

County  Superintendent  of  Education  Wideman  makes  rq>ort : 

The  scholastic  year  of  1907-08  of  Greenwood  public  schools  closed 
June  30th,  after  one  of  the  most  progressive  years  in  the  history  of 
the  county.  I  visited  every  white  school  in  the  county  once,  and  a 
number  of  them  twice.  It  is  gratifying  to  say  that,  with  a  few 
exceptions,  the  schools  are  in  a  flourishing  condition,  and  are  pre- 
sided over  by  thoroughly  competent  and  up-to-date  teachers-.  The 
children  were  regular  in  attendance  and  painstaking  in  their  work 

A  large  per  cent,  of  the  school  buildings  are  neat  and  comfortable 
and  well-equipped  with  new  school  furniture.  Some  have  supplied 
themselves  with  the  school  library,  which,  I  am  sure,  is  money  well 
expended,  and  would  advise  all  schools  to  secure  this  very  helpful 
library.  Three  handsome  school  buildings  were  erected  during  this 
year.  These  buildings  are  located  at  Ware  Shoals,  Kirksy,  and 
Troy.  I  find  that  the  people  generally  are  much  interested  in  the 
cause  of  education,  and  are  determined  that  their  children  shall  be 
given  at  least  the  rudiments  of  an  education.  I  try  to  impress  upon 
the  children  the  importance  of  taking  advantage  of  the  opportunities 
which  are  placed  in  their  reach,  in  order  that  they  will  be  prepared 
to  fill  the  responsible  positions  in  life  which  await  them. 

When  we  consider  that  the  public  school  is  the  vanguard  of 
American  liberty  and  growth,  we  need  to  make  it  not  only  a  good 
building,  but  also  a  place  where  brains  may  be  expanded  and  taught. 

i\s  to  some  of  the  needs  of  the  public  school,  the  greatest  is  the 
lack  of  funds.  The  three-mill  tax,  poll  tax  and  dc^  tax  amounts  in 
the  aggregate  to  about  $24,456.86.  To  run  the  schools  on  an  aver- 
age of  six  to  seven  months,  it  requires  about  $32,000.00.  From 
eight  to  ten  thousand  dollars  must  be  borrowed,  or  allow  the  teachers 
to  discount  their  claims,  which  is  a  great  injustice. 

Every  school  district  ought  to  vote  a  special  tax  of  two  to  three 
mills ;  this,  together  with  the  three-mill  constitutional,  poll  and  dog 
taxes,  would  put  the  school  on  a  cash  basis. 

We  have  in  this  county  a  Teachers'  Association.  The  meetings 
are  held  once  a  month,  and  such  matters  are  discussed  and  ideas  are 
exchanged  between  the  teachers  that  prove  helpful  to  each  other  in 
their  school  work. 

I  will  ask  the  Greenwood  delegation  to  bring  before  the  Legisla- 
ture the  matter  of  bonding  the  county  in  an  amount  sufficient  to 
put  the  county  on  a  cash  basis.    A  levy  of  one  mill  for  five  years 
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would  accomplish  this  purp6se,  and  it  would  be  a  very  small  matter 
to  the  XzxpsLytr^  and  a  great  blessing  to  their  children. 

Are  the  people  of  this  progressive  county  willing  to  make  the 
necessary  sacrifice  in  order  that  their  children  may  be  prepared  to 
fill  responsible  positions  in  life?    This  is  the  burning  question. 

Parents  and  guardians,  look  well  after  the  educational  interest  of 
those  who  are  committed  to  your  keeping,  and  then  it  shall  follow 
that  thou  shalt  not  be  false  to  any  man.

Dear  Sir:  Replying  to  yours  of  the  22d  inst.,  I  am  glad  to  say 
that  there  has  been,  during  recent  years,  remarkable  progress  all 
along  educational  lines  throughout  Hampton  County.  Not  only  is 
the  numerical  attendance  larger,  and  the  terms  longer,  but  there  is 
manifestly  more  proficiency  among  all  of  the  teachers;  and  besides 
this,  the  class  of  school  buildings  is  much  improved,  and  the  furni- 
ture and  equipments  much  more  complete. 

We  have  high  schools  and  graded  schools,  all  well  equipped  with 
competent  teachers,  and  a  large  majority  of  the  common  schools  are 
taught  by  a  high  class  of  young,  ambitious  and  aspiring  lady  teachers. 
I  note  that  there  is  a  growing  necessity  for  more  co-operative 
work  by  the    Boards  of    Education,  and    that  my  county  really 
needs  that  more  days  than  sei^en  should  be  allowed  the  members 
of  my  Board  of  Education  for  each  year,  and  I  hereby  request  that 
you  recommend  to  the  Legislature  to  pass  an  Act,  at  its  next  ap- 
proaching session,  to  increase  the  number  of  days  from  seven,  as  the 
law  now  specifies,  to  at  least  fifteen,  as  this  will  materially  advance 
the  general  educational  interest  in  my  county  by  giving, me  more  co- 
<^)erative  assistance  in  my  most  important  and  responsible  work.

My  Dear  Sir :  As  per  your  request,  I  send  you  report  of  the 
progress  made  along  the  line  of  education  during  the  past  two  years. 
The  schools  in  Horry  have  made  more  progress  during  the  last  two 
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years  than  in  eight  or  ten  years  before.  There  have  been  ten  or 
twelve  modem,  two-room  buildings  erected  instead  of  the  small,  one- 
room  house.  These  are  being  painted  and  well  equipped  with  patent 
desks,  teachers'  desk  and  chair,  blackboards,  and  good  heaters. 
Other  good  houses  are  being  painted  and  furnished  with  modem 
equipments.  Twenty-five  districts  have  voted  a  special  tax,  some  as 
high  as  four  mills,  none  less  than  three  mills.  Libraries  are  being 
placed  in  nearly  every  school.  Better  teachers  are  needed.  Two 
high  schools  have  been  voted.  A  spirit  of  educational  prc^ess 
seems  to  be  stirring  the  people  of  every  section. 

The  cry  is :  Better  houses,  better  equipments,  longer  terms,  and 
trained  teachers.  The  salaries  of  teachers  have  been  raised,  and  the 
salary  of  the  County  Superintendent  has  been  raised  $2CX>.oo  per 
year.     It  is  still  too  low,  only  $600.00.

My  Dear  Sir :  The  condition  of  the  schools  of  Marlboro  County 
at  present  show  improvements  as  follows:  (i)  Four  new  school 
buildings  were  erected  during  the  past  school  year.  (2)  A  number 
of  schools  have  made  valuable  repairs  on  their  buildings,  and  added 
better  equipment.  (3)  Two  districts  now  receive  appropriati<Mis  for 
high  school  work — McColI  and  Willis  districts.  (4)  Brownsville 
district  voted  a  special  levy  of  four  mills  this  year,  and  Bennettsville 
and  Clio  increased  their  special  levy  to  the  limit.  (5)  Five  new 
libraries  for  schools  during  past  year  and  three  enlarged.  (6)  Allen 
district  consolidated  with  Key  district. 

Some  of  our  Trustees  are  more  diligent  in  securing  the  most  com- 
petent teachers,  and  in  looking  after  the  welfare  of  the  schools. 

One  of  our  greatest  needs  is  a  Board  of  Trustees  that  will  always 
show  a  deep  interest  in  their  district  school,  and  don't  mind  taking 
time  to  provide  for  the  school.  Some  new  legislation  is  needed  right 
here,  which  might  give  school  trustees  a  small  compensation,  and 
require  each  Board  of  Trustees  to  take  time  to  see  that  all  property, 
polls  and  dogs  are  returned  for  taxation,  and  then  to  provide  a  more 
direct  way  for  the  collection  of  delinquent  taxes. 
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The  income  of  scene  of  our  country  schools  is  too  uncertain.  The 
three-mill  Constitutional  appropriated  per  enrolment  is  variable — 
according  to  yearly  enrolment.  The  income  from  polls  and  dc^s  is 
small,  and  not  what  it  should  be.  A  special  levy  is  needed  in  nearly 
every  district.  A  special  levy  to  be  apportioned  to  each  district  per 
enrolment  voted,  by  the  county,  would  divide  the  taxation  on  rail- 
roads, factories,  etc.,  more  uniformly.  The  weaker  country  dis- 
tricts, without  such  property,  are  in  need  of  more  school  funds. 
Short  school  terms  and  lack  of  equipment  is  the  result. 

A  general  awakening  for  better  country  schools  is  needed.  Four 
town  schools  of  this  county  have  fully  one-half  of  all  the  school 
property  of  this  cotmty.  Consolidation  for  better  buildings  and 
better  equipment  is  needed.  Every  school  needs  some  simple  devices 
for  manual  and  industrial  training. 

Our  schools  have  made  great  progress  in  the  two  last  decades. 
Shall  we  stop  short  of  our  highest  achievements  ?

There  is  a  decidedly  increasing  interest  in  education  in  Orange- 
bm^  County.  In  the  past  four  years  the  schools  establishing  libra- 
ries have  almost  doubled  in  number,  and  there  has  been  a  marked 
increase  in  the  number  of  school  districts  that  have  levied  special 
taxes  in  ocAtr  to  supplement  the  regular  school  funds.  Under  the 
inspiration  of  the  school  building  law,  enacted  about  three  years  ago, 
twenty,  or  more,  very  creditable  school-houses  have  been  erected  in 
the  county,  a  majority  of  them  being  in  the  rural  districts ;  and, 
besides  these,  there  have  been  other  buildings  and  improvements 
independent  of  this  law.  One  building  has  just  been  completed  at  a 
cost  of  about  $4,000.00. 

I  think  the  great  need  of  our  schools  is  more  money,  in  order  that 
we  may  have  better  teaching  and  closer  and  better  school  super- 
vision; and,  if  a  direct  appropriation  cannot  be  made,  I  know  of  no 
better  way  of  increasing  the  ^hool  fund  than  by  inspiring  the  various 
school  districts  of  the  state  to  levy  special  taxes  in  the  interest  of 
borne  improvement.

My  Dear  Sir :  In  response  to  your  request  for  a  brief  special  re 
port,  I  beg  to  state  that  educational  conditions  have  been  considerabl; 
improved  in  Spartanburg  County  during  the  past  year.  Seven 
new  school  buildings  have  been  erected ;  notably,  at  Woodruff,  wher 
a  very  handsome  fifteen  thousand  dollar  school  has  been  built.    A 
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Glenn  Springs  a  handsome,  modern  school-house  is  being  built,  the 
result  of  consolidation  and  voting  a  special-  tax.  At  another  point 
in  the  county  the  consolidation  of  two  districts  has  resulted  in  the 
establishment  of  a  centrally  located  school,  which  takes  the  place  of 
two  small  schocds.  This  building,  which  is  nearly  completed,  cost 
about  one  thousand  dollars,  is  modern  and  well  planned,  and  the 
equipment  everything  that  it  should  be. 

Considerable  interest  is  being  manifested  in  voting  a  special  tax 
and  establishing  libraries.    The  outlook  is  in  every  way  encouraging.

Dear  Sir:  Financially  we  are  in  better  shape  than  ever  before, 
but  even  the  present  funds  are  not  more  than  half  enough  to  give  us 
the  best  schools.  The  average  monthly  salary  of  our  country  teach- 
ers is  about  $35.00,  certainly  not  enough  to  induce  the  best  teachers 
to  come  to  us,  although  considerably  better  than  two  or  three  years 
ago  when  the  average  pay  was  about  $26.00  per  month.  The  aver- 
age length  of  term  for  whites  is  now  nearly  six  months,  whereas,  a 
few  years  ago  it  was  less  than  four  months.  Indeed,  it  is  difficult  in 
many  instances  to  get  the  people  to  send  their  children  the  full  term, 
many  schools  closing  before  time  for  this  reason  alone.  This  is  not 
the  rule,  however,  for  many  sections  are  wide-awake  and  are  making 
some  of  the  best  country  schools  to  be  found  anywhere. 

Four  or  five  years  ago  Kingstree  was  the  only  district  in  the 
County  levying  a  special  tax  for  schools.  Now,  more  than  half  the 
school  districts  of  the  cotmty  have  special  levies  ranging  from' two 
mills  to  twelve  mills,  the  majority  imposing  four  mills,  the  constitu- 
ti(X2al  limit. 

During  the  last  two  or  three  years  many  excellent  buildings  have 
gone  up.  Three  years  ago  Kingstree  was  the  only  district  that 
boasted  of  a  school-house  worth  more  than  $1,000.00.  At  this  writ- 
ing there  are  ten  completed  buildings  costing  from  $1,000.00  upward 
to  $23,000.00.  Besides  this,  many  smaller  buildings,  ranging  in 
cost  from  $350.00  to  $800.00,  have  gone  up.  The  total  value  of  all 
school  buildings  in  the  county  three  years  ago  was  about  $22,000.00 ; 
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since  that  time  the  people  have  constructed  buildings  costing  about 
$42,000.00,  making  a  present  valuation  of  about  $60,000.00. 

I  find  that  the  law  providing  for  the  encouragement  of  schoo] 
buildings  by  helping  those  who  help  themselves  is  a  great  incentive, 
and  attribute  the  recent  impetus  given  to  school-house  building  as 
much  to  that  law  as  anything  else.  Just  here  I  wish  to  say  that, 
realizing  the  good  effect  of  this  "encouragement  act",  I  am  con- 
vinced that  if  the  Legislature  could  be  prevailed  on  to  appropriate 
annually  a  fund  to  be  used  as  an  "encouragement  fund"  for  country 
districts,  providing  that  only  such  districts  as  vote  a  special  tax 
receive  aid  from  this  fund,  the  good  effect  of  such  a  law  would  be 
very  great. 

Especially  is  the  need  for  such  provision  in  thinly  settled  sections, 
where,  as  in  most  cases  with  us,  a  four-mill  levy  in  a  district  of 
twenty  square  miles  amounts  to  only  $175.00  or  $200.00.

Dear  Sir:  In  reply  to  your  request,  1  beg  leave  to  state  that 
school  work  is  moving  along  nicely. 

We  have  built  several  good  school-houses  in  the  county  during 
the  year,  one  of  them  at  a  cost  of  between  $1,500.00  and  $2,000.00. 
We  have  twenty-five  public  libraries  in  operation,  some  of  which 
have  been  enlarged,  and  altogether  there  are  nine  districts  in  which 
the  regular  funds  are  supplemented  by  local  taxes.  We  realize  the 
fact  that  there  is  great  room  for  improvement,  and  there  is  noticeable 
a  healthy  public  sentiment  in  favor  of  longer  terms,  better  equip- 
ment and  more  competent  teachers. 

If  the  examinations  were  held  as  at  present  by  the  County  Boards 
and  the  papers  all  forwarded  to  the  State  Board,  or  to  a  committee 
appointed  by  them  to  grade  the  papers,  it  would  tend  to  make  the 
certificates  more  uniform  in  the  several  counties  of  the  state  and  at 
the  same  time,  for  obvious  reasons,  raise  the  standard  in  the  entire 
State  from  25  to  50  per  cent.  If  necessary,  each  ajjplicant  for  a 
certificate  might  be  required  to  pay  a  small  fee  to  meet  the  expenses 
incident  to  such  a  plan. 
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There  are,  of  course,  a  great  many  other  things  of  importance 
that  might  be  mentioned  among  the  needs  of  our  schools,  but  they 
will  very  likely  be  fully  discussed  by  the  other  Superintendents,  and  I 
shall  await  the  publication  of  their  reports  with  interest.

Trustees  and  patrons 
seem  to  be  more  interested ;  and  there  is  a  general  desire  for  better 
houses  and  equipments;  better  trained  teachers  and  nine-month 
sdiools. 

The  patrons  are  waking  up  to  the  power  and  importance  of  Edu- 
cation. Several  districts  have  voted  a  special  tax  and  for  State 
li%h  schools. 

One  of  the  most  marked  evidences  of  educational  progress  has 
been  the  building  of  nine  improved  school-houses.  Five  have  been 
remodeled — ^being  made  larger  and  more  comfortable.  All  our 
school-houses  have  been  repaired  and  the  majority  repainted  and 
supplied  with  improved  furniture.  All  have  libraries  and  increase 
them  regularly.  All  larger  schools  have  pianos  and  special  music 
teachers.     Nearly  all  the  others  have  the  best  make  of  organs. 

Teachers'  salaries  have  been  raised  in  the  entire  County:  highest 
alary,  $100.00;  lowest,  $40.00;  very  few  $40.00.  The  prospects  are 
the  brightest. 

Attendance  shows  a  considerable  increase  over  previous  years. 

Two  handsome  brick  school-houses  are  now  contracted  to  be 
Wit  The  greatest  need  in  this  County  is  consolidation  and  com- 
pulsory education. 

The  Teachers'  meeting  on  the  first  Saturday  in  each  month  is 
^11  attended,  and  is  accomplishing  much  good.  We  have  a  record 
attendance  at  every  meeting. 

A  Lyccimi  Course  was  organized  for  all  schools  last  year. 

The  attendance  was  good  and  much  interest  was  displayed  by  the 
patrons.

REPORT  OF  PRESIDENT. 

To  the  State  Educational  Campaign  Committee: 

For  the  last  few  years  the  School  Improvement  Association  of 
Soath  Carolina  has  been. a  potent  factor  in  advancing  the  educa- 
tkmal  interests  of  the  rural  communities  of  our  State.  Each  year 
since  the  Association  has  been  organized,  very  definite  results  in 
inaterial  improvement  have  been  obtained  in  hundreds  of  country 
districts  in  the  State.  The  year  just  closing  has  been  the  most  suc- 
cessful in  the  history  of  the  Association.  A  more  active  campaign 
for  consolidation,  local  taxation,  better  buildings,  better  equipment, 
establishment  of  libraries,  longer  terms,  interior  and  exterior  deco- 
ration, and  other  lines  of  material  improvement  has  been  waged  by 
a  larger  body  of  earnest,  active  workers  than  ever  before.  Much 
oithusiasm  has  been  shown  by  the  school  improvement  workers  in 
Afferent  parts  of  the  State,  and  as  a  consequence,  greater  sentiment 
has  been  created  among  the  people  for  better  schools.    Wherever 
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sentiment  has  been  created  for  better  cc«iditions  in  rural  schools, 
then  material  improvement  has  followed. 

South  Carolina  is  an  agricultural  Stat6,  and  this  fact  makes  it  all 
the  more  important  that  the  rural  sdiools  shoul4  be  made  better. 
Eighty  per  cent  of  the  school  children  of  this  State  live  in  the  coun- 
try, and  many  of  them  are  dependent  upon  the  small  country  school 
for  an  education.  So,  if  we  are  going  to  make  a  higher  average 
citizenship  and  develop  our  resources  to  the  greatest  extent,  we 
must  give  better  opportunities  for  an  education  to  the  masses  of 
our  people. 

The  Association  through  its  organizers  and  local  workers  during 
this  year  has  been  instrumental  in  having  a  great  number  of  small 
schools  consolidated,  almost  a  hundred  new  school-houses  built,  and 
a  large  number  repaired  and  painted,  better  equipment  in  many,  a 
great  many  libraries  established  under  the  present  State  library 
law,  local  taxes  voted  in  a  number  of  communities  that  had  never 
thought  of  such  a  thing  before,  terms  lengthened  in  a  number  of 
remote  country  schools,  and  the  placing  of  trained  teachers  in  many 
districts  that  had  never  known  an  efficient  teacher^  besides  bringing 
about  numberless  minor  material  improvements.  All  of  the  coun- 
ties in  the  State  have  been  reached  in  some  way  by  the  School  Im- 
provement Association.  Two-thirds  of  the  counties  are  organised, 
and  there  are  some  local  Associations  now  in  every  county  in  the 
State,  Horry  County  reports  28  organizations,  with  an  active  mem- 
bership of  973.  Saluda  County  reports  a  County  organization  and 
12  local  Associations,  with  a  total  membership  of  over  600.  The 
total  membership  of  the  State  Association  is  now  approximately 
6,000.  The  membership  has  practically  been  doubled  this  year. 
Maine  has  a  membership  of  50,000,  and  there  is  no  reason  why  our 
Association  should  not  be  able  to  report  next  year  twice  as  many 
members  as  we  now  have. 

The  last  annual  meeting  of  the  Association  was  held  in  Columbia, 
December  30-31,  1907.  This  meeting  was  well  attended,  and  a 
very  helpful,  instructive  program  was  carried  out.  Mrs.  Lindsay 
Patterson,  of  Winston-Salem,  N.  C,  President  of  the  Interstate 
School  Timprovement  Association,  made  a  splendid  address.  After 
telling  of  the  school  improvement  work  in  the  other  Southern  States, 
she  said :  "South  Carolina  stands  high  in  the  list  of  States  forming 
the  Interstate  Association.  The  work  of  your  State  is  attracting 
attention  throughout  the  South."  At  this  meeting  Supt.  Lawton  B. 
Evans,  of  Augusta,  Ga.,  made  an  excellent  address  on  "Twenty-Five 
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Years  With  Rural  Schools/'  and  Supt  £.  S.  Dreher,  of  Columbia 
City  Schools,  q)oke  very  ably  on  "The  Value  of  Industrial  Education 
to  the  Rural  Commnmty." 

The  reports  made  at  this  meeting  by  the  delegates  from  the 
various  County  Associations  showed  g^eat  progress  in  the  work. 

Last  year  15  prizes,  five  ot  $100  each,  and  ten  of  $50  each,  were 
awarded  to  the  rural  schools  for  the  most  decided  material  in^ove^ 
ment  made  during  the  year.  There  were  over  sixty  applications  for 
these  prizes.  The  $1,000  available  for  these  prizes  came  from  the 
Peabody  Board  through  the  Department  of  Education. 

This  year  $2,000  has  been  offered  in  prizes  under  the  same  regula- 
tions as  last  year.  Five  are  to  be  $100  each,  and  thirty  are  to 
be  $50  each.  The  taioney  which  will  be  used  for  prizes  this  year  was 
given  to  our  Association  by  the  Legislature  through  an  amendment 
to  the  State  library  law.  Eighty  schools  have  applied  for  these 
prizes.  That  means  that  eighty  schools  have  made  most  decided 
material  improvement  through  their  local  Associations  in  competi- 
tion for  a  prize.  Nerer  before  has  the  expenditure  of  such  a  small 
amount  of  money  accomplished  so  much  for  the  schools  of  our 
State,  and,  therefore,  I  recommend  that  the  Legislature,  after  look- 
ing into  the  merits  of  the  School  Improvement  Association,  make 
some  definite  plan  by  which  the  Association  could  be  financially 
assisted  in  carrying  its  campaign  work  into  every  remote  district 
of  the  State. 

Bulletins  of  general  information  in  regard  to  school  improvement 
work  have  been  issued  during  this  year  by  the  Association.  The 
organizers  and  officers  in  nearly  every  county  in  the  State  have 
pushed  the  work  through  personal  visits,  correspondence,  news- 
paper articles,  leaflets,  and  central  meetings. 

The  State  field  worker,  the  president,  has  visited  every  county  in 
the  State  except  two  in  the  interest  of  the  Association  during  this 
year,  organizing  County  and  Local  Associations  wherever  practical, 
arousing  enthusiasm  and  creating  sentiment  for  better  schools 
wherever  she  has  gone.  The  work  of  the  president  has  been  done 
ander  the  direction  of  the  State  Department  of  Education  and  Edu- 
cational Campaign  Committee. 
The  Country  Life  Commission  of  the  United  States  was  very  much 

interested  in  the  work  of  our  Association,  and  after  a  report  of  the 

^ork  had  been  given.  Dr.  Walter  H.  Page  commended  the  Associa- 

^  very  highly. 
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The  Superintendents  of  the  different  Southern  States  have  been 
very  much  interested  in  the  school  improvement  work  as  carried 
on  in  our  State.  Some  of  the  States  that  have  organized  have 
adapted  our  plans  of  work.  An  officer  of  our  Association  was 
invited  two  years  ago  to  the  University  of  Mississippi  by  the  Sup- 
erintendent of  Education  of  that  State  to  organize  the  State  into  a 
School  Improvement  Association.  A  successful  organization  was 
perfected,  and  great  good  has  been  accomplished  through  the  organi- 
^tion. 

New  workers  in  our  cause  are  being  enlisted  almost  daily,  and  the 
outlook  for  1909  is  very  bright.

r  OBJECT. 

The  object  of  this  Association  is  the  betterment  of  rural  schools 
in  South  Carolina. 

.  There  are  three  branches  of  this  organization:  i,  The  State  Asso- 
ciation; 2,  The  County  Association;  3,  The  Local  Association. 

State  Association. — ^The  State  Association  has  undertaken  to  have 
an  association  in  each  County  and  through  these  it  is  endeavoring  to 
interest  a  volunteer  association  in  the  neighborhood  of  every  public 
school-house  which  will  help  to  beautify  the  premises  by  planting 
trees  and  flowers,  placing  pictures  on  the  walls,  or  otherwise  improv- 
ing the  school  environment  of  our  future  citizens.  Any  white  woman 
who  will  pledge  herself  to  do  at  least  one  thing  for  the  improvement 
of  at  least  one  I'ural  school  some  time  during  each  session  is  eligible 
to  membership.  No  fee  is  required — only  service.  Men  become 
associate  members  upon  the.  payment  of  a  fee  of  $1.00  annually. 

County  Associations.^-The  purposes  of  the  County  Associations 
are: 

1.  To  arouse  the  interest  of  the  people  of  the  County  in  the  im- 
provement of  their  schools. 

2.  To  establish  a  local  association  in  every  school  district  in  the 
County.  There  are  two  meetings  held  each  year.  One  in  the  fall 
to  make  plans  for  the  year's  work^  and  one  in  the  spring  to  secure 
reports  of  what  has  been  accomplished. 

Local  Associations, — ^The  purpose  of  local  organizations  is  to 
unite  all  the  people  of  the  community  for  the  improvement  of  their 
school:  (i)  by  placing  in  the  school  facilities  for  health,  comfort 
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and  education,  together  with  objects  of  beauty;  (2)  by  planting 
trees,  shrubs  and  flowers  in  the  school  grounds;  (3)  by  encourag- 
ing the  establishment  of  a  library  in  the  school;  (4)  by  making  the 
school  a  center  for  the  community  by  furnishing  instructive  amuse- 
ments. 

These  associations  can  have  new  school-houses  built  or  the  old  one 
repaired  and  painted ;  rough  and  comfortless  benches  exchanged  for 
good  desks;  floors  scrubbed,  stoves  polished  and  windows  washed; 
shades  or  curtains  added  to  windows;  pictures  placed  on  walls; 
libraries  started  and  kept  growing;  a  reading  table;  improvements 
made  on  school  grounds  by  having  stumps  removed,  grass  and  flow- 
ers planted  and  play  grounds  laid  off;  finally,  it  can  uphold  the 
hands  of  the  teacher;  and  through  this  work  the  community  will 
become  interested  in  its  school  and  its  children. 

MEMBERSHIP. 

Article  III  of  the  Constitution  of  the  State  School  Improvement 
Associatic«  is  as  follows : 

"Section  i.  Any  white  woman  interested  in  the  betterment  of 
rural  schools  in  South  Carolina  shall  be  eligible  to  active  member- 
ship. 

"Section  2.  Ten  members  of  the  association  shall  compose  a  quo- 
nim  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

"Section  3.  All  persons  who  cannot  give  their  time  to  active  work, 
but  who  wish  to  become  associate  members,  may  do  so  by  paying 
an  annual  fee  of  $1.00." 

Article  III  of  the  County  Constitution  is  as  follows : 

"Section  i.  Any  white  woman  interested  in  this  work  may  become 
an  active  member  without  the  payment  of  any  fee ;  any  white  man 
may  become  an  ^sociate  member  upon  the  payment  of  a  fee  of  fifty 
cents." 

Article  III  of  the  Constitution  of  Local  Association  is  as  follows : 

"Section  i.  Any  white  woman  interested  in  this  work  may  become 
an  active  member  without  the  payment  of  any  fee ;  any  white  man 
may  become  an  associate  member  upon  the  payment  of  a  fee  of 
twenty-five  cents. 

Pledge. 

'*I  do  hereby  pledge  myself  to  do  at  least  one  thing  for  the  im- 
provement of  at  least  one  rural  school  some  time  during  this  year." 
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EXTRACTS  FROM  REPORTS  OF  DELEGATES. 

At  the  last  tonual  meeting  of  the  State  School  Improvement 
Association,  each  delegate  gave  a  report  from  her  County.  The 
delegates  were  requested  to  answer  a  number  of  questions,  the  last 
being  to  give  briefly  greatest  needs  of  schools  of  her  County.  Below 
are  a  few  of  the  answers  that  were  given : 

(i)  "Our  greatest  needs  are  more  well  prepared  and  earnest 
teachers.    Teachers  who  will  strive  to  do  something. 

"More  interest  among  parents,  which  can  be  secured  if  we  have 
teachers  who  will  organize  the  community  for  the  betterment  of  the 
school. 

"Local  taxation  and  compulsory  school  attendance.'* 

(2)  "Better  buildings  and  better  equipment,  consolidation,  longer 
terms,  libraries,  expert  supervision  by  one  whose  whole  time  may, 
if  needed,  be  given  to  the  work,  organization  of  local  School  Im- 
provement Associations." 

(3)  "Local  Associations  and  concerted  action  on  the  part  of 
teachers,  intelligent  interest  and  co-operation  of  trustees,  better 
school-houses,  better  equipment,  artesian  wells,  necessary  out-build- 
ings, libraries,  longer  terms  and  better  salaries  for  our  teachers." 

(4)  "An  active,  intelligent  interest  in  educational  matters  by  trus- 
tees and  patrons  would  secure  for  the  county  comfortable  school 
buildings,  beautiful  surroundings,  better  equipment,  better  salaries 
and  better  teachers.    These  are  our  greatest  needs." 

(5)  "Enthusiastic  teachers,  trustees  who  take  an  interest  in  their 
schools,  consolidation  of  weak  schools,  better  buildings  and  better 
equipment,  co-operation  of  patrons  with  teachers  to  increase  the 
average  attendance  of  pupils,  libraries,  organization  of  School  Im- 
provement Associations." 

These  needs  that  have  been  enumerated  by  th%  delegates  from 
various  Counties  are  being  supplied  to  a  large  extent  in  many  Coun- 
ties through  the  work  of  active  County  and  Local  School  Improve- 
ment Associations. 

.  SPECIMEN  REPORTS  FROM  COUNTY  PRESIDENTS. 

(Report  from  Saluda  County.) 

Nearly  two  months  ago  I  was  elected  President  of  the  Saluda 
County  School  Improvement  Association  and  appointed  organizer  for 
this  county.  I  immediately  began  work.  In  a  short  while  nearly 
fifty  members  were  enrolled  in  our  county  organization.    Soon  after- 
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wards,  six  local  associations  were  organized,  in  six  rural  schools, 
with  an  average  of  over  thirty  menibers  eadi. 

Three  weeks  later,  having  placed  a  substitute  teacher  in  my  stead, 
I,  with  Miss  Nance  and  our  County  Superintendent,  made  a  tour  of 
a  good  piMftion  of  Saluda  County,  visiting  rural  schools.  Our 
puq)ose  in  doing  this  was  to  gain  a  keener  insight  into  the  needs 
and  conditions  of  these  schools,  and  to  offer  suggestions  by  which 
they  could  be  improved.  While  on  this  tour,  we  organized  four 
local  associations.  These  are  all  interested  and  wide-awake,  and 
I  believe  they  will  do  effective  work  during  the  year. 

Every  wedc  since  then  I  have  organized  one  or  two  associations ; 
so  that  now  we  have  in  our  county,  besides  our  County  Association, 
twelve  local  associations.  The  membership  of  these  associations, 
t<^ether  with  our  County  Association,  reaches  over  six  hundred. 
Each  association  will  increase  with  age,  our  oldeist  local  association 
not  being  over  six  weeks  old.  They  have  only  had  time  for  a  good 
b^inning-,  but  I  can  proudly  say  that  the  right  spirit  is  pervading 
our  people,  and  before  spring  I  hope  for  great  improvement. 

There  are  forty-seven  rural  schools  in  our  county.  In  less  than 
two  mcmths  twelve  local  associations  have  been  organized,  and 
have  begun  active  work.  By  next  spring  I  hope  to  be  able  to  add 
that  forty-seven  local  associations  have  been  organized  and  are 
doing  good  work.

The  South  Carolina  School  Improvement  Association  offers  thirty- 
five  prizes  to  the  schools  of  the  State  for  the  most  decided  material 
improvement  made  during  a  given  length  of  time.  Five  of  the 
prizes  are  to  be  $100  each,  and  thirty  are  to  be  $50  each.  Regula- 
tions concerning  the  thirty-five  prizes  that  are  to  be  awarded  by  this 
Association  are  as  follows : 

1.  Improvements  must  be  made  between  November  i>  1907,  and 
December  10,  1908.

3.  Under  material  improvements  are  included  local  taxation,  con- 
solidation, new  buildings,  repairing,  and  painting  old  ones,  libraries, 
reading  rooms  or  tables,  interior  decorations,  beautifying  yards,  and 
better  general  equipment. 

4.  No  school  can  compete  for  any  of  these  prizes  unless  it  is  a 
rural  school.  No  town  with  more  than  500  population  shall  be 
eligible  to  the  contest. 

5.  All  who  wish  to  enter  this  contest  must  send  names  and  de- 
scriptions of  schools  before  improvements  are  made  to  the  President 
prior  to  October  ist. 

6.  All  descriptions,  photographs  and  other  evidences  showing 
improvements  must  be  sent  to  the  President  before  December  15, 
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1908.  The  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  any  school  that 
is  competing  for  a  prize  must  approve  all  descriptions  before  and 
after  improvements  are  made. 

7.  Prizes  will  be  awarded  in  checks  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
South  Carolina  Improvement  Association,  December  31,  1908.  The 
prizes  are  to  be  used  for  further  improvements  in  the  schools  receiv- 
ing them. 

Money  for  Prizes. 

The  mcxiey  for  these  prizes  was  given  to  the  Association  by  the 
Legislature.  At  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature  the  library  law 
was  amended  so  that  the  Association  could  have  a  part  of  ^e  surplus 
for  prizes  for  the  most  decided  material  improvement  in  country 
schools  during  the  year.  I  believe  the  Legislature  has  never  appro- 
priated a  small  amount  of  money  before  that  has  done  more  fot  the 
masses  of  people  than  this  has  done.

after  improvenjents  were  made : 

First — Interest  in  education  was  at  a  low  ebb.  The  people  were 
contented  with  a  school-house  with  one  room,  and  that  a  very  sorry 
one.  In  this  little  cabin  one  teacher  presided  over  from  twenty-five 
to  thirty-five  pupils.  The  blackboards  were  made  of  pieces  of 
painted  plank,  no  maps,  no  charts,  no  globes ;  windows  without  shut- 
ters and  with  numbers  of  panes  lacking ;  no  desks  used  in  old  house, 
but  very  sorry  old-fashioned  seats  made  of  planks. 

Second — ^The  people  of  Pergamos  have  become  awakened.  This 
column  will  show  the  improvements  before  and  after.  The  new 
building  is  thoroughly  modern  in  every  respect.  Has  four  rooms : 
two  large  rooms  with  folding  doors ;  furnished  with  patent  desks, 
blackboards,  erasers,  stoves,  hatracks  and  shades,  which  make  the 
inside  very  attractive.  The  building  is  valued  at  $i445-39»  includ- 
ing furnishings.  It  is  neatly  painted  outside.  The  inside  is  of  a 
bard  oil  finish,  the  walls  are  plastered  and  kalsomined ;  the  grounds 
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are  well  terraced  and  numerous  flowers  have  been  planted  and  nice 
walks  have  been  made. 

Third — We  are  proud  of  our  building.     People  refer  to  it  as  the 
greatest  improvement  in  the  country.

Fifth — The  purpose  of  this  organization  shall  be  (i)  to  unite  all 
the  people  of  the  community  for  the  improvement  of  the  school. 
(2)  To  co-operate  with  the  principal  and  teachers  of  each  school  in 
securing  the  regular  and  punctual  attendance  at  school  of  all  children 
of  educable  age,  but  especially  of  those  who  are  in  poor  and  neglected 
homes,  and  in  providing  for  the  destitute  and  helpless  such  material 
aid  as  may  be  required  in  order  that  they  may  avail  themselves  of  the 
benefits  of  the  schools.  (3)  Always  and  invariably  to  render  the 
teachers  of  the  schools  sympathy,  encouragement  and  support,  to  the 
end  that  all  the  agencies  of  the  school  may  be  economically  and 
effectively  devot'fed  to  the  well-being  of  each  individual  child,  and  to 
the  conserYation  of  the  social,  civil  and  moral  welfare  of  the  cora- 
hunity  and  of  the  State :  Provided,  That  the  purposes  and  methods 
of  the  Association  shall  always  be  co-operative  and  constructive,  and 
in  nbwise  conflicting  or  interfering  with  the  rights,  duties  and  obli- 
gations of  the  legal  and  duly  constituted  school  authorities.

FIELD  WORK  BY  PRESIDENT  OF  STATE  ASSOCIATION. 

Under  the  direction  and  with  the  financial  support  of  the  State 
Educational  Campaign  Committee,  Miss  Mary  T.  Nance,  President 
^  the  State  School  Improvement  Association,  has  given  her  entire 
tiaie  since  June,  1907,  to  the  work  of  the  Association.  She  visits 
»ay  town  or  community  upon  request  in  the  interest  of  the  schools. 
She  has  reached  personally  nearly  all  of  the  counties  in  the  state. 
A  specimen  clipping  in  regard  to  her  field  work  is  given  below : 

(Williamsburg  County  Record.) 
Ed^or  County  Record: 

Beginning  her  work  in  this  County  on  Monday,  May  i8th.  Miss 
bailee,  State  Organizer  of  Rural  School  Improvement  Association, 
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met  enthusiastic  audiences  at  Cades,  Lake  City,  Pergamos,  Scranton,' 
High  Hill,  Prospect,  Leo,  Lane,  Trio,  Greelyville,  and  Kingstree. 
Those  who  have  seen  her  work  need  not  be  told  that  enthusiasm  was 
increased,  nor  that  on  her  next  trip  to  us  much  larger  crowds  will 
hear  her.  During  the  week  she  addressed  about  1,200  people,  and 
the  common  verdict  is  that  she  is  doing  an  indispensable  work.   ^ 

Last  year  Williamsburg  Coimty  captured  two  of  the  fifteen  prizes 
offered  by  the  School  Improvement  Association,  and  will  furnish 
this  year  seven  contestants  for  the  thirty-five  prizes  offered  by  this 
Association.  The  Pergamos  neighborhood  will  move  from  a  school 
building  valued  at  $50  to  a  neat  two-room  house  built  entirely  by 
themselves,  costing  $1,000.  Scranton,  a  village  of  some  200  inhabi- 
tants, has  erected,  by  local  effort  entirely,  a  $4,000  brick  building, 
and  the  coming  session  will  find  their  school  occupying  this  house  in 
place  of  a  little  one-room  house  not  worth  $50  previously  used. 
The  Indiantown  section  has  recently  ccmsolidated  some  of  its  schools 
and  have  now  in  process  of  construction  a  $2,000  house.  At  Trio, 
where  they  have  no  school-house,  a  movement  was  launched  at  Miss 
Nance's  meeting  to  procure  a  good  building.  Greelyville  will  erect 
during  the  summer  a  $7,000  school  building.  At  Leo  we  have  prob- 
ably the  neatest  little  one-teacher  school-house  in  the  county,  cost- 
ing $500,  and  built  by  the  patrons  of  the  school. 

A  number  of  other  schools  will  make  improvements  that  might 
entitle  them  to  prizes,  and  Prospect  expects  to  be  one  of  these. 

Miss  Nance's  visit  here  has  given  an  impetus  to  educational  mat- 
ters that  can  not  be  overvalued.  She  promises  to  come  again  in  the 
fall,  and  at  that  time  will  be  taken  to  sections  where  she  could  not 
go  during  this  short  visit.

SCHOOL  IMPROVEMENT  FOR  TWELVE  MONTHS. 

Address  of  Miss  Mary  T.  Nance,  President  of  School  Improve- 
inent  Association,  delivered  at  the  last  annual  meeting  of  the  Asso- 
ciation: 

Since  the  foundation  of  the  public  school  system  in  South  Caro- 
lina, there  has  been  probably  no  more  notable  milestone  in  the  his- 
lory  of  our  educational  progress  than  the  organization  of  an  associa- 
tion of  women  for  the  purpose  of  tn:q>roving  the  rural  schools  of  the 
State-    It  was  at  Winthrop  College,  in  the  spring  of  1902,  that  Dr. 
D.  6.  Johnson  called  together  the  members  of  his  senior  class,  and 
after  laying  before  them  his  plans  for  improving  the  buildings  and 
grounds  of  the  rural  schools,  he  organized  the  "Woman's  Association 
for  the  Improvement  of  Rural  Schools."    There  were  thirty-three 
charter  members.    Each  of  the  young  ladies  who  joined  this  Asso- 
ciation pledged  her  support  to  the  improvement  of  the  buildings  and 
grounds  of  the  rural  schools  in  South  Carolina.    A  constitution  was 
adopted  and  a  vigorous  school  improvement  campaign  was  begun  in 
several  counties.    Such  were  the  origin  and  organization  of  what 
is  now  "The  South  Carolina  School  Improvement  Association."    Its 
membership  no  longer  includes  only  thirty-three  college  girls,  but 
today,  after  a  short  life  of  only  five  and  a  half  years,  it  stands  as  an 
Association  of  nearly  3,000  strong,  true-hearted,  noble-minded  men 
and  women,  who  are  working  not  only  to  improve  school  buildings 
and  beautify  school  grounds,  but  who  are  laborii^  along  other  lines 
that  are  equally  if  not  more  important  than  the  two  that  have  been 
named.    They  are  consolidation,  better  equipment,  interior  decora- 
tion, libraries,  better  teachers,  longer  terms,  local  taxation,  and,  last 
birt  not  least,  the  making  of  the  sch(X)ls  more  thoroughly  the  centres 
for  the  intellectual  and  social  life  of  the  community  by  the  co-opera- 
tion of  the  farmer  and  his  family  with  the  teacher. 
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The  Association  is  a  real,  living  organization,  a  factor  in  the  edu- 
cational advancement  of  our  State.  We  have  gone  to  work  with  a 
distinct  purpose  and  have  gained  practical,  far-reaching  restdts. 

Perhaps  one  of  the  most  important  meetings  of  the  Association 
that  was  ever  held  was  the  annual  meeting  which  was  held  at  Rock 
Hill  in  December,  1905,  when,  in  response  to  the  urgent  call  of  the 
State  Superintendent  of  Education,  almost  every  county  was  repre- 
sented by  at  least  one  delegate,  each  of  whom  brought  a  written  re- 
port of  the  conditions  and  needs  of  the  rural  schools  of  her  respective 
County.  The  women  went  home  from  this  meeting  more  determined 
than  ever  to  wage  war  against  ignorance  and  to  create  and  focu^ 
public  opiqion  in  favor  of  conquering  the  absurd  idea  that  four  bare 
walls  and  a  few  straight-backed  benches,  presided  over  by  an  inex- 
perienced, inefficient  and  imsympathetic  teacher,  constitute  a  suitable 
place  for  any  boy  or  g^rl  to  spend  five  or  six  hours  a  day.  It  is  a 
wonder  to  me  that  we  did  not  take  hold  of  this  work  long,  long  ago. 
Certainly  there  was  g^eat  need  for  it  and  certainly  the  women  should 
be  interested,  because  the  education  of  children  and  the  beautifying 
of  their  surroundings  is  woman's  work  as  well  as  womanly  work,  and 
as  nearly  all  of  the  teaching  that  is  done  in  the  public  schools  of  our 
State  is  done  by  women,  it  is  only  right  that  they  take  the  leadership 
in  this  important  movement. 

A  school-house  of  good  architectural  proportions  and  well-kepi 
surroundings  cannot  fail  to  serve  as  a  stimulus  to  both  teacher  and 
pupil.    Beauty  is  an  incentive  to  order. 

President  Eliot  of  Harvard  University  sounded  the  ke)mote  of  the 
necessity  for  school-room  decoration  when  he  said : 

"The  best  place  to  inculcate  the  love  of  the  beautiful  is  in  the 
school-room.  To  the  rising  generation  the  most  effective  lessons  can 
be  given  and  from  the  schools  millions  of  children  will  carry  the  les- 
sons to  millions  of  homes.**. 

We  have  as  our  ultimate  aim  and  object  to  reach  the  home  oi 
every  pupil  who  comes  into  the  public  school,  for  we  have  learned 
by  experience  that  the  school  cannot  be  reached  through  the  homes, 
so  the  homes  must  be  reached  through  the  schools. 

During  the  last  two  decades,  a  great  many  farmers,  parents  with 
children  to  educate,  have  left  their  farms  and  moved  into  the  little 
towns  that  have  sprung  up  along  the  lines  of  the  railroads.  Their 
prime  motive  for  doing  this  was  indeed  a  worthy  one — ^to  get  theii 
children  in  school— but  I  feel  sure  that  in  many  cases  the  results 
have  not  justified  the  wisdom  of  such  a  course ;  for  by  it  the  parents 
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were  taken  away  from  the  only  business  for  which  both  training  and 
habit  had  fitted  them,  and  so  became  loafers.    The  children,  while 
they  were  indeed  put  in  school,  were  also  subjected  to  harmful  in- 
fluences and  temptation  to  do  wrong  such  as  they  had  never  dreamed 
of,  and  to  resist  which  their  previous  quiet  life  in  the  country  had 
by  no  means  prepared  them.    Thus,  both  parents  and  children  have 
found  that  they  purchased  school  privileges  very  dearly  indeed. 
Then,  too,  the  home  community  lost  by  every  such  emigration,  farms 
left  to  tenants  went  down,  values  depreciated  and  those  who  were 
left  in  the  country  found  it  more  difficult  than  ever  to  keep  up  the 
neighborhood  school.    How  much  better  it  would  have  been  for  all 
to  have  joined  hands  and  worked  for  the  upbuilding  of  the  home 
school,  the  one  common  interest  around  which  every  white  citizen 
could  and  should  rally  and  the  greatest  unifying  influence  any  rural 
community  can  have,  to  have  cultivated  a  proper  pride  in  their  school, 
to  have  spent  their  declining  years  peacefully  at  the  old  homestead, 
and  to  have  educated  their  children  in  the  pure,  healthful  atmosphere 
of  the  country  I    All  this  would  have  been  accomplished  if  the  im-  I 

provement  of  our  rural  schools  had  received  that  attention  that  its 
importance  demands.  The  best  people  of  our  country  communities 
would  have  remained  on  their  farms  and  led  happier  and  more  peace- 
ful lives,  their  farms  would  have  improved  instead  of  going  to  waste, 
our  country  churches  would  have  kept  pace  with  other  improvements. 
Society  in  every  way  would  have  been  improved.  But,  if  this  migra- 
tion to  towns  and  to  factories  continues,  many  sections  that  could 
have  shown  a  happy,  prosperous  and  intelligent  community,  will 
soon  be  given  over  entirely  to  the  negro  tenants.  What  if  the  State 
as  a  whole  does  become  richer  by  the  upbuilding  of  the  towns  and 
,  factories!  What  if  the  wealth  of  the  whole  is  increased  by  this 
exodus  of  the  white  people  from  the  farms !     Still  it  is  true  that, 

"111  fares  the  land  to  hastening  ills  a  prey, 
Where  wealth  accumulates  and  men  decay." 

We  as  an  organized  body  are  endeavoring  to  make  school-houses 
homes  not  hovels ;  places  of  beauty,  not  places  of  ugliness ;  places  of 
comfort,  not  places  of  discomfort ;  places  of  cleanliness,  not  places  of 
iffideanliness.  Such  a  condition  of  affairs  as  this  can  and  should 
exist  in  every  school  in  South  Carolina,  whether  it  be  in  town,  city 
or  remote  country  district.  To  bring  this  about  does  not  require 
very  much  money,  but  it  does  require  interest,  effort  and  s)rmpathetic 
coH)peration. 
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Beecher  once  said :  ''In  America  there  is  not  a  single  element  of 
civilization  that  is  not  made  to  depend  in  the  end  on  public  opinion." 
Public  sentiment  is  the  most  essential  factor  in  the  support  of  the 
schools,  and  on  the  teacher,  more  than  any  other  person,  rests  the 
responsibility  of  creating  favorable  public  opinion.  She  must  be  a 
woman  of  the  people,  must  know  them  thoroughly  and  must  appeal 
to  them  and  show  them  that  their  boys  and  girls  are  just  as  bright 
and  have  just  as  fine  possibilities  as  the  boys  and  girls  in  the  towns 
and  cities.  Frequently  the  teacher  introduces  fathers  and  mothers 
to  the  intelligence  of  their  offspring  and  makes  them  realize  that 
their  children  are  worth  looking  after  and  educating. 

We  as  teachers  must  endeavor  to  give  every  boy  and  girl  in  South 
Carolina  an  equal  chance. 

The  most  important  work  of  any  nation  is  the  educating  of  its 
masses,  the  development  of  a  higher  citizenship.  No  nation  has  yet 
had  its  Christian  civilization  until  each  child  has  been  made  to  know 
his  capacity  developed  by  consecrated  and  efficient  teachers. 

We  can  not  have  better  schools  without  better  teachers ;  we  can  not 
have  better  teachers  without  better  salaries,  and  we  can  not  have 
better  salaries  unless  the  people  tax  themselves. 

*'Bear  ye  one  another's  burdens,  and  so  fulfill  the  law  of  Christ" 
and  the  law  of  Christian  civilization.  So  when  you  find  a  community 
that  will  not  vote  a  special  tax  for  the  benefit  of  its  own  school  when 
it  is  perfectly  able  to  do  so,  it  is  getting  away  from  the  first  principles 
of  Christianity. 

There  are  two-thirds  of  the  school  districts  in  South  Carolina 
to-day  that  have  not  levied  a  local  tax  for  the  benefit  of  their  own 
schools,  so  you  see  there  is  much  work  to  be  done  along  that  spedal 
line.  My  recent  experience  in  the  rural  schools  of  our  State  has 
taught  me  that  one  can  get  special  taxes  voted,  school  buildings 
repaired  and  painted,  libraries  established,  terms  lengthened  and 
various  other  lines  of  improvement  promoted  if  the  proper  effort  is 
made  to  gain  co-operation.  What  we  need  to  do  in  every  county  in 
South  Carolina  is  to  create  sentiment  for  better  conditions  in  the 
rural  schools  and  then  we  will  get  the  co-operation  and  support  of 
every  one,  whether  he  be  college  bred  or  whether  he  can  not  read  or 
write  his  name.  The  masses  of  our  people  need  to  be  taught  that 
good  schools  will  build  up  their  community  from  a  material  stand- 
point as  well  as  increase  the  capacity  of  the  children  for  future  use- 
fulness. 

I  know  of  no  better  way  in  which  sentiment  can  be  created,  co- 
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operation  gained  and  lasting  results  obtained  than  through  local 
School  Improvement  Associations.  Since  the  last  annual  meeting 
hundreds  of  these  associations  have  been  organized  and  through 
their  eflForts  most  valuable  work  has  been  accomplished  for  South 
Carolina. 

The  State  and  County  Associations  necessarily  deal  more  with 
theory  than  with  practice.  They  give  suggestions,  get  out  literature, 
arouse  general  interest  and  depend  upon  the  local  associations  to 
show  that  these  things  are  practical  and  valuable.  Article  2,  Section 
I,  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Local  School  Improvement  Associations 
says: 

''The  purpose  of  this  organization  shall  be  to  incite  all  the  people 
of  this  community  for  the  improvement  of  our  public  schools:  (i) 
By  placing  in  the  school  facilities  for  health,  comfort  and  education, 
together  with  objects  of  beauty;  (2)  by  planting  trees,  shrubs  and 
flowers  in  the  school  grounds;  (3)  by  encouraging  the  establish* 
ment  of  a  library  in  the  school ;  (4)  by  making  the  school  a  centre 
for  the  community,  by  furnishing  instructive  amusements." 

In  no  two  cases  out  of  the  number  of  local  associations  has  the 
work  accomplished  been  precisely  the  same,  nor  has  it  been  done  in 
precisely  the  same  way.  Each  school  has  received  the  material  bless- 
ing it  most  needed  and  to  each  school  has  come  that  enthusiastic 
interest  in  its  enterprise  which  can  proceed  only  from  a  spontaneous 
effort.  The  improvements  that  have  been  made  range  from  a  cake 
of  soap  to  new  school  buildings,  the  impulse  has  been  the  same  and 
that  it  has  been  towards  other  improvements,  towards  better  equip- 
ment in  all  directions,  towards  larger  opportunities  in  every  way. 

Wherever  they  have  been  established,  the  community 'has  become 
interested  in  its  schools  and  children ;  it  has  taught  the  few  to  subor- 
dinate personal  advantages  to  the  welfare  of  the  whole ;  it  has  dis- 
couraged those  two  most  bitter  and  fatal  foes  to  educational  progress, 
local  prejudices  and  neighborhood  misunderstandings.  The  achieve- 
ments of  the  associations  have  assumed  enormous  proportions  dur- 
ing this  year,  and  we  feel  that  these  achievements  have  been  made 
possiWe  through  the  co-operation  of  the  citizen  with  the  teacher. 

The  State  Association  has  received  the  co-operation  and  support 
of  all  the  educational  forces  of  the  State,  and  I  would  mention 
specially  the  able  support  given  us  by  Hon.  O.  B.  Martin,  State 
Superintendent  of  Education. 

An  interesting  departmental  session  of  the  State  Teachers'  Asso- 
ciation was  held  by  the  School  Improvement  Association  during  the 
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annual  meeting  of  the  Teachers'  Association,  which  met  at  Chick 
Springs,  in  June. 

The  School  Trnprovement  Association  was  represented  by  two  dele- 
gates at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  State  Federation  of  Women*s 
Qubs,  which  met  at  Orangeburg  in  May.  One  of  the  del^ptes  was 
elected  Chairman  of  the  Educational  Committee  of  the  Federation. 

A  bulletin  of  general  interest  to  teachers  and  all  public-spirited 
citizens  was  issued  by  the  School  Improvement  Association  during 
the  spring  of  1907,  and  another  will  be  issued  by  January  15th. 
The  membership  of  the  Association  has  been  increased  by  neariy 
2,000,  and  many  County  School  Improvement  Associations  have 
been  organized  in  different  parts  of  the  State. 

Where  there  was  already  an  active  County  Teachers'  Association, 
the  School  Improvement  Association  was  organized  as  a  department, 
but  where  there  was  no  Teachers'  Association  in  the  County,  the 
School  Improvement  Associations  have  been  org^ized  independently. 

Your  President  appointed  in  January  an  organizer  for  each  County 
from  the  membership  of  the  State  Association.  Most  of  the  women 
who  were  appointed  have  done  efficient  work.  Through  their  efforts 
and  the  efforts  of  State  field  workers  we  hope  soon  to  have  every 
community  in  the  State  organized  for  better  school  conditions. 

The  D.  B.  Johnson  Chapter  of  the  School  Improvement  Associa- 
tion has  decided  to  offer  a  medal  to  the  County  Organizer  who  organ- 
izes the  greatest  number  of  local  associations  and  who  brings  about 
the  most  decided  material  improvement  in  her  county,  from  the  ist 
of  January  to  December  15,  1908.  This  medal  will  be  awarded  at 
the  next  annual  meeting  of  the  State  Association. 

The  interest  that  the  members  of  the  D.  B.  Johnson  School  Im- 
provement Association  have  manifested  in  this  work  is  very  marked. 
A  report  from  this  Association  will  be  given  at  this  meeting. 

PRIZES   OFFERED. 

This  year  15  prizes  were  offered  to  the  rural  schools  of  the  State 
for  the  most  decided  material  improvements  made  from  January  ist 
to  November  15th.  Five  of  the  prizes  were  $100.00  each;  and  ten 
were  $50.00  each.  These  prizes  were  given  under  certain  regula- 
tions. The  $1,000.00  available  for  these  prizes  came  from  the  Pea- 
body  Fund  for  South  Carolina.  We  regret  that  this  money  will  not 
be  at  our  disposal  next  year.  The  schools  that  won  the  prizes  are  as 
follows :

Yotir  President,  through  the  State  Educational  Campaign  Com- 
mittee, has  been  able  to  give  her  entire  time  to  the  work  of  the  Asso- 
ciation since  Jtme.    She  has  issued  a  leaflet,  giving  suggestions  on 
school  improvement,  and  has  prepared  an  official  report  which  Hon. 
0.  B.  Martin,  State  Superintendent  of  Education,  has  incorporated 
in  his  annual  report  to  the  General  Assembly.     She  was  invited  by 
the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Southern  Educational  Conference 
to  serve  on  the  program  at  the  meeting  which  was  held  at  Pinehurst 
in  April.    At  this  meeting  she  was  elected  Secretary  of  the  Interstate 
School  Improvement  Association  and  was  also  appointed  a  member 
of  the  finance  committee.    During  this  conference  she  was  invited 
to  the  State  of  Mississippi  to  organize  a  State  Improvement  Associa- 
tkm.    She  was  in  the  State  of  Mississippi  from  Jtme  loth  to  21st 
and  succeeded  in  organizing  a  State  Association  with  a  charter  mem- 
bership of  450.    While  in  this  State  she  lectured  on  rural  school 
iaiprovcment  to  the  teachers  of  the  summer  schools  at  the  State 
Xonnal  Collie,  the  Agricultural  and  Mechanical  College,  the  Uni- 
versity and  Southern  Mississippi  College. 

She  was  invited  by  Prof.  P.  P.  Claxton  to  be  present  at  the  meet- 
ing of  the  Interstate  School  Improvement  Association,  which  was 
bdd  at  the  University  of  Tennessee  early  in  July.  As  the  President 
of  the  Interstate  League  is  present  and  will  probably  tell  you  some- 
thing about  this  meeting,  I  will  only  add  that  each  of  the  sessions 
were  very  valuable  and  it  was  said  to  be  the  most  successful  confer- 
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ence  held  during  the  summer  school.  She  has  dcme  field  work  in 
nine  counties  in  the  State  and  has  reached  personally  over  one-half 
of  the  counties  of  the  State  already. 

In  November  she  was  invited  to  serve  on  the  program  at  the  meet- 
ing of  the  Southern  Educational  Association,  which  was  held  in 
Lexington,  Ky.,  from  December  26th  to  28th,  but  she  was  forced  to 
decline  on  account  of  the  present  meeting.  She  offered  a  medal  last 
year  to  the  member  of  the  D.  B.  Johnson  School  Improvement  Asso- 
ciation who  wrote  the  best  essay  on  "The  Improvement  of  Rural 
Schools."  This  medal  was  awarded  in  June.  This  year  she  is 
offering  another  under  the  same  regulations. 

COMMITTEE   WORK. 

Two  meetings  of  the  Executive  Committee  have  been  held  this 
year.  One  was  held  at  (Thick  Springs  in  June  and  the  other  in 
Columbia  on  November  ist  and  2nd. 

A  letter  from  Dr.  Wickliffe  Rose,  who  is  field  agent  for  the  Pea- 
body  Fund,  dated  December  13th,  says  that  at  a  recent  meeting  of 
the  Board  the  following  resolution  was  adopted : 

^'Resolved,  That  the  Woman's  Association  for  the  Improvement  of 
Schools  in  South  Carolina  be  granted  $500.00  for  the  maintenance  of 
their  work  on  condition  that  the  women  of  the  State  raise  $500.00 
for  the  same  purpose." 

Therefore,  as  your  President,  I  recommend  that  the  Association 
raise  $500.00.  I  would  suggest  that  each  County  Organizer  raise 
$10.00  and  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  State  Association  raise 
$90.00. 

In  the  President's  report  that  is  incorporated  in  the  annual  report 
of  the  State  Superintendent  of  Education,  there  is  this  statement : 

"I  wish  it  were  possible  for  us  to  have  at  least  two  or  three  thou- 
sand dollars  at  our  disposal  for  pushing  the  work  of  the  Association 
by  offering  prizes  and  in  other  ways  that  the  Elxecutive  Committee 
mig^t  deem  wise,  and  I  believe  if  the  members  of  the  General  Assem- 
bly will  give  attention  to  the  part  in  this  report  that  shows  results 
that  have  been  accomplished  through  the  small  amount  of  money 
that  we  have  had  at  our  disposal  for  the  last  few  years  they  can  not 
fail  to  make  an  appropriation  for  this  noble  cause." 

Therefore,  again  I  recommend  that  each  delegate  who  is  present 
at  this  meeting  use  her  influence  to  have  such  a  measure  brought 
about. 
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In  my  opinion  we  should  have  $3,050.00  this  coming  year  for 
prizes,  then  a  prize  of  $50.00  can  be  offered  to  each  County,  and 
twenty  prizes  of  $50.00  can  be  offered  to  the  State  at  large. 

Again,  provided  prizes  are  offered  next  year,  I  recommend  that 
the  time  for  the  closing  of  the  contest  be  changed  from  November 
15th  to  December  15th,  and  that  the  Executive  Committee  hold  its 
meeting  on  December  28th  and  29th. 

The  work  of  the  State  Elxecutive  Committee  has  become  so  ardu- 
ous that  I  suggest,  provided  many  prizes  are  offered,  that  a  disinter- 
ested committee  be  appointed  in  each  County  to  award  its  own  prize 
and  send  the  application  that  comes  second  up  to  the  State  Committee 
and  from  the  forty  that  are  sent  up  the  twenty  best  will  be  awarded 
prizes. 

THE   KINDERGARTENS. 

The  Kindergarten  Committee  of  the  South  Carolina  Federation  of 
Wcraen's  Qubs  will  have  a  bill  presented  at  the  coming  session  of 
the  Legislature,  asking  that  kindergartens  be  introduced  in  the  public 
schools  of  the  State.  I  recommend  that  you  give  this  bill  your 
hearty  support. 

The  Educational  Committee  of  the  State  Federation  of  Women's 
Qubs  k  working  to  obtain  a  competitive  privilege  for  a  scholarship 
in  an  English  imiversity.  In  order  to  retain  this  privilege,  our 
State  Committee  will  have  to  raise  $100.00,  the  part  of  the  State 
Improvement  Association  being  $1.45.  It  is  hoped  that  our  Asso- 
ciation will  aid  in  this  laudable  effort. 

The  following  recommendation  is  worthy  of  much  consideration. 
Each  Association  should  defray  the  entire  expenses  of  its  delegate 
to  the  next  annual  meeting  of  the  State  Association. 

At  the  recent  annual  conference  of  the  Daughters  of  the  American 
Revolution,  Mrs.  Walter  B.  Moore,  in  her  address  on  "Patriotic 
Education,"  commended  most  highly  the  work  of  our  Assocbiation, 
and  said :  "What  we  Daughters  want  to  do  is  to  attach  ourselves  to 
this  endeavor  and  reach  out  and  help  those  schools  nearest  us. 
Help  them  by  visiting  them,  by  books,  pictures,  flags,  prizes  offered, 
and,  best  of  all,  give  them  our  interest,  which  will  lend  success  to 
our  work."  ft  would  be  wise  for  the  Association  to  take  this  matter 
up  with  the  Daughters  at  once  and  I  recommend  that  it  do  so. 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  call  attention  to  the  very  efficient  and 
earnest  work  of  the  officers  and  members  of  the  Executive  Commit- 
tee of  this  Association  for  the  year  that  is  drawing  to  a  close.  They 
have  responded  gladly  and  ably  to  every  call. 
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To  those  whom  I  have  just  mentioned  and  to  the  County  Organ- 
izers I  extend  my  sincere  thanks  for  their  loyal  support  and  I  would 
furthermore  render  thanks  to  the  citizens  of  South  Carolina  for  their 
sympathetic  co-operation  in  this  great  work. 

We  need  every  man  and  woman  in  our  State  to  help  forward  this 
movement.  Each  of  you  can  do  something  towards  this  end.  I 
can  do  something.  Let  us  arise  and  be  about  it.  The  best  things 
are  ahead  of  us,  not  behind  us.  The  movement  of  humanity  under 
the  hand  of  an  all-wise,  almighty,  all-gracious  God  is  forward  and 
not  backward.    So  let  us, 

"Do  noble  things,  not  dream  them  all  day  long. 
And  thus  make  life,  death,  and  the  vast  forever 
One  grand,  sweet  song." 

And,  finally,  let  me  say  that  in  South  Carolina  we  are  appreciating 
more  and  more  the  truth  as  expressed  by  Horace  Mann : 

"No  richness  of  climate,  no  spontaneous  productiveness  of  soil,  no 
store  of  gold  or  of  diamonds  garnered  into  the  treasure  chambers  of 
the  earth  can  confer  even  worldly  prosperity  upon  an  uneducated 
nation.     Ignorant  pearl  divers  can  never  wear  the  pearls  they  win." 

Tn  the  school-house  lives  the  ultimate  hope  of  the  nation  and  work 
done  well  here  will  bear  a  richer  fruitage  in  a  more  enlightened  citi- 
zenship and  a  fuller  manhood  than,  can  be  looked  for  in  any  other 
field  of  endeavor. 


CHAPTER  IV. 


High  Schools* 
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REPORT  OF  HIGH  SCHOOL  INSPECTOR. 


ro  the  State  High  School  Board: 

Gentlemen:  I  herewith  submit  my  second  annual  report  of  the 
Public  High  Schools  of  South  Carolina.  My  first  annual  report  was 
ronfined  to  those  High  Schools  (fifty-six  in  nurtiber)  at  that  time 
receiving  State  aid ;  this  second  report,  by  your  instructions,  includes 
Public  High  Schools  other  than  State  iiided.  One  hundred  Public 
High  Schools,  and  one  Private  High  School  inspected  at  the  request 
)f  the  Principal,  are  here  included. 

The  Data. — A  great  deal  of  time  and  labor  were  given  to  collecting 
and  compiling  the  data,  obtained  through  visits  to  the  schools  and 
from  the  Superintendents  and  Principals.  The  enrolment  in  some 
instances  is  not  quite  correct,  since  the  reports  of  some  of  the  schools 
were  taken  early  in  the  scholastic  year,  and  the  enrolment  was 
increased  later.     However,  the  figures  in  the  main  are  correct. 

In  giving  the  High  School  salaries,  only  actual  High  School 
leaching  is  counted.  If  a  teacher  gives  all  his  time  to  the  High 
School,  the  full  salary  is  credited ;  if  he  gives  but  half  his  time  to  the 
High  School,  half  his  salary  is  credited  to  it.  If  a  Superintendent 
teaches  one  hour  a  d&y  in  the  High  School  and  gives  four  hours 
a  day  to  general  supervision,  the  High  School  is  credited  with  one- 
fifth  of  his  salary. 

In  measuring  the  teaching  force  in  any  school,  the  number  of 
bours  per  week  actually  given  to  teaching  should  be  taken  as  the 
standard,  rather  than  the  number  of  teachers,  as  a  teacher  may  be 
credited  to  the  High  School  while  he  gives  but  little  time  there. 
The  actual  teaching  time  of  the  average  teacher  is  twenty-two  and 
OD^half  to  twenty-four  hours  per  week — exclusive  of  all  recesses. 

Basis  of  Classification. — The  unit  basis  is  possibly  the  only  logical 
cac  by  which  to  measure  the  work  of  different  and  unlike  schools. 
This  basis  reduces  the  work  to  a  common  denominator.  The  usual 
t»o-,  three-,  and  four-year  classification  is  wholly  unsatisfactory, 
and  in  some  places  it  has  served  as  a  barrier  to  the  establishment  of 
^J  efficient  schools.  Such  classification  recognizes  no  uniformity 
ffl  the  quantity  of  work  to  be  done  in  any  subject  in  any  given  time. 
It  could  not  well  do  so — ^the  length  of  the  school  year  is  not  uniform, 
the  length  of  the  recitation  periods  vary  from  twenty  minutes  in  a 
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few  schools  to  an  hour  in  some,  and  the  amount  of  teaching  force 
varies  as  much.  The  merit  of  the  unit  basis  may  be  easily  seen  by 
comparing  the  years  claimed  by  the  schools  with  what  these  schools 
accomplished  in  units  of  work,  as  given  in  Table  I.  Some  of  the 
three-year  schools  accomplish  more  than  some  of  the  four-year 
schools.  Some  of  the  four-year  schools  accomplish  but  little  more 
than  some  of  the  two-year  schools. 

No  attempt  has  been  made  to  grade  the  efficiency  of  the  schools. 
All  know  that  such  would  be  a  difficult  and  hazardous  undertaking 
at  present,  but  that  it  will  be  done  is  only  a  question  of  time. 
Eleven  colleges  of  the  State  are  using  the  rate-cards  made  in  this 
office,  and  each  has  been  requested  to  co-operate  with  your  Board  in 
differentiating  between  efficient  and  inefficient  work  in  these  schools. 
In  this  report,  one  twelve-unit  school  is  not  necessarily  the  equiva- 
lent of  some  other  twelve-unit  school,  since  in  one  case  the  units 
may  be  made  up  from  a  small  number  »f  subjects  pursued  through 
longer  periods  and  well  taught,  while  in  the  other  the  units  may  be 
made  up  from  a  wide  range  of  subjects  pursued  for  shorter  periods 
and  poorly  taught.  In  Table  I.  each  school  is  credited  with  the 
aggregate  number  of  units  it  made  last  year,  on  what  might  be 
called  a  horizontal  scale  instead  of  a  perpendicular  scale.  Thus,  a 
school  may  be  credited  with  fourteen  units,  though  no  single  course 
in  the  school  is  entitled  to  a  credit  of  more  than  eleven  or  twelve 
units.  This  plan  of  credits  is  very  defective,  but  it  is  about  the  only 
thing  which  could  be  done,  since  very  few  of  the  schools  offer  any 
but  one  regular  course  with  some  optional  studies.  These  optional 
studies  are  often  not  integral  parts  of  any  organized  course.  This 
radical  weakness  will  continue  until  the  courses  of  study  are  organ- 
ized. 

Contents  of  the  Units. — The  studies  from  which  the  High  School 
units  are  made  up  are  as  follows : 

English. — Grammar,  i  unit;  Rhetoric  and  Composition,  i  unit; 
American  Literature  and  Readings,  i  unit;  English  Literature  and 
Readings,  i  unit. 

Mathematics. — Arithmetic,  i ;  Algebra  to  Quadratics,  i ;  Algebra, 
Quadratics  and  beyond,  i ;  Plane  Geometry,  i ;  Solid  Geometry,  J4 ; 
Trigonometry,  J4. 

Latin — Forms  and  Prose  Composition,  i ;  Four  Boc^s  Caesar,  or 
equivalent,  i ;  Six  Orations  Cicero,  or  equivalent,  i ;  Four  Books 
Virgil,  or  equivalent,  i. 
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Science. — Physiography,  i ;  Physics,  i ;  Chemistry,  i ;  Agricul- 
ture, I ;  Botany,  ^  ;  Physiology,  J4. 

History — Greek  and  Roman,  i ;  Medieval  and  Modem,  i ;  English, 
I ;  American  and  Civics,  i. 

Greek,  2;  French,  2;  German,  2;  Bookkeeping,  i. 

The  rating  given  nearly  all  the  schools  in  this  report  is  subject  to 
discount  under  possibly  any  other  unit  system,  since  the  one  used 
here  is  .perhaps  the  only  one  in  which  one  unit  is  given  each  to 
Arithmetic  and  English  Grammar.  The  unit  system  used  by  the 
Carnegie  Foundation  Board  is  practically  that  used  by  all  sections 
of  the  United  States,  except  in  a  few  of  the  Southern  States  where 
the  High  Schools  have  not  been  reduced  to  any  system.  I  recom- 
mend that  you  adopt  that  system  to  be  used  in  the  High  School 
reports  hereafter.  The  adoption  of  that  system  of  rating  does  not 
imply  that  Arithmetic  or  English  Grammar  is  to  be  eliminated  from 
the  High  Schools. 

Time  Required  to  Make  One  Unit. — ^The  time  required  to  make 
one  unit  of  credit  is  recitation  work  for  five  weekly  periods  of  not 
less  than  forty  minutes  each  for  thirty-six  weeks — a  minimum  total 
of  120  hours.  The  full  amount  of  required  work  must  be  done  in 
not  less  than  the  minimum  time  in  order  to  receive  full  credit.  For 
instance,  four  books  of  Caesar  read  in  five  weekly  periods  of  thirty 
minutes  each  for  thirty-six  weeks,  is  credited  .75  of  a  unit.  In 
some  places  this  work  would  not  be  given  any  credit  until  the 
required  minimum  time  be  given  to  the  required  four  books. 

The  High  School  Years, — ^"The  prevailing  usage  nowadays  in  the 
United  States  assigns  eight  years  to  the  elementary  school,  followed 
by  four  years  in  the  secondary  school.  *  *  *  The  pupil  is  sup- 
posed to  begin  his  secondary  schooling  at  about  the  age  of  fourteen." 
By  a  kind  of  common  consent  in  most  of  the  Southern  States  we  have 
come  to  regard  the  eighth  grade,  or  eighth  school  year,  as  belonging 
to  the  secondary  school,  and  in  not  a  few  places  it  is  difficult  to  con- 
vince even  Principals  that  their  seventh  grades  are  not  High  School 
grades.  Numbers  of  places  have  year  after  year  advertised  their 
High  School  as  beginning  with  the  seventh.  A  few  schools  have 
what  they  call  a  iirst  grade  and  an  advanced  first  grade,  and  count 
that  since  a  pupil  has  been  two  years  in  the  first  grade  he  will  have 
been  in  school  seven  years  on  entering  the  seventh  grade.  On  close 
investigation  it  turns  out  that  in  most  such  schools  perhaps  all  the 
brightest  pupils  find  themselves  in  the  second  grade  the  second  year, 
while  only  the  slower  ones  remain  two  years  in  the  first  and  advaiiced 
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Arst  In  itself  this  segregation  is  wise,  but  it  does  not  warrant  put- 
ting the  child  into  the  High  School  after  six  years  in  the  elementary 
school.  There  is  practically  no  difference  between  the  work  of  the 
last  elementary  school  year  and  that  of  the  first  High  School  year, 
but  there  is  a  difference,  slight  at  first  to  be  sure,  between  the  man- 
ner of  teaching  and  the  manner  of  studying  in  the  two  schools.  To 
do  successful  work  in  the  High  School  the  pupil  must  be  old  enough 
and  trained  enough  to  do  some  independent  thinking  in  his  studies. 
Ten-  and  twelve-year-old  pupils  are  not,  as  a  rule,  old  enough  and 
mature  enough  to  grapple  with  real  High  School  work.  Some  of 
the  fruits  of  attempting  to  force  High  School  work  down  into  the 
elementary  school  are  seen  in  High  Schools  in  which  it  requires  two 
years  to  complete  Bain's  Latin  ^ook,  two  years  to  reach  Quadratics 
in  Wentworth's  New  School  Algebra,  and  where  Wentworth's  Prac- 
tical Arithmetic  has  to  be  kept  regularly  throughout  the  eighth, 
ninth,  and  tenth  grades. 

In  this  report  nothing  below  the  eighth  grade  is  counted,  except 
an  allowance  for  Latin  and  Algebra  in  the  seventh,  where  it  is  neces- 
sary to  make  the  first  unit  in  these  subjects.  No  school  has  been 
credited  with  a  subject  which  it  may  offer  but  has  no  pupils  taking  it. 

Increased  Efficiency. — Counting  the  increased  facilities  added  this 
scholastic  year  ( 1908-1909),  it  can  be  shown  by  figures  that  the  Pub- 
lic High  Schools  of  the  State,  aided  and  unaided,  have  increased  in 
efficiency  more  than  25  per  cent,  since  January  i,  1907.  In  more 
than  one-fifth  of  them  the  efficiency  has  been  doubled  in  that  time. 
The  chief  increase  has  been  in  the  amount  of  the  teaching  force, 
thus  giving  longer  recitation  periods,  a  wider  range  of  studies,  anS 
longer  courses.  In  nearly  all  the  one-teacher  schools  the  majority 
of  the  recitations  have  been  increased  to  thirty  minutes  each.  Of 
those  with  two  or  more  teachers  fully  three-fourths  have  forty-  and 
forty-five  minute  periods,  while  a  few  have  one-hour  periods. 

The  High  School  Teachers, — Some  noticeable  improvement  in  the 
competency  of  the  teaching  force  has  been  made,  but  in  this  respect 
conditions  are  far  from  satisfactory.  We  have  in  this  State  some  as 
competent  High  School  teachers  as  can  be  found  anywhere,  but  we 
have  others  who  are  totally  unfit  for  the  work.  The  simple  require- 
ment that  a  High  School  teacher  shall  hold  a  first-grade  certificate 
is  no  guarantee  that  he  is  qualified  to  do  good  work.  In  another 
publication  I  have  recently  pointed  out  some  instances  of  the  miser- 
able blunderings  of  incompetent  High  School  teaching  which  I  have 
seen  and  heard  within  the  past  two  years.     It  is  hurtful  to  the  cause 
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of  education  to  appropriate  money  to  help  maintain  a  school  taught 
by  cheap  incompetents.  I  take  this  occasion  to  say  that  unless  the 
quality  of  the  teaching  in  at  least  four  of  the  State  aided  High 
Schools,  shows  an  improyement  at  the  time  of  my  next  visit  to  those 
schools,  I  intend,  under  Regulation  N0.3  of  this  Board,  to  recom- 
mend that  they  be  dropped  from  the  list  of  aided  schods. 

In  the  near  future  something  must  be  done  toward  freeing  at  least 
the  High  Schools  from  the  burden  of  poor  teaching.  Poor  teaching 
is  not  at  all  confined  to  the  State  aided  schools.  A  considerable 
number  of  High  School  teachers  holding  college  diplomas  misspell 
even  the  names  of  the  authors  of  the  text-books  which  thes^  have 
used  for  years.    My  office  files  will  show  fully  twenty  such  cases. 

The  average  High  School  salary  will  not  command  good  teaching. 
Teachers  who  have  fitted  themselves  to  do  such  work  can  not  live 
decently  on  what  they  are  offered  for  teaching.  School  boards  and 
the  people  may  as  well  make  up  their  minds  to  pay  better  salaries,  if 
they  intend  or  hope  to  have  good  schools.  Many  places  are  willing 
to  pay  a  supervising  principal  $1,000.00  or  $1,200.00,  then  give  him 
$35-  and  $40-assistants.  It  is  utterly  useless  to  talk  about  getting 
experienced  women,  fitted  to  do  High  School  woric,  for  $40.00  a 
month,  or  qualified  men  for  $60.00  a  month.  But  increased  salaries 
alone  will  not  insure  against  poor  teaching,  for  some  of  the  better 
paid  ones  are  the  chief  sinners.  There  must  be  a  higher  and  a  saier 
standard  for  admitting  teachers  to  enter  the  schools,  and  a  speedy 
way  of  getting  rid  of  them  after  they  have  failed. 

I  realize  that  it  is  rash,  impolitic  and  dangerous  to  say  that  the 
High  Schools  are  in  need  of  more  competent  men  teachers.  In  dis- 
cussing a  question  like  this,  it  is  difficult  to  confine  ourselves  to 
orderly  reasoning,  but  for  a  moment  let  us  divest  the  subject  of  sen- 
timentality and  ourselves  of  blarney  and  patronizing  gallantry.  The 
discussion  is  not  to  try  to  prove  that  men  teachers  are  in  any  way 
superior  to  women  teachers,  but  to  show  that  each  sex  has  a  place,  a 
very  necessary  place.  The  characteristics  of  the  two  sexes  are  dis- 
tinctly unlike,  but  they  are  harmonious,  they  are  complementary  and 
supplementary.  God  wisely  made  them  so.  The  child's  existence  is 
due  to  the  existence  of  the  two  sexes,  and  his  future  welfare  and 
development  depend  on  what  can  be  supplied  by  both  sexes.  The 
well-balanced  training  of  the  child  is  dependent  on  the  retention  of 
this  harmony  of  dual  characteristics;  the  joint  training  given  by  the 
father  and  the  mother  makes  it  a  symmetrical  training,  and  the 
absence  of  the  training  of  either  parent  is  a  distinct  loss  to  the  child. 
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In  this  joint  parental  training  the  child  at  different  stages  of  his 
physical,  mental  and  moral  growth  is  more  dependent  upon,  more 
responsive  to,  and  more  in  need  of,  the  peculiar  influences  furnished 
by  the  one  parent  or  the  other.  Be  the  child  boy  or  girl,  it  needs  the 
directing  and  controlling  influences  of  both  parents.  A  manly  man 
is  not  feminine,  nor  is  a  womanly  woman  masculine.  The  moment 
either  crosses  Nature's  boundary  line,  loss  of  force  and  symmetry  is 
the  penalty. 

What  is  true  in  the  home-life  is  true  in  the  school-life.  In  the 
child's  education  he  is  entitled  to  the  influences  of  both  sexes  as 
teachers.  For  the  first  five  years  of  a  child's  school  life  the  average 
man  as  its  teacher  is  all  but  a  failure  as  compared  with  the  average 
woman.  The  woman  is  more  patient  and  gentle  and  sympathetic, 
and  is  in  every  way  better  fitted  to  furnish  what  the  child  most 
needs.  About  the  time  the  boy  enters  his  thirteenth  year  he  begins 
to  manifest  radical  changes  in  his  disposition,  in  his  tastes,  and  in  his 
ideals.  He  still  needs  patience,  gentleness  and  sympathy,  but  he 
needs  something  more — restraint  and  control,  perhaps,  for  he  is  a 
young  animal  and  must  be  controlled  without  being  subdued.  But 
he  needs  something  even  more  important  than  mere  c(Mitrol — ^lie  is 
yearning  for  that  unconscious  tuition  which  is  involved  in  association 
with  a  manly  man.  The  time  has  come  for  him  to  imitate,  and  to 
whom  should  he  turn  with  more  confidence  than  to  his  teacher? 
What  mother  of  judgment  would  have  her  boy  imitate  the  most  per- 
fect woman  of  her  acquaintance,  any  more  than  she  would  have  her 
girl  imitate  the  most  perfect  man  of  her  acquaintance?  The  silent 
power  of  imitation  must  never  be  lost  sight  of,  and  the  boy's  craving 
the  companionship  of  a  manly  man  must  not  be  ignored.  To  be 
perfectly  candid,  we  are  not  going  to  keep  the  boys  througli  a  four- 
year  High  School  course,  unless  we  give  them  more  men  teachers. 
The  sentimentalist  who  insists  on  all  women  teachers  for  the  High 
School  knows  down  deep  in  his  heart  that  he  does  so  because  they 
can  be  had  for  about  one-half  the  salary  an  equally  competent  man 
will  demand.  Now,  if  the  sentimentalist  is  sincere,  let  him  give  the 
woman  High  School  teacher  the  same  salary  her  male  equal  would 
get.  Less  than  two  months  ago  I  watched  a  man  and  a  woman 
teaching  in  the  same  High  School.  If  I  am  any  judge  of  teaching, 
the  woman  was  superior  to  the  man,  yet  her  salary  is  just  one-third  of 
the  man's  salary.  When  I  spoke  to  the  School  Board  about  increas- 
ing her  salary  not  one  agreed  to  do  so. 
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Finally,  by  what  providential  g^rdianship  do  we  expect  an  inexpe- 
rienced boy  of  twenty  years  of  age,  or  an  immature  girl  of  eighteen, 
to  step  into  the  High  School  and  take  hold  of  the  lives  of  the  boys 
and  girls  nearly  as  old  and  experienced  as  themselves?  Genuine 
success  under  such  conditions  would  be  little  short  of  a  miracle. 

High  School  Equipment. — Only  four  High  Schools  last  year  occu- 
pied distinctly  High  School  buildings,  where  no  lower  grades  were 
housed  and  taught.    Of  the  buildings  used  for  the  High  Schools 
many  are  inadequate  or  inferior,  and  some  are  poor.    Those  used  by 
the  High  Schools  in  Batesburg,  Beaufort,  Blackville,  Columbia,  Fort 
}»IiI],  Hampton,  Mountville,  Little  Mountain,  Saluda,  St.  Matthews, 
and   Walterboro   are    all   inferior   or    inadequate — in    some    cases 
both.    Some  of  these   places   are   making  no  tangible  efforts   to 
better  conditicms.     Seven  of  them  are  State  aided  schools.     The 
buildings   in    three   of   these   places    (Batesburg,    Fort    Mill   and 
Hampton)  are  not  meeting  Regulation  No.  13  of  this  Board.    Two 
of  these  places  have  no  bonded  indebtedness  on  either  the  town  or 
the  school  district,  and  all  are  well  able  to  provide  better  buildings 
than  they  have.    I,  therefore,  recommend  that  after  this  scholastic 
year  the  State  aid  be  withheld  at  each  of  these  three  places,  unless  a 
better  building  is  provided. 

The  buildings  recently  used  for  High  School  purposes  at  Belton, 
Chesterfield,  Holly  Hill,  Ninety-Six,  Seneca,  Summerton  and  Wood- 
ruff were  of  the  poorest,  but  at  each  place  a  new  building  has  been 
erected  during  the  year,  or  is  now  being  erected.  Other  places  at 
which  new  buildings  have  been  erected  during  the  year,  or  are  now 
in  the  course  of  erection,  are  Allendale,  Bamberg  (burnt  and  re- 
built), Brtmson,  Central,  Cross  Anchor,  Cross  Hill,  Denmark,  Foun- 
tain Inn,  Florence,  Gaffney,  Georgetown,  Hartsville,  Kingstree, 
Latta,  Laurens,  Manning,  North,  Rafton  Creek,  Simpsonville,  Spar- 
tanburg, Sumter,  St.  George,  Rome  and  Zoar. 

The  lack  of  equipment  inside  the  buildings  is  striking.  Most 
places  with  a  good  building  have  good  seats  and  blackboards,  but 
the  High  School  equipment  ends  with  these.  In  a  majority  of  the 
High  Schools  there  are  no  charts  or  maps  for  the  teaching  of  history 
w-  physical  ge<^aphy.  Several  schools  with  two  teachers  in  the 
High  School  and  as  many  as  two  in  the  common  school,  have  not 
^ve  dollars'  worth  of  maps  or  charts  in  the  entire  school.  Last 
year  there  were  but  six  High  Schools  which  had  each  as  much  as 
one  hundred  dollars*  worth  of  physics  apparatus,  though  the  sub- 
ject was  taught  in  thirty-three  schools.     Only  one  school  had  one 
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hundred  dollars'  worth  of  chemistry  apparatus,  and  but  two  schools 
attempted  to  teach  chemistry.  The  equipment  for  teaching  botany 
and  physiology  is  scarcely  worth  considering.  Outside  the  desks 
and  blackboards,  the  High  School  equipment  in  most  of  the  schools 
in  towns  of  2,000  people  and  upward,  is  not  equal  to  that  found  in 
villages  of  600  and  700  people  in  some  sections  of  the  country. 

The  Course  of  Study, — Next  to  the  inefficiency  of  the  teaching 
force,  the  most  serious  imperfection  of  the  High  School  is  the  course 
of  study.  It  is  defective  in  several  particulars :  One  course  for  all 
pupils,  instead  of  at  least  two  parallel  elective  courses ;  entirely  too 
many  subjects  crowded  into  this  single  course,  bringing  together  all 
manner  of  unrelated  and  incongruous  subjects;  and  three  years' 
work  spread  out  over  a  four-year  schedule.  To  do  effective  work  a 
High  Schoo^  student  ought  not  to  carry  more  than  five  subjects  at 
once — never  more  than  six.  More  than  one^half  our  High  Schools 
give  seven  and  eight  studies  at  a  time  to  at  least  a  part  of  their 
course;  hence,  the  teachers  and  the  pupils  dissipate  their  time  and 
efforts  and  get  poor  results.  Fully  one-half  .the  subjects  are  not  g^ven 
time  enough  to  be  of  any  real  value.  To  illustrate,  thirty-three  schools 
taught  physics — only  three  gave  the  subject  the  allotted  time  to 
make  one  unit  of  credit ;  sixty-nine  taught  American  history,  one  of 
the  most  important  High  School  subjects — six  made  one  imit: 
seventy-six  taught  physiography — ^nine  made  a  full  unit.  What  pos- 
sible benefit  does  a  teacher  expect  a  class  to  get  from  studying  Tarr's 
Physical  Geography  with  two  thirty-minute  recitations  a  week  for  a 
year?  Or,  what  advantage  is  there  in  putting  seven  and  eight  sub- 
jects in  a  grade,  and  running  Tarr  through  two  entire  years? 

Perhaps  there  is  no  better  test  of  a  teacher's  competency  than  his 
course  of  study.  It  is  an  epitome  of  his  conception  of  education  so 
far  as  is  covered  by  his  course.  In  it  he  shows  what  he  thinks  a 
pupil  ought  to  study,  how  much  and  how  far  the  pupil  ought  to 
study  each  subject,  how  thoroughly  the  pupil  is  supposed  to  master 
each,  and  how  much  each  teacher  is  able  to  accomplish.  Almost 
without  exception  in  any  particular  school  in  this  State  the  person 
responsible  for  the  High  School  course  is  responsible  for  the  ele- 
mentary course  leading  to  it.  What  are  we  to  suppose  a  teacher's 
educational  creed  to  be  when  he  has  his  eighth  grade  and  his  tenth 
grade  studying  the  same  history  and  reciting  seventy-five  pages 
apart?  Or,  when  he  regularly  follows  Bain's  Latin  Book  by  Collar 
&  Danieirs  ?  Or,  when  Buehler's  English  Grammar  is  regularly  fol- 
lowed by  Maxwell  or  some  other  of  the  same  grade?    Or,  when 
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botany  and  physics  alternate  with  each  other  in  the  same  grade 
with  no  science  in  the  previous  year?  Or,  what  is  the  explanation 
of  the  eighth,  ninth  and  tenth  grades  studying  the  same  arithmetic 
at  the  same  time  and  all  beginning  at  or  about  the  same  place? 
Something  is  radically  wrong  when  it  becomes  necessary  for  the 
tenth  grade  to  review  Common  Fractions  in  Arithmetic. 

How  Many  Units  Can  Be  Made  in  One  Year? — When  the  joint 
committee  appointed  by  the  State  Teachers'  Association  and  the 
Association  of  Colleges,  made  its  recommendation  to  this  Board 
something  more  than  two  years  ago,  it  recommended  that  a  two- 
year  High  School  must  make  eight  units,  a  three-year  High  School 
twelve  units,  and  a  four-year  High  School  fifteen  units,  and  at  the 
same  time  recommended  the  content  of  these  units.     These  reeom- 
mendations  were  based  upon  the  systems  in  general  use  throughout 
the  East,  North,  and  Northwest.    It  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  this 
system  made  no  credit  allowance  for  English  Grammar  or  Arithme- 
tic, both  of  which  are  credited  in  Table  I.  at  the  request  of  this 
Board.     A  reference  to  Table  I.  shows  that  there  are  loi  schools 
rq)orted  and  divided  as  follows:    One  school  claiming  a  one-year 
course,  twenty-eight  schools  claiming  a  two-year  course,  sixty-two 
schools  claiming  a  three-year  course,  and  ten  schools   (including 
Memminger)  claiming  a  four-year  course.     In  ninety-three  of  these 
schools  English  Grammar  was  taught,  and  in  ninety-seven  Arithme- 
tic was  taught.     With  the  additional  credit  for  these  two  subjects,  let 
us  see  how  the  schools  stand :    Of  the  ten  schools  claiming  a  four- 
jear  course,  four  schools  made  the  required  fifteen  units;  of  the 
sixty-two  claiming  a  three-year  course,  twelve  made  the  required 
t^velve  units ;  of  the  twenty-eight  claiming  a  two-year  course,  eight 
made  the  required  eight  units;  leaving  one  school  with  a  one-year 
course.     These  figures  show  that  76  per  cent,  of  the  High  Schools 
of  the  State  are  falling  below  the  standard  set  up  by  the  teachers  of 
the  State,  and  below  their  own  claims.     It  is  now  pertinent  to  ask 
if  this  standard  is  impossible  or  unreasonable.    Is  it  ? 

Xo  High  School  in  the  State  runs  less  than  four  and  one-half 
hours'  actual  teaching  time  in  the  daily  sessions — exclusive  of  all 
recess  time.  In  such  d  school  six  forty-five  minute  recitations  can 
be  heard  by  each  teacher  every  day — it  is  done  throughout  the  State. 
Under  such  conditions,  a  High  School  with  a  three-year  course  and 
t^o  teachers  can  make  twelve  units  of  credit  by  economizing  time. 
These  two  teachers  can  jointly  give  twelve  recitations  each  day,  four 
recitations  to  each  of  the  three  classes.     With   forty-five-minute 
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periods  five  times  a  week  for  thirty-six  weeks,  any  competent  teacher 
can  do  the  work  required  to  make  any  unit  in  the  scheme — ^if  the 
pupils  have  been  prepared  to  do  High  School  work  when  they  were 
put  there.  Some  c«ie  at  once  protests  that  Bain's  Latin  Book  can  not 
be  completed  in  one  year.  No;  not  with  thirty-minute  recitations, 
and  six  other  subjects  for  study.  The  author,  with  thirteen  years' 
experience  in  secondary  teaching,  says  that  it  can  be  done.  How- 
ever, he  does  not  say  that  a  twelve-year-old  boy,  unable  to  separate 
the  subject  from  the  predicate  in  a  simple  sentence  in  English,  can 
complete  his  book  in  one  year — in  fact,  he  does  not  insist  that  such  a 
boy  will  ever  complete  the  book.  Another  objects  that  you  can  not 
carry  a  class  to  Quadratics  in  Algebra  in  one  year.  No ;  that  would 
be  impossible  perhaps  with  boys  before  reaching  Percentage  in 
Arithmetic ;  it  is  more  than  probable  that  seventh  grade  pupils  could 
not  reach  Quadratics  in  one  year. 

Now,  if  it  be  possible  for  two  teachers  to  teach  a  three-year  course, 
and  to  make  twelve  units,  why  is  it  that  some  schools  with  one-half 
the  time,  or  even  the  whole  time,  of  the  third  High  School  teacher 
can  not  make  twelve  units. 

The  same  facts  and  the  same  reasoning  ought  to  convince  any  one 
that  no  two  teachers  teaching  four  and  one-half  hours  a  day  can 
possibly  make  more  than  twelve  units.  For  two  teachers  to  under- 
take a  single  full  course  in  a  four-year  school,  with  its  overlappings 
and  its  repetitions  in  the  work,  is  a  hopeless  task. 

The  pity  of  all  this  is  that  the  pupils  are  suffering,  the  patrons  are 
not  getting  returns,  and  everybody  is  blissfully  ignorant  of  the  situa- 
tion or  blissfully  indifferent. 

The  People  and  the  High  Schools. — The  people  are  not  suppoiting 
their  High  Schools.  They  are  putting  neither  their  money  nor  their 
children  into  them.  From  eighty-nine  High  Schools  have  gone,  this 
session,  to  other  schools  312  pupils  who  lack  one  year  or  more  of 
getting  through  the  High  School  at  home.  These  312  pupils  at 
$250.00  each  (a  minimum  allowance  for  a  year's  expenses  away  from 
home  at  school),  will  cost  $78,000.00  this  year.  Many  of  these 
pupils  have  gone  from  schools  partly  supported  by  this  Board.  In 
some  instances  the  sending  away  of  these  pupils  has  so  reduced  the 
attendance  at  the  home  school  that  it  is  having  difficulty  in  meetin.? 
the  requirements  as  to  attendance.  Such  places  must  learn  first  to 
help  themselves. 

It  is  unnecessary  for  me  to  remind  this  Board  of  the  many  diffi- 
culties it  has  met  in  making  merited  and  equitable  appropriations 
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from  the  State  aid  fund.     The  majority  of  the  School  Boards  have 
made  nothing  but  reasonable  requests,  stated  definitely  what  they 
had  to  offer,  made  good  every  promise,  used  every  dollar  just  as  it 
was  intended  to  be  used,  and  on.  inspection  measured  up  to  every  re- 
quirement.    But  there  are  others.     It  has  been  exceedinly  difKcult 
to  prevent  many  schools  from  taking  the  State  aid  for  the  High 
School,  then  turning  the  aid  into  the  common  school  and  giving 
absolutely  no  increased  efficiency  in  the  High  School.     It  has  oc- 
curred a  number  of  times  that  a  local  Board  having  already  employed 
one  High  School  teacher  at  $900.00  or  $1,000.00,  would  ask  and 
accept  $500.00  from  this  Board,  then  insist  on  adding  an  assistant  at 
S360.00,  leaving  $140.00  to  be  used  in  the  common  fund  of  the  school 
—in  clear  violation  of  the  law  and  the  conditions  on  which  the  appro- 
priation was  made.     Time  and  again  has  your  Board  been  assured 
in  July  or  August  that  a  certain  High  School  would  have  more  than 
the  required  twenty-five  pupils,  two  High  School  teachers,  and  at 
least  two  common  school  teachers — all  required,  by  the  law ;  then 
with  the  law  and  the  regulations  before  the  local  Board,  and  knowing 
that  the  requirements  had  not  been  met  a  month  after  the  opening 
of  the  school,  the  Board  has  not  withdrawn  its  application,  but 
insisted  on  getting  the  appropriation.     Several  times  appropriations 
have  been  requested  on  the  promise  that  the  law  and  the  regulations 
would  be  met  a  year  hence.    It  would  seem  that  many  people  look 
upon  the  school  law  as  an  instrument  to  be  obeyed  only  when  it  is 
entirely  convenient. 

The  High  School  and  the  College. — There  is  no  use  to  deny  the 
fact,  or  to  attempt  to  disguise  it,  that  the  colleges  of  at  least  a  large 
section  of  our  country  are  unconsciously,  perhaps,  hindering  the 
development  of  the  High  Schools.    This  is  an  unpalatable  truth,  but 
it  is  the  truth,  and  it  will  be  true  as  long  as  the  colleges  continue  to 
insist  on  doing  High  School  work  in  their  regular  classes.     I  say 
insist,  because  they  are  no  longer  compelled  to  accept  the  inferior 
preparation  which  they  do.    Elsewhere  in  this  report  I  have  shown 
that  there  were  last  year  in  this  State  ten  public  High  Schools  claim- 
ing a  four-year  course  (or  11  grades),  and  sixty-two  schools  claim- 
ing a  three-year  course  (or  10  grades).    Yet  the  reports  show  that 
the  cdl^es  of  this  and  nearby  States  have  in  their  college  classes 
from  the  schools  of  this  State  nearly  200  pupils  from  9th  grades,  and 
more  than  40  pupils  from  8th  grades.    Although  there  are  but  twelve 
lo-gradc  schools  in  the  State  making  the  required  12  units,  it  is  a 
iact  that  one-half  the  colleges  of  this  State  have  now  last  year's 
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loth  grade  pupils  in  their  sophomore  classes.  Some  of  the  collies, 
however,  are  so  strict  and  rigid  in  their  requirements  for  entrance, 
that  they  refuse  to  put  any  student  from  any  High  School  into  their 
sophomore  class — ^all  must  go  into  the  freshman  class;  yet  these 
colleges  take  9th  and  Xoth  grade  pupils  from  the  same  schools  taught 
by  the  same  High  School  teachers,  and  put  them  together  in  the 
freshman  class. 

It  is  hard  to  reconcile  these  cold  facts  with  the  constant  wail  of 
the  colleges  for  better  prepared  students,  and  with  the  perennial 
announcements  about  having  raised  college  standards.  If  a  college 
after  ten  or  twelve  years  of  standard  raising  is  still  canvassing  for 
9th  grade  pupils,  and  taking  8th  grade  ones,  wha£  must  the  standard 
have  been  when  it  began  raising ! 

The  colleges  undertake  to  excuse  themselves  for  maintaining  low 
standards  for  entrance,  and  canvassing  for  half-prepared  students, 
on  the  ground  that  there  are  so  many  places  where  there  is  not  a 
school  of  even  nine  grades.  True;  but  the  colleges  are  hindering 
such  places  instead  of  aiding  them.  Why  should  a  commtinity  main- 
tain a  High  School  so  long  as  the  colleges  are  anxious  to  occupy  the 
field  in  order  to  secure  pupils?  I  have  met  this  question  in  perhaps 
fifty  places  in  South  Carolina.  Granted  that  there  is  no  local  High 
School  in  a  community,  does  it  not  cost  a  parent  as  much  to  send  his 
boy  to  a  college  to  do  his  High  School  work  as  it  would  to  send  him 
to  a  good  High  School  ?  Then,  how  is  the  college  aiding  the  unpre- 
pared pupil  ?  Besides,  the  college  is  lending  itself  to  shutting  out  from 
a  High  School  education  the  hundreds  of  boys  and  girls  who  cannot 
get  to  college.  The  college  takes  great  pride  in  reminding  the  High 
School  that  educational  light  comes  from  above,  and  in  assuming 
a  kind  of  overlordship  in  the  educational  territory  above  the  ele- 
mentary school.  Has  that  light  always  been  clear  and  penetrating? 
Has  that  lordship  been  wise  and  beneficent?  Is  it  either  broad  or 
liberal  even  now?  Is  the  college  by  its  course  aiding  in  building  a 
system  of  four-year  High  Schools?  Is  the  college  by  its  course 
aiding  in  establishing  High  Schools  with  courses  of  study  leading  in 
any  direction  save  that  leading  direct  to  the  college  door?  "The 
secondary  school  has  been  too  largely  dominated  by  the  college; 
and  in  few  cases  has  that  domination  been  other  than  unfortunate." 
The  college  has  four  obligations  resting  upon  it :  One  to  itself  and 
the  cause  of  education,  one  to  its  own  students,  one  to  those  who 
cannot  go  to  college,  and  one  to  the  people.  In  the  first  instance, 
the  college  is  the  promulgator  of  educaticmal  standards  and  ideals; 
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it  is  the  duty  of  the  college  to  lift  up  the  secondary  school  instead 
of  pushing  it  downward;  the  failure  of  the  college  to  maintain  a 
good  standard  is  largely  respcmsible  for  the  presence  of  what  has 
been  dubbed  the  collegetU.  In  the  second  instance,  the  college  has 
no  moral  right  to  take  a  half-prepared  pupil,  give  him  two  years  of 
High  School  work,  two  years  of  college  work,  and  a  college  degree ; 
it  promises  college  training  to  its  students,  and  it  should  redeem 
that  pledge.  In  the  third  instance,  hundreds  of  worthy  boys  and 
girls  will  never  get  beyond  the  eighth  grade  so  long  as  the  college 
continues  to  do  the  work  of  the  High  School ;  those  who  are  able  to 
go  to  the  collie  will  do  so,  those  not  able  must  stop  at  the  end  of  the 
dementary  course.  In  the  last  instance,  the  masses  of  the  people 
look  to  the  college  for  standards  in  education ;  it  is  useless  for  the 
college  to  tell  the  people  to  maintain  High  Schools,  then  sap  th^  life- 
blood  from  them,  finally  destroying  them. 

The  evil  genius  which  dominates  our  colleges  is  greed  for  num- 
bers. Boards  of  trustees,  faculties  and  the  people  are  all  under  the 
magic  speU.  There  is  no  objection  whatever  to  numbers  in  the 
coll^^es,  if  their  presence  is  not  bought  with  a  price. 

T\ie  State  High  School  Appropriation, — In  another  paragraph  I 
have  spoken  of  the  increased  efficiency  of  the  High  Schools  realized 
since  January  i,  1907.     Without  doubt  the  annual  appropriation  of 
$50,000.00  for  two  years  has  been  the  instrument  by  which  this  im- 
provement has  been  made.   ^The  appropriation  has  stimulated  local 
effort  for  High  Schools  as  never  before,  and  the  distribution  of  it 
has  brought  into  play  necessary  machinery,  which  has  resulted  in 
getting  a  hold  upon  the  High  School  situation  as  never  before  in 
this  State.     The  fact  that  the  schools  are  inspected,  rated,  classified, 
and  the  results  made  public  has  already  stimulated  the  schools,  the 
pec^le,  and  those  entrusted  with  the  management  of  the  schools. 
Imperfect  as  is  that  machinery  yet,  it  is  rapidly  reaping  results ;  it 
reaches  out  to  all  the  public  High  Schools,  aided  and  unaided,  and 
has  reached  by  invitation  some  of  the  private  High  Schools.    The 
school  which  is  substantial  and  meritorious  in  its  work  is  getting  the 
proper  credit ;  the  one  that  is  sluggish  or  superficial  will  be  awakened 
by  having  its  imperfections  pointed  out.     If  the  present  plan  is  car- 
ried out  systematically  and  sympathetically,  five  years  from  to-day 
we  shall  have  fifty  good  four-year  High  Schools  each  with  from 
three  to  eight  efficient  teachers,  and  most  of  the  incompetents  in  all 
*Jie  High  Schools  will  have  been  retired  from  active  service. 
Last  year,  as  was  made  public  a  year  ago,  your  Board  returned  to 
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the  State  Treasury  $21,790  of  the  first  annual  appropriation.  This 
year  every  dollar  of  the  $50,000.00  will  be  needed ;  in  fact,  you  need 
$60,000.00  this  year  to  meet  the  needs. 

The  High  School  Law, — ^The  High  School  law  is  yet  very  imper- 
fect. As  the  law  now  stands  the  State  Board  is  prevented  trofn 
using  the  money  to  the  best  advantage  in  some  instances.  A  small 
incorporated  village  with  but  fifteen  or  eighteen  High  School  pupils, 
can  not  get  any  aid,  however  how  much  it  may  need  it ;  the  school 
is  not  rural,  and  all  but  rural  schools  must  have  not  fewer  than 
twenty-five  High  School  pupils.  This  imperfection  in  the  law  has 
worked  a  hardship  to  such  places  as  Chapin,  Reidville,  and  Town- 
ville,  while  it  has  made  a  High  School  impossible  at  Loris,  in  Horry 
County,  although  that  place  has  made  an  earnest  effort  to  establish 
such  school. 

While  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  General  Assembly  will  see  proper 
to  make  some  slight  changes  giving  the  State  Board  more  freedom 
in  using  its  judgment  in  giving  aid  to  schools,  it  is  sincerely  hoped 
that  any  amending  of  the  law  will  be  characterized  by  broad-minded 
statesmanship,  and  done  with  the  advice  of  this  Board  whose  expe- 
rience and  disinterestedness  entitle  it  to  respect  and  consideration. 
The  meaning  of  the  State  aid  is  to  stimulate  such  efforts  on  the  part 
of  the  people  as  to  build  a  system  of  High  Schools  throughout  the 
State.  The  State  does  not  propose  to  build  this  system;  it  is  not 
able  to  undertake  it,  nor  would  it  be  wise  to  do  so,  even  if  it  were 
able.  Many  people  have  taken  up  the  idea  that  the  State  aid  is  to 
be  used  in  establishing  and  supporting  High  Schools  wherever  the 
people  feel  unable  or  indisposed  to  do  so  themselves,  and  it  can  not 
be  denied  that  this  idea  has  found  lodgment  in  the  minds  of  some  of 
the  law-makers. 

Nothing  is  now  needed  in  the  State  more  than  the  standardizing  of 
educational  institutions.  All  recognize  the  fact  that  the  High  School 
is  on  a  low  plane,  and  needs  to  be  improved.  The  conditions  will 
not  be  improved,  if  only  small  schools  with  cheap  teachers,  housed 
in  hulls  of  buildings  without  any  equipment,  are  to  be  the  mainstays. 
I  have  labored  zealously  to  aid  in  establishing  a  High  School  wher- 
ever the  people  were  willing  and  able  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the 
present  law.  The  size  of  the  school  has  not  in  any  way  influenced  my 
attitude  toward  it.  Yet  I  am  more  than  ever  convinced  that  it  is 
unwise  and  unprofitable  for  the  State  to  undertake  to  establish  and 
maintain  a  so-called  little  High  School  in  every  nook  and  comer  of 
each  County.    To  do  so  would  fritter  away  the  money,  make  the  little 
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communities  more  dependent  than  before,  and  utterly  fail  to  build  a 
system  of  High  Schools.  This  Board  has  had  several  applications 
for  aid  from  schools  less  than  four  miles  apart.  Would  it  not  be  the 
height  of  folly  to  undertake  to  maintain  High  Schools  so  close  to- 
gether? Even  if  the  State  were  divided  into  High  School  districts 
ten  miles  square,  there  would  be  300  High  Schools  for  fewer  than 
6,000  pupils.  Some  such  districts  would  not  have  three  High  School 
pupils  each,  while  many  others  would  not  have  ten  each.  A  few  of 
the  small  schools  receiving  aid  this  year  will  not  be  able  to  meet  the 
requirements  even  next  year.  These  places,  in  order  to  share  the 
loaves  and  fishes,  as  they  feel,  have  ushered  into  the  eighth  and  ninth 
grades  every  available  pupil  (in  some  instances  destroying  the  sixth 
grade)  in  order  to  meet  the  requirement  as  to  attendance,  and  will 
have  no  pupils  to  replace  next  year  those  who  drop  out. 

It  is  useless  to  undertake  to  maintain  a  High  School  where  there 
are  no  pupils  to  attend  it,  and  where  the  people  are  unwilling  to  sup- 
port it.  Almost  any  community  is  dnxious  to  call  their  school  a 
High  School  and  receive  $300.00  or  $500.00  for  doing  so,  but  the 
life  of  that  school  depends  upon  what  that  community  is  willing  and 
able  to  do  itself.  What  we  need,  and  need  sorely,  is  not  more  High 
Schools,  but  better  High  Schools.  We  shall  not  have  the  better 
High  Schools  until  the  people  have  seen  what  first-class  High 
Schools  are — seen  the  models — schools  offering  parallel  courses  of 
study  four  years  in  length,  with  frqm  four  to  ten  well-equipped 
teachers,  and  with  the  necessary  apparatus  to  teach  what  they  under- 
take. The  State  can  not  afford  to  maintain  such  schools  over  the 
State,  but  it  can  afford  to  make  appropriations  to  aid  in  establishing 
a  few  such  schools,  which  would  serve  as  models  for  the  entire 
State.  Bamberg  County  this  year  will  receive  $1,500.00  of  State  aid 
for  three  High  Schools.  These  three  schools  have  a  combined 
teaching  force  of  200  hours  a  week  in  the  High  School,  or  barely 
the  full  time  of  nine  teachers.  Not  one  of  these  schools  will  this 
year  do  the  required  work  of  a  four-year  High  School.  The  State 
aid  has  gone  toward  increased  teaching  force  in  each  of  these  schools, 
yet  the  four-year  standard  has  not  been  reached  anywhere  in  Bam- 
berg County.  How  much  better  for  the  educational  uplift  in  Bam- 
berg County  and  throughout  the  State,  were  the  $1,500.00  going  into 
one  standard  four-year  school  with  six  or  seven  well-equipped  teach- 
ers ?  One  such  school  in  each  County  in  the  State  would  soon  put  a 
new  spirit  into  every  town  and  community  in  the  State,  and  the  State 
would  soon  be  relieved  of  any  demand  upon  it  for  High  School  aid. 

aj— B.  A  B.— (600) 
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Rural  School  Situation. — From  the  foregoing  paragraph  some  one 
is  ready  to  accuse  me  of  forgetting  the  country  boy.  Far  from  it ; 
I  have  him  uppermost  in  my  mind,  because  he  most  needs  a  good 
High  School.  Is  he  not  entitled  to  an  opportunity  to  attend  as  good 
a  High  School  as  any  other  boy  ?  Do  he  and  his  father  and  mother 
believe  that  he  is  getting  the  best  opportunities  in  a  one-teacher 
High  School  with  fifteen-minute  recitation  periods  scattered  through 
six  or  eight  subjects  ?  Is  the  country  boy  getting  the  same  <^portu- 
nities  he  would  have  in  a  central  High  School  somewhere  in  his 
County,  where  he  would  have  recitation  periods  ranging  from  forty- 
five  minutes  to  an  hour,  courses  of  study  leading  to  college  or  to 
business  life,  as  we  say,  and  with  teachers  enough  to  handle  these 
courses  ?  What  attraction  or  inducement  is  there  to  a  boy  or  a  girl 
to  go  four  or  five  miles  away  to  a  one-teacher  High  School,  if  by  go- 
ing ten  or  twelve  miles  he  could  reach  a  well-equipped  four-teacher 
school  ? 

What  the  rural  communities  most  need  is  good  common  schools 
first.  -  They  have  divided  and  subdivided  their  school  districts  until 
many  of  them  are  absolutely  unable  to  maintain  a  good  school  for 
even  six  months  in  the  year.  There  is  no  material  there  to  make  a 
High  School,  and  in  the  effort  to  get  fifteen  High  School  pupils  the 
common  school  is  hopelessly  demoralized,  and  the  High  School  pupils 
are  wholly  unprepared  to  do  High  School  work.  Some  of  the  rural 
High  Schools  are  doing  secoqd  year  High  School  work  and  insist 
on  calling  it  fourth  year  work.  The  rural  schools  need  to  strengthen 
especially  their  sixth  and  seventh  grade  work.  High  School  aid  can 
not  be  taken  to  do  this,  but  if  a  small  appropriation  could  be  made  to 
develop  this  grade  of  work,  it  would  be  a  wise  thing  to  do.  Such  aid 
should  not  be  given  except  where  the  people  are  willing  to  consoli- 
date the  common  schools,  and  then  only  in  cases  where  more  than 
one  teacher  is  employed,  and  where  the  total  fund  would  be  less  than 
something  like  five  dollars  per  pupil  in  the  consolidated  school. 
Unless  the  rural  schools  are  consolidated  and  run  longer,  the  pupils 
will  not  be  prepared  to  enter  High  Schools  in  numbers  justifying 
their  maintenance  by  any  means. 

Finally,  the  minimum  requirements  for  the  establishment  of  a  High 
School  with  State  aid  should  not  be  lowered.  It  would  be  wanton 
waste  for  the  State  to  aid  a  High  School  with  fewer  than  fifteen 
pupils  and  one  teacher  for  these,  and  with  fewer  than. two  teachers  in 
the  common  school  department. 
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Conclusion. — ^I  wish  to  express  to  this  Board  my  genuine  appre- 
iation  of  its  uniform  courtesy  and  consideration  of  me  personally, 
nd  to  make  public  through  this  Board  my  acknowledgment  of  the 
rankness  and  kindness  and  aid  g^ven  me  by  the  Superintendents, 
Vincipals,  and  School  Boards,  throughout  the  State.  Whatever  I 
ave  been  able  to  accomplish  has  been  done  through  your  support 
nd  theirs.

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7.  The  pupil  is  entitled  to  enough  high  school  training  to  fit  him 
for  entrance  to  a  standard  college,  or  to  fit  him  in  some  degree  for 
making  an  honest  living  and  for  his  duties  as  an  intelligent  citizen. 

III.  The  High  School  Course  of  Study. 

1.  A  high  school  will  not  long  exist  unless  it  has  a  course,  or 
courses,  of  study  regularly  laid  down  and  systematically  followed. 
A  school  without  a  regular  course  of  study  is  a  haphazard  affair, 
and  offers  nothing  definite  to  any  student  in  it.  Where  the  course 
of  study  is  continually  being  added  to,  subtracted  from,  and  trans- 
posed, the  whole  thing  will  soon  be  no  more  than  a  crazy  quilt  affair. 

2.  The  standard  high  school  in  America  has  been  given  four  years. 
Less  time  than  that  is  regarded  as  too  short  to  be  of  the  best  service. 
However,  a  good  three-year  course  is  better  than  an  inferior  four- 
year  course.  A  course  of  study  is  measured  by  what  is  actually 
taught — not  by  what  is  merely  on  paper.  A  four-year  course  on 
paper,  but  no  pupils  to  take  the  course  and  no  teachers  to  teach  it, 
does  not  count. 

3.  Some  high  school  pupils  are  going  to  college,  while  others  are 
going  directly  from  the  high  school  to  earn  a  living  and  to  exercise 
the  rights  and  privileges  of  American  citizenship.  It  ought  to  be 
evident  that  both  classes  should  be  provided  for  in  the  high  school 
course  of  study,  and  it  ought  to  be  equally  evident  that  the  needs  of 
the  two  classes  are  not  identical. 

4.  Those  going  to  college  have  different  tastes,  ambitions,  and 
purposes.  Is  it  right,  is  it  common  sense,  to  ignore  these  differ- 
ences ?  Of  the  many  not  going  to  college  there  are  even  wider  dif- 
ferences of  tastes  and  purposes.  Are  not  these  pupils  entitled  to 
consideration  in  framing  a  course  of  study? 

5.  To  meet  the  imperative  .needs  of  these  different  classes  of 
stsudents,  no  high  school  with  a  single  course  of  study  is  sufficient 
The  serviceable  high  school  must  have  several  well  rounded  courses 
of  study.  The  mother  who  would  give  but  one  kind  of  food  to  all 
her  children  at  all  times  would  be  no  less  wise  than  the  schoolmaster 
who  would  g^ve  but  one  kind  of  mental  food  to  all  bis  pupils  for 
all  purposes. 

6.  One  pupil  intends  to  pursue  a  classical  course,  another  to  take 
a  scientific  course,  another  to  take  a  professional  course,  another 
intends  to  equip  himself  for  agriculture,  or  for  commercial  life,  or 
to  become  a  mechanic.  Is  it  reasonable  to  think  that  one  and  the 
same  high  school  course  will  best  conserve  the  interests  of  all  these 
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pupils?    Or,  is  it  common  sense  to  provide  for  but  one  or  two  of 
them?    A  one-course  high  school  was  defensible  several  centuries 
ago,  when  the  high  school  subjects  could  be  counted  on  the  fingers 
of  one  hand,  and  all  higher  education  was  intended  to  fit  men  for. 
not  more  than  three  vocations  in  life.  It  is  wholly  indefensible  today. 

7.  Every  good  high  school  should  have,  in  addition  to  its  literary 
and  scientific  courses,  good  industrial  and  commercial  courses.  The 
gospel  of  hcMiest  and  intelligent  manual  labor  is  as  important  to  our 
boys  and  girls  as  the  study  of  mathematics  and  the  languages.  That 
gospel  must  be  taught  in  practice,  not  in  mere  theory.  The  drawing- 
room,  the  laboratory,  and  the  workshop  are  to  be  integral  parts  of 
the  equipment  of  the  coming  high  school.  Trained  minds  and 
trained  hands  must  go  together  in  the  best  education  of  the  future. 

8.  In  theory  all  our  pupils  are  to  become  active  citizens  in  the 
social  and  political  senses.  Nine-tenths  of  them  never  enter  the 
door  of  an  institution  above  the  high  school  grade.  What  prepara- 
tion is  the  average  high  school  in  South  Carolina  giving  its  pupils 
to  meet  these  heavy  responsibilities  ? 

9.  Every  high  school  pupil  ought  to  have  at  least  the  offer  of  a 
good  course  in  history,  civics,  and  economics.  History  and  civics 
are  to  be  found  in  most  of  our  high  school  courses,  but  both  subjects 
are  usually  taught  in  a  perfunctory  way,  and  are  generally  and  cor- 
dially hated  by  the  average  pupil.  History  teaching  and  civics 
leaching  which  make  for  the  understanding  of  good  citizenship  are 
rare. 

10.  Not  a  few  teachers  contend  that  economics  is  not  a  high 
sdiod  subject.  English  spelling  can  be  restricted  to  such  fields  and 
taught  in  such  way  as  to  remove  the  subject  from  the  elementary 
school  to  the  university,  but  that  does  not  preclude  a  profitable 
study  of  spelling  in  the  elementary  school.  No  sensible  teacher 
would  think  of  putting  such  text  as  Adam  Smith's  Wealth  of 
Nations  in  a  high  school  course,  but  there  are  good  texts  suitable 
for  high  school  study.  The  subject  is  an  elementary  one,  as  well 
as  an  elemental  one.  Few  subjects  are  capable  of  being  made  more 
interesting  and  more  profitable. 

n.  Every  girl,  regardless  of  her  social  position  and  financial  sit- 
uation, ought  to  be  taught  something  of  domestic  economy.  The 
preparation  of  wholesome  food,  the  sanitary  conditions  of  a  home, 
tbe  economical  and  artistic  making  of  clothing,  the  tasteful  and  inex- 
pensive decorations  of  a  house,  and  the  beautifying  of  yards  and 
gardens — all  these  lie  at  the  very  foundations  of  human  happiness. 
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They  are  at  once  accomplishments  and  virtues,  and  should  find  a 
place  in  the  high  school  curriculum. 

12.  The  contention  for  a  wider  range  of  studies  in  the  high  school 
does  not  mean  that  the  individual  pupil  is  to  be  loaded  with  addi- 
tional subjects  each  year,  but  that  he  is  to  have  a  wider  range  of 
subjects  or,  better,  courses  from  which  to  make  a  choice. 

13.  Most  of  our  high  schools  already  have  too  many  subjects 
crowded  into  a  single  course.  Five  high  school  subjects,  given  the 
proper  recitation  time,  are  enough  for  the  average  pupil  to  carry  at 
one  time.  No  pupil  ought  to  be  required  to  carry  more  than  six 
subjects. 

IV.  Sending  Pupils  to  College. 

1.  Sending  a  boy  or  a  girl  to  college  may  be  a  blessing;  it  may 
be  a  curse.  It  may  be  a  blessing  to  the  pupil,  a  source  of  pride  and 
satisfaction  to  his  parents,  and  a  benefaction  to  the  State;  or  it 
may  be  a  curse  to  the  pupil,  a  bitter  disappointment  to  his  parents, 
and  a  burden  to  the  State.  Some  parents  send  their  children  to  col- 
lege because  they  know  that  they  are  doing  the  wise  thing.  Others 
send  theirs  without  stopping  to  give  the  matter  any  serious  con- 
sideration at  all.  Some  send  their  children  to  college  because  they 
themselves  went;  some  send  their  children  because  they  themselves 
did  not  go,  and  because  they  wish  to  do  better  by  their  children  than 
was  done  by  themselves ;  some  send  their  children  because  they  have 
the  money  to  do  so ;  others  send  their  children  because  it  is  the  popu- 
lar thing  in  their  community  to  do  so;  others  send  their  children 
because  they  do  not  know  what  else  to  do  with  them. 

2.  Not  a  few  pupils  go  to  college  for  no  other  purpose  than  to 
have  a  good  time.  It  is  highly  desirable  that  every  student's  college 
life  be  as  happy  as  possible,  but  the  student  who  goes  to  college  to 
have  a  good  time  is  simply  surrendering  his  birthright  to  character 
and  training  for  a  miserable  mess  of  pottage  in  the  shape  of  idleness 
and  prospective  ruin.  For  the  future  good  of  the  student  a  college 
campus  is  the  last  place  for  a  student  to  go  simply  to  enjoy  himself. 

3.  Age  is  one  of  the  first  questions  in  determining  a  boy's  or  a 
girl's  fitness  for  college.  Is  he  old  enough,  is  he  mature  enough,  is 
he  settled  enough,  to  know  what  he  is  going  for,  to  appreciate  what 
is  offered  him,  and  to  stand  morally  upright  ? 

4.  The  average  sixteen-year-old  boy  has  no  business  on  any  col- 
lege campus.  There  is  no  college  campus  free  from  temptation 
(to  expect  such  is  unreasonable) .  Every  college  campus  has  its  idlers, 
its  morally  weak,  and  its  morally  vicious.     It  is  courting  disaster 
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to  your  buy  or  your  girl  to  put  him  there  until  he  is  old  enough 
and  strong  enough  to  resist  temptation.  .Do  not  bank  too  much  on 
the  strength  of  your  child ;  many  another  parent  ha^  drunk  the  dregs 
of  bitterness  because  he  thrust  his  child  into  the  very  jaws  of  tempta* 
tion,  believing  that  the  child  was  not  as  other  children. 

5.  Parents  eager  to  send  their  young  children  off  to  college  seek 
arguments  in  defense  of  their  course;  they  frequently  cite  certain 
well  known  men  of  distinction  who  went  through  at  a  very  early  age. 
Let  such  parents  remember  that  one  man  went  through  the  rapids 
at  Niagara  Falls  and  came  out  alive;  a  number  of  others  tried  it 
and  failed. 

6.  Another  important  question — Is  the  pupil  prepared  to  go  to 
college?  Is  he  prepared  to  enter  upon  real  college  work,  or  is  he 
going  there  to  do  ninth  and  tenth  g^rade  work?  To  send  a  pupil 
from  the  ninth  grade,  or  second  high  school  year,  has  but  one  mean- 
ing—that he  is  going  to  college  to  do  two  years  of  high  school  work 
and  two  years  of  college  work.  The  reader  is  again  referred  to  the 
diagram  on  the  last  page  of  this  bulletin. 

7.  Collie  work  is  adjusted  to  the  age  and  capacity  of  young  men 
and  young  women,  not  of  little  boys  and  little  girls.  If  the  college 
takes  a  pupil  from  the  lower  grades  of  the  high  school — ^before  he 
finishes  the  high  school,  is  it  not  reasonable  that  the  college  must 
undertake  to  do  for  your  child  what  he  has  not  finished  in  the  high 
school,  before  your  child  can  be  put  into  college  classes  ?  Do  you 
not  see  that  your  child  is  going  to  college  to  do  high  schcx)l  work, 
and  that  you  are  paying  a  college  to  do  high  school  work  ? 

8.  As  between  a  first-class  high  sch(X)l,  doing  legitimate  high 
sdiool  work,  and  calling  itself  a  high  school,  and  an  institution 
doing  nothing  more  than  high  school  work,  but  masquerading  under 
the  name  college,  a  thinking  parent  need  not  spend  one  minute  mak- 
^g  up  his  mind.  Educational  dishonesty  is  just  as  reprehensible 
as  any  other  kind  of  dishonesty.  Recently  one  of  the  leading  edu- 
cators of  the  South  publicly  declared  that  to  make  shoddy  is  as 
honorable  as  to  make  broadcloth,  and  far  more  necessary;  but  to 
oake  shoddy  and  call  it  broadcloth,  and  sell  it  at  two  dollars  a  yard, 
O'Jght  to  land  a  man  in  the  penitentiary. 

9.  Some  pupils  have  no  ambition  to  pursue  college  studies.  The 
parent  of  such  pupil  would  make  the  mistake  of  his  life,  perhaps, 
ffl  insisting  on  such  pupil's  going  to  college.  Unless  there  is  some- 
4hig  in  the  college  for  the  boy  or  the  girl,  the  college  will  never  be 
of  any  service  to  the  pupil. 
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10.  If  a  pupil  has  the  age,  the  maturity,  the  settled  habits,  the 
preparation,  and  the  ambition  to  go  to  college — ^by  all  means  send 
him,  if  you  can  possibly  do  it.  If  a  pupil  is  not  old  enough,  not 
mature  enough  to  stand  on  his  own  feet,  not  settled  enough  to  get 
down  to  work,  not  prepared  to  go,  or  has  no  ambition  to  go— by  all 
means  do  not  send  him  until  conditions  are  more  favorable. 

11.  Sending  your  boy  or  your  g^rl  to  college  is  a  grave  question. 
In  settling  it  use  caution,  discretion,  and  cotu-^e.  Do  not  be  swayed 
by  mere  sentiment,  and  be  not  unduly  influenced  by  the  seductive 
reasoning  of  the  college  drummer. 

12.  If  you  will  keep  your  pupils  in  the  high  school  until  they  are 
properly  prepared  to  go  to  college,  the  colleges  will  do  better  work, 
the  students  will  get  more  out  of  college,  we  shall  have  fewer  worth- 
less college  graduates,  and  in  the  end  far  more  pupils  will  go  to  col- 
lege than  now  go,  and  yet  more  will  remain  through  the  entire  col- 
lege course.  The  average  unprepared  student  has  but  little  hope  of 
taking  the  full  four  years  at  college.  Statistics  on  this  point  are 
not  difficult  to  obtain. 

V.  The  High  School  Recitation. 

1.  To  accomplish  results  requires  time  as  measured  by  hours  as 
well  as  time  measured  by  years.  The  recitation  is  what  counts  in 
the  high  school.  If  not,  why  not  assign  the  lessons,  then  trust  to 
the  pupils  to  master  them  ? 

2.  High  school  recitations  require  longer  time  than  those  of  the 
grammar  school.  At  least  forty  minutes  ought  to  be  given  to  a  high 
school  recitation. 

3.  You  can  not  get  four  quarts  into  a  three-quart  vessel.  No 
more  can  you  get  forty  minutes'  work  done  in  thirty  minutes.  If 
one  teacher  teaches  a  given  lesson  in  forty  minutes,  and  another  of 
equal  ability  teaches  it  in  thirty  minutes,  it  is  only  common  sense 
to  assume  that  the  former  has  accomplished  more  than  the  latter. 

4.  Whenever  high  school  recitations  are  cut  down  to  twenty  min- 
utes, it  is  obvious  that  but  little  teaching  is  being  done.  Such  reci- 
tations fritter  away  the  time  of  the  teacher  and  the  time  of  the  pupil. 
It  is  foolish  to  assume  that  any  pupil  of  a  class  of  four  members  will 
get  out  of  a  recitation  of  twenty  minutes  as  much  as  he  would  get 
out  of  a  forty-minute  recitation  with  eight  members  in  the  class. 

5.  In  a  school  which  has  but  one  course  of  study,  one  teacher  can 
not  do  all  the  teaching  that  should  be  done  in  a  two-year  course. 
Every  high  school  class  ought  to  be  g^ven  at  least  three  hours  (not 
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periods)  of  teachhtg  tAth  day.  AAV  kis  i9  unjust  to  the  pupils.  It 
requires  a  very  sin:q)Ie  calculation  to  see  that  one  teacher  can  not 
effectively  teach  two  high  school  grades. 

6.  If  two  teachers  in  one  school  use  all  their  time  teaching  a  single 
ihree-year  course,  what  more  have  two  equally  good  teachers  done 
when  they  claim  to  be  teaching  a  four-year  course  of  the  same  kind? 
Have  not  the  pupils  done  practically  the  same  amount  of  work  ?  The 
work  is  simply  spread  out  a  little  thinner  in  one  than  in  the  other. 

VI.  The  High  School  Teacher. 

1.  Incompetent  teachers  can  not  do  competent  teaching.  One 
compcteitt  teacher  is  worth  more  to  any  school  than  are  two  Incom- 
petent ones.  A  six-months'  school  taught  by  competent  teachers  is 
worth  more  than  a  nine-months'  school  taught  by  incompetents. 

2.  A  teacher  to  be  competent  must  know  what  to  teach,  how  to 
teach  it,  and  when  to  teach  it.  That  is,  he  must  be  educated  and 
have  some  training  or  skill  in  teaching. 

3-  High  ichool  teaching  is  less  empirical  and  more  logical  than 
grammar  school  teaching,  and  perhaps  requires  greater  teaching 
ability. 

4-  To  be  successful  a  teacher  must  have  enough  insight  and 
executive  force  to  manage  a  set  of  young  boys  and  girls  by  con- 
trolling them,  without  destroying  either  their  self-respect  or  their 
will-power.  The  strong  will  of  a  boy  or  a  girl  is  to  be  controlled 
but  not  subdued. 

5.  A  teacher  with  poor  high  school  training,  inferior  college 
training,  and  no  experience,  does  not  promise  much  as  a  high  school 
teacher.  It  is  rather  difficult  to  run  a  first-class  high  school  with 
second-rate  teachers. 

6c  A  high  schocd  taught  by  cheap  incompetents  prostitutes  teach- 
ing, disappoints  parents,  and  degrades  all  education  in  the  eyes  of 
the  people.  A  high  school  in  which  the  history  recitation  is  reduced 
to  an  inferior  reading  lesson,  algebra  and  arithmetic  taught  by 
means  of  undigested  rules  and  mysterious  formulas,  Latin  murdered 
in  infancy,  literature  converted  into  poor  biographies,  and  science 
teaching  degraded  into  memorizing  paragraphs  from  a  text-book, 
is  a  burden  and  a  farce.  The  worst  of  it  all  is,  that  a  teacher  who 
does  such  work  goes  on  from  week  to  week  without  ever  suspecting 
that  he  is  a  failure. 
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VIL  The  High  School  Salary. 

1.  Competent  teachers  cost  something.  You  may  depend  upon 
paying  a  good  teacher  more  than  you  must  pay  for  a  day  laborer. 
It  required  time,  labor,  and  money  for  the  teacher  to  equip  himself 
properly ;  he  can  not  afford  to  teach  for  the  glory  that  he  may  get 
out  of  teaching. 

2.  You  can  not  employ  first-class  teachers  at  third-rate  salaries. 
You  can  not  secure  and  retain  good  high  school  men  at  $60  a  month, 
nor  good  high  school  women  at  $40  a  month.  For  months  past  in 
South  Carolina  the  demand  for  good  teachers  has  been  far  greater 
than  the  supply.  A  young  man  of  some  successful  experience  as  a 
high  school  teacher  can  readily  get  from  $75  to  $100  as  a  teacher," 
and  a  successful  woman  can  as  readily  get  $50  to  $60.  Why  should 
the  man  teach  your  school  for  $60,  or  the  woman  teach  it  for  $40? 

3.  Incompetents  can  be  had  at  almost  any  price,  but  is  that  the 
kind  of  teacher  you  are  hunting?  A  cheap  teacher  is  usually  cheap 
in  every  sense  of  that  term.  It  is  truly  pathetic  to  see  a  scho(d  board 
that  has  hunted  and  found  a  cheap  teacher,  trying  to  make  itself 
and  others  believe  that  it  is  satisfied  with  the  results. 

4.  What  kind  of  salaries  are  you  paying  in  your  high  school? 

VIII.  The  High  School  Board. 

1.  The  school  boards  are  the  guardians  of  the  people's  money, 
but  they  are  also  the  guardians  of  the  children's  money  and  of  the 
children  themselves.  As  guardians  of  the  children  it  is  their  duty  to 
furnish  to  the  children  the  best  that  their  money  will  secure.  If  a 
board  has  not  enough  money  to  run  a  high  school,  it  is  its  business 
to  make  the  fact  known  to  the  people,  and  to  make  an  honest  effort 
to  secure  the  necessary  funds.  Some  boards  give  the  people  no  op- 
portunity to  express  their  willingness  to  vote  school  taxes;  in  fact, 
such  boards  try  to  convince  the  people  that  they  are  unable  to  vote 
taxes. 

2.  The  school  boards  are  the  guardians  of  all  the  children,  not  of 
a  few  choice  characters.  Bill  Smith's  boy  and  girl  are  entitled  to  as 
much  consideration  as  the  children  of  Colonel  Brown,  and  if  properly 
schooled,  may  become  as  useful  citizens. 

IX.  The  High  School  Equipment. 

I.  There  are  two  classes  of  equipment — ^that  which  is  absolutely 
necessary,  and  that  which  is  useful  but  not  absolutely  necessary 
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rbe  first  thing  necessary  is  a  comfortable,  commodious,  and  con* 
renient  school  building,  well  heated,  well  ventilated,  and  well  lighted, 
rhis  is  necessary  for  the  comfort  and  the  health  of  the  children. 

2.  There  is  every  reason  why  the  school  house  should  be  as  com* 
fortable  and  attractive  as  the  home,  the  church,  the  office,  and  the 
cotton  mill  in  the  same  community. 

3.  Maps,  charts,  and  globes  are  indispensable  to  good  teaching. 
Some  simple  apparatus  is  necessary  in  teaching  Physics,  Chemistry, 
and  Botany.  But  inaps,  charts,  and  other  apparatus  will.be  of  no 
service  to  the  school,  if  the  teacher  either  does  not  know  how  to  use 
them,  or  is  too  lazy  to  use  them. 

X.  The  Way  to  Secure  a  High  School. 

1.  There  is  but  one  way  to  secure  a  good  and  efficient  high 
school — ^put  your  money  into  a  good  building  and  sufficient  com- 
petent teaching  force. 

2.  The  State  is  making  an  annual  appropriation  of  $50,000  to  aid 
high  schools.  This  aid  is  nothing  more  than  a  bonus  to  encourage 
local  effort  where  it  is  needed.  The  appropriation  to  each  school 
must  be  too  small  to  support  the  school. 

3.  A  single  school  district  with  no  incprporated  town  in  it  is  a 
rural  district,  and  may  establish  a  high  school.  It  is  entitled  to  State 
aid  if  it  has  fifteen  high  school  pupils  (above  the  seventh  grade)  and 
one  teacher  giving  his  entire  time  to  teaching  above  the  seventh 
grade. 

4.  A  single  school  district,  or  any  number  of  adjoining  districts, 
with  no  incorporated  town  above  2,500  people,  can  establish  a  high 
school  and  receive  State  aid,  if  the  high  school  has  at  least  two  teach- 
ers giving  full  time  to  teaching  in  the  high  school,  and  not  fewer 
than  twenty-five  high  school  pupils. 

5.  Any  aggregaticm  of  six  or  more  school  districts  forming  a 
high  school  is  entitled  to  additional  aid  for  such  aggregation. 

6.  Any  high  school  unit  is  entitled  to  additional  aid  for  every 
school  district  in  it  levying  a  high  school  tax  of  as  much  as  one  mill. 

7.  No  school  district  with  a  town  of  more  than  2,500  people  can 
take  advantage  of  the  State  aid,  unless  the  entire  township  votes  the 
high  school,  by  districts. 

8.  It  would  be  mere  folly  for  every  school  district  to  attempt  to 
nrn  a  h^  school — the  population  is  not  dense  enough  to  justify 
^  arrangement.  Wherever  a  district  is  considering  the  establish- 
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ment  of  a  high  eehool  let  the  school  authorities  see  how  lurgd  a  ter- 
ritory can  be  organized. 

9.  Do  not  for  one  moment  think  of  establishing  a  high  ^hool  in 
a  sin^e  district,  if  it  is  possible  to  get  other  districts  to  Join  you. 
Do  not  establish  two  high  schools  but  four  or  five  miles  apart,  unless 
in  places  of  considerable  size.  Establish  on^  instead^  and  thfow  into 
it  the  support  of  both  places. 

la  Do  not  permit  petty  local  jealousies  between  two  little  villages 
three  or  four  miles  apart  to  ruin  a  good  high  school  by  establishing 
two  schools,  both  destined  to  starve  for  pupils  and  teaching  fotte. 

u.  Build  up  a  high  school  already  established  rather  than  try  to 
establish  a  new  one.  The  high  school,  like  the  college,  must  have 
an  atmosphere  in  which  to  live. 

12.  Do  not  establish  a  small  high  school  that  must  fight  for  an 
existence  from  its  birth,  unless  you  can  do  no  better. 

13.  If  already  two  small  high  schools  four  or  five  miles  apart 
exist,  the  wise  thing  to  do  is  to  consolidate  them  and  increase  the 
teaching  fonce. 

14.  One  of  the  greatest  evils  in  our  common  school  system  is  the 
establishing  of  little  schools  of  tweleve  or  fifteen  pupils  in  every 
nook  and  comer  of  a  district  in  order  to  put  a  school  at  every  man's 
door.    Do  not  ruin  the  high  school  system  in  the  same  selfish  way. 

15.  Do  not  think  of  voting  a  high  school  unless  you  fully  intend 
to  support  it.  Do  not  vote  it  simply  to  get  $300  or  $400  from  the 
State.    Such  course  would  do  more  harm  than  good. 

XI.  How  TO  Maintain  a  High  Schoou 

1.  Put  into  it  enough  money  to  equip  it  with  a  good  force  of  com*- 
petent  teachers. 

2.  Offer  enough  courses  of  study  to  attract  and  hold  pupils.  A 
single  course  of  study  is  relatively  no  more  attractive  than  a  single 
course  of  diet. 

3.  Send  your  children  to  the  school.  It  is  neither  economical  nor 
patriotic  to  estaWish  a  high  school,  then  send  your  children  elsewhere 
to  get  what  the  high  school  was  established  to  give  them. 

4.  Do  not  be  deluded  by  the  notion  that  your  children  are  going 
to  do  more  work  away  from  home  than  they  will  do  at  home.  Often 
parents  imagine  that  their  children  who  are  at  school  away  frbm 
home  are  studying  well  when  in  fact  they  are  doing  but  little  work. 
The  parents  simply  do  not  see  the  wasted  time  and  the  accumulatfoti 
of  bad  habits. 
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kept  4live  jqst  af  any  oth^r  bu^tne^^  undertaking  must. 

6.  The  9choQl  nm«t  have  inQral  sqppprt  a9  w«U  as  financial  support 
and  patrooagf^  Speakinff  ^vil  of  yaw  high  school  will  not  improve 
it;  nor  wil}  l>lind  praise  of  it  nm^  it9  defects  or  cover  them  up. 

;.  It  r^uir^  money  to  run  a  good  high  school.  Some  of  our 
best  communities  do  not  $eem  to  understand  this.  One  of  the  best 
school  towns  in  the  State  pays  taxes  on  nearly  $2,000,000  worth,  of 
property.  The  town  spends  less  than  $2,000  a  year  in  high  school 
salaries,  and  collects  more  than  one-half  of  the  salary  expense  in 
tuition  fees  from  the  pupils.  If  all  the  high  school  salaries  were  paid 
from  taxes,  the  town  would  be  paying  but  one  mill  on  the  dollar  for 
its  high  school.  The  same  town  levies  ten  mills  for  the  support  of 
the  town  government.  This  $2,000  is  giving  high  school  education 
to  75  pupils. 

Another  good  school  town  in  the  State  has  $2,500,000  worth  of 
property,  150  pupils  in  its  high  school,  and  is  paying  $2,740  in  high 
school  salaries. 

Another  good  school  town  in  the  State  has  $4,275,000  of  taxable 
property,  200  pupils  in  the  high  school,  and  pays  $2,500  in  high 
school  salaries. 

Still  another  has  $1,750,000  of  taxable  property,  and  is  putting 
less  than  $1,500  in  its  high  school  salaries. 

8.  Our  high  schools  ought  to  be  practically  free  of  tuition  to  all 
aspiring  pupils.  Our  civilization  has  become  too  democratic  to  par- 
ley with  the  short-sighted  who  so  zealously  preach  the  doctrine, 
"High  school  education  is  not  an  essential,  therefore  let  those  who 
are  able  and  willing  to  patronize  high  schools  pay  for  them."  The 
{alicy  growing  out  of  this  doctrine  is  today  depriving  South  Caro- 
lina of  service  such  as  can  come  only  through  the  liberal  training 
of  the  masses.  No  more  harmful  idea  ever  took  hold  upon  the 
minds  of  a  people  than  that  all  kinds  of  higher  education  are  for  the 
tavored  few.  The  vitality  of  a  people  is  kept  up  through  the  con- 
scant  recruits  from  the  healthful  middle  classes. 

9.  To  maintain  such  high  school  as  will  give  opportunities  to  all 
your  boys  and  girls  will  require  co-operation  on  the  part  of  your 
community.  It  is  more  than  probable  that  you  will  need  to  levy  an 
additional  tax  to  support  this  high  school.  What*  better  investment 
could  your  community  make  than  putting  its  money  into  the  brains 
and  character  of  its  children  ?  Frcmi  a  purely  financial  viewpoint, 
does  not  education — ^training — ^pay  ?    Of  what  value  to  our  children 
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will  be  the  enormous  resources  of  our  country,  if  they  be  not  trained 
to  husband  and  use  these  resources?  In  the  matter  of  increased 
taxaticMi  the  one  great  question  is,  What  is  the  object  of  it?  If  thej 
object  is  one  of  investment,  and  the  investment  is  a  profitable  one, 
then  wisdom  says  Invest  Increased  taxation  is  one  of  the  prices  of 
advanced  civilization.  We  tax  ourselves  to  do  a  hundred  things 
that  required  no  taxes  fifty  years  ago.  That  is  the  price  we  pay  for 
advancement. 
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HIGH  SCHOOL  REGULATIONS. 


(Adopted  March  20,  1908.) 

1.  The  application  for  State  aid  to  a  High  School  must  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  Secretary  of  the  State  High  School  Board,  through  the 
County  Superintendent  of  Education ;  applications  in  order  to  receive 
consideration  must  be  filed  prior  to  October  i  of  each  year. 

2.  After  the  application  has  been  received  an  inspecticxi  and  exam- 
ination shall  be  made  of  each  schoc4  and  the  condition  of  each  High 
School  District  by  a  High  School  Inspector.  If  such  inspector 
makes  a  favorable  report  the  school  may  be  received  by  the  chairman 
and  secretary  of  the  High  School  Board,  subject  to  the  approval  of 
the  said  board,  and  the  aid  shall  then  be  disbursed  as  provided  in 
the  High  School  law  and  regulations  of  the  State  High  School 
Board. 

3.  The  High  School  Inspector,  or  inspectors,  shall  also  make  an 
annual  inspection  of  each  school,  and  any  school  may  be  dropped 
from  the  list  of  those  receiving  State  aid  whenever  such  school  falls 
below  the  requirements  of  the  High  School  Law  and  regulations 
of  the  State  High  School  Board.  State  aid  may  be  withheld  from 
any  High  School  whenever  it  becomes  evideftt  to  the  said  board 
that  the  teaching  in  said  school  is  inefficient.  The  local  High  School 
Board,  shall  receive  at  least  two  months'  notice  before  the  withdrawal 
of  aid. 

4.  For  a  High  School  to  receive  State  aid  there  must  be  at  least 
two  teachers  devoting  all  their  time  to  High  School  teaching:  Pro- 
vided, That  if  a  High  School  has  in  it  but  two  teachers,  one  of  whom 
is  the  supervising  principal  of  the  common  school  department,  four 
hours  a  day  actual  teaching  in  the  High  School  department  by  him 
shall  be  accepted  as  full  time. 

.5,  Section  7  of  the  High  School  Law  provides  for  aid  to  be  given 
a  rural  High  School  with  fifteen  High  School  pupils  and  one  High 
School  teacher.  A  rural  High  School  is  cMie  located  in  a  High 
School  district  which  does  not  embrace  an  incorporated  town  or  city. 

6.  No  aid  shall  be  given  to  a  High  School  unless  the  common 
school  department  has  in  it  at  least  two  teachers  giving  full  time  to 
teaching  in  the  common  school  department.    In  no  case  will  a  High 
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khool  be  established  if  its  establishment  cripples  the  efficiency  of  the 
xmimon  school. 

7.  No  aid  shall  be  given  a  High  School  unless  all  the  teachers  in 
that  department  hold  first  grade  certificates  for  teaching. 

8.  High  Schools  receiving  aid  shall  continue  in  session  at  least 
thirty-two  weeks  in  each  scholastic  year:  Provided,  That  the  High 
School  Board  may  give  aid  to  a  school  running  as  long  as  twenty- 
eight  weeks  if  the  circumstances  justify  the  same. 

9.  In  each  and  every  year's  work  in  any  class  of  the  High  School 
at  least  four  separate  studies  must  be  offered.  No  recitation  periods 
of  less  time  than  thirty  minutes  will  be  accepted :  Provided,  That  a 
recitation  period  in  a  rural  school  may  be  as  short  as  twenty  minutes. 

10.  Nothing  less  than  the  course  of  study  adopted  by  the  State 
Board  of  Elducation  for  High  Schools,  or  its  equivalent,  will  be 
accepted  as  high-school  work.  The  High  School  course  of  study 
issued  by  the  State  Board  of  Education  may  be  used  without  follow- 
ing the  order  as  laid  down  in  that  course. 

11.  State  aid  will  not  be  given  toward  making  permanent  im- 
provements such  as  buildings,  seating,  heating  and  other  equipment. 

12.  State  aid  will  be  given  to  a  High  School  only  when  such  aid 
goes  towards  increasing  the  efficiency  of  the  school  beyond  what  it 
was  immediately  previous  to  receiving  the  first  appropriation.  No 
aid  will  be  given  to  a  High  School  if  such  aid  be  used  to  decrease 
the  amount  of  local  support  to  the  High  School  Department.  Im- 
provements such  as  increase  in  the  teaching  time  given  in  the  High 
School,  additional  courses  of  study,  lengthening  the  course  of  study 
and  increase  in  the  High  School  salaries,  will  count  as  increased 
efficiency. 

13.  No  aid  will  be  given  any  High  School  unless  said  High  School 
is  taught  in  a  safe  and  comfortable  building. 

14.  No  appropriation  to  any  High  School  shall  be  paid  tmtil  the 
school  has  been  visited  and  reported  on  favorably  by  an  inspector. 

15.  Not  more  than  half  of  the  estimated  appropriation  to  any  High 
School  shall  be  disbursed  at  the  beginning  of  the  session.  When  the 
final  disbursements  are  made  by  the  State  High  School  Board  the 
total  appropriations  to  each  school  shall  be  fixed  in  proportion  to 
the  total  number  of  accepted  High  Schools,  and  the  limits  fixed  by 
the  High  School  Law.

Dear  Sir :  I  beg  to  submit  herewith  my  report  of  the  Darlington 
County  Summer  School,  held  at  Hartsville,  beginning  August  loth 
and  lasting  till  August  22nd. 

There  were  thirty-four  enrolled,  of  whom  twenty  had  had  expe- 
rience in  teaching.  Twenty-two  took  the  examinations.  The  aver- 
age attendance  was  thirty. 
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Much  interest  was  manifested  in  the  school  thfoughout.  All  of 
the  teachers  with  one  or  two  exceptions  took  all  of  the  subjects 
taught.  The  only  regret  on  the  pa.rt  of  the  teachers  Was  that  it 
could  not  continue  four  weeks  instead  of  only  two. 

I  believe  that  much  good  was  accomplished  in  the  w^y  of  renewed 
interest  and  in  the  creation  of  higher  ideals. 

Miss  Bessie  Mosely  taught  Drawing ;  Miss  Mary  T.  Nance,  Peda- 
gogy and  Civics ;  S.  W.  Garrett,  Grammar,  Algebra  and  Arithmetic. 

Mrs.  J.  L.  Coker  contributed  much  to  our  school  by  her  frequent 
visits  and  helpful  talks.

Dear  Sir:  Herein  we  make  our  report  of  the  work  done  in  the 
Summer  School  just  closed  at  Lexington,  S.  C.  We  began  on 
August  loth,  with  the  following  schedule,  which  was  suggested  by 
yourseK : 

Pedagogy,  or  Principles  of  Teaching  were  taught  by  Prof.  E.  R, 
Aycock.  Algebra  and  Business  Methods  were  taught  by  Prof.  W. 
E.  Black.    Drawing,  by  Miss  Elizabeth  Dominick. 
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We  enrolled  forty  teachers,  both  experienced  and  inexperienced, 
«ne  of  whom  have  been  teaching  for  more  than  twenty  years. 
We  do  not  think  you  could  have  suggested  a  course  of  study  that 
le  teachers  needed  more.    They  worked  faithfully,  and  the  grade 
I  work  was  perhaps  better  than  was  ever  done  here  before. 
It  was  mutually  expressed  among  the  teachers  that  this  was  the 
est  Summer  School  that  was  ever  held  in  Lexington  County. 
In  all  the  departments  thorough  work  was  strongly  emphasized. 
Pedagogy,  or  Principles  of  Teaching,  was  strongly  emphasized. 
Thorndike's  Principles  of  Teaching  was  used  as  a  text-book. 
In  addition  to  this  book,  many  of  the  principal  problems  of  the 
tral  schools  were  fully  discusssed  and  much  good  resulted  there- 
bm.    The  instruction  was,  as  far  as  possible,  made  to  conform  to 
he  needs  of  rural  school  teachers  of  the  County. 

In  Civics,  Wallace's  Civil  Government  of  South  Carolina  and  of 
the  United  States  was  used  as  a  basis  of  the  work,  with  many  refer- 
ence books.  County  and  State  government  was  strongly  empha- 
sized in  the  beginning,  and  followed  by  discussions  of  the  civil  gov- 
ernment of  the  United  States.  The  work  of  United  States  govern- 
ment began  with  the  Articles  of  Confederation  and  covered  as  much 
as  our  limited  time  would  permit.  Special  attention  was  also  given 
to  current  events. 

In  Mathematics,  Wentworth's  New  School  Algebra  was  used  as 

a  text-book.     The  fundamental  principles  of  the  science,  factors,  and 

"the  attack  upon  the  problem"  constituted  the  body  of  the  work. 

The  general  importance  of  the  study  of  Algebra  from  the  teacher's 

standpoint  received  special  attention.    Since  almost  all  of  the  schools 

of  the  County  are  attempting  to  teach  Algebra,  and  many  teachers 

^ving  had  but  little  or  no  instruction  along  this  line,  we  recommend 

fat  this  study  be  continued  in  the  Summer  Schools  for  some  time 

to  come. 

The  County  Board  of  Education,  realizing  the  teachers'  great  need 

of  business  training,  added  the  adopted  course  of  Business  Methods. 

h  developed  during  the  school  that  this  was  a  wise  step  upon  the 

in  of  the  authorities. 

The  work  done  by  the  teachers  in  the  Drawing  Department  was 
a  high  degree  of  excellence.     The  class  seemed  thoroughly  inter- 
jested  in  the  work,  and  in  the  limited  time  they  made  marked  improve- 
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ment,  with  more  satisfactory  results  than  the  instructor  has  had  in 

any  previous  Institute.

Dear  Sir:  Pickens  County  Teachers'  Institute  opened  June  29 
and  closed  July  10,  1908.  Two  weeks  is  a  short  time  to  do  much 
thorough  and  effective  work ;  still,  I  feel  that  much  more  was  accom- 
plished than  one  could  expect.  This  is  due  mainly  to  the  fact  that 
a  large  majority  of  the  teacher-pupils  knew  what  their  difficulties 
were  and  came  ready  to  make  them  known.  Only  four  pupils  had 
never  attended  a  Summer  School  for  Teachers  before,  very  many  of 
the  teacher-pupils  had  attended  several  Summer  Schools.  Another 
feature  was  the  large  attendance  of  experienced  men  teachers.  The 
teacher-pupils,  with  very  few  exceptions,  voluntarily  took  the  entire 
course  of  study  offered,  and  really  did  excellent  work.  All  seemed 
to  regret  that  the  school  did  not  continue  for  two  weeks  longer. 

The  subjects  given  were  South  Carolina  Civics,  United  States 
History,  Algebra,  Pedagogy,  and  Drawing.  In  Civics,  especial 
attention  was  given  to  the  executive  and  judicial  functions  of  State 
government  and  election  machinery,  both  State  and  National.  In 
United  States  History,  the  formative  period  froni  the  Treaty  of 
Paris,  through  adoption  of  the  Constitution,  was  closely  studied. 
In  Algebra,  factoring,  fractions,  and  simple  equations  were  the  sub- 
jects of  study.  The  practical  application  of  Pedagogy  and  Round- 
Table  Talks  proved  very  beneficial  to  all.  The  Drawing  course  was 
limited  to  the  work  of  the  first  four  years  or  grades.  Unusual  inter- 
est was  manifested  in  this  subject.  Teachers  are  just  beginning  to 
realize  the  importance  of  Drawing  and  give  it  its  true  place  in  the 
course  of  study.

I  herewith  enclose  the  list  of  teachers  who  taught  in  the  Oconee 
County  Summer  School  during  the  summer  of  1908. 

Prof.  D.  F.  Nicholson  and  myself  divided  the  Mathematics  into 
Sections  L  and  11.  Section  I.  included  Arithmetic  and  Algebra, 
coTering  fractions  and  percentage  in  Arithmetic,  and  from  the  be- 
ginning through  factoring  in  Algebra.  Section  II.  covered  tibe  lat- 
ter part  of  Arithmetic,  banning  with  percentage,  through  book. 
while  Algebra  covered  factoring,  simultaneous  eqtiations,  etc.,  to 
quadratics. 

This  work  was  very  satisfactory  on  the  whole.  Some  young 
teacher-pupib  were  not  quite  up  to  standard. 

In  History,  the  CcAcmsA  Period,  Revdutionary  War,  War  of  1812, 
Civil  War,  up  to  the  present  period,  was  studied  with  a  view  to  the 
big  points,  and  carefully  presented  so  as  to  give  a  clear  grasp  of  the 
whole  historical  period  of  the  United  States  from  an  elementary 
standpoint. 

In  Geography,  the  outline  as  given  in  Frye's  Geography,  was  fol- 
b^ed.  Practical  suggestions  as  to  the  best  method  of  presenting 
Ae  subject  was  given.  Both  History  and  Greography  were  taught 
by  Mrs.  M.  E.  Brockman.  English  Grammar  and  Rhetoric  and 
Composition  were  taught  by  Prof.  J.  R.  Lyles. 

In  English  Grammar,  especial  attention  was  given  to  the  funda- 
mental principles.  The  instructor  used  every  means  possible  to 
make  the  course  thorough. 

Sykes*  Rhetoric  and  Composition  was  used.  Especial  attention 
being  given  to  reading  and  composition  work,  not  to  mention  close 
discriminations  in  rhetoric. 

The  Summer  School  in  every  particular  was  satisfactory,  the  en- 
rolment being  the  largest  of  iny  Summer  School  ever  held  in  the 

County. 

A  plan  is  now  on  foot  to  introduce  a  sort  of  home-study  normal 
course  for  the  teachers  in  the  County  who  wish  to  improve  them- 
selves. The  idea  advanced  in  presenting  this  course  of  study  is  to 
go  forward  and  prevent  old  teachers  from  covering  the  same  ground 
w  each  subject  every  summer.  The  Oconee  Summer  School  for 
Teachers  stands  for  pr(^ess.    I  am,

My  Dear  Sir :  Inclosed  herewith  you  will  find  my  report  for  the 
Orangeburg  County  Summer  Institute,  which  ended  June  26,  1908. 

I  think  the  instructors  and  teacher-students  will  agree  that  this 
has  been  one  of  the  most  successful  Sunmier  Schools  ever  held  in 
Orangeburg  Cotmty.  The  enrolment  was  larger  than  usual  and  the 
attendance  has  been  exceptionally  good  during  the  whole  two  weeks' 
session  of  the  school.  All  were  reluctant  to  see  the  school  close, 
and  many  expressed  regret  that  the  authorities  had  not  arranged 
for  a  four-weeks'  school  instead  of  two  weeks.  I  therefore  recom- 
mend that  if  the  money  next  year  is  found  to  be  adequate  that  the 
session  last  four  wedcs.  This  suggestion  is  based  on  the  fact  that 
the  greatest  interest  was  manifested  throughout,  and  there  were  a 
great  many  present  who  realized  that  two  weeks  more  would  have 
cotmted  much  for  their  success  next  year  as  teachers. 

Much  of  the  success  of  the  school  was  due  to  the  faithful  and  effi- 
cient work  of  Miss  M.  M.  Garlington,  who  taught  Augsburg's  sys- 
tem of  drawing.  She  gave  particular  attention  to  the  work  in  the 
primary  grades  and  her  whole  two  week's  work  was  up  to  a  very 
high  standard. 

Mr.  Crum  gave  courses  in  Civics  and  History,  while  the  Principal 
taught  Pedagogy  and  Algebra.

Reading  Circle  and  Libraries* 
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READING  CIRCLE  AND  LIBRARIES. 


The  first  Reading  Circle  Course  was  adopted  for  the  scholastic  yeai 
of  1905-1906.  The  foUowing  books  constitute  the  work  of  that 
year :  *The  Method  of  the  Recitation,"  McMurray ;  "The  Teaching 
of  English,"  Chubb;  "Last  of  the  Mohicans/'  Cooper;  "Southern 
Poets/'  Weber;  "Selections,"  Bryant. 

The  course  for  the  next  year  consisted  of  the  following:  "James' 
Talks  to  Teachers,"  "Mace's  Method  in  History,"  "How  to  Tell 
Stories  to  Children,"  "The  Little  School  Mistress." 

The  course  adopted  for  the  past  session  consisted  of  the  following 
books:  "Moran's  English  Government,"  "Kern's  Among  Country 
Schools,"  "Thomdike's  Principles  of  Teaching." 

Only  five  teachers  completed  the  work  during  1905- 1906.    This 
number  was  increased  during  the  next  year  to  seventeen.    Last  year 
this  number  had  grown  to  sixty.     Prospects  are  that  this  number 
will  be  increased  during  the  coming  session.    Thus  it  will  be  seen 
that  in  a  few  years  we  ought  to  have  several  hundred  teachers  pur- 
suing the  same  line  of  professional  reading.    This  ought  to  be  a 
source  of  inspiration,  not  only  to  individual  teachers,  but  to  teachers' 
associations,  institutes  and  summer  schools.    It  seems  to  me  that  it 
is  not  necessary  that  this  course  should  be  difficult,  or  that  a  large 
number  of  books  should  be  adopted.    It  is  necessary  to  select  books 
which  are  inspiring  and  helpful.    The  reading  of  one  book  usually 
calls  for  a  considerable  amount  of  parallel  reading.   I  believe  that 
three  books  constitute  a  good  course.    Some  of  the  States  have  only 
two.   The  following  circular  was  issued  in  regard  to  the  course  for 
1908-1909. 

To  Superintendents  and  Teachers. 

More  teachers  are  taking  the  Reading  Circle  Course  each  year. 
The  course  for  1908-1909  is  instructive,  interesting  and  helpful. 
The  State  Board  of  Education  selects  books  for  professkmal  read- 
ing, and  also  for  general  culture.  Any  teacher  who  hdds  a  first- 
grade  certificate  may  begin  the  1908-1909  course  at  any  time.  Said 
certificate  will  be  renewed  at  the  close  of  each  year's  w<M'k. .  When  a 
^ee  years'  course  is  finished,  a  tenvyear  State  Certificate,  signed  by 
the  Governor  and  State  Superintendent  of  Educaticm,  will  be 
awarded.    The  work  will  be  open  until  September  ist  of  each  year. 
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A  simple  examination  is  required  on  each  year's  work.    The  ques- 
tions will  be  sent  direct  to  the  teachers  upon  application.

COMMENCEMENT,  1908. 

The  Commencement  of  1907-08  began  Sunday,  June  7,  and  end© 
Wednesday,  June  10.  The  exercises  were  opened  Sunday  momini 
with  a  sermon  before  the  Young  Men's  Christian  Association,  deliv 
ered  in  the  First  Presbyterian  church,  by  the  Rev.  C.  E.  Burts,  pasta 
of  the  Baptist  church  of  Edgefield,  S.  C.  In  the  evening  the  Bacca 
laureate  sermon  was  preached  in  the  Trinity  Episcopal  church  by  th 
Rt.  Rev.  W.  A.  Guerry,  Bishop  of  South  Carolina. 

Monday  morning  the  venerable  Judge  J.  H.  Hudson  addressed  th 
graduates  in  law.  This  address  was  delivered  in  lieu  of  the  usua 
Moot  Court  in  consequence  of  the  recent  death  of  the  Dean  of  tk 
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Law  Schcx)!,  Dr.  Joseph-  Daniel  Pope.  Monday  evening  was  held 
the  annual  celebration  of  the  two  Literary  Societies,  J.  C.  Sheppard, 
Jr.,  of  Edgefield,  presiding  over  the  Euphradian  Society,  and  R.  M. 
Jeif ries,  of  Cherokee,  over  the  Clariosophic  Society. 

Tuesday  morning  the  exercises  of  Class  Day  were  held  by  the 
Graduating  Class.  At  this  meeting  a  .beautiful  silver  waiter  was 
presented  by  the  class  to  the  retiring  President  Sloan,  who  feelingly 
responded. 

Tuesday  evening  the  Alumni  reunion  was  held,  the  President  of 
the  Society  of  Alumni,  David  R.  Coker,  presiding. 

The  Junior  alumni  were  represented  by  Mr.  Harry  N.  Edmunds, 
of  Columbia  ('96),  who  spoke  on  "The  Need  and  End  of  Educated 
Citizenship."  The  Senior  alumni  (ante-bellum)  were  represented 
by  Rev.  Leonidas  Kennedy  Glasgow  ('57),  now  of  Davidson,  N.  C, 
who  gave  most  interesting  reminiscences  of  the  college  life  of  that 
day. 

In  conclusion,  by  request  of  the  presiding  officer.  President  Sloan 
introduced,  as  the  g^est  of  the  University,  Dr.  John  M.  McBryde, 
the  beloved  President  of  the  C6llege  and  University  from  1882  to 
1891 — ^more  recently  President  of  the  Virginia  Polytechnic  Institute. 
Dr.  McBryde  received  an  enthusiastic  reception,  and  responded  with 
an  appropriate  and  touching  address.

The  degree  of  Doctor  of  Divinity  (D.  D.)  was  conferred  upon  the 
Rev.  E.  O.  Watson,  of  South  Carolina. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  Commencement  exercises  a  most  impres^ 
sive  scene  was  the  presentation  of  a  handsome  loving  cup  to  Presi- 
dent Sloan  bv  a  few  of  his  former  students.  Governor  Ansel  intro- 
duced  Mr.  C.  C.  Wilson,  of  Columbia,  as  their  representative.  Mr, 
Wilson,  in  presenting  the  beautiful  cup,  spoke  as  follows: 

"President  Sloan :  It  is  my  privilege  to  represent  on  this  occasion 
a  small  group  of  engineers,  students  trained  by  you  in  mathematics, 
in  physics  and  in  mechanics,  in  expressing  to  you  our  esteem,  od 
admiration,  our  affection.  We  are  those  who  have  been  longest 
under  your  care  and  who  perhaps  came  in  closest  contact  with  yoa 
and  are,  therefore,  in  the  best  position  to  judge  of  the  transcendent 
value  of  your  services  to  our  State  in  your  connection  with  thi^ 
institution  for  nearly  thirty  years. 

"The  State  of  South  Carolina,  the  University,  the  thousands  d 
students  who  have  come  in  touch  with  you  here,  and  we  in  particulaiJ 
owe  you  a  debt  which  cannot  be  estimated ;  not  alone  for  the  infornhj 
ation  which  you  have  imparted,  nor  for  the  methods  of  study  and 
investigation  which  you  taught  us,  nor  for  the  system  of  cor^^ 
lation  and  application  of  facts  and  laws  in  which  you  have  trained 
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Jways  commanded  our  highest  admiration,  but,  above  all,  for  your 
loble  and  modest  life,  which  has  ever  been  and  is  a  source  of  inspi- 
•ation  to  us,  uplifting  and  gliding  us  through  the  intricacies  and  per- 
dexities  besetting  the  practice  of  our  most  difficult  profession. 

"This  expression,  Major  Sloan,  of  our  feeling  for  you  (suggested 
by  McKissick,  and  heartily  seconded  by  each  of  the  other  eleven, 
Anderson,  Cothran,  Dunn,  Edwards,  Hardin,  McBryde,  McLure, 
Pritchard,  Shand,  Whitner  and  myself)  is  of  necessity  wholly  inad- 
equate ;  but,  as  a  token  of  what  is  in  our  hearts,  too  deep  for  words, 
we  beg  you  to  accept  this  loving  cup,  and  may  you  drink  deep  from 
it  the  gratification  which  comes  from  the  completion  of  a  successful 
work  and  the  appreciation  of  those  for  whom  it  was  performed." 

The  cup  is  of  fine  grade  silver,  mounted  on  a  substantial  ebony 
base.    Beautifully  engraved  on  the  sides  of  the  cup  is  the  following : 

To 

MAJOR  BENJAMIN  SLOAN,  LL.  D., 

The  brave  and  gallant  Soldier, 

The  great  and  learned  Scholar, 

The  able  and  eminent  Engineer, 

The  honored  and  gracious  President, 

The  revered  and  beloved  Teacher, 

Whose  noble  life  and  lofty  character  are  constant  inspiration 

to  his  Engineering  Students. 

CHANGES  IN  THE  FACULTY. 

The  Board  regrets  to  record  the  death  of  Prof.  Joseph  Daniel 
Pope,  and  the  retirement  of  Professors  Benjamin  Sloan  and  Edward 
S.  Joynes.  The  death  of  Professor  Pope  occurred  on  the  21st  of 
March,  1908.  Only  two  days  before  his  death  he  had  met  his 
classes  as  usual,  and  literally  died  in  harness  at  the  advanced  age  of 
eighty-eight. 

The  eminent  services  of  Major  Sloan  and  Dr.  Jo3mes  were  recog- 
nized by  the  Carnegie  Board  for  the  Advancement  of  Teaching,  and 
although  State  institutions  do  not  enjoy  the  benefits  afforded  by  the 
funds  under  the  control  of  this  Board,  an  exception  was  made  in 
the  case  of  these  two  distinguished  teachers,  and  they  were  granted 
retiring  allowances  on  the  ground  of  their  eminent  services. 


The  following  resolutions  were  adopted  by  the  Board  at  its  meet- 
ing, June  9,  1908 : 

Joseph  Daniel  Pope. 

"An  inspiration  has  been  lost  to  the  young  men  of  South  Caro- 
lina— ^Joseph  Daniel  Pope,  the  Nestor  of  the  Bar  of  South  Carolina, 
and  one  of  Carolina's  highest  gentlemen,  is  dead. 

"His  long,  useful  and  honorable  life,  with  never  a  single  act  to 
mar  the  perfect  beauty  of  the  whole,  a  splendid  example  to  those 
who  knew  him,  and  a  pattern  for  those  who  are  to  follow  after  him. 

"His  bold  and  fearless  assertion  of  the  right,  yet  his  tenderness  to 
those  in  the  wrong,  noted  in  him  the  great  soul. 

"His  great  learning  in  the  law  made  him  the  effective  teacher. 
No  man  more  loved  a  good  and  noble  man,  and  none  more  cordially 
despised  and  loathed  a  mean  one. 

"His  affection  for  his  friends  and  his  students  could  have  been  no 
greater — his  whole  heart  was  theirs. 

"We  and  our  University  have  been  honored  by  our  association 
with  him — and  his  like  we  will  not  soon  know  again. 

"Resolved,  That  we  make  this  record  of  our  love  and  appreciation 
of  this  great,  good  man. 

"That  all  the  articles  concerning  him  published  in  the  public  prints 
at  the  time  of  the  celebration  of  the  Centennial  anniversary  of  South 
Carolina  College,  and  at  the  time  of  his  death,  be  gathered  and  suit- 
ably arranged  for  preservation  in  the  University  Library." 


Benjamin  Sloan. 

"Major  Benjamin  Sloan,  LL.  D.,  who  for  twenty-eight  years  has 
served  the  University  with  unfaltering  devotion  and  conspicuous 
ability,  first  as  professor  and  later  as  its  president,  having  formally 
notified  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  his  intention  to  retire  at  the  close 
of  the  session ; 

"Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Trustees  has  received  notice  of  the 
retirement  of  President  Benjamin  Sloan  with  profound  r^jet. 

*'Resolved,  That  in  the  retirement  of  President  Sloan  the  Univer- 
sity will  lose  an  able  administrator,  who  has  guided  its  destinies  for 
the  past  six  years  with  signal  success,  and  a  distinguished  educator. 
who  has  consecrated  the  best  years  of  a  noble  life  to  its  service. 
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''Resolved,  That  President  Sloan  will  carry  with  him,  in  his  volun- 
tary retirement,  the  gratitude  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  the  peo- 
ple of  the  State  as  well,  to' whom  he  is  endeared,  for  his  great  work 
in  the  cause  of  education,  and  in  inspiring  the  youth  of  the  State  with 
lofty  ideals  of  culture  and  duty,  and  they  wish  for  him  many  years 
of  usefulness  and  happiness." 


Edward  S.  Joynes.

"Edward  Southey  Joynes,  A.  B.,  A.  M.,  LL.  D.,  was  called  to  the 
Chair  of  Modem  Languages  and  English  in  this  institution  twenty- 
six  years  ago,  having  previously  filled  similar  chairs  in  other  like 
institutions  of  learning  for  a  period  quite  as  long.  And  so,  whilst 
yet  in  the  full  vigor  of  manhood,  he  came  to  us  a  ripe  scholar  and 
cultured  gentleman:  a  master  not  only  of  French,  German  and 
Spanish,  but  of  his  own  noble  mother  English  tongue :  in  every  way 
equipped  to  be  the  head  of  that  department.  Up  to  the  present  time 
of  his  voluntary  retirement  from  the  Chair  of  Modern  Languages — 
still  vigorous,  but  full  of  honors  and  of  years — ^he  has  most  nobly 
executed  the  trust  reposed  in  him.  At  all  times  he  ha^  been  a  tower 
of  strength  here,  not  only  in  the  classroom,  and  as  a  member  of  the 
faculty,  and  as  a  friend  and  counsellor  of  this  Board,  but — in  a 
broader  field — as  a  public  lecturer,  and  as  a  writer  of  text  books  of 
the  highest  standard:  using  his  facile,  graceful  pen,  too,  upon  all 
proper  occasions,  but  especially  when  the  welfare  of  this  institution 
was  at  stake;  and  whether  through  evil  report  or  good  report;  as 
witness  how,  when  its  other  friends  were  well  satisfied  to  let  the  Col- 
lege be,  he  contended  and  continued  to  contend  that  the  Centennial 
was  the  occasion  for  its  expansion  into  a  University :  for  an  organ- 
ization *on  the  most  liberal  basis,  and  aiming  to  do  the  largest  and 
best  work  in  education  that  time  and  place  and  conditions  make  pos- 
sible' :  His  own  words,  woven  into  its  charter  without  his  kndwledge 
or  consent.  Last,  but  not  least,  he  has  rendered  the  Board  invaluable 
service  in  suggesting  as  his  successor,  after  most  careful  deliberation, 
one  whom  he  feels  persuaded  is  well  qualified  to  take  up  the  burden 
which  he  himself  is  laying  aside  for  well  merited  and  honored  repose. 

"It  was  not  a  mere  empty  form  when  the  Board,  upon  accepting 
with  regret  Professor  Joynes'  resignation,  elected  him  Professor 
Emeritus  of  the  Chair  he  has  so  long  and  so  well  graced.  But  it  was 
meant,  as  is  this  tribute,  to  express  the  Board's  high  appreciation  of 


his  eminearit  service  to  this  institution,  and  through  her  to  her  mother, 
the  State  of  his  adoption. 

'''Let  this  tribute  be  spread  upon  the  minutes,  and  let  a  copy  be 
suitably  engrossed  and  presented  to  our  dear  Dr.  Joynes." 

Prof.  Andrew  C.  Moore,  Vice-President  and  Chairman  of  the 
faculty,  was  requested  to  act  as  President  until  the  election  of  a  suc- 
cessor to  President  Sloan.

Dean  Sir :  The  Board  of  Visitors  of  the  South  Carolina  Military 
Aademy  has  the  honor  to  submit  as  follows  its  axmual  report  for  the 
jFcar  ending  June  30,  1908. 

The  total  number  of  students  enrolled  for  the  year  was  169,  dis- 
tributed among  the  classes  as  follows :

In  the  Corps  of  the  present  year  there  two  new  Pay  Cadets  from 
Florida,  two  from  Georgia,  one  from  Iowa,  and  one  from  North 
Carolina. 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Visitors  in  June,  the  fol- 
lowing changes  were  made  in  the  Academic  Board:  Col.  Asburv 
Coward,  the  Superintendent,  after  a  long  and  honorable  ser\dce  of 
eighteen  years  at  the  head  of  the  institution,  resigned,  and  Major  0. 
J.  Bond,  of  the  Academic  Staff,  was  elected  as  his  successor.  Major 
Charles  Walker,  Professor  of  Chemistry,  and  Major  L.  L.  Dantzler, 
Professor  of  French  and  German,  also  resigned  to  take  up  work  at 
other  institutions,  and  their  successors  were  elected  at  a  subsequent 
meeting  of  the  Board  of  Visitors  on  August  4th,  at  which  time  two 
assistant  professors  from  the  class  which  had  graduated  in  June 
were  also  elected  to  the  Faculty  of  the  Academy.  The  detail  of 
Capt.  W.  H.  Simons,  Sixth  Infantry,  U.  S.  A.,  as  Military  Instructor 
and  Commandant  of  Cadets,  expired  subsequently  on  October  15, 
1908,  at  which  time  his  successor,  Lieut.  W.  St.  J.  Jervey,  Tenth 
Infantry,  U.  S.  A.,  relieved  him,  and  is  now  present  at  the  Academy 
in  the  discharge  of  his  official  duties.

12.  Is  the  efficiency  in  infantry  instruction  and  training  suffi- 
ciently advanced  to  warrant  devoting  time  to  instruction  in  artillery 
or  other  branches  ?    Yes. 

13.  Is  the  military  instruction  of  such  extent  and  thoroughness 
as  to  qualify  the  average  graduate  for  a  commission  as  a  lieutenant 
of  volunteers  ?  Yes.  All  graduates  would  make  most  efficient  vol- 
unteer officers.

They 
impressed  me  most  favorably  and  I  would  unhesitatingly  recom- 
mend them  one  and  all  for  appointment  as  second  lieutenants  in  the 
Army.

16.  Is  he  satisfactory  to  the  College  authorities?    Entirely  so. 

17.  Is  the  retired  non-commissioned  officer  on  duty  at  this  Insti- 
tution satisfactory?    None  on  duty  at  this  Institution. 

18.  Do  the  conditions  warrant  the  continuance  of  the  detail  of  an 
officer  as  professor  of  military  science  and  tactics  at  this  Institution? 
Yes. 

GENERAL  REMARKS. 

I  was  courteously  received  by  the  Superintendent  and  aflforded 
every  facility  for  making  the  inspection. 

The  Cadet  Corps  is  organized  as  a  battalion  of  three  companies, 
numbering  at  date  of  inspection  143  cadets;  126  cadets  (including 
two  on  guard)  were  present  at  the  inspection  and  seventeen  absent. 

The  large  number  of  absentees  was  due  to  a  recent  epidemic  at  the 
Academy,  fourteen  of  the  cadets  reported  absent  being  sick. 

There  is  no  Academy  band,  but  music  for  parades,  etc.,  is  fur- 
nished under  contract  by  a  local  band  one  afternoon  of  each  week. 

The  military  exercises  include  review,  inspection,  guard  mountings 
parade,  battalion  and  company  drills  in  close  and  extended  order, 
Butt's  rifle  drill,  bayonet  exercise,  and  setting-up  exercises. 

Full  dress  uniform  was  worn  at  all  ceremonies,  and  fatigue  or 
dress  uniform  at  drills  and  other  exercises.  The  uniforms  are  prac- 
tically identical  with  the  West  Point  uniform,  except  the  caps. 

The  review  and  other  ceremonies  were  exceedingly  well  executed. 
The  cadets  march  with  perfect  step  and  alignment  and  present  a 
smart  military  appearance  at  all  times. 

The  rifles,  with  three  exceptions,  were  in  excellent  condition  con- 
sidering the  length  of  time  they  have  been  in  use.  All  brasses  were 
well  polished  and  the  equipment  as  a  whole  was  in  excellent  condition, 

The  uniform,  including  collars,  gloves,  and  shoes,  were  exception- 
ally neat  and  clean.    The  fit  of  the  uniform  is  very  good,  indeed. 

The  close  and  extended  order  drill  by  company  and  battalion  were 
excellent  on  the  whole. 

The  battalion  was  conmianded  in  turn  by  Captain  Simons,  the 
military  instructor,  and  each  of  the  cadet  captains.  No  mistakes 
were  made  in  battalion  drill  until  the  junior  cadet  captain  took  com- 
mand, and  it  is  probable  that  the  mistakes  made  then  were  due  more 
to  nervousness  on  the  part  of  this  captain  and  one  or  two  of  the  lieu- 
tenants in  command  of  companies  than  to  ignorance  of  the  drill. 
The  same  cadet  captain  inverted  his  company  in  a  deployment  of  thf 
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battalion  into  line  of  squads  after  Captain  Simons  had  resumed 
command. 

In  the  company  drills  the  cadet  captains  and  lieutenants  command 
in  turn.  The  company  drills,  while  each  company  was  commanded 
by  its  captain,  were  almost  faultless.  A  few  mistakes  were  made  by 
Company  "C"  in  extended  order  drill  while  under  command  of  a 
lieutenant. 

Butt's  rifle  drill,  bayonet  exercise  and  setting-up  exercises  were 
excellent. 

The  cadet  barracks  were  inspected  and  found  to  be  clean  and 
orderly,  though  old  and  in  need  of  repair. 

The  drill  ground  is  too  small  for  forming  advances  or  rear  guard 
or  outposts,  or  for  extended  order  movements  other  than  drill  in 
forming  line  of  squads  and  skirmishes.  The  military  instructor, 
however,  reports  that  instruction  in  all  such  movements  was  given 
during  the  annual  practice  march  of  two  weeks,  from  April  ist 
to  14th. 

The  South  Carolina  Military  Academy  is  a  branch  of  the  Univer- 
sity of  South  Carolina  and  its  graduates  are  g^nted  degrees  of 
Bachelor  of  Science.  The  military  department  was  modeled  after 
the  United  States  Military  Academy,  and  closely  follows  its  methods 
in  ever)rthing  that  pertains  to  discipline  and  infantry  instruction. 

The  discipline  and  tone  of  the  Institution  are  superb  and  the  mili- 
tary instruction  is  thorough  and  comprehensive.  The  cadets  are 
well  set-up,  generally,  in  their  manner,  and  soldierly  in  their  bearing. 

Captain  Simons  deserves  the  greatest  credit  for  his  excellent  work 
at  the  South  Carolina  Military  Academy  during  the  past  four  years. 
It  is  most  unfortunate  that  the  expiration  of  this  detail  should  be 
coincident  with  the  retirement  of  the  present  Superintendent,  under 
whose  administration,  extending  over  many  years,  the  military 
department  of  that  Academy  has  maintained  such  a  high  standard.

This  high  endorsement  made  of  the  Academy  by  the  greatest 
military  authority  of  the  country  must  be  a  source  of  gratification  and 
pride  to  all  the  people  of  our  State.  It  is  no  small  distinction  that 
the  Citadel  ranks  among  the  eight  honor  schools  of  the  country,  one 
of  whose  graduates  annually  receives  a  commission  directly  in  the 
United  States  Army.  This  year.  Cadet  R.  H.  Willis,  within  a  few 
weeks  after  his  graduation,  was  commissioned  as  Second  Lieutenant 
in  the  Sixth  Infantry,  U.  S.  A. 

At  the  last  General  Assembly  an  appropriation  of  $30,000.00  was 
made  for  repairs  at  the  Academy,  principally  for  remodelling  the 
old  Guard  House  of  the  City  of  Charleston,  and  for  making 
improvements  in  the  main  building  and  wings  of  the  Citadel.  The 
full  amount  of  this  appropriation  was  expended,  and  the  new  build- 
ing, thoroughly  renovated  and  equipped,  has  added  largely  to  the 
capacity,  convenience,  and  usefulness  of  the  Academy.  This  build- 
ing has  given  room  for  a  much  larger  and  more  convenient  Mess  . 
Hall ;  a  well-equipped  kitchen ;  store-rooms  and  offices  for  the  quar- 
termaster's department ;  a  large,  well-lighted  drawing  department ;  a 
thoroughly  modem  hospital  with  every  facility  for  the  care  of  the 
sick;  and  four  suites  of  quarters  for  professors.  The  additional 
space  in  the  main  building  vacated  has  increased  the  capacity  for  the 
accommodation  of  students  from  175  to  230  or  more.  The  Associa- 
tion of  Graduates  of  the  Academy  subscribed  over  a  thousand  dol- 
lars for  the  equipment  of  the  Library  of  the  Academy,  which  now 
occupies  suitable  quarters  on  the  first  floor  of  the  main  building,  and 
is  a  valuable  addition  to  the  institution.

The  new  session  opened  in  October  with  over  200  students ;  but, 
owing  to  a  failure  of  a  number  of  the  recruits  to  pass  the  entrance 
examinations,  the  number  was  reduced  to  193.  This  is  an  increase 
of  more  than  14  per  cent,  over  the  attendance  last  year,  and  the 
present  corps  is  the  largest  in  the  history  of  the  institution. 

The  Board  of  Visitors  has  applied  to  the  Chief  of  Ordnance,  War 
Department,  for  a  new  issue  of  small  arms  and  two  field  pieces  for 
the  use  of  Cadets.  When  they  are  received,  the  present  equipment 
of  rifles  and  accoutrements  will  be  returned  to  the  Adjutant-General 
of  the  State,  from  whom  they  were  received,  in  exchange  for  arms 
which  had  been  received  by  the  Academy  from  the  Ordnance  Depart- 
ment, U.  S.  A.  In  returning  the  present  arms  to  the  State,  the 
Academy  should,  of  course,  receive  back  the  arms  which  they  had 
given  up  in  exchange,  and  for  which  it  is  responsible  to  the  War 
Department,  but,  owing  to  the  fact  that  these  arms  were  distributed 
among  the  militia  of  the  State  and  cannot  be  now  collected,  the 
Board  of  Visitors  has  had  to  settle  their  account  with  the  War 
Department  by  a  cash  payment  of  $381.40  before  the  new  arms 
desired  will  be  issued.  The  Board  will  ask  that  this  amount  be 
refunded  the  Academy,  as  it  is  a  liability  for  which  the  institution 
is  not  responsible. 

With  the  new  and  improved  buildings,  the  general  enlargement 
and  development  of  all  departments  of  the  Academy,  and  the 
increased  attendance  of  students  with  the  consequent  necessary 
increase  in  the  faculty,  the  expenses  of  running  the  institution  have 
proportionately  been  augmented.  These  expenses  have  always  been 
strictly  limited  to  bare  necessities,  and  in  many  cases  a  detrimental 
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curtailment  of  expenditures  had  been  forced  upon  the  authorities  of 
the  Academy  to  keep  within  the  bounds  of  its  income. 

The  salaries  of  the  professors  should  be  increased  to  place  them 
on  a  parity  with  those  of  other  State  institutions;  provision  should 
be  made  for  the  services  of  a  trained  nurse  in  the  hospital,  and  for 
a  Librarian,  and  for  other  urgent  needs  of  the  institution.  The 
additional  appropriation  needed  is  not  large,  but  it  is  necessary  for 
the  maintenance  of  tfie  institution. 

The  Board  of  Visitors,  at  its  meeting  in  June,  felt  compelled  to 
advance  the  fees  of  Pay  Cadets  who  come  from  outside  the  State 
from  $250.00  to  $300.00,  and  efforts  will  be  made  to  increase  this 
class  of  Pay  Cadets.  The  fees  for  Pay  Cadets  from  within  the  State 
remain  at  $250.00  per  annum,  the  State  appropriation  being  designed 
to  meet  the  cost  of  their  maintenance  above  this  amount.

HEALTH. 

The  health  of  the  Corps  has  been  unusually  good,  as  is  shown  by 
the  report  of  the  Surgeon.  The  recommendation  of  this  officer 
deserves  your  careful  consideration.  The  enlargement  of  our  quar- 
ters, and  the  plans  for  the  new  infirmary  g^ve  an  opportunity  for 
the  removal  of  one  of  the  most  serious  difficulties  I  have  had  to  deal 
with  throughout  my  administration  as  Superintendent,  and  I  trust 
that  the  Board  will  give  thoughtful  consideration  to  the  recommen- 
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dations  of  the  Surgeon  with  regard  to  a  matron  who  shall  be  a 
trained  nurse,  and  the  requirement  of  an  infirmary  fee  of  five  dollars 
a  year  per  Cadet.  The  former  would  secure  better  attention  to  the 
care  of  the  really  sick,  and  the  latter  would  largely,  if  not  entirely, 
make  the  infirmary  self-supporting. 

CONDITION  OF  THE  BUILDINGS. 

The  condition  of  the  buildings  has  been  fairly  good.  The  altera- 
tions in  the  water-closets  and  bath  room  have  worked  satisfactorily, 
and  the  expense  of  plumber's  work  and  renewal  of  fallen  plastering 
have  not  been  greater  than  the  average  of  former  years.  A  few 
minor  repairs  needed  in  class-rooms  and  dormitories  during  the  last 
five  months  have  been  omitted  in  view  of  the  radical  changes  to  be 
made  in  the  premises  during  the  ensuing  vacation. 

All  insurance  policies  will  expire  on  the  first  of  August.  It  will, 
therefore,  be  necessary  for  your  Board  to  make  some  provision  for 
their  renewal.  The  General  Assembly  appropriated  $1,267  ^^^  such 
purpose,  but  whether  or  not  this  includes  the  10  per  cent,  to  be  car- 
ried by  the  Sinking  Fund,  I  cannot  now  say.  At  any  rate,  some 
arrangement  must  be  had  with  the  City  authorities  in  reference  to 
the  policies  now  carried  on  the  Police  Station,  and  provision  made 
for  increased  protection  when  the  work  of  alteration  has  been 
completed.

ReCOM  MEN  DATIONS. 

(I) 

It  has  been  impressed  upon  my  mind  for  several  years  past  that 
the  class  sections  have  had  too  many  cadets  in  them  for  the  best 
work  to  be  done ;  now  that  the  Institution  is  increasing  in  its  num- 
bers, this  fact  is  becoming  more  and  more  punctuated ;  there  should 
be  at  least  two  assistants  for  the  Fourth  Qass  instructi<m.  I  would 
recommend  that  two  graduates  be  appointed  for  this  purpose,  and  to 
act  at  the  same  time  as  tactical  officers  in  promoting  the  good  disci- 
pline of  the  Corps. 
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(2) 

I  would  also  recommend  that  the  account  of  the  United  States 
Ordnance  Department  be  definitely  settled  before  the  next  session 
opens,  as  this  step  will  be  necessarily  preliminary  to  the  procure- 
ment of  a  new  issue  of  arms  and  equipments. 

(3) 
I  recommend  that  the  Superintendent  be  empowered  to  employ  a 
competent  stenographer  and  typewriter  to  assist  in  the  clerical  work 
of  the  Superintendent's  office,  and  at  the  same  time  to  act  as  Libra- 
rian for  the  Institution. 

(4) 
I  think  it  would  be  advisable  for  the  Board  to  express  itself  as  to 
the  authority  for  selecting  all  employees  of  the  Institution.  My  own 
opinion  is,  that  so  far  as  the  engineer,  the  laundress  and  the  house- 
keeper or  stewardess  are  concerned,  it  would  be  well  to  let  their 
engagement  be  by  the  Quartermaster,  with  the  approval  of  the 
Superintendent.  It  will,  therefore,  protect  the  Board  from  annoy- 
ances of  appeals  of  generally  a  trivial  character,  and  enable  the 
Quartermaster  to  fix  definitely  the  expenses  of  the  Institution,  and 
be  properly  respected  by  these  employees. 

(5) 

The  increase  in  the  expenses  of  running  the  Institution  which  I 
have  from  time  to  time  brought  to  your  attention,  is  being  empha- 
sized. I  consider  it  impossible  to  carry  on  the  Institution  without 
painful  economy,  and  even  parsimony,  at  the  present  scale  of  aca- 
demic fee.  The  cost,  per  Pay  Cadet,  should  be  not  less  than  $300.00 
a  year,  and,  in  addition  thereto,  there  should  be,  as  recommended  by 
the  Surgeon  of  the  Academy,  a  charge  of  $5.00  per  Cadet  per 
annum,  for  the  proper  maintenance  of  the  infirmary. 

And  now,  sir,  in  thus  closing  the  report  of  the  academic  affairs  of 
the  Institution,  in  view  of  my  retirement  from  its  active  affairs,  I 
beg  to  tender  to  the  Board  of  Visitors  my  sincere  appreciation  and 
thanks  for  the  kindness  and  consideration  that  they  have  always 
shown  me.  I  wish  to  assure  the  Board  that  while  I  do  retire  from 
the  active  affairs  of  our  alma  mater,  I  expect  to  remain  its  loyal 
supporter  to  the  end  of  life.  In  any  way  that  my  services  can  con- 
tribute to  the  welfare  of  the  Institution,  I  beg  that  the  Board  will 
feel  at  full  liberty  to  call  upon  me  for  such  services.

In  obedience  to  law,  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Clemson  Agri- 
cultural and  Mechanical  College  herewith  submit  this,  their  Nine- 
teenth Annual  Report;  and  to  this  report  is  attached  the  report  of 
the  President  of  the  College,  and  an  itemized  statement  of  the  Treas- 
urer of  the  College  of  receipts  and  disbursements,  as  well  as  reports 
of  all  of  the  several  departments  of  the  College. 

By  reference  to  the  Treasurer's  Report  it  will  be  seen  that  the  total 
amount  of  money  handled  by  the  College  during  the  current  year 
was  $225,984.35.  From  this  sum  should  be  deducted  all  of  the  ex- 
penditures ordered  by  legislative  enactment,  to-wit :

Sir :  I  have  the  honor  of  submitting  to  you  my  Annual  Report  of 
the  condition  of  Clemson  Agricultural  College,  for  the  year  ending 
June  30,  1908. 

Accompanying  this  report  are  documents  from  the  State  Chemist, 
Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Fertilizer  Control,  State  Veterinarian,  and 
the  Treasurer  of  the  College. 

THE   FACULTY   REPRESENTATION   ABROAD. 

The  members  of  the  Faculty  have  taken  active  part  in  public  mat- 
ters interesting  the  people  in  different  sections  of  the  country. 

Prof.  D.  W.  Daniel  is  a  member  of  the  State  Board  of  Education, 
and  a  member  of  the  Governor's  Staff.  He  has  also  taken  active 
part  in  the  transactions  of  the  State  Teachers'  Association,  and  Asso- 
ciation of  South  Carolina  Colleges,  and  he  is  Vice-President  of  the 
first  Association  and  a  member  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the 
latter  Association. 

Prof.  W.  S.  Morrison  has  attended  the  meetings  of  the  State 
Teachers'  Association  and  the  State  Sunday  School  Association. 
He  has  also  been  invited  to  write  and  has  prepared  a  valuable  his- 
torical chapter  for  the  work  now  being  published  by  the  Southern 
Historical  Association,  called  the  "South  in  the  Building  of  the 
Nation." 

Prof.  J.  N.  Harper  has  taken  active  part  in  the  affairs  of  the 
State  Agricultural  and  Mechanical  Society ;  in  National  societies  on 
Agricultural  subjects,  and  in  the  American  Association  of  Colleges 
and  Stations,  and  American  Society  of  Farmers'  Institute  Workers. 
Professor  Harper  is  also  a  member  of  the  Commission  appointed  by 
Legislature  to  judge  of  corn  contest  between  farmers  of  South  Caro- 
lina and  other  sections  of  the  country. 

Dr.  F.  H.  H.  Calhoun  has  given  valuable  assistance  to  the  United 
States  Geolc^cal  Survey,  in  contributing  field  work,  and  the  prepa- 
ration of  a  monograph  on' the  geology  of  a  portion  of  the  Western 
domain.  He  is  now  collecting  data  for  a  Geological  Folio  for  the 
United  States  Geological  Survey. 

Dr.  M.  Ray  Powers  has  attended  some  of  the  important  Associa- 
tions of  the  country,  composed  of  the  leading  Veterinarians,  and  has 
taken  an  active  interest  in  the  deliberations  of  these  bodies. 
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Prof.  W.  M.  Riggs  was  a  delegate  to  the  American  Association  of 
Colleges  and  Stations  which  met  during  the  year,  and  he  was  also  a 
member  of  the  Association  of  South  Carolina  Colleges,  and  in  both 
Associations  was  given  prominent  positions  in  the  discussions.  He 
is  also  one  of  the  Vice-Presidents  of  the  Southern  Intercollegiate 
Athletic  Association. 

Col.  M.  B.  Hardin  is  one  of  the  influential  members  of  the  Asso- 
ciation of  American  Official  Chemists  which  meets  in  Washington 
each  year. 

Prof.  Thos.  W.  Keitt  was  elected  to  the  Presidency  of  the  State 
Sunday  School  Association  last  year  and  filled  the  position  with 
honor  to  himself  and  reflected  credit  on  Clemson. 

Several  of  the  Faculty  are  members  of  the  South  Carolina  Audu- 
bon Society,  and  State  Teachers'  Association. 

MATRICULATION  AND  CLASSIFICATION   OF 

STUDENTS- 

The  total  enrollment  for  the  session  1907-08  was  690.  There 
were  more  applicants,  as  usual,  than  the  College  could  accommodate, 
and  we  were  compelled  to  turn  off  several  hundred.  Some  of  these 
were  not  prepared  for  College  work,  and  others  sent  their  names  in 
after  the  rolls  were  completed. 

The  institution  is  now  prepared  with  a  sufficient  number  of  rooms 
to  accommodate  700  cadets. 

The  health  of  the  cadets  was  very  good — but  little  sickness  pre- 
vailing among  them.  The  boys  missed  but  little  of  the  College 
work  on  account  of  sickness. 

The  690  students  who  matriculated  were  distributed  among  the 
classes  and  courses  as  follows:

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THE  ENTRANCE  REQUIREMENTS  AND  THE  HIGH 

SCHOOLS  OF  THE  STATE. 

It  is  unwise  for  a  College  to  raise  its  standard  too  much  above 
the  conditions  existing  in  the  schools  of  the  State.  There  should 
always  be  close  contact  between  the  Freshman  Class  of  the  College 
and  the  graduating  requirements  of  the  High  School,  and  one  should 
not  attempt  to  teach  the  subjects  which  properly  belong  to  the  other. 

When  Qemson  Agricultural  College  was  established  in  1890  there 
were  few  High  Schools  in  South  Carolina,  and  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees, very  wisely,  opened  a  Preparatory  Department  for  the  boys 
who  were  not  quite  ready  for  the  College  class.  By  that  step  many 
boys  were  able  to  go  through  College  who  would  have  been  debarred 
a  collegiate  education.  Since  the  General  Assembly,  however,  has 
passed  a  law  and  appropriated  large  sums  of  money  for  the  building 
of  High  Schools  throughout  the  State,  Qemson  Agricultural  Col- 
lege authorities  should  not  allow  the  Preparatory  Class  to  enter  in 
any  manner  as  a  competitor  for  the  boys  living  within  reach  of  the 
High  Schools.  The  Trustees  of  the  College,  therefore,  several  years 
ago  passed  the  following  resolution : 

"No  boy  shall  be  allowed  to  enter  the  Sub-Freshman  Class  unless 
the  President  shall  conclude  that  said  boy  has  not  had  sufficient 
school  facilities  to  prepare  him  for  a  higher  class." 

In  the  President's  office  is  filed  a  list  of  one  hundred  and  one 
High  Schools  located  in  South  Carolina,  furnished  the  College  by 
Prof.  William  H.  Hand,  the  State  Agent,  who  has  accomplished  so 
much  of  lasting  value  to  the  educational  interests  of  the  State.  The 
applicants  for  entrance  to  Clemson  College  who  were  unable  to 
enter  the  Freshman  Qass  have  been  refused  admission  to  the  Pre- 
paratory Class,  if  it  was  known  that  they  were  near  any  of  these 
High  Schools. 

THE  BOARD  AND  CARE  OF  CADETS. 

The  increased  cost  of  living  and  high  price  of  the  necessary  arti- 
cles of  food,  compelled  the  Board  of  Trustees  to  raise  the  price  of 
board  one  dollar  per  month.  The  additional  cost  to  each  cadet, 
therefore,  during  the  session  1908-09  will  be  for  the  year  $9.00, 
making  the  entire  cost,  including  tuition,  as  follows :

The  money  placed  in  the  Treasury  for  the  support  of  the  cadets 
is  spent  entirely  for  that  purpose,  and  no  part  of  it  is  used 
for  paying  salaries  of  professors  or  expenses  of  College  work 
in  any  direction  outside  of  the  care  and  maintenance  of  Bar- 
racks, Mess  Hall  and  Hospital.  The  balance  left  at  the  end  of  the 
year  is  added  to  the  deposit  made  by  cadets  at  beginning  of  new 
session. 

In  the  addition  of  the  Barracks  No.  3  this  last  year,  the  authorities 
were  enabled  to  increase  the  number  of  students  to  700,  without  di- 
minishing the  fine  condition  of  sanitation  which  has  existed  so  long 
at  Qemson  College.  Not  more  than  two  boys  are  allowed  to  live 
in  one  room.  The  Commandant  has  been  able  to  keep  the  buildings 
in  clean  and  comfortable  condition  under  the  excellent  management 
of  Sergeant  Alvin  Arndt.  This  officer  has  had  full  charge  of  all 
property  in  the  barracks,  and  the  management  of  the  servants  whose 
duty  it  is  to  keep  these  buildings  clean.  He  has  kept  a  firm  hold  on 
all  these  interests,  and  the  results  have  been  entirely  satisfactory. 
One  hundred  new  white  enameled  iron  bedsteads  were  purchased 
during  the  year,  and  a  thorough  overhauling  of  all  the  bedroom  sets 
has  been  carefully  attended  to  by  Sergeant  Arndt. 

THE  WORK  OF  COLLEGE  FOR  THE  PEOPLE. 

SEPARATION  OF  EXPERIMENT  STATION  FROM  THE 

COLLEGE. 

At  the  March  meeting,  1908,  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  it  was  or- 
dered that  the  State  Experiment  Station  be  separated  from  all  Col- 
lege connection  after  July  I,  1908,  and  that  the  Station  should  be 
manned  by  experts  for  conducting  original  researches  in  behalf  of 
the  farmers  of  South  Carolina. 

Under  this  law  of  the  Trustees  the  Station  has  been  entirely  sepa- 
rated from  the  College  and  has  been  placed  under  the  direction  of 
Prof.  J.  N.  Harper,  with  a  strong  corps  of  experts  to  assist  him  in 
search  of  new  knowledge  concerning  Agriculture. 
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FERTILIZER  CONTROL. 

Attached  to  this  report  is  an  account  of  the  inspection  of  fertilizers 
submitted  by  the  Secretary,  Mr.  H.  M.  Stackhouse,  of  the  Board  of 
Fertilizer  Control.  This  paper  is  full  and  gives  explicit  informa- 
tion concerning  this  important  work  of  the  College. 

The  interests  have  been  faithfully  and  ably  managed  by  Mr. 
Stackhouse  and  his  assistants.

STATE  CHEMICAL  WORK. 

Prof.  M.  B.  Hardin,  State  Chemist,  has  made  a  detailed  state- 
ment of  the  analytical  work  performed  by  his  Department  during 
the  past  year.  This  report  will  be  found  in  another  part  of  this 
document,  and  special  attention  is  called  to  the  large  amount  of 
chemical  work  performed  by  this  Department  for  the  benefit  of  the 
people. 

STATE  ENTOMOLOGICAL  INSPECTION. 

Nothing  more  than  the  routine  work  of  the  inspection  was  made. 
Prof.  Charles  E.  Chambliss  having  resigned  to  accept  a  similar  posi- 
tion with  the  Government  in  Washington,  made  no  report  of  his 
work,  and  consequently,  no  account  of  that  work  is  embodied  in 
this  report.  A  State  Entomologist  has  been  elected  and  he  has 
recently  taken  charge  of  the  duties  of  the  position. 

DEPARTMENTS  OF  THE  COLLEGE. 
Agricultural  Department. 

Prof.  D.  N.  Barrow,  Director,  reports  the  following  concerning 
this  important  division  of  Qemson  College : 

1st.    College  Work. 

There  has  been  a  steady  increase  in  the  number  of  young  men  who 
have  sought  for  the  education  offered  by  this  Department.  Two 
hundred  and  sixty-two  pursued  courses  of  work  last  session,  38 
more  than  were  enrolled  during  session  1906-07. 

2nd.     Farmers'  Institute  Work. 

The  Farmers'  Institute  Work  was  carefully  looked  after  during 
the  year,  and  many  farmers  attended  the  meetings.  Col.  J.  S. 
Newman,  the  veteran  agriculturist,  who  has  spent  so  msLti^  years  in 
the  service  of  the  Southern  farmer,  assisted  the  Director  in  a  number 
of  the  Institutes.    The  States  of  Georgia,  Mississippi,  and  Virginia 
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have  adopted  the  method  of  car  service  which  has  proven  so  helpful 
in  South  Carolina. 

There  have  been  important  changes  in  the  personnel  of  this  De- 
partment, due  to  the  transferring  of  the  following  officials  to  posi- 
tions in  the  Agricultural  Experiment  Station  after  its  separation 
from  the  College,  viz. : 

Station  Officials. 

J.  N.  Harper,  Director. 

C.  C.  Newman,  Horticulturist  and  Plant  Breeder. 
H.  W.  Barre,  Plant  Pathologist. 

A.  F.  Conradi,  Entomologist. 

Enoch  Barrett,  Veterinary  Surgeou  and  Animal  Husbandman. 
To  fill  the  corresponding  positions  in  the  Department  of  Agricul- 
ture, the  following  were  elected  by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  viz. : 

D.  N.  Barrow,  Director.  This  gentleman  comes  to  the  Collie 
with  considerable  experience  in  the  study  and  practice  of  Agricul- 
ture, and,  being  a  Southern  man,  is  thoroughly  conversant  with  the 
farming  conditions  existing  in  the  State.  For  several  years  he 
filled  an  important  position  in  the  United  States  Department  of  Ag- 
riculture in  charge  of  demonstration  work  on  the  farms  in  the 
South,  and  associated  with  Dr.  Knapp,  he  has  accomplished  much  of 
value  for  the  benefit  of  the  farmers. 

A  suitable  man  for  the  chair  of  Horticulture  has  not  yet  been  se- 
cured. 

C.  H.  Shattuck  was  elected  to  fill  the  Chair  of  Botany  and  Fores- 
try. He  comes  to  Clemson  College  from  Washborne  College,  hav- 
ing recently  completed  his  work  in  the  University  of  Chicago  for 
degree  of  Doctor  of  Philosophy,  his  major  subject  being  Botany. 
Dr.  Shattuck  has  had  considerable  experience  as  a  teacher,  and  his 
work,  therefore,  in  the  Department  will  be  appreciated  by  his 
students. 

The  Chair  of  Entomology  has  not  yet  been  filled. 

R.  O.  Feeley,  the  Assistant  Veterinarian,  is  a  graduate  of  the 
New  York  Veterinary  College,  and  he  will  assist  Dr.  M.  Ray  Powers 
in  the  veterinary  inspection  of  the  State  and  in  the  work  of  lowering 
the  cattle  quarantine  line  in  the  eradication  of  the  cattle  tick. 

F.  J.  Coder,  a  graduate  of  Clemson  College,  has  been  made  As- 
sistant Horticulturist  and  he  has  entered  upon  the  work  with  zeal 
?ind  energy,  and  his  love  for  plants  will  make  him  a  valuable  officer 
of  the  Department. 
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Prof.  C.  L.  Newman,  who  occupied  the  Chair  of  Associate  Pro- 
fessor of  Agriculture,  resigned  at  the  close  of  the  year  to  accept  the 
position  of  Director  of  the  State  Experiment  Station  of  North 
Carolina. 

J.  M.  Burgess  was  promoted  to  the  Chair  of  Assistant  Professor 
of  Agriculture  in  the  special  direction  of  Animal  Industry  and  Dairy- 
ing. 

Chemical  Department. 

In  another  part  of  this  document  will  be  found  a  full  report  from 
Col.  M.  B.  Hardin,  State  Chemist,  of  the  work  accomplished  for  the 
people  in  the  analysis  of  fertilizers,  water,  ores,  minerals  and  rocks, 
and  the  work  done  for  the  State  Geological  Survey.  All  of  this 
chemical  work  is  of  great  importance  to  the  people,  and  the  chemists 
under  Col.  Hardin's  direction  have  performed  their  duties  faithfully 
and  accurately,  and  much  credit  is  due  to  them  for  this  valuable 
service  to  the  people. 

In  the  prosecution  of  the  College  work  in  the  Department  the 
usual  efficiency  has  been  exhibited  by  the  officials.  There  have  been 
some  changes  made  in  the  personnel,  due  to  the  death  of  Professor 
Shiver  and  the  separation  of  the  Agricultural  Experiment  Station 
from  the  College.  To  fill  the  vacancies  thus  made,  Dr.  R.  A.  Hall 
was  appointed  Assistant  Professor  of  Chemistry,  and  L.  O.  Watson, 
a  recent  graduate  of  Qemson,  Assistant  Chemist.  Mr.  T.  E.  Keitt 
was  transferred  to  the  Station  in  charge  of  the  chemical  work,  with  a 
laboratory  in  the  Agricultural  Hall. 

Dr.  Hall  is  a  native  of  North  Carolina,  and  a  graduate  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  Chicago,  in  which  institution  he  was  an  assistant  while 
pursuing  courses  of  study  for  Ph.  D.  degree.  Mr.  Watson  is  a  grad- 
uate of  Clemson  College  in  June,  1908. 

The  death  of  Prof.  F.  S.  Shiver,  November  3,  1907,  severed  from 
the  College  an  officer  who  had  served  the  institution  faithfully  and 
well  almost  from  its  foundation.  He  was  deeply  interested  in 
Chemical  Science  and  contributed  valuable  bulletins  to  the  Experi- 
ment Station  series. 

Mechanical  Department. 

During  the  past  session  instruction  was  given  in  this  Department 
to  413  students.  These  boys  pursued  courses  of  work  in  mechanical 
and  freehand  drawing,  wood  and  forge  work,  and  rural  architecture. 
Foundry,  Pattern-making,  Physics,  Electrical  and  Mechanical  Engi- 
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neering,  Machine  Shop  Work,  and  Machine  Designing  and  Mechan- 
ism. 

The  Department  has  contributed  liberally  to  the  various  College 
courses  mentioned  in  the  catalogue,  since  the  subjects  mentioned 
above  form  an  important  part  of  a  complete  education. 

The  total  number  of  students  taking  courses  in  Mechanical  and 
Electrical  Engineering  was  220. 

The  teaching  force  of  the  Mechanical  Department  Consists  of  a 
Director,  three  Associate  Professors,  five  Assistant  Professors,  four 
Instructors,  or  a  total  of  thirteen  men.  No  changes  have  taken 
place  in  the  staflF  during  the  year. 

On  account  of  the  increase  in  the  number  of  students  admitted  to 
the  institution  last  session,  it  became  necessary  to  enlarge  the  Forge 
Shop  and  make  additions  to  the  equipment  in  the  Drawing  Division. 
This  was  accomplished  by  an  outlay  of  $1,861.94. 

Director  Riggs  reports  to  me  a  satisfactory  condition  in  the  De- 
partment over  which  he  so  ably  presides,  but  makes  an  earnest  ap- 
j)cal  for  additional  equipment  to  enable  him  and  his  colleagues  to 
keep  up  with  the  progress  of  engineering  science.  The  graduates  in 
Mechanical  and  Electrical  Engineering  are  creditably  filling  respon- 
sible places  in  many  sections  of  the  country. 

Textile  Department. 

One  of  the  important  features  in  this  Department  was  introduced 
at  the  beginning  of  last  session,  and  consisted  in  a  course  of  instruc- 
tions on  Cotton  Grading.  Clemson  Agricultural  College  is  the 
FIRST  institution  in  the  United  States  to  incorporate  into  its  sched- 
ule a  Cotton  Grading  Course.  There  were  fifty-one  students  en- 
rolled in  this  work — seven  special  students  and  forty-four  members 
of  the  Senior  Class  pursuing  Agricultural  studies.  One  of  the  grad- 
uates gave  instructions  in  Cotton  Grading  at  the  Farmers*  Union 
Cotton  Grading  School  at  Florence  during  a  portion  of  July,  1908. 
Other  colleges  in  the  South  have  followed  Clemson's  lead  in  cotton 
grading  work. 

The  policy  of  the  Department  is  to  educate  young  men  to  fill  re- 
sponsible positions  in  the  Cotton  Mills  of  the  State,  since  the  per- 
manent prosperity  and  development  of  the  textile  industry  must  de- 
pend upon  this  policy.  The  importance  of  manufacturing  better 
quality  of  cotton  goods,  and  to  dye  and  finish  the  products  of  the 
mills  instead  of  having  such  work  done  elsewhere,  are  part  of  the 
instruction  of  this  Department. 
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The  Director  states  that  the  mills  in  South  Carolina  are  behind 
those  in  Georgia  and  North  Carolina  in  the  matter  of  dyeing  their 
products.  This  work  is  new  to  the  manufacturers  of  the  Southern 
States,  and  a  great  work  is  being  performed  for  them  by  Clemson 
College  in  teaching  the  young  men  how  to  manufacture  and  use  col- 
oring matter,  and  thus  make  them  so  familiar  with  the  handling  of 
dyes  they  will  be  able  to  demonstrate  to  the  mill  officials  that  it  will 
pay  well  to  do  their  own  coloring.  The  Director,  Prof.  Doggett,  has 
had  more  experience  on  a  large  scale  in  coloring  than  any  other  in- 
structor in  any  of  the  textile  schools  of  the  country,  and  his  work, 
therefore,  at  Clemson  College,  will  be  of  great  value  to  the  cotton 
manufacturers.  This  fact  is  being  shown  by  the  demand  on  his  time 
by  the  mills  for  important  information  and  help. 

The  Director  of  this  Department,  Prof.  C.  S.  Doggett,  has  also 
charge  of  classes  in  German.  The  Juniors  and  Seniors  of  the  Agri- 
cultural courses  have  studied  this  subject  under  him  during  the 
year,  and  he  reports  fair  work.  Prof.  Doggett  is  also  in  charge 
of  the  mailing  of  the  Popular  Bulletins,  and  is  a  member  of  the 
Faculty  Committee  on  Popular  Bulletins. 

Academic  Department. 

The  gentlemen  of  the  Faculty  having  charge  of  the  work  in  this 
Department,  report  good  results  from  their  teaching.  Having  in 
charge  all  the  students  of  the  College,  their  duties  are  heavy  and 
important.  In  this  Department  the  fundamental  subjects  of  educa- 
tion are  taught,  and  it  is  manned  by  fourteen  earnest,  faithful  in- 
structors who  have  not  spared  themselves  in  imparting  to  the  stu- 
dents under  their  charge  the  best  information  at  their  command. 
Some  members  of  this  Faculty  spend  the  summer  months  at  Cor- 
nell, Chicago  University  and  other  leading  institutions  of  the  .coun- 
try in  special  courses  of  study  and  advanced  preparation  in  the  sub- 
jects of  the  chairs  they  occupy  at  Clemson  College. 

In  the  death  of  P.  T.  Brodie,  Professor  of  Mathematics  and  Civil 
Engineering,  the  Department  and  Clemson  College  lost  a  valuable 
man.  Professor  Brodie  died  December  30,  1907,  after  a  long  illness. 
He  struggled  heroically  against  the  ravages  of  disease,  attending  to 
his  college  work  even  a  short  time  before  he  died.  To  him  must  be 
given  the  credit  of  introducing  into  Clemson  College  the  Civil  En- 
gineering Course.  He  strived  earnestly  to  make  this  work  occupy 
the  position  to  which  it  was  entitled,  even  against  much  difficulty 
and  serious  discouragement.     He  lived  to  see,  however,  his  efforts

crowned  with  gratifying  success.  The  Chair  of  Civil  Engineering 
and  Applied  Mathematics  was  separated  from  Mathematics  and  Mr. 
Hale  Houston  was  elected  to  the  full  professorship  in  charge  of  this 
work  in  the  College. 

Prof.  S.  M.  Martin,  the  Associate  Professor  of  Mathematics,  was 
promoted  by  the  Trustees  to  fill  the  Chair  of  Mathematics  vacated 
by  Professor  Brodie's  death,  and  Profs.  A.  G.  Shanklin,  J.  E.  Hunter, 
B.  H.  Johnstone  and  Andrew  Bramlett  were  promoted  in  the  order 
named  to  fill  the  other  Chairs  of  Mathematics. 

Mr.  A.  G.  Holmes  was  promoted  from  the  Preparatory  Depart- 
ment to  the  new  Chair  of  Assistant  Professor  of  History  in  the 
College.  , 

Preparatory  Department. 

The  work  of  this  Department  was  placed  by  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
at  a  recent  meeting,  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  L.  A.  Sease,  who 
holds  the  rank  of  Assistant  Professor.  Professor  Sease  has  entered 
his  work  with  an  equipment  due  to  a  number  of  years  of  experience 
as  a  teacher,  and  with  administrative  training  resulting  from  a  long 
service  as  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

This  Department  will  be  continued,  as  in  the  past,  an  adjunct  to 
the  College  to  prepare  boys  for  the  College  classes  who  come  from 
those  sections  of  the  State  where  High  Schools  are  not  available. 
The  Preparatory  Class  is  being  gradually  reduced  as  the  number  of 
High  Schools  increase. 

The  class  numbered  eighteen  less  than  the  year  before,  although 
the  College  received  thirty-two  more  boys  on  the  rolls  for  1907-08 
than  in  1906-07. 

Military  Department  and  Discipline. 

The  discipline  of  the  College  and  the  management  of  the  Military 
Department  have  been  good  and  satisfactory,  under  the  able  and  effi- 
cient control  of  the  Commandant,  Capt.  J.  C.  Minus. 

The  Discipline  Committee  have  finally  settled  the  question  of  just 
and  firm  discipline  at  Clemson  College  by  the  wise  treatment  of  the 
cases  brought  before  it  by  the  Commandant. 

Treasury  Division. 

Dr.  P.  H.  E.  Sloan,  who  has  filled  the  position  of  Treasurer  and 
Secretary  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  since  the  College  was  first  estab- 
lished, has  given  the  College  faithful  service  and  has  been  seldom 
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absent  from  his  duties.  Because  of  the  large  sums  of  money  he  has 
handled,  and  the  numerous  channels  through  which  it  has  been 
spent  by  the  authority  of  the  Trustees,  his  work  has  not  only  been 
trying,  but,  at  times,  very  difficult  with  weighty  responsibility. 

The  Treasurer  has  been  well  supported  by  the  Bookkeepers, 
Messrs.  Tucker  and  Evans.  Mr.  W.  C.  Tucker  was  promoted  to 
the  Bookkeeper's  position  after  the  death  of  Mr.  B.  C.  Hard ;  and  Mr. 
S.  W.  Evans  was  elected  to  fill  the  position  of  Assistant  Bookkeeper. 

The  College  lost  a  valuable  and  faithful  officer  in  the  death  of  Mr. 
B.  C.  Hard,  March  8,  1908. 

At  the  end  of  this  report  and  in  appendix,  a  detailed  statement  of 
receipts  and  expenditures  of  all  money  handled  by  the  Treasurer  for 
the  College  is  submitted. 

In  accordance  with  the  State  law,  requiring  a  complete  list  of 
cadets  to  be  reported  to  the  General  Assembly  each  year,  giving  the 
names  of  the  students,  with  postoffice  addresses)  and  stating  who  are 
paying  tuition,  receiving  free  tuition,  or  beneficiaries,  there  is  sub- 
mitted herewith  a  roll  carrying  this  information :

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Library  and  Its  Condition. 

This  important  division  of  the  College  is  steadily  growing  into  a 
valuable  adjunct  to  the  education  of  the  students.  There  are  now 
in  the  Library  28,837  bound  volumes,  which  have  been  carefully 
catalogued  under  the  Dewey  System  by  Miss  Emma  C.  Wells  and 
Miss  K.  B.  Trescott,  the  Librarian.  The  bound  volumes  added  to 
the  Library  during  the  year  number  946. 

The  Library  is  used  every  day  by  a  large  proportion  of  the  stu- 
dents, who  are  reading  the  best  literature  of  the  times.  The  teachers 
are  so  directing  their  instruction  that  the  boys  are  being  encouraged 
to  read  the  best  books,  and  the  Library  is  crowded  with  the  students 
during  the  hours  when  other  duties  of  the  institution  do  not  absorb 
their  attention. 

The  Librarian  is  deeply  interested  in  the  division  of  the  Library 
devoted  to  historical  works  on  South  Carolina.  Some  very  valuable 
books  have  been  added  to  this  collection  through  donation  and  pur- 
chase. 

Miss  Trescott  has  given  valuable  and  faithful  service  to  the  Col- 
lege, and  I  desire  to  commend  her  earnestness  and  zeal  in  the  per- 
formance of  the  duties  committed  to  her  charge. 

Farm  Division. 

This  interest  of  the  College  is  for  the  purpose  of  supplying  food 
tor  the  stock,  horses,  mules  and  hogs.  The  Farmer,  Mr.  J.  P.  Lewis, 
who  has  charge  of  the  farm,  has  also  ccwitrol  and  directicMi  of  the 
thirty-three  (ten  are  on  the  Branch  Station  at  Summerville)  convicts 
furnished  the  College  by  State  law.  These  prisoners  are  utilized  in 
cultivating  the  lands  of  the  farm,  hauling  the  coal  from  the  depot, 
one  mile  distant,  and  doing  all  the  grading  and  other  like  work  on 
roads,  campus,  and  on  farm;  and  this  farm  work  and  the  manage- 
ment of  the  convicts  is  successfully  and  properly  carried  on,  and  the 
convicts  are  humanely  treated  and  well  cared  for.  The  farm  man- 
agement is  one  of  the  branches  of  the  College  work  in  which  the 
College  feels  a  just  pride. 

Heat,  Light  and  Water  Supply,  and  Sanitary  Condition. 

Under  the  management  of  Director  W.  M.  Riggs,  this  interest, 
wihch  consists  of  the  entire  generating  and  transmitting  power 
of  the  College,  has  given  to  the  people  satisfaction  and  ccmifort. 
The  value  of  this  important  property,  exclusive  of  the  heating  and 
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lighting  equipments  inside  the  various  buildings,  is  $56,063.73.  The 
internal  properties,  in  the  shape  of  heating  and  lighting  equipments 
of  the  various  buildings  served  from  the  Central  Power  Station, 
would  add  about  $20,000.00  to  this  amount,  making  a  total  valua- 
tion of  over  $76,000.00. 

The  cost  of  operating  this  division  during  the  year  was  $13,635.10. 
Of  this  amount,  $573.94  was  put  into  permanent  improvements,  and 
the  balance  represents  coal,  labor,  supplies,  repairs  and  extensions. 

The  houses  of  the  professors  and  officers  are  supplied  with  water 
and  electric  lights  from  the  College  plant,  for  which  a  proper  charge 
is  made. 

The  efficiency  in  the  running  of  the  heating  and  lighting  machinery 
and  equipment  has  been  largely  due  to  the  faithful  service  of  the 
Engineers  and  other  workers  under  the  careful  watch  and  direction 
of  Prof.  Riggs. 

Coast  Experiment  Station. 

The  State  law  requires  the  College  to  conduct  agricultural  experi- 
ments at  some  place  contiguous  to  the  coast  and  for  benefit  of  the 
farmers  living  in  that  section  of  South  Carolina.  For  several  years 
these  experiments  were  conducted  near  the  City  of  Charleston,  on  a 
small  body  of  land.  Last  year,  however,  the  Southern  Railway 
Company  donated  to  the  State  300  acres  of  land  within  two  miles  of 
SummerviUe  for  the  purposes  of  an  Agricultural  Experiment  Sta- 
tion, under  the  control  and  direction  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of 
Clemson  Agricultural  College.  This  land  is  now  under  process  of 
preparation  and  about  one-fourth  of  it  has  been  under-drained  in  ac- 
cordance with  a  carefully  prepared  plan  submitted  by  the  United 
States  Department  of  Agriculture.  Houses  are  being  erected,  and 
the  property  in  all  respects  placed  in  first-class  condition  for  con- 
ducting high-grade  experiments  in  agriculture. 

College  Corporation  and  Municipality. 

The  Clemson  Agricultural  College  is  incorporated  by  the  laws  of 
the  State,  "and  a  municipal  corporation  is  thereby  created,  and  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  Clemson  College  and  their  successors  in  office 
shall  have  perpetual  control  and  direct  the  affairs  of  said  corporation. 
The  said  Board  shall  recommend  a  suitable  person  as  Police  Magis- 
trate, who  shall  be  commissioned  by  the  Governor,  and  who  shall 
exercise  all  the  powers  of  a  Magistrate  and  of  a  City  Recprder  in 
punishing  offenses  against  the  law.'' 
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Under  the  above  provisions  of  the  law  the  College  is  organized  on 
a  plan  similar  to  that  of  a  town,  and  good  order  is  maintained 
throughout  the  limits  of  the  corporation. 

During  the  year  the  Governor  appointed  a  Constable,  at  the 
request  of  the  Trustees,  to  assist  the  Magistrate  in  preventing  the 
illegal  introduction  of  intoxicants  within  tlhe  precincts  of  the 
College. 

Good  order  has  prevailed  throughout  the  year,  with  the  exception 
of  a  few  petty  violations  of  law. 

Judge  J.  N.  Hook,  the  Magistrate,  and  the  officials  under  him, 
have  been  faithful  in  discharging  the  duties  committed  to  their 
charge.

Sir:  I  respectfully  submit  the  following  report  of  the  work  on 
commercial  fertilizers,  waters,  etc.,  done  for  the  Board  of  Fertilizer 
Control  during  the  year  ending  June  30,  1908:

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In  this  table,  as  in  the  preceding  ones,  the  ammonia  yielded  by 
the  nitrogen  in  fertilizers  is  given  instead  of  the  nitrogen  itself,  as 
in  the  trade  goods  are  still  bought  and  sold  on  the  ammonia  basis.

ORES,  MINERALS  AND  ROCKS. 

Analyses  or  assays  have  been  made  of  twenty  specimens,  but 
quite  a  number  of  samples  have  been  tested  to  determine  mineral 
species  or  kind  of  rock. 

ANALYSES  FOR  THE  STATE  GEOLOGIST. 

Six  analyses  and  seven  specific  gravity  determinations  have  been 
made  for  the  State  Geologist.  These  examinations  were  made  as 
provided  for  in  paragraph  14,  Section  i.  Act  of  the  General 
Assembly  No.  605,  approved  February  22,  1902. 

DISTRIBUTION   OF  THE  WORK. 

Fertilizers  were  analyzed  by  Messrs.  B.  F.  Robertson,  J.  H. 
Mitchell,  T.  E.  Keitt,  and  C.  V.  Cornell. 

The  analyses  for  the  State  Geologist  were  made  by  Mr.  Robertson, 
assisted  by  Mr.  Mitchell.  Mr.  D.  H.  Henry,  in  addition  to  his  duties 
as  Assistant  Professor,  made  the  analyses  of  waters  and  the  assays 
of  ores. 

Dr.  R.  N.  Brackett,  Associate  Professor,  made  all  the  mineral  de- 
terminations and  gave  much  valuable  assistance  in  the  duties  of  the 
office. 

Acknowledgments  are  due  to  these  gentlemen  for  the  faithful  dis- 
charge of  their  duties  and  the  service  they  have  rendered  the 
Department.

Report  of  State  Veterinarian, 


Clemson  College,  S.  C,  July  2,  1908. 
To  the  Veterinary  Inspection  Committee,  Board  of  Trtistees,  Clem- 
son Agricultural  College. 

Gentlemen :  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of 
the  State  Veterinarian  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1908. 

Requests  for  investigation  of  outbreaks  of  infectious  and  con- 
tagious diseases  of  animals  have  been  more  numerous  than  in  several 
years.  This  is  due  to  a  better  understanding  of  the  duties  of  this 
office  and  a  greater  prevalence  of  contagious  diseases  among  our 
live  stock. 

Careful  investigation  of  these  outbreaks  among  our  animals  shows 
the  need  of  a  law  prohibiting  the  importation  of  diseased  live  stock, 
as  most  outbreaks  of  contagious  diseases  are  directly  traced  to  ship- 
ments of  diseased  animals  from  other  States.  Many  of  these  animal 
diseases  are  communicable  (and  often  fatal)  to  man,  and  every  pre- 
caution should  be  taken  to  prevent  their  introduction  into  this  State. 

A  statement  of  the  investigations  made  during  the  past  year,  and 
a  report  of  the  work  accomplished  in  eradicating  the  cattle  tick,  is 
given  below. 

GLANDERS. 

The  majority  of  outbreaks  of  glanders  investigated  by  this  office 
during  the  past  few  years  have  been  traced  directly  to  the  importation 
of  diseased  animals  from  other  States.  This  disease  is  fatal  and 
also  communicable  to  man,  therefore  steps  should  be  taken  to  pre- 
vent its  introduction  into  this  State. 

Glanders  was  reported  in  Hampton,  Kershaw,  Lancaster,  New- 
berry, Spartanburg,  Sumter  and  Anderson  Counties,  but  upon  inves- 
tigation this  disease  was  not  found  in  every  instance. 

In  Hampton  County,  glanders  developed  in  a  horse  that  was 
shipped  from  the  West.  It  was  learned  that  this  horse  was  shipped 
in  the  same  car  with  the  horses  and  mules  which  developed  the  disease 
at  Gifford,  S.  C,  two  months  before.  Four  other  horses  were  in 
this  stable,  but  the  disease  was  diagnosed  in  time  and  proper  meas- 
ures adopted  to  prevent  infection  of  these  animals. 

A  more  serious  outbreak  occurred  in  Kershaw  County,  where  the 
disease  first  appeared  in  a  dealer's  stable.  Seven  animals  died 
between  January  i  and  May  22,  1908,  at  which  date  the  disease  was 
first  reported.     At  the  time  of  investigation  there  were  eight  animals 
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on  the  premises,  and  three  of  these  were  at  once  destroyed  by  the 
owner,  as  they  were  in  advanced  stages  of  the  disease.  The  prem- 
ises were  thoroughly  disinfected,  and  the  remaining  animals  tested, 
but  none  of  these  reacted.  It  was  impossible  to  trace  this  disease, 
but  it  was  suspected  than  an  animal  purchased  from  a  dealer  in 
Kershaw,  S.  C,  brought  the  disease  to  the  premises.  Subsequent 
investigation  established  the  fact  that  animals  in  the  stables  at  Ker- 
shaw have  been  affected  with  glanders,  and,  as  exposed  animals  have 
been  traded  in  the  surrounding  counties,  further  outbreaks  of  glan- 
ders will  undoubtedly  occur.  Every  effort  was  made  to  trace  all 
animals  from  these  stables,  but  the  results  were  unsatisfactory  owing 
to  the  fact  that  a  complete  record  of  sales  and  exchanges  had  not  been 
kept  by  the  dealers.  Two  diseased  animals  were  traced,  however, 
one  to  Lancaster  County,  and  the  other  to  the  southeastern  portion 
of  Kershaw  County.  Both  of  these  animals  were  destroyed  and 
proper  precautions  taken  to  prevent  further  spread  of  the  disease 
from  these  premises,  but  the  disease  will  probably  occur  again  in 
this  county,  as  many  animals  were  lost  and  many  exposed  to  the 
disease  before  the  outbreak  was  reported. 

Dealers  at  Kershaw  state  that  this  disease  first  appeared  in  a 
carload  of  animals  received  from  St.  Louis  in  September,  1907.  All 
exposed  horses  have  been  tested  and  suspicious  cases  placed  in  quar- 
antine. Disinfection  has  been  carefully  attended  to  in  every  in- 
stance, but  the  disease  is  liable  to  again  appear,  as  many  animals 
throughout  the  county  have  undoubtedly  already  been  exposed  to  the 
disease. 

This  disease  also  appeared  in  Sumter  County,  and  although  every 
effort  was  made,  it  was  impossible  to  discover  where  the  disease  was 
contracted.  It  is  possible,  however,  that  this  horse  may  have  been 
in  contact  with  the  animals  destroyed  in  Sumter  during  1907.  This 
horse  was  tested  and  destroyed.  The  stable  was  thoroughly  disin- 
fected, and  a  portion  which  could  not  be  disinfected,  was  torn  down 
and  burned. 

As  to  the  other  reports  of  glanders,  the  suspected  animals  proved 
to  be  affected  with  nasal  tumors,  distemper,  nasal  catarrh,  etc. 

HOG  CHOLERA. 

Outbreaks  of  hog  cholera  occurred  in  Greenville  and  Spartanburg 
Counties,  and  in  both  instances  the  disease  was  traced  to  imported 
hogs. 
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In  Greenville  County  thirty-seven  hogs  died  before  the  outbreak 
was  reported.  Treatment  was  recommended  for  the  sick  animals 
and  the  premises  were  quarantined  and  disinfected.  Spread  of  the 
disease  was  thus  prevented,  and,  although  sixty  hogs  were  exposed, 
only  three  died.  The  outbreak  in  Spartanburg  County  occurred  at 
the  slaughter  pens  in  the  City  of  Spartanburg,  and  many  hogs  died 
before  the  disease  was  reported.  Investigation  was  difficult,  owing 
to  local  conditions,  which  prevented  the  proper  officials  frcmi  learning 
of  the  arrival  of  sick  hogs  at  the  slaughter  pens.  This  outbreak  was 
confined  to  the  slaughter  pens,  and  no  further  spread  of  the  disease 
has  been  reported. 

TUBERCULOSIS. 

Two  herds,  containing  eighty-five  cattle,  were  tested  with  tuber- 
culin, and  two  cows  were  found  affected  with  tuberculosis. 

There  is  undoubtedly  a  much  smaller  percentage  of  tubercular 
cattle  in  .this  State  than  in  many  others,  but  this  disease  will  spread 
rapidly  unless  measures  are  adopted  to  prevent  the  importation -of 
diseased  cattle.  Tuberculosis  is  widespread  in  the  North  and  West, 
and  the  cattle  owners  are  attempting  to  free  their  herds  by  disposal 
of  all  animals  which  react  to  the  tuberculin  test.  As  this  test 
reveals  the  presence  of  the  disease  before  physical  symptoms  appear, 
many  unscrupulous  stock-owners  sell  their  diseased  but  apparently 
healthy  animals  to  unsuspecting  persons  who  desire  to  improve  their 
herds.  Stock-owners  throughout  this  State  are  now  importing  ani- 
mals for  breeding  purposes,  and  unless  active  measures  are  taken 
to  prevent  the  introduction  of  diseased  cattle,  our  cattle  and  hogs 
will  soon  be  as  badly  affected  as  the  herds  in  many  Northern  States. 
Milk  from  tubercular  cattle  is  a  source  of  tuberculosis,  especially  in 
children,  and  the  importation  of  these  unhealthy  animals  should  be 
prevented. 

HEMORRHAGIC  SEPTICEMIA. 

This  disease  appeared  in  Darlington  and  Oconee  Counties.  In 
Darlington  County  six  apparently  healthy  cattle  died  within  two 
days.  There  were  forty-five  cattle  on  the  plantation,  but  the  affected 
animals  were  not  kept  in  the  pasture  with  the  main  herd.  The 
spread  of  the  disease  was  prevented  by  the  isolation  of  all  exposed 
animals  and  the  abandonment  of  the  pasture.  The  outbreak  in 
Oconee  County  occurred  in  a  herd  of  yearlings  on  the  College  farm. 
These  were  in  a  separate  pasture  from  the  herd,  and  precautions  were 
taken  to  prevent  spread  of  the  disease.     Of  the  twelve  cattle  exposed 
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to  the  disease,  eight  died  within  the  first  six  days,  but  the  remainder 
recovered  with  proper  treatment. 

This  disease  is  caused  by  a  germ,  but  it  is  impossible  to  state  how 
this  is  carried  or  how  it  -enters  the  animal's  body.  It  is  believed, 
however,  that  the  germ  enters  through  the  mucous  membrane  of  the 
digestive  or  respiratory  tract.  It  was  impossible  to  learn  where 
these  outbreaks  originated,  as  there  was  no  history  of  previous  out- 
breaks in  these  neighborhoods. 

RABIES. 

Several  outbreaks  of  this  disease  have  occurred  throughout  the 
State  during  the  past  year,  but  only  one  request  for  investigation  was 
received  by  this  office.  This  outbreak  occurred  in  Spartanburg 
County,  where  four  cows  died  from  the  disease.  These  cows  were 
driven  to  and  from  the  pasture  by  a  shepherd  dog  which  exhibited 
peculiar  symptoms  and  suddenly  disappeared  about  two  weeks  before 
the  first  cow  was  affected.  The  owner  remembered  that  this  dog 
had  had  a  fight  with  a  strange  dog  some  time  before,  and  it  is  prob- 
able that  this  strange  dog  was  rabid.  The  cows  developed  the  disease 
from  the  bite  of  this  or  some  other  rabid  dog. 

BLACK  LEG — SYMPTOMATIC  ANTHRAX. 

This  disease  was  reported  in  the  northern  pottion  of  Greenville 
County,  and  upon  investigation  it  was  learned  that  this  disease  has 
been  prevalent  in  that  section  for  several  years.  In  the  outbreak 
investigated  by  this  office  the  disease  appeared  on  adjoining  farms 
and  in  pastures  which  were  on  the  same  stream.  Five  had  died,  and 
sixteen  head  of  young  stock  had  been  exposed  to  infection  at  time  of 
investigation.  All  the  young  stock  on  these  farms  were  vaccinated 
to  prevent  further  spread  of  the  disease,  and  the  owners  were 
instructed  as  to  the  nature  of  the  disease  and  methods  of  controlling 
same.  The  owners  have  since  reported  that  no  deaths  occurred 
since  the  vaccination. 

LOSS  OF  GOATS  FROM  THE  *'GAD  FLY"   (oESTRUS  OVIS). 

During  the  past  year  this  parasite  caused  the  loss  of  sixty  goats  on 
one  plantation  in  Newberry  County.  The  owner  states  that  the 
symptoms  exhibited  were  loss  of  appetite,  nervousness  and  discharge 
from  the  ears.  A  few  hours  before  death  the  animals  fell  to  the 
ground  and  appeared  in  severe  pain  until  their  death. 
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At  the  time  of  the  investigation  there  were  three  dead  animals  in 
the  pasture.  A  careful  examination  of  these  carcasses  showed  that 
death  was  caused  by  the  larvae  of  the  *'gad  fly**  {oestrus  ovis)  which 
were  found  in  the  nasal  sinuses  and  in  one  instance  had  pierced  the 
bone  and  reached  the  brain. 

The  "gad  fly'*  deposits  the  grub  on  the  nostrils,  and  it  then  works 
its  way  up  into  the  nostrils,  where  it  remains  for  about  ten  months. 
Wh^n  fully  matured,  it  is  expelled  by  sneezing,  and  again  develops 
into  the  mature  fly.  These  larvae  cause  inflammation  of  the  sur- 
rounding tissues  and  death  often  results  from  congestion  of  the 
meninges  of  the  brain.  Treatment  is  not  satisfactory,  but  the  condi- 
tion can  be  prevented  by  proper  precautions.  Losses  of  goats  show- 
ing similar  symptoms  have  also  been  reported  in  Kershaw  and 
Greenwood  Counties,  but  it  was  impossible  to  investigate,  as  all  sick 
animals  died  before  the  outbreaks  were  reported. 

STOMACH    WORM   DISEASE. 

During  the  past  year  these  parasites  have  not  caused  as  severe 
losses  among  sheep  and  young  cattle  as  in  the  previous  year.  This 
was  undoubtedly  due  to  the  fact  that  the  season  was  not  as  wet  as 
the  summer  and  fall  of  1906,  and  the  development  of  the  parasite 
was  consequently  retarded. 

Severe  losses  fropi  this  disease  have  been  reported  in  many  other 
States,  and  this  parasite  seems  to  be  scattered  over  wide  areas.  The 
coal  tar  creosote  treatment,  which  was  considered  very  successful, 
does  not  give  satisfactory  results.  So  far  as  known  there  is  no 
remedy  that  will  prove  effective  against  these  parasites. 

Experiments  have  been  conducted  by  the  Veterinary  Division 
with  a  view  of  eradicating  the  parasite  from  infested  pastures,  and 
the  results  will  soon  be  published. 

TEXAS  FEVER. 

Texas  fever  has  been  reported  in  Dorchester,  Florence,  Anderson, 
Greenville,  Spartanburg  and  Pickens  Counties.  In  Dorchester 
County,  there  were  six  dead,  three  sick  and  sixty  exposed  at  the 
time  of  investigation;  and  in  Florence  County,  three  dead  and  fifty 
exposed.  The  outbreaks  in  Greenville,  Spartanburg  and  Pickens 
Counties  were  not  investigated  by  this  office,  but  were  investigated 
by  veterinarians  in  the  employ  of  the  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry 
who  are  now  engaged  in  tick  eradication  work  in  this  State.     In 
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every  instance  the  development  of  the  disease  was  due  to  the  fact 
that  ticks  were  brought  into  pastures  containing  cattle  that  had 
never  carried  fever  ticks.  These  cattle,  being  non-immune,  are  very 
susceptible  to  the  disease,  and  die  within  a  short  time  after  ticks 
reach  their  bodies. 

The  public  is  beginning  to  realize  the  necessity  of  eradicating  the 
fever  tick,  and  many  requests  concerning  methods  of  eradication  are 
received  by  this  office. 

TICK  ERADICATION. 

During  the  past  year  very  satisfactory  results  have  been  obtained 
in  tick  eradication  work  now  being  conducted  in  Oconee,  Pickens, 
Greenville,  and  Anderson  Counties.  Since  July  i,  1907,  nearly 
45,000  head  of  cattle  have  been  inspected,  and  less  than  12  per  cent, 
of  these  were  infested  with  the  fever  tick.  These  were  quarantined 
on  about  650  premises  and  the  owners  have  been  given  all  possible 
assistance  in  the  work  of  eradicating  the  ticks.  All  quarantined 
premises  are  visited  at  least  once  every  three  weeks,  and  these 
premises  are  now  being  released  from  quarantine  as  fast  as  they  be- 
come free  from  ticks. 

The  work  in  Spartanburg  County  had  to  be  neglected,  owing  to 
the  withdrawal  of  several  agents  of  the  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry, 
but  the  work  already  accomplished  will  greatly  assist  in  freeing 
this  county  during  the  coming  summer.  As  a  result  of  last  sum- 
mer's work  the  Federal  Government  has  placed  Oconee,  Pickens, 
Greenville  and  Anderson  Counties  in  provisional  quarantine.  This 
gives  cattle  owners  the  opportunity  of  shipping  cattle  to  any 
portion  of  the  United  States  after  inspection  by  a  Federal  in- 
spector, and  these  counties  are  also  protected  by  this  order  from 
cattle  from  other  quarantined  States.  Unless  prevented  by  some 
unforeseen  difficulty  these  counties  will  be  free  from  ticks  and 
above  the  Federal  quarantine  line  by  January  i,  1908. 

The  results  of  the  work  and  a  complete  description  of  the  methods 
employed  have  been  published  in  Bulletin  No.  4,  Vol.  III.  of  The 
Clemson  Agricultural  College  Extension  Work. 

Tick  eradication  work  will  be  extended  into  eight  new  counties, 
making  a  total  of  twelve  counties,  this  year,  namely :  Greenwood, 
Abbeville,  Laurens,  Union,  Chester,  York,  Cherokee,  and  the  south- 
em  portion  of  Spartanburg  County. 

The  following  local  inspectors  are  now  employed  by  the  State: 
W.  F.  Gaillard,  Anderson ;  G.  T.  Mauldin,  Pickens ;  W.  M.  Brock- 
man,  Greenville ;  and  M.  M.  Hall,  Anderson. 
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The  local  inspectors  now  in  the  employ  of  the  United  States 
Bureau  of  Animal  Industry  are  H.  W.  Moore,  Seneca,  and  H.  B. 
Underwood,  Easley.  The  following  local  inspectors  have  also  been 
appointed  by  the  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry  and  will  begin  work 
July  1st :  Robt.  L.  Cunningham,  Chester ;  John  D.  Lanford,  York- 
ville;  David  E.  Holcombe,  Yorkville;  William  A.  O'Bryant,  Gaflf- 
ney;  William  A.  Payne,  Union;  Dolphus  A.  Collins,  Jonesvillc; 
George  C.  McEachem,  Laurens;  C.  C.  Myers,  Abbeville;  J.  T. 
Fowler,  Greenwood;  Stuart  W.  Richardson,  Abbeville;  Theron  T. 
Earle,  Spartanburg;  Chas.  M.  Quillian,  Spartanburg;  James  H. 
Williams,  Laurens. 

Drs.  W.  A.  Myers  and  E.  M.  Nighbert,  veterinary  inspectors  in 
the  employ  of  the  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry,  have  also  been  trans- 
ferred to  this  State. 

CORRESPONDENCE. 

The  correspondence  has  nearly  doubled  during  the  past  year. 
Tick  eradication  work  necessitates  the  publishing  of  circular  letters 
and  newspaper  articles,  as  well  as  the  writing  of  many  letters  to  indi- 
viduals explaining  the  work  and  methods  of  tick  eradication  most 
applicable  to  the  different  premises.  The  increasing  number  of 
inquiries  received  concerning  non-contagious  diseases  of  live  stock 
indicates  an  appreciation  of  services  rendered  by  this  ofHce,  as  well 
as  a  growth  of  the  live  stock  industry  of  the  State. 

The  increased  force  of  inspectors  and  the  extension  of  tick  eradi- 
cation work  will  greatly  add  to  the  clerical  work  for  the  coming  year.

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Annual  Report  of  Board  of  Fertilizer  Control. 


Hon,  IV.  D,  Evans,  Chairman  of  Board, 

Dear  Sir :  I  respectfully  submit  the  following  report  of  the  work 
of  this  Department  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1908. 

The  total  fertilizer  trade,  as  indicated  by  the  sale  of  tags  the  past 
season,  was  for  680,573  tons,  exceeding  that  of  previous  year  by 
49,520  tons,  while  we  refunded  to  the  manufacturers  and  dealers 
$5,049.73  for  unused  tags  returned  us  at  close  of  the  fiscal  year. 
Although  this  tonnage  was  greater  than  any  former  year,  the 
activity  of  the  inspection  force  has  pushed  the  inspection  into 
ever}'    hamlet    and    cross-road    where    commercial    fertilizers    are 

found,  and,  in  numerous  instances,  sending  the  inspectors  out  to  the 
farms,  taking  samples  from  the  hands  of  the  farmers  themselves  and 
having  them  subjected  to  chemical  analysis.  For  this  work,  eleven 
inspectors  were  employed,  constantly  on  daty  canvassing  their 
respective  territories  during  the  period  of  active  movement  of  fer- 
tilizers from  factories  to  the  farms,  vigilant  to  see  that  all  fertilizers 
were  properly  branded  with  the  name  and  guarantee  of  the  manufac- 
turers, as  the  law  requires,  and  exercising  great  care  to  insure  accu- 
racy of  sampling  every  grade  found  on  the  market.  In  only  a  few 
instances  has  the  law  been  found  violated,  and  an  inspection  of  our 
analyses  as  compiled  in  Bulletin  No.  138,  showing  the  guarantees  of 
the  manufacturers  and  the  manner  in  which  they  have  met  them,  will 
show  how  well  this  large  fertilizer  trade  has  stood  the  test.  These 
analyses  were  also  published  in  twenty-two  weekly  bulletins,  during 
the  months  of  January,  February,  March,  April  and  May,  and  sent 
out  rapidly  as  made,  so  as  to  place  them  in  the  hands  of  farmers 
while  fertilizers  were  being  sola. 

The  following  table  shows  the  work  of  this  year,  compared  with 
corresponding  figures  for  the  year  previous,  and  are  further  detailed 
and  classified  in  full  report  of  Col.  M.  B.  Hardin,  Chief  Chemist:

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Treasurer's  Report. 


To  the  Finance  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

Gentlemen :  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  my  annual  and 
itemized  report  of  the  finances  of  the  Clemson  Agricultural  Col- 
lege for  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1908. 

You  will  observe  from  this  report  that  the  actual  receipts  of  the 
College  from  all  sources,  including  $15,000  from  the  United  States 
Government — the  Morrill  and  Nelson  Funds — were  $201,477.75.  A 
cash  balance  of  $24,506.60  was  brought  forward  from  the  fiscal  year 
ended  June  30,  1907,  to  be  used  for  current  expenses  of  the  College 
from  June  30  to  December  31,  1907,  as  the  income  from  the  inspec- 
tion and  analysis  tag  tax  amounts  to  very  little  during  this  period 
of  the  year.  This  made  a  total  of  $225,984.35  handled  by  the  Col- 
lege during  the  year.  Of  this  amount  $56,366.12  was  expended  by 
order  of  the  General  Assembly  of  South  Carolina,  for  State  work 
performed  by  the  College;  $38,621.83  was  expended  for  permanent 
improvements  to  the  College  property;  $111,221.24  was  expended 
for  the  actual  running  expenses  of  the  College,  leaving  a  cash  balance 
of  $19,775.16  for  current  expenses  of  the  College  from  June  30  to 
December  31,  1908. 

Your  attention  is  also  invited  to  the  revenue  from  "Various  Depart- 
ment Product  Sales,  $4,329.55."  This  item  is  not  in  reality  a  source 
of  revenue  and  should  not  appear  as  an  income  for  the  College. 
The  same  can  be  said  of  "Refund  Calhoun  Monument  Commission, 
$12.50."  "Norris  Medal,  $45."  These  apparent  incomes  are  only 
moneys  refunded  to  the  College  for  which  the  College  has  already 
paid  and  are  in  no  sense  an  income  as  a  source  of  revenue,  as  no  profit 
whatever  is  derived  from  these  sources. 

During  the  year,  six  hundred  and  ninety  South  Carolina  boys 
received  instruction  in  the  Clemson  Agricultural  College.  Add 
the  cost  of  the  beneficiary  scholarships,  $14,408.44,  to  the  expenses 
of  the  College  proper,  $111,221,24,  making  a  total  of  $125,629.68, 
which  shows  a  cost  to  the  State  per  student  of  $182.08. 

In  conclusion,  I  will  say  that  I  have  closely  followed  the  instruc- 
tions of  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  no  moneys  have  been  paid  out 
except  by  direct  appropriations  from  them.

Dear  Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of 
Winthrop  Normal  and  Industrial  College  for  the  scholastic  year, 
July  I,  1907,  to  July  I,  1908,  as  required  by  law: 

The  College  made  marked  progress  during  the  year,  educationally, 
materially,  and  in  all  of  its  interests. 

The  new  students  admitted  were  older  and  better  prepared  in 
scholarship  for  college  work  and  the  work,  therefore,  was  more 
satisfactory  and  difficulties  of  discipline  were  reduced  to  a  minimum. 
Of  the  985  applicants  for  admission  only  499  were  admitted.  Of  the 
students  admitted,  56  passed  the  entrance  examination.  The  remain- 
ing students  of  the  499  enrolled  were  continued  from  last  year  or 
admitted  from  accredited  schools.  A  gratifying  feature  of  the  enrol- 
ment was  the  large  percentage  of  old  students,  but  this  large  enrol- 
ment of  old  students  limited  the  number  of  new  students  admitted 
because  of  the  lack  of  sufficient  dormitory  room  for  all,  and  the 
graduating  class  three  years  from  now  will  be  reduced  in  conse- 
quence. Of  the  new  students  admitted  only  nine  were  under  six- 
teen years  of  age,  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  students  may  be 
admitted  at  fifteen,  and  these  nine  were  fully  prepared  in  everything 
for  our  Freshman  class. 

The  students  admitted  to  the  College  reported  promptly  for  duty 
and  the  whole  student  body  was  put  to  work  more  promptly  than 
ever  before. 

The  students  were  well  and  strong  during  the  session  and  fewer 
dropped  out  than  during  any  previous  school  .year.  With  compara- 
tively few  exceptions,  the  students  remained  throughout  the  session 
from  the  beginning  to  the  end.  Such  regularity  in  attendance  is 
unusual  for  girls'  schools,  but  it  is  very  necessary  for  good  and 
thorough  work. 

The  graduating  class  last  year  was  the  largest  up  to  that  time  in 
the  history  of  the  school.  We  gave  diplomas  and  certificates  to  over 
100  at  commencement.  The  graduate  and  certificate  students  at  the 
preceding  commencement  numbered  81,  the  largest  number  up  to 
that  year. 
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There  are  evidences  that  the  College  has  grown  in  public  favor  at 
home  and  elsewhere  during  the  past  year.  Applications  for  admis- 
sion to  the  College,  not  only  from  our  own  State,  but  also  from  many 
other  States,  continue  to  increase  each  year.  We  are  not  able  to 
admit  applicants  living  outside  the  State  while  turning  away  South 
Carolina  girls,  but  it  is  hoped  that  the  time  will  come  when  we  may 
be  able  to  admit  the  best  of  these  outside  applicants.  It  is  thought 
that  association  with  representative  girls  from  other  States  and  sec- 
tions would  prove  broadening  and  beneficial  to  our  own  girls  and 
would  add  to  the  reputation  and  influence  of  the  College. 

In  addition  to  the  recognition  of  the  diploma  of  the  College  as  a 
license  to  teach  without  further  examination  by  the  States  of  New 
York  and  California,  we  have  received  information  that  it  is  so 
recognized  by  the  State  of  Louisiana.  We  feel  sure  that  it  will  be  so 
recognized  by  any  State  where  application  may  be  made  for  recogni- 
tion with  the  example  of  such  States  as  New  York  and  California, 
where  the  educational  authorities  are  very  strict  in  such  matters. 
A  number  of  last  year's  graduating  class  secured  positions  to  teach 
before  receiving  their  diplomas.  The  demand  for  our  graduates  as 
teachers  is  strong  and  is  becoming  rapidly  stronger. 

The  College  exhibit  at  the  State  Fair  last  October  was  a  revelation 
of  the  character,  extensiveness,  and  thoroughness  of  the  work  of  the 
College,  and  made  it  many  friends.  The  committee  to  examine  and 
report  upon  the  exhibit  reported  that  "it  indicated  that  the  College  is 
doing  a  great  work  for  the  schools  and  the  women  of  the  State." 

The  Legislative  Committee  appointed  to  inspect  and  report  upon 
the  State  Colleges  strongly  commend  Winthrop's  work  in  their 
report  to  the  Legislature  last  January  28.  Among  other  things  they 
said :  "It  must  be  remembered  that  our  common  schools  are  being 
largely  supplied  with  teachers  who  are  sent  out  by  Winthrop  College, 
and  we  believe  that  any  output  of  money  in  aid  of  this  institution  will 
brhig  in  large  returns  to  the  State  and  we  recommend  that  provision 
be  made  for  the  building  of  additional  dormitories  at  the  College." 

The  greatest  evidence  during  the  year  of  the  confidence  of  the 
people  of  the  State  in  Winthrop  is  the  appropriation  by  the  Legisla- 
ture of  $48,000.00  to  erect  another  dormitory,  and  this  is  the  most 
important  and  far-reaching  event  of  the  year  for  Winthrop,  in  our 
opinion. 

The  building  of  this  dormitory  will  broaden  Winthrop's  useful- 
ness, enabling  it  to  accommodate  more  of  the  young  women  applying 
for  admission,  and  strengthen  its  hold  upon  the  people  and  secure 
to  it  a  great  future  upon  a  high  national  plane.    The  contract  for  the 
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erection  of  this  building  was  awarded  upon  competitive  bid  after  due 
advertisement,  and  is  now  being  built.  It  will  be  ready  for  use  next 
session. 


Enrolment. 

The  total  number  of  students  admitted  to  the  College  classes  last 
session  was  499,  348  old  and  151  new.  The  enrolment  in  the  Train- 
ing School  and  Kindergarten  was  156,  making  the  total  number  in  all 
departments  cared  for  by  the  College  655.

Over  63  per  cent,  of  the  students  admitted  to  the  College  stated 
that  they  would  not  have  attended  any  other  college  if  they  had  not 
been  admitted  to  Winthrop. 

The  Senior  Class,  with  an  enrolment  of  87,  was  the  largest  in 
the  history  of  the  College.  The  next  largest  Senior  Class  was  that 
of  the  preceding  year,  which  numbered  66. 

There  was  no  sub- freshman  class  in  the  College,  but  some  students 
did  work  in  Latin,  preparatory  for  admission  to  the  Freshman  Gass 
in  that  subject.  We  hold  no  general  entrance  examination  in  Latin, 
and  after  students  come  to  the  College  we  find  some  of  them  unpre- 
pared for  Freshman  Class  in  that  subject. 

The  number  of  students  in  the  Normal  Department  was  427,  The 
number  of  students  in  the  Literary  Department  was  15. 

The  average  age  of  the  students  was  19  years,  i  month,  and  11 
days — greater  than  it  was  the  preceding  year  and  over  three  years 
above  the  age  requirement  for  admission.  • 

Ninety-five  of  the  new  students  admitted  were  from  accredited 
schools. 

Of  all  the  students  enrolled,  271  were  graduates  of  graded  and 
high  schools  and  39  had  taught  school. 

Of  the  87  members  of  the  Senior  Qass,  83  were  normal  students 
and  4  literary.  All  of  these  graduates  had  training  in  industrial 
studies  and  15  other  students  completed  the  special  industrial 
courses. 

Winthrop  College  has  begun  the  present  session,  its  fourteenth  at 
Rock  Hill,  with  very  fine  prospects  for  an  exceptionally  good  year's 
work.  The  enrolment  in  the  College  classes  is  the  largest  in  the 
history  of  the  College,  and  could  have  been  much  larger  if  there  had 
been  room  to  accommodate  more  of  the  applicants  applying  for  ad- 
mission.   Of  the  1,162  young  women  applying  for  admission  to  the 
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G>llege  we  have  admitted  531 — 331  old  and  200  new.  The  present 
donnitories  accc«nmodate  only  432  students,  so  that  the  remainder 
of  the  531  students  enrolled  live  or  board  in  the  city.  All  of  the 
available  room  in  the  two  dormitories  was  assigned  long  before  the 
opening  of  school.  In  the  assignment  of  rooms,  old  students  are 
provided  for  first,  and  then  scholarship  students  and  those  passing 
the  entrance  examination  held  at  the  county  counrthouses  of  the 
Stj(te,  and  after  these,  all  other  South  Carolina  applicants  who  com- 
ply with  our  entrance  requirements  in  the  order  of  their  applications. 
The  students  admitted  to  College  reported  promptly  for  duty,  and 
the  whole  student  body  was  put  to  work  more  promptly  than  ever 
before. 

The  enrolment  in  the  Training  School  and  Kindergarten  thus  far 
this  session  is  167,  making  the  total  number  in  all  departments  cared 
for  by  the  College  698. 

Every  county  in  the  State  is  represented  in  the  enrolment  this 
session,  as  lasl. 

Over  70  per  cent,  of  the  students  enrolled  this  year  would  not  have 
attended  any  other  college  than  Winthrop,  according  to  their  own 
written  statements,  if  they  had  not  been  admitted  to  Winthrop. 

There  is  no  sub-freshman  class  in  the  College,  but  some  few 
students  are  doing  work  in  Latin,  English  and  History  preparatory 
for  admission  to  the  Freshman  Class  in  these  subjects. 

The  number  of  students  in  the  Normal  Department  receiving  pro- 
fessional training  is  490.  The  number  in  the  Literary  Department 
is  9. 

The  average  age  of  the  students  is  19  years,  2  months  and  28 
days— over  four  years  above  the  age  requirement  for  admission,  and 
over  one  and  a  half  months  above  what  it  was  at  this  time  last  year. 

One  hundred  and  fifty-eight  of  the  new  students  admitted  this 
year  are  from  accredited  schools.  Of  all  the  students  enrolled,  293 
are  graduates  of  graded  and  high  schools,  and  38  have  taught  school. 

From  answers  to  the  question  concerning  the  occupation  of  fathers, 
it  is  interesting  to  note  that  we  have  in  the  College  this  year  the 
daughters  of

The  students  not  answering  this  question  have  widowed  mothers 
or  no  parents  living. 

The  New  Dormitory  Building. 

The  Peabody  Board  has  paid  over  to  us  $12,000.00  ior  a  new  dor- 
mitory building  in  accordance  with  their  offer,  made  upon  condition 
that  the  State  would  appropriate  $48,000.00  for  this  purpose.  Certi- 
fied copies  of  the  Act  of  the  last  Legislature  appropriating  this 
amount  were  filed  with  the  Peabody  Board. 

The  contract  for  this  new  dormitory  building  was  awarded  last 
September  upon  competitive  bid,  after  due  advertisement.  It  is 
planned  to  accommodate  two  hundred  students  in  accordance  with 
the  conditions  of  the  appropriation,  and  will  be  ready  for  use  next 
session.  This  new  dormitory  building  has  been  provided  for  none  too 
soon.  There  were  1,162  applicants  for  the  432  places  in  the  present 
dormitories  this  year. 

The  new  dormitory,  with  the  old  buildings,  will  accommodate  as 
many  of  these  applicants  (632)  as  are  ready  for  college  work,  unless 
the  number  increases  very  much  next  year.  We  consider  this  appro- 
priation for  a  new  dormitory  for  Winthrop  to  give  more  of  the  yotmg 
women  of  South  Carolina  eagerly  seeking  higher  education  and  train- 
ing, one  of  the  best  educational  investments  made  by  the  State  in 
recent  years  for  the  betterment  of  the  common  schools  and  the 
homes  of  the  State.  And  then,  too,  it  was  a  measure  of  tardy  justice. 
Notwithstanding  the  fact  that  there  were  as  many  girls  in  South 
Carolina  needing,  deserving  and  eagerly  seeking  a  higher  education 
as  boys,  the  State  had  provided  dormitory  accommodations  at  its 
college  for  women  for  only  432  young  women,  while  providing  dor- 
mitory accommodation  for  some  1,400  young  men  at  its  higher  insti- 
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tution  of  learning  for  men.    The  new  dormitory  at  Winthrop,  with 
the  old  buildings,  will  provide  for  632  young  women. 

In  taking  this  step,  South  Carolina  gives  notice  that  the  girls  of  the 
State  are  to  have  equal  educational  opportunities  with  the  boys,  as 
they  deserve  to  have  and  as  the  best  interests  of  the  State  require 
that  they  shall  have.  They  do  the  primary  and  elenientary  teach- 
ing— lay  the  foundation  for  the  education  of  the  people — and  they 
also  make  the  homes,  the  very  foundation  of  all  society. 

The  policy  to  which  the  State  thus  commits  herself  is,  without 
question,  wise  and  just. 

The  erection  of  this  new  dormitory  for  the  accommodation  of  200 
more  young  women  carries  with  it  the  obligation  to  provide  for  the 
instruction  and  care  in  other  respects  of  these  200  additional  students, 
as  was  clearly  understood  by  the  last  Legislature  when  the  appropria- 
tion for  the  dormitory  was  made.  The  expense  of  doing  this  at 
WinthroP,  however,  will  be  much  less  than  it  would  have  been  at  a 
separate  institution. 

To  care  for  200  more  students  at  Winthrop  next  session,  the 
teaching  and  administration  force  will  have  to  be  increased,  a  larger 
dining  hall  and  kitchen  built,  the  laundry  enlarged,  the  dairy  herd 
increased,  and  bam  enlarged,  the  auditorium  enlarged :  a  larger  dis- 
tributing water  tank  secured,  the  present  heating  system  overhauled, 
so  that  the  present  boiler  capacity  may  answer  all  purposes,  or  the 
boiler  capacity  increased  and  the  power  house  enlarged  and  additional 
fuel  provided.  Additional  recitation  room  will  be  secured  by  moving 
the  Training  School  out  into  the  building  to  be  erected  for  that  de- 
partment. 

All  of  this  additional  teaching  force  and  the  enlargement  of  depart- 
ments and  the  increase  in  equipment  needed  to  care  for  and  give  in- 
struction to  200  more  young  women  at  Winthrop,  equivalent  almost 
to  another  college,  will  require  an  appropriation  of  less  than  $16,000 
more  than  the  total  appropriation  made  for  Winthrop  College  last 
year,  and  of  the  extra  appropriation  needed,  only  $2,308.00  is  for 
additional  teachers  and  administration  officers. 

We  have  itemized  all  of  these  proposed  expenditures  at  the  clo^e  of 
this  report,  under  the  head  "Estimates  for  Next  Session."  The 
greatest  part  of  the  cost  of  building  a  larger  dining  hall  and  kitchen 
and  of  enlarging  the  auditorium  ($24,000.00)  is  transferred  to  the 
year  1910  because  at  that  time  the  appropriation  to  Winthrop  will 
be  reduced  by  one-half  of  the  appropriation  ($24,000.00)  for  the  new 
dormitory  and  thus,  while  provision  will  be  made  for  this  impera- 
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tively  needed  enlargement  of  the  dining  room,  kitchen,  and  audito- 
rium, the  total  appropriation  for  Winthrop  will  not  be  larger,  but 
rather  less  on  account  of  the  omission  of  the  dormitory  appropriation 
and  of  several  items  for  permanent  improvements  included  in  this 
report. 

An  appropriation  for  a  larger  dining  hall,  kitchen  and  auditorium 
made  as  requested  by  us,  will  not  be  taxing  upon  the  State  treasury, 
and  yet  will  enable  us  to  provide  these  necessary  accommodations  for 
next  session. 

Health. 

The  health  of  the  students  and  faculty  thus  far  this  session  is 
good. 

The  usual  physical  examination  of  students  has  been  made,  and 
those  students  vaccinated  who  had  not  been  successfully  vacinated 
within  the  past  five  years.  • 

All  students  who  are  physically  able  are  required  to  take  gym- 
nasium work  and  exercise  in  the  open  air  and  sunshine  every  day 
when  the  weather  permits.  The  College  authorities  encourage 
healthful  out-door  sports  and  games  of  all  kinds. 

The  drinking  water  of  the  College  is  regularly  examined  every 
year  by  an  expert  in  Baltimore,  and  the  dairy  herd  is  examined  for 
tuberculosis  by  a  veterinarian  from  Qemson  College. 

The  resident  physician,  as  sanitary  officer  of  the  College,  reports 
everything  in  good  hygienic  condition  at  the  College  and  at  the 
dairy  on  the  farm. 

The  sewerage  system  has  not  been  all  that  we  could  desire,  but 
we  are  now  preparing  to  make  it  first-class  in  every  particular  and 
adequate  for  a  community  of  i,ooo  people  with  the  money 
($2,000.00)  appropriated  by  the  Legislature  for  that  purpose.  We 
were  able  to  make  the  improvements  in  our  sewerage  system  for 
less  than  the  amount  appropriated  by  the  Legislature  for  the  pur- 
pose, and  shall  turn  back  into  the  State  treasury  $475.58  of  the 
appropriation. 

Dr.  W.  J.  Burdell,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Sanitary  In- 
spection of  Schools  of  the  South  Carolina  State  Board  of  Health, 
visited  and  inspected  Winthrop  the  past  year,  in  pursuance  of  his 
duty.  He  reported  the  sanitary  arrangements  and  conditions  as 
exceptionally  good. 

Under  the  head  of  health,  we  think  it  would  be  interesting  to 
make  some  quotations  from  a  private  letter  written  about  Winthrop 
College  by  Dr.  David  Paulson,  a  distinguished  physician  of  Hins- 
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dale,  111.,  to  a  friend,  who  forwarded  it  to  us.  Dr.  Paulson  delivered 
a  series  of  very  helpful  health  talks  to  the  students  of  Winthrop  last 
March.  The  following  extracts  are  taken  from  Dr.  Paulson's  letter, 
which  was  not  written  for  us  to  see,  and  which  is,  therefore,  the 
more  valuable  as  expressing  his  opinion  frankly  and  without 
reserve : 

"I  have  just  returned  from  my  Southern  trip,  I  was  very  favor- 
ably impressed  with  the  South  Carolina  State  Normal.  In  some 
respects  it  was  the  most  unique  school  I  have  ever  visited.  I  will 
give  you  a  few  points  that  especially  impressed  me. 

"Every  girl  takes  gymnasium  work.  Each  one  is  given  a  physical 
examination  by  a  cc»npetent  lady  physician  who  is  maintained  by 
the  institution.  A  department  that  interested  me  very  much  was  a 
complete  hospital  connected  with  the  school  containing  something 
like  fifteen  beds,  a  graduate  from  the  Women's  Baltimore  Medical 
College  in  charge.  Whenever  a  girl  is  ill  she  is  not  allowed  to  stay 
around  in  her  own  room — she  is  taken  to  the  hospital.  In  connection 
with  this  is  maintained  a  diet  kitchen,  so  that  everything  the  sick 
girl  needs  is  prepared  just  as  the  physician  prescribes.  The  $104.00 
that  the  girl  pays  a  year  covers  everything,  including  hospital  privi- 
leges. The  lady  physician  takes  the  history  of  every  girl  when  she 
comes  there,  just  the  same  as  we  do  of  our  patients;  thereby  the 
physician  knows  how  to  be  on  the  lookout  for  trouble  in  the  case 
of  some  girls  that  would  otherwise  be  overlooked.  A  trained  nurse 
is  maintained  constantly  in  the  institution.  The  ventilation  of  the 
hospital  is  perfect. 

"Unusual  precautions  have  been  taken  in  the  case  of  fire,  some- 
thing that  many  of  our  educational  institutions  might  copy  with 
profit. 

"They  have  a  large  propagation  house.  The  practical  end  of 
botany  is  taught  here — ^how  to  raise  plants.  Model  school  gardens 
are  maintained. 

"They  maintain  an  excellent  bakery,  and  I  must  say  that  the  bread 
was  good.  The  dishes  in  the  kitchen  are  washed  by  patent  dish- 
washers. Their  diet  was  very  good.  Of  course,  meat  was  served, 
but  I  had  what  I  would  call  a  very  good  sanitarium  meal  outside  of 
the  meat  portion.  They  maintain  a  splended  dairy  farm.  I  visited 
it— everjrthing  is  cleanly  and  in  sanitary  condition.  They  supply 
all  their  own  milk  and  make  their  own  butter,  and  it  was  good  but- 
ter. Buttermilk  or  milk  was  furnished  to  all  who  wanted  it.  I  like 
their  buttermilk  very  much.  I  am  satisfied  there  was  no  special 
change  in  their  menu  because  of  my  being  there,  because  I  had  been 
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given  rooms  at  a  hotel  and  I  was  not  expected  to  board  there.  But 
I  did  not  like  my  meal  at  the  hotel,  and  so  rather  half  invited  my- 
self in. 

"The  girls  are  dressed  simply.  It  is  a  part  of  the  requirement  of 
the  school,  so  that  in  that  respect  there  is  no  special  difference  be- 
tween the  rich  and  the  poor — no  chance  for  jealousy,  no  fussing 
over  clothes.  That  feature  impressed  me.  They  were  all  well 
dressed,  but  that  was  all. 

"There  is  a  high  moral  tone  in  the  school.  I  do  not  think  I  have 
ever  had  a  more  enthusiastic  reception  from  faculty  or  students  than 
I  received  there.  I  was  really  loth  to  part  with  those  dear  people. 
I  would  like  to  have  stayed  with  them  for  a  week  more." 

Scholarship  and  Entrance  Examination. 

This  examination  was  held  last  July  3rd  at  every  county  court- 
house in  the  State.  There  were  693  young  ladies  present  at  the 
examination  and  only  53  vacant  scholarships  to  be  awarded. 

The  examination  questions  are  prepared  by  the  teachers  of  the 
College,  and  the  papers  are  examined  by  them  by  number  and  not 
by  name.    A  teacher  does  not  know  whose  papers  she  examines. 

The  vacant  scholarships  were  awarded  by  the  State  Board  of 
Education  upon  the  results  of  this  examination — those  making  the 
highest  averages  securing  the  scholarships,  provided  the  highest 
were  not  failures,  and  provided,  also,  those  securing  the  highest 
averages  were  eligible  financially,  as  determined  by  the  beneficiary 
scholarship  blanks  passed  upon  by  the  Board. 

The  examination  is  held  to  award  scholarships  and  also  to  deter- 
mine the  preparation  of  applicants  for  college  work.  It  is  held  upon 
the  whole  of  Arithmetic,  Algebra,  through  simultaneous  simple 
equations  (Wentworth's  New  School  Algebra  or  the  equivalent), 
Grammar  and  Composition,  Geography,  United  States  History, 
Spelling  and  Writing — subjects  provided  for  in  the  course  of  study 
adopted  by  the  State  Board  of  Education  for  the  common  schools 
of  the  State.  It  will  thus  be  seen  that  the  examination  is  within  the 
reach  of  all  good,  earnest  students  who  take  advantage  of  properly 
taught  common  schools  and  complete  certain  classes  in  those  schools 
provided  for  by  the  school  law. 

The  new  county  of  Calhoun  takes  one  scholarship  away  from 
Orangeburg  County,  in  accordance  with  the  law  which  apportions 
the  scholarships  among  the  counties  according  to  their  representa- 
tions in  the  lower  house  of  the  General  Assembly. 
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The  Board  is  giving  twenty-four  scholarships  this  year,  in  addi- 
tion to  the  State  scholarships,  for  service  rendered  in  the  dining- 
room  and  kitchen.  For  this  service,  which  enables  the  College  to 
dispense  with  regular  servants,  the  student  secures  her  tuition,  board, 
laundry  and  books.  The  Board  believes  that  by  means  of  these 
scholarships  many  worthy  young  women  will  be  placed  in  a  position 
to  help  themselves  and  bring  honor  to  toil  and  elevate  common- 
place yet  necessary  occupation  and  gain  skill  in  these  lines  that 
could  not  otherwise  be  acquired  in  the  narrow  sphere  of  home 
life,  and  that,  at  the  same  time,  the  vexatious  servant  problem  will 
be  solved  in  great  measure  and  the  diningroom  service  much  im- 
proved. 

WiNTHROP  High  or  Fitting  School. 

A  number  of  fine,  earnest  young  women,  mainly  from  the  country, 
fail  of  admission  to  Winthrop  College  every  year  because  of  insuffi- 
cient preparation,  due  to  the  lack  of  good  school  facilities  in  their 
neighborhoods. 

With  a  fitting  or  high  school  for  boarders,  conducted  by  Winthrop 
College,  with  the  expenses  of  the  student  reduced  to  the  minimum, 
many  of  them  could  be  taken  care  of,  and  they  could  be  quickly 
prepared  for  college,  on  account  of  the  earnestness,  strength  and 
maturity  which  they  would  bring  to  their  work,  and,  at  the  same 
time,  the  college  proper  would  be  relieved  of  all  students  not  thor- 
oughly prepared  for  real  college  work.  By  such  an  arrangement 
the  standard  of  admission  to  the  college  could  be  raised  without 
hardship  to  any  one,  still  better  prepared  material  for  college  work 
secured,  and  the  efficiency  of  that  work  increased.  We  have  no 
recommendation  concerning  this  matter  at  this  time,  but,  having 
seen  this  great  need  in  the  conduct  of  the  college,  as  appointees  and 
representatives  of  the  Legislature,  we  feel  it  our  duty  to  call  the 
attention  of  the  General  Assembly  to  it.  This  fitting  school  could 
be  made  entirely  self-sustaining,  in  our  judgment.  It  would  serve 
not  only  the  best  interests  of  the  college,  but  also  of  the  State.  The 
high  school  is  at  this  time  the  great  and  pressing  need  of  the  educa- 
tional system  of  the  State. 

We  are  glad  to  see  that  the  President  of  the  Carnegie  Foundation 
who  is  a  strong  advocate  of  high  standards  for  colleges,  approves  of 
such  a  college  preparatory  school  as  we  have  in  mind.  In  his 
report  for  1907  he  says:  "Many  colleges  maintain  preparatory 
schools  of  their  own.    Where  these  preparatory  schools  are  of  as 
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high  a  grade  as  the  better  outside  preparatory  schools  and  the  re- 
quirements for  obtaining  their  diploma  are  equivalent  to  the  entrance 
examinations  for  the  Freshman  Class  of  the  college  as  set  forth  in 
the  college  catalogue,  the  schools  fulfil  useful  purposes.  The  college 
can  supervise  the  methods  of  instruction  in  its  own  schools  and  be 
sure  that  the  students  coming  up  from  them  are  well  prepared  for 
collegiate  studies." 

Courses  of  Study. 

The  courses  of  study  are  arranged  in  accordance  with  the  Act 
establishing  the  College  to  give  the  students,  besides  a  broad  and 
liberal  education,  also  training  in  the  science  and  arc  of  teaching 
and  in  those  practical  studies  pertaining  to  the  various  departments 
of  domestic,  artistic  or  commercial  industry  by  which  women  may 
be  qualified  to  become  homemakers  or  breadwinners  and  also  as 
teachers,  to  teach  the  same  to  their  pupils  in  our  public  schools. 

The  courses  of  study  are  being  strengthened  and  perfected  year 
by  year. 

We  are  now  providing  for  the  teaching  of  elementary  agriculture, 
believing  that  the  work  of  an  institution  must  be  related  to  the  life 
of  a  people  in  order  for  it  to  be  most  helpful  to  the  people.  Instruc- 
tion in  elementary  agriculture  is  given  in  the  College  classes  and  in 
the  Training  School  to  train  student-teachers  in  methods  of  teaching 
it,  and  is  made  practical  through  the  use  of  a  prdt)agation  house  and 
a  school  garden. 

We  expect  to  have  our  teacher  of  agriculture  do  some  demonstra- 
tion work  for  the  benefit  of  the  farmers  in  the  section  of  the  State 
where  Winthrop  is  located.  The  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture 
has  offered  to  co-operate  with  us  in  such  work. 

We  have  introduced  the  study  of  Spanish  mainly  for  its  commer- 
cial value.  South  Carolina  is  very  near  the  Spanish  speaking  people 
of  Porta  Rico  and  Cuba,  and  is  destined  to  be  brought  into  still 
closer  commercial  relations  with  them. 

We  have  provided  for  giving  spring  courses  for  teachers,  mainly 
from  country  schools,  who  cannot  attend  a  Normal  School  for  the 
whole  year. 

Eighteen  courses  of  study  are  now  offered  at  Winthrop : 

1.  Normal  Latin  Course  (four  years)  with  Industrial  Studies, 
leading  to  the  degree  of  A.  B.,  with  a  life  license  to  teach. 

2.  Normal  Literary  Course  (four  years)  with  Industrial  Studies, 
leading  to  the  degree  of  A.  B.,  with  life  license  to  teach. 
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3.  Nonnal  Scientific  Course  (four  years)  with  Industrial 
Studies,  leading  to  the  degree  of  A.  B.,  with  life  license  to  teach. 

4.  Three-year  Normal  Course,  with  Industrial  Studies,  leading 
to  the  degree  of  L.  I. 

5.  Nonnal  Course,  with  Music  (four  years),  with  Industrial 
Studies,  leading  to  the  degree  of  A.  B.,  with  life  license  to  teach. 

6.  Normal  Kindergarten  CAurse  (four  years)  with  Industrial 
Studies,  leading  to  the  degree  of  A.  B.,  with  life  license  to  teach. 

7.  General  Latin  Course  (four  years)  with  Industrial  Studies, 
leading  to  the  degree  of  A.  B. 

8.  General  Literary  Course  (four  years)  with  Industrial  Studies, 
leading  to  the  degree  of  A.  B. 

9.  General  Scientific  Course  (four  years)  with  Industrial 
Studies,  leading  to  the  degree  of  A.  B. 

10.  Special  Course  in  Stenography  and  Typewriting  of  nine 
months. 

11.  Special  Business  Course  of  nine  months. 

12.  Special  Course  in  Dressmaking  of  nine  months. 

13.  Special  Course  in  Millinery  of  nine  months. 

14.  Special  Course  in  Bookkeeping  of  nine  months. 

15.  Special  Course  in  Domestic  Science  of  nine  months. 

16.  Special  Course  in  Music  for  the  training  of  teachers  of 
music. 

17.  Special  Course  in  Art. 

18.  Special  Course  in  Expression. 

Provision  has  been  made  to  organize  post-graduate  courses  when 
desired.  The  degree  of  A.  M.  will  be  conferred  upon  those  who 
satisfactorily  complete  the  work  prescribed  for  this  post-graduate 
course. 

In  addition  to  the  studies  of  the  regular  courses  of  study,  and  in 
connection  with  them,  are  taught  Stenography,  Typewriting,  Free- 
hand and  Industrial  Drawing,  Designing,  Bookkeeping,  Sewing, 
Cooking,  Horticulture,  Floriculture,  Housekeeping,  Expression, 
Library  Methods,  Physical  Training  and  Manual  Training.  One 
industrial  study,  at  least,  is  required  of  every  student. 

Other  special  courses  will  be  arranged  as  the  demand  for  them 
arises. 

Every  student  is  required  to  keep  her  own  room  in  order,  and  is 
given  directions  by  the  matrons  in  this  part  of  housekeeping. 

The  students  do  the  waiting  in  the  diningroom,  and  thus  secure 
valuable  training  in  this  part  of  domestic  economy. 
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State  Summer  School. 

We  believe  a  State  Summer  School  to  be  a  most  valuable  educa- 
tional force,  and  regret  that  none  has  been  held  in  the  State  for  the 
past  two  years.  Winthrop  College  has  been  ready  to  hold  such  a 
school  as  it  did  in  previous  years,  but  the  money  necessary  for 
conducting  it  has  been  lacking.  The  accommodations  and  appoint- 
ments of  Winthrop  are  ample  and  are  well  suited  for  such  a  school, 
especially  as  most  of  the  students  are  women,  and  Winthrop  is 
arranged  for  the  accommodation  of  women. 

We  hope  that  the  Legislature  will  provide  the  money,  if  not  by 
direct  appropriation,  then  from  the  interest  on  the  permanent  school 
fund,  for  holding  such  a  school  at  Winthrop  College  next  summer. 

Young  Women's  Christian  Association. 

The  Young  Women's  Christian  Association  is  doing  a  fine  social 
and  religious  work  in  the  College.  It  is  a  most  helpful  factor  in  the 
self-government  of  the  students  and  in  their  spiritual  and  social  life. 
It  is  our  strongest  and  most  helpful  student  organization.  Out  of  a 
possible  432  students  living  in  the  dormitories  it  enrolled  last  year 
421  members.  Students  living  and  boarding  in  town  cannot  con- 
veniently belong  to  the  Association. 

The  Association  helps  with  subscriptions  and  work  in  the  main- 
tenance of  the  Mill  Kindergarten  of  the  city,  supports  an  orphan  in 
India,  a  Y.  W.  C.  A.  Secretary  in  Ceylon,  sends  delegates  to  the 
Summer  Conference  of  the  Y.  W.  C.  A.  at  Asheville,  N.  C,  every 
summer  and  to  the  State  Convention,  gives  receptions  to  the  new 
students  and  carries  on  other  social  and  Christian  activities  in  the 
College.  A  social  settlement  class  has  been  organized  for  the  pur- 
pose of  studying  mill  and  mountain  conditions  in  the  South.  Mem- 
bers of  this  class  help  with  a  mill  Sunday  school  near  the  College. 
The  Association  is  raising  money  to  build,  on  the  campus,  a  Y.  W. 
C.  A.  hall.  It  employs,  with  the  help  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  a 
general  secretary. 

Library. 

The  library  is  being  used  by  a  greater  number  of  students,  and 
more  profitably,  each  year.  It  is  becoming  more  valuable  each  year 
by  reason  of  the  annual  increase  in  volumes  and  because  the  students 
are  being  taught  how  to  use  it  more  profitably. 

The  number  of  volumes  in  the  library  June  i,  1908,  was  9,843. 
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In  addition  to  these  books,  the  library  has  6,800  bound  government 
publications  and  pamphlets.  It  is  a  public  depository  of  the  United 
States  Government,  and  every  book  and  pamphlet  printed  by  the 
government  is  sent  to  it.

A  room  in  the  basement  of  the  library  has  been  set  apart  as  a 
permanent  exhibit  and  museum  room  and  there  has  been  placed 
there  the  College  exhibit  made  at  Columbia  last  fall,  our  Jamestown 
exhibit,  a  Commercial  exhibit  similar  to  that  in  Simmons  College, 
Boston,  and  others.  We  have  long  felt  the  need  of  an  exhibit  or 
museum  room,  and  already,  since  we  have  made  this  beginning,  we 
have  had  the  offer  of  some  very  valuable  relics  for  it.  We  feel  sure 
that  with  the  beginning  made  and  a  room  set  aside  for  the  purpose, 
we  shall  soon  have  a  most  interesting  and  helpful  museum. 

Training  School. 

We  have  changed  the  name  of  the  "Model  School"  to  that  of  the 
"Training  School"  in  conformity  with  the  usage  of  many  good 
Normal  Schools.  The  name  "Model"  seemed  too  pretentious  and 
was  not  understood  by  the  people,  and  the  name  "Practice"  was  too 
suggestive  of  an  improper  use  of  the  pupils. 

The  Training  School  is  considered  everywhere  to  be  the  most 
vital  part  of  a  Normal  School  for  the  practical  training  of  teachers. 
It  furnishes  the  opportunity  for  observation  and  actual  practice  in 
teaching  without  which  teachers  cannot  be  properly  trained  for 
their  work. 

Such  a  building  as  we  are  planning  must  be  model  in  every  par- 
ticular— in  arrangement  of  rooms,  in  heating,  lighting,  ventilation, 
and  equipment;  in  lavatory,  playground  and  gymnasium  accom- 
modations ;  in  provision  for  the  teaching  of  manual  training,  indus- 
trial arts,  and  nature  study  work ;  and  in  design  and  finish.    It  must 
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be  a  complete  school,  providing  for  the  best  teaching  of  a  model 
course  of  study,  beginning  with  the  kindergarten  and  going  through 
the  high  school  grades,  so  that  it  may  be  of  genuine  help  to  the 
State  in  the  solution  of  its  elementary  and  secondary  educational 
problems.  It  takes  time  to  work  out  all  the  details  of  such  a  build- 
ing, but  time  and  money  and  thought  expended  in  perfecting  plans 
are  the  best  expenditures  made  upon  it. 

A  friend  has  offered,  through  our  President,  to  give  $25,000.00 
for  this  "Training  School"  building  in  addition  to  what  has  already 
been  raised  for  it,  provided  $100,000.00  is  raised  altogether.  We 
expect  to  raise  the  balance  ($30,000.00)  without  calling  on  the  Leg- 
islature for  any  part  of  it. 

We  have  been  delayed  in  beginning  the  erection  of  this  building 
by  a  suit  brought  to  prevent  the  sale  to  the  Collie  of  a  suitable  site 
for  it. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  Winthrop  College  made  an  offer  for  a 
site  opposite  the  College,  belonging  to  the  Rock  Hill  School  District, 
which  was  accepted  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  Rock  Hill  School 
Board,  but  the  minority  of  that  Board  brought  suit  for  an  injunction 
to  prevent  the  majority  from  transferring  the  property  to  the  Ccd- 
lege.  The  Rock  Hill  School  Board  have  employed  counsel  to  defend 
the  suit  and  to  perfect  a  title  to  the  property  for  Winthrop,  and  the 
Attorney-General  is  looking  after  Winthrop's  interests  in  the  matter. 

It  is  necessary  for  Winthrop  to  have  the  property  in  question  for 
its  protection  and  its  ordinary  future  development  and  expansion. 

A  boys*  military  school,  which  has  been  conducted  on  this  prop- 
erty across  the  street  from  Winthrop,  is  an  undesirable  neighbor 
for  a  girls'  college,  and  for  this  additional  reason  Winthrop  should 
own  this  property. 

If  a  school  should  be  conducted  on  the  property  by  the  city  of 
Rock  Hill,  it  would  inevitably  come  in  conflict  with  Winthrop's 
"Training  School"  across  the  street,  to  the  serious  injury  of  both 
schools,  and  for  this  reason,  in  addition  to  those  given  above,  Win- 
throp should  own  it. 

As  soon  as  we  can  get  a  settlement  of  this  matter  we  shall  pro- 
ceed with  the  erection  of  the  "Training  School." 

Uniform. 

The  uniform  at  Winthrop  is  one  of  its  best  features.  It  promotes 
economy  and  does  away  with  all  distinctions  that  would  otherwise 
exist  from  different  conditions.    The  richest  girl  in  our  school  can- 
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not  be  distinguished  from  the  poorest  by  her  dress.  There  is  much 
trouble  and  labor  in  carrying  out  the  uniform  requirements,  but  it  is 
worth  all  the  trouble  it  gives. 

Farm  and  Geound^ 

■ 

The  farm  of  144  acres  within  less  than  a  mile  of  the  College,  is 
maintained  to  supply  the  College  with  vegetables,  fruit,  milk,  butter 
and  meat,  and  for  securing  to  it  an  unfailing  supply  of  fresh,  pure 
food.  The  ordinary  market  in  a  small  town  is  very  uncertain,  and  it 
would  be  impossible  to  run  properly  the  boarding  department  of  a 
great  institution  like  Winthrop  without  a  farm  to  depend  upon. 

The  usual  annual  report  of  the  Superintendent  of  the  Farm  for 
the  year  June  i,  1907,  to  June  i,  1908,  shows  that  the  farm  was  run 
at  a  good  profit  the  past  year.  The  new  Superintendent  of  the 
Farm  is  applying  himself  conscientiously  and  intelligently  to  the 
duties  of  his  position. 

We  have  a  good  dairy  herd  at  the  farm  and  are  looking  carefully 
after  it.  At  the  request  of  the  President,  the  Bureau  of  Animal 
Industry  of  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  has  directed  its 
representative  in  this  State  to  help  us  in  the  management  of  this 
herd.    We  are  expecting  valuable  assistance  from  this  source. 

The  need  of  more  farm  land,  and  of  a  different  kind  of  land,  is 
becoming  more  apparent  every  year  of  our  experience  and  growth. 

Our  landscape  architect  has  delayed  making  plans  for  the  im- 
provement of  our  grounds  in  the  hope  that  we  may  be  able  to  secure 
additional  property  which  he  has  so  strongly  advised  us  to  secure. 
He  contends  that  the  possession  of  this  property  by  the  College  is 
absolutely  necessary  for  its  development,  and  that  the  plans  made 
without  reference  to  it  would  soon  be  of  no  use  and  probably  worse 
than  useless.  He  does  not  wish  to  make  plans  that  will  not  serve 
us  for  years  to  come. 

As  a  result  of  the  efforts  made  to  have  the  United  States  Govern- 
ment take  Winthrop's  grounds  for  work  in  demonstrative  landscape 
gardening  the  U.  S.  Secretary  of  Agriculture  has  promised,  through 
Congressman  A.  F.  Lever,  to  send  a  landscape  gardener  to  Win- 
throp College  to  advise  as  to  plans  for  beautifying  the  grounds  and 
to  furnish  many  cuttings,  trees,  seeds,  and  new  and  rare  plants  for 
the  grounds. 

Water  Supply. 

The  Legislature  at  its  last  session  appropriated  $3,000.00  to  Win- 
throp for  equipment  for  the  new  deep  wells — ^machinery,  piping. 
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changes  in  power  house  to  provide  for  new  arrangement,  etc.  This 
work  is  now  being  done.  We  expect  to  secure  a  supply  of  95,000 
to  100,000  gallons  of  water  a  day  through  the  new  water  works. 

The  20,000-gallon  distributing  tank  in  the  College  tower  was 
sufficient  for  one  dormitory,  but  it  is  too  small  for  two  and  will  be 
entirely  inadequate  for  three.  It  is  imperative  that  we  have  a  large 
tank  for  Winthrop's  needs  upon  a  steel  tower  outside  and  away 
from  the  buildings.  The  present  arrangement  oi  having  the  distrib- 
uting tank  in  the  tower  of  the  main  building  is  condemned  very  gen- 
erally by  practical  water  works  men. 

College  Government. 

Dr.  Paulson,  a  distinguished  physician  and  lecturer,  after  a  stay 
of  two  days  at  Winthrop,  taking  his  meals  with  the  students  and 
meeting  them  informally  and  having  every  opportunity  of  learning 
about  the  life  of  the  school,  wrote  privately  to  a  friend,  "There  is  a 
high  moral  tone  in  the  school."  This  has  been  uniformly  the  judg- 
ment concerning  Winthrop  girls  of  observant  visitors  with  expe- 
rience of  college  life. 

It  is  our  earnest  endeavor  to  so  conduct  the  College  as  to  make 
it  a  pleasant,  busy,  and  well-ordered  home.  Our  object  has  been 
to  develop  self-control,  to  strengthen  character,  at  the  same  time 
developing  strong  minds  and  bodies.  To  this  end  the  College 
autKorities  have  fostered  self-government  as  far  as  conditions  would 
allow,  believing  that  the  self-governed  are  always  the  best  gov- 
erned and  that  self-government  develops  self-control  and  character. 
The  students  have  responded  to  the  greater  freedom  allowed  them 
in  dormitories  and  in  going  into  town  and  to  the  greater  confidence 
reposed  in  them  with  loyalty  and  a  fine  spirit  of  earnestness.  There 
has  been  no  trouble  or  friction  of  any  kind  in  the  government  of 
the  school  during  the  past  year  or  since  the  organization  of  the 
College,  for  that  matter. 

All  of  the  classes  have  voluntarily  adopted  resolutions  pledging 
themselves  to  abide  by  the  college  rules  for  conscience's  sake  and 
to  use  their  influence  to  have  others  abide  by  them. 

Not  only  is  there  no  "hazing"  of  any  kind  whatever  at  the  Col- 
lege, but  rather  is  there  a  kindly  spirit  of  helpfulness  on  the  part  of 
the  old  students  toward  the  new  students  and  toward  each  other. 

Alumnae  Association. 

The  Alumnae  of  the  College  are  deeply  interested  in  its  welfare 
and  are  most  helpful  in  advancing  its  interests. 
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With  last  June's  graduates  and  certificate  students  the  College  has 
sent  out  up  to  this  time  768  full  graduates  and  218  certificate 
students — earnest,  devoted  women,  most  of  whom  are  teaching  in 
this  State,  and  by  their  work  and  example  elevating  the  tone  and 
standards  of  the  common  schools,  while  others  are  rendering  inval- 
uable service  to  the  State  in  the  home  and  the  place  of  business. 
These  numbers  do  not  include  some  1,800  young  women  who, 
though  not  graduating  at  W  inthrop,  were  taught  there  and  received 
valuable  training  for  teaching  and  for  life's  duties. 

The  Association  has  raised  some  money  for  a  scholarship  in  some 
advanced  institution  of  learning,  to  be  awarded  to  a  Winthrop  grad- 
uate for  post-graduate  study. 

The  Association  has  decided  to  organize  local  associations  of 
alumnae  in  each  county  of  the  State  to  further  extend  its  usefulness. 

Insurance. 

The  insurance  policies  on  College  property  expired  last  August 
31st  and  were  renewed  for  three  years. 

In  accordance  with  the  law,  one-tenth  of  this  insurance  was  placed 
with  the  State  Sinking  Fund  Commission.

The  above  valuation  to  comply  with  the  Act  of  the  General  Assem- 
bly of  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  r^^lating  the  issue  of  policies 
by  fire  insurance  companies,  approved  February  28,  1896. 

The  premiums  on  these  policies,  including  boiler  insurance  for 
$10,000.00,  amount  to  $2,716.84,  making  an  annual  rate  of  less  than 
40/100  of  I  per  cent. 

List  of  Students  for  General  Assembly. 

In  compliance  with  the  law  requiring  all  State  colleges  to  report 
to  the  General  Assembly  annually  .the  names  of  all  students,  with 
postoffice  address  of  each,  and  whether  such  students  are  pay,  bene- 
ficiary or  scholarship,  we  have  prepared  the  list  and  submit  it  here- 
with. There  are  90  pay  students,  123  State  scholarship  students,  24 
dining-room  scholarship  students,  and  294  with  free  tuition. 

Fire  Escapes. 

We  have  individual  rope  fire  escapes  in  every  room  where  they 
are  needed,  and  the  students  are  taught  how  to  use  them,  and  also 
ladder  fire  escapes  at  different  places  in  the  College  buildings,  but  we 
do  not  think  we  are  fully  provided  against  accident  by  fire  in  this 
respect.  There  ought  to  be  at  least  one  large  outside  iron  fire 
escape  for  each  of  the  dormitories  and  the  main  building.  We  have 
five  gongs  and  signals,  and  officers  of  the  College  practice  the  girls 
in  fire  drills,  and  we  do  not  think,  with  the  many  stairways  and 
exits  everywhere,  and  the  many  precautions  taken  by  us  against  fire, 
there  is  much  danger  from  fire,  yet  we  cannot  afford  to  leave  undone 
anything  that  seems  necessary  to  do  to  provide  against  the  danger  of 
the  loss  of  life  by  fire. 
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Finances.  % 

The  financial  report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  for  the  scholas- 
tic year,  July  i,  1907,  to  July  i,  1908,  with  the  report  of  the  Finance 
Committee  of  the  Board,  is  appended  to  this  report.  The  balance 
of  the  State  appropriation  for  the  support  of  the  College,  $31,05343, 
undrawn  at  the  date  of  the  financial  report,  July  i,  1908,  is  not 
included  in  the  receipts  of  the  College  in  this  report,  nor  are  the 
special  appropriations  for  the  Model  School,  septic  tank  and  deep 
well  machinery.  That  balance  is  drawn  out  of  the  State  Treasury 
as  needed,  and,  together  with  the  balance  reported  in  the  College 
Treasury  July  i,  1908,  $3,573.12,  and  the  receipts  from  the  students 
at  the  beginning  of  this  session,  is  used  for  running  the  College  up 
to  the  next  appropriation  by  the  Legislature  some  time  in  February, 
and  will  be  accounted  for  in  the  next  annual  report. 

We  were  able  to  make  the  improvements  in  our  sewerage  system, 
for  which  the  Legislature  appropriated  $2,000.00  for  less  than  the 
appropriation,  and  shall  turn  back  into  the  State  Treasury  $475.58 
of  the  appropriation. 

In  the  total  receipts  of  the  College  we  have  included  the  money 
paid  by  students  and  teachers  for  board  and  the  scholarship  fund, 
which,  however,  do  not  go  to  the  general  support  of  the  institution, 
but  to  the  boarding  department.  These  amounts  are  not  reported 
in  the  financial  statements  of  other  colleges. 

The  cost  of  conducting  the  College  proper  for  the  past  scholastic 
year,  including  all  salaries,  improvements,  repairs,  etc.,  apart  from 
the  boarding  department,  was  $82,617.56,  and  the  total  receipts,  not 
including  money  paid  for  board  and  the  scholarship  fund,  $86,190.68. 

An  itemized  statement  of  the  receipts  and  disbursements  of  the 
College  has  been  filed  with  the  State  Superintendent  of  Education, 
as  required  by  law. 

The  Treasurer  of  the  Board  gives  a  bond,  which  is  deposited  with 
the  State  Treasurer. 

Estimates  for  Next  Session. 

A  careful  estimate  of  expenses,  based  upon  the  experience  of  last 
session,  and  a  thorough  consideration  of  the  needs  of  the  College, 
with  its  present  enlarged  scope  and  work  unimpaired  to  care  for  200 
more  students,  shows  that  we  shall  need  the  following  amounts  for 
running  expenses,  equipment,  repairs,  etc.,  for  the  coming  year :

This  estimate  provides  for  the  additional  teaching  force  and  the 
enlargement  of  departments  and  the  increase  in  equipment  needed 
to  care  for  and  give  instruction  to  200  more  young  women  at  Win- 
throp,  equivalent  almost  to  another  college,  and  calls  for  a  total 
appropriation  to  Winthrop  this  year  of  less  than  $16,000.00  more 
than  the  total  appropriation  made  for  Winthrop  College  last  year, 
and  of  this  extra  appropriation  needed  only  $2,308.00  is  for  addi- 
tional teachers  and  administrative  officers. 

Our  estimates  do  not  include  the  scholarship  fund  as  a  resource 
of  the  College,  because  that  fund  is  paid,  not  to  the  College,  but  to 
the  students  individually,  to  help  them  defray  their  expenses,  accord- 
ing to  the  Act  approved  February  25,  1904.  The  College  acts  as 
agent  for  the  students  in  drawing  the  money  from  the  State  Treas- 
ury. 

We  ask  for  $97,785.65  this  year  for  the  special  purpose  of  prepar- 
ing for  the  care  and  training  of  200  more  girls  next  year.  Our  sis- 
ter State  of  North  Carolina  is  appropriating  each  year  for  her  Nor- 
mal and  Industrial  College,  with  an  enrollment  about  the  same  as  our 
present  enrollment  at  Winthrop,  $95,000.00.  Florida  is  appropriat- 
ing $102,500.00  a  year  for  her  State  College  for  Women,  an  amount 
exactly  the  same  as  that  appropriated  for  the  higher  education  of  her 
young  men,  and  the  enrollment  in  that  institution  is  much  less  than 
the  present  enrollment  in  Wintfirop.  South  Carolina  appropriated 
last  year,  directly  and  indirectly,  $314,265.21  for  the  higher  educa- 
tion of  her  young  men. 

The  cost  to  the  State  of  running  Winthrop  College  last  year,  in- 
eluding  the  cost  of  scholarships,  was  not  more  than  $146.00  per  cap- 
ita. The  additional  money  needed  to  run  the  College  was  raised  by 
the  College  itself. 

The  per  capita  cost,  next  year,  with  200  more  students  enrolled, 
will  be  much  less  tlian  this.

The  above  report  is  for  the  scholastic  year,  July  i,  1907,  to  July  i, 
1908,  as  required  by  law. 

The  balance  of  the  State  appropriation  for  the  support  of  the  Col- 
lie, $31,053.43,  undrawn  at  the  date  of  the  financial  report,  July  i, 
1908,  is  not  included  in  the  receipts  of  the  College  in  this  report,  nor 
are  the  special  appropriations  for  the  Training  School,  septic  tank 
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and  deep  well  machinery.  This  balance  is  drawn  out  of  the  State 
Treasury  as  needed,  and,  together  with  the  balance  reported  in  the 
College  treasury  July  i,  1908,  $3,573.12,  and  the  receipts  from  stu- 
dents at  the  beginning  of  the  session,  is  used  for  running  the  College 
up  to  the  next  appropriation  by  the  Legislature  some  time  in  Febru- 
ary, and  will  be  accounted  for  in  the  next  annual  report  in  accordance 
with  the  law. 

We  were  able  to  make  the  improvements  in  our  sewerage  system, 
for  which  the  Legislature  appropriated  $2,000.00,  for  less  than  the 
appropriation,  and  shall  turn  back  into  the  State  Treasury  $475.58 
of  the  appropriation. 

In  the  total  receipts  of  the  College  we  have  included  the  money 
paid  by  students  and  teachers  for  board  and  the  scholarship  fund, 
which,  however,  do  not  go  to  the  general  support  of  the  institution, 
buttto  the  running  of  the  boarding  department.  These  amounts  are 
not  usually  reported  in  the  financial  statements  of  other  colleges. 

The  cost  of  conducting  the  College  proper  for  the  past  scholastic 
year,  including  salaries,  improvements,  repairs,  etc.,  apart  from  the 
boarding  department,  was  $82,617.56,  and  the  total  receipts,  not  in- 
cluding money  paid  for  board  and  the  scholarship  fund,  which  is* 
paid  to  the  students  to  help  them  defray  their  expenses  (according  to 
Act  approved  February  25,  1904),  was  $86,190.68. 

An  itemized  statement  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the 
College  has  been  filed  with  the  State  Superintendent  of  Education, 
and  of  expenditures  with  the  Comptroller-General,  as  required  by 
law.

REPORT. 


To  the  Honorable  O.  B.  Martin,  State  Superintendent  of  Education 
of  South  Carolina : 

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Colored  Normal,  Industrial,  Agri- 
cultural and  Mechanical  College  of  South  Carolina  respectfully 
submit  the  following  report  through  you  to  the  General  Assembly  of 
South  Carolina: 

Annual  report  of  the  President  of  the  College  is  herewith  sub- 
mitted, containing  general  and  specific  information  as  to  the  run- 
ning of  the  College  and  the  needs  of  the  same.  The  appended  report 
will  show  kind  and  character  of  work  b^ing  done.  We  believe  no 
similar  institution  in  the  country  for  the  colored  race  does  equal 
work  in  class  and  thoroughness  as  in  the  academic  department  and 
industries  of  this  school,  for  similar  expenditure  and  facilities.  The 
teachers  and  instructors  are,  we  believe,  all  competent,  earnest  and 
painstaking  in  the  endeavor  to  train  the  race  and  make  students 
respectable  and  self-sustaining  citizens,  with  right  aims  and  proper 
ideas  as  to  working  out  their  own  salvation  in  life. 

In  the  economic  branches,  male  and  female,  alike,  are  required  to 
pursue  some  industrial  unit  during  the  several  courses  until  com- 
pleted, fitting  them  to  be  producers  and  not  parasites  on  the  body 
politic. 

During  the  year,  improvements  to  the  plant  may  be  noted  as 
follows : 

The  President's  cottage  has  been  completed,  is  well  situated  and 
is  an  ornament  to  the  campus;  the  apartments  in  Bradham  Hall, 
formerly  occupied  by  the  President,  have  been  rearranged  and  are 
now  occupied  by  the  women  teachers  of  the  institution;  the  laun- 
dry building  has  been  partially  constructed ;  a  dynamo,  for  which  the 
Legislature  appropriated  $i,ooo,  has  been  bought  and  placed,  and 
out  of  an  accrued  surplus  in  the  Morrill  Fund,  an  electric  plant,  for 
instruction  and  lighting,  has  been  installed ;  a  small  lot  adjacent  to 
the  campus  has  been  secured,  and  the  old  wooden  Pol3rtechnic  Hall 
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(in  disuse)  has  been  moved  thereon  looking  to  use  same  as  a  library 
building  later  on. 

In  addition  to  appropriation  required  for  current  and  incidental 
expenses,  it  is  necessary  to  complete  and  outfit  the  laundry ;  a  pair 
of  mules  are  absolutely  needed  for  the  farm ;  insurance  for  term  of 
three  years  is  due  this  year ;  the_city  of  Orangeburg  makes  it  manda- 
tory to  install  sewerage  and  connect  with  city  system;  work  on 
Bradham  Hall,  furniture  for  various  buildings,  and  proper  fencing 
for  the  farm  are  needed,  estimates  for  all  of  which  are  shown  below. 

The  President's  report  to  June  30,  1908,  end  of  fiscal  year  of 
national  funds,  shows  an  apparent  balance  of  something  over 
$4,000,  but  which  was  really  chiefly  an  approved  balance  from  the 
Morrill  Fund  which  is  available  only  for  salaries  of  teachers  and 
instructors  and  equipment  in  technical  and  economic  branches.  It 
was  deemed  wise  by  the  Governor  and  the  Board  of  Trustees  that 
this  be  expended  in  securing  a  new  engine  for  the  industrial  plant 
and  that  an  electrical  plant  for  technical  training  and  lighting  pur- 
poses be  installed.  This  was  done  with  the  very  efficient  assistance 
of  Prof.  Riggs  of  Clemson  College  and  the  new  engine  and  electric 
plant  is  now  in  operation  at  the  College. 

Therefore  in  reality  there  is  a  deficit  in  funds  for  the  running  of 
the  College  as  has  occurred  from  time  to  time  before,  and  the  College 
President  and  Executive  Committee  have  been  obliged  to  secure  bank 
advances  on  their  personal  and  official  names  for  the  running  ex- 
penses of  the  College  for  virtually  six  months  by  the  time  the 
General  Assembly  meets.  This  actually  to  January,  1909,  will  be 
about  $4,000. 

We  do  not  believe  the  General  Assembly  desires  the  gentlemen 
whom  they  have  elected  to  these  positions  of  trust  to  bear  such  finan- 
cial responsibilities  and  are  persuaded  that  at  their  annual  meeting 
that  that  honorable  body  will  take  the  necessary  steps  and  will  make 
such  an  appropriation  as  will  obviate  such  action  in  the  future.

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HEALTH. 

There  has  not  been  a  single  death  on  the  campus  during  the 
school  year.  Dr.  Lin  C.  Shecut  has  given  most  excellent  attention 
and  service  to  the  student  body,  and  under  his  care  the  health  of  the 
College  has  been  excellent.  We  have  had  only  sickness  common  to 
the  communities  from  which  the  students  come. 

ADMISSION. 

We  admit  to  the  College  dormitories  no  boy  under  fifteen  years 
and  no  girl  under  fourteen.  All  applicants  must  be  of  good  health, 
present  certificate  of  character,  and  must  be  acquainted  with  the 
common  branches  of  an  English  education. 

DEPARTMENTS. 

All  boys  over  fourteen  years  are  to  be  regularly  drilled  three  times 
a  week  in  the  Military  Department  and  on  the  fire  escapes. 
•   Much  interest  is  shown  in  farming ;  and  instruction  in  agricultural 
science  is  given  from  the  best  text  books  to  the  four  higher  classes. 
There  is  also  practical  work  on  the  farm. 

All  classes  in  the  Preparatory  and  Normal  Departments  are  in- 
structed in  dairying  under  Miss  Maggie  Miller.  There  is  daily  prac- 
tice work  at  the  dairy  in  caring  for  the  milk,  and  in  making  butter 
and  cheese. 

In  wood-working,  iron-working,  and  painting,  under  Superintend- 
ents Carsten  and  Boston,  there  has  been  great  progress  and  good 
work  done.  During  the  vacation  all  of  our  buildings  were  repainted 
by  students,  under  the  direction  of  a  competent  workman  as  fore- 
man, and  much  of  the  work  on  the  President's  cottage  was  done  by 
students. 

Under  Miss  Clara  C.  Davis  the  Sewing  Department  has  shown 
better  results  than  in  any  previous  year.  Each  girl  in  the  College 
devotes  one  day  in  each  week  to  plain  sewing  and  dress-making; 
and  we  have  had  several  pupils  taking  special  course  in  sewing. 

LITERARY  WORK. 

The  Model  School  and  Preparatory  Department  have  been  placed 
upon  a  better  basis,  and  good  work  and  much  improvement  have  been 
shown  this  term. 
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Each  year  there  has  been  improvement  in  the  Normal  Department, 
and  much  pains  have  been  taken  with  those  who  will  go  out  from  this 
department  to  teach. 

Our  Harness-making  Department  is  well-equipped  and  is  doing 
good  work.  Each  year  sees  an  increase  in  the  number  of  pupils  who 
take  this  trade. 

Too  much  credit  cannot  be  given  our  instructor,  Jas.  A.  Brown, 
for  the  improvement  and  advancement  shown  by  the  pupils  in  plas- 
tering and  brick-laying.  A  larger  number  of  pupils  are  taking  this 
trade  than  any  other  trade  in  the  college. 

The  President's  cottage  has  been  completed  and  occupies  a  position 
that  is  convenient  to  all  parts  of  the  campus,  and  commands  a  view 
of  all  the  buildings. 

Our  College  farm  has  produced  well,  but  we  are  handicapped  by 
the  need  of  fences  about  and  across  the  fields.  It  will  require  about 
fifteen  hundred  ($1,500.00)  dollars  to  furnish  wire,  nails,  and  staples 
and  posts,  and  to  build  all  the  fences  necessary  upon  the  farm. 

I,  therefore,  ask  you  gentlemen  to  urge  upon  the  Legislature  the 
need  of  an  appropriation  for  fences  that  are  so  necessary  upon  tHfe 
farm  of  an  agricultural  college. 

We  are  also  in  need  of  a  pair  of  mules  for  the  farm.  I  think  four 
hundred  dollars  will  be  enough  to  buy  them. 

The  last  Legislature  appropriated  money  for  a  dynamo.  By  the 
opening  of  the  term  we  shall  have  this  dynamo  in  place,  and  all  the 
wiring  and  fixtures  for  electric  lights  on  the  campus  and  in  the 
buildings.    Contracts  have  been  awarded  for  these  and  for  an  eng^e. 

With  the  money  appropriated  by  the  Legislature  we  are  now  erect- 
ing a  laundry  building  of  convenient  proportions.  We  shall  need  an 
appropriation  of  fifteen  hundred  ($1,500.00)  dollars  to  finish  and 
equip  it. 

We  are  in  great  need  of  furniture,  even  of  the  simplest  kind,  for 
the  dormitories  of  boys  and  girls. 

Bradham  Hall  has  never  been  finished,  and  we  need  about  twelve 
hundred  dollars  to  finish  twelve  rooms  on  the  fourth  floor  of  that 
building.  There  is  always  decay-  m  an  unfinished  building,  and 
danger  of  fire. 

In  addition  to  $5,000  to  be  appropriated  by  the  Legislature  for  the 
nmning  expenses  of  the  College,  the  following  are  our  present 
urgent  needs :

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SUPERINTENDENTS  REPORT. 


To  the  Board  of  Commissioners  of  the  Institution  for  the  Education 
of  the  Deaf  and  the  Blind. 

Gentlemen :  I  have  the  honor  to  present  to  you  the  sixtieth  annual 
report  of  this  school. 

The  attendance  during  the  scholastic  year  was  the  largest  in  the 
history  of  the  school.  One  hundred  and  eighty-four  pupils  were 
enrolled — io6  deaf  and  y^  blind,  and  i  blind-deaf;  134  white  and  yy 
colored. 

We  are  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  another  year  of  exemption 
from  death  or  serious  illness  among  our  pupils.  On  May  2nd,  Miss 
Josephine  Biggar,  Director  of  Physical  Culture  Department,  died. 
She  came  to  us  two  years  ago  to  take  charge  of  our  Gymnasium 
classes.  She  was  a  woman  possessed  of  an  imusually  strong  and 
well-balanced  mind,  which  was  expressive  of  her  life— quick,  strong 
and  gentle.    Her  death  was  a  distinctive  loss  to  our  school. 

With  the  exception  of  the  death  of  Miss  Biggar  nothing  occurred 
during  the  year  to  interfere  with  the  successful  and  satisfactory 
work  of  the  school. 

Prof.  J.  E.  Swearingen,  head  teacher  of  the  Department  for  the 
Blind,  tendered  his  resignation  at  the  close  of  the  school  term,  June 
24th,  and  announced  his  candidacy  for  the  office  of  State  Superin- 
tendent of  Education.  After  losing  his  sight,  when  a  boy,  Mr. 
Swearingen  was  a  pupil  in  our  school.  After  finishing  his  course 
here  he  entered  the  State  University,  from  which  he,  later,  graduated 
with  the  highest  honors  of  his  class.  After  his  graduation  he 
returned  to  us  as  a  teacher  and  gave  us  nine  years  of  very  successful 
and  highly  satisfactory  work.  While  we  are  loath  to  have  him  leave 
us,  we  feel  sure  that  he  will  prove  his  gjeat  worth  in  the  continued 
up-lift  of  the  general  educational  work  of  the  State  at  large,  just  as 
h6  did  in  our  school. 

Prof.  T.  H.  Coleman  and  Mrs.  I.  M.  Thomason,  after  many  years 
of  faithful  service  as  teachers  in  Department  for  the  Deaf,  have 
retired  from  the  work.  The  above  noted  vacancies  and  some  others 
have  been  filled  by  expert  and  competent  instructors.

The  sum  of  $500  for  Repairs  has  been  expended  in  painting  tin 
roofs  of  the  different  buildings,  painting  inside  woodwork,  replaster- 
ing,  renewing  woodwork,  paving,  etc. 

The  sum  of  $1,446.98  has  been  expended  in  renewing  insurance 
policies  on  our  buildings  and  contents  for  three  years.  Under  a 
recent  Act  of  the  Legislature,  one-tenth  of  said  amount  was  paid  to 
the  State  Insurance  Department. 

The  appropriation  of  $1,000  has  been  expended  in  changing  and 
enlarging  our  sewerage  system  and  placing  our  water  supply  in  sat- 
isfactory and  safe  condition.  No  ill  effects  had  resulted  from  the 
condition  of  our  old  system,  but,  as  stated  in  the  last  Annual  Report, 
we  thought  it  best  to  renew  and  enlarge  the  system  "in  order  to 
secure  the  continued  healthfulness  of  our  location/*  No  location 
or  section  is  free  from  disease  or  infection,  but  the  wisdom  in  locat- 
ing this  school  at  this  place,  sixty  years  ago,  has  been  fully  demon- 
strated by  its  remarkable  health  record. 

The  current  expenses  for  Support  from  July  i,  1907,  to  December 
31,  1907,  amount  to  $11,560.46,  and  from  January  i,  1908,  to  June 
30,  1908,  $14,723.12,  making  a  total  of  $26,283.58  for  scholastic 
year  ending  June  30,  1908,  as  shown  by  the  following  statement  of 
finances :

Dewey  Cantrell,  our  deaf-blind  boy,  continues  to  make  steady 
progress  in  his  general  educational  work.  His  command  of  Ian* 
guage  is  growing,  and  through  this  medium  his  knowledge  of  people 
and  things  is  being  enlarged.  He  has,  recently,  taken  up  touch 
reading,  which  we  hope  he  will  master  during  this  school  term. 

Our  buildings  are  fairly  well  arranged  for  the  handling  of  our 
pupils  in  case  of  fire,  but  in  order  to  add  to  the  safety  of  our  house- 
hold it  would  be  better  to  place  a  fire  escape  at  the  east  end  of  our 
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main  building,  and  one  to  the  building  for  colored  children.  We 
have  had  an  expert  estimate  made  of  the  cost  of  same,  and  submit 
the  wisdom  of  asking  for  an  appropriation  sufficient  to  erect  same. 

The  following  appropriations  will  be  necessary  for  the  proper 
maintenance  of  the  school  for  the  next  fiscal  year,  viz. : 

For  Support $26,50000 

For  Repairs 500  00 

For  Fire  Escapes 1,80000 

The  financial  statement  for  Support,  as  given  in  this  report,  is  for 
scholastic  year  beginning  July  i,  1907,  and  ending  June  30,  1908, 
and  does  not,  therefore,  give  the  financial  status  of  the  school  for  the 
entire  fiscal  year,  but  only  to  June  30,  1908.

TERMS  OF  ADMISSION. 

1st.  Persons  desiring  to  procure  the  admission  of  pupils  should 
apply  by  letter,  or  otherwise,  to  the  Superintendent  of  the  Institution 
for  instructions  as  to  the  manner  of  procedure,  and  no  pupils  should 
be  sent  to  the  Institution  until  such  instructions  shall  have  been  fully 
complied  with. 

2d.  All  are  required  to  come  provided  with  an  adequate  supply  of 
good,  comfortable  clothing,  embracing  suitable  articles  for  both  sum- 
mer and  winter  wear,  in  such  quantity  as  to  admit  of  the  necessary 
changes  for  washing  and  repairing,  the  whole  to  be  neatly  packed  in 
a  good  trunk,  with  good  lock  and  key. 

3d.  Each  article  of  clothing  should  be  distinctly  marked  with  the 
owner's  name,  in  order  to  prevent  confusion  or  loss,  and  must  be  sent 
in  good  order  and  condition,  not  only  upon  the  first  entrance  of  the 
pupil,  but  also  at  each  subsequent  return  from  home  after  the  vaca- 
tion. 

4th.  A  small  amount  of  money  will  be  required  to  be  deposited 
with  the  Superintendent  for  the  benefit  of  the  pupil,  should  need 
require. 

5th.    Pay  pupils  charged  $150  for  session  of  nine  months. 

6th.  Except  in  cases  of  sickness,  all  pupils  are  expected  to  remain 
at  the  Institution  from  the  commencement  to  the  close  of  each  ses- 
sion, at  which  time  parents  or  friends  should  be  prepared  to  take 
them  home  to  spend  the  vacation. 
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7th.  The  scholastic  session  commences  on  the  first  Wednesday  in 
October  and  closes  on  the  last  Wednesday  in  June. 

8th.  No  person  of  imbecile  or  unsound  mind,  or  confirmed  im- 
moral character,  or  incapacitated  by  physical  infirmity  for  useful 
instruction,  will  knowingly  be  received  into  the  Institution;  and  in 
case  any  pupil  shall,  after  trial,  prove  incompetent  for  useful  instruc- 
tions, or  wilfully  and  persistently  disobedient  to  the  regulations  of  the 
Institution,  such  pupil  will  thereupon  be  discharged. 


LOCATION. 

The  South  Girolina  Institution  for  the  Education  of  the  Deaf  and 
Blind  is  located  at  Cedar  Spring,  Spartanburg  County,  four  miles 
south  of  Spartanburg,  and  one  mile  west  of  Cedar  Spring  Station,  on 
the  Spartanburg  and  Columbia  Railroad,  and  occupies  a  healthful 
and  pleasant  site. 
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REPORT. 


To  His  Excellency  Martin  F.  Ansel,  Governor  of  the  State  of  South 
Carolina, 

Sir :  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  relating  to 
the  general  scope  of  the  geological  work  accomplished  in  South  Caro- 
lina by  the  South  Carolina  Geological  Survey,  and  the  United  States 
Geological  Survey,  separately  and  in  co-of>eration,  during  the  year 
1908: 

GENERAL  GEOLOGICAL  WORK. 

Crystalline  Region  (or  Up-Country). — The  portions  of  York, 
Cherokee  and  Chester  Counties  which  had  been  previously  treated 
topographically,  and  mapped  as  the  "Kings  Mountain,"  "Gaffney" 
and  ''Sharon"  quadrangles,  were  the  subject  of  detail  work  by  the 
State  Geologist  in  co-operation  with  Mr.  Douglas  Sterrett  of  the 
United  States  Geological  Corps.  Apart  from  the  co-operative  work 
in  the  above  cited  counties  the  State  Survey  has  operated  in  Abbe- 
ville, Laurens,  Spartanburg,  Union,  Lancaster  and  Oconee  Counties. 
The  chief  results  of  general  economic  interest  relate  to  marble, 
barytes  and  manganese. 

Additional  exploration  of  the  Poor  Mountain  marble  bed  revealed 
a  layer  of  pure  white  marble  exceeding  ninety  per  centum  in  purity 
and  of  appreciable  economic  promise.  The  continuity  of  this  bed 
has  been  broken  on  the  south  side  of  the  range  by  a  deep  valley  along 
the  upper  limit  of  the  Piedmont  Plateau.  It  is  regarded  probable 
that  the  opposite  edge  of  the  layer  of  marble  will  be  found  a  short 
distance  to  the  southeast.  Systematic  instrument  and  stratigraphic 
work  is  in  progress  with  a  view  to  locating  the  probable  line  of  the 
obscured  edge. 

The  extension  of  the  Kings  Creek  barytes  belt  has  been  traced 
along  various  exposures  from  the  North  Carolina  line  across  por- 
tions of  York  and  Cherokee  Counties  to  a  point  west  of  the  Broad 
River.     Several  promising  prospects  were  located. 

The  manganese  belt  heretofore  noted  has  been  traced  into  Laurens 
County,  where  a  large  volume  of  manganese  ore  occurs  free  from 
fatal  impurities. 

Attention  has  been  accorded  various  individual  prospects,  chiefly 
productive  in  disappointments.     However,  a  copper  prospect  of  fair 
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from  his  duly  assigned  territory;  this  process  will  tend  to  eliminate 
the  long  prevailing  pernicious  system  of  skipping,  through  which 
the  thick  accumulations  concentrated  in  pockets  are  exhausted,  while 
the  intermediate  deposits,  which  might  be  worked  with  reasonable 
profit  in  conjunction  with  the  heavier  beds,  are,  through  unchecked 
discrimination,  greatly  depreciated  in  value,  for  the  reason  that  alone 
the  more  lean  patches  cannot  be  profitably  mined,  at  the  prices  of 
phosphate  rock  heretofore  prevailing.  The  phosphate  deposits  of 
South  Carolina  are  being  fast  consumed,  and  the  equivalent  of 
every  ton  exported  will  have  to  be  returned  at  the  cost  of  the  agricul- 
turist consumer. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

T.  That  an  adequate  appropriation  will  be  made  for  the  expenses 
of  printing  reports  and  for  office  and  field  work,  and  that  the  usual 
provision  shall  be  incorporated  relative  to  analytical  work. 

2.  That  provision  should  be  specifically  made  for  a  detailed  sur- 
vey of  the  phosphate  beds  owned  by  the  State,  especially  the 
marsh  areas ;  for  it  is  the  opinion  of  the  State  Geologist  that  some  of 
the  unofficial  or  private  reports  which  have  heretofore  been  relied  on 
with  reference  to  the  extent  and  value  of  these  beds  are  either  of 
undependable  accuracy,  incompetent,  or  otherwise  misleading.  An 
appropriation  of  $15,000  to  provide  for  the  expenses  of  this  work 
during  a  period  of  two  years  would  enable  the  State  to  intelligently 
subdivide  the  rock-bearing  districts,  control  the  thoroughness  of  the 
mining  operations,  and  exact  an  appropriate  royalty. 

Cheerful  acknowledgment  is  hereby  made  of  the  obligations  of  the 
South  Carolina  Geological  Survey  to  the  services  of  Professor 
Hardin's  department  of  Clemson  College,  and  to  the  services  of  the 
co-operators  from  the  United  States  Geological  Survey  and  the 
Smithsonian  Institution.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  RAILROAD  COM- 
MISSIONERS  OF  'SOUTH  CAROLINA. 


To  the  General  Assembly  of  South  Carolina: 

We  submit  for  your  consideration  this  the  thirtieth  Annual 
Report  of  the  Railroad  Commission  of  South  Carolina,  which  in- 
cludes information  extracted  from  the  annual  reports  as  made  to  the 
Commission  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1908,  by  railroad, 
express,  telegraph  and  telephone  companies  operating  in  South 
Carolina  over  which  we  have  jurisdiction. 

There  has  been  some  delay  in  obtaining  these  annual  reports  re- 
quired by  State  law  of  the  railroad  companies.  This  delay  to  some 
extent  was  caused  by  the  fact  that  the  printed  forms  of  the  reports, 
which  are  prepared  by  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission,  were 
not  furnished  promptly. 

This  Comnmiission  has  also  prepared,  and  herewith  submits,  a 
compilation  of  the  most  important  laws  of  the  State,  relating  to  the 
duties  of  the  Railroad  Commission  and  the  regulation  of  trans- 
portation and  transmission  companies  under  its  jurisdiction.  We 
believe  this  compilation  will  be  appreciated  by  the  public  as  affording 
much  practical  information  r^^rding  matters  of  general  interest. 

CLASSIFICATIONS  AND  FREIGHT  TARIFFS. 

During  the  past  year  we  have  thoroughly  reviewed  and  to  some 
extent  revised  and  changed  tariffs  and  classifications  applicable  to 
shipments  within  this  State.  These  classifications  and  tariffs  are 
now  more  complete  than  those  heretofore  published  and  may  be 
relied  upon  as  correct  on  date  of  issue,  though  subject  to  changes 
after  proper  notice. 

RAILWAY  MILEAGE. 

Since  our  last  report  thirty-six  miles  of  new  railroad  has  been 
constructed  and  put  in  operation  in  South  Carolina.  This  does  not 
include  new  spurs,  yard  or  side-tracks,  8.62  miles  of  which  were  laid 
during  the  period  mentioned.  The  total  length  of  main  track  and 
branches  now  used  in  this  State  by  steam  railroads  as  common  car- 
riers is  3,156.19  miles.  The  entire  trackage,  including  spurs,  sidings 
and  yard  tracks  is  3,559.02  miles. 
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COMPLAINTS  AND  PETITIONS. 

Complaints  and  petitions,  formal  and  informal,  have  come  to  us 
mth  increasing  number.  In  many  instances  these  complaints  are 
easily  adjusted  without  the  formality  of  a  hearing,  though  in  about 
every  case  some  information  is  required  in  order  to  arrive  at  a  just 
conclusion;  and  it  often  occurs  that  we  have  cases  frequently  pre- 
sented which  require  considerable  time  to  get  at  all  the  facts  and  the 
law  upon  which  to  base  a  decision  fair  to  all  concerned.  A  detailed 
report  of  these  hearings  would  occupy  more  space  than  is  allowed 
us  within  the  limits  of  this  document.  Such  reports  are  on  file  in 
the  office  of  the  Commission  for  public  inspection. 

PASSENGER  RATES. 

Under  date  of  February  24,  1908,  the  Atlantic  Coast  Line  Railroad 
Company  submitted  a  proposition  to  the  Commission,  agreeing  to 
put  into  effect  on  April  i,  1908,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  possible,  a 
flat  intrastate  passenger  rate  of  two  and  one-half  cents  per  mile 
under  certain  conditions.  The  most  important  of  these  conditions 
was  that  the  railroad  company  reserved  the  right  to  make  an  extra 
charge  of  fifteen  cents  (provided  the  fare,  including  the  fifteen 
cents,  shall  in  no  case  exceed  three  cents  per  mile)  against  any 
person  boarding  a  train  without  a  ticket  at  a  point  at  which  a  ticket 
might  have  been  purchased ;  and  with  the  further  provision  that  the 
proposed  reduced  rates  were  to  have  a  trial  for  not  less  than  twelve 
months.  If  after  such  trial  these  reduced  rates  proved  imremunera- 
tive  they  should  be  increased. 

This  proposition  also  embodied  an  agreement  to  issue  certain 
forms  of  mileage  books  at  a  rate  of  two  cents  per  mile  under  cer- 
tain conditions.  The  Southern  Railway  Company  about  the  same 
date  made  a  similar  proposition  to  the  Commission.  After  notice 
to  all  railroad  companies  operating  in  this  State,  a  hearing  on  this 
matter  of  passenger  rates  was  held  in  the  office  of  the  Commission 
on  March  3,  1908.  The  question  of  fixing  passenger  rates  on  all 
the  steam  railroads  in  this  State  was  also  considered  at  this  hearing, 
which  resulted  in  the  issuance  of  Orders  No.  36  and  No.  37,  the  for- 
mer order  being  addressed  to  the  Atlantic  Coast  Line  and  the  latter 
to  the  Southern  Railway  Company.  These  orders  do  not  materially 
differ.    Order  No.  36  reads  as  follows : 
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ORDER  NO.  36. 

Columbia,  S.  C,  March  3,  1908. 

Whereas,  the  Atlantic  Coast  Line  Railroad  Company  has  this  day 
presented  to  the  Railroad  Commission  of  South  Carolina  the  follow- 
ing proposition : 

"(i)  Atlantic  Coast  Line  Railroad  Company  will  agree  to  put  into 
effect  on  April  i,  1908,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  possible,  in  the 
State  of  South  Carolina,  a  flat  intrastate  passenger  rate  of  2j4  cents 
per  mile;  children  under  12  and  over  5  years  of  age,  one-half  of  the 
above  rate ;  children  under  5  years  of  age  free  when  accompanied  by 
passenger  paying  adult  fare;  provided,  that  where  the  amount  of 
the  ticket  at  the  prescribed  rate  will  amount  to  any  figure  between 
the  two  multiples  of  five,  the  price  of  the  ticket  shall  be  the  multiple 
of  five  which  is  nearest  the  price  of  the  ticket  at  the  rate  above  men- 
tioned; or  in  the  event  that  the  amount  is  equidistant  between  the 
two  multiples  of  five,  the  price  charged  for  the  ticket  shall  be  on  the 
basis  of  the  higher  of  these  two  multiples  of  five;  with  minimum 
charge  of  five  cents;  with  the  right  to  make  extra  charge  of  15 
cents  (provided  that  the  said  fare,  including  the  15  cents,  shall  in  no 
case  exceed  three  cents  per  mile)  against  any  person  boarding  a  train 
without  a  ticket  at  a  point  at  which  a  ticket  might  have  been  pur- 
chased. Provided,  further,  that  if  after  a  reasonable  trial;  that  is, 
a  trial  of  not  less  than  12  months,  the  same  shall  be  found  to  be  not 
reasonably  remunerative,  application  will  be  made  to  the  Railroad 
Commission  of  South  Carolina  to  increase  the  said  passenger  rate 
of  2^  cents  per  mile,  and  if  the  said  Commission  shall  fail  or  refuse 
for  30  days  after  application  by  this  Company  to  give  relief  to  which 
this  Company  considers  it  is  entitled  to  receive,  this  Company  shall 
not  be  deemed  to  have  in  any  way  waived  or  surrendered  any  of  its 
legal  rights  to  relief  in  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  and  its 
rights  to' such  relief  shall  not  be  impaired  nor  in  any  way  preju- 
diced by  this  agreement,  nor  by  the  fact  that  said  rate  had  been 
put  into  effect  and  had  been  given  a  trial  under  this  agreement. 
This  ticket  carries  with  it  the  privilege  of  free  transportation  of  200 
pounds  baggage. 

"(2).  It  will  be  our  intention  to  issue  within  the  State  of  South 
Carolina  during  the  said  trial  period  of  12  months,  mileage  books  of 
the  following  character  at  the  following  rates : 

"(a)  A  two-thousand-mile  book  for  instrastate  travel  in  South 
Carolina,  interchangeable  with  such  of  the  solvent  roads  of  the 
State  as  will  consent  thereto,  at  a  rate  of  2  cents  per  mile,  subject  to 
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minimum  of  five  miles ;  good  for  heads  of  firms  or  their  employees, 
or  officers  and  employees  of  corporations ;  the  book  to  carry  not  ex- 
ceeding the  names  of  five  persons  in  number ;  their  names  to  be  fur- 
nished and  inserted  in  the  book  at  the  time  of  purchase.  But  this 
ticket  will  be  confined  to  the  use  of  one  person  at  one  time,  and 
carries  with  it  the  privilege  of  free  transportation  of  150  pounds  bag- 
gage 

"(b)  A  one-thousand-mile  book  to  individuals  at  rate  of  2  cents 
per  mile,  subject  to  minimum  of  five  miles,  good  only  for  travel  by 
purchaser  whose  name  shall  be  inserted  in  book  at  the  time  of  pur- 
chase, and  good  only  for  intrastate  travel  in  South  Carolina  and 
interchangeable  with  such  of  the  solvent  roads  of  the  State  as  will 
consent  thereto.  This  book  carries  with  it  the  free  transportation 
of  150  poimds  baggage. 

**(c)  A  five-hundred-mile  book  to  be  issued  to  heads  of  families 
and  to  dependent  members  thereof  for  intrastate  travel,  good  for 
passage  only  over  the  Atlantic  Coast  Line  R.  R.,  the  names  to  be 
furnished  and  inserted  in  the  book  at  the  time  of  purchase.  This 
book  to  be  sold  at  the  rate  of  2  1-4  cents  per  mile,  with  a  minimum  of 
two  miles  for  each  passenger  carried,  and  carries  with  it  the  privilege 
of  free  transportation  of  150  pounds  baggage. 

"(d)  All  of  said  mileage  books  not  transferable  and  to  be  lim- 
ited for  use  for  one  year  from  date  of  purchase,  and  the  unused  por- 
tions thereof  redeemable  if  presented  within  60  days  after  the  expira- 
tion thereof  on  the  basis  of  charging  2j4  cents  per  mile  for  the  por- 
tions used." 

It  is  ordered  that  the  same  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  accepted 
and  approved  by  the  Railroad  Commission  of  South  Carolina.

It  appearing,  after  investigation,  that  the  present  maximum  pas- 
senger rate  of  three  (3c.)  cents  per  mile  is  no  more  than  a  reasonable 
and  just  remuneration  for  the  passenger  service  now  offered  and 
rendered  by  the  above-named  steam  railway  companies  in  South 
Carolina;  and  it  further  appearing  that  each  of  said  railway  com- 
panies is  in  fact  an  independent,  short  line,  it  is 

Ordered;  That  each  of  the  above-mentioned  railway  companies 
be,  and  is  hereby,  authorized  to  charge,  as  heretofore,  a  rate  for 
transporting  passengers,  not  exceeding  three  (3c.)  cents  per  mile  as 
now  prescribed  by  law.

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These  new  passenger  rates  were  put  into  effect  on  April  i,  1908, 
with  slight  modifications,  allowing  two  hundred  pounds  of  baggage 
instead  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  pounds  free  on  all  intrastate  travel, 
and  correcting  the  child  limit  to  six  years. 

Shortly  before  the  application  of  these  reduced  rates  vigorous 
opposition  arose  against  the  conditions  under  which  it  was  proposed 
to  sell  and  use  mileage  books,  particularly  against  that  feature  of  the 
mileage  system  which  the  railroads,  without  the  approval  of  the 
Commission,  inaugurated  denying  the  use  of  mileage  coupons  on 
trains  or  for  the  checking  of  baggage,  and  requiring  each  holder  of  a 
mileage  book  to  exchange  mileage  coupons  at  the  ticket  offices  for 
passenger  tickets  before  baggage  could  be  checked  or  transportation 
secured  from  train  conductors  as  had  been  previously  practiced.  It 
was  claimed  and  urged  by  a  large  number  of  the  traveling  public  that 
this  r^^lation  was  burdensome  on  the  public  and  an  tmjust  and  un- 
necessary imposition,  inasmuch  as  it  required  the  public  to  wait  at 
ticket  offices  and  baggage  rooms  for  a  length  of  time  that  was  neces- 
sarily unreasonable.  The  railroad  companies,  on  petition  of  citizens 
interested,  were  invited  by  the  Commission  to  a  conference  on 
the  30th  day  of  March,  1908.  This  conference  was  so  held  and 
the  subject  of  mileage  was  thoroughly  discussed.  The  complainants 
presented  a  strong  protest  against  the  new  method  proposed  for 
handling  mileage  coupons.  The  railroad  officials  declined  to  act 
upon  the  ground  that  the  new  regulation  was  necessary  for  the  pro- 
tection of  their  revenue.  They  insisted  on  giving  this  new  method 
a  fair  trial  and  argued  vigorously  against  the  authority  of  the  Com- 
mission to  interfere.  This  conference  resulted  in  granting  more  time 
for  a  trial  of  the  proposed  change. 

On  July  20,  1908,  in  compliance  with  a  petition  froni  various  or- 
ganizations of  commercial  travelers,  a  second  conference  on  this  sub- 
ject was  arranged  by  the  Commission  at  its  office  in  Columbia,  S.  C. 
At  this  conference  the  experience  of  the  public  in  connection  with 
the  new  method  of  handling  mileage  coupons  was  extensively  dis- 
cussed and  considerable  testimony  stenographically  taken.  This 
testimony  is  now  on  file  in  our  office.  The  opinion  of  the  Commis- 
sion in  this  case,  as  rendered  August  11,  1908,  is  as  follows: 

Majority  Opinion. 

On  petition  of  various  officials  and  members  of  the  Travelers'  Pro- 
tective Association  and  of  the  Order  of  United  Commercial  Travelers 
of  America,  resident  in  South  Carolina,  a  conference  on  this  subject 
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with  the  representatives  of  the  most  important  railroads  operating 
in  this  State  was  held  before  the  Commission  in  its  office  at  Colum- 
bia, S.  C,  on  March  30,  1908. 

The  petitioners  protested  at  this  conference  against  the  new  mile- 
age system  it  was  then  proposed  to  inaugurate  on  April  i,  1908, 
claiming  that  the  conditions  under  which  2  cents  interchangeable 
mileage  was  to  be  sold  after  April  i,  especially  that  provision  requir- 
ing an  exchange  of  mileage  for  passenger  tickets  at  ticket  offices  and 
no  longer  allowing  such  mileage  to  be  pulled  on  trains,  would  prove 
seriously  inconvenient  and  burdensome  to  the  public. 

The  railroad  officials  insisted  that  the  delays  and  inconvenience 
anticipated  by  the  traveling  men  tvould  not  prove  so  serious  as  was 
expected ;  that  the  railroads  would  furnish  all  necessary  facilities  for 
handling  passengers  and  give  ample  protection  to  the  public. 

It  was  explained  that  this  new  mileage,  good  over  thirty-five  or 
forty  roads,  would  be  issued  on  April  i  by  agreement  between 
about  all  the  important  roads  as  members  of  the  Southern  Passenger 
Association  operating  in  the  South,  and  that  the  rate  of  2  cents  per 
mile,  the  restrictions  and  the  contract  under  which  it  was  to  be  sold 
had  been  filed  with  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission,  according 
to  law. 

The  main  contention  of  the  railroad  authorities  was  that  the  new 
method  would  afford  a  much  needed  safeguard  to  the  revenues  of 
the  roads.  It  was  declared  that  the  railway  companies  were  suffer- 
ing serious  loss  on  account  of  mileage  coupons  being  mislaid  or  lost 
by  conductors,  and  that  there  was  the  further  risk  of  these  mileage 
coupons  being  lost  or  mislaid  through  clerical  handling. 

The  result  of  this  conference  was  that  no  change  in  the  proposed 
new  system  was  agreed  upon.  The  railroads  asked  that  at  least 
ninety  (90)  days'  trial  should  be  made  of  the  new  method  by  the 
public  before  condemning  it,  agreeing  to  correct  any  seriously  bur- 
densome features  that  might  develop  in  the  meantime. 

On  petition  of  Mr.  W.  C.  Mikell,  of  Columbia,  Chairman  of  the 
U.  T.  C.  Committee,  a  second  conference  between  the  railway  offi- 
cials and  the  members  of  the  Order  of  United  Commercial  Travelers 
of  America  and  members  of  the  Travelers'  Protective  Association 
was  held  after  due  notice  before  the  Commission  on  July  20,  1908. 

The  only  important  new  matter  developed  at  this  last  conference 
was  the  various  statements  of  the  traveling  men,  as  to  the  actual  ex- 
perience of  the  public  in  the  past  ninety  (90)  days'  use  of  the  new 
mileage  books  sold  since  April  i.     For  information  as  to  these  de- 
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tailed  statements  and  other  evidence  taken  at  the  hearing  we  submit 
as  a  part  of  the  file  in  this  matter  a  full  stenographical  report  of 
the  entire  proceedings  prepared  by  Stenographer  Deal. 

The  Commission  has  from  the  first  regarded  and  treated  the  two 
hearings  held  on  this  subject  as  conferences  for  the  purpose  of  dis- 
cussing the  objections  raised  against  the  new  Southeastern  mileage 
system,  with  the  view  of  presenting  the  matter  to  the  railroad  author- 
ities and,  if  possible,  arriving  at  some  satisfactory  agreement  with 
them.     No  such  agreement  has  been  reached. 

It  appears  from  the  statements  made  at  the  conference  of  July  20 
that  the  traveling  men  there  present,  and  others  not  present,  would 
prefer  to  have  the  railroads  in  South  Carolina  issue  a  2-cent  mileage 
book  of  similar  form  to  that  now  sold  under  agreement  between 
the  members  of  the  Central  Passenger  Association,  covering  the 
States  of  Illinois,  Ohio,  Pennsylvania  and  Indiana.  This  mileage 
is  interchangeable  within  a  prescribed  territory,  sells  for  2j4  cents 
per  mile  or  a  gross  rate  of  $25  for  one  thousand  miles^  and  upon 
the  return  of  the  cover  of  the»  mileage  book  by  the  original  purchaser, 
and  the  certificate  of  the  validity  of  the  use  of  the  entire  mileage 
ticket  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  its  contract,  a  refund  of  $5  is 
made,  thus  making  the  net  rate  $20  per  one  thousand  miles  or  (2) 
two  cents  per  mile.  This  mileage  is  good  on  trains  and  for  baggage 
check. 

Having  failed  to  secure  by  conference  any  change  or  modification 
in  the  restriction  under  which  this  mileage  is  now  issued,  the  Com- 
mission has  deemed  it  a  duty  to  investigate  its  legal  authority  in  the 
matter  and  has  arrived  at  the  following  conclusion : 

First.  There  is  no  authority  of  law  conferred  upon  the  South 
Carolina  Railroad  Commission  by  which  the  Commission  can  require 
the  railroad  companies  to  so  change  the  present  form  of  contract 
under  which  interchangeable  mileage  books  are  now  sold  in  South 
Carolina  as  to  render  such  mileage  good  on  trains,  or  otherwise 
require  change  in  this  mileage  contract  to  meet  the  wishes  of  the 
petitioners. 

Second.  As  a  matter  of  law  the  Commission  cannot  require  the 
railroads  to  issue  interchangeable  mileage  books  which  undertake  to 
force  the  crediting  of  one  road  by  another,  at  any  price,  or  under 
any  contract. 

Third.  Clearly  the  Commission  has  the  authority  to  require  the 
necessary  facilities  for  handling  passengers  in  a  manner  needed  to 
promote  the  security,  convenience  and  accommodation  of  the  public 
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In  other  words,  if  the  railroads  fail  to  furnish  the  force  necessary  at 
stations  for  the  proper  handling  of  passengers  and  baggage  with  rea- 
sonable dispatch,  the  Commission  has  power  to  act. 

From  the  observations  made  by  the  undersigned  commisssioners, 
and  from  the  evidence  of  numerous  persons  traveling  in  this  State, 
the  Commission  is  convinced  that  on  account  of  the  increased  labor 
now  required  of  station  passenger  agents  since  the  introduction  of 
the  new  method  of  exchanging  mileage  at  office  windows,  there  is 
just  ground  for  complaint  by  the  public  against  the  inconvenience 
and  delays  now  experienced,  especially  at  certain  junctional  ticket 
offices  in  the  State. 

Therefore,  for  the  purpose  of  promoting  accommodation  due  the 
public,  it  is  ordered : 

First.  That  the  Southern  Railway  Company  furnish  additional 
force  to  the  extent  of  at  least  one  competent  person  to  assist  at  all 
reasonable  hours  in  selling  tickets  and  exchanging  mileage  at  its 
union  passenger  stations  in  Greenville  and  Spartanburg,  S.  C. 

Second.  That  the  Atlantic  Coast  Line  Railroad  Company  like- 
wise furnish  additional  help  to  the  extent  of  at  least  one  competent 
person  to  assist  at  all  reasonable  hours  in  selling  tickets  and  ex- 
changing mileage  at  its  union  passenger  station  at  Florence  S.  C. 

Third.  That  the  said  Southern  Railway  Company  and  the  At- 
lantic Coast  Line  Railroad  Company,  jointly  or  severally,  be,  and  are 
hereby,  ordered  to  provide  at  least  one  competent  person  in  addition 
to  those  now  employed,  whose  duty  it  will  be  to  assist  at  all  reason- 
able hours  in  selling  passenger  tickets  and  exchanging  mileage  for 
tickets  at  the  union  passenger  ticket  office  maintained  by  these  two 
railroad  companies  in  Columbia,  S.  C,  and  Charleston,  S.  C. 

Fourth.  This  order  shall  be  effective  not  later  than  thirty  (30) 
days  from  September  i,  1908.

Minority  Opinion. 

On  petition  of  various  officials  and  members  of  the  Travelers'  Pro- 
tective Association  and  of  the  Order  of  United  Commercial  Travel- 
ers of  America,  resident  in  South  Carolina,  a  conference  on  this 
subject  with  the  representatives  of  the  most  important  railroads 
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operating  in  this  State  was  held  before  the  Commission  in  its  office 
at  Columbia,  S.  C,  on  March  30,  1908. 

The  petitioners  protested  at  this  conference  against  the  new  mile- 
age system.  It  was  then  proposed  to  inaugurate  on  April  i,  1908,. 
claiming  that  the  conditions  under  which  2  cents  interchangeable 
mileage  was  to  be  sold  after  April  i,  especially  that  provision  requir- 
ing an  exchange  of  mileage  for  passenger  tickets  at  ticket  offices 
and  no  longer  allowing  such  mileage  to  be  pulled  on  trains,  would 
prove  seriously  inconvenient  and  burdensome  to  the  public. 

The  railroad  officials  insisted  that  the  delays  and  inconveniences 
anticipated  by  the  traveling  men  would  not  prove  as  serious  as  was 
expected;  that  the  railroads  would  furnish  all  necessary  facilities 
for  handling  passengers  and  give  ample  protection  to  the  public. 

The  above  contention  of  the  railroad  authorities  that  it  would 
not  inconvenience  the  public  travel  was,  to  my  mind,  proved  not  to 
be  the  case  by  the  rehearing  of  this  question  July  20,  1908,  by  the 
numerous  traveling  men,  both  of  the  U.  C.  T.  and  the  T.  P.  A., 
which  evidence  was,  in  my  opinion,  sufficient  proof  that  the  present 
mileage  book  system  was  a  very  great  hardship.  I  am  in  position  to 
verify  this  statement,  as  I  have  used  this  mileage  book  since  June  17, 
and  was  forced  to  go  through  the  same  experience  these  traveling 
men  are  subjected  to  every  day,  having  to  wait  at  crowded  stations, 
especially,  at  least  30  to  40  minutes  before  I  could  secure  my  ticket, 
and  on  two  occasions  I  was  forced  to  leave  before  the  agent  could 
get  to  me,  and  board  the  train,  paying  my  fare  and  the  excess. 
This,  however,  was  on  the  Atlantic  Coast  Line ;  the  Southern  did  not 
hesitate  to  detach  mileage  when  I  gave  satisfactory  excuse.  This 
explanation  corroborates  my  former  minority  report,  issued  about 
April  7,  which  I  now  repeat  in  part : 

1.  At  all  large  stations  the  passenger  will  not  receive  the  atten- 
tion of  the  agents  in  time  to  exchange  his  mileage  for  a  ticket  and  to 
have  his  baggage  checked  in  time  to  board  his  train. 

2.  At  the  smaller  stations  the  agents  are  not  familiar  enough  with 
the  distance  between  stations  to  "pull"  the  mileage  correctly  in  the 
hurried  time  they  will  be  called  upon  by  the  passengers. 

3.  The  reduction  in  the  rate  is  not  the  prime  motive  of  a  com- 
mercial traveler  when  purchasing  a  mileage  book.  His  greatest 
desire  is  for  the  convenience  it  brings  and  for  the  minutes  of  time 
saved  to  him.  It  will  take  longer  to  exchange  the  mileage  transpor- 
tation for  a  ticket  than  it  does  to  buy  the  ticket  for  cash. 

Again,  we  are  confident  that  the  rule  referred  to  will  not  accom- 
plish the  object  desired  by  the  railroad  companies.     We  are  in- 
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dined  to  the  opinion  that  the  objections  to  the  conductors  pulling  the 
mileage  for  the  reasons  of  properly  accounting  to  the  several  rail- 
roads can  be  easily  overcome.  It  will  be  as  easy  for  the  conductors 
to  handle  the  coupons  as  for  the  agents  to  do  so.  Arrangements 
for  preventing  a  loss  of  the  coupons  can  be  effected. 

And  there  is  no  doubt  but  that  the  present  plan  will  bring  about 
contentions  between  the  conductors  and  passengers.  The  exception 
in  the  rule  under  consideration  is  as  follows : 

"...  Except  from  stations  where  there  are  no  agents  or 
where  the  agent  is  not  on  duty,  or  for  any  other  valid  reason,  making 
it  impracticable  for  the  passenger  to  have  his  or  her  mileage  ex- 
changed for  a  passage  ticket." 

The  conductor  is  made  the  judge  of  the  validity  of  the  reason 
given.  Various  conductors  will  have  various  ideas  as  to  this  valid- 
ity. What  will  often  seem  a  valid  reason  to  the  passenger  will 
seem  a  trifling  excuse  to  the  conductor.  Arguments  and  dissen- 
sions will  be  had.  A  conductor  acting,  as  he  often  believes  to  be, 
thoroughly  honest,  will  subject  his  company  to  possible  litigation. 

We  also  desire  to  call  your  attention  to  another  important  mat- 
ter in  this  regard.  If  you  will  refer  to  our  Order  No.  36,  March  3, 
1908,  wherein  the  Commission  accepted  and  approved  your  propo- 
sition as  to  the  mileage  rates  in  this  State,  you  will  find  there  is  no 
proposition  for  the  mileage  transportation  to  be  exchanged  at  the 
ticket  office.  We  understood  at  the  time  that  this  order  was  made 
that  the  same  included  all  your  regulations  as  to  the  mileage  book 
transportation.  In  none  of  the  correspondence  submitted  to  us,  nor 
in  any  of  the  conferences  held  with  the  Commission,  has  it  ever 
been  suggested  that  the  rule  complained  of  would  be  made.  There- 
fore, we  feel  that  the  act  of  your  company  in  putting  this  rule  into 
effect  is  not  a  performance  on  your  part  of  the  proposition  made  us 
as  to  passenger  rates,  nor  in  accord  with  our  order  accepting  the 
same. 

Therefore,  having  failed  in  the  conference  held  July  20  with  the 
various  railroad  officials  and  representative  traveling  men  to  induce 
the  railroad  officials  to  agree  to  any  compromise  as  to  the  sale 
and  usage  of  the  present  mileage  book,  I  most  heartily  recommend 
the  adoption  and  usage  of  mileage  books  such  as  are  used  on  the 
railroads  east  of  Washington,  D.  C,  these  books  being  sold  for  $25, 
i,ooomile  book,  to  be  pulled  on  trains  and  baggage  checked  on 
same,  and  after  the  mileage  is  exhausted  if  cover  is  returned  to 
proper  auditor  $5  will  be  refunded,  thus  making  2-cent  rate  on 
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r,ocx>-mile  book.  I  recommend  this  for  two  reasons :  First,  I  be- 
lieve it  will  be  to  the  interest  of  the  general  public  travel.  Second, 
I  believe  it  will  be  to  the  best  interest  of  the  railroads,  because  the 
time  has  come  when  the  people  and  the  railroads  should  certainly 
unite  on  all  questions  pertaining  to  transportation,  especially  passen- 
ger transportation,  keeping  up  the  good  feeling  that  has  always 
existed  between  the  railroads  and  the  general  public  travel. 

I  further  find  from  observation  that  there  are  eight-tenths  of  the 
traveling  public  today  (I  mean  those  who  do  not  use  mileage  books) 
who  are  buying  tickets.  This  will  account  for  a  great  deal  of  the 
delay  experienced  by  those  traveling  with  mileage  in  reaching  the 
ticket  office.  To  this  fact  I  do  not  believe  the  railroads  have  given 
due  consideration,  hence  my  calling  attention  to  same. 

I  further  recommend  that  the  Commission  issue  order  on  the  rail- 
road companies  selling  these  mileage  books,  requiring  exchange  at 
ticket  offices,  compelling  the  railroads  to  furnish  sufficient  help  so  that 
the  public  travel  will  not  be  delayed  as  is  now  the  case  at  such  stations 
as  Charleston,  Columbia,  Florence,  Spartanburg,  Greenville,  Ches- 
ter or  any  lik^  station,  especially  at  junctional  points  where  they  are 
usually  very  crowded  at  least  30  minutes  before  time  for  departure 
of  train.  I  will  give  one  instance  just  here :  Not  over  10  days  ago 
I  was  called  upon  by  Professor  Colcock,  who  was  sending  his 
mother  to  the  mountains  and  was  unable  to  get  mileage  book  ex- 
changed for  ticket  in  time  to  check  his  baggage  and  board  the  train 
for  Asheville,  and  he  called  upon  me  to  assist  him,  which  I  did 
through  Superintendent  Williams,  who  held  the  train  until  he  could 
get  his  ticket,  check  his  baggage  and  board  the  train.

FREIGHT  RATES. 

The  Commission  has,  in  every  instance  where  it  was  satisfactorily 
shown  to  be  a  just  and  reasonable  demand,  reduced  intrastate  rates 
applying  in  South  Carolina,  and  we  have,  in  our  opinion,  adjusted 
promptly  any  rate  that  appeared  to  be  discriminative  against  any 
locality,  individual  or  corporation.  We  have  not  attempted  a  whole- 
sale reduction  in  freight  rates  because  such  action  has  not  at  any  time 
seemed  just  and  reasonable;  furthermore,  we  have  not  been  asked 
to  take  such  action,  nor  do  we  think  the  conservative  business  senti- 
ment of  this  State  would  approve  of  such  a  course  on  the  part  of 
this  Commission.  We  recognize  it  as  a  duty  of  the  Commission  to 
fix  only  such  charges  for  transportation  as  will  allow  just  remunera- 
tion to  the  carrier  and  not  prove  excessive  or  unfair  to  the  public. 
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No  well  defined  or  fixed  method  for  arriving  at  just  and  proper 
rates  on  steam  railway  lines  has  yet  been  devised  for  the  guidance 
of  rate-making  authorities.  This  whole  question  is  certainly  fraught 
with  many  intricate  problems. 

OVERCHARGES. 

On  May  6,  1908,  the  Commission  issued  its  Circular  No.  100, 
through  the  press  and  United  States  mail,  addressed  to  various  ship- 
pers throughout  the  State,  informing  them  of  the  Commission's 
willingness  to  actively  investigate  and  assist  in  the  collection  or  ad- 
justment of  overcharges  on  both  intrastate  and  interstate  shipments, 
as  well  as  any  overcharge  connected  with  the  passenger  service.  It 
has  been  conclusively  shown  that  a  large  proportion  of  cases,  where 
shippers  of  freight  or  passengers  on  trains  are  charged  more  than 
the  published  tariff  rates,  originate  from  careless,  indifferent  or  unin- 
formed agents,  and  we  have  this  year  undertaken  to  assist  in  inves- 
tigating every  case  of  this  kind  when  properly  reported  to  us.  The 
result,  so  far,  has  surprised  us  with  the  very  marked  increase  in  the 
amount  of  our  correspondence  which  now  severely  taxes  our  ofhce 
force.  Many  claims  of  this  character  have  been  promptly  paid  to 
claimants  when  the  proper  showing  was  presented  to  this  office. 
We  regard  this  department  of  our  work  as  of  much  practical  value 
to  the  general  public,  and  it  is  proposed  to  continue  it  as  long  as 
we  are  able  to  give  it  proper  attention. 

DEMURRAGE  AND  STORAGE. 

The  question  as  to  the  Commission's  jurisdiction  in  applying  its 
demurrage  and  storage  rules  to  interstate  shipments  has  not 
been  settled  by  the  highest  legal  authority — ^the  Supreme  Court  of 
the  United  States;  but  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  has 
declared  its  opinion  that  no  State  Railroad  Commission  can  legally 
apply  its  intrastate  demurrage  and  storage  rules  to  interstate  ship- 
ments. The  Commission  will  hereafter  be  guided  by  the  opinion  of 
our  Attorney-General,  which  concurs  in  the  position  taken  by  the 
Interstate  Commerce  Commission,  that  no  State  Railroad  Commis- 
sion can  apply  its  demurrage  rules  to  interstate  shipments. 

HANDLING  BAGGAGE. 

The  Commission,  during  the  past  year,  has  devoted  much  attention 
toward  preventing  the  rough  handling  of  baggage  in  delivering  same 
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from  trains  to  depot,  and  we  think  has  been  successful  in  improving 
this  service  at  many  points,  though  the  evil  has,  by  no  means,  been 
entirely  removed.  Rule  No.  10  of  the  Commission  requires  all  rail- 
road companies  to  provide  such  means  or  appliances  as  may  be 
necessary  to  secure  the  careful  handling  of  and  prevent  injury  to 
baggage;  and  to  furnish  sufficient  trucks  to  both  load  and  unload 
baggage  at  all  junctional  points,  and  at  all  towns  or  cities  with  over 
five  hundred  inhabitants. 

CINDER  DEFLECTORS. 

The  General  Assembly  of  South  Carolina  passed  at  its  last  session 
a  law  requiring  all  steam  railroad  companies  in  this  State  to  attach 
to  the  windows  of  their  passenger  coaches  cinder  deflectors,  the 
same  as  are  used  on  Pullman  coaches,  or  that  will  effectually  keep 
cinders  from  engines  entering  the  cars  and  protect  passengers  when 
windows  are  raised.  This  Act  was  made  eflFective  on  or  by  July  i, 
1908. 

The  Commission  on  May  28,  1908,  by  circular  advised  all  steam 
railroad  companies  in  South  Carolina  of  the  existence  of  this  law 
and  for  their  information  quoted  the  Act  in  full.  We  r^ret  to 
report  that  this  law  was  not  complied  with  by  the  Southern  Railway 
Company  within  the  time  prescribed  by  the  Legislature,  and  we  are 
not  satisfied  that  it  has  been  properly  complied  with  by  the  Atlantic 
Coast  Line  and  other  railway  companies  operating  in  this 
State.  The  deflectors  first  attached  to  coaches  by  the  Southern 
Railway  Company  were,  after  trial,  condemned  by  the  Commis- 
sion as  being  unlike  Pullman  deflectors  and  of  such  pattern  as  to  be 
seriously  objectionable  and  ineflFectual.  The  Southern  Railway 
Company  then  devised  another  deflector  which  was  finally  approved 
by  the  Commission,  and  attached  to  coach  windows  of  the  Company, 
rather  late  for  much  service  during  the  months  when  they  are  most 
needed.  We  are  of  the  opinion  that  this  law  is  materially  defective 
in  failing  to  specify  as  to  who  shall  exercise  authority  in  passing 
upon  the  eflFectiveness  of  these  deflectors,  though  the  Railroad  Com- 
mission has  exercised  this  authority  so  far  without  question.  We 
will  undertake  to  enforce  this  law  more  rigidly  hereafter,  as  we 
understand  it. 

PHYSICAL  CONDITIONS  OF  RAILROADS. 

In  this  State  all  the  main  systems  of  railroads  suffered  severely 
by  the  heavy  rains  in  August  last,  and  many  of  the  shorter  lines 
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sustained  serious  losses,  from  which  none  of  them  have  yet  fully 
recovered.  Roadbeds  and  tracks  on  these  lines  have  been  suffi- 
ciently, and  in  most  instances  very  promptly,  restored  for  continu- 
ance of  traffic,  but  in  many  cases  not  entirely  restored  so  as  to  be 
absolutely  safe  except  for  slow  movements  of  trains.  The  work  of 
fully  restoring  such  roadbeds  and  track  is  now  progressing  with 
reasonable  diligence. 

We  are  now  engaged  in  making  our  annual  inspection  of  all  the 
steam  railroads  in  this  State  with  the  view  of  investigating  as  thor- 
oughly as  possible  their  physical  condition.  This  work  cannot  be 
completed  until  too  late  to  be  embodied  in  this  report.  We  will  pre- 
pare special  reports  on  each  railroad  as  the  result  of  this  investigation 
and  file  them  in  our  office. 

On  November  i8,  1908,  the  Conunission  addressed  the  following 
letter  to  Vice-President  and  General  Manager  C.  H.  Ackert,  of  the 
Southern  Railway  Company,  in  reference  to  conditions  on  the 
Columbia-Greenville  line  of  that  road : 

Mr,  C,  H,  Ackert,  General  Manager,  Southern  Railway  Company, 
Washington,  D,  C 

Dear  Sir :  I  am  directed  to  say  this  Commissi<Jn  deems  it  neces- 
sary to  notify  the  Southern  Railway  Company  that  the  passenger 
service  now  rendered  between  Columbia  and  Greenville  on  the 
Columbia  &  Greenville  branch  of  the  Southern  Railway  does  not,  in 
the  opinion  of  the  Commission,  afford  the  accommodation  which  the 
public  have  a  right  to  demand. 

This  failure  to  render  proper  service  seems  to  be  caused : 

1.  By  a  neglected  roadbed  and  an  inferior  track. 

2.  By  insufficient  or  inferior  motive  power  for  handling  the  pas- 
senger trains  on  this  branch  line.  Engines  usually  employed  for 
this  service  are  constantly  out  of  repair ;  they  frequently  break  down 
on  the  run  and  at  no  time  are  in  condition  to  make  reasonable 
speed.  Passenger  trains  are  often  held  and  passengers  delayed  here 
in  Columbia  waiting  on  engine  undergoing  repairs  at  the  shop.  The 
present  schedules  for  these  trains  are  too  slow  for  the  business  done 
on  the  line.  The  time  allowed  between  Columbia  and  Greenville,  a 
distance  of  145  miles,  is  six  hours,  and  the  fact  that  this  slow 
schedule  is  often  not  made  affords  ground  for  apparently  just  com- 
plaint. 

3.  It  is  further  alleged  that  this  line  between  Columbia  and 
Greenville  is  being  seriously  discriminated  against  by  your  manage- 
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ment,  in  that  you  are  permitting  other  branch  lines  doing  less  busi- 
ness than  the  Columbia  &  Greenville  road  to  render  passenger  serv- 
ice much  superior  to  the  services  which  the  Columbia  &  Greenville 
branch  is  now  permitted  to  render  the  public. 

4.  Complaints  are  also  made  that  your  company  is  failing  to  fur- 
nish sufficient  number  of  coaches  to  properly  accommodate  the  travel 
between  Columbia  and  Greenville  on  the  Columbia  &  Greenville  road. 
It  is  the  opinion  of  the  Commission  that  not  less  than  two  coaches 
for  white  people  should  be  furnished  each  of  the  passenger  trains 
operated  on  the  line  herein  referred  to. 

5.  It  is  thought  by  the  Commission  that  travel  on  this  road  is 
sufficient  to  require  the  services  of  a  porter  on  each  passenger  train. 
Your  company  provides  porters  for  only  two  of  the  four  passenger 
trains  in  operation  on  this  line. 

With  this  brief  statement  we  respectfully  submit  this  matter  for 
your  attention  and  would  ask  that  you  advise  the  Commission  by 
December  i,  1908,  as  to  what  you  can  promptly  do  toward  improv- 
ing the  conditions  herein  complained  of. 

The  Commission  will  be  pleased,  if  so  requested  by  you,  to  grant 
your  company  a  hearing  in  this  matter  at  an  early  date.

To  this  letter  Mr.  Ackert  replied  promptly,  entering  a  rather  gen- 
eral denial  as  to  the  existence  of  the  conditions  complained  of,  and 
promising  to  investigate  the  matter.  Nothing  on  this  subject  has 
been  received  from  him  since.  The  Commission,  being  engaged  in 
its  annual  inspection,  has  been  unable  to  hold  the  hearing  contem- 
plated in  this  case,  but  will  do  so  at  an  early  date. 

TRESPASSING  ON  RIGHTS  OF  WAY. 

The  large  number  of  persons  killed  and  injured  while  on  the  road- 
beds of  the  railroads  in  this  State  calls  for  legislative  attention.  In 
many  towns  and  cities  railroad  rights  of  way  are  made  common 
highways  for  pedestrians  in  order  to  save  a  few  yards  in  travel. 
Live  stock  is  permitted  to  roam  and  graze  at  large,  even  in  States 
where  the  law  requires  them  to  be  fenced  in.  If  a  cow  invades  a 
neighbor's  turnip  patch  the  owner  of  the  turnip  patch  is  recom- 
pensed for  any  loss  or  damage  he  may  sustain.  If  such  live  stock 
trespasses  upon  a  railroad  track  and  wrecks  a  train,  and  thereby 
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kills  one  or  many  human  beings,  where  is  the'  remedy  or  the 
remuneration  to  the  public? 

The  Railroad  Commission  of  Indiana  recently  gave  the  following 
utterance  on  this  subject : 

"Our  observations,  reports  of  inspectors,  and  of  the  carriers,  all 
show  that  the  death  roll  of  trespassers  will  continue  to  increase  until 
the  power  of  the  law,  backed  by  a  strong  pressure  and  sentiment,  is 
directed  against  this  fatal  nuisance.  The  railroads  are  public  high- 
ways, indeed,  but  not  highways  for  footmen,  for  horse  carriages,  nor 
automobiles,  nor  any  conveyance  nor  transportation  except  that  pro- 
vided by  the  carriers,  whose  charters  from  the  State  give  them  the 
sole  right  to  operate  these  roads ;  and  if  the  State  exerts  its  super- 
visory power  over  its  public  highways  as  the  most  enlightened 
nations  have  always  done,  as  to  tolls  to  be  charged,  and  especially  as 
to  the  accommodation  and  safety  of  the  public,  is  it  not  also  obliga- 
tory in  principle,  and  necessary  in  every  day  practice,  that  the  State 
shall  protect  those  whom  it  has  invested  with  a  portion  of  its  own 
sovereignty  in  the  operation  of  these  public  roads  against  trespassers 
of  all  kinds,  whether  on  the  tracks  or  on  the  cars  ?" 

EXPRESS. 

We  submit  with  this  report  as  complete  a  financial  statement  from 
the  Southern  Express  Company  (the  only  such  cwnpany  operating 
in  this  State)  as  seems  obtainable  at  this  time.  This  statement,  as 
you  will  perceive,  show  net  earnings  on  intrastate  business  in  South 
Carolina  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1908,  to  be  $4,645.04. 
These  figures  take  no  account  of  the  intrastate  business  from  and 
into  South  Carolina,  and  are  therefore  unsatisfactory.  The  service 
of  the  Southern  Express  Company,  we  are  glad  to  say,  has  very 
much  improved  during  the  past  year.  This  improved  service  is 
largely  attributable  to  the  constant  efforts  of  this  Commission. 

TELEPHONE  COMPANIES. 

We  have  had  some  complaints  as  to  telephone  service  and  in  every 
case  made  thorough  investigations  as  to  the  cause  of  these  com- 
plaints, with  the  result  that  no  serious  difficulty  was  met  with  in 
effecting  a  prompt  and  satisfactory  adjustment.  Your  attention  is 
directed  to  the  reports  of  the  various  telephone  companies  and  ex- 
changes operating  in  South  Carolina  published  elsewhere  in  this 
document. 
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TELEGRAPH  COMPANIES. 

There  are  only  two  telegraph  companies  operating  in  South 
Carolina,  the  Western  Union  Company  and  the  Postal  Company. 
The  annual  reports  of  these  companies  are  herewith  submitted. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

The  Commission  is  directed  by  the  Statutes  of  this  State  to  in- 
clude in  its  annual  report  such  recommendations  to  the  Legislature 
as  may  be  deemed  wise  and  proper.  In  this  connection  we  would 
repeat  the  recommendations  submitted  by  us  to  the  last  General 
Assembly  in  our  Twenty-ninth  Annual  Report.  In  that  report  we 
recommended  and  would  again  urge,  that  legal  counsel  be  provided 
for  the  South  Carolina  Railroad  Commission;  that  an  Inspector  of 
Railroads  be  properly  provided  for;  and  that  an  annual  appropria- 
tion be  made  to  enable  the  Railroad  Commission  to  prc^erly  repre- 
sent the  State  in  appeals  for  redress  before  the  Interstate  Commerce 
Commission.  In  order  to  secure  an  efficient  Secretary  for  the 
Railroad  Commission,  whose  many  important  duties  require  no  ordi- 
nary talent  and  an  immense  amount  of  labor,  we  would  urge  your 
body  to  increase  the  present  salary  of  this  position  from  $1,350.00 
to  at  least  $1,800.00  per  annum.  This  sum  is  necessary  to  secure 
and  retain  a  competent  and  suitable  man  for  the  place.

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Rules  and  Regulations  of  the  Railroad  Commission  of 
South  Carolina  Applying  to  Railroads. 


MANNER  OF  FILING  COMPLAINTS  AND  ANSWERS. 

1.  All  complaints  and  applications  for  hearings  before  the  Com- 
mission shall  be  in  writing. 

2.  Such  complaint  or  application  shall  contain  a  brief  statement 
of  facts  and  be  signed  by  the  complainants  or  applicants.  Com- 
plaints may  be  sent  at  any  time  to  the  Chairman  or  Secretary  of  the 
Commission  at  Columbia,  S.  C,  or  delivered  to  any  member  of  the 
Commission. 

3.  If  such  complaint  or  application  contains  matter  which,  in  the 
judgment  of  the  Commission,  requires  investigation,  the  Secretary 
shall  file  the  same  by  placing  his  file  mark  thereon  with  the  proper 
number,  enter  the  same  on  the  docket,  and  notify  the  parties  in 
writing. 

4.  Where  any  complaint  is  made  to  the  commission,  and  it  shall 
appear  that  there  are  reasonable  grounds  for  investigation,  and  such 
party  complained  of  shall  fail  to  satisfy  said  complaint  as  provided 
in  Rule  3,  a  notice  shall  be  issued  to  such  party  to  appear  before  the 
Commission  at  the  place  and  time  named  in  the  notice,  to  answer 
such  complaint.  All  answers  to  complaints  and  petitions  before  the 
Commission  shall  be  made  in  writing. 

5.  The  party  or  parties  to  any  complaint  or  application  and  party 
complained  of  may  appear  before  the  Commission  in  person  or  by 
counsel. 

RULES  APPUCABLE  TO  PASSENGER  SERVICE. 

Rule  No.  6.  All  railroad  companies  or  persons  operating  in  South 
Carolina  as  common  carriers  shall  be  required  to  have  printed  in 
large  type  and  kept  posted  in  a  conspicuous  place  in  each  waiting 
room  at  depots  in  South  Carolina,  from  and  after  the  first  day  of 
September,  1907,  the  following  notice:

NOTICE. 


"All  railroad  companies  are  required,  under  the  laws  of  South  Car- 
olina and  the  rules  of  the  Railroad  Commission,  to  bulletin  trains 
when  late,  to  furnish  good,  wholesome  drinking  water  to  passengers^ 
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to  keep  waiting  rooms  and  passenger  coaches  clean,  well  lighted, 
properly  ventilated,  and  comfortably  heated  when  necessary. 

"The  Railroad  Commission  of  South  Carolina  would  appreciate  the 
prompt  reporting  to  its  office  at  Columbia,  S.  C,  of  the  failure  of  any 
company  or  its  agents  to  comply  with  these  requirements/*^ 

OPENING  WAITING  ROOMS. 

Rule  No.  7.  Railroad  companies  are  required,  at  all  stations  where 
passenger  tickets  are  offered  for  sale,  to  open  their  waiting  rooms  at 
least  thirty  minutes  before  schedule  time  of  the  arrival  of  all  pas- 
senger trains,  or  trains  carrying  passengers. 

WAITING  ROOMS. 

Rule  No.  8.  A  separate  room  for  white  and  colored  passengers, 
sufficient  for  their  comfort  and  convenience,  shall  be  provided  at  all 
stations  where  passenger  tickets  are  offered  for  sale,  and  these  wait- 
ing rooms  shall  be  furnished  with  adequate  lights,  and,  when  the 
inclemency  of  the  weather  requires,  with  fire,  and  at  all  times  kept 
clean  and  made  comfortable  for  passengers. 

A  substantial  water  cooler  must  be  in  each  waiting  room  with 
drinking  vessel  conveniently  placed.  The  said  cooler  to  be  supplied 
with  wholesome  water  at  all  hours  to  meet  the  requirements  of  pas- 
sengers. There  shall  be  connected  with  each  of  these  waiting 
rooms,  whenever  practicable,  except  at  flag  stations  on  the  railroad 
lines  where  there  is  no  regularly  kept  passenger  station,  two  sepa- 
rate and  distinct  water  closets,  one  for  female  passengers  and  one 
for  male  passengers,  and  said  closets  shall  be  kept  in  fit  and  suitable 
condition  for  use  and  convenience  of  said  passengers.  Such  toilets 
will  be  considered  as  connected  with  the  waiting  rooms  if  the  walks 
thereto  are  walled  up  on  each  side  and  open  into  or  near  the  waiting 
rooms  so  as  to  afford  a  reasonabe  privacy  to  passengers. 

HEATING,  LIGHTING,  ETC.,  OF  COACHES. 

Rule  No.  9.  On  all  passenger  trains,  or  trains  carrying  passengers 
in  this  State,  the  railroad  companies  shall  furnish  safe  and  adequate 
heating  appliances  and  lights,  and  shall  keep  the  passenger  coaches 
clean,  sufficiently  warm,  and  properly  ventilated  for  the  comfort  of 
passengers.  All  passenger  coaches,  after  reaching  their  destination 
and  before  being  put  in  service  for  further  use,  must  be  thoroughly 
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cleaned,  and  toilet  rocMiis  in  said  coaches  must  be  thoroughly  cleaned, 
fumigated,  and  disinfected. 

HANDLING  BAGGAGE. 

Rule  No.  lo.  All  railroad  companies  shall  provide  such  means  or 
appliances  as  may  be  necessary  to  secure  the  careful  handling  of  and 
prevent  injury  to  baggage.  At  all  stations  where  no  proper  appli- 
ances are  supplied,  the  baggagemaster  shall  have  such  assistance 
from  the  train  hands  or  others  as  may  be  necessary  to  handle  all 
baggage  without  injury  to  same.  That  at  all  jimctional  points  and 
all  towns  of  over  500  inhabitants,  sufficient  trucks  be  furnished  to 
both  load  and  unload  baggage.  , 

NOTICE  AS  TO  DELAYED  TRAINS. 

Rule  No.  II.  Whenever  any  passenger  train  or  train  carrying 
passengers  on  any  railroad  in  this  State  shall  be  more  than  one-half 
of  an  hour  behind  its  schedule  time,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said 
railroad  company  to  bulletin,  and  keep  posted  at  every  telegraph  sta- 
tion along  its  line,  in  the  direction  in  which  said  train  is  going,  the 
time  such  train  is  behind  its  schedule  time,  and  the  time  of  its  arri- 
val, as  near  as  can  be  ascertained. 

Each  bulletin  board  upon  which  the  foregoing  information  is  to 
be  posted  shall  contain  the  regular  schedule  of  the  arrival  and  de- 
parture of  all  trains  carrying  passengers. 

All  notices  as  to  trains  behind  schedule  time  shall  be  erased  from 
the  bulletin  immediately  after  the  departure  of  such  trains. 

Such  bulletin  shall  be  changed  every  quarter-hour  until  delayed 
train  arrives. 

NOTICE  OF  CHANGE  IN  SCHEDULES. 

Rule  No.  12.  Notice  of  any  change  in  the  schedule  time  of  pas- 
senger trains,  or  trains  carrying  passengers,  must  be  posted  con- 
spicuously at  each  of  the  stations  along  the  line  of  the  road,  and 
notice  to  the  Cwnmission  be  given  in  writing  at  least  five  days  be- 
fore the  change  is  to  take  effect:  Provided,  freight  trains  carrying 
passengers  and  running  between  local  stations  may  be  excepted  from 
this  rule  by  proper  showing  before  this  Commission  when  said  train 
is  not  advertised  in  published  schedules  as  carrying  passengers. 
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BAGGAGE  FREE. 

Rule  No.  13.  Each  passenger  shall  be  entitled  to  carry  free  bag- 
gage not  exceeding  200  pounds. 

NOTICE  OF  ACCIDENTS. 

Rule  No.  14.  In  case  of  accident,  attended  with  injury,  to  any 
person,  the  railroad  company  upon  whose  line  such  accident  oc- 
curred shall  cause  immediate  notice,  with  full  particulars,  to  be  given 
to  the  Commission,  and  in  the  event  of  an  accident  resulting  in  the 
death  of,  or  injury  likely  to  cause  death  to  any  person,  notice  of  such 
accident  shall  be  given  immediately  by  telegraph  or  such  other  means 
as  to  insure  the  quickest  possible  delivery  of  said  notice,  and  the  offi- 
cials of  the  road  upon  which  such  accident  occurs  are  required  to 
furnish,  when  so  ordered  by  the  Commission,  without  cost  to  said 
Commission,  immediate  transportation  by  the  quickest  route  over  its 
line,  or  over  that  of  other  railroads,  to  and  from  the  place  of  such 
accident. 

DISCONTINUANCE  OF  STATIONS. 

Rule  No.  15.  No  station,  flag  stop,  depot,  or  station  agency  shall 
be  discontinued  before  thirty  days*  notice  at  least  has  been  given  to 
the  Commission,  and  not  until  written  permission  from  the  Com- 
mission is  given  for  such  action. 

FARE  FOR  CHILDREN. 

Rule  No.  16.  On  all  railroads  a  half-fare  of  not  more  than  one 
and  a  half  cents  per  mile  for  children  under  twelve  years  old  or  over 
six  years  of  age  shall  be  charged. 

MINIMUM  FARE. 

Rule  No.  17.  No  railroad  company  shall  be  allowed  to  charge 
more  than  five  cents  as  a  minimum  full  or  half  rate  between  regular 
stations  when  the  fare  would  be  less  than  that  amount. 

STANDARD  PASSENGER  RATE. 

Rule  No.  18.  The  standard  fare  shall  not  exceed  three  cents  per 
mile  between  all  points  or  stations  in  South  Carolina  on  any  and  all 
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railroads  operated,  by  steam.  In  cases  where  a  competitive  road's 
mileage  between  said  points  or  stations  is  shorter,  the  short  mile- 
age may  be  used.  In  calculating  said  rate,  the  shortest  mileage  be- 
tween any  two  points  or  stations  by  one  or  more  roads  may  be 
used. 

FARE  ON  CORPSES. 

Rule  No.  19.  Upon  a  corpse  the  regular  passenger  fare  may  be 
charged.  If  not  in  good  condition,  or  improperly  packed,  or  not 
accompanied  by  a  person  in  charge,  the  railroad  company  may  de- 
cline to  receive  it. 

DISCRIMINATION. 

•  * 

Rule  No.  20.  There  shall  be  no  unjust  discrimination  as  to  pas- 
senger rates  in  favor  of  or  against  any  individual  or  locality ;  Pro- 
vided,  however,  that  this  rule  shall  not  be  so  construed  as  to  prevent 
railroad  companies  issuing  commutation,  excursion  or  mileage  tickets 
as  the  same  are  now  issued. 

NOTICE  AS  TO  OBSTRUCTED  TRAINS. 

Rule  No.  21.  Whenever  there  is,  by  reason  of  accident  or  other- 
wise, a  break  or  obstruction  on  any  railroad  in  this  State,  which  will 
delay  any  passenger  train  on  said  road,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said 
road  to  have  the  same  bulletined  at  all  stations  at  and  between  the 
said  passenger  train  and  the  place  so  obstructed,  and  the  conductor 
shall  give  notice  of  said  obstruction  to  the  passengers  in  the  cars, 
before  leaving  the  station,  and  the  delay  that  will  probably  be  caused 
by  the  same. 

CINDER  DEFLECTORS. 

Rule  21.  (A)  Steam  railroad  companies  are  required  to  attach 
cinder  deflectors  of  equal  effectiveness  to  those  used  on  Pullman 
cars,  to  windows  on  all  passenger  coaches  used  in  this  State  when 
weather  conditions  admit  of  their  use  for  the  comfort  and  protection 
of  passengers. 

DRINKING  INTOXICATING  LIQUORS  ON  TRAINS. 

Rule  21.  (B)  The  drinking  of  intoxicating  liquors  on  trains  in 
the  presence  of  passengers  in  this  State  is  prohibited,  except  on  din- 
ing or  buffet  cars.  The  State  law  on  this  subject  requires  that  the 
Act  in  reference  to  same  be  posted  in  all  passenger  coaches  used 
for  passenger  service  within  the  State. 
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INSUFFICIENT  MILEAGE  TO  COVER  JOURNEY. 

Rule  21.  (C)  If  a  mileage  ticket  or  tickets  containing  insufficient 
mileage  to  carry  passengers  to  destination  are  tendered,  ticket  agent 
should  detach  all  mileage  in  cover  or  covers  and  collect  from  pas- 
senger the  additional  amount  in  cash  at  two  and  one-half  cents  per 
mile,  to  cover  the  difference  between  the  mileage  detached  and  the 
mileage  to  destination,  and  issue  one  continuous  passage  ticket  to 
destination, 

FRACTIONAL  MILEAGE. 

Rule  21.  (D)  Previous  instructions  concerning  mileage  detach- 
ments required  that  one  coupon  be  detached  for  each  mile  or  fraction 
thereof  traveled.  Effective  June  i,  1908,  conductors  will  detach  one 
coupon  from  all  mileage  tickets  for  each  mile  or  fraction  of  a  mile 
five-tenths  or  over.  No  detachment  will  be  made  for  fractions  of  a 
mile  less  than  five-tenths  of  a  mile.  This  does  not,  however,  alter  the 
instructions  relative  to  detaching  the  minimum  number  of  coupons 
for  each  journey  as  provided  for  in  the  contract  of  the  ticket. 


Rules  Applicable  to  Freight  Service. 

No.  22.     RATES  APPLICABLE  TO  ROADS  UNDER  ONE 

MANAGEMENT  OR  CONTROL. 

All  connecting  railroads  doing  business  in  this  State,  and  under 
the  management  or  control,  by  lease,  ownership,  association  or  other- 
wise, of  one  and  the  same  person,  firm,  corporation  or  association, 
shall,  for  purposes  of  transportation,  in  applying  freight  and  pas- 
senger tariffs,  be  considered  as  constituting  but  one  and  the  same 
road,  and  the  rate  shall  be  computed  as  upon  parts  of  one  and  the 
same  road,  unless  otherwise  specified  by  the  Railroad  Commission. 

No.  23.    LOCAL  SHIPMENTS. 

All  shipments  moving  locally  by  rail,  between  points  in  South 
Carolina,  are  subject  to  the  rates,  rules  and  regulations  as  adopted 
by  the  Railroad  Commission  of  South  Carolina,  unless  there  is  issued 
at  the  time  of  shipment  at  the  place  the  shipment  originates,  or  at 
the  nearest  agency  station  thereto,  through  interstate  bill  of  lading 
to  the  final  point  of  destination  of  the  shipment,  or  such  a  bill  of 
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lading  as  may  be  exchanged  for  a  ship's  bill  of  lading  at  a  place  of 
export. 

No.  24.    JOINT  RATES. 

Joint  freight  rates  are  those  ordered  put  in,  or  authorized,  by  the 
Railroad  Commission  of  South  Carolina,  which  shall  only  apply  cm 
shipments  moving  between  two  points  in  the  State  of  South  Caro- 
lina, over  two  or  more  steam  railroad  routes,  not  under  the  same 
management  or  control. 

In  no  case  shall  the  joint  rates  between  points  in  South  Carolina 
exceed  the  sum  of  the  lowest  mileage  rates  applying  on  each  line 
over  which  shipment  moves,  less  20  per  cent. 

No.  25.    RATES  FROM  COMPETING  POINTS. 

Where  there  are  two  or  more  steam  railroad  lines  between  any 
two  points  in  South  Carolina,  having  through  connections,  the  low- 
est freight  rate  established  between  such  points  shall  be  charged  by 
the  other  lines  accepting  the  freight  for  transportation  between  said 
points.  Rates  for  intermediate  stations  shall  not  be  affected  by 
this  rule. 

No.  26.  SHORT  LINE  MILEAGE  RATES  TO  BE  USED. 

In  figuring  joint  freight  rates  between  points  in  South  Carolina, 
all  rail  lines  shall  use  the  lowest  mileage  rates,  less  20  per  cent, 
using  the  short  line  mileage  in  all  cases  where  a  point  may  be 
reached  by  two  or  more  routes. 

No.  27.    WEIGHT  OF  SHIPMENTS. 

Actual  gross  weights  must  be  charged  for  in  all  cases,  except  that 
when  the  actual  weights  of  the  articles  named'  in  Rule  14  of  the 
Southern  Qassification  cannot  be  ascertained  at  point  of  ship- 
ment, or  at  destination  or  in  transit,  the  table  of  estimated  weights 
therein  given  may  apply,  and  when  an  article  is  classified  to  be 
accepted  at  an  estimated  weight,  such  estimated  weight  will  govern. 

No.  28.    MINIMUM  CHARGES. 

The  railroads  are  authorized  to  charge  twenty-five  (2Sc.)  cents 
on  any  single  shipment  over  one  line;  over  two  lines,  forty  (40c.) 
cents,  and  over  three  or  more  lines,  sixty  (60c.)  cents,  although  by 
the  tariff  the  rate  may  be  less  than  that  amount. 
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No.  29.     DISTANCES  FOR  CHANGING  RATES. 

Ten  miles  has  been  fixed  as  the  usual  limit  for  a  change  of  freight 
rates  in  South  Carolina,  but  the  railroads  may,  if  they  so  desire, 
for  intermediate  distances,  adopt  rates  also  intermediate  between 
those  given  in  the  tables. 

When  the  distance  between  stations  ends  in  a  fraction  of  a  mile, 
such  fraction,  if  .5  or  over,  will  be  counted  as  a  mile.  If  less  than 
.5,  such  fraction  will  not  be  considered. 

Stations  not  over  two  miles  beyond  the  upper  limits  of  ten-mile 
group  may  be  included  in  such  group.  The  Commission  reserves 
the  right,  however,  to  correct  the  charge  in  extreme  cases  which 
work  hardships,  although  the  same  may  not  violate  the  letter  of  its 
rules. 

No.  30.    NO  CHANGE  OF  RATES  WITHOUT  APPROVAL 

OF  THE  COMMISSION. 

No  freight  rates  in  this  State  shall  be  changed  without  the  ap- 
proval of  this  Commission. 

The  rates  fixed  or  authorized  by  this  commission  are  to  be  re- 
garded as  maximum  rates,  which  the  railroads  shall  not  exceed, 
except  when  specifically  authorized  by  rule  or  written  consent  of 
this  Commission.  The  railroads  may  adopt  lower  rates  with  the 
consent  of  the  Commission,  but  if  they  do  so  for  one  shipper  or 
person,  they  must,  for  like  service,  apply  the  same  reduction  of 
rates  for  all  other  persons,  and  if  they  fix  less  freight  rates  from 
one  station,  they  shall  make  a  corresponding  reduction  of  the  same 
per  cent,  at  all  stations  along  the  line  of  road,  so  as  not  to  discrimi- 
nate against  any  person  or  locality. 

No.  31.    BILLS  LADING  AND  FREIGHT  RECEIPTS. 

All  freight  bills  and  receipts  of  all  railroads  in  this  State  must 
show  name  of  consignor,  consignee,  weight,  class,  rate,  and  charges. 

No.  32.    FREIGHT  RATE  BY  PASSENGER  TRAIN. 

The  rate  of  freight  by  regular  passenger  train  shall  not  exceed 
the  rate  allowed  by  ordinary  freight  trains  for  first-class  freight 
with  50  per  cent,  added  thereto,  and  no  railroad  company  shall,  by 
reason  of  any  contract  with  any  express  or  other  company,  decline 
or  refuse  to  transport  any  article  proper  for  transportation  on  the 
train  for  which  it  is  offered. 
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No.  33.    NO  DISCRIMINATION  ALLOWED. 

There  shall  be  no  discrimination  by  any  railroad  company  char- 
tered by  this  State  in  favor  of  or  against  any  railroad  company  with 
which  it  may  connect,  but  each  road  shall  deal  with  all  its  connec- 
tions at  any  one  point  on  the  same  terms,  and  shall  afford  the  like 
usual  customar}'  facilities  for  the  interchange  of  freight  between  all 
of  its  connections  at  the  same  point,  any  contract,  combination,  joint 
ownership  or  management  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 

No.  34.    NO  REBATE  PERMITTED. 

No  rebate,  bonus,  drawback  or  other  advantage  in  any  form  shall 
be  allowed,  directly  or  indirectly,  upon  shipments  made  or  service 
rendered  to  any  person,  but  the  rates  shall  be  the  same  to  all. 

No.  35.    NOTICE  OF  ARRIVAL  OF  FREIGHT. 

All  railroads  shall  give  prompt  notice  by  mail  or  otherwise  to 
consignees  of  the  arrival  of  goods,  together  with  the  weight  and 
amount  of  freight  charges  due  thereon ;  and  when  goods  or  freight 
of  any  kind  in  carload  quantities  arrive,  said  notice  must  contain 
letters  or  initials  of  the  car,  number  of  the  car,  net  weight  of  ship- 
ment, and  amount  of  freight  charges  due  on  same. 

No.  36.     ROUTING  SHIPMENTS. 

The  right  of  the  shipper  to  direct  by  what  road  or  roads  in  this 
State  his  shipments  shall  be  transported  must  be  observed  by  the 
carriers.  No  railroad  shall  decline  or  refuse  to  transport  any  article 
proper  for  transportation. 

No.  37.    NOTICE  TO  BE   GIVEN   BEFORE   CHANGE   OF 

RATES. 

Before  any  rate  shall  be  fixed,  established  or  changed  by  the  Rail- 
road Commission,  the  railroad  company  to  be  affected  thereby  shall 
have  at  least  thirty  (30)  days'  notice  of  the  time  and  place  when 
arid  where  the  matter  of  fixing  or  changing  such  rate  will  be  con- 
sidered by  the  Commission  in  session;  and  said  railroad  company 
shall  be  entitled  to  be  heard  at  such  time  and  place,  to  the  end  that 
justice  may  be  done. 
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No.  38.    WHEN  RATES  ARE  EFFECTIVE. 

All  authorities  for  rates  issued  by  the  Commission  may  be  made 
effective  at  once,  or  as  soon  after  date  of  issuance  as  possible,  but 
in  no  case  later  than  ten  days  after  the  date  of  the  Commission's 
authority,  unless  otherwise  specified. 

No.  39.    CONFLICT  BETWEEN  RATES. 

Whenever  there  is  a  conflict  between  class  and  commodity  rates, 
or  between  mileage  rates  and  commodity  rates,  for  the  transporta- 
tion of  freight,  between  any  two  points  in  South  Carolina,  the  lowest 
rate  in  effect  shall  be  charged. 

No.  40.    DELAYS  IN  TRANSPORTATION. 

No  railroad  shall,  for  any  cause,  subject  any  article  of  freight  to 
unreasonable  delay  in  receiving,  delivering  or  forwarding  the  same. 

No.  41.    KEEPING  OPEN  DEPOTS. 

All  freight  depots  must  be  kept  open  each  day  (Sundays  and  legal 
holidays  excepted)  for  the  receiving  and  delivering  of  freight  during 
such  hours  as  will  afford  reasonable  accommodation  to  the  public. 

No.  42.    LOCATION  AND  CHANGES  OF  DEPOTS. 

No  changes  of  depots  (freight  Or  passenger)  or  flag  stations, 
from  present  location,  or  the  suspension  of  the  receiving  or  forward- 
ing of  freight  from  stations  now  in  use  for  such  purpose,  will  be 
permitted  without  the  consent  of  this  Commission. 

No.  43.    REPAIRS  AND  IMPROVEMENTS. 

Whenever  in  the  judgment  of  the  Railroad  Commissioners  it  shall 
appear  that  repairs  are  necessary  upon  any  railroad  in  this  State, 
or  that  any  addition  to  the  rolling  stock,  or  that  any  enlargement 
of,  or  improvement  in,  the  stations  or  station  houses,  or  any  changes 
in  the  mode  of  operating  the  road  and  conducting  its  business,  is 
reasonable  and  expedient,  in  order  to  promote  the  security,  conve- 
nience and  accommodation  of  the  public,  they  shall  give  information 
in  writing  to  the  railroad  company  of  the  improvements  and  changes 
which  they  adjudge  to  be  proper,  and  if  said  company  shall  fail, 
within  sixty  (60)  days,  to  adopt  the  suggesticm  of  said  Commis- 
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sioners,  they  will  take  such  legal  proceedings  as  they  may  deem 
expedient. 

No.   44.    RAILROADS   REQUIRED    TO   FURNISH 

INFORMATION. 

Every  railroad  corporation  operating  in  this  State  shall  at  all 
times,  on  request,  furnish  the  Railroad  Commissioners  any  informa- 
tion required  by  them  concerning  the  condition,  management  and 
operation  of  its  railroads. 

No.  45.    TON  AND  CARLOAD  DEFINED. 

A  ton  is  2,000  pounds.  Where  rates  are  fixed  for  articles  of 
freight  in  less  than  carloads  the  aggregate  amount  shall  not  exceed 
the  carload  rates  for  such  articles. 

No.  46.    CARLOAD  MINIMUM  IN  SOUTH  CAROLINA. 

Carload  minimum  for  all  carload  shipments  within  the  State  of 
South  Carolina,  regardless  of  the  length  of  the  car,  shall  be  the 
minimum  weight  specifically  named  in  the  Southern  Qassification 
as  approved  by  this  Commission,  or  as  specified  in  the  South  Caro- 
lina Exception  Sheet.  The  minimum  carload  will  not  be  increased 
because  a  car  over  36  feet  in  length  is  furnished. 

No.  47.    POSTING  OF  RATES. 

Railroads  in  this  State  are  required  to  keep  "posted"  in  all  their 
stations  copies  of  rate  schedules  with  tables  showing  distances  be- 
tween all  stations,  applying  on  their  respective  roads.  It  shall  be 
the  duty  of  all  such  railroads  to  obtain  as  needed,  from  the  Railroad 
Commission,  all  such  schedule  of  rates,  including  such  changes  or 
revisions  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  made,  and  to  "post"  copies 
of  same  as  required  by  law. 

No.  48.  REGULATING  CHARGES  FOR  SHORTER 

DISTANCES. 

The  railroads  will  not  be  required  to  "regulate  their  charges  for 
shorter  distances  by  their  proportion  of  through  rates  between  ter- 
minal or  junctional  competitive  points." 
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No.  49-    ERECTING  DEPOTS. 

All  railroads  in  this  State  are  required  to  erect  within  the  time 
specified  by  the  Commission  union  or  other  depots  at  such  points 
as  the  travel  and  public  interest  shall  in  the  judgment  of  the  Com- 
mission justify. 

No.  50.    CHANGING  RULES. 

The  Commission  reserves  the  right  to  suspend  or  modify  the 
enforcement  of  any  of  its  Rules  and  Regulations  at  its  discretion. 

No.  51.    TIME  TABLES. 

All  railroads  in  South  Carolina  shall  furnish  the  Railroad  Com- 
missioners complete  Time  Tables  covering  schedules  of  all  regular 
trains  carrying  passengers  over  their  respective  roads;  and  shall 
furnish  new  time  tables  or  schedules,  whenever  changes  are  made> 
as  soon  as  such  schedules  are  received  from  the  printer. 

No.  52.    ANNUAL  REPORTS  OF  RAILROADS. 

The  several  railroad  companies  in  this  State  shall  be  required  to 
file  in  the  office  of  the  Railroad  Commissioners,  on  or  before  the 
thirty-first  day  of  August  in  each  and  every  year,  a  full  and  detailed 
schedule  and  report  of  the  condition  and  operations  of  such  road 
for  the  current  year  ending  on  the  thirtieth  day  of  June  then  im- 
mediately preceding.  Such  schedule  and  reports  shall  be  made  in 
accordance  with  the  rules  and  forms  provided  by  the  laws  of  South 
Carolina,  with  such  changes  or  additions  as  may  be  made  by  the 
Railroad  Commission. 


Rules  and  Regulations  as  to  Express  Service. 

No.  S3.    GENERAL  RULE, 

All  Rules  and  Regulations  herein  prescribed  as  applying 
to  railroads  are  to  be  regarded  as  applying,  with  equal  force  and 
effect,  to  express  companies  doing  business  in  this  State;  Provided, 
such  application  is  practicable  and  does  not  conflict  with  the  laws  of 
this  State  or  of  the  United  States,  nor  with  the  Rules  and  R^tila- 
tions  herein  distinctively  prescribed  for  the  government  of  express 
companies. 
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No.  54.    SHIPMENTS  OVER  TWO  OR  MORE  RAILROADS 
NOT  UNDER  SAME  CONTROL,  MANAGEMENT 

OR  OWNERSHIP. 

On  all  shipments  by  any  express  company,  originating  and  termi- 
nating in  this  State,  over  the  whole  or  parts  of  two  or  more  rail- 
roads, nor  under  the  same  control,  management  or  ownership, 
the  maximum  rates  charged  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  the  local 
rates  on  such  freights,  less  10  per  cent,  using  the  short  line  mileage 
in  all  cases  where  a  point  may  be  reached  by  two  or  more  routes. 

No.  55.    POSTING  SCHEDULES. 

All  express  companies  in  South  Carolina  are  required  to  file  with 
the  Commission,  to  print  and  keep  posted  at  each  of  their  offices  in 
this  State,  schedules  of  rates,  classification  and  charges  for  the 
carrying  of  freight,  which  shall  be  open  during  office  hours  to  public 
inspection. 

No.  56.    CHANGES  IN  RATES  AND  CLASSIFICATION. 

No  change  in  express  rates  or  classification  shall  be  made  until 
thirty  (30)  days'  notice  of  such  change  has  been  filed  or  posted  at 
all  express  offices  or  agencies  in  this  State,  and  not  until  thirty  (30) 
days'  notice  has  been  given  the  Commission,  and  not  until  the  con- 
sent of  the  Commission  has  been  obtained. 


No.  57.     LABELS  ON  PACKAGES. 

All  express  companies  operating  in  South  Carolina  shall  paste 
conspicuously  on  each  package  received  for  shipment  a  label  designed 
and  reading,  "Collect,''  or  "Paid,"  with  "Amount,"  "Weight"  and 
"Date"  as  follows :

And  the  amount  to  collect  or  the  amount  paid  as  charges  for 
transportation  shall  be  inserted  by  the  express  company  on  all  such 
labels  as  well  as  the  weight  of  each  package  so  labeled,  and  date 
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when  shipment  was  received  from  shipper.  Shipments  of  fish,  oys- 
ters, fresh  meats,  ice,  tropical  and  domestic  fruits,  all  vegetables  and 
vegetable  plants,  are  excepted  from  the  operation  of  this  Rule. 

No.  58.    C.  O.  D.  SHIPMENTS. 

If  C.  O.  D.  express  shipments  are  refused  or  cannot  be  delivered 
within  twenty- four  (24)  hours  after  arrival  at  destination,  the  ship- 
per must  be  so  notified  immediately.  If  such  shipments  are  not  dis- 
posed of  within  thirty  (30)  days  they  may  be  returned,  subject  to 
charges  both  ways.  In  the  case  of  perishable  property,  the  consignor 
must  be  notified  within  six  (6)  hours  after  refusal  of  consignee  to 
receive  such  perishable  shipments  or  failure  of  the  express  company 
to  effect  delivery. 


Rules  and  Regulations  as  to  Telegraph  Service. 

No.  59  .  TELEGRAPH  RATES. 

No  telegraph  company  shall  charge  or  collect  more  than  twenty- 
five  (25c.)  cents  for  any  message  of  ten  words  or  less,  exclusive 
of  date,  address  and  signature,  between  any  two  points  within  the 
limits  of  this  State,  on^its  lines,  nor  more  than  two  cents  for  each 
additional  word  on  a  day  message,  and  no  more  than  one  cent  for 
each  additional  word  on  a  night  message. 

No  independent  telegraph  office  where  messages  are  received  and 
transmitted  for  the  public  shall  be  discontinued  or  abolished  without 
first  obtaining  the  consent  of  this  Commission,  upon  an  application 
duly  filed  by  the  said  company  desiring  such  discontinuance,  wherein 
shall  be  stated  the  reason  therefor;  it  being  understood  that  this 
refers  to  the  main  offices,  and  does  not  include  branches  of  the  main 
offices  at  any  place.  Such  branches  may  be  opened  or  closed  as  the 
exigencies  of  business  may  require. 

Whenever  a  message  is  sent  over  two  or  more  telegraph  lines 
owned,  controlled  and  operated  by  separate  and  distinct  corpora- 
tions or  individuals,  the  joint  rate  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  forty 
(40C.)  cents  for  such  message,  of  ten  body  words  or  less,  exclusive 
of  date,  address  and  signature,  between  any  two  points  within  the 
limits  of  this  State,  nor  more  than  three  (3c.)  cents  for  each  addi- 
tional word. 

On  and  after  March  ist,  1908,  no  telegraph  company  shall  make 
any  charge  or  collect  any  amount  for  delivering  messages  in  towns 
or  cities  whose  corporate  limits  do  not  exceed  one  and  one-fourth 
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(i  1-4)  miles,  and  all  messages  shall  be  delivered  in  a  radius  of  one 
and  one-quarter  (i  1-4)  miles  from  the  center  of  the  town  or  city 
free  of  charge  in  towns  and  cities  whose  radius  exceeds  one  and  one- 
quarter  (i  1-4)  miles. 

No.  60.    ANNUAL  REPORTS  REQUIRED. 

On  or  before  November  ist  of  each  year  the  telegraph  companies 
shall  make  to  the  Railroad  Commission  an  annual  report  of  their 
operations  in  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  including  receipts  and 
expenses,  for  the  year  ending  June  30th  preceding. 

No.  61.     GENERAL  RULE. 

All  Rules  and  Regulations  herein  prescribed  for  the  government 
of  railroads  are  to  be  regarded  as  applying  with  equal  force  and 
effect  to  telegraph  companies  doing  business  in  this  State ;  ProzHded, 
such  application  is  practicable,  and  not  inconsistent  with  the  laws  of 
this  State  or  of  the  United  States,  and  not  in  conflict  with  the  Rules 
and  Regulations  of  the  Commission  herein  distinctively  prescribed 
for  the  government  of  telegraph  companies. 


Rules  and  Regulations  as  to  Telephone  Companies. 

No.  62.    ANNUAL  REPORTS  REQUIRED. 

On  or  before  the  first  day  of  October  of  each  year,  all  telephone 
companies  shall  make  to  the  Railroad  Commission  an  annual  report 
of  their  operations  in  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  including  rates 
and  expenses  for  twelve  (12)  months  ending  June  30th  preceding. 
Said  report  to  be  made  on  blanks  as  furnished  by  said  Railroad 
Commission,  and  a  separate  report  shall  be  made  for  each  exchange 
where  one  company  operates  one  or  more  exchanges. 

No.  63.    MANNER  OF  HANDLING  COMPLAINTS. 

All  complaints  made  by  firms,  corporations  or  individuals  as  to 
any  telephone  company  doing  business  in  this  State,  shall  be 
addressed  to  the  Railroad  Commission  in  writing,  setting  forth  in 
detail,  as  near  as  possible,  the  condition  complained  of,  and  the 
remedy  desired.     When  any  such  communication  is  received,  the 
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Secretary  of  the  Commission  shall  send  a  copy  of  said  communica- 
tion to  the  telephone  company  complained  of  in  said  ccmimunication, 
and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  telephone  company,  upon  receipt 
from  this  Commission  of  a  copy  of  said  complaint,  to  immediately 
investigate  the  same  and  report  to  this  Commission,  notifying  said 
Commission  within  thirty  (30)  days  of  their  answer  to  said  com- 
plaint. 

Upon  the  answer  of  said  telephone  company  complained  of  being 
served  upon  this  Commission,  the  Commission  shall  call  a  meeting 
for  a  formal  hearing  by  this  Board,  the  day  being  named  by  the 
Commission  for  said  hearing,  and  the  following  procedure  shall 
prevail : 

(a)  This  Commission  shall  designate  the  time,  place  and  hour  at 
which  such  hearing  shall  be  had,  and  the  Secretary  of  this  Commis- 
sion shall  notify  interested  parties  in  writing  to  this  effect. 

(b)  All  testimony  given  at  such  hearing  shall  be  under  oath. 

(c)  At  such  hearing,  the  burden  of  proof  shall  be  upon  the  party 
complaining,  and  the  individual,  firm  or  corporation  against  which 
complaint  is  made,  shall  be  heard  in  reply. 

(d)  The  decision  of  this  Commission  shall  be  in  writing,  and  a 
copy  of  the  same  shall  be  given  to  each  of  the  parties  interested. 

No.  64.    TELEPHONE  RATES. 

On  or  before  the  first  day  of  October,  1907,  aod  on  or  before 
the  first  day  of  each  October  thereafter,  each  telephone  company 
shall  file  with  this  Commission  a  separate  report  for  each  exchange 
operated  by  it  in  any  city  or  town  in  this  State,  and  all  rates  or 
charges  for  telephone  service  at  said  exchange  shall  be  submitted 
to  this  Commission  for  approval. 

No.  65.    CONTRACTS  AS  TO  RATES. 

All  contracts  and  agreements  as  to  any  rates  or  charges  for  serv- 
ices or  connections,  made  after  April  loth,  1907,  between  any 
exchange  or  exchanges,  and  any  private  lines,  must  first  be  sub- 
mitted to  this  Commission  for  approval. 

No.  66.    ACQUIRING  ADDITIONAL  LINES. 

All  additional  lines  and  connections  acquired  by  purchase  or  other- 
wise by  any  telephone  company  or  exchange,  must  be  reported  imme- 
diately to  this  Commission,  giving  schedule  of  rates  charged,  number 
of  telephones,  etc. 
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No.  67.  REPORTS  AS  TO  TOLL  RATES. 

All  toll  rates  or  long-distance  charges  to  and  from  all  places 
within  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  must  be  reported  to  this  Com- 
mission in  detail  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  October,  1907;  and 
any  changes  on  said  toll  or  long-distance  charges  must  be  sub- 
mitted to  this  Commission  immediately. 

No.  68.    FIXING  RATES  FOR  NEW  EXCHANGES. 

On  and  after  April  10,  1907,  any  telephone  company  establish- 
ing a  telephone  exchange  in  any  city  or  town  in  this  State,  shall 
file  with  this  Commission  a  schedule  of  rates,  charges,  etc.,  for  serv- 
ices in  said  city  or  town,  to  be  approved  by  this  Commission,  and 
said  rates  shall  not  go  into  effect  until  they  are  approved  by  this 
Commission. 

No.  69.    CHANGING  RATES. 

Any  telephone  company  operating  a  telephone  exchange  in  any 
city  or  town  in  this  State,  which  desires  to  change  the  rates  charged 
for  telephone  services  in  such  city  or  town,  from  the  rates  charged 
by  such  company  on  the  2Sth  day  of  February,  A.  D.  1904,  where 
the  rates  are  not  limited  by  the  franchise  under  which  said  company 
is  operating  in  such  city  or  town,  shall  be  allowed  to  do  so  by  agree- 
ment with  the  subscribers  connected  with  such  exchange;  failing  to 
secure  such  agreement  from  the  subscribers  connected  with  such 
exchange,  no  change  shall  be  made  in  such  rates  before  a  hearing 
by  this  Commission.  One  or  more  of  such  subscribers  may  petition 
for  a  hearing,  said  petition  to  be  made  as  prescribed  in  Rule  63. 


Demurrage  Rules. 

RULE  I. 

FREIGHT  SUBJECT  TO  CAR  SERVICE  CHARGES. 

All  freight  in  cars,  whether  full  carload  or  not,  shipped  to  one 
consignee  and  taking  track  delivery  is  subject  to  car  service  regula- 
tions. 

RULE  2. 

Railroad  companies  shall  give  prompt  notice  by  mail  or  otherwise 
to  consignee  of  the  arrival  of  goods,  together  with  the  contents, 
weight  and  amovmt  of  freight  charges  due  thereon,  as  shown  by  the 
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waybill;  and  when  goods  or  freight  of  any  kind  in  carload  quan- 
tities arrive,  said  notice  must  contain  in  addition  thereto,  letters,  or 
initials  of  the  car,  number  of  the  car.  Demurrage  charges  may  be 
assessed  if  goods  are  not  removed  in  conformity  with  the  following 
rules  and  regulations.  No  demurrage  charges,  however,  shall,  in 
any  case,  be  allowed  unless  legal  notice  of  the  arrival  of  the  goods 
has  been  given  to  the  owner  or  consignee  thereof  by  the  railroad 
company. 

RULE  3. 

Legal  notice  referred  to  in  these  rules  may  be  either  actual  or  con- 
structive. Where  the  consignee  is  personally  served  with  notice  of 
the  arrival  of  freight,  free  time  begins  at  12  o'clock  a.  m.  on  the 
day  after  such  notice  has  been  given.  Constructive  notice  referred 
to  consists  of  posting  notice  by  mail  to  the  consignee.  Where  this 
mode  of  giving  notice  is  adopted,  there  shall  be  twenty-four  (24) 
hours'  free  additional  time  to  be  added  to  the  forty-eight  (48)  hours, 
making  seventy-two  {72)  hours  to  be  computed  from  the  day  after 
notice  was  mailed;  Proinded,  however,  that  if,  in  any  case,  where 
notice  of  arrival  is  given  by  mail,  the  consignee  will  make  oath  that 
neither  he,  his  agents  nor  employees  have  received  such  notice,  that 
no  demurrage  charges  shall  be  made  until  after  legal  notice;  as  above 
specified,  is  given. 

RULE  4. 

I.  A  charge  of  one  dollar  ($1.00)  per  car  per  day  shall  be  made 
for  detention  of  cars  and  use  of  tracks  when  cars  are  not  loaded  or 
unloaded  within  forty-eight  (48)  hours  in  the  case  of  personal 
notice,  and  seventy-two  (72)  hours  in  the  case  of  mailed  or  con- 
structive notice,  except  when  loaded  with  grain,  flour,  meal,  bran, 
mill  feed,  cotton  seed,  cotton-seed  meal,  cotton-seed  hulls,  fertilizers, 
fertilizer  material,  hay,  coal,  pyrites,  bulk  apples,  bulk  potatoes,  bulk 
cabbage,  dressed  lumber  (in  box  cars),  brick  and  crushed  stone, 
twenty- four  (24)  additional  hours  will  be  allowed  for  unloading.  It 
being  understood  that  said  car  or  cars  are  to  be  placed  and  re- 
main accessible  to  the  shipper  or  consignee  for  the  purpose  of  load- 
ing or  unloading  during  the  period  in  which  held  free  of  demur- 
rage ;  that  when  the  period  of  such  demurrage  charges  commences, 
they  are  to  be  placed  accessible  to  the  consignee  for  unloading  pur- 
poses on  demand  of  the  consignee;  Provided,  however,  that  if  the 
railroad  company  shall  remove  such  car  or  cars  after  being  so 
placed,  or  in  any  way  obstruct  the  unloading  of  the  same,  the  con- 
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signee  shall  not  be  chargeable  with  the  delay  caused  thereby;  Pro- 
vided, further,  that  when  any  consignee  shall  receive  four  or  more 
cars  during  any  one  day,  taking  track  delivery,  the  said  cars  in  ex- 
cess of  three  shall  not  be  liable  to  demurrage  by  any  railroad  com- 
pany until  after  the  expiration  of  twenty-four  (24)  hours  additional 
time. 
Any  fraction  of  a  day  shall  be  considered  a  day. 

RULE  s. 

When  consignors  ship  goods  consigned  to  themselves,  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  railroad  company  to  give  legal  notice  to  such  con- 
signees, or  persons  to  whom  shipping  directions  order  delivery. 
This  notice  may  be  addressed  by  mail  to  the  consignee  at  point  of 
delivery,  and  demurrage  will  begin  as  in  other  cases  of  notice 
by  mail ;  and  the  mailing  of  such  notice  shall  be  sufficient  legal  no- 
tice in  such  cases,  whether  the  consignee  actually  receive  the  same 
or  not.  ^ 

RULE  6. 

Where  the  consignee  shall  refuse  to  accept  freight  tendered  in 
pursuance  of  the  bill  of  lading,  the  carrier  charged  with  the  duty 
of  delivery  shall  give  to  the  consignor  legal  notice  of  such  refusal; 
and  if  he  shall  not,  within  three  days  thereafter,  give  direction  for 
the  reshipment  or  unloading  of  such  gopds,  he  shall  thenceforth  be- 
come liable  to  such  carrier  for  demurrage  upon  the  car  or  cars  in 
which  they  are  held  to  the  same  extent  and  at  the  same  rate  as  such 
charges  are  now,  under  like  circumstances  by  the  rules  of  this  Ccrni- 
mission,  imposed  upon  consignees  who  neglect  or  refuse,  after  notice 
of  arrival,  to  remove  freight  of  like  character  from  the  cars  of  a  car- 
rier. 

A  consignee  who  has  once  refused  to  accept  a  consignment  of 
goods  shall  not  thereafter  be  entitled  to  the  benefit  of  this  rule. 

RULE  7. 

A  consignee  living  four  miles  or  over  from  the  depot,  and  whose 
freight  is  destined  to  his  residence  or  place  of  business  so  located, 
shall  not  be  subject  to  storage  or  demurrage  charges  allowed  in  the 
above  rules  until  a  sufficient  time  has  elapsed  after  notice  for  said 
consignee  to  remove  said  goods  by  the  exercise  of  ordinary  dili- 
gence. 
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RULE  8. 

Railroad  companies  are  authorized  to  hold  such  property  in  public 
warehouses  at  the  expense  of  owner,  if  same  is  not  removed  before 
demurrage  charges  attach. 

RULE  9. 

When  any  railroad  company  fails  to  deliver  freights  at  the  depot 
or  to  place  loaded  cars  at  an  accessible  place  for  unloading  within 
forty-eight  (48)  hours  (not  including  Sunday  or  legal  holidays), 
computed  from  12  o'clock  a.  m.  the  day  after  the  arrival  of  the 
same,  the  shipper  or  consignee  shall  be  paid  one  dollar  per  day  for 
each  day  said  delivery  is  so  delayed. 

RULE  10. 

1.  Cars  containing  freight  are  to  be  delivered  upon  carload  de- 
livery tracks  or  private  sidings  designated  by  consignee  upon  ar- 
rival. • 

2.  Cars  containing  property,  the  billing  of  which  does  not  specify 
any  particular  delivery,  and  for  which  no  standing  or  special  order 
has  been  filed  with  agent,  within  twenty-four  (24)  hours,  will  be 
considered  as  requiring  general  track  delivery,  and  shall  be  so  placed 
after  twenty-four  hours. 

3.  Cars  for  unloading  sh^ll  be  considered  placed  when  such  cars 
are  held  in  receiving  yards  awaiting  orders  from  shippers  or  con- 
signees, or  when  held  for  payment  of  freight  charges,  provided  the 
railroad  company  could  otherwise  have  placed  such  cars  on  delivery 
tracks,  except  that  on  cars  consigned  to  private  sidings  already  fully 
occupied  and  delivery  thereof  impracticable,  detention  is  to  be  com- 
puted from  time  of  notification. 

4.  Whenever  the  weather  during  the  period  of  free  time  is  so  se- 
vere, inclement  or  rainy  that  it  is  impracticable  to  secure  means  of 
removal,  or  where,  from  the  nature  of  the  goods,  removal  would 
cause  injury  or  damage,  such  time  shall  be  added  to  the  free  period, 
and  no  demurrage  charges  shall  be  allowed  for  such  additional  time. 

This  rule  applies  to  the  state  of  the  weather  during  business  hours. 

RULE  II. 

Railroads  shall  not  discriminate  between  persons  or  places  in  stor- 
age or  demurrage  charges.  If  a  railroad  company  collects  storage 
or  demurrage  of  one  person,  under  the  demurrage  rules,  it  must 
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collect  of  all  who  are  liable.    No  rebate,  drawback,  or  other  similar 
device  will  be  allowed. 

If  demurrage  is  collected  by  a  railroad  company  at  one  point  on 
its  line,  it  must  collect  at  all  places  on  its  line  of  those*  liable  under 
the  rules  of  this  Commission.  Provided,  That  the  Commission  shall 
hear  and  grand  applications  to  suspend  the  operation  of  this  rule 
whenever  justice  shall  demand  this  course. 

RULE  12. 

Cars  detained  or  held  for  want  of  proper  shipping  instructicxis  or 
by  reason  of  improper  or  excessive  loading  (where  loading  is  done 
by  shipper)  shall  be  subject  to  a  demurrage  charge  of  one  dollar 
per  car  for  each  day  or  fraction  of  a  day  said  car  or  cars  are  so 
detained  or  held.  Likewise,  when  cars  are  properly  loaded  and  ship- 
ping instructions  given,  the  railroad  agent  must  immediately  issue 
bills  of  lading  therefor ;  and  if  said  car  or  cars  are  detained  or  held, 
and  not  carried  forward  (not  including  Sundays  and  legal  holidays), 
within  forty-eight  (48)  hours,  except  perishable  articles,  which  shall 
be  moved  within  twenty- four  (24)  hours  thereafter,  said  railroad 
company  shall  be  liable  to  said  shipper  for  the  payment  of  one  dol- 
lar per  car  for  each  day  or  fraction  of  a  day  that  said  car  or  cars 
are  thus  detained  or  held. 

RULE  13. 

No  other  charge  shall  be  made  for  demurrage  on  car  service  cars 
so  defined  by  Rule  i  except  as  provided  in  the  foregoing  rules. 


Reciprocal  Demurrage. 

RULES   AND   REGULATIONS   GOVERNING   THE   RAIL- 
ROADS IN  THE  PLACING  OF  EMPTY  CARS. 

1.  All  Railroad  Companies  in  the  State  of  South  Carolina  are 
subject  to  the  rules  hereunder'  promulgated. 

2.  For  other  than  perishable  freights  the  Railroad  Company  ap- 
plied to  by  any  shipper  for  a  car  or  cars  shall  furnish  same  prop- 
erly placed  for  being  loaded  to  points  in  the  State  of  South  Caro- 
lina within  four  days  from  twelve  o'clock  m.  next  day  after  such 
application. 
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3.  For  perishable  freights  such  as  v^etables,  melons,  fruits, 
berries,  beans  or  peas,  or  like  freights,  cars  shall  be  placed  within 
three  days  following  application ;  unless  the  application  states  a  par- 
ticular later  .period :  Provided,  These  rules  do  not  apply  to  private 
cars. 

4.  The  time  allowed  the  roads  for  the  placing  of  cars  in  these 
rules  is  designated  as  "free  time." 

5.  For  each  day  or  a  fraction  of  a  day's  delay  after  the  expiration 
of  free  time  the  road  offending  shall  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  shipper 
the  sum  of  one  dollar  per  car  per  day.  Any  shipper,  consignee,  or 
owner  to  avail  himself  of  the  benefits  of  any  forfeiture  provided  for 
in  these  rules  must  make  his  application  in  writing,  and  to  facilitate 
the  making  of  such  application  the  several  railroads  of  the  State 
shall  provide  suitable  blanks  for  that  purpose  to  be  kept  at  all 
agencies. 

6.  The  Railroad  Companies  may,  when  the  freights  so  to  be  trans- 
ported are  not  in  sight,  or  when  there  is  reason  to  believe  the  appli- 
cation is  not  made  in  good  faith,  require  applicant  to  deposit  two  dol- 
lars for  each  car.  This  money  may  be  retained  as  a  forfeit  to  the 
Railroad  Company,  in  case  the  car  is  not  loaded,  to  pay  trackage ;  if 
the  car  is  loaded  then  the  said  two  dollars  shall  be  refunded  to  the 
shipper  with  the  bill  of  lading. 

7.  The  period  of  time  during  which  the  movement  of  trains  is 
suspended  on  account  of  accident,  or  any  cause  not  within  the  power 
of  the  roads  to  prevent,  shall  be  added  to  the  free  time  allowed 
herein  and  accounted  as  additional  "free  time." 


Storage  Rules. 

1.  All  freight  received  for  delivery  is  subject  to  storage  regula- 
tions. 

2.  All  package  freight  not  removed  by  owners  from  the  custody 
of  the  railway  company  within  seventy-two  (72)  hours  after  legal 
notice  of  the  arrival  thereof  has  been  given  to  consignee,  computed 
from  12  o'clock  of  the  day  following^  the  date  of  such  notice  of 
arrival,  shall  thereafter  be  subject  to  a  charge  for  storage,  as  set 
forth  in  Rule  4  of  these  Regulations. 

3.  Prompt  notice  shall  be  given  to  consignee  of  the  arrival  of 
freights,  and  the  said  notice  must  show  date  of  its  issue,  and  the 
time  allowed  for  removal  without  charge  for  storage. 
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4  The  maximum  charges  for  the  storage  of  freight  by  the  rail- 
roads, when  stored  in  the  warehouses  of  the  said  railroads  in  this 
State,  shall  be  as  follows : 

For  five  days  and  under,  ic.  per  hundred  pounds  per  day. 
For  ID  days  and  over  5  days,  6c.  per  hundred  pounds. 
For  20  days  and  over  10  days,  8c.  per  hundred  pounds. 
For  30  days  and  over  20  days,  loc.  per  hundred  pounds. 
For  40  days  and  over  30  days,  13c.  per  hundred  pounds. 
For  50  days  and  over  40  days,  isc.  per  hundred  pounds. 

Each  additional  week  and  fraction  thereof  thereafter,  ic.  per  hun- 
dred pounds.  The  minimum  charge  for  any  one  shipment  shall  be 
five  cents.  Not  more  than  one  dollar  per  day  shall  be  charged  for 
any  one  consignment  not  in  excess  of  a  carload. 

5.  A  consignee  living  four  miles  or  over  from  the  depot,  and 
whose  freight  is  destined  to  his  residence  or  place  or  business  so 
located,  shall  not  be  subject  to  storage  charges  allowed  in  the  above 
rules  until  a  sufficient  time  has  elapsed  after  notice  for  said  con- 
signee to  remove  said  goods  by  the  exercise  of  ordinary  diligence. 

6.  Shipments  detained  because  billed  to  order  and  awaiting  bills 
of  lading  or  instructions  as  to  disposition,  shipments  held  for  want 
of  billing  instructions,  shipments  held  for  inspection,  change  of  bill- 
ing or  for  any  other  purpose,  by  owner  or  his  agent,  are  subject 
to  storage  charges,  and  if  such  freights  are  forwarded  to  any  other 
point,  accrued  storage  will  be  added  to  the  billing  as  back  charges. 

7.  The  rates  herein  prescribed  are  maximum  rates,  but  these 
regulations  will  not  be  held  to  be  violated  if  lower  rates  are  made 
by  the  roads,  provided  that  all  shippers  at  the  same  point  are  assessed 
similar  rates  without  discrimination. 

8.  Legal  holidays  and  Sundays  shall  not  be  taken  into  account  in 
reckoning  the  seventy-two  hours  herein  allowed  for  removal  of 
freight  without  charges. 

9.  Due  diligence  on  the  part  of  the  shipper  or  consignee  to  re- 
move freight  promptly  shall  be  deemed  by  the  railroads  a  sufficient 
ground  upon  which  to  remit  storage  charges  accruing  by  reason  of 
bad  weather  or  impassable  roads. 

10.  Freight  and  storage  charges  must  be  billed  in  separate  items, 
though  they  may  be  billed  in  the  same  sheet. 
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Milling-in-Transit  Rules. 

1.  Wheat  or  corn  may  be  shipped  from  railway  stations  in  South 
Carolina — 

2.  To  milling  points  located  on  the  railroads  in  South  Carolina 
and  milled  and  the  product  reshipped  to  stations  in  South  Carolina 
under  the  following  rules,  viz : 

3.  Shipments  of  wheat  or  corn  to  be  milled  in  transit  must  be 
billed  to  the  milling  point  at  full  tariff  rates. 

4.  Original  bills  of  lading  and  expense  bills  for  wheat  or  com 
(the  product  of  which  is  to  be  reshipped)  must  be  surrendered  to 
the  railroad's  agent  at  milling  point. 

5.  These  bills  of  lading  and  expense  bills  must  be  cancelled  so  as 
to  prevent  their  use  a  second  time. 

6.  The  quantity  of  the  milled  product  to  be  shipped  out  under 
this  arrangement  will  be  200  pounds  of  flour  for  every  270  pounds 
of  wheat,  70  pounds  of  offal  for  every  270  pounds  of  wheat,  56 
pounds  of  meal,  grist  or  hominy  for  every  56  pounds  of  shelled  corn 
received. 

7.  The  agent  at  milling  point  must  keep  a  ledger  account  with 
the  mill,  which  should  show  the  receipts  of  wheat  or  com,  and  the 
shipments  of  each  kind  of  milled  product  made  thereunder,  so  as 
not  to  exceed  the  allowance  of  milled  product  shipped  out  as  pro- 
vided for  in  Clause  6. 

8.  Waybills  for  the  product  from  milling  points  must  show  the 
original  point  of  shipment  of  the  wheat  or  corn  from  which  it  is 
milled  and  the  number  and  date  of  the  waybill  upon  which  it  is 
received  at  the  mill. 

9.  When  the  coditions  of  the  rules  of  this  circular  have  been 
fully  complied  with,  the  agent  at  the  milling  point  is  authorized  to 
waybill  shipments  of  milled  products  at  the  diflference  between  the 
rate  on  the  wheat  or  corn  into  the  mill  and  at  the  rate  on  the  milled 
product  for  a  distance  equal  to  the  sum  of  the  distance  from  point 
of  origin  of  the  grain  (from  which  milled)  to  the  milling  point,  plus 
the  distance  from  the  milling  point  to  destination  of  the  milled  pro- 
duct, as  provided  for  in  local  tariff  of  all  railroads. 

For  example,  the  agent  at  Rock  Hill,  S.  C,  has  a  shipment  of 
flour  in  sacks  milled  from  wheat  received  from  a  point  75  miles 
distant  from  Rock  Hill,  to  be  reshipped  to  a  point  50  miles  from 
Rock  Hill.  In  this  instance  the  total  haul  is  125  miles.  The  rate  on 
the  wheat  into  the  mill  is  13  1-2  cents,  the  rate  on  the  flour  in  sacks 
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(Class  C)  for  a  distance  of  125  miles  is  20  cents.  Shipment  should 
be  waybilled  from  Rock  Hill  to  destination  at  the  difference  between 
the  rate  on  the  grain  into  the  mill  and  the  rate  on  flour  in  sacks 
for  the  combined  distance,  or  125  miles,  which  is  6  1-2  cents  per  hun- 
dred pounds.

For  130  miles  and  over  120 55  cents  per  100  pounds. 

For  140  miles  and  over  130 60  cents  per  100  pounds. 

For  150  miles  and  over  140 65  cents  per  100  pounds. 

For  160  miles  and  over  150 70  cents  per  100  pounds.  ' 

For  170  miles  and  over  160 75  cents  per  100  pounds. 

For  180  miles  and  over  170 80  cents  per  100  pounds. 

For  190  miles  and  over  180 85  cents  per  100  pounds. 

For  200  miles  and  over  190 90  cents  per  100  pounds. 

For  210  miles  and  over  200 95  cents  per  100  pounds. 

For  220  miles  and  over  210 100  cents  per  100  pounds 

For  230  miles  and  over  220 105  cents  per  100  pounds. 

For  240  miles  and  over  230 no  cents  per  100  pounds. 

For  260  miles  and  over  240 115  cents  per  100  pounds. 

For  290  miles  and  over  260 120  cents  per  100  pounds. 

For  320  miles  and  over  290 125  cents  per  100  pounds. 

For  350  miles  and  over  320 130  cents  per  100  pounds. 

For  400  miles  and  over  350 135  cents  per  100  pounds. 

For  450  miles  and  over  400 140  cents  per  100  pounds. 

The  above  tariff  is  for  use  between  stations  within  the  State  of 
South  Carolina.  It  does  not  apply  to  any  business  moving  to  points 
outside  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  nor  from  a  point  in  South 
Carolina  to  another  point  in  South  Carolina  where  the  route  passes 
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through  another  State  as  on  all  such  business  regular  interstate  Ex- 
cess Baggage  Tariff  should  be  used. 

1.  In  computing  charges  for  less  than  lOO  pounds  or  over  lOO 
pounds,  multiply  the  number  of  pounds  by  the  rate  per  loo  pounds, 
and  you  have  the  total  amount  to  be  charged  for  any  shipment  of 
excess  baggage. 

In  no  case  must  a  less  amount  than  five  (s)  cents  be  charged 
for  any  shipment  of  excess  baggage. 

2.  In  computing  charges  all  weights  and  rates  must  end  in  o  or  5. 

3.  Allow  free  200  pounds  of  baggage  for  each  passenger  holding 
full  ticket  and  100  pounds  for  each  half  ticket,  between  stations  in 
South  Carolina.  To  points  outside  of  South  Carolina,  or  from  a 
point  in  South  Carolina  to  another  point  in  South  Carolina  where 
the  route  passes  through  another  State,  allow  150  pounds  free  for 
each  passenger  holding  full  ticket  and  75  pounds  for  each  pas- 
senger holding  half  ticket. 

4.  No  single  piece  of  baggage  weighing  more  than  250  pounds 
will  be  checked. 

5.  Agents  will  allow  a  margin  of  ten  (10)  pounds  on  any  one  lot 
of  baggage,  for  possible  variation  of  scales. 

6.  Baggage  must  not  be  checked  to  points  short  of  destination  of 
ticket,  except  on  Winter  or  Summer  Tourist  Excursion  Tickets  or 
other  tickets  on  which  stop-overs  are  allowed. 

DEFINITION  OF  BAGGAGE. 

All  common  carriers  of  passengers  in  South  Carolina,  using  steam 
as  a  motive  power,  are  required  by  State  law  to  safely  transport  to 
the  destination  of  any  passenger  "personal  baggage  or  sample  trunks 
or  sample  cases,  not  to  exceed  200  pounds  in  weight,  for  any  one 
passenger  holding  a  ticket  or  paying  ordinary  passenger  fare,  free 
of  charge  for  such  personal  baggage  or  sample  trunks  or  sample 
cases,  and  shall  issue  checks  for  such  personal  baggage  or  sample 
trunks  or  sample  cases  on  request." 

Bicycles  and  Baby  Carriages  are  deemed  baggage  under  the  law 
of  South  Carolina;  and  steam  railroads  are  required  to  transport 
same  under  the  same  rules  as  govern  trunks  and  other  separate 
baggage.  No  crating,  cover,  locking,  boxing  or  other  protection  to 
bicycles  or  baby  carriages  shall  be  required.  Railroads  are  not 
required  to  carrj'  more  than  one  bicycle  or  baby  carriage  for  any  one 
person. 
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STORAGE  CHARGES  ON  BAGGAGE. 

*  Storage  will  be  charged  on  each  piece  of  baggage,  either  inbound 
or  outbound,  checked  or  not  checked,  remaining  at  station  over 
twenty-four  (24)  hours  as  follows: 

Baggage  not  called  for  and  remaining  on  hand  more  than  twenty- 
four  (24)  hours,  is  subject  to  a  charge  for  storage  of  25  cents  each 
piece  for  the  second  day  of  twenty-four  (24)  hours  or  fraction 
thereof,  10  cents  for  each  succeeding  day  or  fraction  thereof ;  maxi- 
mum charge  for  one  month  or  portion  thereof,  $1.00.  If  a  second 
month  is  entered  upon,  the  charge  of  the  first  month  will  be  repeat- 
ed, except  that  a  charge  for  the  first  and  each  succeeding  day  will 
be  made  of  10  cents,  instead  of  25  cents,  and  not  to  exceed  $1.00  for 
the  month,  or  portion  thereof.  When  the  baggage  arrives  between 
the  hours  of  3  :oo  p.  m.  on  Saturday,  and  3  :oo  p.  m.  on  Sunday,  it 
will  be  held  without  charge  until  3  :oo  p.  m.  Monday.  This  Satur- 
day and  Sunday  rule  also  applies  to  legal  holidays.

Constitution  of  South  Carolina,  Article  IX,  Section  14,  1905.

•4.   (a)   Contents  of  all  packages,  as  near  as  practicable,  must  be  stated  In  Description     of 
shipping  receipt.     When  an  article  is  differently  classified,  when  differently  contentsof 
prepared  or  packed,   the  actual   character  of  the  article  must  be  specified,  P^cl^Bgc** 
otherwise  it  will  be  charged  at  the  highest  class  named  on  each  article.     No 
shipment  will  be  accepted  when  designated  on  the  shipping  receipt  as  Mer- 
chandise (or  "Mdse."),  Sundries,  or  Fancy  Goods. 

(b)  1.  Each  package,  bundle  or  piece  of  less  than  car  load  freight  must 
be  plainly  and  legibly  marked  by  brush,  stencil,  crayon  (not  chalk),  rubber 
or  metal  type,  pasted  label,  or  securely  fastened  durable  tag,  showing  the 
name  of  the  consignee  and  the  name  of  the  station,  town  or  city,  and  the 
State  to  which  destined.     (See  Note.) 

NOTE.— Pasted  labels  or  securely  fastened  durable  tags  ahould  be  used  only  when 
the  character  of  freight  prevents  marking  as  above  specifled. 

2.  The  marks  on  packages,  bundles  or  pieces,  must  be  compared  with  the  Less   than    car 
shipping  order  and  bill  of  lading,  and  corrections,  if  necessary,  made  by  the  lo<^   >'^pii><™^ 
consignor  or  his  representative  before  receipt  is  signed ;  old  marks  must  be  Jj  uigtS^ 
zemored  or  effaced  before  packages,  bundles  or  pieces,  will  be  accepted  for 
transportation. 
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8.  Freight  consigned  to  a  place  of  which  there  are  two  or  more  of  the  same 
name  in  the  same  State  must  have  the  name  of  the  county  marked  on  each 
'package,  bundle  or  piece,  and  also  shown  in  the  shipping  receipt. 

4.  When  freight  is  consigned  to  a  place  not  located  on  the  line  of  a  rail- 
road, each  package,  bundle  or  piece,  must  be  marked  with  the  name  of  the 
station  at  which  the  consignee  will  accept  deliyery,  or,  if  destined  to  a  place 
reached  by  a  water  line,  the  name  of  the  railroad  station  at  which  delivery 
is  to  be  made  to  such  water  line  must  be  marked  on  each  package,  bundle  or 
piece.

6.  Freight  not  marked  in  accordance  with  the  foregoing  rules  will  not  be 
accepted  for  transportation. 

Sl^ipments  in     4.  (c)  1.  Unless  otherwise  specified,  articles  shipped  in  pulpboard  or  fibre- 
^^l^™^^glj|^  board  boxes,  or  corrugated  strawboard  boxes,  will  be  accepted  at  the  rates 

as  provided  for  like  articles  In  wooden  boxes  when  meeting  the  following 

requirements : 

2.  Articles  in  bulk  in  such  packages  will  not  be  accepted  for  shipment. 

All  articles  must  be  packed  in  cartons,  cans  or  like  containers,  or  if  not  so 

protected,  each  separate  article  must  be  separated  by  corrugated  strawboard 

cells  or  partitions. 

8.  Fragile  articles. and  liquids  in  such  packages  must  be  separated  bj  cor- 
nigated  strawboard  cells  or  partitions,  and  the  boxes  containing  such  articles 
must  also  be  lined  on  all  sides,  top  and  bottom,  with  corrugated  strawboard. 

4.  Flbreboard  or  pulpboard  boxes  must  be  made  of  three  or  more  ply,  solid 
(glued)  flbreboard  or  pulpboard,  combined  thickness  to  be  not  less  than  .060 
inch,  each  ply  to  be  not  less  than  .014  inch  in  thickness,  and  the  combined 
resistance  to  be  not  less  than  150  pounds  to  tjie  square  inch  (Mullen  test), 
gross  weight  of  each  package  not  to  exceed  35  pounds. 

5.  Flbreboard  or  pulpboard  boxes  must  be  made  of  three  or  more  ply*  solid 
(glued)  flbreboard  or  pulpboard,  combined  thickness  to  be  not  less  than  .080 
inch,  each  ply  to  be  not  less  than  .014  inch  in  thickness,  and  the  combined 
resistance  to  be  not  less  than  175  pounds  to  the  square  Inch  (Mullen  test), 
gross  weight  of  each  package  not  to  exceed  60  pounds. 

6.  Boxes  as  described  above  must  be  securely  and  entirely  glued,  sealed 
or  wire  stitched.  In  such  manner  as  to  prevent  their  being  opened  without 
matilating  the  boxes. 

7.  Double-faced  corrugated  strawboard  boxes  must  be  made  of  corrugated 
strawboard  with  an  outer  face  of  waterproofed  flbreboard,  combined  thick- 
ness to  be  not  less  than  3-16  inch,  having  a  resistance  of  not  less  than  150 
pounds  to  the  square  inch  (Mullen  test),  gross  weight  of  each  package  not 
to'  exceed  35  pounds. 

8.  Double  faced  corrugated  strawboard  boxes  must  be  made  of  corTogated 
strawboard  with  an  outer  face  of  waterproofed  flbreboard,  combined  *  thick- 
ness to  be  not  less  than  3-16  inch,  having  a  resistance  of  not  less  tha^  175 
pounds  to  the  square  Inch  (Mullen  test),  gross  weight  of  each  package  not 
to  exceed  60  pounds. 

9.  Boxes  as  described  above  must  be  securely  and  entirely  glued  and  sealt^ 
in  such  manner  as  to  prevent  their  being  opened  without  mutilating  tl9 
boxes. 

10.  Flbreboard,  pulpboard  or  strawboard  boxes  must  bear  the  stamp  of  the 
manufucturer,.  certifying  the  number  of  ply,  thickness  and  test  of  resistance 
of  the  material  used  in  the  manufacture  of  such  boxes. 
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11.  Property  presented  to  earrlera  packed  In  boxes  made  from  strawboard, 
leatherboard,  wood-palp,  fibre,  wired  splint  wood,  or  other  analogous  mate- 
rials, not  meeting  tbe  requirements  in  tbe  foregoing  sections,  mnst  be  enclosed 
in  wooden  frames,  and  will  be  charged  ten  (10)  per  cent,  higher  than  would 
apply  on  such  property  in  wooden  or  metal  boxes,  subject  to  a  minimum 
increase  of  one  (I)  cent  per  hundred  pounds;  provided,  however,  that  when 
a  rating  is  shown  on  an  article  in  bales,  the  same  rating  ^11  apply  on  such 
article  when  packed  in  boxes  as  above  described. 

12.  Unless  otherwise  specified  in  the  Classification,  property  presented  to 
carriers,  packed  in  boxes  or  cases  as  described  in  Section  11  of  this  rule,  but 
not  enclosed  in  wooden  frames,  will  not  be  accepted  for  transportation.  (See 
Note.) 

NOTE.— In  computing  the  rate  to  be  charged  under  this  rule,  fractions  of  one- 
half  cent  or  less  uiall  oe  dropped,  and  those  of  more  than  one-half  cent  shall  be 
considered  as  one  cent;  for  example:  If  tbe  claas  rate  applicable  upon  the  property  in 
boxes  or  cases  is  7S  cents  per  100  lbs.,  the  rate  to  be  charged  when  shipped  in  the 
packages  described  will  be  8K  eents  per  100  lbs.,  the  fractioa  of  one-half  cent  being 
dropped;  if  the  class  rate  is  M  cents  per  100  lbs.,  the  higher  rate  to  be  charged  wiU  be 
40  cents  per  100  Ibsi;  if  the  dass  rate  is  8  cents  per  100  lbs.,  tbe  increase  would  be 
eight-toitlis  of  one  cent.,  and  the  minimum  increase  being  one  cent  per  100  lbs.,  the 
higfaer  rate  to  be  charged  will  be  9  cents  per  100  lbs. 

5.  (a)  Agents  at  points  of  shipment  will  take  care  to  assure  themselves  |gTami?i«t<<>n  of 
that  contents  of  packages  are  actually  what  they  purport  to  be :  if  they  have  contents  of 
reason  to  suspect  that  an  attempt  is  being  made  to  deceive  the  carrier,  orPx^aga,  and 
avoid  proper  classification,  they  will  require  an  examination  of  contents,  orSS?  claarifl- 
other  sufficient  evidence  that  they  are  correctly  described,  before  or  after  cation, 
receipting  for  same.  Should  freight  be  incorrectly  described,  and  escape  de- 
tection at  shipping  point.  If  the  real  character  of  the  goods  is  discovered 

before  delivery  to  consignee  or  to  connecting  road,  charges  will  be  collected  . 
according  to  proper  classification.     In  case  of  loss  or  damage,  owner  will  be 
paid  for  articles  as  called  for  by  receipt  or  bill  of  lading  given  at  the  time 
of  shipment. 

(b)  Prepayment  of  freight  charges  must  not  be  accepted  at  the  receiving  prepayment    of 
station  upon  any  shipment,  unless  the  Agent  is  satisfied  that  the  article  upon  freight  charges, 
which  the  prepayment  is  tendered  is  correctly  described    in    the    shipping 
receipt. 

Extract  from  Section  10  of  the  Act  to  Regulate  Commerce : 

• 

Any  person  and  any  officer  or  agent  of  any  corporation  or  company  who  Under  billing 
shall  deliver  property  for  transportation  to  any  common  carrier,  subject  to  and  false  claas- 
the  provisions  of  this  Act,  or  for  whom  as  consignor  or  consignee  any  such^^^^'^^- 
carrier  shall  transport  property,  who  shall  knowingly  and  wilfully,  by  false 
billing,  false  classification,  false  weighing,  false  representation  of  the  con- 
tents of  the  package,  or  false  report  of  weight,  or  by  any  other  device  or 
means,  whether  with  or  without  the  consent  or  connivance  of  the  carrier,  its 
agent  or  agents,  obtain  transportation  for  such  property  at  less  than  the 
regular  rates  then  established  and  In  force  on  the  line  of  transportation,  shall 
be  deemed  guilty  of  fraud,  which  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a  misdemeanor,  and 
shall,  upon  conviction  thereof  in  any  court  of  the  United  States  of  compe- 
tent Jurisdiction  within  the  district  in  which  such  offense  was  committed,  be 
subject  for  each  offense  to  a  fine  of  not  exceeding  five  thousand  dollars  or 
Imprisonment  in  the  penitentiary  for  a  term  of  not  exceeding  two  years,  or 
both,  in  the  discretion  of  the  court.

HJvery  penon  who  knowliigly  ships,  sends  or  forwards  any  quan- 
tity of  the  articles  mentioned  in  section  flfty-three  hundred  and  fifty-three, 
or  who  transports  the  same  by  any  mode  of  conveyance  upon  land  or  water, 
between  any  of  the  places  specified  in  that  section,  unless  such  articles  be 
securely  enclosed,  deposited  or  packed  in  a  metallic  Tessel  snrronnded  by 
plaster  of  Paris,  or  other  non-explosiye  material  when  saturated  with  such 
oil,  and  separated  from  all  other  substances,  and  the  outside  of  the  pack- 
age to  be  marked,  printed  or  labeled  in  a  conspicuous  manner  with  the  words 
"Nitro-glycerlne ;  dangerous" ;  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  one 
thousand  nor  more  than  five  thousand  dollars;  one-half  to  the  use  of  the 
Informs.

MESSAGE. 


To  the  Honorable,  the  Members  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the 
State  of  South  Carolina: 

Another  year  has  come,  another  mile-stone  in  the  history  of  the 
State  has  been  reached,  and  you  are  gathered  here  in  the  capitol  of 
South  Carolina  to  discharge  the  high  and  honorable  duties  laid  upon 
you  by  the  people.  It  becomes  my  duty,  in  the  discharge  of  the  man- 
date of  the  Constitution,  to  give  to  you  such  information  as  I  have 
as  to  the  condition  of  the  State  and  to  suggest  and  recommend  such 
legislation  as.  to  me  may  seem  meet  and  proper. 

Providence  has  been  kind  to  us  during  the  past  year.  Peace  and 
prosperity  have  reigned  within  our  borders.  We  have  been  free 
from  famine  and  pestilence  and  widespread  epidemics.  The  fields 
have  yielded  reasonable  harvests  and  the  people  generally  are  pros- 
perous and  contented. 

Great  responsibilities  rest  upon  your  shoulders  in  the  discharge  of 
the  duties  of  the  high  and  honorable  offices  that  you  hold.  I  ask 
your  careful,  earnest  and  wise  consideration  of  every  measure  that 
shall  come  before  you,  and  let  only  such  laws  be  enacted  as  shall  be 
for  the  best  interest  of  the  State. 

With  these  few  preliminary  words,  I  respectfully  ask  your  careful 
consideration  of  the  following  message : 

STATE  FINANCES. 

I  must  once  more  call  to  your  attention  the  important  matter  of  our 
State's  finances.  At  your  last  session,  you  gave  authority  to  the 
Governor,  the  State  Treasurer  and  the  ComptroUer-Goieral  to 
borrow,  not  exceeding  five  hundred  thousand  dollars  to  meet  the 
obligations  of  the  State  to  become  due  during  the  year  1908 — such  as 
Confederate  soldiers'  pensions,  interest  on  public  debt,  appropriations 
for  the  State  institutions  of  learning  and  other  appropriations  made 
by  your  honorable  bodies. 

It  became  necessary  for  us  to  borrow,  during  the  year,  the  full 
amount  so  allowed  and  provided  for,  which  amount  will  be  repaid 
out  of  the  State  taxes  now  being  collected.  The  interest  on  said  sum 
amounted  to  $13,098.26.  This  will  have  to  be  continued  year  after 
year  unless  some  plan  is  devised  to  catch  up.    I  bring  this  matter 
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to  your  attention  in  order  that  you  may  give  the  same  your  earnest 
consideration  and  adopt  some  measure  that  will  remedy  the  matter. 

In  my  last  annual  message,  I  recommended  the  levying  of  a  special 
tax  each  year  for  several  years  to  provide  a  sum  so  that  we  would 
not  be  required  to  borrow.  I  again  call  your  most  careful  attention 
to  this  very  important  subject  with  the  hope  that  some  action  will 
be  taken  by  your  honorable  bodies  to  place  the  State,  in  the  near 
future,  on  a  cash  basis  and  thus  strengthen  our  financial  condition. 

I  beg  to  refer  you  to  the  report  of  our  State  Treasurer,  which 
will  give  you  full  and  accurate  information  as  to  the  financial  condi- 
tion of  the  State. 

SINKING  FUND. 

The  Sinking  Fund  Commission  has  done  a  good  work  during  the 
past  year.  Each  member  has  done  his  full  duty,  as  the  report  made 
by  the  Commission  will  show.  The  assets  of  the  several  funds  man- 
aged by  this  Commission  on  December  31,  1908,  were  as  follows : 

Cumulative  Sinking  Fund  (for  redemption  and  payment  of  South 
Carolina  Brown  41-2  per  cent,  bonds),  six  hundred  and  sixty-eight 
thousand  and  fifty-eight  and  09/100  dollars  ($668,058.09). 

Ordinary  Sinking  Fund,  seventy-one  thousand  six  hundred  and 
thirty  and  12/100  dollars  (71,630.12). 

Sinking  Fund  for  Insurance  of  Public  Buildings,  forty-five  thou- 
sand six  hundred  and  eighty-five  and  61/100  dollars  ($45,685.61). 

All  of  which  will  more  fully  appear  and  in  detail  by  reference  to 
the  report  of  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund  which  will  be 
placed  on  your  desk. 

STATE  DISPENSARY  BUILDING. 

At  your  last  session  your  honorable  bodies  passed  an  Act  pro- 
viding for  the  sale  of  the  State  Dispensary  building  and  lot  in  the 
City  of  Columbia  by  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund,  placing 
the  upset  price  at  seventy-five  thousand  dollars.  The  Sinking 
Fund  Commission,  in  obedience  to  said  Act,  advertised  for  ninety 
days  the  same  for  sale,  in  the  Charleston  News  and  Courier  and  the 
Columbia  State,  stating  in  the  advertisement  the  upset  price  set  out 
in  said  Act.    No  bids  were  received  for  the  same. 

The  property  was  turned  over  to  the  Sinking  Fund  Commission 
by  the  commission  appointed  to  wind  up  the  State  Dispensary  on 
the  nth  day  of  March,  1908,  and  the  same  has  been  and  is  now  in 
the  possession  and  under  the  control  of  the  Sinking  Fund  Commis- 
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sion.  Application  has  been  made  by  several  parties  to  lease  it,  but  no 
power  was  given  the  Sinking  Fund  Commission  to  make  a  lease. 
They  desire  that  authority  be  given  them,  either  to  sell  or  lease 
said  building  on  such  terms  and  for  such  length  of  time  as  to  your 
honorable  bodies  may  seem  best  for  the  interest  of  the  State.  This 
is  valuable  property  and  should  be  bringing  in  something  in  the  way 
of  rents  until  it  is  sold. 

ASSESSMENT  OF  PROPERTY. 

This  important  matter  comes  up  every  year  for  consideration,  and 
the  question  naturally  presents  itself,  what  shall  be  done?  I  wish  to 
reiterate  and  recommend  the  plan  I  submitted  in  my  message  to  the 
General  Assembly  at  its  last  session,  which  is  as  follows : 


"Assessment  of  Property. 

"This  is  the  most  difficult  of  all  the  questions  with  which  you  will 
have  to  deal.  The  Constitution  of  the  State  provides  the  correct 
rule,  and  if  all  property  were  assessed  according  to  its  provisions  the 
tax  levy  would  be  less,  and  all  property  would  be  contributing  its  just 
proportion  to  the  taxes  of  the  State.  By  the  Constitution,  it  is  made 
your  duty  to  provide  *for  a  uniform  and  equal  rate  of  assessment 
and  taxation,  and  shall  prescribe  regulations  to  secure  a  just  valua- 
tion for  taxation  of  all  property,  real,  personal  and  possessory,  except 
mines  and  mining  claims,  the  products  of  which  alone  shall  be  taxed. 
All  prop^y  should  bear  its  just  proportion  of  the  taxes.  The  ques- 
tion arises.  How  is  the  Auditor  to  find  out  what  personal  property 
the  taxpayer  has?  I  suggest  the  inquisitorial  plan.  Require  the 
County  Auditor  to  publicly  administer  to  the  taxpayer  an  oath  re- 
quiring him  to  truly  answer  concerning  all  his  property  of  whatso- 
ever kind,  and  record  it  on  his  tax  return  with  the  valuation  he 
places  on  same,  which  is  to  be  afterwards  equalized  by  the  Township 
and  County  Boards  of  Equalization.  By  this  means  the  value  of  all 
the  visible  property,  as  well  as  all  stocks,  notes,  bonds  and  money, 
can  be  arrived  at,  and  much  personal  property  which  now  escapes 
assessment  would  be  brought  to  light.  More  care  should  be  used 
by  the  County  Auditors  in  receiving  the  returns  of  the  taxpayer. 
The  oath  should  be  administered  and  the  party  fully  interrogated 
as  to  his  or  her  property  and  the  property  under  his  or  her  control, 
with  the  valuation  thereof.  When  this  is  done  publicly  the  neigh- 
bors who  may  be  present  will  know  whether  the  valuation  is  correct, 
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and  the  'tax  dodger''  will  be  required  to  answer  correctly  or  take  the 
consequences." 

I  know  of  no  better  method  than  this,  and  I  respectfully  ask  your 
wise  consideration  of  the  same. 

EDUCATION. 

Much  progress  has  been  made  during  the  past  year  in  the  educa- 
tional interests  of  the  State.  All  the  State  institutions  of  higher 
learning  have  been  well  attended  and  much  good  work  has  been  done. 

High  schools  are  being  established  all  over  the  State  and  the 
common  schools,  the  foundation  of  our  educational  system,  are  keep- 
ing pace  with  the  progress  of  the  times,  as  much  so  as  can  be  with 
the  funds  provided  for  them.  I  wish  to  emphasize  here  what  I  said 
in  my  inaugural  address  in  January,  1907 : 


"Education. 

"Our  State  Constitution  requires  that  we  shall  'provide  a  liberal 
system  of  free  public  schools  for  all  children  between  the  ages  of 
six  and  twenty-one.'  When  we  consider  the  great  power  and 
influence  of  an  educated  people  and  that  the  strength  and  prosperity 
of  a  State  depend  ultimately  upon  the  intelligence  of  the  average 
citizen,  we  can  realize  the  mind  of  the  framers  of  this  organic  law. 
It,  therefore,  behooves  us  to  enact  such  laws  as  will  fully  carry  out 
this  wise  provision  of  the  State  Constitution. 

"The  State  institutions  of  higher  learning  are  all  wellVquipped 
and  are  doing  a  great  work  in  the  education  of  many  of  our  girls 
and  boys,  but  these  fortunate  ones  are  but  a  meagre  ten  per  cent, 
of  those  within  the  school  age;  and  the  other  ninety  per  cent,  are 
wholly  dependent  upon  the  common  schools. 

"It  is  true  that  many  of  the  graded  schools  are  kept  open  for  nine 
months  in  the  year  by  the  help  of  the  special  taxes  voted  upon  them- 
selves by  the  taxpayers  of  the  particular  school  district,  but  many  of 
the  small  schools  in  the  rural  districts  are  in  session  but  for  three 
or  four  months  in  the  year.  Realizing  that  most  of  the  children 
who  attend  these  schools  are  receiving  from  them  all  the  school 
advantages  that  they  will  ever  get,  are  we  doing  our  full  duty  to 
them?  Are  we  thus  fitting  them  for  all  of  the  duties  of  an  intelli- 
gent citizenship? 

"We  are  building  for  the  future  and  we  should  see  to  it  that  we 
build  strong  and  well.     You  have  no  more  important  matter  that 
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will  come  before  you,  and  I  recommend  that  liberal  appropriations 
be  made  for  the  common  schools." 

The  South  Carolina  University  is  in  a  prosperous  and  healthy 
condition.  The  Acting  President,  Prof.  A.  C.  Moore,  has  the  work 
well  in  hand  and  is  meeting  the  full  expectations  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees.  The  new  President,  Dr.  S.  C.  Mitchell,  will  assume  full 
control  during  the  present  year,  and  he  is  fully  and  well  equipped  for 
every  duty  pertaining  to  that  important  position. 

The  Wallace-Thomson  Infirmary,  the  gift  of  Mrs.  Ann  H.  Jeter, 
has  been  completed  and  is  being  used  for  the  purposes  for  which  it 
was  built.  The  new  school  building  is  now  under  construction  and 
will  be  ready  for  occupancy  during  this  spring  or  at  the  beginning  of 
the  next  session  at  the  farthest. 

There  are  now  41  "normal  scholarships"  in  the  University,  one 
from  each  county  except  Calhoun,  and  these  scholarships  are  worth 
one  hundred  dollars  each.  As  each  of  the  other  State  institutions 
of  higher  learning  have  more  than  this  number,  and  as  the  University 
is  doing  such  good  work  in  preparing  teachers  for  normal  work,  I 
recommend  that  the  number  of  normal  scholarships  be  increased  to 
two  from  each  county.  I  also  recommend  that  an  appropriation  be 
made  to  assist  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  of  the  University  in  employing  a 
secretary  for  all  his  time. 

Winthrop  College  is  still  going  forward  in  the  great  work  of  the 
education  of  our  women.  The  new  dormitory  is  now  under  con- 
struction and  will  be  ready  for  use  by  the  opening  of  the  session 
of  1909-10.  The  good  work  done  at  this  institution  is  manifest  on 
every  hand.  I  bespeak  for  it  your  kind  consideration  and  such 
appropriations  as  may  be  needed  to  carry  on  the  work.  The  officers, 
teachers  and  students  are  all  faithful  in  the  discharge  of  their  sev- 
eral duties  and  deserve  our  commendation.  It  is  hoped  that  the 
model  school  building  will  be  ready  by  the  opening  of  the  next  ses- 
sion. 

Cletnson  College  continues  its  splendid  record  in  the  education  of 
our  boys.  The  work  that  is  being  done  at  this  institution  is  of  the 
best,  both  in  quality  and  quantity.  Faithful  and  intelligent  are  all 
connected  with  the  college,  and  an  earnest  reading  of  the  report  of 
the  president  and  trustees  will  merit  your  approval  and  favotable 
consideration. 

The  Military  Academy,  as  will  be  seen  from  the  report  of  the 
Bbard  of  Visitors,  is  doing  a  good  year's  work,  and  is  turning  out 
each  year  graduates  who  take  a  high  stand  in  whatever  vocation  they 
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follow.  The  discipline  taught  will  be  helpful  to  the  boys  all  their 
lives.  I  request  a  careful  reading  of  the  aforesaid  report  and  a 
liberal  appropriation  for  the  maintenance  of  said  institution. 

The  Deaf,  Dumb  and  Blind  Institute,  This  school  for  the  unfor- 
tunate ones  is  still  doing  a  magnificient  work  for  the  deaf  and  dumb 
and  blind  of  our  State.  From  a  study  of  the  question,  I  find  that 
this  institution  is  maintained  at  a  per  capita  cost  less  than  that  of 
any  institution  of  its  kind  in  the  United  States.  President  Walker 
is  the  "right  man  in  the  right  place,"  and  the  work  done  at  this 
school  is  simply  marvelous. 

I  ask  a  careful  reading  of  the  report  of  the  President  and  Board 
of  Trustees,  and  I  recommend  all  necessary  appropriations  for  the 
maintenance  of  the  school. 

Industrial  School  for  White  Boys.  Since  the  last  meeting  of  the 
General  Assembly,  with  the  appropriation  made,  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees have  had  erected  a  three-story  brick  building  on  the  one  hun- 
dred and  eleven  acres  of  land  donated  by  the  Atlantic  Land  and  Im- 
provement Company  near  the  City  of  Florence,  and  have  furnished 
the  same  with  furniture,  etc.,  to  accommodate  twenty-five  boys. 
They  have  employed  a  competent  superintendent  and  his  wife,  both 
of  whom  have  had  years  of  experience  in  this  work,  and  the  insti- 
tution was  opened  on  the  4th  day  of  November  last.  Thirteen  boys 
have  already  been  admitted  to  the  school  and  a  good  beginning  has 
been  made. 

This  industrial  school  meets  a  long  felt  want,  and  many  white 
boys  who  have  strayed  from  the  paths  of  rectitude  and  right  will 
be  reclaimed  and  taught  those  things  which  make  for  righteousness 
and  good  citizenship. 

I  recommend  that  a  liberal  appropriation  be  made  to  buy  needed 
apparatus  and  machinery  to  teach  the  boys  who  are  sent  to  this  insti- 
tution a  trade,  and  to  maintain  the  school  for  the  present  fiscal  year. 

The  Colored  Normal  College  at  Orangeburg,  1  respectfully  call 
your  attention  to  the  good  work  done  by  this  institution  for  the 
colored  youths  of  the  State  as  shown  by  the  report  of  the  President 
and  Board  of  Trustees.  The  industrial  and  normal  work  done  here 
will  compare  favorably  with  that  of  any  institution  for  the  colored 
race  in  the  country. 

I  ask  a  careful  reading  of  the  report  alluded  to  and  recommend 
that  the  apprc^riations  asked  for  by  the  board  be  made. 
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DISPENSARY  LAW. 

Since  the  last  meeting  of  your  honorable  bodies,  four  counties  of 
the  State  have  voted  out  county  dispensaries,  to-wit:  Chesterfield, 
Chester,  Clarendon  and  Laurens,  leaving  twenty-one  counties  in 
which  there  are  county  dispensaries  and  twenty-one  counties  in 
which  we  have  county  prohibition. 

In  my  last  annual  message,  I  recommended  that  the  Carey-Cothran 
Act  be  amended  by  providing  "that  not  more  than  one  county  dispen- 
sary be  allowed  in  any  county  where  liquor  is  allowed  to  be  sold, 
except  in  those  counties  where  there  are  cities  with  a  population  ex- 
ceeding twenty-five  thousand."  This  suggestion  was  not  enacted 
into  law,  and  I  now  renew  the  recommendation  and  recommend  that 
the  said  Act  be  further  amended  by  making  all  the  counties  dry,  that 
is,  not  allowing  liquor  to  be  sold  in  any  of  the  counties  of  the  State, 
with  the  right  to  any  of  the  counties  now  having  dispensaries  to 
Vote  upon  the  question  as  to  whether  liquors  shall  be  sold  in  said 
counties  according  to  the  rules  and  regulations  as  provided  in  the 
Carey-Cothran  Act,  said  election  to  be  ordered  upon  a  petition  being 
filed  with  the  Couhty  Supervisor  of  such  county,  signed  by  at  least 
one-third  of  the  qualified  electors  of  such  county.  This  is  in  the 
furtherance  of  temperance  and  for  the  best  interest  of  our  people.  I 
also  recommend  that  the  Act  be  further  amended  by  not  allowing 
any  county  in  which  liquor  is  allowed  to  be  sold  to  have  a  bottling 
plant  or  mixing  or  blending  plant,  and  that  all  liquors  of  every  kind 
shall  be  purchased  in  bottles  or  in  jugs,  and  sold  in  the  original 
packages. 

The  commission  appointed  to  wind  up  the  State  Dispensary  were 
proceeding  with  their  work  during  the  past  year  until  they  were 
enjoined  by  the  United  States  Circuit  Court  from  paying  out  any  of 
the  funds  in  their  hands.  Receivers  were  appointed  by  the  United 
States  Court  to  take  charge  of  the  fund  and  an  order  was  made  pro- 
viding that  the  same  be  administered  in  that  court.  From  this  de- 
cree an  appeal  was  taken  to  the  United  States  Circuit  Court  of  Ap- 
peals, which  court  affirmed  the  order  of  the  Circuit  Court,  and  the 
case  was  then  taken  to  the  United  States  Supreme  Court,  which 
court  granted  the  writ  of  certiorari  asked  for.  The  whole  cause  is 
now  before  the  United  States  Supreme  Court  and  is  to  be  argued  on 
the  23rd  day  of  February  of  this  year.  We  fully  expect  that  a  decis- 
ion will  be  made  in  favor  of  the  State,  and  that  the  commission  ap- 
pointed will  be  allowed  to  wind  up  the  affairs  of  the  State  Dispensary 
in  the  near  future  and  in  accordance  with  the  Act  under  which  they 
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were  appointed.  A  full  and  detailed  report  will  then  be  made  by 
said  commission  of  all  its  actings  and  doings  as  such  commission. 

For  a  history  of  the  litigation  in  the  United  States  Court  I  respect- 
fully refer  you  to  the  report  of  the  Attorney-General. 

I  recommend  that  provision  be  made  for  the  per  diem  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Commission  for  the  year  1909. 

THE  DEPARTMENT  OF  AGRICULTURE,  COMMERCE 

AND  IMMIGRATION. 

This  Department  has  spent  much  time  during  the  year  in  the  agri- 
cultural interests  of  the  State.  It  has  been  instrumental  in  having 
the  Agricultural  Department  of  the  United  States  establish  several 
demonstration  farms  within  the  State,  and  much  good  has  been 
accomplished  in  that  way  for  the  farmers.  Little,  if  any,  attention 
has  been  given  to  the  matter  of  immigration,  except  to  furnish  in- 
formation about  the  State  and  her  resources  to  any  who  would 
inquire  for  the  same,  and  to  encourage  homeseekers  and  homebuild- 
ers  to  come  to  our  State. 

It  seems  to  me  that  this  Department  should  devote  its  time  and 
energies  to  the  agricultural  and  commercial  interests  of  the  State, 
and  that  it  should  be  maintained  and  supported  mainly  for  this  pur- 
pose, at  the  same  time  giving  to  all  homeseekers  and  homebuilders 
such  information  as  to  our  climate,  resources,  etc.,  as  they  may 
desire.  The  duties  of  the  Commissioner  of  Labor  could  also  be 
placed  on  this  Department,  and  thus  save  the  expense  of  this  office, 
should  it  be  established.  In  this  connection,  I  call  your  attention  to 
the  matter  of  the  establishment  of  a  Department  of  Labor.  A  bill 
looking  to  this  end  was  introduced  at  the  last  session  of  the  General 
Assembly  and  will  likely  be  introduced  again  this  session.  I  bespeak 
your  earnest  consideration  of  it  and  recommend  that  some  conserva- 
tive measure  be  adopted  with  such  powers  and  duties  as  to  you  shall 
seem  wise  and  prudent. 

SOLDIERS'  HOMK 

In  obedience  to  the  Act  of  the  General  Assembly  passed  at  the 
last  session,  I  appointed  a  commission  consisting  of  Messrs.  D.  Card- 
well,  J.  W.  Reed  and  J.  C.  Cantey,  veterans,  and  Messrs.  WiHe  Jones 
and  J.  Q.  Marshall,  sons  of  veterans,  to  take  charge  of,  and  have 
constructed,  the  home  for  Confederate  veterans  as  the  said  Act 
provided.    The  work  was  begun  and  the  home  is  now  nearing  com- 
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pletion.  The  building  is  commodious  and  well  fitted  for  the  pur- 
pose and  will  make  an  ideal  home  for  these  grand  old  men  who 
fought  for  their  country  and  who  are  now  waiting  for  the  command 
to  "cross  over  the  river  and  rest  under  the  shade  of  the  trees." 

During  the  summer,  Mr.  J.  Q.  Marshall,  who»took  a  great  interest 
in  the  work,  died,  and  I  have  appointed  in  his  stead  Mr.  M.  L.  Bon- 
ham,  of  Anderson. 

This  home  will  have  to  be  maintained  and  I  refer  you  to  the  re- 
port of  the  commission  on  what  has  been  done  and  what  will  be 
needed  to  carry  it  on. 

In  this  connection,  I  desire  to  call  attention  to  the  pensions  for  the 
needy  Confederate  veterans.  Many  of  them  are  now  poor  and  de- 
serving and  it  is  our  bounden  duty  to  care  and  provide  for  them.  I 
respectfully  recommend  a  liberal  appropriation  for  this  purpose. 

ASSAULT  WITH  INTENT  TO  RAVISH,  ET  CETERA. 

There  are  some  amendments  to  the  criminal  statutes  that  I  consider 
of  great  importance  and  which  I  think  should  be  passed  by  your 
honorable  bodies  at  this  session.  They  are  in  the  interest  of  the 
good  order  and  peace  of  the  State.  I  called  attention  to  them  in 
my  inaugural  address  in  January,  1907,  and,  as  they  have  not  been 
enacted  into  law  since  that  time,  I  wish  to  repeat  the  recommenda- 
tions now^and  to  say  that  subsequent  events  in  this  State  have  con- 
firmed my  opinion  that  the  recommendations  were  right  and  proper. 
I  quote  from  said  inaugural  the  matters  above  alluded  to. 

"Assault,  Etc. 

"I  further  wish  to  call  to  your  attention  another  matter  which  I 
consider  of  grave  importance  at  this  particular  time  in  our  history, 
and  that  is  the  enactment  of  a  law  providing  the  death  penalty  to  any 
male  person  making  an  assault  upon  a  female  with  intent  to  ravish, 
granting  the  right  to  the  jury  trying  the  case  to  fix  the  punishment 
at  life  imprisonment  in  the  State  Penitentiary,  if  in  their  judgment 
the  facts  warrant  a  less  punishment  than  death. 

"In  this  day,  when  we  read  of  so  many  assaults  of  this  character 
being  made,  it  behooves  us  to  wake  up  to  the  situation  and  make  the 
penalty  so  severe  that  the  women  of  this  State  may  be  protected 
from  this  heinous  crime  and  the  perpetrators  punished  so  severely 
that  all  will  be  deterred  from  committing  the  same. 

"I  further  recommend  that  an  Act  be  passed  providing  that  in  all 
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cases  of  rape  or  assault,  with  intent  to  ravish,  the  female  may  be 
allowed  to  testify  in  private,  before  the  Judge,  in  the  presence  of  the 
counsel  for  the  State  and  the  defendant  himself,  and  that  the  testi- 
mony so  taken  shall  be  read  to  the  jury  as  the  evidence  of  the 
said  witness  on  the  trial  of  the  case.  This  is  the  law  in  at  least  one, 
if  not  more,  of  the  States  of  the  Union,  and  should  be  the  law  in  this 
State. 

"In  this  connection,  I  think  it  important,  also,  to  ask  that  you  pass 
an  Act  making  it  a  misdemeanor  to  post  or  display  in  any  public 
place  or  on  any  street  or  highway,  indecent  pictures  of  females. 
It  is  an  evil  that  has  been  growing  in  the  last  few  years,  and  one  that 
calls  for  action  on  our  part.  It  is  not  necessary  for  me  to  call  to  your 
attention  the  reasons  why  this  Act  should  be  passed ;  it  is  obvious  to 
all  right  thinking  persons.'* 

SUPREME  COURT. 

More  room  for  our  Supreme  Court  and  the  Supreme  Court  library 
is  necessary.  Something  should  be  done  to  provide  better  accommo- 
dations for  this,  the  highest  court  of  our  State.  A  suitable  court- 
room could  be  built  on  the  State  House  grounds.  The  money  for 
this  purpose  could  be  borrowed  from  the  State  Sinking  Fund  Com- 
mission and  the  same  paid  back  by  a  small  appropriation  each  year 
for  several  years.  ' 

I  recommend  that  you  appoint  a  committee  or  a  commission  to 
look  into  this  matter.  In  this,  connection,  I  would  further  say  tliat 
several  of  the  State  officers  have  to  rent  offices  or  use  committee 
rooms  in  order  to  carry  on  their  work.  If  this  court  building  were 
erected,  the  rooms  now  occupied  by  the  Supreme  Court  would  be 
sufficient  to  accommodate  these  officers. 

NATIONAL  GUARD. 

The  citizen  soldiery  is  a  very  important  arm  of  the  State  govern- 
ment and  should  be  sustained  and  encouraged  by  all  lovers  of  peace 
and  order.  It  has  been  my  duty  to  call  on  some  of  them  on  more 
than  one  occasion  during  the  past  year,  and  they  have  always 
responded  with  promptness  and  performed  the  duties  for  which  they 
were  called  with  fidelity.  I  call  your  especial  attention  to  the  needs 
of  the  National  Guard  and  recommend  a  liberal  appropriation  for  its 
maintenance. 
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STATE  HOSPITAL  FOR  THE  INSANE. 

The  report  of  the  regents  for  the  State  Hospital  for  the  Insane 
will  give  you  in  detail  the  condition  of  this  institution. 

There  were  on  the  first  day  of  January,  1909,  1,463  patients  within 
its  walls. 

White  men,  332 ;  Colored  men,  330. 

White  women,  499;  Colored  women,  302. 

There  were  admitted  during  the  year  606;  262  were  discharged, 
and  251  died  during  the  year. 

This  charitable  institution  is  one  that  appeals  to.  all  of  us  and  it 
must  be  sustained  and  maintained  as  its  necessities  require. 

I  am  glad  to  report  that  the  Superintendent,  Dr.  J.  W.  Babcock, 
has  made  a  very  important  contribution  to  medical  science  in  the 
study  he  has  made  and  the  papers  he  has  contributed  on  the  disease 
known  as  pellagra, 

PENITENTIARY. 

This  penal  institution,  under  the  wise  administration  of  the  Super- 
intendent and  Directors,  is  one  of  the  best  and  is  self-sustaining. 
Much  damage  was  done  to  the  State  Farms  and  the  crops  thereon 
by  the  floods  of  August  last.  Fully  one  thousand  acres  of  corn  were 
overflowed  and  washed  away,  and  this,  with  the  low  price  of  cotton, 
will  show  a  decrease  in  the  income.  The  health  of  the  convicts  has 
been  reasonably  good  and 'the  death  rate  very  small. 

The  seven  white  boys  under  the  age  of  sixteen  years  who  were  on 
the  Lexington  County  farm,  called  the  reformatory,  were  transferred 
in  November  last  to  the  Industrial  School  for  White  Boys  at  Flor- 
ence, as  provided  in  the  Act  establishing  the  same,  and  they  are  now 
being  well  cared  for  and  taught  by  competent  persons  at  this  indus- 
trial school.  Right  principles  and  habits  of  work  and  labor  are 
taught  them,  and  it  is  hoped  that  when  they  leave  the  school  they 
will  make  good  citizens. 

There  were  on  the  first  day  of  January,  A.  D.  1909,  eight  hundred 
and  eleven  prisoners  in  the  penitentiary,  as  follows:  White  males, 
152;  colored  males,  598;  white  females,  3;  colored  females,  58. 
They  are  located  as  follows : 

On  county  chain-gangs 27 

On  State  farms 176 

At  Lexington  County  Reformatory 85 

At  Clemson  College 31 

Penitentiary  yard  and  hospital 492 

Total 811 
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STATE  BOARD  OF  HEALTH. 

This  Board,  through  its  officers  and  members,  has  done  a  good 
work  this  past  year.  The  secretary  has  visited  every  part  of  the 
State  when  called  on  to  examine  into  any  cases  of  contagious  or  in- 
fectious diseases,  and,  by  quick  and  intelligent  action,  has  prevented 
the  spread  of  these  diseases.  On  one  or  more  occasions,  the  entire 
Board  has  responded  to  the  call  of  their  chairman  and  did  good  work 
in  examining  the  causes  of  threatened  epidemics  and  preventing 
their  spread.  Their  work  is  a  labor  of  love  for  their  fellow  men,  and 
should  be  commended  and  sustained. 

I  ask  your  earnest  reading  of  their  report,  and  recommend  the 
necessary  appropriation  for  the  present  year. 

INSURANCE  DEPARTMENT. 

Several  amendments  to  the  insurance  law  passed  at  your  last 
session  are  suggested  in  the  report  of  the  Insurance  Commissioner. 
These  are  necessary  and  essential.  This  is  a  very  important  part  of 
the  State  government,  and  full  power  should  be  given  to  the  Com- 
missioner over  investment  companies  as  well  as  fire  and  life  insurance 
companies. 

HISTORICAL  COMMISSION. 

The  work  of  the  Historical  Commission  during  the  past  year  has 
been  concerned  chiefly  with  the  preservation  and  orderly  arrangement 
of  the  State's  valuable  and  extensive  collection  of  public  records. 
During  the  year,  the  Commission  has  caused  many  additional  records 
to  be  so  filed  as  to  make  them  available  for  use,  and  it  has  also  been 
enabled  to  publish  more  of  these  records,  thereby  most  securely  safe- 
guarding them  against  total  destruction.  It  is  very  important  that 
this  work  should  continue  and  I  recommend  that  the  needed  appro- 
priation be  made  to  carry  it  on. 

For  a  full  statement  of  what  this  Commission  has  done,  I  refer  you 
to  their  report  which  will  be  placed  op  your  desks. 

THE  AUDUBON  SOCIETY. 

The  preservation  of  our  game  and  fish  from  unlawful  destruction 
is  a  matter  in  which  every  good  citizen  of  the  State  feels  an  interest. 
The  Audubon  Society,  chartered  by  the  General  Assembly  in  1907, 
has  charge  of  this  matter  and  is  diligent  and  persevering  in  carrying 
out  the  laws  on  the  subject.    The  second  annual  report  of  this 
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Society  will  be  laid  on  your  desks,,  and  1  ask  a  careful  reading  of 
its  contents. 

RAILROADS. 

On  the  first  of  April  last,  the  Southern  Railway  Company,  the 
Atlantic  Coast  Line  Railway  Company  and  the  Seaboard  Air  Line 
Railway  Company  put  on  sale  a  two  and  one-half  cent  passenger  rate 
on  their  several  roads;  a  one-thousand-mile  mileage  book  for  one 
person  at  two  cents  per  mile ;  a  two-thousand-mile  mileage  book  for 
four  persons  belonging  to  one  firm  or  corporation,  at  two  cents  per 
mile;  and  a  five-hundred-mile  family  mileage  book  good  to  be  used 
in  this  State  at  two  and  one-quarter  cents  per  mile. 

The  diflferent  roads  promised  to  continue  this  rate  for  one  year 
with  a  view  of  ascertaining  if  the  roads  could  maintain  this  rate  and 
earn  a  reasonable  amount  for  the  service  rendered.  It  is  required 
that  those  using  these  mileage  books  shall  procure  tickets  from  the 
agents  of  the  companies  when  traveling  from  one  point  to  another 
in  this  or  any  other  State,  and  this  rule,  in  many  cases,  works  an 
inconvenience  to  the  traveling  public. 

SALARIES. 

The  salaries  of  our  State  officers  and  Supreme  and  Circuit  Court 
Judges  should  be  raised  to  at  least  what  they  were  a  few  years  since. 
It  costs  more  to  live  now  than  formerly,  and  the  officers  should  be 
paid  a  salary  commensurate  with  the  work  they  have  to  do,  and  the 
dignity  of  the  positions  they  hold.  Compare  the  salaries  of  our 
officers  with  those  paid  by  other  States  of  the  South  to  its  officers 
of  like  rank,  and  the  difference  will  be  manifest. 

The  increase  will  not  affect  me  or  the  other  officers  now  holding 
office  under  their  present  terms,  but  I  feel  that  it  is  due  to  those  who 
come  after  us  and  I,  therefore,  recommend  it. 

CONSERVATION  OF  OUR  NATURAL  RESOURCES. 

It  was  my  privilege  to  attend  a  Conference  of  the  Governors  of  the 
States  of  the  Union  at  the  White  House  in  Washington  last  May 
upon  the  important  question  of  the  conservation  of  our  natural  re- 
sources. Many  valuable  suggestions  were  made  and  much  informa- 
tion disseminated.  Since  that  conference,  I  have  appointed  a  com- 
mittee of  gentlemen  to  get  up  information  upon  this  subject,  so  far 
as  it  concerns  our  State,  in  order  that  I  may,  at  a  later  date,  make 
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such  recommendations  to  you  a3  to  what  should  be  done  along  these 
lines.    These  gentlemen  are  doing  this  work  without  fee  or  reward. 

GOVERNOR'S  MANSIO'N. 

I  recommend  that  a  commission  be  appointed  to  enquire  into  the 
cost  and  feasibility  of  erecting  a  new  Mansion  upon  the  lot  on  which 
the  present  Mansion  stands,  and  reiterate  what  I  said  in  my  last 
message,  which  is  as  follows : 

"The  present  mansion  was  erected  more  than  fifty  years  ago,  and 
has  served  the  purposes  for  which  it  was  built.  Since  1880,  it  has 
been  used  as  a  home  for  the  Governor.  While  it  is  comfortable,  yet 
it  is  deteriorating  and  will  soon  require  many  repairs.  The  lot  on 
which  this  building  stands  is  one  of  the  best  in  the  City  of  Columbia. 
A  new  mansion  built  in  the  center  of  the  lot,  fronting  on  Richland 
street  with  side  entrances  from  Gadsden  and  Lincoln  streets,  would 
be  an  ornament  to  the  capital  city  of  the  State,  and  an  ideal  home  for 
your  Governor." 

REPORTS. 

The  reports  of  the  State  officers  and  of  the  several  departments  of 
the  State  government  which  are  now,  or  will  be  placed  on  your  desks, 
have  been  prepared  with  much  care  and  each  of  them  gives  the  infor- 
mation that  you  as  representatives  of  the  people  should  have. 


And  now,  gentlemen  of  the  General  Assembly,  the  future  welfare 
of  the  State  is  in  your  hands.  I  know  that  you  will  look  well  to  her 
interests  and  prosperity.  Let  wisdom  and  justice  guide  you  in  all  of 
your  deliberations. 

I  invoke  the  <■  >ssings  of  the  Supreme  Ruler  of  the  Universe  upon 
each  of  you  and  upon  all  the  people  of  the  State.

ANNUAL  REPORT. 


GENERAL. 

Though  practically  three  months  must  yet  pass  before  this 
Department,  charged  with  the  upbuilding  of  the  agriculture  and  the 
commerce  of  the  State,  attains  the  age  of  five  years,  I  trust  its  fifth 
annual  report  may  be  presented  with  a  degree  of  pride  that  may  be 
considered  pardonable.  The  record  of  the  past  year  has  been  one  of 
substantial  achievement,  the  foundaticm  for  which  was  laid  in  the 
earlier  stages.  Not  the  least  of  these  has  been,  as  a  result  of  vig- 
orous work  and  continued  agitation,  an  increase  of  over  $3,500,000 
in  value  of  the  corn  crop  of  1908,  following  directly  upon  the  in- 
crease of  over  $6,000,000  in  1907  over  1906,  making  a  total  increase 
of  nearly  $10,000,000  in  two  years  when  the  entire  crop  of  1906  was 
worth  only  $17,236,200.  The  Department  has  only  during  this  year 
reached  that  stage  of  development  of  its  mission  that  has  enabled  it  to 
be  of  genuine  value  to  the  Commonwealth.  In  reaching  this  stage 
through  tortuous  and  dangerous  channels,  beset  with  stumbling- 
blocks  beyond  and  within  the  State,  indeed  in  the  Nation's  Congress 
and  in  the  councils  of  other  nations,  an  eye  single  has  been  kept  to 
the  honor  and  good  name  of  our  beloved  State.  It  is  a  source  of 
gratification  that  the  Department's  every  step,  under  most  searching 
investigation,  has  ever  and  always  resulted  in  additional  lustre  to  the 
splendid  history  of  the  State,  and  in  no  instance  has  there  been  any- 
thing to  occur  which  has  had  the  opposite  effect  in  the  eyes  of  this  or 
other  nations. 

I  am  glad  to  be  enabled  to  report  that  the  Department  no  longer 
considers  it  necessary  to  g^ve  attention  to  the  active  inducement  of 
foreign  immigration,  but  deems  it  of  vital  concern  to  the  future 
of  the  State  to  keep  the  present  Act  unchanged  upon  the  statute 
books  as  a  measure  of  protection  against  the  evils  of  American  immi- 
gration, which  this  Department  was  the  pioneer  in  pointing  out,  and 
which  are  daily  increasing.  That  the  Act  should  remain  unchanged 
in  so  far  as  immigration  is  concerned  is  vital  for  the  reason  that  the 
Federal  government  has  construed  its  provisions,  making  clear  and 
distinct  the  rights  of  the  State.  There  was  at  first  essential  necessity 
for  experimentation  with  this  problem  of  immigration  as  affecting 
this  State,  for  it  was  essentially  a  new  problem  involving  the  possi- 
bility of  a  race  problem  within  a  race  problem,  and  no  step  had  been

taken  by  the  State  for  more  than  20  years,  certainly  never  under 
the  conditions  of  American  immigration  confronting  your  Commis- 
sioner in  the  spring  of  1904.  Close  study  of  conditions  at  home  and 
abroad,  always  considering  the  needs  and  problems  of  the  State,  care- 
fully conducted  and  guarded  experiments,  and  hard,  earnest  work 
have  combined  to  "lay  a  foundation"  in  this  State  of  good,  substan- 
tial white  people,  already  absorbed  without  upheaval  into  the  body 
politic,  and  the  automatic  process  that  inevitably  follows — ^these  peo- 
ple sending  for  relatives  and  friends  most  often  better  than  them- 
selves— ^has  not  only  begun,  but  is  well  under  way,  and  from  now  on 
this  desirable  tide,  without  care  to  the  State,  is  as  sure  to  steadily 
grow  as  a  loose  car  on  the  down  grade  gathers  momentum.  The 
same  thing  is  true  as  to  the  foundation  of  good  people  from  other 
portions  of  this  country — the  Northwest  and  the  East.  So  it  is  that 
the  Department  in  the  latter  part  of  1907  found  it  unnecessary  to 
longer  avail  itself  of  its  right,  established  with  so  much  difficulty,  to 
work  in  the  foreign  field  for  an  increase  of  white  population — some- 
thing so  badly  needed  in  view  of  the  proportion  of  negroes  in  our 
population.  During  this  year  the  only  foreign  work  done  has  been 
a  few  experiments  with  the  most  desirable  of  English  families  from 
the  best  agricultural  sections  of  England.  At  this  time  very  little 
of  the  Department's  attention  is  given  to  this  branch  of  the  work, 
and  consists  chiefly  of  advising  with  and  aiding  new  purchasing  set- 
tlers to  get  started  to  the  best  advantage  to  the  Commonwealth.  The 
United  States  Immigration  Commission  appointed  by  Congress 
visited  the  State  during  the  summer,  and  your  attention  is  particu- 
larly directed  to  what  is  said  in  regard  thereto  elsewhere  in  this 
report. 

This  subject  is  mentioned  at  the  outset  in  this  report  because  of 
the  widespread  misconception  among  our  own  people  of  the  purposes 
of  the  experiments  that  have  been  made,  and  of  the  object,  scope 
and  purpose  of  this  Department  of  the  State  government.  In  the 
Department's  very  name — the  word  "Agriculture,"  the  bedrock  of  all 
prosperity,  comes  first  and  foremost  and  is  naturally  followed  by  the 
word  "Commerce."  I  have  considered  "Immigration" — ^as  its  rela- 
tive position  indicates — merely  a  means  for  the  securing  of  the  fullest 
development  of  our  agricultural  industry,  our  commercial  and  indus- 
trial resources,  and  our  commerce  itself,  and  have  sought  by  every 
means  in  my  power  to  add  some  white  population  gradually,  without 
making  the  State  a  dumping  ground  for  the  class  of  immigrants 
that  are  pouring  into  this  country.    In  the  conduct  of  the  necessary 
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steps  to  make  the  resources  of  the  State  known  throughout  the 
world  in  such  manner  as  tb  leave  something  better  for  the  new- 
comer to  discover  on  arrival  there  have  been  vexatious  incidents,  but 
the  brunt  of  them  has  fallen  upon  the  shoulders  of  your  Commis- 
sioner and  the  good  name  of  the  State  has  not  yet  been  successfully 
assailed  by  any  man  or  set  of  men  in  any  quarter  of  the  globe. 

Upon  my  reappointment  to  the  office  of  Commissioner  by  your 
Excellency  on  March  15,  1908,  for  a  second  term  of  four  years,  hav- 
ing already  directed  the  Department's  attention  to  the  more  vital 
purposes  of  its  mission,  I  set  about  to  push  to  the  fullest  possible 
extent  all  matters  that  could  be  brought  to  bear  upon  the  develop- 
ment of  the  agriculture  of  the  State,  at  the  same  time  not  neglecting 
to  steadily  peg  away  at  everything  tending  to  develop  our  com- 
merce. 

In  the  prosecution  of  this  work,  however,  there  has  been  no  neg- 
lect of  the  all-important  matter  of  properly,  systematically  and  eter- 
nally advertising  our  matchless  resources  to  the  other  sections  of  this 
country  from  sea  to  sea,  and  in  other  countries  beyond  the  seas. 
In  this  respect  our  campaign  has  been  and  is  continuing  to  be  as 
thorough  as  any  ever  conducted  by  any  State  and  upon  as  high  a 
plane.  The  Department's  "Handbook,"  which  publication  has  won 
the  most  laudatory  comments  in  all  parts  of  the  world  and  is  now 
authoritatively  used  by  financiers,  university  and  public  libraries  and 
investors  everywhere,  as  letters  on  file  show,  and  as  the  character  of 
the  demand  for  it  demonstrates,  has  been  an  important  factor  in  the 
advertising  campaign.  The  second  edition,  revised  to  date  and  with 
additional  matter,  was  delivered  this  fall,  and  a  new  1908  map  and 
a  1908  list  of  valuable  properties  were  also  issued.  The  established 
policy  of  welcoming  all  kinds  of  investigations,  whether  official  or 
unofficial,  has  been  steadfastly  pursued,  and  as  in  1907  every  such 
investigation  of  South  Carolina  conditions  has  resulted  in  splendid 
advertising — advertising  that  money  could  not  have  bought.  The 
series  of  articles  by  the  distinguished  correspondent,  Wm.  E.  Curtis, 
who  visited  the  State  to  study  our  conditions,  were  alone  worth  more 
than  r  can  estimate. 

When  the  Department  put  its  shoulder  to  the  wheel  to  improve  the 
agricultural  condition  of  the  State,  make  the  farm  more  remunera- 
tive and  attractive,  and  increase  the  wealth  of  the  State,  two  chief 
objects  characterized  the  effort — ^the  harmonizing  of  all  interests  in 
South  Carolina  laboring  in  the  cause  of  agriculture,  bringing  all  to 
work  in  close  co-operation  and  perfect  harmony  for  a  common  pur- 
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pose,  and  the  persistent  solicitation  of  Federal  aid  on  all  agricultural 
lines  upon  the  assurance  of  the  full  co-operation  and  assistance  of 
the  State  Department.  This  seemed  a  difficult  task,  but  I  am  happy 
to  state  that  so  far  as  I  am  aware,  at  present  this  perfect  harmony 
between  the  authorities  at  Clemson  College,  the  State  Experiment 
Stations,  this  Department,  the  State  Farmers'  Union,  and  the  indi- 
vidual farmers  of  the  State  exists.  During  the  year  several  valuable 
gatherings  in  which  all  took  active  part  have  been  held.  Having 
in  the  summer  of  1907  gotten  Dr.  Knapp  to  come  over  into  South 
Carolina  and  start  the  United  States  Government's  Farm  Demon- 
stration Work,  the  Department  has  lent  its  active  aid  to  the  work, 
with  a  result  that  it  is  now  being  conducted  on  some  1,500  farms  in 
the  State,  with  results  in  1908  that  give  promise  of  an  impetus  to 
our  practical  agriculture  that  fondest  dreams  could  not  picture. 
One  branch  after  another  of  the  Federal  Department  of  Agriculture 
has  been  persuaded  to  come  into  the  State  with  practical  lines  of 
work,  and  in  each  case  the  full  co-operation  given  by  the  State  De- 
partment has  resulted  in  prospective  increase  of  this  work.  In  two 
branches  alone  this  Department  got  the  Government  at  Washington 
to  spend  in  1907  $8,000  and  $i2,oop,  respectively,  being  followed  in 
1908  by  $13,000  and  $24,000. 

But  as  to  what  class  of  work  we  now  have  under  way  by  the 
United  States  Government's  Department  of  Agriculture  I  prefer  to 
let  the  section  of  this  report  in  which  are  incorporated  reports  of  the 
officials  in  charge,  specifically  prepared  for  your  information  at  my 
request,  speak  for  itself.  Some  of  the  things  attempted  by  the  United 
States  bureaus  may  lead,  and  that  quickly,  to  the  establishment  of  most 
profitable  new  industries  in  the  State,  such  as  matting  factories, 
starch  factories  and  factories  for  the  utilization  of  drug  plants. 
Indeed,  the  TFederal  Government,  because  of  the  aid  given  in  South 
Carolina  by  the  Department,  is  conducting  as  much  work  in  this 
State  as  in  any  other  in  the  Union,  perhaps. 

The  Department  has  done  much  for  the  stimulation  of  agriculture 
by  the  distribution  of  carefully  selected  seed,  and  by  the  holding  of 
monthly  practical  demonstration  meetings  conducted  by  United 
States  experts  at  which  improved  methods  and  modern  machinery 
have  been  shown  and  explained  in  detail. 

Crop  reports  have  been  issued  from  time  to  time,  made  up  with 
exceeding  care.  It  is  with  pardonable  pride  that  when  the  1907 
cotton  crop  was  all  accounted  for  this  year  the  Department's  No- 
vember, 1907,  estimate  was  found  to  be  only  13498  bales  less  than 
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the  actual  cxx>p  of  the  State,  and  that  the  estimate  for  the  entire 
South's  crop  was  only  109,957  bales  less  than  the  actual  crop,  this 
report  being  issued  at  the  same  time  for  the  Southern  States  Asso- 
ciation of  Commissioners  of  Agriculture. 

This  Southern  crop  estimate  was  the  closest  one  made  by  any 
one.  The  statistics  of  agriculture  in  the  State  have  been  carefully 
gathered  and  are  always  furnished  to  the  Federal  Government,  and 
accuracy  has  been  the  chief  aim.  The  statistical  clerkship  allowed  by 
the  General  Assembly  at  its  last  session  has  proven  most  valuable  in 
this  work.  Agricultural  information  of  all  kinds  has  been  furnished 
to  hundreds  of  inquirers  in  all  parts  of  the  State  throughout  the 
year. 

The  Department  assisted  by  invitation  in  the  Farmers'  Institute 
work  of  Clemson  College  in  the  summer,  not  infringing  in  any  way, 
but  merely  for  the  purpose  of  arousing  our  people  to  the  truth  as  to 
their  own  condition  and  their  necessities,  leaving  it  to  the  institute 
speakers  to  give  the  necessary  instructions  as  to  the  remedies  for  the 
evils  pointed  out.  The  effect  has  been  uniformly  stimulating.  Assis- 
tance was  also  rendered  in  the  meetings  conducted  by  the  Federal 
experts. 

As  a  vital  stimulus  to  better  agriculture  assistance  has  been  given 
as  far  as  possible  to  all  good  road  undertakings. 

The  Department  has  rendered  to  those  advocating  the  Appalachian 
Forestry  Reserve  mdasure  all  the  assistance  in  its  power,  furnishing 
to  Congress  detailed  information  as  to  the  effects  of  deforestation 
upon  agricultural  lands  in  this  State.  The  experience  of  the  past 
summer  with  unprecedented  floods  causes  me  to  again  earnestly 
urge  the  creation  by  the  General  Assembly  of  at  least  a  State  For- 
estry Commission  which  shall  investigate  forestry  conditions  in  the 
State  and  recommend  some  permanent  measure  that  will  best  meet 
existing  conditions. 

Much  time  and  attention  has  been  given  to  the  conduct  of  the 
State  Com  Contest  which  has  resulted  in  gfreatly  stimulating  com 
growing  in  all  parts  of  the  State.  The  Department  has  also  encour- 
aged and  assisted  as  far  as  possible  in  inaugurating  county  contests 
and  several  were  conducted  this  year  with  marked  effect  on  com 
growing.  Notwithstanding  there  has  been  a  g^eat  advance  in  com 
growing,  due  to  these  new  conditions,  and  the  introduction  and 
practice  of  the  Williamson  plan,  the  Bureau  of  Statistics  of  the 
United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  in  its  November  estimate 
does  not  give  South  Carolina  as  high  a  yield  per  acre  as  in  1907,  ad- 
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nutting  in  a  letter  to  me  that  these  new  conditions  and  the  effects 
of  Dr.  Knapp's  work  were  given  no  consideration.  I  have  challenged 
the  figures  and  called  the  injustice  to  the  attention  of  the  Secretary 
of  Agriculture  of  the  United  States  and  to  the  South  Carolina  mem- 
ber of  the  Committee  on  Agriculture  of  the  National  House  of 
Representatives. 


VIEW  OP  ONE  OF  THE  1808  CORX  CONTEST  FIELDS. 

Much  time  has  been  devoted  to  the  preparation  of  special  informa- 
tion for  the  United  States  Conservation  Commission,  and  data  upon 
many  subjects  has  been  furnished  accurately  and  in  detail.  In  the 
collection  of  this  data  the  fact  was  developed  that  in  South  Carolina 
at  this  time  the  revival  of  agriculture  has  been  such  that  there  are 
practically  no  "abandoned"  farms,  though  there  are  many  thou- 
sands of  acres  of  fine  lands  suitable  for  agricultural  purposes  now 
lying  idle  awaiting  the  coming  of  the  intelligent  tiller  of  the  soil. 

The  importance  of  the  work  of  the  National  Conservation  Com- 
mission became  so  manifest  late  in  the  summer  that  your  excellency 
deemed  it  wise  to  appoint  a  State  Conservation  Committee,  which 
consists  of  the  Commissioner  of  Agriculture,  Prof,  A,  C.  Moore, 
acting  President  of  the  South  Carolina  University ;  Mr.  Earle  Sloan, 
State  Geologist,  and  Mr.  J,  E.  Sirrine,  of  Greenville.     This  com- 
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mittee  is  working  in  full  co-operation  with  the  Federal  Commission. 
The  Department  has  assisted  likewise  in  every  possible  way  the 
Country  Life  Commission,  appointed  by  President  Roosevelt,  and  in 
addition  to  getting  up  and  furnishing  special  data  and  reports, 
arranged  for  a  special  session  of  the  commission  at  Spartanburg, 
where  representative  farmers  and  citizens,  and  those  conducting  any 
kind  of  work  relating  to  life  in  the  rural  districts,  by  invitation  met 
the  members  of  the  commission  and  imparted  their  views. 

Assistance  is  also  being  given  railway  lines  in  their  efforts  to  de- 
velop trucking  for  the  Eastern  markets  and  also  the  poultry  industry. 

During  the  year  the  vital  necessity  for  a  more  rigid  law  relating 
to  purity  of  mixed  commercial  foodstuffs  or  grain  was  made  appar- 
ent and  I  urgently  direct  your  attention  to  what  is  said  elsewhere  in 
this  report  in  regard  thereto. 

The  consumption  of  commercial  fertilizers  by  the  farmers  has 
increased  to  an  alarming  extent  and  every  effort  is  now  being  made 
to  reduce  this  annual  drain  by  means  of  better  methods  of  soil 
preparation  and  the  introduction  of  the  leguminous  winter  cover 
crops. 

The  statistical  information  constantly  asked  for,  both  within  and 
without  the  State,  enters  in  no  small  degree  in  the  day's  routine,  and 
some  of  it  requires  careful  attention.  The  agricultural  side  of  the 
Department's  work  is  daily  broadening,  and  is  of  totally  a  different 
class  from  that  done  at  Qemson  College  and  the  experimental  sta- 
tion, with  both  of  which  the  cordial  and  co-operative  relations  that 
have  always  existed  are  maintained.  There  is  not  the  merest  sug- 
gestion of  encroachment  by  this  Department  upon  the  functions  of 
any  other  department  or  institution,  not  even  in  transportation,  for  in 
this  matter  the  work  of  the  Department  does  not  relate  to  railroads, 
but  to  waterways  and  transportation  beyond  the  borders  of  the 
State. 

The  new  agricultural  labor  contract  law  seems  to  be  working  sat- 
isfactorily and  no  serious  difficulties  have  arisen  during  the  year 
from  that  source. 

There  is  considerable  diversity  of  opinion,  in  regard  to  the  lien 
law.  It  seems  to  have  served  the  purpose  for  which  it  was  designed 
and  its  repeal  would  doubtless  soon  prove  beneficial  to  the  mass  of 
the  agricultural  population  of  the  State. 

There  is  a  pressing  need  throughout  South  Carolina  for  at  least 
three  agricultural  high  schools,  serving  the  respective  agricultural 
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sections,  upon  the  same  plan  that  the  State  of  Iowa  is  now  estab- 
lishing them.  Our  State  is  sadly  in  need  of  agricultural  education 
in  the  common  schools  from  the  eighth  grade  upward.  I  have  given 
great  study  and  much  investigation  to  the  subject  of  agricultural 
education  abroad  and  in  Canada  and  have  consulted  with  many  patri- 
otic men  interested,  and,  as  a  result,  herewith  I  present  a  tentative 
plan  which  I  trust  will  receive  most  careful  consideration.  The 
effort  has  been  made  to  evolve  a  plan  carrying  a  minimum  of  cost,  yet 
giving  a  substantial  education  to  the  boy  unable  to  go  on  to  college, 
or  if  he  be  able  to  do  so,  fitting  him  properly  for  our  splendid  Qemson 
College.  I  offer  to  the  proper  committee  any  information  I  possess, 
and  can  have  appear  before  the  committee  several  men  of  wide  expe- 
rience with  ag^cultural  high  schools. 

In  the  matter  of  the  commerce  of  the  State,  there  has  been  no 
abatement  in  the  efforts  that  were  early  begun  to  open  up  the  port 
of  Charleston  to  regular  trans- Atlantic  passenger  and  freight  serv- 
ice. Negotiations  that  were  pending  to  this  end  when  my  last  report 
was  filed  failed  chiefly  because  of  the  financial  panic  that  swept  the 
country.  There  is  an  effort  now  on  foot,  however,  carrying  with  it 
the  opportunity  for  the  cotton  producer  and  the  European  spinner 
to  deal  directly  with  one  another,  which  promises  success.  It  is  fully 
set  forth  in  the  section  of  this  report  dealing  with  the  commerce  of 
the  State. 

The  coming  of  the  Carolina,  Clinchfield  &  Ohio  Railroad  across 
the  mountains  from  the  coal  fields  to  Spartanburg  on  easy  grades 
promises  to  put  cheap  coal  on  the  South  Atlantic  seaboard  and  make 
Charleston  a  great  coaling  station,  thus  removing  one  of  the  chief 
barriers  heretofore  encountered  and  realizing  the  repeated  efforts 
in  this  direction  made  by  our  own  illustrious  Hayne. 

The  condition  of  our  coastwise  and  river  transportation  facilities, 
which  have  been  carefully  watched,  is  fully  stated  elsewhere. 

Improvements  on  the  rivers  and  harbors  have  been  continued  by  the 
Federal  Government.  Great  interest  in  water  transportation  has 
been  aroused  throughout  the  State  and  at  each  Georgetown  and 
Columbia  a  waterway  congress  has  held  sessions.  Mr.  John  A.  Fox, 
of  the  National  Rivers  and  Harbors  Association,  visited  during  the 
year  all  the  points  in  South  Carolina  interested  in  water  transporta- 
tion, and  this  State  is  lending  its  full  support  to  the  effort  to  secure 
suitable  appropriations  from  Congress. 

Through  the  efforts  of  this  Department  two  G€neral  Good  Roads 
Congresses  in  the  South,  this  fall,  have  passed  resolutions  calling 
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upon  0>ngress,  under  the  post  roads  clause  of  the  Federal  Constitu- 
tion, to  make  substantial  appropriations  towards  the  construction  and 
maintenance  of  good  roads  in  the  Southern  States.  In  the  mean- 
time, good  road  building  has  been  going  forward  steadily  in  many  of 
the  counties  of  South  Carolina,  with  marked  beneficial  results. 

As  directed  by  the  General  Assembly  by  resolution,  I  have  investi- 
gated the  practicability  of  connecting  eastern  South  Carolina  with 
Columbia  and  the  upper  portion  of  the  State  by  means  of  the  reopen- 
ing of  formerly  used  ferries  or  by  bridges,  an  end  much  to  be  desired, 
and  the  special  report  in  regard  thereto,  with  recommendations,  is 
appended.  There  is  also  appended  a  special  report  on  the  Great 
August  Floods  of  this  year,  as  they  relate  to  this  matter  as  well  as  to 
our  agriculture. 

The  condition  of  manufacturing  has  greatly  improved  during 
1908.  Cotton  manufacturing  continues  to  grow  in  the  State,  the 
number  of  the  spindles  and  looms  is  greater,  and  the  general  condi- 
tion far  more  satisfactory  than  it  was  a  year  ago. 

There  is  a  demand  for  a  proper  factory  inspection  by  the  State, 
and  for  a  law  charging  some  one  specifically  with  the  enforcement 
of  laws  that  are  already  upon  the  statute  books.  In  order  to  be 
fully  posted  in  r^ard  to  modern  factory  inspection  systems,  your 
Commissioner  attended  the  sessions  of  the  International  Association 
of  Factory  Inspectors  at  Toronto,  Canada,  in  June,  and  obtained 
much  valuable  data  at  first  hand  from  those  of  long  experience.  Our 
Act  creating  this  Department  seems  to  give  the  Commissioner  power 
to  secure  information  from  factories  and  stops  there.  An  additional 
new  Act  increasing  his  powers  and  providing  for  an  assistant  who 
should  be  Field  Inspector  of  Factories,  might  aflFord  a  solution  of 
the  matter  at  a  minimum  of  cost.  The  Commissioner  should  be  en- 
abled through  such  an  assistant  also  to  make  a  proper  report  as  to 
factory  conditions,  annually. 

In  the  mineral  field  during  the  year  a  large  and  exceedingly  valua- 
ble deposit  of  shale  particularly  adapted  to  the  manufacture  of  vitri- 
fied brick  of  unusual  strength  has  been  discovered,  and  a  company 
has  been  formed  for  the  fullest  development  of  the  property. 

The  Department  is  assisting  at  present  in  a  systematic  effort  to 
bring  about  the  development  of  a  new  industry  in  the  State  by  the 
utilization  of  South  Carolina  kaolin  clays  for  artistic  ceramic  pur- 
poses. 

Mining  operations  on  various  lines  have  been  gradually  develop- 
ing and  several  new  enterprises  have  been  launched  during  the  year. 
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For  support  of  the  Department  for  the  year  1909  my  recommenda- 
tions, as  is  seen  elsewhere,  ask  for  the  maintenance  of  the  clerical 
force  of  the  Department  as  at  present  constituted,  for  the  placing  of 
the  chief  clerk,  in  the  matter  of  salary,  on  a  parity  with  other  depart- 
mental clerks,  for  the  same  contingent  fund  as  this  year  (the  1908 
appropriation  being  $6,000  less  than  for  1907,  at  the  end  of  which 
year  $2,500  was  left  in  the  treasury  unused),  and  omit  altogether 
the  $3,000  item  for  publication  of  the  "Handbook."  In  other  words, 
considerably  over  $2,000  less  than  was  allowed  in  1908  is  recom- 
mended for  1909. 

If  my  suggestions  as  to  an  assistant  who  shall  be  a  factory  inspec- 
tor be  adopted,  that  will,  of  course,  be  an  extra  for  salary  and  trav- 
eling expenses  alone,  and  even  then  not  increase  the  total  appropria- 
tion to  as  much  as,  or  certainly  not  more  than,  for  the  year  1908. 

The  Department  is  badly  in  need  of  a  display  of  the  resources  of 
the  State.  This  need  in  1907  led  to  the  Department  getting  up  the 
ground  work  display  material  for  the  State  exhibit  at  the  Jamestown 
Exposition.  Since  the  exposition  all  this  material  which  was  taken 
from  the  control  of  the  Department  has  been  locked  up,  pending 
the  completion  of  the  State  Building  at  the  State  Fair  Grounds,  in 
the  old  dispensary  buildings,  where  it  still  is.  This  building  has 
been  completed,  but  the  exhibit  is  still  inaccessible.  The  need  for 
its  use  by  this  Department,  particularly  with  prospective  investors  in 
mineral  properties,  is  daily  felt,  as  it  contains  specimens  of  minerals 
listed  with  the  Department.  The  Q)mmissi(»ier  should  be  given 
power  of  supervision  over  this  property. 

This  report,  read  in  connection  with  matter  contained  in  the  1908 
"Permanent  Handbook  of  the  Resources  of  the  State,"  I  hope  will 
give  some  idea  of  the  wide  scope  of  the  work  in  this  Department,  and 
convince  many  of  those  who  have  been  pleased  to  think  of  the  De- 
partment as  having  nothing  to  do  but  handle  immigrants,  that  it  is 
attempting  to  and  is  in  a  measure  at  least  filling  perhaps  the  broadest 
field  of  public  endeavor  of  any  one  similar  department  of  any  State 
in  this  country,  with  what  result  to  the  welfare  of  the  Commonwealth 
time  alone  can  show. 

In  the  brief  four  and  one-half  years'  existence  of  the  Department, 
considering  the  exactions,  obstacles  to  be  overcome,  losses  of  prac- 
tically two  months  of  the  most  valuable  period  of  each  year — an 
aggregate  of  eight  months — ^by  reasons  of  bills  to  "abolish,"  only 
acted  upon  late  in  legislative  sessions,  your  Commissioner  feels  that 
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he  has  done  his  full  duty  to  the  State  and  posterity  in  the  time  allot- 
ted, and  believes  that  a  harvest  will  be  reaped  in  the  next  decade  from 
the  high  plane  manner  in  which  South  Carolina  and  her  resources 
have  been  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  world,  that  will  make  her  a 
far  greater  State  than  the  fondest  dreams  ever  pictured  her.  The 
Department  has  given  to  the  State  that  which  it  is  hoped  will  be  of 
enduring  value — the  large  reference  handbook  of  the  State — ^the 
merits  of  which  I  leave  to  your  estimation.  If  it  has  done  only  this, 
and  advertised  the  State  in  the  manner  in  which  it  has  attempted 
to  do,  and  upon  the  plane  set  as  its  standard,  it  has  perhaps  been 
worth  the  paltry  sum  that  has  been  expended  upon  it. 

The  need  for  the  maintenance  and  enlargement  of  the  Department 
upon  the  identical  lines  upon  which  it  was  constructed,  which 
embraced  the  best  features  of  all  existing  laws,  is  of  more  vital  im- 
portance to  the  welfare  of  the  State  at  this  time  than  ever. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

The  General  Assembly,  since  establishment  of  this  Department, 
has  almost  invariably  given  consideration  to  the  recommendations  of 
this  Department,  and  it  has  been  in  appreciation  of  this  fact,  and  with 
the  view  to  the  maintenance  of  the  Department  with  the  smallest 
possible  expense,  that  expenditure  has  been  carefully  safe-guarded 
and  amounts  returned  to  the  treasury  when  possible.  It  is  with 
some  hesitancy  that  I  at  any  time  venture  to  make  recommendations, 
but  as  a  public  duty  I  present  such  matters  as  I  deem  of  greatest 
importance  to  the  material  interests  of  the  commonwealth,  in  the 
light  of  experience  and  knowledge  of  existing  conditions. 

With  this  in  mind,  I  recommend : 

1.  That  the  office  force  be  maintained  as  during  1908,  except  that 
in  the  matter  of  salary  the  chief  clerk  be  placed  on  a  parity  with  other 
departmental  clerks. 

2.  That  the  contingent  fund  be  the  same  as  in  1908. 

3.  That  the  usual  appropriation  of  $500  for  the  State  cereal  grow- 
ing contest  be  made  for  1909. 

4.  That  some  permanent  quarters,  preferably  in  the  State  Capitol, 
be  provided  for  the  Department,  the  moving  of  the  effects  of  the 
Department  twice  a  year,  owing  to  the  continued  accumulation  of 
records,  having  become  dangerous ;  that  provision  be  made  for  rent 
during  the  two  months  of  the  year  that  the  General  Assembly  is  in 
session. 
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5.  That  the  provision  of  the  present  Act  creating  this  Department, 
as  affecting  the  question  of  immigration,  be  continued  without 
change  for  the  reason  that  they  have  been  passed  upon  by  the  author- 
ities in  Washington,  and  while  they  may  never  be  used  again  for  the 
purpose  of  inducing  immigration,  the  powers  given  your  Department 
should  be  maintained  as  a  measure  of  protection  against  a  possible 
influx  of  undesirable  immigration. 

6.  That,  as  I  recommended  in  1907,  and  again  in  1908,  the  scope 
and  powers  of  this  Department  be  enlarged  by  means  of  an  addi- 
tional Act  looking  to  the  question  of  labor  statistics  and  protection  of 
native  labor,  devolving  this  additional  duty  upon  the  Department 
with  sufficient  help  to  execute ;  that  to  this  end,  as  pointed  out  in  the 
introductory  portion  of  this  report,  the  Act  referred  to  should  give 
the  Commissioner  full  powers  of  factory  inspection  and  of  the  en- 
forcement of  existing  laws  relating  to  labor  and  manufacturing,  and 
that  a  clerk,  to  be  known  as  Factory  Inspector,  be  attached  to  the 
Department,  whose  operations  should  be  under  the  direction  of  the 
Commissioner. 

7.  That,  as  I  have  earnestly  urged  in  the  past  reports,  such  steps 
as  appear  feasible  be  taken  looking  to  provision  for  primary  and 
secondary  agricultural  education  than  which  nothing  is  more  impor- 
tant at  this  period  of  the  State's  material  development ;  that  at  least 
three  agricultural  high  schools  are  badly  needed  covering  the  different 
sections  of  the  State  to  fill  a  gap  existing  in  our  educational  system 
between  the  rural  school  and  Qemson  College.  In  this  connection,  I 
respectfully  call  attention  to  the  tentative  plan  embodied  in  this 
report. 

8.  That  the  Commissioner  of  Agriculture,  Commerce  and  Immi- 
gration, by  special  Act,  be  endowed  with  the  power  of  supervision 
over  the  State  exhibit  property. 

9.  That  I  again  respectfully  call  attention  to  the  crying  necessity 
for  the  enactment  of  a  law  requiring  a  registration  of  births  and 
deaths. 

ID.  That  I  call  your  particular  attention  also  to  what  is  said  in  the 
Federal  reports,  incorporated  herein,  as  to  State  assistance  in  the 
matter  of  farm  demonstration  work,  work  of  the  dairy  division  and 
in  cattle  tick  eradication. 
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FINANCIAL. 

The  amount  appropriated  at  the  last  session  of  the  General  Assem- 
bly for  the  contingent  fund,  or  general  expense  account  of  this 
Department,  was  $4,000,  the  Department  having  left  in  the  State 
treasury  unexpended  something  over  $2,000  of  the  $10,000  appro- 
priated during  the  preceding  year.  There  have  been  no  abnormal 
expenditures  during  the  year  save  livery  and  travel  accounts,  which 
have  been  made  necessary  in  many  instances  by  the  visits  of  such 
bodies  as  the  Federal  Immigration  Commission,  parties  of  prospec- 
tors and  such  events  as  the  August  floods.  The  Department  ends 
the  year  with  an  even  balance  of  its  contingent  fund  appropriation, 
th^  itemized  statement  of  expenses  being  attached  at  the  end  of  this 
report. 

The  Department  has  also  had  in  charge  the  expenditure  of  the 
appropriation  for  the  preparation  and  printing  of  the  Permanent 
Handbook  of  the  Resources  of  the  State,  the  expenditure  of  the  1907 
and  1908  appropriations,  the  latter  being  $3,000  for  additional  copies. 

At  the  last  meeting  of  the  General  Assembly  only  some  slight 
expenditures,  some  $1,276.29  incident  to  the  cost  of  preparation  of 
the  work  had  been  made.  Appended  to  this  report  will  be  found  the 
itemized  accounts  of  the  expenditures  made  during  the  year  1908, 
closing  the  account  entirely.  In  this  regard  I  wish  to  call  to  your 
attention  the  fact  that  expenses  of  preparation,  illustration,  etc.,  was 
somewhat  larger  than  was  expected  and  in  the  meantime  the  cost  of 
paper  and  printers'  supplies  continued  to  rise  materially,  causing  the 
publishers  to  request  me  to  call  to  your  attention  the  fact  that  the 
publication  of  the  entire  two  editions  has  actually  cost  them  an 
amount  exceeding  by  $600.00  what  has  been  provided  for.  I 
would  recommend  that  this  additional  sum  be  provided  for  in  this 
year's  appropriation  bill,  if  the  character  of  the  book  and  of  the  work 
seem  to  the  committee  to  warrant  it.  I  trust  I  might  be  pardoned  for 
calling  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  total  cost  of  this  615-page 
volume,  covering  the  three-year  period  of  its  preparation  and  com* 
pilation,  printing  and  binding,  has  been  only  $9,000  for  6,000  copies, 
with  additional  reprints  of  sections,  as  against  a  total  cost  of  $12,- 
583.61  for  5,000  copies  of  the  paper-bound  Handbook  of  the  State, 
issued  in  1882. 

The  appropriation  of  $500  made  for  the  conduct  of  the  State  cereal 
contest  for  1908  is  carried  unexpended  as  the  commission  has  not, 
up  to  this  date,  been  able  to  grade  the  reports  of  the  contestants  and 
award  the  prizes.

The  $500  appropriation  in  1907  to  the  cereal  contest,  during  that 
year  was  left  in  the  treasury  unused  as  the  conditions  did  not,  in 
the  opinion  of  the  commission  during  that  year,  warrant  the  utili- 
zation of  the  appropriation. 

QUARTERS. 

The  Department  has,  from  its  very  creation,  been  most  severely 
pressed  for  sufficient  quarters  in  which  to  conduct  the  business  of  the 
office,  which  has  steadily  grown.  It  has  been  necessary  each  year, 
prior  to  the  meeting  of  the  General  Assembly,  to  move  the  entire 
equipment  from  the  room  of  the  Senate  Committee  on  Agriculture  in 
the  Capitol  to  the  National  Loan  &  Exchange  Bank  building.  This 
move  causes  much  loss  of  valuable  time,  affords  visitors  to  the  State 
and  to  the  city,  having  business  with  the  Department,  much  inconve- 
nience, and  is  a  continual  menace,  owing  to  the  accumulation  of 
valuable  r^ords  of  the  office.  The  difficulties  and  delays  encountered 
most  seriously  hamper,  in  fact  almost  cause  an  utter  abandonment 
of  statistical  work  of  all  kinds.  I  merely  wish  to  direct  attention  to 
what  I  have  said  elsewhere  in  this  report  in  this  regard. 

CLERICAL  FORCE. 

The  clerical  force  of  the  office  has  been,  from  the  establishment 
of  the  Department,  inadeqjiate  to  meet  the  demand  made  upon  the 
office  for  information  of  every  description  from  all  parts  of  this  and 
other  States.  The  office  force,  as  at  present  constituted,  is  an  exceed- 
ingly efficient  one,  but  longet  hours  are  required  in  the  office  than  in 
probably  any  other  department  of  the  State  government.  Mr.  J. 
D.  Dial  remains  with  the  Department  as  chief  clerk ;  Capt.  W.  W. 
Miller,  formerly  in  the  United  States  service  in  the  Northwest,  was 
appointed  during  the  year  to  the  statistical  clerkship,  and  Miss 
Sarah  J.  Cunningham,  who  served  the  Department  from  its  founda- 
tion with  rare  fidelity  and  efficiency,  having  resigned  her  position 
during  the  summer,  on  July  i,  Miss  Emma  C.  Killian  was  appointed 
as  her  successor.  I  cannot  too  highly  commend  the  fatihful  and  excel- 
lent services  rendered  at  all  times  by  the  office  force.  With  the 
force  during  the  year,  valuable  statistical  information  and  informa- 
tion upon  many  other  lines  has  been  gathered,  collated  and  furnished 
to  the  people. 
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TRANSPORTATION. 

Under  the  Act  of  the  General  Assembly  permitting  the  Commis- 
sioner to  accept  free  transportation  from  the  railroads  and  steamship 
lines  operated  in  the  State,  all  of  these  companies  have  met  the 
spirit  of  the  Act.  However,  under  the  Federal  law,  it  is  impossible 
to  utilize  transportation  of  this  character  except  entirely  within  the 
borders  of  the  State,  and  it  -cannot  even  be  used  from  the  initial 
point  in  the  State  if  the  State  line  is  to  be  crossed.  This  new  Fed- 
eral law  has,  therefore,  considerably  increased  the  transportation 
expenses. 

During  the  summer  of  this  year  the  railway  lines  operating  in 
the  South  succeeded,  after  some  years  of  continuous  effort,  in  getting 
an  arrangement  with  connecting  lines  whereby  homeseekers'  rates 
into  the  South  Atlantic  States  have  been  established.  This  was  an 
end  that  was  much  desired  and  it  has  resulted  in  the  entrance  into 
this  State  of  numbers  of  people  from  the  Middle  West  and  North- 
west sections  of  the  United  States,  examining  and  locking  over 
properties  for  themselves,  with  the  intention  this  winter  and  spring 
of  moving  to  the  State  to  make  their  future  homes. 

Continued  cheap  rates  prevail  from  the  agricultural  sections  of 
England  and  Germany. 

There  has  been  considerable  improvement  in  the  matter  of  rates 
both  by  water  and  rail  from  the  Eastern  States. 

LITERATURE. 

A  thorough  advertising  campaign  has  been  conducted  during  1908 
for  the  first  time  since  the  creation  of  the  Department  for  the  reason 
that  up  to  this  year  the  Department  has  not  had  literature  giving 
complete  and  detailed  information  in  regard  to  the  resources  of  the 
State.  During  the  last  sessicwi  of  the  General  Assembly  a  porticMi  of 
the  first  edition  of  2,000  copies  of  the  Handbook  was  delivered  by  the 
printers,  arid  the  demand  for  this  work  was  so  great  that  by  early 
fall  the  entire  edition  had  been  exhausted.  In  the  meantime,  the 
Department  undertook  a  complete  revision  of  the  work,  bringing 
all  statistical  information  up  to  August  31,  1908,  and  added  an 
appendix  giving  considerable  other  additional  information  that  had 
not  been  contained  in  the  original  volume.  The  first  copy  of  this 
edition  of  4,000  was  received  by  the  Department  on  September  5, 
and  the  demand  is  as  great  or  greater  than  for  the  first  edition. 
In  the  meantime,   the    Department    hastened,    utilizing   some   of 
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the  figures  that  had  been  gathered,  to  issue  its  booklet  entitled 
"List  of  Available  Properties,"  with  statistical  information  as  an 
appendix,  and  3,000  copies  of  this  work  were  delivered  on  July 
22,  During  the  year  several  other  publications  were  issued  on 
various  subjects,  being  widely  distributed,  and  a  large  1908 
map  showing  the  new  county  of  Calhoun,  as  well  as  a  small  map, 
were  issued.  The  Department  also  issued  a  very  large  1908 
edition  of  the  booklet  entitled  "South  Carolina — Her  Resources 
Epitomized,"  with  which  the  East  and  Northwest  have  been 
fully  supplied.  The  Department  has  also  issued  regularly,  at 
stated  periods,  carefully  prepared  and  uniformly  accurate  reports 
on  the  condition  of  growing  crops  of  the  State,  the  first  report  being 
issued  on  June  16.  During  the  year  many  hundreds  of  copies  of  the 
publication  entitled  "Cotton  Mills  in  South  Carolina"  were  sent 
out.  The  Department  has  rendered  assistance  also  in  distributing 
such  publications  as  the  annual  reports  of  the  proceeding^  of  the  State 
Live  Stock  Association  and  such  organizations.  Every  possible  op- 
portunity to  avail  ourselves  of  any  reliable  means  for  the  advance- 
ment of  the  resources  of  the  State  has  been  seized.  The  Department 
has  prepared  and  furnished  a  large  number  of  special  articles  for 
different  magazines  and  journals^  and  in  public  addresses  your 
Commissioner  has  in  all  parts  of  the  country  used  his  every  endeavor 
to  properly  present  to  the  world  the  facts  about  our  Commonwealth. 
In  addition  to  this,  many  hundreds  of  personal  letters,  some  at  great 
length,  have  been  written  to  prospective  investors  in  all  parts  of  the 
country,  making  very  specific  inquiries.  The  Department,  up  to  the 
present  time,  has  issued  upward  of  fifty  official  publications,  the 
standing  of  which  among  the  departments  of  other  States  and  other 
governments  is  gratifyingly  high. 

AGRICULTURE. 

In  the  general  portion  of  this  report,  and  in  the  section  relating  to 
agriculture,  I  have  endeavored  to  reflect,  as  far  as  possible,  the 
accomplishments  of  the  year  in  this  particular  branch  of  the 
Department's  work.  The  record  of  the  year  has  been  most  gratify- 
ing. I  cannot  pass  over  a  reference  to  agriculture,  however,  without 
complimenting  the  representatives  of  the  United  States  Farm  Dem- 
onstration Work,  who  have  labored  in  such  close  co-operation  with 
me  during  the  year.  Dr.  D.  N.  Barrow,  at  present  director  of  the 
Department  of  Agriculture  at  Qemson  College,  who  was  in  charge 
of  this  work  upon  its  inauguration  in  this  State,  was  called  to  the 
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Washington  office  in  January  last,  and  Mr.  J,  P.  Campbell  was  sent 
to  South  Carolina  to  succeed  him.  Mr.  Campbell's  work  was  so 
efficient  and  so  effective  that  he  likewise  was  called  to  the  Washing- 
ton office,  and  Prof.  Ira  W.  Williams  was  sent  to  succeed  him  during 
the  summer.  Prof.  Williams  is  at  present  doing  an  admirable  work 
in  all  parts  of  the  State.  When  the  office  of  Farm  Management 
inaugurated  its  practical  work  in  South  Carolina — the  first  State  to 
receive  it,  by  the  way — ^Dr.  C.  L.  Goodrich,  of  the  Washington 
office,  was  sent  to  this  State,  arriving  on  July  21.  He  has  spent  the 
remainder  of  the  year  almost  continuously  in  the  State,  getting  his 
valuable  work  well  under  way.  Prof.  Goodrich  is  one  of  the  ablest 
and  most  earnest  practical  workers  with  whom  it  has  been  the  pleas- 
ure of  this  Department  to  labor. 

During  the  spring  Lieutenant  Burde,  of  Germany,  arrived  and 
spent  the  summer  on  a  farm  in  South  Carolina  for  the  specific  pur- 
pose of  studying  South  Carolina  cotton  with  an  ultimate  view  of  its 
utilization  by  the  cotton  manufacturing  plants  of  his  country  on 
direct  exportation.  He  returned  to  his  home  during  the  fall  with  the 
expectation  of  again  coming  to  South  Carolina  in  1909. 

FORESTRY. 

I  beg  leave  to  repeat  the  following  contained  in  my  last  annual 
report: 

"Nothing  is  of  more  importance  at  this  time  in  South  Carolina 
than  the  forestry  of  the  State,  and  steps  should  be  taken  looking  to 
its  conservation  and  preservation  upon  intelligent  lines  by  the  State. 
This  Department  has  had  occasion  to  do  with  matters  relating  to  the 
results  of  deforestation  in  the  Appalachian  Mountain  Range,  and 
unhesitatingly  endorses  any  step  that  might  be  taken  looking  to  the 
preservation  of  the  forests  of  South  Carolina.  It  may  be  years,  no 
matter  what  action  be  taken,  before  anything  material  can  be  accom- 
plished, but  now  is  the  time  to  make  the  start,  enabling  the  State 
to  invoke  Federal  aid  in  so  important  an  undertaking.  South  Caro- 
lina's forestry  demands  governmental  attention." 

No  intelligent  merchant  would  do  business  without  at  times  taking 
stock.    South  Carolina  does  not  know  what  her  forest  resources  are. 

Are  they  being  used  up  too  rapidly  and  wastefuUy,  or  are  they 
inexhaustible  ? 

What  is  the  annual  drain  upon  the  forests  of  the  State? 

These  are  pertinent  questions  and  such  questions  as  a  practical 
business  man  should  ask. 
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We  know  nothing  definite  about  our  forest  resources.  The  best 
we  can  do  is  to  estimate  roughly.  Such  rough  estimates  indicate 
that  the  forests  of  the  State  constitute  a  great  source  of  wealth  to  the 
State  and  to  the  people. 

There  are  19,000,000  acres  in  South  Carolina,  13,120,000  of  which, 
or  68  per  cent,  comprise  the  wooded  area.  Of  this,  454,785  acres  are 
owned  by  lumbermen,  giving  1,998,200,000  feet  of  estimated  timber 
so  owned.  South  Carolina's  total  cut  of  lumber  in  the  last  27  years 
has  been  9,1 15,000,000  feet.  The  total  cut  in  1907  was  649,058,000  feet 
board  measure,  as  against  466,109,000  feet  in  1900.  An  average  of 
4,000  feet  of  lumber  per  acre  would  give  52,000,000,000  as  the 
amount  of  standing  timber  in  the  State.  At  $15.00  per  thousand, 
this  timber  is  worth  the  enormous  sum  of  $780,000,000.  Property  of 
this  value  is  worth  looking  after. 

Estimates  by  experts  show  that  the  annual  growth  on  an  acre  is 
60  to  100  feet.  The  13,000,000  acres  of  wooded  land  in  the  State, 
therefore,  grows  1,300,000  feet  lumber  every  year,  which  at  $15.00 
per  thousand,  is  worth  $19,500,000.  By  the  practice  of  better 
methods  this  amount  can  be  greatly  increased.  In  Prussia  be- 
tween 1830  and  1905,  by  the  application  of  scientific  forest  methods, 
the  annual  cut  was  increased  25  per  cent.  In  Saxony  between  the 
years  of  1820  and  1890,  by  careful  treatment  of  the  forests,  the 
annual  cut  was  increased  50  per  cent,  and  by  1904  it  was  again 
increased  by  5  per  cent.  more. 

A  50  per  cent,  increase  over  the  present  productiveness  of  the  for- 
ests of  South  Carolina  would  mean  $9,750,000  m  the  pockets  of  the 
people  of  the  State. 

These  figures  are  based  on  present  prices  of  lumber;  but  the 
price  of  lumber  is  rising  rapidly.  White  pine  in  the  New  York  mar- 
ket was  worth  in  1880  $45.00  per  thousand;  in  1895,  $47.00;  in 
1900,  $57.00;  in  1905,  $82.50;  in  1907,  $87.00,  or  in  27  years  an 
increase  of  88  per  cent. 

In  the  past  year  or  two  New  York  and  Pennsylvania  have  made 
conspicuous  advances  in  regard  to  forestry,  and  there  are  now  21 
States,  including  Louisiana  and  Maryland,  who  have  State  officers 
charged  with  the  .care  of  the  forest  interests.  Maryland's  law  pro- 
viding for  a  State  Forester  was  passed  in  1905. 
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I  mmigrahon. 


This  subject  has  been  so  thoroughly  treated  in  the  general  por- 
tion of  this  report  above  that  I  feel  it  scarcely  necessary  to  say  more 
than  will  be  found  in  a  detailed  way  in  the  section  dealing  with  immi- 
gration. The  present  is  an  abnormal  period  in  the  history  of  Ameri- 
can immigration,  practically  as  many  leaving  the  United  States  as 
are  arriving,  and  this  branch  of  the  work  has  given  the  Department 
practically  no  trouble  during  the  year  1908. 

GOMMBRCB. 

Attention  is  particularly  directed  to  the  section  of  this  report 
dealing  with  the  commerce  of  the  State  and  with  the  general  indus- 
trial advancement.  The  matter  is  dealt  with  fully  and  I  trust  in  a 
manner  that  may  prove  of  some  value. 

MBBTINGS  AND  GATHBRINGS. 

Your  Commissioner  or  representatives  of  this  State  have  been  pres- 
ent and  participated  in  practically  all  of  the  large  conventions  and 
gatherings  of  any  possible  concern  to  the  State  during  the  year  1908. 

During  the  summer  a  large  number  of  farmers'  meetings  were 
held  in  all  parts  of  the  State,  the  head  of  this  Department  as  often 
as  possible  assisting  the  authorities  from  Clemson  0>llege  and  the 
United  States  officials  at  work  in  South  Carolina  in  the  conduct  of 
these  gatherings.  A  State  meeting  of  all  interests  was  held  in 
Columbia  during  the  State  Fair  in  November  which  was  prolific  of 
good  results. 

Commencing  in  August  upon  the  Gonzales  farm,  near  Columbia, 
practical  farm  management  work  was  inaugurated  by  the  Federal 
government,  and  your  Department  conducted  in  connection  there- 
with monthly  meetings  upon  the  farm,  to  which  all  those  interested 
were  invited. 

I— AGRICULTURE. 

South  Carolina's  advance  upon  agricultural  lines  during  1908,  not- 
withstanding the  credit  system  and  the  large  percentage  of  farming 
operations  conducted  by  negroes,  has  been  more  marked  than  it  was 
during  the  preceding  year.  A  renewed  interest  in  farming  resulting 
from  the  stimulating  influences  already  pointed  out,  the  practical 
demonstration  that  better  money  results  could  be  obtained,  and  a 
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ceasekss  agitation  have  combined  to  bring  about  this  desirable 
result.  There  has  been  a  marked  tendency  toward  diversification  and 
the  raising  of  more  home  supplies,  and  it  is  a  matter  of  regret  that 
the  actual  results  in  stock  raising  cannot  be  shown.  Com  growing 
has  been  stimulated  until  the  acreage  is  now  almost  up  to  the  cotton 
acreage.  The  most  conspicuous  advance  is  in  the  corn  crop,  which 
is  over  $3,250,000  in  value  increase  over  1907,  and  this  following  the 
$6,000,000  increase  in  1907  over  1906^  making  an  increase  in  two 
years  of  nearly  $10,000,000,  the  total  value  in  1906  of  the  entire  crop 
being  only  seventeen  and  one-fourth  million  dollars.  In 
seven  crops — corn,  wheat,  hay,  tobacco,  oats,  Irish  potatoes 
and  rye,  the  value  of  which  for  the  Southern  States  is 
$789,613,561,  an  increase  over  1900  of  $362,168,519  and  over  1907 
o^  $95»SoS,s6i,  South  Carolina  has  produced  marketable  quantities 
this  year  worth  $37,860,500,  $3,546,500  more  than  in  1907,  and 
$12,334,494  more  than  in  1906.  These  figures  are  upon  the  basis  of 
the  Federal  Government's  estimated  yield  of  14.  i  bushels  of  corn  per 
acre  in  1908,  against  15.1  for  the  year  1907,  which  figure  has  been 
challenged  by  this  department,  as  stated  elsewhere — a  figure  that 
should  be  between  17  and  18  at  least.  If  the  yield  per  acre  of  1907 
(15.1)  only  were  considered,  $1,886,430  would  have  to  be  added  to 
this  year's  total  value,  making  these  seven  crops  worth  on  the  market 
the  handsome  total  of  $39,746,930,  or  an  increase  of  $5,432,930  over 
the  year  1907. 

These  figures  do  not  take  into  account  the  cotton  crop,  the  rice 
crop,  and  the  truck  crop,  or  the  wool  cut,  the  value  of  dairy  products, 
live  stock  and  all  such  allied  industries. 

The  aggregate  value  of  the  1907  cotton  crop,  including  Sea  Island 
and  cotton  seed,  was  $72,657,817.  The  bumper  crop  in  the  State's 
history  has  probably  been  raised  this  year,  and  allowing  for  the 
decrease  in  prices  it  will  probably  not  be  less  in  aggregate  value  than 
in  1907.  The  truck  crop  is  worth  perhaps  $5,500,000,  and  the  rice 
crop  $508,800. 

Adding  these  to  the  seven  crops  already  enumerated,  the  market 
value  of  South  Carolina's  strictly  agricultural  crops  for  1908  is 
approximately  $118,354,930.  .  If  the  corn  crop  has  averaged  17 
bushels  to  the  acre  nearly  four  million  dollars  could  be  added  to  this 
amount. 

It  is  noteworthy  that  the  principal  increase  in  acreage  this  year 
over  1907  was  in  com;  the  actual  increase  being  99,000,  while  in 
cotton,  the  next,  the  increase  was  37,000.    Oats  ranked  third  in  point 
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of  incease  with  6,000  acres,  tobacco  fourth  with  5,700,  and  hay  next 
with  4,000.  The  total  acreage  of  the  State  was  increased  153,853 
acres  over  1907,  and  is  larger  than  in  1900  by  713,937  acres. 

There  has  been  maintained  the  percentages  of  increase  in  acreage, 
production  and  value  which  were  so  marked  between  1900  and  1906 
as  shown  in  my  last  annual  report  as  follows :

Invariably  the  percentages  of  increase  for  production  and  value  of 
product  have  exceeded  the  percentage  of  increase  of  acreage,  and 
each  day  the  doctrine  of  larger  yields  per  acre  is  being  preached  and 
accepted. 

It  is  a  most  significant  fact  that,  even  on  the  Federal  figures,  the 
production  of  corn  should  have  been  increased  this  year  by  $3,349,- 
000  value  over  1907,  and  that,  too,  following  an  increase  of  $6,012,- 
800  in  1907  over  1906. 

It  speaks  well  for  the  work  done  in  the  last  three  years  and  for  the 
eflfect  that  the  small  sum  of  money  the  State  has  spent  on  cereal 
growing  contests  has  had. 

But  the  comparative  figures  for  all  the  crops  dealt  with  speak  best 
for  themselves :

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TRUCKING. 


Heretofore  I  have  devoted  considerable  attention  in  the  annual 
reports  to  the  trucking  industry,  but  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  truck- 
ing industry's  year  ends  on  July  ist,  making  it  extremely  difficult  to 
get  accurate  reports,  a  special  bulletin  for  the  1907-1908  season  will 
be  issued.  Though  the  early  season  of  1907  was  not  as  good  as  some 
seasons  in  recent  years,  this  industry  on  the  coast  now  rank§  as  one 
of  the  most  profitable  of  all  our  crops.  More  extensive  operations 
are  being  planned  and  executed  in  all  three  of  the  districts — Charles- 
ton, Beaufort  and  Horry,  and  this  Department  is  encouraging  the 
starting  of  truck  growing  in  the  vicinity  of  interior  cities  and  towns. 
The  acreage  in  the  trucking  districts  alone  at  this  time  is  over  30,000. 

Assistance  is  now  being  given  the  Southern  Railway  in  the  matter 
of  a  proposed  development  of  this  industry  along  its  lines  in  the 
interior.  The  value  of  the  truck  now  annually  raised  in  the  county 
of  Charleston  alone  is  worth  approximately  $4,000,000 ;  and  the  indi- 
vidual growers  are  becoming  prosperous. 

RICE. 

For  several  years  past,  since  the  wonderful  development  of  the  rice 
growing  industry  on  the  lower  Mississippi  in  Louisiana,  it  has  been 
generally  believed  that  the  South  Carolina  industry  was  doomed  to 
annihilation.  While  the  industry  suflfered  severely,  and  was  in 
languishing  condition  for  a  time,  it  now  seems  there  has  been  a 
gratifying  rehabilitation. 

The  Department  received  from  Mr.  Samuel  G.  Stoney,  one  of  the 
leading  members  of  the  Historic  Agricultural  Society  of  South  Caro- 
lina, and  one  of  the  leading  rice  millers  of  Charleston,  an  interesting 
report  which  is  incorporated.  Mr.  Stoney  gives  the  following  inter- 
esting information : 

"I  am  glad  to  say  that  the  industry  is  looking  up,  and  is  in  better 
shape  than  it  has  been  for  years,  and  that  an  additional  acreage  will 
be  planted  this  year ;  also,  that  more  inquiry  has  developed  of  late  for 
rice  lands  than  we  have  had  for  several  years.  The  great  fear  of 
competition  from  the  Gulf  Coast,  which  has  existed  for  several  years 
past,  has  now  abated,  and  the  people  of  the  rice  raising  sections 
along  the  Atlantic  Coast  feel  more  confident  than  ever  of  the  future 
for  'Carolina  rices.'  Labor  is  now  more  abundant,  and  will  become 
more  available  as  the  lumber  people  finish  up  their  lumbering  work 
along  our  lower  section  of  coast.     The  introduction  and  utilization 
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of  improved  machinery  is  now  making  considerable  headway,  and  we 
feel  confident  that  there  is  every  reason  for  encouragement  all  along 
this  line.  There  are  still  many  abandoned  fields  throughout  the 
lower  Carolina  section  and  Georgia,  and  there  is  no  more  inviting 
investment  for  capitalists  that  we  know  of  at  this  time  than  the  em- 
barkation into  thorough  and  extensive  rice  planting. 

"As  you  know,  'Carolina  rice'  stands  at  the  head  of  the  list  of  all 
the  rice  produced  in  the  world,  and  the  demand  for  this  grade  of  rice 
is  increasing  steadily  throughout  the  United  States.  The  reputation 
of  this  rice  is  so  world  wide,  that  I  made  shipments  to  several  parties 
in  Calcutta,  India,  last  season,  of  choice  Carolina  Gold  Seed,  and  one 
of  our  merchants  has  been  making  shipments  recently  to  the  Conti- 
nent of  the  finished  produce,  notwithstanding  the  strong  competition 
from  Oriental  rice  growers. 

"The  rice  planters  have  recently  organized  a  very  strong  associa- 
tion along  the  Atlantic  Coast,  and  are  now  taking  active  steps  to- 
wards the  further  development  and  protection  of  this  important  in- 
dustry. I  feel  confident  that  I  have  only  to  call  your  attention  to 
this  important  matter  to  win  your  hearty  and  earnest  co-operation 
fai  the  further  development  of  one  of  the  greatest  industries  along 
our  coast.  I  shall  be  pleased  at  all  times  to  furnish  you  all  the  in- 
formation that  I  can  obtain  on  this  important  matter,  or  any  other 
connected  with  the  agricultural  development  of  our  coastal  section. 

COAST  EXPERIMENT  STATION. 

"The  Coast  Experiment  Station  recently  established  by  Qemson 
College  near  Summerville,  is  attracting  much  attention  throughout 
this  section,  and  the  South  CaroJina  Agricultural  Society  of  Charles- 
ton are  giving  their  hearty  aid  and  co-operation  in  this  work.  I 
shall  be  glad  to  have  you  visit  this  station  at  any  time,  and  note  how 
much  has  already  been  done,  and  examine  into  the  plans  for  the 
future  development  of  same." 

THE  FUTURE. 

Recently  Mr.  Charles  E.  Chambliss,  formerly  State  Entomologist 
of  South  Carolina,  who  had  made  careful  investigations  and  studies 
for  several  years  in  the  rice  fields  of  this  State,  was  called  to  Wash- 
ington and  made  the  "Rice  Expert"  of  the  United  States  Bureau  of 
Plant  Industry.  Recently  conferences  were  held  in  Washington 
looking  to  active  co-operative  work  in  the  South  Carolina  territory, 
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and  It  is  expected  that  much  will  be  accomplished  during  this  year  for 
the  rehabilitation  of  the  industr}\ 

In  1908,  20,000  acres  were  planted  in  rice,  and  the  yield  was 
480,000  bushels,  which  brought  to  the  planters  $508,800. 

TOBACCO  GROWING. 

The  revival  of  the  tobacco  growing  industry  which  came  during 

1907  with  a  yield  of  20,070,000  pounds,  upon  an  acreage  of  23,300 
acres,  continues,  and  the  largest  crop  on  record  has  been  raised  in 

1908  on  29,000  acres.  The  United  States  Government's  report  gives 
the  1908  crop  at  25,085,000  pounds.  The  crop  went  on  the  market 
at  an  average  price  of  10  cents  per  pound,  making  the  total  value 
$2,508,500. 

Of  the  crop  75  per  cent,  is  bought  by  the  American  Tobacco  Com- 
pany and  the  Imperial  Company ;  the  former's  grades  consist  of  cig- 
arette and  granulators  (for  smoking)  and  wrappers  for  American 
trade.  The  latter  company's  grades  consist  of  cigarette  and  plug 
cut  tobaccos,  which  are  all  shipped  to  England. 

There  is  a  very  small  per  cent,  of  twist  and  plug  tobaccos  grown 
in  this  State.  We  have  about  20  per  cent,  of  a  crop  of  semi-bright 
strips  that  are  shipped  to  European  markets,  mainly  to  England,  by 
independent  buyers.  The  remaining  5  per  cent,  of  the  crop  consists 
of  scrap  tobaccos  that  are  manufactured  by  the  American  trade  into 
smoking  tobaccos.  The  independents  buy  from  10  to  15  per  cent,  of 
the  crop  of  wrappers  for  American  trade,  and  these  are  principally 
shipped  West. 

AH  our  tobaccos  are  manufactured  in  Virginia  and  the  West ;  what 
per  cent,  of  our  grades  and  kinds  goes  into  the  different  output  it  is 
impossible  to  say. 

COMMERCIAL  FBRTILIZBRS. 

The  use  of  commercial  fertilizers  has  increased  to  an  alarming 
extent,  if  such  use  is  to  be  judged  by  the  amount  of  tax  tags  bought 
during  the  fertilizer  year.  In  1900  the  amount  used  was  but  a  little 
over  one-third  of  what  it  is  to-day,  and  this  State's  present  rate  of 
consumption  is  far  greater  than  any  of  the  more  prosperous  agricul- 
tural States,  explaining  why  this  Department  is  aiding  in  every  way 
to  hasten  the  utilization  of  the  winter  leguminous  crops  and  develop- 
ment of  the  live  stock  industry.  This  year's  sale  of  tags  represents 
a  total  value  of  $15,715,041  of  fertilizers  and  cotton  seed  meal. 
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The  number  of  tons  and  average  price  of  both  fertilizers  and  cotton 
seed  meal  sold  in  South  Carolina  during  the  year  from  July  i,  1907, 
to  June  30,  1908,  ^s  indicated  by  sales  of  tax  tags  (our  year  closes 
with  the  30th  of  June,  and  consequently  these  are  the  latest  possible 
figures.  It  is  impossible  to  differentiate  the  acid  phosphate  and 
kainit,  as  the  tags  sold  are  used  alternately  for  these  ingredients,  as 
well  as  for  complete  fertilizers),  are  as  follows : 

Tons  fertilizers  sold,  565,666;  average  price  per  ton $22.50 

Tons  cotton  seed  meal  sold,  114,906;  average  price  per  ton. .  26.00 
When  we  include  nitrate  of  soda,  muriate  and  sulphate  potash  at 
$50  per  ton,  Peruvian  and  other  high  grade  guanos  at  from  $25  to 
$30  per  ton,  the  above  average  price  of  $22.50  is  not  above  the  aver- 
age price,  but  rather  below ;  $26  per  ton  is  about  a  fair  average  price 
for  cotton  seed  meal  of  the  usual  percentage. 

COTTON  IN  1907. 

Since  the  last  report,  the  details  of  South  Carolina's  1907  cotton 
crop  has  been  received.  The  crop  was  1,186,672-  running  bales, 
equivalent  to  1,142,244  500-pound  bales,  including  linters,  or  1,119,- 
220  bales,  excluding  linters.  The  Sea  Island  crop  amounted  to 
13,247  bales  and  the  linters  were  23,107  bales.  The  South  Carolina 
crop  was  10  per  cent,  of  the  total  crop  of  the  United  States,  and 
South  Carolina  took  fourth  place  in  rank  as  a  cotton-producing 
Stc^te,  advancing  from  the  eighth  position,  the  other  ranking  States 
being  Texas,  Georgia  and  Mississippi,  in  the  order  named.  The  two 
Carolinas  and  Georgia  produced  31.8  per  cent,  of  the  entire  crop  of 
the  country,  against  2^.^  per  cent,  in  1904. 

The  average  weight  per  bale  was  481,3,  including  linters;  the 
square  bale  482.4  pounds,  and  the  Sea  Island  bale,  355.8  pounds. 
In  pounds,  the  aggregate  of  lint  cotton  produced  was  571,121,984, 
including  Sea  Island  and  linters;  there  were  4,712,666  pounds  of  Sea 
Island. 

Sea  Island  cotton  was  grown  in  only  four  counties  on  23,902  acres, 
and  this  State's  crop  was  sold  at  an  average  price  of  35.59  cents  per 
pound,  that  for  Georgia  and  Florida  averaging  24.27. 

The  average  value  of  the  seed  crushed  from  the  crop  of  1907  was 
$17.63  per  ton,  compared  with  $13.76  for  1906,  and  $14.91  for  1905. 

The  aggregate  value  of  the  State's  cotton  crop,  including  Sea 
Island  and  the  cotton  seed  was  $72,657,817,  against  $49,888,619  in 
1906.    There  were  498,633  tons  of  seed,  which  sold  for  $10,336,662. 

The  crop  was  made  ready  for  the  market  by  3,192  ginneries.

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The  total  acreage  was  2,426,000,  which  was  the  largest  the  State 
ever  had  save  in  1904  when  it  was  2,531,875,  and  resulted  in  the  mak- 
ing of  the  record  crop  in  that  year.  Anderson  County  led  in  pro- 
duction, with  65,182  bales,  Spartanburg  being  a  close  second. 

COTTON  IN  1908. 

This  year  the  acreage  has  been  increased  by  37,000  acres.  The 
Department's  estimate,  allowing  for  weather  conditions,  had  been, 
early  in  November,  1,098,500  bales;  but  the  season  became  better, 
and  by  December  15th  there  had  been  1,130,000  bales  ginned,  and  the 
latest  estimate  issued  indicates  a  crop  of  1,226,000  bales,  which  if 
that  figure  is  reached  will  break  the  record  made  in  1904.  The  Sea 
Island  crop  promises  to  be  about  the  same  as  in  1907. 

COTTON  HYBRIDIZATION. 

The  experiments  that  the  United  States  Bureau  of  Plant  Industry 
has  been  conducting  for  some  time  on  the  farm  of  Mr.  R.  C.  Keenan, 
near  Columbia,  in  the  matter  of  fixing  types  and  improving  staple  of 
cotton  by  hybridization,  are  now  bearing  substantial  results.  Several 
of  the  developed  varieties  have  been  used  generally  in  diflFerent  parts 
of  this  State  this  year,  and  some  of  the  production  (No.  3.  illustra- 
tion) has  brought  22  cents  per  pound  on  the  market.  The  types  this 
season  have  been  even  better  than  the  year  preceding. 

Herewith  are  presented  illustrations  of  the  five  plants — sixth  gen- 
eration— with  which  the  Department  won,  for  Mr.  Keenan,  the  sil- 
ver medal  at  the  Jamestown  Exposition.  No.  i,  a  very  early  plant, 
has  uniformly  one-inch  staple ;  No.  2,  the  foundation  being  "Klon- 
dyke,"  is  full  one  and  three-eighths-inch  staple;  No.  3,  now  being 
generally  planted  in  South  Carolina  and  in  Texas,  with  foundation 
of  "Russell  Big  Boll"  upland  (staple  of  seven-eighths-inch),  shows  a 
staple  of  one  and  three-eighths-inch ;  No.  4,  which  has  done  well  in  this 
State  and  in  Texas,  shows  one  and  one-fourth-inch  staple ;  and  No.  5 
is  full  one  and  three-eighths-inch  staple,  its  foundation  being  the 
"Klondyke." 

IMPROVBD  SBED. 

With  a  view  to  stimulating  seed,  the  Department  this  year  secured 
a  quantity  of  most  carefully  selected  seed  of  various  varieties,  and 
distributed  them  among  farmers  who  had  indicated  a  desire  to  give 
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attention  to  seed  selection.  Only  small  quantities  were  given  indi- 
viduals, they  in  each  instance  agreeing  to  carefully  safeguard  the 
cotton,  and  select  the  seed  for  the  use  of  themselves  and  their  neigh- 
bors in  the  season  of  1909.  This  has  been  generally  done.  Among 
the  varieties  distributed  were  Russell  Big  Boll,  Cook's,  Toole's, 
Columbia  Long  Staple.

COTTON  PICKER. 

During  the  year  Mr.  R.  S.  Wheeler,  of  Springfield,  invented  a 
cot  ton- picking  machine,  and  at  the  request  of  the  inventor  the  ma- 
chine was  given  a  test  in  a  cotton  field  near  Columbia  on  November 
2Sth.  While  the  machinery  is  yet  crude  and  not  perfected,  the  prin- 
ciple upon  which  it  works  is  apparently  the  most  promising  that  has 
yet  been  evolved.  . 

DRAINAGE. 

The  question  of  drainage  of  the  wet  lands  of  the  coastal  section  of 
the  State  continues  to  be  a  vital  one,  both  from  the  standpoint  of 
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health  conditions  and  reclamation  of  lands  for  agricultural  purposes. 
There  are  in  the  State  3,116,800  acres  of  swamp  and  wet  lands  that 
could  be  reclaimed  at  a  reasonable  expense.  This  Department  has 
year  after  year  been  calling  the  attention  of  the  General  Assembly  to 
this  most  important  matter,  and  has  urged  the  State  to  pass  an  Act 
creating  a  State  Drainage  Commission,  and  placing  the  expense  of 
the  drainage  upon  the  lands  themselves,  by  means  of  a  small  continu- 
ing tax  for  the  retirement  of  long-term  bonds.  Such  a  plan  has  been 
successfully  operated  in  several  of  the  Western  States  without  wait- 
ing for  Federal  aid,  which  this  office  has  repeatedly  assisted  in  in- 
voking. The  draft  of  such  a  measure  providing  for  drainage  in 
large  units  is  on  file  in  this  office.  The  Federal  Government  has  as- 
sisted during  the  year  in  drainage  surveys.  The  Charleston  County 
Drainage  Commission  during  the  year  has  continued  to  accomplish 
splendid  results,  and  the  work  done  there  is  still  being  regarded  as  an 
object-lesson  to  other  sections  of  the  United  States. 

THE  FARMERS'  UNION. 

The  State  Farmers'  Union  has  grown  steadily  during  1908  in 
membership  as  well  as  in  influence  for  good.  The  non-political  meet- 
ings held  by  the  union  in  all  parts  of  the  State  are  proving  one  of  the 
agencies  making  for  the  improvement  of  farming  methods  and  condi- 
tions. The  union  has  established  a  weekly  journal,  "The  Farmers' 
Union  Sun,"  and  this  Department  has  aided  this  enterprise  in  every 
way  possible.  The  union  has  now  established  its  permanent  head- 
quarters in  Columbia,  and  the  secretary  has  become  resident  at  the 
capital. 

COUNTRY  LIFE  COMMISSION. 

Early  in  the  fall  the  Country  Life  Commission,  appointed  by  Presi- 
dent Roosevelt,  visited  South  Carolina  and  held  an  interesting  ses- 
sion at  Spartanburg.  This  Department,  by  request,  arranged  for  all 
those  interested  or  in  any  way  engaged  in  agricultural  or  educational 
development  to  meet  the  commission  along  with  many  representa- 
tive farmers,  and  full  information  was  given  the  members  of  the 
Commission  as  to  South  Carolina  conditions.  The  need  for  rural 
agricultural  education  and  for  good  roads  was  stressed  by  nearly  all 
of  the  farmers  present. 
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INTERESTING  NEW  LINES  OF  WORK. 

Since  the  success  of  the  experiments  at  the  State  Experiment  Sta- 
tion at  Qemson  College  with  the  manufacture  of  starch  from  the 
sweet  potato,  this  Department  has  entered  into  negotiations  for  the 
establishment  of  a  factory  to  manufacture  starch  with  parties  from 
Iowa.  Investigations  have  already  been  made  as  to  sources  of  sup- 
ply of  potatoes  and  as  to  sufficiency  of  the  supply  for  the  running  of 
the  plant  during  the  year.  These  efforts  may  lead  to  a  plant  using 
Irish  potatoes  too  small  for  shipment  and  cassava  at  the  seasons 
when  sweet  potatoes  are  not  available. 

The  successful  experiments  with  the  growing  of  matting  rush  in 
Colleton  County,  mentioned  elsewhere,  have  led  to  inquiries  to  the 
Department  from  progressive  operators  on  the  lowlands  in  eastern 
South  Carolina,  looking  to  the  planting  of  the  rush  this  year  upon 
extensive  acreages. 

During  1908  the  Department,  having  made  careful  investigation  as 
to  suitable  localities  affording  proper  pasturage,  expects  to  introduce 
bee  culture  into  South  Carolina  upon  a  commercial  scale.  Several 
experts  from  the  Middle  West  are  now  considering  the  advisability  of 
moving  their  stocks  and  equipment  to  the  Piedmont  section. 

The  efforts  at  growing  silk  in  progress  in  several  portions  of  the 
State  at  the  time  of  the  last  report  are  meeting  with  considerable 
success  and  substantial  results  may  be  expected. 

The  Department,  accepting  an  offer  from  the  expert  in  charge  of 
the  tea  gardens  in  Summerville,  has  been  instrumental  in  having  fine 
tea  plants  distributed  to  individuals  in  many  portions  of  the  State, 
the  object  being  to  encourage  tea  growing  for  home  consumption,  the 
plant  being  a  beautifully  ornamental  one. 

Early  in  the  year  the  Department  induced  several  thoroughly  edu- 
cated horticulturists  and  agricultural  specialists  from  New  Jersey  to 
settle  in  this  State  and  enter  upon  scientific  fruit  culture  and  poultry 
raising.  They  have  established  a  handsome  plant  and  their  under- 
taking promises  excellent  results. 

A  TRUCKING  COLONY. 

One  of  the  most  interesting  developments  at  the  end  of  the  year  is 
the  undertaking  by  outside  capitalists  to  fully  develop  some  25,000 
acres  of  land  in  Chesterfield  County,  their  idea  being  to  locate  on  small 
farms  families  from  other  sections  of  this  country,  for  the  purpose  of 
growing  truck  and  fruit  for  the  Northern  and  Eastern  markets.  Par- 
ties who  are  interested  in  the  undertaking  propose  at  once  to  establish 
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a  small  test  farm  for  the  demonstration  purposes  upon  the  property 
and  this  Department  is  assisting  in  the  matter  of  the  establishment 
and  ccMiduct  of  this  farm.  Among  the  crops  that  will  be  included 
will  be  peanuts  and  tobacco,  the  ground  now  being  made  ready  for 
the  establishment  of  the  test  farm.  In  the  development  of  this  ad- 
mirable plan,  which  will  mean  much  to  the  section  in  which  agricul- 
tural efforts  are  badly  needed,  the  Department  is  giving  all  possible 
assistance  and  will  invoke  the  aid  of  the  Federal  Government  in  the 
conduct  of  the  demonstration  work.  The  people  interested  are 
those  of  means  who  have  undertaken  the  proposition  upon  their  own 
initiative. 

DEEDS  AND  MORTGAGES. 

The  following  extract  from  a  letter  received  by  this  Department 
from  a  Piedmont  farmer  has  a  bearing  on  present  agricultural  condi- 
tions : 

''In  my  efforts  to  secure  cheaper  money  for  our  farmers,  I  find  it 
will  be  necessary  to  have  a  change  made  in  our  laws  relative  to  time 
for  recording  deeds  and  mortgages.  You  know  the  time  limit  is  30 
days  from  date  of  execution,  and  there  is  no  compulsion  as  to  placing 
same  on  record.  The  priority  of  mortgages  and  deeds  should  be 
determined  by  the  date  when  submitted  to  the  Register.  In  most  of 
the  States  not  only  is  the  day,  but  the  hour  and  minute  when  a  paper 
is  submitted  is  stamped  thereon,  and  these  establish  priority.  This  is 
a  very  important  matter  to  farmers  owning  real  estate  who  may  wish 
to  borrow  money  thereon." 

THE  NEEDS  OP  AGRICULTURE. 

The  above  summary  of  the  year's  achievements  in  agriculture  is 
one  of  which  all  South  Carolinians  may  be  proud,  and  it  is  all  the 
more  gratifying  to  this  Department,  inasmuch  as  the  real  advance 
has  chiefly  come  in  the  last  two  years. 

But  there  are  conditions  that  face  us  from  which  arise  pressing 
needs  of  the  hour.  When  we  realize  that  practically  every  dollar  of 
the  $72,000,000  we  are  putting  in  our  pocket  as  receipts  from  our  cot- 
ton-growing operations  is  almost  immediately  sent  to  other  States 
for  home  supplies  that  we  can  raise  cheaper  than  those  who  produce 
them,  and  the  heavy  amount  mentioned  above  for  com- 
mercial fertilizers  to  do  the  work  in  plant  development  that 
ought    to    be    done    by    the    elbow    grease    and  exercise    of    in- 
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telUgence  of  the  farmer,  we  must  face  the  condition,  and  it  is 
a  most  deplorable  one.  Then  when  we  look  at  this  State  with  58  per 
cent,  of  her  155,000  farms  operated  by  negroes  working  on  their  own 
account  and  accompanied  by  an  annual  per  capita  value  of  agricul- 
tural products  of  only  $51,  and  then  turn  to  a  new  State  like  Okla- 
homa, where  only  5  per  cent,  of  the  farms  are  operated  by  negroes, 
and  see  a  per  capita  value  of  $114,  and  take  into  consideration  that  a 
new  territory  like  Oklahoma  has  already  got  under  actual  cultivation 
the  same  acreage  that  South  Carolina  has,  it  is  time  for  intelligent 
white  men  to  come  to  a  full  realization  of  conditions  within  our  own 
gates,  realize  that  our  farming  methods  are  far  from  what  they 
ought  to  be  and  determine  to  do  those  things  that  will  cure  the  mani- 
fest evils,  keep  the  farmer  boy  on  the  farm  and  make  him  more  intel- 
ligent, rescue  our  fertile  soil  from  a  destructibn  that  threatens  it  as  a 
result  of  its  handling  by  thriftless,  ignorant  and  careless  negro  ten- 
ants and  bring  about  a  condition  that  will  not  only  double  or  treble 
the  profits  per  acre,  but  will  make  home  life  in  rural  communities  and 
on  the  individual  farm  itself  so  attractive  that  ambitious  young  men 
and  women  will  not  be  so  anxious  to  rush  to  centres  of  population. 

AGRICULTURAL  EDUCATION. 

Our  chief  need  is  two-fold.  First,  the  education  of  the  agricul- 
tural classes;  and,  second,  the  necessity  for  raising  of  supplies  for 
actual  living  upon  the  individual  farm. 

Nothing  could  be  of  more  paramount  importance  than  agricultural 
education.  Our  agricultural  colleges  and  experiment  stations  are  of 
the  greatest  value,  and  I  would  be  the  last  to  underestimate  that 
value.  What  we  most  urgently  need  in  South  Carolina  is.  the  trained 
and  educated  farmer  of  the  present  generation  and  a  properly  trained 
youth  for  the  succeeding  generation.  And  herein  lies  the  earnest  co- 
operation that  has  been  given  Dr.  Knapp  and  the  Bureau  of  Plant 
Industry  in  their  farm  demonstration  and  farm  management  work  , 
by  the  South  Carolina  State  Department  of  Agriculture.  Your  Com- 
missioner went  last  summer  into  Canada,  the  home  of  this  practical 
training  of  grown-up  farmers,  and  found  40,000  men,  ignorant  at 
first  of  all  the  principles  of  agriculture,  converted  into  experts,  and 
farming  conditions  calculated  to  bewilder  the  uninformed. 

From  that  moment  I  was  an  absolute  convert.  I  realized  that  ex- 
periment stations  and  other  work  were  good  as  far  as  they  went, 
but  that  for  reaching  the  masses  practical  demonstration  work  with 
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scientific  demonstrations  for  general  results,  coupled  with  agricul- 
tural education  for  farmers'  sons,  was  worth  far  more ;  and  I  quickly 
gave  the  support  of  the  State  government  to  the  practical  work  inaug- 
urated by  Dr.  Knapp  and  his  assistants,  and  later  to  the  work  in 
farm  management,  inaugurated  under  the  Federal  Bureau  of  Plant 
Industry  by  Dr.  Goodrich  and  his  assistants.  In  both  instances  there 
has  been  phenomenal  advances. 

The  great  movement  from  the  farms  to  the  cities  of  our  young 
men  and  women,  which  has  gone  to  an  alarming  extent,  can  only 
be  stopped  by  making  farm  community  life  more  attractive  and  more 
profitable.  It  can  be  done,  but  only  through  instilling  into  the  child, 
in  the  rural  school,  a  love  of  plant  life,  a  love  of  Nature.  The  great- 
est need  of  our  agriculture  at  this  moment  is  the  introduction  of 
agriculture  as  a  branch  in  our  rural  schools.  For  this  there  must  be 
competent  teachers,  and  this  leads  to  the  agricultural  high  school, 
which  will  serve  the  three-fold  purpose  of  giving  to  the  country 
schools  such  teachers,  of  giving  the  boy  unable  to  go  to  college  an 
intelligent  understandingof  the  fundamental  and  business  principles  of 
agriculture,  fitting  him  for  his  life's  work,  and  of  turning  out  young 
men  already  equipped  by  teaching  and  practical  work  and  imbued 
with  a  love  of  agriculture  to  proceed  to  Qemson  College  and  become 
skilled  agriculturists. 

A  GOOD  FOUNDATION. 

The  South  Carolina  Rural  Improvement  Association  has  in  the 
past  two  years  laid  a  splendid  foundation  for  the  introduction  of 
agriculture  into  the  rural  schools  by  means  of  the  splendid  work  it 
has  done. 

The  whole  country  is  turning  its  attention  to  agricultural  educa- 
tion, and  this  State  is  alive  to  its  need.  Many  of  the  Southern 
States  have  concluded  that  it  pays  to  provide  agricultural  education, 
for  the  boy  of  today,  with  the  development  of  agriculture  continuing, 
will  be  the  farmer  of  tomorrow,  and  the  greater  his  opportunities  the 
greater  will  be  his  value  to  the  State.  This  boy's  agricultural  education 
is  not  to  be  dreaded  by  the  taxpayer  as  an'^expense  to  the  State,  but, 
as  Commissioner  Koiner,  of  Virginia,  says,  "is  to  be  regarded  as  the 
greatest  opportunity  she  has  for  an  inestimably  profitable  invest- 
ment." 
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AGRICULTURAL  HIGH  SCHOOLS. 

Realizing  the  great  need  for  agricultural  high  schools,  and  know- 
ing there  would  be  extreme  danger,  for  legal  reasons,  to  the  whole  if 
any  attempt  be  made  to  divert  any  of  the  fertilizer  tax  from  its 
present  purposes,  the  State  Superintendent  of  Education  and  your 
Commissioner  called  into  conference,  on  November  13  and  again  on 
November  30,  Professor  Hand,  in  charge  of  the  State's  high  schools, 
and  others  interested  in  the  matter,  as  well  as  several  of  wide  expe- 
rience with  such  undertakings  in  other  States,  including  Dr.  Knapp, 
with  the  result  that  this  Department  and  the  Department  of  Educa- 
tion, with  the  endorsement  of  the  State  Board  of  Education,  send  in 
recommendations  for  the  establishment  of  three  agricultural  high 
schools  and  the  immediate  introduction  of  agriculture  into  the  curri- 
culum of  the  public  schools  of  the  rural  districts  of  the  State. 

At  the  conference  held  on  this  subject  the  effort  was  made  to 
thresh  out  the  entire  matter  and  arrive  at  some  feasible  plan  which 
would  combine  all  educational  and  agricultural  interests  in  the 
State,  a  plan  keeping  the  undertaking  free  from  political  influences, 
avoiding  pitfalls  that  had  been  encountered  elsewhere  in  the  early 
stages  and  offering  a  link  between  the  public  school  and  the  State 
Agricultural  College,  while  avoiding  antagonisms  that  have  in  many 
instances  arisen  elsewhere.  The  effort  was  made  to  get  at  something 
that  would  cost  the  State  by  direct  appropriation  a  minimum  amount 
and  afford  a  stepping-stone  upon  which  Clemson  College's  agricul- 
tural feature  could  be  rapidly  upbuilded,  enabling  that  institution  to 
raise  its  curriculum  and  broaden  and  extend  its  agricultural  work. 
The  proposal  to  establish  these  schools  looks  more  to  their  cost  falling 
upon  the  several  communities  than  upon  direct  appropriations,  or 
upon  any  plan  or  thought  of  taking  any  existing  money  now  raised  by 
indirect  appropriation  for  educational  purposes  in  the  State. 

At  the  conference  your  Commissioner  was  asked  to  draft  a  recom- 
mendation embodying  the  combined  views  of  the  participants  in  the 
conference,     This  is  presented  as  follow^s : 

"The  early  mistakes  that  have  been  made  in  Georgia  and  elsewhere 
should  be  avoided  at  all  hazards  if  the  State  attempts  this  greatly 
needed  and  most  valuable  undertaking.  There  should  be  a  combina- 
tion of  all  interests  working  for  the  development  of  agriculture,  and 
that  combination  of  such  a  nature  as  to  forever  keep  these  institutions 
out  of  politics  and  free  from  local  rivalries  and  jealousies.  To  this 
end,  I  would  recommend  that  the  entire  control  of  these  institutions 
be  in  the  hands  of  men  filling  executive  positions  of  responsibility. 
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and  representing  the  agencies  that  are  primarily  concerned  in  the 
upbuilding  and  uplifting  of  the  masses  of  our  people.  I  would  rec- 
ommend that  the  board  of  trustees  for  the  three  schools  consist  of : 

"i.    The  Governor  of  the  State. 

"2.    The  State  Superintendent  of  Education. 

"3.    The  State  Commissioner  of  Agriculture. 

"4,  The  head  of  the  Agricultural  Department  at  Clemson  Col- 
lege, 

"5.    The  director  of  the  State  Experiment  Station. 

'6.  The  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Agriculture  of  the  Senate. 
The  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Agriculture  of  the  House. 

"It  has  been  suggested  that  there  should  be  four  additional  members 
of  this  board,  i.  A  school  superintendent  familiar  with  problems  of 
school  organization.  2.  An  actually  experienced  high  grade  school 
teacher.  3  and  4.  Two  practical  farmers,  living  at  or  near  the 
school,  familiar  with  local  conditions  and  needs.  This  suggestion 
seems  a  wise  one. 

"This  board  should  have  the  power  of  selection  of  teachers  and  ar- 
rangement of  curriculum  in  consultation  with  faculties. 

"In  order  to  avoid  one  of  the  pitfalls  that  has  proven  most  danger- 
ous and  disastrous  in  Georgia  it  should  have  the  power  to  call  for 
bids  for  the  location  of  these  schools,  and  should  at  all  hazards  be 
given  power  to  reject  the  highest — or,  indeed,  any — ^bid  made  if,  in 
the  opinion  of  the  board,  any  location  was  not  for  the  best  interests 
of  the  particular  section  concerned. 

"Now  as  to  cost.  After  carefully  going  over  all  these  details 
with  men  of  large  experience  in  just  such  undertakings  a  basis  of  cost 
establishment  and  operation  the  first  year,  which  is  deemed  at 
once  adequate  and  reasonable,  has  been  reached.  Upon  this  basis  the 
following  estimate  has  been  made :

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"As  to  how  this  $210,000  should  and  can  be  raised  it  is  not  for  this 
report  to  say.  A  certain  direct  appropriation,  in  my  opinion,  should 
be  made,  of  so  much  per  school,  if  so  much  be  necessary,  the  board 
having  the  right  to  call  upon  certain  towns  in  the  neighborhoods  of 
the  localities  deemed  best  suited  to  make  offers  of  cash  and  sites.  A 
provision  should  be  placed  in  the  Act  to  the  effect  that  no  institution 
should  be  located  within  one  mile  of  the  corporate  limits  of  any  town, 
and  that  there  must  be  enough  land — 200  acres  at  least — offered  to 
provide  for  a  satisfactory  practice  or  demonstration  farm,  in  the  work 
upon  which  by  the  students  the  Federal  Government  could  and  would 
assist,  thus  eliminating  the  curse  of  agricultural  education  in  the 
South — the  teaching  of  agriculture  within  the  circumscribed  limits 
of  four  brick  walls.  I  would  see,  also,  short  'off-season'  courses  for 
farmers  and  boys  unable  to  take  full  (5ourses. 

"Coupled  with  this,  agriculture  should  by  all  means  be  placed  in  the 
curriculum  of  the  public  high  schools  of  the  State  as  a  regular  branch 
in  all  grades  from  fhe  eighth  grade  upward.  But  not  making  the 
passing  of  the  eighth  grade  a  requirement  for  admission  to  the  agri- 
cultural high  school. 

"If  the  above  plan,  thus  briefly  outlined,  be  carried  into  execution, 
I  believe  a  long  step  will  have  been  taken  toward  increasing  the  use- 
fulness of  our  public  school  system,  the  usefulness  of  Clemson  Col- 
lege and  the  sphere  of  usefulness  of  many  of  our  young  men." 

INDEPENDBNT  START  MADE. 

During  the  past  summer  the  Department,  not  waiting  for  legisla- 
tive action,  has  undertaken  to  enlist  the  services  of  the  United  States 
Government  for  the  teaching  of  agriculture,  with  practice  farms,  at 
two  leading  existing  high  schools  in  the  State.  In  the  first  instance 
the  United  States  Farm  Demonstration  office  was  induced  to  give 
supervision  to  such  instruction  in  the  Gen.  Sumter  Memorial  Insti- 
tute at  Stateburg,  and  this  work  is  now  well  under  way.  In  the 
school  the  admirable  text-book  of  Dr.  Goodrich,  of  the  United  States 
Bureau  of  Plant  Industiy,  has  been  introduced,  and  the  Government 
keeps  an  expert  at  the  school  in  charge  of  the  practice  farm.  Prof. 
Ira  Williams,  in  charge  of  the  demonstration  work  in  South  Carolina, 
visits  the  school  regularly  and  lectures  to  agricultural  clubs  that  have 
been  formed  in  connection  with  the  undertaking  and  to  the  students ; 
frequently  at  these  meetings  he  is  accompanied  by  important  lecturers 
from  the  Bureau  of  Plant  Industry. 
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The  other  undertaking  has  been  with  the  Downer  Institute,  located 
at  Beech  Island  in  Aiken  County,  where  a  practice  farm  of  some  20 
acres  has  been  put  into  service  for  the  practice  work,  and  Dr.  Good- 
rich's book  on-  farming  has  also  been  placed  in  the  curriculum.  This 
work  is  under  the  direction  of  the  Farm  Management  Office  of  the 
Bureau  of  Plant  Industry,  and  Dr.  Goodrich  himself  personally 
supervises  the  work,  visiting  the  institution  from  time  to  time. 

In  both  undertakings  the  farmers  of  the  surrounding  country — in- 
deed, the  entire  community — have  given  their  most  earnest  and  active 
support  and  a  widespread  interest  has  been  aroused.  The  two  exper- 
iments have  done  more  than  any  other  one  thing  to  convince  this 
Department  of  the  soundness  of  the  recommendations  made  above 
looking  to  the  establishment  of  agricultural  high  schools. 

THE  AUGUST  FLOODS. 

During  the  last  week  in  August  this  State  was  visited  by  one  of  the 
most  disastrous  floods  that  ever  swept  the  river  courses  and  valleys 
of  the  State,  floods  reaching  water  stages  higher  than  had  ever  been 
recorded.  The  Department  at  once  undertook  to  gather  complete 
data  and  the  Commissioner  spent  several  days  along  the  water 
courses,  in  the  flood  territory,  arranging  for  exact  reports  as  to  dam- 
ages to  agricultural  lands,  crops  and  all  other  property — specific  in- 
formation that  could  be  used  in  behalf  of  the  National  Forestry 
measure,  if  necessary.  Illustrations  accompanying  give  some  idea  of 
the  extent  of  this  great  flood  near  Columbia. 

Taking  the  Savannah  River  territory  into  consideration,  along  with 
the  intra-State  water  courses,  it  is  safe  to  assert  that  total  damages 
resulted  closely  approximating  $2,000,000,  about  half  of  which  was 
in  money  value  of  crops  destroyed  and  in  erosion  or  deposit  on  farm 
lands.  This  does  not  refer  to  lives  lost,  of  which  there  were  a  num- 
ber in  Savannah  River  territory. 

The  following  report  of  the  United  States  official  with  whom  I 
co-operated,  is  so  comprehensive  as  to  the  territory  exclusive  of 
Savannah  River  that  I  embody  it : 

SPECIAL  RIVER  REPORT. 

September  22,  1908. 

Chief  United  States  Weather  Bureau,  Washington,  D.  C. 

Sir:  In  compliance  with  existing  instructions,  this  office  begs 
leave  to  render  the  following  report  on  the  flood  that  occurred  in 
the  rivers  under  the  supervision  of  this  office,  comprising  the  Santee 
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River  and  its  confluent  tributaries,  namely,  the  Congaree,  formed  by 
the  Broad  and  Saluda  Rivers,  and  the  Wateree-Catawba  system. 
The  rainfall  that  made  this,  the  most  disastrous  flood  in  the  history 
of  South  Carolina,  possible,  began  on  the  23rd  of  August  and  con- 
tinued in  the  form  of  heavy  showers,  in  places  as  a  continuous  rain, 
until  the  morning  of  the  26th  of  August,  having  been  exceptionally 
heavy  at  a  number  of  places,  principally  at  the  foothills  of  the  Appa- 
lachians, in  the  form  of  a  belt  of  country  varying  from  30  miles  to 
80  miles  in  width  and  extending  from  northern  Georgia  through 
South  Carolina  and  North  Carolina  and  Virginia.  The  following 
rainfall  measurements  at  stations  in  Georgia  near  South  Carolina, 
in  South  Carolina,  and  in  North  Carolina  near  South  Carolina,  de- 
fine fairly  well  the  area  «f  heaviest  precipitation. 

Georgia  Stations. — Clayton,  10.24  inches;  Toccoa,  4.87  inches; 
Hartwell,  14.72  inches ;  Lisbon,  8.54  inches ;  Elberton,  19.22  inches ; 
Washington,  8.61  inches.  These  amounts  include  the  total  rainfall 
for  the  month  of  August,  being  the  only  available  data  at  this  office. 
For  the  rest  of  the  stations,  namely,  in  the  Carolinas,  the  amounts 
include  the  measurements  for  the  5-day  period  beginning  on  the 
23rd  and  ending  on  the  27th,  though  the  rainfall  on  the  27th  was 
very  light  and  had  no  appreciable  effect  on  the  floods. 

South  Carolina  Stations, — ^Anderson,  14.82  inches ;  Batesburg,  5.66 
inches;  Bennettsville,  1.96  inches;  Blairs,  8.64  inches;  Calhoun 
Falls,  9.72  inches;  Camden  (co-operative  station),  11.75  inches; 
Camden  (river  station),  5.46  inches;  (this  gage  was  lost  in  the  flood 
before  the  rainfall  period  ended  and  does  not  include  the  total  rain- 
fall at  this  station)  ;  Catawba,  10.82  inches;  Chappells,  3.10  inches  on 
the  24th  when  the  rain  gage  was  lost;  Cheraw  (cotton  region  sta- 
tion), 5.50  inches;  Cheraw  (river  station),  6.64  inches;  Clarks  Hill, 
2.49  inches ;  Clemson  College,  4.30  inches ;  Columbia,  3.97  inches ; 
Conway,  2.93  inches;  Darlington,  1.39  inches;  Dillon,  1.94  inches; 
Effingham,  2.88  inches;  Ferguson,  2.42  inches;  Florence,  i.ii  inches; 
Georgetown,  2.48  inches ;  Greenville,  16.94  inches ;  Greenwood,  7.06 
inches;  Kingstree  (cotton  region  station),  3.39  inches;  Kingstree 
(river  station),  2.80  inches;  Liberty,  12.02  inches;  Little  Mountain, 
6.80  inches;  Newberry,  6.01  inches;  Pelzer,  5.62  inches;  Saluda,  3.01 
inches ;  Santuc,  11.33  inches ;  Smith's  Mills,  3.28  inches ;  Society  Hill, 
1. 5 1  inches;  Spartanburg,  9.70  inches;  Trenton,  4.08  inches;  Trial, 
4.04  inches ;  Winnsboro,  8.90  inches ;  Winthrop  College,  9.00  inches. 
These  stations  are  situated  north  and  west  of  a  line  from  Augusta, 
Ga.,  to  Columbia,  thence  easterly  to  Georgetown,  and  the  ofF-flow 
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of  this  rainfall  was  all  measured  at  the  various  river  gage  stations  in 
South  Carolina  and  at  Augusta,  Ga.,  and  the  area  comprised  within 
the  lines  as  drawn  defines  the  extent  of  the  heaviest  rainfall. 

North  Carolina  Stations, — Asheville,  3.12  inches;  Caroleen,  13.51 
inches  (entire  months);  Charlotte,  8.98  inches;  Mt.  Holly,  11.41 
inches ;  the  rainfall  for  the  remaining  stations  is  for  the  entire  month, 
being  the  only  data  available.  Hendersonville,  12.17  inches;  Horse 
Cove,  10.73  inches;  Lumberton,  8.74  inches;  Monroe,  19.38  inches; 
Rockingham,  14.38  inches ;  Sapphire,  14.55  inches ;  Whiteville,  8.23 
inches. 

While  the  rainfall  as  given  in  the  above  statement  all  assisted  in 
swelling  the  flood  waters  to  the  unusual  heights  attained,  yet  if  the 
precipitation  had  been  evenly  distributed  over  this  period  it  would 
not  have  caused  the  extreme  high  water  that  was  recorded.  For 
the  purpose  of  showing  the  immediate  precipitation  that  causes  the 
widespread  and  extensive  damage  the  following  rainfall  statement 
has  been  prepared,  indicating  an  excessive  rate  of  precipitation,  or 
at  the  rate  of  2.50  inches  in  24  hours,  together  with  the  dates  of  oc- 
currence : 

At  Anderson,  on  the  24th-26th,  14.31  inches  in  34  hours;  at  Blairs, 
on  the  24th-26th,  8.64  inches  in  60  hours ;  at  Calhoun  Falls,  on  the 
23rd-26th,  9.62  inches  in  63  hours ;  at  Camden,  on  the  25th-26th,  9.05 
inches  in  23  hours;  at  Catawba,  on  the  23rd-26th,  10.12  inches  in  65 
hours ;  at  Cheraw,  on  the  24th-26th,  6.24  inches  in  62  hours ;  at  Qem- 
son  College,  on  the  25th,  2.81  inches  in  24  hours ;  at  Greenville,  on  the 
23rd-26th,  16.94  inches  in  78  hours ;  at  Greenwood,  on  the  24th-26th, 
7.06  inches  in  60  hours;  at  Liberty,  on  the  24th-25th,  it.  12  inches  in 
24  hours;  at  Mt.  Holly,  N.  C,  on  the  23rd-26th,  11. 19  inches  in  27 
hours ;  at  Pelzer,  on  the  24th-26th,  5.14  inches  in  27  hours ;  at  San- 
tuc,  on  the  23rd-25th,  10.38  inches  in  58  hours;  at  Spartanburg,  on 
the  24th-26th,  9.33  inches  in  72  hours;  at  Winnsboro,  on  the  24th- 
25th,  7.85  inches  in  48  hours;  at  Rock  Hill,  on  the  24th-25th,  7.10 
inches  in  48  hours. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  above  that  while  the  excessive  rains  be- 
gan, at  places,  on  the  23rd,  they  were  general  over  the  watersheds 
of  the  Congaree  and  Wateree  Rivers  on  the  24th-25th,  at  a  few  places 
on  the  26th,  though  the  heavy  rains  ended  generally  on  the  afternoon 
of  the  25th.  There  had  been  quite  heavy  rains  over  the  same  regions 
from  the  19th  to  the  21st,  inclusive,  that  nearly  or  quite  saturated  the 
soil,  so  that  the  run-off  from  the  following  week's  rains  was  above  the 
usual  percentage  of  run-off.     Stated  in  other  words,  the  conditions 
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were  all  favorable  for  flood  waters  in  this  region  following  these  ex- 
traordinarily heavy  rains. 

The  effects  can  best  be  shown  in  the  following  statement  of  river 
stages  at  the  various  gage  stations.  At  some  of  these  stations  it  was 
impracticable  to  secure  readings  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  river 
gages  were  lost  and  there  was  no  exact  method,  or  even  approximate 
marks  by  which  to  estimate  the  water's  height : 


STATEMENT  OF  RIVER  STAGES,  AUGUST  23-30,  1908. 
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Warnings, — The  first  information  that  this  office  recei'^ied  of  prob- 
able floods  was  an  advisory  and  cautionary  message  from  the  Central 
Office  late  in  the  evening  of  the  23rd.  Upon  its  receipt  a  statement 
was  prepared  for  the  morning  newspaper,  for  the  reason  that  the 
paper  would  reach  the  affected  places  sooner  than  any  telegrams 
that  could  be  sent  in  the  morning,  after  the  river  reports  were  re- 
ceived, giving  the  information  conveyed  in  the  Central  Offifce  tele- 
gram, and  defining  the  rivers  that  would  be  affected.  The  Congaree 
was  not  threatened  at  that  time,  as  the  heavy  rains  were  in  the  water- 
shed of  the  Catawba- Wateree  system.  After  the  river  reports  were 
received  in  the  morning  of  the  24th,  this  office  issued  telegraphic 
warnings  for  the  Wateree,  stating  that  that  river  would  rise  to  above 
flood  stage  in  the  next  24  hours.  A  statement  was  also  prepared  and 
published  in  the  evening  newspaper  giving  fuller  information,  and 
that  it  was  altogether  likely  that  there  would  be  flood  stages  in  the 
Congaree  within  the  next  two  days.  At  this  time  the  Congaree  was 
rising  very  slowly  at  this  place.  Late  in  the  evening  of  the  24th,  spe- 
cial reports  were  received  from  several  river  gage  stations,  indicating 
heavy  rainfall  and  very  rapid  rises  in  the  rivers.  A  statement  was 
then  prepared  and  published  in  the  morning  paper  of  the  25th,  warn- 
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ing  all  interested  persons  in  the  Congaree  and  Wateree,  and  Santee 
valleys  to  remove  all  movable  property  to  high  ground,  as  an  unusual 
flood  was  imminent.  This  statement  reached  the  affected  localities 
earlier  than  any  statement  could  have  been  mailed  by  this  office  after 
the  morning  reports  of  the  25th  could  have  been  received.  As  soon 
as  the  morning  reports  were  at  hand,  this  office  issued  both  tele- 
graphic and  mail  warnings  for  stages  above  28  feet  at  Columbia  and 
above  32  feet  at  Camden.  It  subsequently  was  shown  by  the  gage 
measurements  that  these  warnings  did  not  give  accurate  information, 
being  under-estimates,  but  as  they  anticipated  stages  equal  to  the 
highest  previous  water,  and  as  river  reports  were  missing  from  the 
Saluda  and  Broad  Rivers  owing  to  poor  telegraphic  service  and  to  the 
fact,  not  then  known,  that  river  gages  were  washed  away,  this  office 
did  not  feel  justified  in  issuing  warnings,  based  on  rumors,  for  stages 
much  in  excess  of  previous  high  waters.  On  the  afternoon  of  the 
25th  an  article  was  prepared  and  published  in  the  evening  paper  giv- 
ing the  previous  highest  stages  at  Columbia  and  Camden,  and  stat- 
ing that  the  present  flood  would  probably  exceed  those  stages. 

Flood  Damages. — ^This  report  has  been  delayed  in  the  hope  of 
gathering  approximately  accurate  estimates  of  the  immense  damages 
done  by  the  flood,  to  include  the  entire  State.  For  that  purpose  this 
office  has  been  working  in  connection  with  the  office  of  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Agriculture,  Immigration  and  Commerce  of  South  Caro- 
lina, but  as  this  report  has  been  called  for  by  letter  from  the  Central 
Office,  it  will  be  rendered,  with  the  estimates  of  damage  restricted  to 
the  following  counties,  and  a  large  part  of  it  estimated  by  comparison 
with  known  damage  to  lands,  etc.,  situated  within  the  damage  zone. 
It  should  also  be  stated  that  in  every  instance,  in  this  report,  the 
minimum  estimate  has  been  used.  If  the  maximum  had  been  used, 
the  damage  would  appear  to  have  been  more  than  twice  as  large. 
The  counties  to  which  the  figures  apply  are  strictly  within,  or  border- 
ing on  the  rivers,  the  river  district  under  the  supervision  of  this 
office,  are  as  follows,  namely:  Abbeville  (partly),  Anderson 
(partly),  Berkeley,  Cherokee,  Chester,  Clarendon,  Fairfield,  George- 
town (partly),  Greenville,  Greenwood  (partly),  Kershaw,  Lancaster, 
Laurens,  Newberry,  Pickens  (partly),  Richland,  Saluda  (partly), 
Spartanburg,  Sumter  (partly),  Union,  Williamsburg,  and  York. 
This  excludes  the  Savannah  Valley,  and  the  valleys  of  the  Great  Pee 
Dee  and  Waccamaw  Rivers  and  their  tributaries. 
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The  damages  will  be  stated  under  four  heads,  as  directed  by  Qr- 
cular,  dated  June  i6,  1908,  and  the  value  of  property  saved  by 
Weather  Bureau  warnings  under  one  head,  as  follows : 

(i).  Money  value  of  property  destroyed,  or  amount  of  damages, 
including  railroads,  and  excluding  crops,  $571,800. 

(2).  Money  value*  of  crops  destroyed,  or  amount  of  damage, 
$312,200. 

(3).  Damage  to  farm  lands  by  erosion  or  deposit,  $177,800. 

(4) .  Money  value  of  losses  occasioned  by  enforced  suspension  of 
business  through  floods,  including  wages  of  employees,  $82,000. 

(5).  Money  value  of  property  saved  by  flood  warnings  of  the 
Weather  Bureau,  $56,000. 

These  estimates  are  very  conservative  and  are  likely  to  be 
exceeded,  rather  than  diminished,  when  the  investigation  has  been 
completed.  Respectfully  submitted,

considered  in  the  above  report,  nor  is  the  total  wreck  of  one  of  the 
Savannah  River  steamers.

ALONG  THE  SAVANNAH. 

Along  the  Savannah, — In  the  Savannah  River  Valley  most  care- 
fully prepared  reports  were  obtained.  Only  a  partial  digest,  but 
sufficient  to  show  the  extent  of  the  flood,  can  be  given. 

In  this  valley,  from  "Horse  Creek"  to  the  "Upper  Runs"  on  the 
South  Carolina  side  of  the  river,  a  distance  of  only  about  16  or  18 
miles  of  our  water  front,  individual  reports  filed  show  that  32,570 
bushels  of  com,  1,381  tons  of  hay,  182  bales  of  cotton,  223  hogs,  and 
a  considerable  amount  of  other  live  stock  were  swept  away  by  the 
flood.  The  actual  damages  to  property  in  this  short  stretch 
amounted  to  about  $5,000,  and  one  life  was  lost.    A  statement  of  the 


♦Actual  loss  No.  5,  not  included. 
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loss,  covering  the  distance  from  North  Augusta  opposite  Augusta, 
Ga.,  to  the  mouth  of  Horse  Creek,  about  15  miles  on  the  South  Caro- 
lina water  front  on  the  river,  shows,  by  individual  reports,  that  7,550. 
bushels  of  corn  and  320  tons  of  hay  were  washed  away ;  that  two  lives 
were  lost  in  Hamburg  district;  that  property  was  damaged  to  the 
extent  of  $82,600,  and  that  the  actual  business  losses  entailed  from 
suspension  of  business  of  the  various  plants,  due  entirely  to  the 
flood,  amounted  to  $6,750.  In  other  words,  the  total  loss,  not  in- 
cluding that  of  lives  in  this  short  stretch,  was  approximately 
$136,550.  This  is  doubtless  sufficient  to  give  a  fair  idea  of  the  tre- 
mendous losses  on  the  South  Carolina  side  of  the  full  length  course 
of  the  Savannah  River,  between  Augusta  and  Savannah.  Reports 
very  much  of  this  character  were  received  from  various  points  along 
the  river,  indicating  that  at  no  point  was  the  damage  smaller  to  any 
degree.  These  figures  are  indicated  in  the  general  minimum  estimate 
given  in  the  opening  paragraph  in  regard  to  the  flood,  and  have  no 
reference  whatever  to  the  total  destruction  of  two  bridges  across  the 
Savannah  between  Hamburg  and  Augusta,  and  the  loss  of  one  of  the 
Savannah  River  steamers,  worth  probably  $20,000  or  more. 

The  officials  of  the  Southern  Railway  report  to  this  office  that  their 
total  loss  incurred — and  nearly  all  of  it  was  in  South  Carolina,  the 
heaviest  portion  being  upon  the  C.  &  G.  division — amounted  to 
$120,000.  The  officials  of  the  Seaboard  Air  Line  Railway  report  a 
total  loss  in  this  State  of  $40,000.  It  was  estimated  on  September 
loth  that  the  Santee  River  had  damaged  the  rice  fields  in  George- 
town County  to  the  extent  of  $1,000,000.  The  total  loss  incurred  by 
the  Southern  Power  Company  was  $81,000. 

These  figures  probably  are  sufficient  to  give  some  idea  of  the  ex- 
tent of  the  flood  and  to  show  the  enormous  damage  done  to  agricul- 
ture,  not  only  from  loss  of  growing  crops  for  the  season,  but  the 
permanent  damage  resulting  from  erosion  of  soil  and  deposits.  In 
the  matter  of  deposits,  it  is  of  particular  interest  to  note  the  illustra- 
tion herewith  showing  the  bed  of  the  Columbia  Canal  below  the 
State  Prison,  after  the  Broad  River,  which  had  broken  through  into 
the  canal,  had  carried  away  the  embankment  in  the  rear  of  the  peni- 
tentiary and  entered  thereby  the  Congaree.  In  many  places  be- 
tween Columbia  and  Alston  the  entire  railway  track  was  washed 
away  and  steel  rails  bended  almost  into  semi-circles. 

Fortunately,  most  of  the  cotton  manufacturing  plants  located  upon 
these  streams  did  not  suffer  heavy  damages. 
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VALUB  OF  BIRDS  TO  AGRICULTURE. 

At  the  request  of  this  Department,  the  Secretary  of  the  State 
Audubon  Society,  Mr.  James  Henry  Rice,  Jr.,  has  prepared  a  special 
report  on  the  value  of  birds  to  agriculture,  and  from  that  report, 
which  will  later  be  published  in  full,  I  beg  to  incorporate  the  follow- 
ing: 

The  Audubon  Society. — ^The  United  States  Department  of  Agri- 
culture advises  farmers  throughout  the  country  to  join  the  Audubon 
Society  and  to  back  its  work.  As  the  Audubon  Society  is  the  fore- 
most agency  in  the  world  for  protecting  insect-eating  and  song  birds, 
it  is  well  to  give  its  plan  and  purpose. 

The  National  Association  of  Audubon  Societies  in  New  York 
City  is  the  parent  of  all  the  various  State  Audubon  Societies  and  it 
was  organized  by  a  few  patriotic  men  for  the  purpose  of  saving  the 
birds  of  America. 

In  the  year  1896  there  was  a  rapid  spread  of  the  society  into  vari- 
ous States  until  each  State  in  the  Union  has  an  Audubon  Society  and 
is  giving  more  or  less  attention  to  the  protection  of  its  birds. 

In  1907  the  Legislature  of  South  Carolina  chartered  the  Audubon 
Society  of  South  Carolina,  whose  declared  purpose  was  to  educate 
the  people  up  to  the  value  of  birds,  game  and  non-migratory  fish  to 
the  State. 

Since  its  organization  the  society  has  been  active  in  this  work  of 
educating  the  people  along  the  lines  indicated.  The  secretary  has 
published  a  great  many  articles  in  the  daily  and  weekly  newspapers 
on  the  value  of  birds  and  on  the  best  ways  of  protecting  them.  The 
society  has  published  and  circulated  the  laws  and  has  \3sued  two 
annual  reports.  The  secretary  has  also  made  a  canvass  of  the  State, 
securing  members  and  organizing  branch  societies  for  the  further 
prosecution  of  the  work  and  to  get  the  principles  of  bird  protection 
understood  by  the  people.  Addresses  have  been  delivered  at  many 
places  for  the  purpose  of  enlisting  the  people  of  the  State  in  the 
cause. 

The  means  for  carrying  on  this  work  have  been  furnished  by  those 
citizens  of  the  State  who  joined  the  organization.  For  the  purpose 
of  paying  wardens  and  of  meeting  other  expenses  the  General  As- 
sembly allowed  the  Audubon  Society  to  use  the  Game  Protection 
Fund,  which  is  derived  from  non-resident  licenses,  fines  and  forfeit- 
ures. The  amount  received  in  this  way  has  been  altogether  too 
small  and  inadequate  to  meet  the  demands  on  the  society,  but  this 
has  not  stopped  them  from  prosecuting  the  work  with  vigor. 
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The  Present  Condition. — Farmers  must  realize  that  the  time  has 
come  to  demand  more  protection  from  the  laws  than  they  have  re- 
ceived in  the  past.  The  rapid  multiplication  of  hunters,  white  and 
black,  has  led  to  the  destruction  of  thousands  of  insect-eating  and 
song  birds,  as  well  as  to  a  decrease  of  game  that  is  alarming.  The 
burden  of  all  this  falls  directly  on  the  farmer;  he  has  to  pay  the 
freight 

Most  farmers  agree  that  something  should  be  done  to  protect  the 
birds  and  to  save  the  great  losses  entailed  on  the  crops  by  the 
slaughter  of  the  birds. 

The  Audubon  Society  has  proposed  the  plan,  now  general  through- 
out the  country,  of  putting  a  license  of  one  dollar  on  each  hunter  and 
from  this  to  raise  a  fund  for  enforcing  the  laws  for  the  protection 
of  birds,  fish  and  game.  This  would  enforce  the  laws  because  it 
would  furnish  funds  and  would  also  bring  the  officers  of  the  law 
into  contact  with  the  hunter  in  each  community. 

There  is  really  no  other  plan  that  has  proved  a  success.  Posting 
land  is  not  sufficient,  for  as  game  moves  from  place  to  place  the 
posting  of  certain  areas,  with  other  areas  left  open,  would  undo 
the  work.  Moreover,  there  must  be  some  way  to  pay  officers  who 
are  to  enforce  the  law;  without  wardens  to  enforce  it  any  law  for 
the  protection  of  birds  is  sure  to  become  a  dead  letter.  The  license 
does  all  this  and  it  is  so  small  that  it  would  not  prove  a  hardship 
on  any  hunter.    No  man  need  pay  it  unless  he  wanted  to  hunt. 

It  was  the  plan  of  the  society  from  the  outset  to  seek  only  means 
that  were  practical  and  that  had  been  tried.  The  plan  of  licensing 
the  hunter  is  now  law  in  twenty-five  States,  and  it  works  to  the 
satisfaction  of  all,  the  hunters  themselves  approve  it.  As  the 
farmers  are  the  chief  beneficiaries,  they,  of  course,  everywhere 
endorse  and  support  the  plan,  and  there  is  every  reason  why  the 
farmers  of  South  Carolina  should  at  once  take  advantage  of  such 
an  opportunity  as  the  work  of  the  Audubon  Society  has  opened  to 
them. 

In  going  over  the  State  I  have  hardly  met  a  single  farmer 
who  did  not  favor  the  plan  when  he  understood  it.  It  is  to  this  end 
that  all  Audubon  work  tends ;  to  the  benefit  of  the  farming  interests 
of  the  country.  There  is  no  subject  today  before  the  country  that 
aims  more  vitally  at  the  well-being  Qf  the  farmers  than  this  one  of 
bird  protection. 

When  the  fact  is  considered  that  in  a  few  years  not  a  crop  could 
be  grown  with  the  birds  gone,  the  subject  rises  to  an  importance 
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of  the  first  magnitude.  The  terrible  drain  on  the  farms  of  the  State 
from  the  killing  oflf  of  the  insect-eating  birds  has  been  not  the  least 
of  the  burdens  the  farmer  has  had  to  bear. 

As  farmers  dominate  the  General  Assembly,  and  as  there  can  be 
no  difference  of  opinion  as  to  the  value  of  birds  and  as  to  the  need 
of  giving  them  protection,  if  they  do  not  receive  such  protection  as 
they  deserve,  nobody  but  the  farmer  will  be  to  blame.  This  is  one 
subject  well  within  his  power  to  handle. 

Briefly,  as  the  case  demanded,  but  fully  enough  to  convince  any 
reasoning  man  that  action  for  the  protection  of  the  birds  is  neces- 
sary now,  I  have  set  forth  in  this  article  some  of  the  facts  of  the 
case.  The  situation  of  South  Carolina:  to  the  west  girdled  by 
mountains,  on  the  east  washed  by  the  Atlantic  and  pierced  and 
watered  by  numerous  rivers,  and  with  an  immense  domain  not 
under  cultivaticMi,  is  one  most  peculiarly  favored  by  the  Almighty. 
While  other  States,  less  favored,  have  been  swept  by  pestilence  and 
devoured  by  plagues,  our  own  has  escaped.  So  much  having  been 
done  for  us,  we  ourselves  ought  to  show  appreciation  by  doing  for 
ourselves  what  the  situation  obviously  demands. 

Now  the  time  has  come  when  the  great  protecting  agency  of  the 
Lord,  the  birds,  is  being  swept  away  with  a  besom  of  destruction, 
and  if  this  is  permitted  South  Carolina  will  no  longer  enjoy  the  im- 
munity from  insect  pests  that  has  marked  her  for  nearly  two  cen- 
turies. 

It  takes  a  very  short  time  to  destroy  the  birds  of  a  State,  but  a 
long  time  is  required  to  get  them  back,  and  some  go  never  to  return. 
The  Carolina  paroquet,  once  so  numerous  that  Audobon  killed  a 
half  bushel  with  two  discharges  of  his  gun,  is  now  extinct  in  South 
Carolina,  as  is  the  ivory-billed  woodpecker,  king  of  his  tribe. 

Ere  the  evil  days  come  when  action  will  be  no  use,  it  is  well 
that  the  farmers  of  the  State  lend  a  hand  and  help  save  the  birds, 
on  whose  work  the  crops  of  South  Carolina  and  of  the  American 
continent  depend.  To  do  less  than  this  would  be  to  show  small  and 
scant  recognition  of  the  bounty  of  God. 

II-COMMERCE. 

Steadfastly  and  unfalteringly  have  the  efforts  of  this  Department 
been  continued  looking  to  the  upbuilding  of  the  commerce  of  the 
State,  the  re-establishment  of  the  commerce  that  once  flowed  through 
the  three  ports  of  South  Carolina.  It  has  been  extremely  difficult 
during  the  past  year,  in  the  face  of  the  financial  condition  of  the 
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country,  the  unusual  depression  in  all  lines  of  business,  to  make  much 
headway  with  this  difficult  branch  of  the  Department's  work,  but,  nev- 
ertheless, the  Commissioner  has  expended  much  time  and  energy  upon 
the  task  and  has  sought  out  every  available  channel  promising  any 
degree  of  success  to  the  dual  end  that  our  commerce  might  be  in- 
creased, and  that  the  cotton  producers  might  be  given  freedom  upon 
true  economic  principles  from  the  bonds  that  now  control  the  price  of 
their  staple. 

The  present  status  of  the  effort  to  open  the  port  of  Charleston  to 
regular  trans- Atlantic  freight  and  passenger  service  is  shown  in  the 
following  letter,  dated  December  19th,  written  to  Mr.  B.  Harris, 
president  of  the  State  Farmers'  Union,  with  copy  to  Mr.  P.  H. 
Gadsden : 

Mr.  B,  Harris,  President  State  Farmers'  Union,  Pendleton,  S,  C. 

My  Dear  Sir:  In  accordance  with  my  personal  conference  with 
you  on  the  evening  of  December  5th  in  this  office,  I  am  writing  you 
in  reference  to  the  vitally  important  undertaking  of  putting  Southern 
cotton  on  direct  export  from  a  Southern  port,  and  when  I  say  a 
Southern  port  I  mean,  of  course,  the  port  of  Charleston,  which  is 
the  best  adapted  port  for  the  purpose  on  the  South  Atlantic  seaboard. 
Ever  since  the  creation  of  this  Department,  and  I  was  called  to  its 
head,  I  have  been  devoting  my  every  energy  to  successfully  opening 
up  the  port  of  Charleston,  to  put  our  cotton  producers  in  South  Caro- 
lina and  in  the  South  Atlantic  States  into  direct  dealing  with  the 
consuming  European  manufacturer.  I  have  realized  that  all  of  the 
efforts  that  we  have  been  making  to  get  a  stable  price  for  cotton  by 
agreeing  to  hold,  and  such  undertakings  have  not  been  based  upon 
sound  economics,  and  that  if  we  are  to  control  the  situation  it  is  im- 
perative that  the  producer  and  the  European  consumer  must  be 
brought  into  direct  dealing  and  this  dealing  going  through  a  South- 
ern port. 

I  have  studied  the  question  carefully,  deeply  and  sincerely,  and  I 
am  convinced  that  the  above  offers  the  only  practical  business-like 
solution.  It  is  true  that  cotton  is  being  shipped  from  Savannah  and 
Charleston  to  Europe  direct  today  and  that  the  ocean-going  rate  is 
about  32  cents  per  100  pounds,  whereas,  the  ocean  rate  from  the 
port  of  New  York,  for  instance,  is  not  more  than  16  to  17  cents. 
The  steamship  man  will  tell  you  that  this  difference  is  due  to  the 
fact  that  the  trans- Atlantic  steamship  service  can  not  live  otherwise 
because  all  of  the  cargo  that  it  carries  must  be  of  low  class,  as  there

is  no  established  or  even  occasional  import  or  export  business  carry- 
ing the  high  rate  of  freight  that  would  enable  them  to  give  the  New 
York  rate.  But  it  is  not  my  purpose  to  do  more  than  to  call  atten- 
tion to  this  disparity  of  rates,  for  I  have  fully,  in  the  "Handbook  of 
South  Carolina,  1907-1908,"  and  in  special  articles  in  the  Charleston 
export  edition  of  The  State  and  the  recent  C.  C.  &  O.  edition  of  the 
Spartanburg  Herald,  discussed  these  matters  in  great  detail. 

In  the  prosecution  of  our  investigations  we  have  found  from  per- 
sonal interview  and  contact  with  the  majority  of  European  cotton 
manufacturers  that  they  prefer  to  deal  with  the  producer  himself, 
through  his  own  dispatching  and  receiving  shippers,  instead  of 
through  the  varied  middemen  from  whom  both  now  suffer.  I  have 
found  that  they  would  welcome,  on  the  part  of  the  cotton  producer 
of  South  Carolina  and  the  South,  the  selection  by  the  growers  of 
export  agents  to  direct  shipments  as  needed  and  the  selection  by  the 
growers  of  their  own  agent  abroad  to  distribute  the  shipments  as 
received  at  U.  K.  and  Continental  ports.  It  has  occurred  to  me  that 
the  Farmers'  Union  might  undertake  this  feature  as  well  as  under- 
take to  introduce  the  East  India  system  of  baling,  which  would  re- 
duce the  cost  of  bagging  and  ties,  enable  the  ship  to  carry  more  cot- 
ton and  result  in  the  weighing  and  valuation  of  the  cotton  at  the  port 
of  departure  instead  of  at  the  port  of  entry.  I  have 
had'  full  conferences  with  general  officials  of  railway  lines, 
operating  in  the  cotton  belt  territory,  and  I  find  them  will- 
ing to  co-operate  with  any  such  undertaking  as  this,  enabling  them 
to  break  the  chains  that  now  hold  them  to  established  joint  rates 
with  lines  north  of  Mason  and  Dixon's  line.  I  have  found,  too,  that 
one  of  the  greatest  problems  confronting  us  in  the  opening  of  trans- 
Atlantic  service  between  Charleston  and  Europe  is  soon  to  be  solved 
by  the  coming  of  the  C.  C.  &  O.  Railroad  across  the  mountains  from 
the  coal  fields,  bringing  cheap  coal  to  the  Atlantic  seaboard  and  en- 
abling the  establishment  of  a  coaling  station  where  vessels  can  be 
.  coaled  as  cheaply  and  as  quickly  as  at  New  York,  Philadelphia,  Balti- 
more or  Norfolk. 

Our  own  illustrious  Hayne  spent  his  life  in  trying  to  forge  this 
one  link  in  the  chain  of  Southern  trans-Atlantic  transportation. 

"  Knowing  full  well  that  it  would  be  absolutely  essential  to  the  suc- 
cess of  the  permanent  establishment  of  such  a  service  carrying  cotton 
at  practically  a  New  York-Liverpool  rate,  to  provide  import  and  ex- 
port shipments  of  high  class  freight,  I  have  consulted  with  large  ex- 
porters and  importers  in  the  principal  Western  centres  of  commerce

and  I  find  that  they  are  more  than  anxious  to  divert  a  good  portion 
of  their  business,  carrying  the  high  freight  rates,  through  the  port  of 
Charleston,  and  in  this  connection  permit  me  to  say  the  new  C,  C.  & 
O.  Railroad,  whefi  completed,  will  prove  an  important  factor, 
although  comparative  distances  from  ICansas  City,  St.  Louis,  Cin- 
cinnati, Louisville,  etc.,  are  in  our  favor  as  against  New  York,  and 
there  is  no  congestion  of  lines  causing  delays  in  delivery  of  ship- 
ments. I  find,  too,  that  nearly  all  of  the  articles  of  export  and  im- 
port of  the  South  today  are  handled  by  rail  via  New  York,  Phila- 
delphia or  Baltimore.  In  Germany  I  know  of  sufficient  business  for 
westbound  cargo  to  sail  an  8,ooo-ton  ship  every  30  days,  which  can 
be  guaranteed  for  a  year  in  advance. 

When  I  first  undertook  this  matter  it  was  necessary  to  demonstrate 
to  the  steamship  world  the  entire  practicability  of  handling  at  the 
port  of  Charleston  large  passenger  carrying  steamers,  and  ,the  prac- 
ticability of  securing  freights  at  both  ends  of  the  line.  Though  in 
Europe  at  the  time,  as  though  I  was  simply  driving  at  the  solution  of 
the  minor  problem  of  immigration,  I  undertook  to  bring  out  person- 
ally, without  the  opportunity  of  having  worked  up  any  business  on 
the  commercial  side  in  America,  a  7,000-ton  ship  to  make  this  demon- 
stration. Carrying  a  low-rate  cargo  in  order  to  make  the  voyage  suc- 
cessful, it  was  necessary  that  the  passenger  business  should  make  up 
the  dilFerence,iand  the  cotton  manufacturers  of  this  State  gave  freely  to 
the  cause,  enabling  me  to  bring  sufficient  passengers,  with  whom  they 
wished  to  experiment  in  the  mills,  to  meet  the  exigencies  of  the  case. 
This  voyage  proved  the  absolute  superiority  of  the  port  of  Charles- 
ton, and  the  thorough  practicability  for  the  working  of  a  permanent 
line — the  two  things  in  which  I  was  most  concerned  and  in  which  our 
whole  agricultural  industry  was  most  concerned.  After  the  first 
voyage  a  second  was  tried,  with  the  number  of  passengers  greatly 
reduced.  Had  it  not  been  for  the  ensuing  financial  panic  that  almost 
immediately  thereafter  swept  this  country,  and  from  the  effects  of 
which  it  has  not  yet  fully  recovered,  I  firmly  believe  that  the  excellent 
financial  reports  made  in  regard  to  the  experimental  trips  would  have 
resulted  in  the  establishment  of  the  permanent  line  without  further 
cost  to  any  one,  and  that  even  now  our  producers  would  be  dealing 
with  their  consuming  purchasers. 

Notwithstanding  the  necessary  failure  to  get  a  permanent  service 
"going"  of  its  own  volition  as  a  business  proposition,  handicapped  as 
it  would  have  been  by  a  lack  of  coaling  facilities  and  loading  facilities 
at  the  port  of  Charleston,  I  have  not  for  one  moment  ceased  my  ef- 
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forts,  and  for  the  past  18  months  I  have  been  working  to  interest 
other  lines  in  the  undertaking.  At  one  time  during  this  year  it  looked 
very  much  as  if  we  could  get  a  new  Scandinavian-Mexican  line  to 
consent  to  make  Qiarleston  a  port  of  call  upon  terms  that  would  be 
agreeable  to  the  financial  interest  in  Charleston.  Though  a  great 
amount  of  work  was  done  in  regard  to  this  matter,  it  failed. 

During  the  summer  Mr.  Geo.  C.  Sherman,  an  American  citizen, 
though  born  in  Scandinavia,  and  who  has  been  engaged  for  a  long 
time  in  the  introduction  of  purchasing  Scandinavian  farming  families 
into  the  Northwest,  turned  his  attention  to  South  Carolina,  came 
here,  contracted  for  9,000  acres  of  land  preparatory  to  a  large  under- 
taking, met  with  and  consulted  with  leading  business  men  in  Charles- 
ton, whom  he  satisfied  as  to  his  character  and  standing  and  ability, 
and  set  out  for  the  Scandinavian  peninsula.  I  had  talked  with  Mr. 
Sherman,,  as  had  Mr.  P.  H.  Gadsden  and  others  in  Charleston,  in  re- 
gard to  this  proposed  steamship  service,  and  he  displayed  a  lively 
interest  in  the  matter.  We  asked  him  to  look  carefully  into  the  pos- 
sibilities of  such  a  service  while  in  Europe.  I  heard  nothing  definite 
from  him  until  September  30th,  when  he  had  returned  to  this  country. 

He  wrote  me  that  he  had  taken  up  the  matter  of  a  direct  line  be- 
tween Sweden  and  Charleston  and  that  he  had  received  a  letter  from 
the  people  interested  in  Sweden.  I  wrote  him,  asking  him  to  give  me 
full  particulars.  On  October  6th  I  received  from  him  the  following 
letter,  and,  I  might  say  here  for  some  of  those  whom  it  might 
frighten,  that  the  "emigrants"  he  refers  to  therein  are  exclusively 
land-purchasing,  farm-working  settlers : 
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CoL  E.  /.  Watson,  Columbia,  S.  C, 

My  Dear  Colonel:  Yours  of  October  3rd  received.  I  had  a 
long  interview  with  Mr.  Lundgren,  the  owner  of  the  Swedish  South 
African  line,  in  Gothenburg,  Sweden.  He  is  now  running  eight 
steamers  between  that  place  and  Africa.  He  is  very  much  interested 
in  a  direct  line  between  Gothenburg  and  Charleston,  and  he  has  made 
the  suggestion  that  he  could  put  in  two  steamers  to  begin  with  on 
this  route,  making  monthly  sailings,  and  was  willing  to  put  in  two 
boats  that  would  be  completed  and  delivered  from  the  shipyards 
some  time  in  January.  They  were  ordered  to  be  used  for  his  African 
line,  but  he  would  be  willing  to  put  them  in  on  this  route,  provided 
we  could  see  our  way  clear  to  sell  50  per  cent,  of  the  stock,  equal  to 
about  $300,000,  in  which  case  he  would  organize  a  separate  company 
with  these  two  steamers  for  £120,000  sterling,  we  to  take  one-half  the 
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stock,  which  would  equal  the  $300,000.  He  then  agrees,  as  stated,  to 
put  in  two  steamers  of  9,000  tons  dead  weight,  making  13  knots  an 
hour.  I  enclose  a  plan  of  the  steamers  as  they  are  now  being  built. 
They  will  load  7,200  tons  dead  weight  at  a  draft  of  25  feet,  they  will 
be  390  feet  long,  52  feet  wide  and  22^2.  feet  in  depth.  The  idea 
would  be  to  send  them  from  Gothenburg  direct  to  Charleston,  to 
touch  on  their  return  at  one  of  the  continental  ports,  say  Amsterdam, 
for  instance;  on  their  way  out  to  take  emigrants  from  Finland  and 
other  Scandinavian  countries  to  Charleston,  and  to  load  pulp,  etc., 
going  out.  They  can  control  full  loads  going  out  and  if  necessary 
they  can  make  continental  ports  even  on  their  way  out ;  on  their  re- 
turn passage  they  would  take  all  the  cargo  they  could  get  for  Scan- 
dinavian ports  and  to  fill  out  take  cargo  for  any  continental  ports. 

"They  expect  us  to  give  a  guarantee  that  they  will  have  a  fulW  re- 
turning cargo,  and  expect  the  Southern  railways  on  their  part  to 
agree  that  all  goods  they  ship  to  the  continent  via  Charleston  will  be 
via  these  steamers. 

"I  am  now  waiting  for  your  suggestions,  propositions,  etc.,  and  I 
think  that  a  deal  could  be  arranged.  These  people  have  new  steam- 
ers, are  broad-minded  and  willing  to  extend  their  business  relations 
with  this  country  and  are  in  dead  earnest,  and  could,  whenever  there 
would  be  a  demand  for  it,  put  on  any  number  of  additional  steamers. 

"I  expect  to  go  abroad  again  in  December  or  January,  at  the  latest, 
and  feel  confident  that  if  I  have  the  proper  data,  and  some  kind  of 
assurance  from  you  and  your  friends,  that  I  can  bring  about  the 
desired  results.  If  the  people  of  South  Carolina  are  as  anxious  for 
the  direct  line  as  they  have  indicated  in  the  past,  they  now  have  an 
opportunity  of  making  a  deal  to  secure  it.

On  October  9th  I  acknowledged  Mr.  Sherman's  letter  and  told  him 
that  I  would  take  the  matter  up  with  the  people  in  Charleston  and 
yourself.     On  November  Sth  Mr.  Sherman  wrote  me  as  follows : 
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Col.  E,  J.  Watson,  Columbia,  S,  C. 

My  Dear  Colonel:  lu  further  reference  to  the  direct  line  be- 
tween Gothenburg  and  South  Carolina,  wish  to  say  that  Mr.  Lund- 
gren  of  Gothenburg  writes  me  under  date  of  October  23  and  received 
by  me  today,  as  follows : 

"  'Since  writing  you  I  find  it  should  be  of  interest  to  have  the  nego- 
tiated matter  settled  as  soon  as  possible.     As  I  told  you  when  here. 
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we  have  an  8,000-ton  steamer  building,  and  if  we  could  come  to  an 
arrangement  before  the  steamer  is  delivered  on  the  1 5th  of  February, 
we  could  make  all  the  necessary  arrangements  for  her  to  take  emi- 
grants before  she  leaves  the  builders.  We  could  also  stop  the  sister 
ship,  Stemmed,  here  for  January  loading  for  African  and  Australian 
ports  and  these  two  steamers  could  immediately  on  the  new  year 
take  up  the  trade,  should  our  negotiations  come  to  satisfactory  con- 
clusions. Please,  therefore,  take  up  the  matter  with  energy  as  soon 
as  possible  and  let  me  know  if  it  is  possible  to  arrange,  and  you  can 
run  across  and  finally  settle  matters.

'*  expect  to  arrange  to  go  abroad  before  Christmas,  and  if  you 
think  you  can  get  matters  in  shape  so  that  I  can  lay  the  whole  thing 
before  Mr.  Lundgren,  I  think  it  would  hurry  the  matter  up  some.  I 
know  that  he  is  as  anxious  to  make  this  a  success  as  we  are.

Since  I  talked  with  you  on  December  5th  I  received  a  letter  from 
Mr.  Sherman  enclosing  the  following,  Mr.  Sherman  remarking  in  his 
letter  to  me,  "They  mean  business  in  Sweden ;  that  is  evident :"

'Gothenburg,  Dec.  i,  1908. 

'Dear  Sir :  Being  one  of  the  directors  of  Captain  Lundgren's  steam- 
ship company,  'RederiAktiebblaget  Transatlantic,'  and  having  worked 
with  him  hand  in  hand  since  we  started  proceedings  in  buying  two 
small  tramp  steamers,  I  am  naturally  informed  of  and  fully  initiated 
in,  as  well  as  greatly  interested  in,  your  plan  of  the  direct  line  be- 
tween Charleston  and  Sweden.  I  shall  be  starting  on  January  i6th 
for  New  York  on  other  business,  but  I  shall  before  that  go  fully 
through  everjrthing  with  my  friend  Lundgren,  and  shall  have  great 
pleasure  in  making  an  appointment  with  you  when  over  in  America 
to  discuss  matters,  especially  so  the  matter  I  herewith  take  the  lib- 
erty of  putf in£  before  you. 

"As  you  are  well  aware,  there  is  a  large  cotton  export,  and  also  a 
great  rosin  export,  and  these  two  different  classes  of  goods  would 
naturally  be  greatly  favored  by  the  new  projected  line,  and  merchants 
on  your  side  would  naturally  be  anxious  of  forming  good  direct  con- 
nections on  this  side.     It  is  thus  my  purpose  by  writing  this  letter  to 
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ask  you  kindly  to  put  me  into  connection  with  people  who  would  be 
interested  in  shipping  their  goods  by  the  direct  line,  and  getting  a 
reliable  agent  over  there.  I  thus  propose  to  take  up  these  agencies. 
I  have  mentioned  cotton  and  rosin,  but,  of  course,  I  am  prepared  to 
take  up  any  big  article  you  put  before  me,  but,  of  course,  I  am  only 
wishing  to  touch  the  wholesale  trade  and  maice  a  large  turnover. 
I  am  myself  carrying  on  a  large  export  business  in  this  city,  and 
would  like  to  combine  this  with  import  business,  and  I  am  thus  open 
for  such  proposals  as  I  have  named  to  you. 

"With  regard  to  my  personal  standing,  I  beg  to  refer  you  to  Aktie- 
bolaget  Goteborgs  Handelsbank  and  Captain  Lundgren,  and,  besides, 
when  you  were  here,  you  are  sure  to  have  heard  about  me. 

"Hoping  to  hear  from  you  before  I  leave  this,  and  that  you  shall  be 
able  to  put  before  me  some  proposals  which  I  might  take  up  and 
arrange  when  I  get  to  your  side,  I  remain,  dear  sir,  hoping  for  a 
speedy  and  lucky  development  of  our  mutual  plans,

Prior  to  my  conferences  with  you,  in  which  I  verbally  explained 
far  more  fully  most  of  these  matters,  and  the  business  principles  in- 
volved, I  visited  Charleston  and  consulted  with  Mr.  Philip  H.  Gads- 
den, vice-president  of  the  chamber  of  commerce  of  that  city,  and 
also  sought  a  conference  with  Mayor  Rhett,  but  the  latter  was  ab- 
sent. I  showed  Mr.  Gadsden  the  correspondence  in  full  and  he  took 
the  view  that  this  was  the  most  businesslike  proposition  that  had  yet 
been  made  to  any  Southern  port ;  that  he  believed  Mr.  Sherman  fully 
capable  of  carrying  out  the  undertaking  and  making  it  of  immense 
advantage ;  that  he  knew  Mr.  Sherman  and  thought  he  was  the  right 
man  to  handle  the  matter.  I  then  asked  Mr.  Gadsden  if  in  his  opin- 
ion the  Farmers'  Union  of  South  Carolina,  or  indeed  the  farmers  of. 
South  Carolina,  would  take  half  of  the  stock  asked  for,  thus  obtaining 
for  this  State  a  half  interest  in  the  service;  the  business  interest  of 
Charleston  would  take  the  other  half  and  undertake  to  look  after  the 
port  facilities,  both,  of  course,  combining  to  utilize,  in  connection 
with  the  entire  matter,  the  warehouse  system  that  has  now  become  so 
well  developed  in  this  State.  Mr.  Gadsden  said  that  he  felt  war- 
ranted in  assuring  me  that  the  people  of  Charleston  would  do  this,  for 
the  proposition  was  upon  a  thoroughly  business  basis.  I  told  him 
that  I  would  then  present  the  matter  to  the  State  Farmers'  Union. 
He  said,  however,  that  it  would  be  necessary,  if  such  a  combination 
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were  fomied,  for  it  to  be  formed  with  a  body  having  a  corporate 
existence  under  a  charter  of  the  State,  which  might  be  made  up 
within  the  union  or  from  within  the  union,  with  the  aid  of  additional 
non-union  producers,  but  that  it  must  be  a  strong  corporate  body 
under  the  laws  of  the  State. 

This  was  the  sha^e  in  which  the  matter  stood  when  I  conferred 
with  you,  and,  as  you  will  recall,  I  promised  to  reduce  to  writing  the 
entire  matter  and  submit  it  to  you,  with  copy  to  Mr.  Gadsden.  I  am 
doing  this  because  it  is  the  only  course  open  to  me.  As  I  take  it,  this 
Department  has  no  power  to  do  more  than  to  try  to  work  out  these 
problems  and  present  them  promptly  to  those  immediately  concerned, 
and  it  is,  therefore,  that  I  send  the  proposition  to  you  and  to  the 
people  of  Charleston  simultaneously  for  such  action  as  you  may  deem 
proper.  I  wish  to  assure  you,  however,  that  all  of  the  knowledge  of 
the  situation  and  of  the  details  of  the  undertaking,  in  any  of  its  rami- 
fications, that  this  Department  has  been  able  to  obtain  by  the  close 
study  given,  both  in  this  country  and  abroad,  is  at  your  service  in  the 
prosecution  of  the  undertaking. 

I  have  labored  long,  hard  and  earnestly  to  bring  about  what  I  know 
offers  to  our  people  the  only  permanent,  practical  and  businesslike 
solutikOn  of  this  problem  of  avoiding  the  toying  with  our  chief  product 
by  men  at  a  distance,  and  I  am  presenting  this  matter  to  you  with 
the  request  that  you  will  present  it  in  turn  to  the  members  of  the 
union,  and  that  as  true  patriots  and  as  protectors  of  the  product  of 
their  own  labor,  the  full  value  of  which  should  go  to  their  wives  and 
children,  they  would  put  their  shoulders  to  the  wheel,  seize  the  op- 
portunity that  is  offered  and  at  least  make  an  effort  to  break  the 
chains  that  have  clanked  around  them  since  American  cotton  became  a 
world-demanded  commodity.  The  levying  of  a  very  small  sum  per 
bale  on  this  year's  crop  alone  would  put  the  undertaking  upon 
its  feet,  and  it  is  beyond  my  comprehension  that  any  producer  or  any 
citizen  of  the  port  of  Charleston  should  fail  to  do  what  appears  to 
me  so  clear  and  so  promising  of  prolific  result. 

I  would  be  pleased  to  confer  with  you  or  representatives  of  the 
union  at  any  time,  and  I  shall  be  more  than  pleased  to  hear  at  an 
early  date  that  some  definite  action  has  been  taken,  as  Mr.  Sherman 
is  soon  to  return  to  Sweden  and  wishes  to  be  fully  informed  as  to  his 
uearings  in  this  matter  before  he  goes.

The  matter  is  at  present  pending  in  the  shape  indicated  by  the 
correspondence. 

EXPORT  AND  IMPORT  BUSINESS. 

The  export  business  at  the  State's  three  ports  is  picking  up  gradu- 
ally, and  after  the  rapid  decline  which  began  about  1883  and  con- 
tinued until  about  two  years  ago,  there  is  prospect  of  a  noteworthy 
increase  during  1909.  The  exports  of  merchandise  for  1908  are 
given  as  follows:  Beaufort,  $181,900;  Charleston,  $2,510,965; 
Georgetown,  $29,702.  The  Charleston  and  Beaufort  exports  for 
1908  are  not  yet  available ;  the  handsome  showing  made  by  the  port 
of  Georgetown,  however,  in  exports,  is  referred  to  in  the  paragraph 
dealing  with  coastwise  service. 

The  value  of  Charleston's  imports  for  1908  cannot  yet  be  given. 
For  1907,  however,  the  imports  amounted  to  $3,528,553,  a  gain  of 
$700,000  over  the  preceding  year,  and  exceeded  those  of  Norfolk  and 
Savannah  combined.  The  number  of  vessels,  foreign  and  domestic, 
arriving,  exceeded  that  of  any  preceding  year. 

COASTWISE  SHIPPING. 

The  coastwise  shipping  service  by  regular  lines  is  confined  to 
Charleston  and  Georgetown.  It  has  been  extremely  difficult  to  ob- 
tain tonnage  reports  in  time  for  this  report. 

Charleston  is  served  by  three  regular  coastwise  steamship  lines, 
namely:  The  Clyde  Steamship  Company,  plying  from  Boston  and 
New  York  to  Charleston ;  Baltimore  &  Carolina  Steamship  Company, 
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plying  between  Baltimore  and  Oiarleston;  and  Southern  Steamship 
Company,  plying  between  Philadelphia  and  Charleston.  These 
steamship  lines  operate  regularly  between  the  ports  mentioned,  and 
the  tonnage  reports  indicate  that  they  are  all  enjoying  a  remunerative 
business. 

The  comparison  of  tonnage  for  1908  with  1907  cannot  be  given 
at  this  time  as  the  reports  have  not  been  made  up. 

The  Clyde  Company  during  1908  added  to  its  fleet  the  largest  and 
most  complete  passenger  steamer  ever  built  for  its  service,  "The 
Mohawk."  She  is  400  feet  long  and  of  5,000  tons  regfister  topnage. 
This  gives  Charleston  four  regular  sailings  of  passenger  ships  per 
week  between  that  city  and  New  York. 

A  regular  Clyde  line  service  is  maintained  between  Georgetown 
and  New  York  also.  This  port  has  on  the  average  about  170  steam- 
ship outward  sailings  a  year  and  a  larger  ntmiber  of  sailings  of 
schooners  and  barges.  All  of  this  business  is  coastwise,  practically, 
there  being  usually  hardly  more  than  10  steamers  and  schooners  to 
sail  annually  for  foreign  ports.  The  outward  tonnage  is  largely  lum- 
ber and  lumber  products,  cotton  and  fertilizers,  aggregating  in  value 
about  six  and  one-fourth  million  dollars,  and  the  inward  tonnage  is 
about  $4,500,000,  consisting  largely  of  general  merchandise,  machin- 
ery, grain,  etc.  About  $225,000  worth  of  turpentine  is  included  in  the 
outward  shipments,  as  is  also  something  over  20,000  bales  of  cotton. 

NAVIGABLE  INLAND  WATERWAYS. 

According  to  the  most  recent  examinations  of  the  navigable  river 
waterways  the  total  length  of  such  streams  in  this  State  that  are 
navigable  is  666  miles.  These  intra- State  navigable  lengths  do  not 
include  the  250  miles  of  the  Savannah  for  Georgia  and  South  Caro- 
lina. 

Throughout  the  State  there  is  an  active  interest  in  the  opening  of 
these  navigable  streams.  Regular  service  is  maintained  on  the 
Congaree  and  Santee  Rivers  between  Columbia  and  Georgetown,  but 
the  line  is  not  receiving  the  patronage  that  would  naturally  be  sup- 
posed when  the  great  difference  in  freight  rates  between  the  rail  and 
all-water  routes  between  Columbia  and  New  York  is  considered. 
Cheraw  and  Camden  are  giving  attention  to  river  navigation  also. 

The  Eastern  Carolina  Waterways  Association  has  been  formed 
and  is  doing  excellent  work,  its  last  annual  meeting  having  been 
held  in  Columbia  on  December  28th. 
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The  influence  that  the  opening  of  these  river  courses  for  transpor- 
tation purposes  will  have  on  the  agriculture  and  the  commerce  of 
the  State  cannot  be  estimated. 

Out  of  the  port  of  Charleston  there  is  only  one  established  river 
line  operating  regularly,  known  as  "Sea  Island  Steamboat  Company," 
plying  between  Charleston,  Beaufort,  Edisto  and  various  way  land- 
ings. Quite  a  number  of  small  boats  ply  between  the  different 
islands,  none  of  which  are  regularly  scheduled,  but  they  perform  the 
service  between  these  points.  It  is  impossible  to  get  information  as 
to  the  business  done  by  these  small  lines. 

The  following  is  the  last  report  filed  with  this  office  of  the  river 
steamers  plying  between  Georgetown  and  landings  on  the  rivers  trib- 
utary to  Georgetown :

A  regular  line  of  steamers  is  operated  between  Beaufort  and  Sa- 
vannah and  intermediate  points  on  the  inland  waterway,  and  this 
line  does  a  lucrative  business. 

On  the  Savannah  River  a  regular  line  of  steamers  is  maintained 
between  Augusta,  Ga.,  and  Savannah,  Ga.,  and  does  an  excellent 
business,  serving  points  along  the  river,  also.  Recently,  the  South 
Carolina  hay  growers  along  the  Aiken  County  front  of  Savannah 
River  built  and  put  into  operation  their  own  steamer  for  the  purpose 
of  transporting  their  produce  to  market. 

All  river  navigation  is  most  seriously  interfered  with  by  the  de- 
forestation in  the  mountain  sources,  causing  irregularity  of  flow  and 
consequently  alternately  floods  and  extreme  low  water. 
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The  Federal  Government  maintains,  engaged  on  the  harbor  work 
around  Georgetown  and  on  the  rivers  tributary  thereto,  five  powerful 
dredges  and  two  combination  dredge  and  snag  boats. 

RAILROAD  TRANSPORTATION. 

There  has  been  a  material  step  forward  in  the  matter  of  railroad 
transportation  this  year,  the  attainment  of  Hayne's  long-cherished 
plan  of  getting  through  or  over  the  Blue  Ridge  Mountains,  giving 
short-line  and  easy  grade  connections  with  the  West  and  with  the 
coal  fields. 

The  great  significance  of  this  step  forward  is  not  shown  by  the 
actual  number  of  miles  of  road  built  in  the  State  this  year,  which  is 
only  9.5  miles.  In  1880  this  State  had  1,427  miles  of  railway;  in 
1890,  2,289;  in  1900*  2,919,  and  in  1908,  3,252. 

This  promises  to  be  a  year  of  material  progress  in  railroad  con- 
struction, a  total  of  223  to  263  miles  being  under  contract  and  pro- 
posed to  be  built  this  year.  Of  this  about  125  miles  will  be  con- 
structed by  the  C,  C.  &  O,  25  by  the  Charleston  and  Summerville, 
the  C.  &  L.,  about  30,  the  G.  &  W.,  40,  the  Greenville  &  Knoxville, 
6,  the  Raleigh  &  Charleston  2,  the  N.  &  S.  C.  20,  the  H.  &  B.  15. 
The  C.  &  L.  extension  is  to  be  from  Pageland  to  Lancaster,  25  miles, 
and  from  Crowburke  via  Monroe,  N.  C,  to  Concord  or  Charlotte. 
The  R.  &  C.  extension  is  to  be  two  miles  south  from  Marion.  The 
G.  &  K.  is  to  be  from  Marietta  to  Qeveland.  The  C,  C.  &  O.  is  now 
building  southward  from  Bostic,  N.  C,  to  Spartanburg,  32  miles, 
and  the  coming  of  the  C,  C.  &  O.  to  Spartanburg  was  properly  cele- 
brated in  that  city  early  in  December,  the  occasion  being  a  note- 
worthy one.  This  line  contemplates  building  from  Cowpens  Ridge 
to  Columbia  this  year. 

THB  C,  C.  &  O.  AND  CHBAPBR  COAL. 

The  coming  of  the  Carolina,  Qinchfield  &  Ohio  Railroad  through 
the  mountains  into  South  Carolina  means  much  more  to  the  industrial 
and  commercial  future  of  South  Carolina  and  of  the  South,  and  the 
country  at  large,  for  that  matter,  than  appears  on  the  face  of  the 
proposition,  more  than  one  feels  warranted  in  depicting  at  this  stage. 
It  is  a  proposition  that  perhaps  means  a  readjustment  of  railroad 
rates  to  and  from  the  Middle  West  and  the  Northwest,  and,  what  is 
of  far  more  importance,  of  rates  from  Western  and  Southern  points 
to  and  from  Europe.    It  is  an  undertaking  the  accomplishment  of

which  may  have  a  most  important  bearing  upon  international  ship- 
ping arrangements — ^the  export  and  import  business  of  America,  and 
may  mean  millions  of  dollars  annually  to  the  cotton  producers  of  the 
South  in  an  indirect  way,  by  proving  the  means  of  opening  to  regular 
trans-Atlantic  service  some  Southern  seaport. 

"Coal"  is  the  name  of  the  real  key  to  the  situation,  and  this  key, 
this  new  road  is  to  furnish.  If  it  does,  more  than  half  of  the  barrier 
to  the  opening  of  the  South  Atlantic  seaboard  to  the  markets  of  the 
world  will  have  been  removed,  and  a  genuinely  bright  future  will 
be  in  sight.  For  some  years,  representing  our  commercial  interests, 
this  Department  has  been  wrestling  with  this  problem,  in  the  light 
of  a  full  knowledge  of  both  the  adverse  and  the  favorable  conditions 
confronting  the  South,  and  always  and  ever  the  difficulty  of  getting 
coal  at  a  reasonable  figure  has  proven  the  most  essential  stumbling- 
block.  This  barrier  to  the  onward  movement  is  now  to  be  rolled 
away  by  the  coming  of  this  line,  and  coal  is  to  be  placed  at  the  water 
at  seventy  cents  cheaper  than  at  present  at  the  very  outset.  If  this 
be  done  a  great  impetus  will  be  given  Southern  export  and  import 
business,  and  the  distributing  centres  of  the  Middle  West  and  North- 
west will  be  found  more  than  willing  to  do  export  and  import  busi- 
ness through  Southern  ports  instead  of  through  the  channels  of  trade 
which  now  hold  the  monopoly  of  their  great  trade. 

Were  there  nothing  involved  but  cheaper  coal  for  our  textile  manu- 
facturing plants  in  the  Piedmont,  that  alone  would  mean  more  to  our 
future  than  one  scarcely  dare  picture. 

Much  is  to  be  done  this  year,  according  to  announcements,  in  the 
way  of  new  rolling  stock  by  nearly  all  the  lines  operating  in  the 
State. 

NORTH  AND  SOUTH  CAROLINA  LINE. 

The  North  &  South  Carolina  Railroad  is  the  name  of  the  new  line 
which  is  being  built  by  W.  R.  Bonsai  &  Company  of  Hamlet,  N.  C, 
railroad  contractors.  A  report  from  Hamlet  says  that  Mr.  Bonsai 
recently  leased  from  the  Seaboard  Air  Line  a  branch  lo  miles  long 
running  south  from  Hamlet  to  Gibson,  N.  C,  which  latter  place  is  at 
the  border  of  South  Carolina.  From  Gibson  he  has  recently  built 
seven  and  one-half  miles  of  new  line  to  McColl,  S.  C,  and  is  now 
building  seven  and  one-half  miles  more  to  Qio,  S.  C.  The  line  is 
to  be  further  extended,  it  is  reported,  from  Qio  to  Dillon,  S.  C, 
about  20  miles.  There  are  rumors  that  the  road  will  be  finally  built 
to  Charleston,  S.  C,  but  Mr.  Bonsai  is  quoted  as  denying  this. 
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It  is  said  that  the  first  seven  and  one-half  miles  of  line  from  Gib- 
son to  McCoU  were  completed  inside  of  60  days,  and  the  new  tracks 
from  Gibson  as  far  as  Qio  are  expected  to  soon  be  in  operation. 
This  will  make  the  line  from  Hamlet  to  Clio  25  miles  long,  and  then 
work  may  be  suspended  until  next  spring.  The  road  will  serve  a 
fine  farming  country. 

PUBLIC  HIGHWAYS. 

Good  roads  are  becoming  more  and  more  important  as  arteries  of 
transportation,  feeding  rail  and  water  lines,  and  consequently  of 
greatest  value  to  the  commerce  of  the  State.  Much  headway  is  being 
made  by  the  several  counties  in  the  building  of  good  roads,  working 
on  independent  lines,  but  greater  headway  could  be  made,  perhaps,  if 
some  State  official  was  charged  with  the  work  of  advising  and 
aiding  in  concerted  plans  for  good  road  construction.  In  North 
Carolina  the  State  Geologist  is  charged  with  these  duties  and  excel- 
lent results  have  been  obtained.  Street  paving  in  the  cities  of  the 
State  has  likewise  been  given  much  attention  during  the  year. 

III -IMMIGRATION. 

So  completely  has  the  immigration  side  of  the  work  in  this  Depart- 
ment been  set  forth  in  the  introduction  to  this  report,  that  I  feel  it 
scarcely  worth  consuming  the  time  and  space  to  deal  with  the  socio- 
logical and  economic  questions  involved. 

More  than  eighteen  months  ago,  after  the  European  experiments 
had  been  made,  practically  all  effort  toward  the  bringing  in  ot 
foreign-born  people  was  suspended.  The  work  in  behalf  of  immigra- 
tion this  year  has  been  confined  to  the  proper  advertising  of  the 
resources  of  the  State  in  England  and  Scotland,  directed  entirely  to 
the  securing  of  the  purchasing  agricultural  settler  and  his  family. 
Some  slight  advertising  has  been  done  along  the  same  line  in  Ger- 
many, but  nowhere  else.  On  the  other  hand,  every  possible  effort  has 
been  made,  and  every  opportunity  has  been  seized,  looking  to  the 
securing  of  investing  agricultural  settlers  from  the  Eastern.  Middle 
Western  and  Northwestern  portions  of  this  country. 

During  the  spring  of  this  year,  on  one  ship,  a  number  of  English 
agricultural  families — 31  in  number — came  from  the  best  agricul- 
tural sections  of  England,  and  were  met  at  Philadelphia  by  represen- 
tatives of  this  Department,  brought  to  the  State  and  settled  in  various

portions  of  the  State.  There  have  been  a  few  to  arrive  since  that 
time,  due  to  the  influence  of  those  who  had  already  come,  and  occa- 
sionally a  desirable  man  comes  in  as  the  result  of  the  advertising  done 
and  of  letters  that  these  people  have  written  home.  With  these  Eng- 
lish people  we  made  some  experiments  in  regard  to  the  domestic 
servant  problem,  utilizing  girls  who  had  been  in  service  at  home, 
and  who  had  come  here  with  their  families.  These  experiments, 
though  carefully  guarded  and  conducted,  have  only  in  a  few  instances 
proven  successful. 

In  1904  the  arrival  of  foreign-born  people  in  South  Carolina 
amotmted  to  practically  nothing.  The  first  year  156  Scotch  people 
were  brought  in.  In  the  second  year  of  the  Department's  existence 
485  came  to  the  State,  and  in  the  third  year,  the  year  that  the  chief 
experiment  was  made,  1,316  came;  in  1907  practically  1,000  persons, 
a  large  number  of  whom  were  Americans,  came  to  the  State.  Of 
the  foreigners  a  great  many  left  because  of  dissatisfaction  with  local 
conditions,  and  the  usual  natural  hysteria,  but  many  of  them  have, 
even  during  1908,  returned  to  South  Carolina,  after  trying  other 
sections  of  this  country,  announcing  their  intention  to  make  their  per- 
manent homes  in  this  State. 

For  eighteen  months  past  every  offer  of  immigrant  or  American 
labor  has  been  declined.  On  the  other  hand,  every  effort  possible  has 
been  made  to  stimulate  a  growing  stream  of  desirable  purchasing 
settlers,  and  this  stream  is  constantly  growing.  Persons  of  more  or 
less  means  have  been  brought  in  from  Vermont,  West  Virginia,  New 
York,  Pennsylvania,  Virginia,  Illinois,  Indiana,  South  Dakota,  New 
Jersey,  and,  indeed,  almost  all  of  the  Eastern  and  Western  States. 
The  tide  is  even  yet  but  a  small  one,  but  it  is  gathering  strength  at 
last  under  the  influence  of  a  systematic  advertising  campaign,  and 
the  heaviest  portion  of  this  work  now  seems  to  have  been  accom- 
plished. During  the  season  of  the  State  and  County  fairs  in  the  Mid- 
dle West  the  Department  sent  a  personal  representative,  Mr,  J.  W. 
Helms,  to  that  section,  with  an  ample  supply  of  literature,  and  he  did 
excellent  work  in  the  stimulation  of  the  movement,  work  that  is  only 
just  now  being  felt  in  the  way  of  results. 

The  Federal  immigration  report  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June 
30,  1908,  accounts  for  only  42  persons  of  foreign  birth  arriving  at 
the  ports,  giving  South  Carolina  as  their  destination,  and  of  these 
five  were  English,  three  Dutch  and  Flemish,  and  seven  German 
speaking.  The  others  were  made  up  of  nationalities  with  which  this 
Department  has  nothing  to  do,  and  they  were  undoubtedly  coming  to 
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relatives  or  friends  resident  here.  During  the  months  of  July,  August, 
September  and  October,  1908,  the  Federal  reports  show  81  persons 
arriving,  of  whom  40  were  English,  French,  German,  Irish,  Welsh 
and  Scotch,  the  others  being  people  of  nationalities  undoubtedly  com- 
ing to  join  relatives  and  acquaintances  who  had  written  for  them. 

Our  small  movement  from  England  during  the  year,  which 
includes  the  original  31  arriving  in  the  spring,  amounted  to  about 
75  persons  for  the  year.  There  have  been  some  dozen  or  more  Scotch 
to  arrive  directly  from  their  homes.  The  total  movement  f rem  abroad 
into  the  State  during  1908,  including  the  31  English  referred  to, 
amounted  to  scarcely  more  than  165  persons,  all  of  whom  have  set- 
tled down  and  have  already  become  useful  citizens  and  producers. 
This  small  movement  has,  of  course,  been  largely  due  to  the  fact  that 
immigration  into  the  United  States  this  year  has  been  only  about  as 
great  as  the  number  of  foreign-born  persons  returning  to  their  homes 
on  account  of  the  financial  condition  of  the  country. 

DBPARTMBNTAL  RBPRBSENTATIVES. 

The  Department  has  issued  but  few  commissions  to  special  agents. 
For  advertising  purposes  it  is  still  represented  in  Scotland  at  no 
cost  to  the  State  by  Mr.  Mitchell  at  Glasglow,  and  in  England  by 
Capt.  Alex.  Thompson,  an  American,  who  has  been  resident  in  Eng- 
land some  years.  The  only  advertising  representative  to  whom  a 
commission  was  given  during  the  year  was  Mr.  J.  E.  Norment,  of 
this  State,  who  took  literature  with  him  on  a  trip  to  Europe.  An- 
other resident  of  this  State  going  to  Germany  was  paid  for  similar 
services,  but  no  commission  was  issued  to  him. 

INVESTIGATIONS. 

In  the  middle  of  June,  after  preliminary  correspondence,  first 
through  the  late  Senator  A.  C.  Latimer  and  later  through  other  mem- 
bers of  the  commission,  Maj.  Ranch  and  Mr.  Arthur  Everett  Small, 
representing  the  U.  S.  Immigration  Commission  created  by  Congress, 
the  latter  as  expert,  arrived  in  the  State  for  the  purpose  of  fully  and 
exhaustively  investigating  any  and  everything  in  this  State  relating  in 
any  way  to  the  subject  of  immigration.  As  had  been  the  custom  of 
the  Department  in  its  treatment  of  investigators  from  the  govern- 
ment, or  any  other  reputable  body,  every  possible  assistance  was  af- 
forded these  gentlemen  by  your  Commissioner,  and  every  op|ft)rtunity 
given  to  them  to  see  and  talk  with  foreign-bom  persons  resident  in 
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the  State.  Likewise  every  opportunity  to  investigate  our  conditions 
was  afforded  them.  They  were  even  taken  about  the  State  into  mill 
districts,  and  out  into  the  farming  country,  spending  considerable 
time  in  the  State. 

The  final  report  of  the  Congressional  Commission  has  not  yet  been 
made  public.  I  recently  requested  a  copy  of  the  section  relating  to 
this  State,  but  it  could  not  be  given  to  me  until  it  had  been  pre- 
sented to  Congress. 

GRATIFYING  CLOSING  CHAPTER. 

Herewith,  however,  I  present  to  you  a  letter  from  the  expert  of  the 
United  States  Immigration  Commission  appointed  by  Congress,  Mr. 
Small,  the  able  investigator,  who  spent  several  weeks  probing  to  the 
very  bottom  every  act  of  this  Department,  being  welcomed  to  do  so  by 
myself,  even  going  to  every  locality  wherein  foreign-born  people  had 
been  settled.  I  present  this  letter  in  order  that  the  masses  of  the 
people  of  the  State  may  see  that  this  Department  has  exercised  care 
and  caution  in  the  discharge  of  as  difficult  a  task  as  was  ever  imposed 
upon  any  branch  of  a  government  at  a  time  when  popular  demand 
made  action  necessary.  I  can  do  so,  I  trust,  and  thus  clarify  to 
some  extent  the  misapprehension  that  has  grown  widespread,  and  all 
the  more  can  I  do  so  for  the  reason  that  for  more  than  eighteen 
months  this  last  branch  of  the 'Department's  work  has  been  given 
practically  no  attention,  nearly  all  of  the  time  of  the  Commissioner 
being  devoted  absolutely  to  the  building  up  of  the  agriculture  of 
the  State,  inducing  the  Federal  Government  to  aid  in  launching 
lines  of  work  that  have  already  produced  the  handsome  results 
shown  elsewhere  in  this  report.  This  letter  is  merely  a  closing 
chapter  to  a  series  of  experiments  that  have  led  to  the  third  branch 
of  the  Department's  work  reaching  at  this  time  the  stage  where  we 
are  getting  purchasing  agricultural  settlers  almost  exclusively  from 
other  portions  of  this  country,  and  therefore  making  efforts  beyond 
the  seas  no  longer  necessary.  This  report  shows  elsewhere  that  in 
this  branch  of  the  work  we  have  left  the  foreign  field  to 
itself,  using  our  Act  as  merely  a  protective  agency.  The  contents  of 
this  letter,  which  is  incorporated  by  permission  of  the  writer,  are 
particularly  gratifying,  as  it  closes  the  chapter  in  a  manner  reflecting 
credit  upon  our  State — ^not  that  our  plan  is  to  be  further  prosecuted 
because  of  it,  for,  as  I  have  pointed  out,  we  have  passed  the  stage  of 
development  longer  demanding  work  in  the  foreign  field. 

The  letter  follows : 
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Washington,  D.  C,  Dec.  19,  1908. 
Hon,  E,  J.  Watson,  Columbia,  S.  C. 

Dear  Mr.  Watson:  I  regret  very  much  having  been  obliged  to 
answer  your  telegraphic  request  in  the  negative.  The  Immigration 
Commission  recently  voted,  in  response  to  similar  requests,  that  their 
first  report  is  due  Congress,  and  that  giving  out  the  same  to  State 
departments  or  commissions  or  individuals  would  be  improper.  You 
will  see  that  their  position  is  on  the  whole  proper,  although  there  are 
cases  like  yours  where  no  harm  would  really  ensue  except  to  establish 
a  precedent. 

I  believe,  however,  I  am  violating  no  confidence  when  I  say  that 
your  four  years  of  work  in  the  line  of  immigration  has  been  of  great 
value  not  only  to  your  State,  but  to  the  nation.  You  have  not 
only  brought  desirable  immigrants  to  your  State  and  have  for  the 
first  time  presented  the  South  in  a  favorable  light  to  immigrants 
as  a  progressive  and  inviting  section  of  the  United  States,  but  you 
have  also  blazed  a  new  trail  in  the  matter  of  State  selection  of  immi- 
gration at  its  source  that  has  evoked  widespread  attention,  and  will 
doubtless  be  emulated  by  many  other  States  as  the  most  feasible 
plan. 

I  believe  I  am  not  making  a  rash  prediction  when  I  say  that  the 
South  is  bound  to  be  the  great  Mecca  of  immigration  in  the  near 
future.  The  nature  and  quality  of  that  immigration  will  largely 
be  determined  by  her  own  efforts.  If  she  sits  idly  by  and  lets  the 
indiscriminate  tide  drift  in  from  the  North  without  setting  up 
counter  currents  of  selected  immigrants  direct  from  Europe,  such 
as  your  plans,  if  followed,  will  bring  about,  she  will  find  not  only 
that  her  cities  become  crowded  with  aliens  of  a  low  grade,  but  that 
she  has  a  race  problem  added  to  a  race  problem.  You  know  that 
the  probable  source  of  future  immigration  is  not  the  North  and  West 
of  Europe,  but  the  South  and  East.  The  Pole,  the  Jew,  the  Turk, 
the  Greek,  the  Syrian,  the  South  Italian,  the  strangely-mingled 
peoples  of  Austria-Hungary  and  the  Balkans,  and  the  mon- 
grel hordes  of  Asia  Minor  are  at  our  doors.  The  sta- 
tionary populations,  like  the  Russian  peasantry,  may  soon 
be  on  the  move.  Like  attracts  like.  Let  the  most  igno- 
rant, unprogressive,  alien  races  of  Europe  and  Asia  get  a  foothold  in 
your  comparatively  thinly  settled  South,  and  you  will  have  your  great 
cities  of  the  future  dominated  by  them.  I  do  not  mean  to  say  that 
there  are  not  many  individuals  in  all  these  races  of  the  very  highest 
ability  and  readily  assimilated  and  a  credit  to  their  new  homes,  but 
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the  task  of  assimilating  thousands  of  Syrians,  South  Italians,  Turks, 
Greeks.  Italians,  Slovaks,  Russian  Jews  and  similar  races  through 
intermarriage,  education  and  social  and  political  participation  with 
them  in  all  the  problems  of  the  South  would,  I  believe,  overtax 
your  resources  in  many  directions. 

The  only  remedy  that  occurs  to  me  is  what  you  have  adopted. 
Every  State  should  have  a  special  department  for  the  study  and  trial 
of  these  experiments.  The  encouragement  of  trans-Atlantic  lines 
to  Southern  ports  from  Northwestern  Europe,  the  selection  of  high 
grade  immigrants  at  their  source,  and  other  efforts  such  as  are  pos- 
sible by  the  maintenance  of  a  highly  efficient  department  like  yours, 
would  in  time  set  a  stream  of  immigration  toward  your  section  of  the 
type  the  South  needs  and  must  have.  Yours  is  a  work  that  requires 
time  and  only  by  careful  and  extended  investigation,  such  as  I  have 
just  completed  of  your  work,  can  its  great  and  far-reaching  effects 
be  appreciated.  Its  indirect  results  of  attracting  desirable  trans- 
State  immigration,  and  the  investment  of  new  capital  in  your  State 
has  likewise  been  of  great  value.  My  investigations  lead  me  to 
believe  that  the  income  in  taxation  to  the  State  from  the  property 
you  have  directly  or  indirectly  induced  to  be  transferred  to  South 
Carolina  exceeds  several  times  over  the  total  cost  of  your  Department 
to  the  State.  I  feel  sure  that  the  reports  of  the  Immigration  Com- 
mission when  published  will  bear  out  many  of  the  things  I  have  set 
down  here.  The  importance  of  your  work  in  their  estimation  is 
shown  by  the  attention  they  have  given  it.  I  know  they  appreciate, 
as  I  do,  the  willingness  you  have  displayed  that  every  detail  of  the 
history  and  work  of  your  Department  be  exhibited  and  studied,  and 
your  courtesy  in  making  such  a  study  possible.

DEATH  OF  MR.  SARGENT. 

In  mentioning  the  subject  of  immigration  it  is  but  proper  that 
there  should  be  recorded  in  this  report  the  sincere  regret  of  this 
Department  at  the  death  during  the  year  of  Frank  P.  Sargent,  United 
States  Commissioner-General  of  Immigration.  Mr.  Sargent  was  a 
true  friend  of  South  Carolina,  and,  throughout  our  experiments, 
aided  the  Department  materially  in  its  several  undertakings,  giving 


advice  directed  to  avoiding  any  unloading  of  undesirables  upon  the 
South  and  leading  to  the  securing  of  purchasing  agricultural  settlers. 

HOMBSBBKBRS'  BXCURSION  RATBS. 

After  several  years  of  repeated  effort,  the  railway  lines  operating 
in  the  South  have  succeeded  in  getting  their  connecting  lines  in  the 
West  to  put  into  force  special  homeseekers'  excursion  rates  once  a 
month,  such  as  the  Southwestern  States  have  enjoyed  for  some 
years.  These  railway  lines  have  also  put  in  similar  rates  south  from 
Washington.  The  establishment  of  these  rates  has  been  a  great 
stimulus  to  the  movement  of  Western  and  Northwestern  people  into 
the  South  Atlantic  States,  and  South  Carolina  being  so  extensively 
advertised  has  been  and  is  receiving  probably  more  attention  from 
these  prospectors  than  any  of  heri  sister  States  in  this  section  of  the 
country. 

COLONIZATION  BNTBRPRISBS. 

There  are  at  present  several  large  agricultural  colonization  enter- 
prises designed  for  the  permanent  settlement  of  families  from  other 
sections  of  this  country  in  process  of  development  at  this  time.  One 
of  the  chief  of  these  is  mentioned  in  the  section  of  this  report  relat- 
ing to  agriculture. 

IV— MANUFACTURES,  INDUSTRIES  AND 

DEVELOPMENTS. 

South  Carolina  is  still  forging  ahead  as  a  manufacturing  and  in- 
dustrial State.  Despite  the  hard  year  on  industrial  undertakings  of 
every  description,  there  has  been  a  marked  advance  upon  all  lines 
throughout  the  State.  There  is  not  yet  that  degree  of  development 
in  the  matter  of  small  diversified  manufacturing — ^the  manufacture 
of  small  commodities  heretofore  bought  from  the  East  and  West — 
that  is  so  much  to  be  desired.  There  has  been  some  advance  in  this 
direction,  however.  The  State  still  leads  the  Southern  States  in  cot- 
ton manufacturing,  having  about  $2,225,000  more  capital  and  about 
one  million  more  spindles  than  the  next  ranking  State — North  Caro- 
lina. This  State  in  this  respect  also  ranks  second  among  the  States 
of  the  Union,  being  second  only  to  Massachusetts. 

South  Carolina  still  ranks  fourth  in  the  United  States  in  the  manu- 
facture of  commercial  fertilizers,  and  fifth  in  each  of  the  canning 
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and  hosiery  industries.     The  relative  rank  of  the  various  industries 
in  the  State  is  the  same  as  last  year. 

There  are  over  77,000  persons  now  actually  engaged  in  the  various 
manufacturing  plants,  and  of  these  about  60,000  are  employed  in  the 
textiles. 

THE  TEXTILES. 

The  Department  during  this  year  made  an  additional  census  of 
the  textile  industry  in  the  State,  the  reports  being  closed  on  August 
31.  The  result  of  this  showed  a  slight  difference  in  the  matter  of 
spindles  and  looms  as  compared  with  the  census  of  the  Federal  Gov- 
ernment, which  also  closed  with  August  31st.  The  Department's 
reports  gave  3,776,981  spindles,  while  those  of  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment gave  3,713,006;  in  looms,  this  office's  reports  showed  92,744, 
against  88,408  by  the  Federal  Government.  The  United  States 
Government  figures  also  gave  more  than  100,000  less  bales  of  cotton 
consumed. 

The  Department's  summary  is  given  herewith,  as  follows :

No  reports  were  obtained  this  year  as  to  the  number  of  children 
employed,  but  there  is  every  reason  to  believe  that  the  proportion  of 
decrease,  which  was  700  less  in  1907  than  in  1905,  has  been  main- 
tained. 

Accepting  the  Federal  figures  to  August  31st  as  a  basis  of  com- 
parison, the  facts  below  are  of  interest : 

Of  the  3,713,006  spindles,  3,617,358  were  active  during  the  year. 
There  were  610,734  bales  of  cotton  consumed,  of  which  3,012  were 
foreign  bales. 

In  the  number  of  spindles,  Massachusetts  exceeds  every  other 
State  with  9,446,380,  or  34  per  cent,  of  the  total  in  the  country. 
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This  State  comes  next  with  3,713,006,  or  13  per  cent.,  and  North  Caro^ 
lina  is  in  third  place  with  2,944404,  or  11  per  cent.  "Rhode  Island 
has  fourth  place,  Georgia  fifth,  New  Hampshire  sixth,  and  Connec- 
ticut seventh.  No  other  State  reports  as  many  as  a  million 
spindles." 

Of  the  spindles  in  the  South  Carolina  mills,  3,700,974  are  ring  spin- 
dles, and  only  12,032  mule  spindles. 

"Massachusetts,"  says  the  Federal  report,  "is  the  leading  State  in 
the  consumption  of  cotton,  with  1,146,619  bales,  or  25  per  cent,  of 
the  total  for  1908,  followed  by  North  Carolina,  with  637,401  bales, 
and  South  Carolina,  with  610,734  bales.  This  slight  difiference 
between  the  last  two  States  is  especially  remarkable  in  view  of  the 
fact  that  South  Carolina  has  nearly  800,000  spindles  more  than  are 
reported  for  the  mills  of  North  Carolina.  This  probably  results  from 
a  tendency  in  South  Carolina  to  spin  the  finer  counts.  It  may  be 
stated  in  this  connection  that,  according  to  the  returns  of  the  manu- 
facturers, the  average  time  which  the  mills  were  idle  in  South  Caro- 
lina during  the  year  amounted  to  54  days,  compared  with  76  days 
for  those  in  North  Carolina.  Georgia  ranks  fourth  in  quantity  of 
cotton  consumed,  with  10  per  cent,  of  the  total;  New  Hampshire 
ranks  fifth,  Rhode  Island  sixth,  and  Alabama  seventh.  As  indicated 
above,  a  comparison  on  the  basis  of  spindles  gives  some  of  the  States 
a  somewhat  different  rating." 

In  South  Carolina  on  Aug.  31,  1908,  stocks  of  cotton  on  hand 
amounting  to  76,763  bales,  were  held  against  113,688  in  1907,  being 
in  the  possession  of  the  following :  manufacturers  32,783  bales,  ware- 
houses and  compresses  31,117,  transportation  companies  1,383,  pro- 
ducers 5,664,  other  holders  5,826. 

The  exports  of  cotton  from  the  United  States  were  less  than  those 
for  1907  by  929,916  bales.  From  Charleston  only  44,518  bales  were 
exported,  which  was,  however,  more  than  double  the  amount  of  the 
preceding  year — 1907.  The  net  receipts  at  Charleston  were  203,491, 
against  149,924  in  1907,  less  than  half  as  much  as  Wilmington,  while 
Savannah  went  over  one  and  one-half  million  bales. 

The  general  condition  of  the  textile  industry  in  this  State  has 
improved  greatly  during  the  year.  The  mills  fortunately  escaped  any 
serious  damage  by  the  August  floods.  Much  welfare  work  has  been 
done  among  the  operatives,  and  the  discussion  of  the  hook-worm 
disease  has  had  a  tendency  to  improve  hygienic  conditions.  The  mills 
have  had  abundant  labor.  But  very  few  of  the  mills  in  this  State 
were  forced  to  run  "short  time"  in  the  spring  on  account  of  the  bad 
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market  conditions  then  generally  prevalent.     The  new  lo-hour  law 
seems  to  be  working  most  satisfactorily. 

REGISTRATION  OF  BIRTHS  NEEDED. 

If  there  is  to  be  a  proper  enforcement  of  the  child  labor  law,  a  law 
requiring  a  proper  registration  of  births  and  deaths  is,  as  has  been 
said  in  preceding  reports,  an  absolute  necessity.  The  damage 
resulting  from  the  absence  of  such  a  law  from  the  statute  books  is 
incalculable. 

FACTORY  INSPECTION. 

Elsewhere  in  this  report  the  subject  of  factory  inspection  by  the 
State  is  dealt  with,  and  attention  is  called  to  the  recommendation 
made  in  regard  to  this  important  matter. 

1908  INCREASES  AND  PROPOSED  ENLARGEMENTS.

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So  far  as  the  reports  have  been  received  an  actual  increase  of 
10,000  spindles  has  been  made  in  the  above  mills. 

The  latest  new  mill  to  be  established  is  the  Rikard  Knitting  Mill, 
of  Leesville,  Lexington  County,  with  a  capital  of  $10,000. 

Among  the  textile  developments  and  improvements,  enlargements, 
etc.,  proposed  for  the  year  1908  (prepared  on  Aug.  31)  are  the  fol- 
lowing : 

Newberry  Cotton  Mills  proposes  increase  from  28,000  to  38,000 
spindles,  and  from  900  looms  to  1,200  looms. 

Aragon  Mills,  of  York — proposed  to  double  plant  during  year, 
which  would  mean  20,480  spindles  and  560  looms. 

Darlington — Proposed  new  mill  of  10,000  spindles  and  300  looms. 

Pendleton  Cotton  Mills — Proposed  increase  of  spindles  from  3,136 
to  11,000. 

Cheraw  Cotton  Mills,  Chesterfield  County — Proposed  new  mill  of 
10,000  spindles  and  300  looms. 

Calhoun  Mills,  Calhoun  Falls — Proposed  increase  from  16,000  to 
25,000  spindles  and  from  400  looms  to  600  looms. 

Lockhart  Mills — Proposed  increase  of  3,00a  horsepower  of  water- 
power.

Blacksburg — Blacksburg  Mills,  organized  in  1907  with  $250,000 
capital,  almost  ready  to  start  with  5,000  spindles  and  128  looms,  and 
700  operatives. 

IT^BSTIGATION  OF  CONDITIONS. 

The  United  States  Bureau  of  Labor,  early  in  the  year,  sent  a  corps 
of  special  investigators  into  this  State  under  the  direction  of  Mr. 
Walter  B.  Palmer,  Special  Agent,  to  make  a  thorough  investigation 
of  all  possible  phases  of  labor  conditions  in  the  textile  plants  of  the 
State.  These  investigators  were  freely  given  by  the  State  Depart- 
ment all  assistance  possible  in  the  prosecution  of  their  labors,  and 
they  were  courteously  received  by  mill  officials  throughout  the  State. 
The  results  of  this  investigation  have  not  yet  been  published.

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WATER  POWER. 

The  potentiality  and  value  of  the  immense  water  power  possessed 
by  this  State  can  scarcely  be  realized  and  the  development  has  but 
just  been  entered  upon.  What  is  said  in  the  section  of  this  report 
dealing  with  the  great  floods  in  the  streams  possessing  these  water 
powers  clearly  indicates  the  constant  menace  to  which  they  are  sub- 
jected, and  explains  the  earnest  advocacy  by  this  Department  of  the 
proposed  Appalachian  Forestry  Reserve  measure. 

In  the  Handbook  of  South  Carolina  it. is  approximately  estimated 
that  3PO,poo  horsepower  is  available  on  the  streams  of  the  State  for 
practical  development,  of  which  about  125,000  has  been  developed, 
though  ^not  all  utilized,  leaving  175,00  still  available. 

During  1908  there  has  been  issued  a  carefully  prepared  statement, 
showing  the  estimated  minimum  horsepower  of  the  three  great  water 
courses  that  come  down  from  the  Appalachian  mountains.  It  is  as 
follows :

This  estimate  does  not  deal  fully  with  such  streams  as  the  Con- 
garee  or  take  into  consideration  potentialities  of  streams  of  less  than 
500  horsepower.  It  merely  suggests  the  available  power  to  be 
.derived  imder  a  proper  scheme  of  conservation  at  the  sources,  insur- 
ing regularity  of  flow. 

The  development  of  water  powers  for  economic  purposes  has 
materially  advanced  during  the  year. 

The  developed  power  is  driving  machinery  in  dozens  of  great 
cotton  mills,  contributing  to  make  this  the  second  cotton  manufactur- 
ing State  of  the  Union ;  it  is  furnishing  the  power  for  street  railways 
and  the  light  for  towns  and  cities.  Because  of  the  available  water 
powers,  an  extensive  system  of  inter-urban  electric  railways  is  now 
being  surveyed.  The  possibilities  of  manufacturing  development 
with  this  cheap  power  arc  unlimited.  The  cost  of  development  is  so 
low  that  power  can  be  sold  profitably  as  cheap  as  anywhere  in  the 
United  St^ttes. 
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There  have  been  several  valuable  developments  of  water  powers 
during  the  year. 

The  Reedy  River  Power  Q).,  of  Laurens,  has  put  in  operation  its 
new  water  power  electric  plant,  furnishing  2,000  horsepower  for  light- 
ing and  manufacturing.  There  is  a  demand  for  all  the  power,  and 
the  company  is  supplying  200  horsepower  to  the  city  of  Laurens  on 
a  lo-year  contract. 

The  Southern  Power  Company  has  completed  arrangements 
for  the  development  of  another  of  its  Water  power  properties  in 
this  State.  It  has  awarded  the  contract  for  the  construc- 
tion of  the  dam  and  power  house  at  Ninety-Nine  Islands,  on  Broad 
River,  seven  miles  from  Blacksburg.  About  20,000  horsepower  will 
be  developed  for  transmission  by  electricity  to  manufacturing  and 
lighting  plants,  and  it  is  understood  this  development  will  increase 
the  company's  total  available  horsepower  to  110,000.  The  Ninety- 
nine  Islands  dam  will  be  1,100  feet  long  and  90  feet  high,  containing 
170,000  cubic  yards  of  masonry— concrete  and  nibble.  The  construc- 
tion contract  inr>lves  about  $650,000,  and  is  to  be  completed  within 
15  months.  In  a\varding  this  contract  the  Southern  Power  Company 
takes  another  step  forward  in  its  extensive  plans  for  furnishing  elec- 
tricity generated  by  water  powers  in  the  Carolinas. 

BANKING. 

The  briefest  summary  shows  a  healthy  condition  as  to  banking  in 
the  State.

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MANUFACTURING  BNTBRPRISBS. 

Many  new  enterprises  have  been  inaugurated  during  the  year, 
such  as  a  plow,  stock  and  implement  company  at  Clio,  mining  com- 
panies at  Greenville  and  Union,  a  paper  box  concern  at  Charleston, 
etc.  There  have  been  a  large  number  of  new  ginneries  and  steam 
laundries  started.  A  cigar  box  manufacturing  company  has  been 
established  in  Charleston,  a  brick  plant  at  Kinard's,  cotton  ware- 
houses have  been  built  in  many  portions  of  the  State;  a  brick  tile 
manufacturing  company  has  been  started  in  Laurens,  the  Pacolet 
Mining  Company  has  been  formed  at  Gaffney,  for  the  purpose  of 
gold  mining  in  that  vicinity,  a  mattress  and  broom  factory  has  been 
started  at  Kershaw,  a  basket  and  box  factory  at  Darlington,  a  large 
fruit  cannery  in  connection  with  the  Palmetto  Farms  in  Aiken,  a  tin 
shingle  plant  at  Anderson,  a  box  and  crate  factory  at  North  Augusta, 
and  the  Claussen  Gold  Mining  Company  at  Fort  Mill,  with  $100,000 
capital,  has  been  formed  to  conduct  gold  mining  near  Fort  Mill. 
Another  important  enterprise  started  during  the  year  is  that  of  the . 
Clay  Products  Manufacturing  Company  of  East  Liverpool,  Ohio, 
which  company  has  purchased  160  acres  of  kaolin  land  in  Aiken 
County  and  proposes  to  manufacture  brick,  sewer  pipe,  terra  cotta, 
and  plain  and  ornamental  chinaware. 

UTILIZING  PINE  STUMPS. 

At  present  negotiations  are  pending  with  parties  from  the  West 
for  the  utilization  of  some  20,000  acres  of  pine  stump  land  in  the 
State  for  the  purpose  of  utilizing  the  stumps  in  the  manufacture  of 
turpentine,  pine,  oil,  etc. 

PUBUC  IMPROVEMENTS. 

Throughout  the  State  the  year  1908  has  witnessed  wonderful  head- 
way in  the  matter  of  municipal  improvements.  Nearly  all  of  the 
towns  of  any  size  are  putting  in  concrete  paving  and  sewerage  sys- 
tems, water  works  plants  and  gas  works.  The  city  of  Anderson  is 
constructing  a  complete  gas  plant ;  Chester  is  putting  in  new  water 
works  and  cement  pavements.  Laurens  is  paving  her  streets ;  street 
paving  has  made  wonderful  headway  at  Union ;  Abbeville  is  building 
a  new  city  hall  at  a  cost  of  $60,000 ;  Darlington  is  putting  in  a  sewer- 
age plant ;  Beaufort  is  putting  in  a  plant  for  water  works  and  lights 
and  is  constructing  a  new  city  hall ;  Greenville  is  getting  a  new  tele- 
phone equipment  at  a  cost  of  $100,000,  with  wires  underground; 
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work  is  about  to  begin  on  Sumter's  new  postoffice;  Greenwood  is 
spending  $50,000  on  street  paving,  and  extensive  paving  contracts 
have  been  awarded  in  both  Columbia  and  Charleston ;  the  new  United 
States  Courthouse  is  being  constructed  in  Greenville;  Yorkville  is 
putting  in  a  telephone  exchange  connecting  the  county  seat  with  the 
town  of  Clover ;  Yorkville  is  also  putting  in  a  sewerage  system ;  and 
new  courthouses  are  being  constructed  in  Manning  and  St.  Mat- 
thews. 

Among  other  improvements  not  strictly  municipal  may  be  men- 
tioned the  Nurses'  Home  at  Charleston,  the  improvements  costing 
$15,000,  and  a  $40,000  addition  to  the  Hotel  Jerome  at  Columbia.  A 
new  hotel  has  been  constructed  at  Chick  Springs  at  a  cost  of  $50,000, 
and  at  several  other  points  in  the  State  new  hotels  are  under  con- 
struction. Greenville  is  to  have  a  handsome  new  hostelry.  Large 
tobacco  warehouses  are  being  constructed  at  Marion  and  Manning. 
The  United  States  Government  has  awarded  the  contract  for  the 
construction  of  the  new  navy  yard  pier  at  Charleston  at  a  cost  of 
$81,000. 

V -THE  STATE  EXHIBIT. 

In  the  general  introduction  to  this  report  attention  has  been  called 
to  the  great  need  for  constant  access  by  the  Department  to  the  State 
Exhibit  property.  As  long  as  this  property  was  under  the  super- 
vision and  control  of  the  Department  it  was  used  to  immense  advan- 
tage with  prospective  investors  visiting  the  office.  Such  an  exhibit, 
accessible  at  all  times  to  visitors,  and  from  which  from  time  to  time 
selected  specimens  and  exhibits  could  be  sent  to  notable  conventions 
along  with  those  from  other  States,  is  one  of  the  necessities  at  this 
time.  In  calling  attention  to  this  matter  and  making  the  recommen- 
dations, elsewhere  herein,  in  regard  to  the  supervision  of  the  exhibit 
property,  which  is  still  stored  in  the  old  dispensary  buildings  just  as 
it  was  returned  from  the  Jamestown  Exposition,  this  Department 
does  not  do  so  in  any  spirit  of  antagonism  to  the  State  Agricultural 
and  Mechanical  Society.  As  things  are,  however,  this  extremely 
valuable  property  is  worse  than  useless  to  the  State  or  the  society, 
and  the  very  purpose  that  this  Department  had  in  view  in  assembling 
most  of  the  material — a  purpose  vital  to  the  successful  conduct  of  the 
Department's  work — is  being  defeated. 
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VI.-IN  THE  MINERAL  FIELD. 

The  year  1908  has  been  one  of  substantial  advancement  in  the 
mineral  field.  The  State's  valuable  mineral  resources  have  been 
merely  scratched  on  the  surface,  but  just  at  this  time  more  attention 
is  being  given  to  these  resources  than  ever  before.  The  mineral 
production  of  the  State  has  only  been  slightly  increased,  aggregating 
in  value  about  $2,500,000,  being  approximately  the  figures  given  in 
my  last  annual  report. 

During  the  year  several  new  mining  propositions  have  been  under- 
taken in  the  Piedmont  country,  which  give  promise  of  good  results. 

At  the  present  time  the  Department  is  earnestly  engaged  in  an 
effort  ^to  assist  in  bringing  from  Scotland  a  number  of  granite 
"firms" — cutters  who  take  contracts,  operate  with  their  own  capital 
and  tools,  using  the  rough  stone  from  our  quarries.  Several  such 
have  already  been  located  near  the  quarries  of  the  Winnsboro  Gran- 
ite Corporation,  and  considerable  development  in  this  direction  is 
expected  during  the  winter,  some  of  the  firms  preparing  already  to 
not  only  move  to  South  Carolina  from  Aberdeen  and  vicinity,  but  to 
bring  their  equipment  of  machinery  with  them. 

During  last  winter,  through  the  influence  and  assistance  given  by 
this  Department  a  Vermont  quarryman  of  means  came  to  South 
Carolina  and  undertook  the  development  of  the  Heath  quarries  in 
Lancastef  County.  He  has  brought  a  number  of  ekpert  cutters  to 
the  State  during  the  year,  having  moved  here  himself  with  his  en- 
tire family,  and  is  already  conducting  a  rapidly  growing  business. 

During  the  summer,  with  the  president  of  the  College  for  Women 
of  Columbia,  the  matter  of  the  utilization  of  our  clays  for  art  pot- 
tery work  was  taken  up  and  every  assistance  given  by  the  Department  * 
to  bring  about  the  starting  of  this  new  industry.  The  Department's 
connections  with  the  users  of  these  clays  for  similar  purposes  in  the 
East  were  utilized,  with  the  result  that,  as  this  is  written,  a  complete 
line  of  work  for  the  young  women  of  the  college  is  being  established. 
Some  of  the  experiments  have  beeri  eminently  successful  and  the 
work  done  has  been  of  high  character. 

During  the  past  year  the  phosphate  rock  output  was  257,221  long 
tons. 

During  the  spring  of  this  year  a  fine  deposit  of  shale,  suitable  for 
the  manufacture  of  vitrified  brick  was  discovered  on  the  Broad  River 
some  miles  north  of  Columbia,  the  deposit  being  apparently  in  inex- 
haustible quantity.     Tests  were  made  of  this  material  by  the  experts 
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of  the  United  States  Public  Roads  Office  in  Washington,  and  the 
report  of  Director  Page,  of  the  office  of  Public  Roads,  contains  the 
following  statement:  "The  compressive  strength  is  the  highest  of 
any  bricks  yet  tested  in  this  laboratory."  A  company  has  already 
been  organized  with  $200,000  capital  for  the  construction  of  a  large 
brick  plant  on  the  property  to  manufacture  the  material  extensively 
for  commercial  purposes. 

VII —FEDERAL  AGRICULTURAL  WORK  IN  SOUTH 

CAROLINA, 

Elsewhere  in  this  report  in  a  general  way  the  extensive  work  in 
South  Carolina  that  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture 
through  its  various  bureaus  and  divisions  has  been  referred  to.  In 
the  conduct  of  all  these  various  branches  of  work  your  State  Depart- 
ment has  from  the  first  given  the  closest  co-operation,  having,  indeed, 
been  directly  responsible  for  the  securing  of  several  of  the  lines  of 
work  that  are  being  prosecuted  this  year  with  so  much  vigor.  It 
has  been  a  settled  policy  of  the  Department  to  ask  the  Federal  Depart- 
ment to  enter  this  State  in  any  line  which  seems  to  be  needed,  and  to 
offer  the  fullest  co-operation  on  the  part  of  the  State.  In  many  in- 
stances, through  information  already  gathered  and  through  the  advice 
that  the  State  Department  has  been  able  to  furnish  readily,  the  Fed- 
eral field  workers  have  been  enabled  to  save  much  valuable  time  and 
to  advance  their  operations  far  more  rapidly  than  they  could  possibly 
have  done  otherwise,  even  had  they  entered  South  Carolina  unsought. 

In  view  of  the  close  connection  of  your  Department  with  all  these 
varied  lines  of  agricultural  endeavor  in  this  report,  a  departure  in 
State  agricultural  reports  is  made.  I  determined  to  ask  the  Federal 
authorities  to  have  prepared  for  this  report  summaries  of  the  work 
the  several  bureaus  were  doing  in  South  Carolina,  the  chief  object 
being  to  acquaint  our  own  people  with  what  the  National  Department 
is  doing  in  their  State  in  colaboration  with  the  State  Department. 
The  Federal  authorities  readily  acceded  to  my  request  and  herewith 
are  presented  several  of  the  reports  filed,  all  of  which  will  doubtless 
prove  instructive  and  valuable, 

FARM  DEMONSTRATION  WORK. 

In  my  last  annual  report  I  said :  "It  was  owing  to  the  work  of  this 
Department,  assisted  by  State  Superintendent  of  Education  Martin, 
that  Dr.  S.  A.  Knapp,  that  distinguished  pioneer  in  the  work  of  mak- 
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ing  two  blades  of  grass  grow  where  one  grew  before,  came  to  this 
State*  in  the  sunnmer  of  1907  and  studied  the  conditions,  with  the 
result  that  he  sent  Dr.  Barrow  here,  and  immediately  undertook  the 
establishment  of  Farm  Demonstration  work,  as  provided  for  by  the 
United  States  Government,  in  this  State.  Dr.  Barrow  spent  much 
time  in  the  office,  and  upon  recommendations  made  by  the  office  most 
of  his  appointees  were  named.  Dr.  Knapp  became  greatly  interested 
in  South  Carolina's  wide-awake  way  of  doing  things,  and  before 
leaving  the  State  announced  that  he  would  do  what  he  has  since 
done.  Your  Commissioner  accompanied  him  on  his  tour  of  the 
State." 

The  development  of  the  work  has  been  beyond  expectations,  and 
the  results  of  extreme  value  to  the  State.  Dr.  Barrow  is  now  the 
head  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  at  Clemson  College  and  has 
been  succeeded  by  Mr.  Ira  Williams,  an  exceedingly  competent  and 
active  worker.  The  report  on  this  work  speaks  for  itself  and  is  as 
follows :

LOCATION.— The  Demonstration  Work  in  South  Carolina  was 
begun  in  November,  1907,  and  we  now  attach  a  map  showing  the 
approximate  location  of  the  demonstration  farms  which  have  been 
established  and  visited  regularly  in  the  past  year. 

AGENTS. — During  the  season  fifteen  men  were  employed  as  dis- 
trict and  local  agents.  Two  district  agents  and  one  local  agent,  J. 
P.  Campbell,  J.  M.  Jenkins,  and  W.  R.  Elliott,  worked  the  entire 
year  and  traveled  extensively,  going  into  all  parts  of  the  State.  Five 
local  agents  worked  seven  months  of  the  year,  giving  their  entire 
time,  and  working  thoroughly  their  respective  counties.  These  were : 
J.'  B;  Tinsley,  J.  W.  Rothrock,  L.  C.  Chappell,  H.  H.  Abrams,  and 
T.  J.  Cunningham. 
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RESULTS. — ^At  a  meeting  held  in  Columbia,  South  Carolina, 
October  26th  to  27th,  all  the  agents  gave  a  report  of  the  demonstra- 
tion work  in  their  respective  counties. 

The  number  of  demonstration  farms  conducted  this  year  ranged 
from  40  to  100  for  each  agent,  with  quite  a  varied  number  of  co-oper- 
ators, the  total  being  about  600  demonstration  farms  and  about  500 
co-operating  farms. 

In  the  meeting  each  agent  made  a  report  of  the  farms  he  con- 
ducted. Almost  without  exception,  better  stands  of  com  and  cotton 
were  secured  on  the  demonstration  farms  for  the  simple  reason  that 
a  better  preparation  of  the  seed  bed  and  better  seed  were  obtained. 
This,  together  with  intensive  cultivation,  caused  the  demonstration 
farms  to  better  withstand  the  summer  drouth  and  gave  from  10  per 
cent,  to  100  per  cent,  larger  yields  than  the  farms  where  ordinary 
methods  have  been  applied. 

One  agent  reported  46  bushels  of  corn  per  acre  on  the  demonstra- 
tion farm,  while*  the  average  on  the  rest  of  the  field  was  14  bushels 
per  acre.  Another  agent  reported  1,600  pounds  of  seed  cotton  per 
acre  on  the  demonstration  farm,  while  on  same  land  with  the  same 
amount  of  fertilizer,  the  farmer  made  only  800  pounds  under  his 
own  methods.  Another  agent  reported  the  smallest  yield  of  corn 
among  his  demonstrations  to  be  23  bushels,  while  the  ordinary 
methods  produced  not  over  18  bushels  in  any  instance.  Fifty  to  one 
hundred  bushels  of  com  was  not  uncommon  amcmg  the  demon- 
strators, and  the  average  yield  of  cotton  was  from  one  to  two  bales 
per  acre.

SCHOOL  OF  INSTRUCTION.— Aside  from  the  regular  work 
on  the  demonstration  farms,  more  than  100  Schools  of  Instructi<m 
were  held  over  the  State  this  year,  in  which  the  agents  gathered 
together  the  farmers  of  the  counties  and  talked  to  them  c«i  the 
preparation  of  the  soil,  the  uses  of  good  seed,  and  intensive  cultiva- 
tion. They  have  also  been  called  upon  to  speak  at  different  public 
meetings,  Farmers'  Union  meetings,  the  Farmers'  Institutes,  and 
various  associations. 

It  is  safe  to  say  that  the  local  agents  have  this  fall  succeeded  in 
getting  ten  farmers  to  select  seed  for  next  spring's  planting,  make  a 
fall  preparation  of  the  soil,  and  add  a  winter  cover  crop  where  only 
one  farmer  was  accustomed  to  this  before.  Some  agents  report  that 
fifty  times  as  many  farmers  have  adopted  this  method. 

Another  pressing  need  is  the  use  of  better  farm  machinery  and 
more  stock,  which  the  agents  are  advocating  with  splendid  results. 

Statistics  gathered  from  the  Commissioner  of  Agriculture,  mer- 
chants, and  a  number  of  farmers  from  eacli  county,  show  that  only 
about  two-thirds  of  the  hay,  grain  and  pork  consumed  in  each  county 
is  raised  by  the  farmers  themselves.  Our  agents  have  taken  advan- 
tage of  the  situation,  and  are  constantly  urging  the  farmers  to  grow 
more  home  supplies. 

We  have  been  rewarded  already,  and  it  is  surprising  to  note  the 
number  of  fanners  who  are  now,  for  the  first  time,  growing  other 
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crops  than  corn  and  cotton.  Mr.  Elliott,  of  Fairfield  county,  esti- 
mates that  at  least  one  hundred  of  his  men  have  this  year  seeded 
vetch  and  crimson  clover  for  the  first  time.  Equally  as  good  reports 
are  coming  in  from  other  sections  of  the  State. 

CO-OPERATION.— The  hearty  co-operation  of  the  State  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture  has  been  largely  responsible  for  the  success  of 
the  demonstration  work  in  this  State.  Mr.  Watson  has  not  only 
helped  to  make  the  work  a  success,  but  has  advertised  it  in  such  a 
way  as  to  create  a  demand  for  the  work,  which,  together  with  his  own 
personal  eflFort,  has  brought  about  an  increase  in  the  appropriation, 
since  its  introduction  one  year  ago,  from  $8,000  to  $13,000.  It  is  very 
important  that  this  co-operation  be  continued  for  the  future  success 
and  continuation  of  the  work  in  the  State.  Its  continuance,  and,  if 
possible,  some  direct  contribution  by  the  State,  would  go  a  Icmg  way 
towards  doubling  the  national  aid  at  no  far  distant  date. 

We  have  had  also  the  hearty  co-operation  of  the  agricultural 
schools  and  experiment  stations,  business  men  and  Farmers'  UnicHi, 
and  have  helped  in  establishing  quite  a  number  of  farmers'  organi- 
zations. 

At  a  recent  meeting  of  the  agents  in  Columbia,  South  Carolina,  the 
following  men  were  present  and  gave  us  much  encouragement: 

Congressman  A.  F.  Lever,  State  Agricultural  Commissioner  E.  J. 
Watson,  President  of  the  Farmers'  Union  B.  Harris,  Frank  Parrott, 
editor  of  the  Farmers'  Union  Sun ;  Ben  F.  Taylor,  president  of  the 
Columbia  Chamber  of  Commerce,  and  F.  H.  Weston,  chairman  of  the 
Committee  on  Agriculture  of  the  South  Carolina  Senate. 

Congressman  Lever  distributed  to  the  demonstrators  several  bush- 
els of  vetch  for  a  winter  cover  crop  this  fall,  and  the  Commissioner 
of  Agriculture,  Mr.  Watson,  presented  us  with  quite  a  good  lot  of 
improved  cotton  seeds  for  planting  purposes  last  spring.  The  editor 
of  the  Farmers'  Union  Sun  furnished  an  office  for  the  demonstra- 
tion agent  at  Columbia,  South  Carolina.  President  B.  Harris,  of  the 
Farmers'  Union,  has  offered  his  services  any  time  we  have  need  of 
them. 

Perhaps  the  most  beneficial  meeting  during  the  entire  year  was 
that  held  at  Sumter,  South  Carolina,  on  May  8th.  There  were  pres- 
ent about  five  hundred  business  men  and  five  hundred  farmers.  Scc- 
cretary  Wilson,  Doctor  Galloway,  Chairman  Scott,  and  Mr.  Lever, 
of  the  Agricultural  Committee  of  Congress,  were  the  speakers  of 
the  day.    The  demonstration  agents  were  considerably  benefited  at 
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this  meeting  and  haye  been  very  enthusiastic  in  the  work  ever 
since. 

This  meeting  also  did  more  to  advertise  the  demonstration  work 
in  the  State  than,  perhaps,  anything  else  we  have  done,  and  we  are 
constantly  receiving  requests  from  farmers  in  every  section  of  the 
State  to  extend  the  work  into  their  locality. 

The  requests  were  so  great,  in  fact,  that  Dr.  Knapp  had  to  secure  a 
second  donation  of  funds  for  the  extension  of  the  work  in  1909. 

SOURCE  OF  MAINTENANCE  AND  COST.— The  General 
Educational  Board  made  an  appropriation  of  $10,000  for  the  work 
in  1908,  but  so  many  calls  have  come  for  its  extension  that  an  addi- 
tional $3,000  was  appropriated  at  a  recent  meeting.  With  this 
amount  the  following  counties  will  be  worked  and  agents  are  now 
being  appointed :

now  ONE  FAIRF'IELD  FARMER  GETS  HIS  HAY  FROM  THE  WEST. 


HOW  HIS  NKIGHHOR  GKTS  IT  IX  IWIS  AFTER  FARM  DEMONSTRATION. 
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CLIPPING  FROM  FARMERS'  UNION  SUN— "THE  DEM- 
ONSTRATION WORK."— "Commissioner  Watson,  of  South  Car- 
olina,  says :  1  deem  the  Farmers'  Co-operative  Demonstration  Work 
second  only  in  value  to  the  rural  mail  delivery  system  to  the  South 
Carolina  farmers. 

"  'I  am  proud  of  the  fact  that  in  one  year's  time  I  have  succeeded 
in  getting  about  1,500  demonstration  farms  established  in  South 
Carolina  under  the  direction  of  the  man  who  has  just  been  elected 
professor  of  agriculture  at  Qemson  College. 

"  'What  does  this  mean  ?  It  means  the  education  of  the  farmers 
along  lines  that  they  have  not  thought  of.  It  is  to  acquaint  the 
local  farmer  with  his  own  opportunities ;  if  he  doesn't  want  to  learn, 
it  is  his  own  fault  and  his  own  loss. 

"  This  kind  of  work  in  Canada — and  J  saw  the  results  with  my 
own  eyes  in  June  this  year — has  metamorphosed  forty  thousand 
farmers  who  had  practically  no  experience  and  no  education  in 
skilled  farming — ^men  who  are  accomplishing  results  that  should  put 
us  to  deep  shame.  It  would  be  a  revelation  to  South  Carolinians  to 
see  what  these  men  are  doing.  Is  it  any  wonder,  in  view  of  these 
conditions,  that  65,000  Americans  have  gone  over  into  Canada  this 
year  and  availed  themselves  of  the  160  acres  of  land  each  that  the 
Dominion  is  giving  free  to  each  bona  fide  applicant? 

"  *I  believe  that  if  you  want  anything  from  Uncle  Sam,  you  have 
to  ask  for  it ;  and  we  are  getting  more  and  more  from  the  Department 
of  Agriculture  for  this  little  State  of  South  Carolina  than  any  other 
State  in  the  Union,  small  as  she  is. 

"  *By  watching,  asking,  receiving  and  working,  we  have,  in  one 
year's  time,  with  practically  the  same  acreage,  increased  the  com 
production  of  South  Carolina  by  6,000,000  bushels,  and  this  year, 
despite  the  flood,  the  increase  will  be  possibly  as  large.'  " 

THE  BUREAU  OF  PLANT  INDUSTRY. 

In  furnishing  the  report  of  the  investigations  of  the  Bureau  of 
Plant  Industry  in  South  Carolina,  the  chief  of  the  bureau.  Dr.  B.  Ti 
Galloway,  writes  me : 

"Dear  Mr.  Watson :  I  have  before  me  your  favor  of  November 
28,  asking  for  a  report  on  the  work  which  this  bureau  has  been 
doing  in  South  Carolina  for  incorporation  in  your  annual  report. 
I  think  the  plan  an  excellent  one  and  likely  to  prove  mutually  bene- 
ficial.   It  is  our  desire  to  at  all  times  keep  in  close  touch  with  the 
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State  authorities  and  co-operate  wherever  possible.  I  have  there- 
fore had  a  brief  report  prepared  of  the  work  we  are  doing  in  South 
Carolina,  with  the  exception  of  the  work  being  carried  on  by  Dr. 
Knapp  and  Prof.  Spillman,  reports  of  which  you  have  already 
received,  and  inclose  same  herewith.  I  have  not  mentioned  tobacco, 
as  we  are  not  doing  any  particular  work  on  that  crop  in  your  State 
at  the  present  time.' 
The  report  follows : 

IMPROVEMENT  OF  COTTON  BY  BREEDING  AND  SE- 
LECTION.— The  Bureau  of  Plant  Industry  has  been  conducting 
important  cotton  investigations  in  South  Carolina  for  several  years. 
One  phase  of  the  work  has  been  the  improvement  of  cotton  by 
breeding  and  selection.  This  work  has  been  in  direct  charge  of  Mr. 
E.  B.  Boykin,  who  has  had  breeding  plots  at  Lamar  and  Columbia, 
where  several  valuable  varieties  of  early  cotton  have  been  developed, 
viz :  the  Keenan,  the  Pride  of  Georgia,  and  improved  strains  of  the 
Sistrunk  and  Hawkins,  which  are  proving  well  adapted  to  South 
Carolina  conditions.  Some  of  these  varieties  are  being  distributed 
this  year  in  the  Congressional  cotton  seed  distribution. 

In  addition  to  the  breeding  work  on  the  experimental  plots,  Mr. 
Boykin  has  induced  a  number  of  farmers  in  different  parts  of  the 
State  to  begin  selections  of  their  own,  and  he  has  recently  established 
some  breeding  plots  in  the  Sevetith  Congressional  District  not  far 
from  Sumter.  The  National  Department  of  Agriculture  is  expending 
annually  in  this  work  between  four  and  five  thousand  dollars. 

BREEDING  DISEASE-RESISTANT  COTTON  AND  COW- 
PEAS. — ^Another  phase  of  the  cotton  work  has  been  the  develop- 
ment of  disease-resistant  strains  of  upland  cotton  under  the  direc- 
tion of  Mr.  W.  A.  Orton.  Experiments  with  the  object  of  develop- 
ing a  wilt-resistant  strain  of  this  cotton  were  begun  nine  years  ago 
at  Lamar  and  have  been  continuously  prosecuted  at  various  points  in 
South  Carolina  since  that  date.  The  wilt-disease  makes  it  impossi- 
ble to  grow  cotton  on  many  thousands  of  acres  of  the  sandy  lands  in 
the  coastal  plains  region.  As  a  result  of  this  work,  two  varieties  of 
upland  cotton  have  been  developed  which  are  fully  resistant  to  the 
wilt.  These  are  now  being  grown  very  widely  in  the  South  and 
several  hundred  bushels  of  specially  grown  seed  are  distributed  each 
year  through  Senators  and  Representatives  in  Congress.  This  woik 
is  being  made  use  of  in  connection  with  the  Farmers'  Co-operative 
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Demonstration  Work  under  Dr.  Knapp.  Personal  visits  to  farmers 
who  have  received  seed  have  shown  that  they  have  been  successful 
in  avoiding  loss  from  wilt  through  the  use  of  the  resistant  varieties, 
with  the  exception  of  a  few  instances  where  the  land  was  infested 
with  a  second  disease  called  root  knot.  Methods  to  control  the  root 
knot  disease  are  also  being  worked  out. 

In  connection  with  this  work  experiments  have  also  been  conducted 
to  develop  cowpeas  resistant  to  these  diseases.  This  work  has 
brought  out  the  fact  that  large  areas  of  the  sandy  lands  of  South 
Carolina  are  subject  to  root  knot  infection,  and  that  the  disease  is  in 
many  cases  propagated  by  the  use  of  ordinary  cowpeas  used  in  rota- 
tions, further  that  it  may  be  controlled  by  a  rotation  of  non-suscepti- 
ble crops,  such  as  corn,  small  grains,  velvet  beans,  and  the  iron  cow- 
pea,  a  variety  shown  by  our  work  to  be  immune  to  both  wilt  and 
root  knot. 

The  work  on  root  knot  is  also  very  important  in  connection  with 
the  vegetable  growing  industry  of  the  State,  and  there  is  need  for  a 
further  campaign  to  convince  farmers  of  the  necessity  for  a  change  in 
their  methods  to  avoid  this  danger. 

In  connection  with  the  work  on  cowpea  diseases  the  nature  and 
means  to  control  several  other  diseases  of  the  cowpea  haye  been 
worked  out  and  some  promising  new  varieties  developed  which  are 
resistant  to  wilt  and  root  knot. 

Elxperiments  are  also  under  way  to  work  out  the  life  history  of 
cotton  anthracnose,  its  relation  to  seed  infection  and  other  diseases, 
and  to  demonstrate  practical  methods  of  control.  This  project  will 
require  considerable  time  for  its  completion. 

BREEDING  WILT-RESISTANT  WATERMELONS.— This 
work  has  been  in  progress  at  Monetta,  S.  C,  since  1900  and  has  had 
for  its  object  the  development  of  a  variety  of  watermelon  capable  of 
being  grown  on  wilt-infested  land.  Watermelon  wilt  is  a  disease 
closely  related  to  the  cotton  and  cowpea  wilts,  which  makes  it  impos- 
sible to  grow  melons  with  safety  more  than  once  on  any  sandy  soil. 
A  new  variety  of  watermelon  of  hybrid  origin  has  been  developed  by 
Mr.  W.  A.  Orton,  who  is  in  charge  of  the  work,  and  it  appears  that 
he  has  succeeded  in  securing  wilt-resistance  coupled  with  first-class 
shipping  qualities  and  a  product  ranking  in  flavor  with  the  best  of 
the  present  shipping  varieties. 
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PECAN  SCAB  INVESTIGATIONS.— Work  has  recently  been 
begun  to  find  out  a  remedy  for  this  disease  by  Mr.  M.  B.  Waite  at 
Orangeburg,  but  the  work  has  not  advanced  sufficiently  to  report 
any  results. 

DRUG  PLANT  INVESTIGATIONS.--For  several  years  the 
department  has  expended  annually  between  $2,000  and  $3,000  in  an 
investigation  of  the  possibilities  in  drug  plant  cultivation  in  South 
Carolina.  These  experiments  are  being  carried  on  at  present  in 
co-operation  with  Mr.  J.  W.  McCown  at  Florence,  and  Mr.  E.  Cot- 
tingham  at  Ebenezer.  The  plants  under  investigation  are  paprika 
and  cayenne  peppers,  Castor  beans,  Cascara  Sagrada,  and  a  number 
of  other  drug  plants.  The  main  emphasis  so  far  has  been  laid  on 
the  paprika  pepper  business.  This  year  (1908)  the  crop  of  paprika 
grown  in  connection  with  the  South  Carolina  experiment  totals  about 
20,000  pounds  of  dried  peppers,  which  will  probably  be  marketed 
before  the  close  of  the  year  at  a  price  of  about  1 1  cents  per  pound  to 
prominent  New  York  spice  grinders. 

About  three  tons  of  American  wormseed  have  been  harvested  in  a 
test  carried  on  during  two  seasons,  and  this  material  will  now  be 
marketed. 

a 

The  outlook  for  the  growing  of  cayenne  pepper  to  supply  the 
demand  for  the  dried  and  ground  product  is  very  good  and  this  will 
be  undertaken  on  a  commercial  scale  next  year. 

At  the  present  time  the  indications  are  good  for  the  development 
in  the  country  about  Florence  of  a  small  industry  in  connection  with 
the  red  pepper  business,  and  possibly  also  in  the  cultivation  of  the 
Castor  bean.  It  seems  probable  fr<xn  preliminary  experiments  made 
with  a  number  of  other  drug  plants  which  have  been  grown  there 
that  the  limit  of  possibilities  of  this  section  of  the  country  in  this 
direction  has  not  yet  been  reached,  but  can  profitably  be  made  the 
subject  of  further  investigation. 

TEA  CULTURE  INVESTIGATIONS.— Work  in  South  Caro- 
lina on  the  production  of  tea  as  a  commercial  proposition  has  been 
in  progress  for  a  number  of  years  at  SummerviUe,  and  was  under- 
taken more  recently  at  Rantowles.  At  SummerviUe  the  department 
is  working  in  co-operation  with  Dr.  Charles  U.  Shepard,  the  funds 
applied  to  tea  culture  at  this  point  having  been  greatly  diminished 
during  the  current  fiscal  year  (1908-09),  owing  to  the  fact  that 
there  seems  to  be  a  diminishing  need  for  the  department's  aid  here. 
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Further  efforts  are  now  being  directed  chiefly  toward  devising  new 
types  of  machinery  for  doing  away  with  the  slow  and  expensive  prac- 
tice of  pruning  and  picking  tea  by  hand.  Mr.  Geo.  F.  Mitchell,  sci- 
entific assistant  representing  the  department,  is  stationed  with  Dr. 
Shepard  at  Summerville,  and  besides  aiding  him  in  connection  with 
factory  and  field  management,  has  designed  during  the  present  year, 
and  is  now  perfecting,  a  mechanical  tea  pruner.  Mr.  Mitchell  is  send- 
ing out  tea  plants  to  farmers  in  various  localities  in  the  South  who 
wish  to  undertake  tea  growing  for  home  use,  and  is  fostering  this 
work  by  keeping  in  touch  with  these  growers.  The  total  amount 
which  is  being  expended  by  the  national  department  for  tea  work  in 
South  Carolina  during  the  current  fiscal  year  is  $4,350. 

THE  INTRODUCTION  OF  THE  CULTURE  OF  MATTING 
SEDGE. — Important  work  is  now  being  done  in  South  Carolina  in 
the  introduction  of  the  matting  sedge  culture  as  a  new  farm  crop  on 
the  rice  plantations.  There  have  been  invented  in  New  England 
looms  which  can  weave  a  better  quality  of  floor  matting  than  any 
that  is  now  made  by  hand  in  the  Orient  and  imported  every  year 
to  an  amount  of  over  five  million  dollars'  worth.  For  the  last  three 
years  these  looms  have  been  running  on  raw  material  that  is  im- 
ported from  Japan  and  China,  but  the  obstacles  that  have  been  put 
in  the  way  of  the  export  of  this  straw  from  these  countries  makes  it 
impossible  for  the  manufacturers  to  continue  the  making  of  these 
floor  mattings  unless  the  Carolina  farmers  can  grow  on  their  rice 
plantations  the  straw  for  the  looms.  The  Department  of  Agricul- 
ture has  introduced  from  Japan  and  China  large  quantities  of  the 
young  sedge  plants  and  has  established  a  small  plantation  near 
Charleston.  This  year  the  first  crop  of  straw  was  harvested,  cured 
and  woven  into  the  first  piece  of  all-American  grown  and  made 
matting.  The  quality  of  this  straw  was  as  good  as  anything  that 
has  been  introduced  from  China  or  Japan,  and  the  first  important 
step  in  the  establishment  of  this  industry  has  been  successfully  taken. 
Special  machinery  for  the  splitting  of  the  sedges  has  been  devised  and 
a  mechanical  drier  is  being  constructed  on  which  the  split  sedge  straw 
can  be  dried.  These  are  matters  of  detail  which  must  be  worked  out 
before  the  industry  is  fully  on  its  feet.  There  seems  to  be  no  reason 
why  this  infant  farm  industry,  if  it  is  not  crushed  by  Oriental  com- 
petition, should  not  develop  rapidly  and  through  American  ingenuity 
result  in  a  cheaper  as  well  as   a   superior   floor   covering  for  the 
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masses,  and  give  to  the  rice  planters  of  the  coast  of  the  Carolinas 
another  crop  than  rice. 

RICE  INVESTIGATIONS.— During  the  season  just  past  the 
Bureau  of  Plant  Industry  conducted  experiments  on  rice  in  South 
Carolina  for  the  purpose  of  securing  a  variety,  or  varieties  of  rices 
resistant  to  blast  and  to  determine  the  effect  of  environment  upon 
the  composition  of  rices.  This  work  of  selection  along  with  breeding 
for  resistance  is  undoubtedly  the  only  practical  way  to  fight  the  blast 
which  is  causing  such  heavy  losses  to  planters  along  the  Atlantic 
coast  and  will  be  continued  until  immunity  from  this  disease  is 
established  in  some  strain.  This  work  has  been  done  on  the  Creigh- 
ton  plantation,  on  the  Ponpon  River,  owned  and  managed  by  Mr. 
W.  E.  Haskell,  Jr.,  Jacksonboro,  S.  C. 

PRACTICAL  FARM  MANAGEMENT  WORK.— The  follow- 
ing special  report  of  a  new  class  of  work,  dealing  principally  with 
the  introduction  of  the  winter  legume  crops,  has  been  furnished,  and 
in  connection  with  this  matter  I  may  say  Dr.  Goodrich  has  been  given 
every  assistance  possible  by  the  State  department  in  the  prosecution 
of  his  field  work. 

The  office  of  Farm  Management  Investigations,  of  the  United 
States  Department  of  Agriculture,  in  its  work  in  South  Carolina  is 
endeavoring  to  get  in  close  touch  with  the  farmers  of  the  State  for 
the  purpose  of 

( 1 )  Studying  their  methods ; 

(2)  Finding  out  their  problems  and  solving  them  so  far  as  pos- 
sible ; 

(3)  Advising  with  them  and  assisting  them  in  the  introduction  of 
new  systems  of  cropping  and  better  methods  of  crop  culture;  in 
short,  assisting  them  in  every  way  possible  and  advisable  to  improve 
their  methods  of  farm  management ;  and, 

(4)  Teaching  them  the  fundamental  principles  which  underlie 
successful  farm  practice. 

The  method  of  work  is 

( 1 )  By  personal  visits  to  the  farms ; 

(2)  By  correspondence ; 

(3)  By  sending  out  Farmers'  Bulletins  and  other  literature; 

(4)  By  holding  farmers'  institutes,  and 

(5)  By  using  certain  of  the  more  progressive  and  successful  farms 
of  the  community  for  the  purpose  of  illustration  and  investigation. 
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This  later  line  of  object  lesson  farm  work  has  been  in  progress 
barely  four  months,  having  been  started  during  August.  We  have 
been  more  than  gratified  by  the  cordial  reception  and  hearty  co-oper- 
ation we  have  received  from  the  farmers  over  the  State,  and  also  by 
the  number  of  progressive  farms  that  have  been  offered  for  the 
purpose  of  carrying  on  our  work.  *We  have  selected  several  of 
these  farms  in  various  parts  of  the  State  and  have  the  permission 
of  their  owners  to  use  them  as  object  lessons  and  for  the  purpose  of 
investigation. 

The  following  line  of  work  has  been  planned : 

1.  To  illustrate  the  value  of  winter  cover  crops  and  to  find  the 
best  time  in  the  late  summer  or  early  fall  when  winter  cover  crops 
can  be  sown  in  the  cotton  crop  to  insure :  First,  early  germination ; 
Second,  a  well  developed  root  system  as  a  safeguard  against  winter 
killing;  and.  Third,  the  maximum  amount  of  growth  by  the  time 
necessary  to  turn  them  under  as  green  manure  for  the  succeeding 
crop.  For  this  purpose  bur  clover,  crimson  clover,  red  clover,  and 
the  vetches  will  be  tried. 

2.  In  some  sections  where  certain  legumes  have  never  before  been 
grown  inoculation  of  the  soil  is  necessary.  Experience  has  taught 
that  it  takes  two  or  three  years'  persistent  growing  of  a  crop  in  order 
to  establish  it  under  such  circumstances.  We  wish  to  determine 
whether  it  is  possible  to  so  inoculate  as  to  insure  a  full  crop  the  first 
year.  In  order  to  determine  the  quickest  and  most  effective  method 
of  inoculating  the  soil  crimson  clover  will  be  grown  as  follows : 

(a)  By  using  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  inocula- 
tion. 

(b)  By  using  soil  taken  from  an  old  crimson  clover  field,  in  vary- 
ing amounts  from  500  to  1,000  pounds  per  acre. 

Red  clover  has  been  found  in  various  sections  of  the  South  under 
circumstances  which  would  lead  us  to  believe  that  the  area  in  which 
it  can  be  grown  profitably  is  not  yet  known.  As  a  soil  builder  it  has 
few  equals,  and  as  compared  with  crimson  clover  and  bur  clover,  it 
IS  no  doubt  superior.  This  we  want  to  determine,  and  for  that  reason 
it  will  be  tested  alongside  of  crimson  clover  by  planting  in  the  fall 
or  late  summer  and  inoculating  with  the  United  States  Department 
•of  Agriculture  inoculation  material  as  against  soil  taken  from  an  old 
red  clover  field. 

3.  In  certain  parts  of  South  Carolina,  especially  in  the  best  cotton 
sections,  deep  plowing  has  become  established  and  with  it  a  greater 
use  of  the  commercial   fertilizers  than   was  possible  before  deep 
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plowing  began.  This  high  fertilization  is  very  expensive  and  one  of 
the  most  expensive  ingredients  in  the  fertilizers  is  nitrogen.  We 
believe  that  all  or  nearly  all  the  nitrogenous  materials  necessary  in 
general  farming  can  be  grown  on  the  farm  by  the  proper  use  of 
leguminous  crops  such  as  clovers,  vetches,  etc.  In  order  to  reduce 
the  tremendous  cost  for  confmercial  fertilizers  to  the  farmer  each 
year,  the  value  of  clovers  in  this  respect  will  be  demonstrated.  Bur 
clover  is  perhaps  the  most  easily  established  clover  in  the  South  at 
the  present  time.  Its  habit,  however,  is  such  that  it  does  not  furnish 
as  much  humus  to  the  soil  when  turned  under  as  a  green  manure  as 
some  of  our  other  clovers.  For  this  reason  crimson  clover  will  be 
used  to  plant  in  the  fall  in  the  cotton  and  turn  under  in  the  spring 
about  the  first  of  April.  Along  with  this  red  clover  will  be  used  in 
the  same  way,  as  for  this  purpose  it  is  considered  superior  to  crim- 
son clover,  the  object  being  to  determine  which  is  the  most  valuable 
for  this  purpose  in  the  various  parts  of  the  State.  Along  with  the 
clovers  the  vetches  will  be  used  in  the  same  way.  The  growing  of 
the  clovers  on  the  cotton  lands  will  in  time  not  only  add  a  large  por- 
tion or  all  of  the  nitrogen  necessary,  but  it  will  insure  the  mainte- 
nance of  the  humus  content  of  the  soil. 

4.  Of  late  the  Williamson  method  of  growing  corn  has  been  inter- 
esting the  farmers  of  the  South  and  in  some  sections  this  method 
and  modifications  of  it  have  been  quite  well  established.  Investiga- 
tions will  be  made  in  com  growing  with  this  method  as  compared 
with  other  successful  methods  that  are  now  known,  and  also  to 
determine  how  it  applies  to  various  soil  types. 

5.  One  of  the  great  needs  of  the  South  is,  a  better  knowledge  of 
the  methods  of  crop  rotation,  and  demonstrations  along  this  line  will 
be  established,  the  particular  methods  depending  on  the  needs  of 
the  section  in  which  the  demonstrations  are  located. 

6.  There  is  much  room  for  improvement  in  the  seed  that  is  used  in 
the  South,  both  in  cotton  and  corn,  and  an  effort  will  be  made 
towards  the  general  improvement  of  the  seed  of  both  of  these  crops 
by  seed  selection  and  cross  breeding.  There  are  certain  varieties  that 
are  better  adapted  to  certain  types  of  soil  than  others,  and  an  effort 
will  be  made  to  determine  the  best  variety  suited  to  the  locality,  espe- 
cially looking  towards  a  larger  yield  per  acre.

In  Congressional  District  No.  3  at  Greenwood,  Greenwood  county, 
the  farms  of  Dr.  R.  E.  Mason  and  H.  G.  Hartzog. 

In  Congressional  District  No.  4  the  farm  of  J.  Wade  Anderson  at 
Laurens,  Laurens  county.  At  Union,  Union  coimty,  the  farms  of 
W.  E.  Thompson  and  R.  L.  McNally. 

In  Congressional  District  No.  5  at  Chester,  Chester  county,  the 
farm  of  J.  T.  Cunningham.  At  GaflFney,  Cherokee  county,  the  farms 
of  Mr.  Nathan  Lipscomb,  N.  H.  Littlejohn  and  C.  M.  Smith.  At 
Cheraw,  Chesterfield  county,  C.  F.  Moore. 

In  Congressional  District  No.  6  at  Bennettsville,  Marlboro  county, 
the  farm  of  Mr.  H.  H.  Weston.  At  Marion,  Marion  county,  the  farm 
of  Judge  C.  A.  Woods. 

In  Congressional  District  No.  7  at  Columbia,  the  farms  of  A.  E. 
Gonzales  and  Messrs.  B.  and  T.  Taylor.  At  Congaree,  Richland 
county,  F.  H.  Weston.  At  Sumter  the  farms  of  L.  D.  Jennings,  E. 
C.  Haynsworth,  Eugene  Hogan,  Eugene  Moses  and  G.  W.  Waddill. 

Work  has  been  instituted  on  a  part  of  these  farms  only  as  yet,  and 
will  be  inaugurated  on  the  others  as  soon  as  possible.  Other  farms 
will  be  taken  up  as  soon  as  time*  and  circumstances  will  permit.  The 
work  on  these  farms  this  fall  has  been  directed  particularly  to  the 
planting  of  winter  cover  crops.  The  work  has  been  in  progress  so 
short  a  time  that  as  yet  it  is  hardly  advisable  or  possible  to  publish 
any  definite  results,  although  some  conclusions  have  already  been 
arrived  at  with  reference  to  the  growing  of  these  winter  cover  crops. 

The  office  of  Farm  Management  will  keep  one  man  in  the  State 
constantly  looking  after  this  work.  As  to  the  amount  of  money  to 
be  expended  in  the  State,  it  is  a  little  difficult  to  give  an  accurate 
estimate,  but  it  will  consist  of  the  salary  and  traveling  expenses  of 
this  man,  plus  the  expense  of  the  supervision  of  the  work. 

The  office  of  Farm  Management  desires  to  express  its  gratitude  for 
the  hearty  co-operation  and  valuable  assistance  rendered  by  the 
State  Commissioner  of  Agriculture  Col.  E.  J.  Watson,  and  others, 
in  the  inauguration  of  this  work.

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TEA  EXPERIMENTATION.— The  following  special  report  on 
this  subject  has  been  prepared  and  furnished  by  **the  father  of  Ameri- 
can tea  culture/'  the  owner  of  the  "Pinehurst  Tea  Gardens"  at 
Summerville,  S.  C : 

THE  TEA  EXPERIMENTATION  AT 
"PINEHURST," 
NEAR  SUMMERVILLE,  S.  C 

The  season  of  1908  has  been  remarkable  not  so  much  for  quantity 
as  quality  of  tea  production  at  Pinehurst.  The  quantity  of  output 
from  any  "tea  garden,"  as  is  termed  a  field  of  tea  plants,  depends 
primarily  on  the  degree  to  which  is  carried  the  plucking  of  the  leaf 
from  which  commercial  tea  is  made.  The  young  tea  shoot  generally 
has  at  its  apex  an  unopened  leaf  which  is  called  the  "pekoe-tip" 
(pekoe  means  in  Chinese  "white-hairs,"  referring  to  the  appearance 
of  the  folded  tip  when  dry),  and  following  it  downward  on  the  stem 
are  five  or  more  leaves.  These  names  and  weights  when  freshly 
plucked  are  as  follows,  cMi  a  general  average :

It  appears,  then,  that  the  orange  pekoe  leaf  weighs  twice  as  much 
as  the  tip,  the  pekoe  leaf  almost  twice  as  much  as  the  tip  and  orange 
pekoe;  the  first  Souchong  (corruption  of  Chinese  for  small  or  scarce 
sort)  more  than  all  the  pekoes  together;  the  second  Souchong  almost 
as  much  as  every  leaf  above  it,  and  the  Congous  (corruption  of  Chi- 
nese for  labor  in  rolling)  are  each  as  heavy  as  the  second  Souchong, 
It  takes  50,000  ordinary  pekoe-tips  to  make  a  pound  of  dried  tea,  but 
less  than  4,000  of  the  second  Souchong  or  Congou  leaves.  There- 
fore, the  estimate  of  the  yield  of  an  acre  of  tea  plants  depends  to  a 
considerable  degree  on  the  method  of  plucking,  whether  fine  or 
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coarse,  and  a  comparative  statement  of  the  output  of  different  gar- 
dens should  always  be  accompanied  by  that  of  the  degree  of  plucking. 
A  leaf  or  two  more  from  each  stem  greatly  enhances  the  size  of  the 
crop;  but  as  the  quality  falls  off  from  the  tip  downward,  its  value 
correspondingly  lessens.  The  constituent  principles  which  gives 
intrinsic  value  to  tea  are  contained  in  cells  which  have  to  be  broken 
and  their  contents  spread  and  dried  on  the  leaves  so  that  they  may 
readily  be  taken  into  solution  by  the  hot  water  poured  on  the  dried 
leaf.  These  cells  yield  to  slight  pressure  in  the  young  and  tender 
leaf,  but  are  so  securely  enveloped  in  the  older  leaf  that  they  require 
severe  rolling.  Again,  by  the  economy  of  nature,  the  most  valuable 
and  scarcest  constituents  of  plant  food  and  growth  are  being  con- 
stantly withdrawn  from  the  older  tissue,  to  be  deposited  in  parts  that 
are  younger  and  in  more  rapid  growth,  and  replaced  by  commoner 
and  more  abundant  material.  The  newer,  smaller  leaf  consequently 
contains  more  that  is  valuable  and  in  a  more  accessible  form.  Thus 
the  teas  made  from  the  pekoe  leaves  (to  which  the  Pinehurst  pluck- 
ing is  restricted)  are  more  expensive  to  gather  and  more  valuable 
for  brewing  than  those  from  Souchong,  and  the  latter  than  those 
from  the  Congou  leaves  (Clyclopedia  of  American  Agriculture). 
Again,  the  yield  of  tea  for  the  cropping  season  is  seriously  affected 
by  the  limitations  of  the  plucking  to  the  smallest  leaves,  because  by 
so  doing  there  is  not  the  same  necessity  on  the  part  of  the  plant  to 
throw  out  successive  flushes  in  order  that  it  may  maintain  the 
requisite  surface  of  foliage  in  the  general  equilibrium  of  growth; 
on  the  other  hand,  the  wholesale  stripping  of  almost  every  leaf  from 
the  shoot  in  the  early  summer  gathering,  as  practiced  in  the  far  Ori- 
ent, interferes  with  the  later  production  of  new  shoots  for  the  axis 
of  the  older  ones,  and  although  yielding  an  enormous  plucking, 
reduces  the  number  of  leaf  gathering  to  three  or  four  for  the  season 
in  China  and  Japan,  instead  of  about  twenty  in  India  and  Ceylon. 
At  Pinehurst  the  plants  are  plucked  of  their  fine  leaf  fifteen  to 
twenty  times  during  the  season,  which  extends  from  the  last  of  April 
into  October.  The  quantity  and  quality  of  tea  output  depends  also 
on  the  climate,  i.  e.,  the  temperature  and  rainfall.  The  seven 
months  of  the  leaf  growth  (April  to  October  inclusive)  of  1908, 
afforded  an  average  temperature  of  about  73 J4**  F.,  or  very  nearly 
I**  F.  more  than  the  average  for  the  preceding  nine  years,  but  was 
devoid  of  maximum  temperature  exceeding  96**  F.,  whereas  in  the 
preceding  nine  years  the  average  highest  temperature  was  98**  F., 
and    in    three    years    reached    or    exceeded    100**    F.,    according 
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to  the  Pinehurst  experience,  the  greatest  yield  usually  attends 
the  combination  of  the  highest  temperature  and  the  most 
abundant  rainfall.  The  rainfall  for  eleven  months  (excluding  Dec., 
1908),  has  been  54  inches,  as  compared  with  the  average  total  annual 
precipitation  for  nine  years  of  51  inches.  The  rainfall  for  the  first 
four  months  of  1908  was  22  inches,  or  50  per  cent,  more  than  was 
the  average  for  the  preceding  nine  years.  Hence,  the  ground  was 
unusually  saturated  with  moisture  at  the  beginning  of  the  season  and, 
thanks  for  a  likewise  unusually  high  mean  temperature  for  April 
and  May,  the  conditions  were  unusually  favorable  and  yield  impre- 
cedentedly  large.  The  average  rainfall  during  the  five  months,  May  to 
September  (inclusive),  practically  the  entire  cropping  season,  was 
2yy2  inches,  as  compared  with  27  inches,  the  average  amount  for 
nine  years.  Had  the  favorable  early  season  temperature  been  main- 
tained throughout  the  five  cropping  months,  the  output  might  have 
been  much  larger.  For  successful  crops  of  tea  the  rainfall  in  the 
months  of  April  to  October  (inclusive)  should,  in  this  climate, 
exceed  thirty  inches,  and  the  nearer  to  35  inches  the  better.  Com- 
pared with  the  Oriental  tea  countries,  this  is  very  small ;  but  excessive 
rainfall  has  its  drawback,  especially  in  the  denudation  of  top  soil 
and  in  creating  stagnant  subsoil  water,  which  if  left  there  surely 
destroys  the  tea  plant.  With  the  local  conditions,  experience  has 
shown  that  it  is  more  important  to  get  rid  of  excessive  water  than 
to  attempt  to  increase  the  usual  supply  by  artificial  irrigation;  and 
the  Pinehurst  Garden,  where  favorably  situated,  produces  almost,  if 
not  quite  as  much,  as  most  of  the  Oriental  ones,  whence  was  obtained 
the  seed  used  in  their  establishment. 

Hence,  the  crop  of  1908,  which,  despite  a  very  much  restricted 
plucking,  began  with  an  unusually  large  production,  culminated  in  a 
rather  low  output,  chiefly  owing  to  the  finer  plucking  and  the  absence 
of  high  temperature  during  the  summer.  But  the  quality  was  much 
improved  by  a  stricter  limitation  to  the  tenderest  and  youngest  leaf, 
and  especially  by  a  reduction  in  the  number  of  pluckings  during 
the  season.  When  the  gatherings  occur  very  frequently  and  the 
leaves  are  only  a  week  or  so  old,  the  chemical  principles  which  affcwrd 
the  flavor,  fragrance  and  beneficial  eflfect  of  prepared  tea  have  insuf- 
ficient time  to  be  properly  developed  in  the  leaves.  Nevertheless, 
there  were  exceptions  as  to  productiveness  among  the  various  tea 
gardens  at  Pinehurst,  one  of  which,  over  fifteen  years  old,  aflForded 
the  largest  output  yet  attained  here,  namely:  at  the  rate  of  nearly 
600  pounds  of  dried  tea  to  the  acre.    It  is  well  to  again  call  atten- 
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ion  to  the  desirability  of  establishing  throughout  the  State  domestic 
tea  gardens,  sufficiently  large  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  house- 
hold. This  feature  of  tea  culture  has  been  fully  described  by  Mr. 
Geo.  F.  Mitchell  in  "Farmers'  Bulletin  301,  Home  Grown  Tea."  It 
may  be  obtained  from  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture, 
Washington,  D.  C. 

The  commercial  production  of  tea  is  necessarily  a  large  operation, 
resembling  therein  that  of  cane  and  beet  sugar,  and  involving  large 
areas  of  cultivation  and  complete  factories  where  machinery  has  sup- 
planted the  manual  (and  ofttimes  pedal)  processes  of  the  far  Orient, 
In  the  present  condition  of  the  trade  in  tea,  it  is  also  necessary  to 
take  the  tea  samples  to  the  grocers,  both  wholesale  and  retail,  to  enlist 
their  interest  and  keep  their  shelves  supplied,  which  involves  the 
services  of  commercial  travelers  with  expenses  incidental  thereto. 
Had  the  American  tea  industry  in  its  competition  with  the  Orient 
the  advantage  of  a  duty  on  foreign  teas,  even  to  the  limited  extent  of 
ten  cents  per  pound,  i.  e.,  about  one-twentieth  of  a  cent  on  a  cup  of 
tea,  the  prospects  of  the  general  and  successful  tea  production  in  the 
United  States  might  be  brighter,  and  the.  outlook  favorable  for 
obtaining  at  home  some  of  the  $15,000,000  now  paid  to  the  Orient 
for  tea.  Belgium,  (where  they  drink  very  little  tea),  and  the  United 
States  are  the  only  civilized  countries  which  do  not  impose  a  duty  on 
tea.  That  ultimately  a  duty  on  foreign  teas  will  be  re-established 
will  follow  naturally  from  the  continuance  of  the  present  annual 
deficit  in  the  treasury  of  the  national  government,  as  it  is  easily 
levied  and  has  proven  to  be  readily  borne  by  the  public.  It  has  been 
abundantly  demonstrated  that  teas  fully  answering  the  taste  of 
American  people  may  be  grown  in  this  country ;  and  that  the  attempt 
to  supply  the  demand  from  American  gardens  will  surely  be  repeated 
by  the  government  and  individuals  until  success  crowns  their  efforts, 
it  is  assured  by  the  history  of  the  past  century  and  the  knowledge 
that  the  flora  existing  in  various  parts  of  our  Southern  country  is 
similar  to  that  of  prominent  Oriental  tea-producing  countries,  as  also 
that  other  plants  than  the  tea  iihported  into  this  country  from  the 
latter  thrive  luxuriantly.  The  home  grown  teas  possess  an  advan- 
tage over  those  produced  in  far  distant  lands,  across  thousands  of 
miles  of  ocean,  in  that  foreign  teas  are  liable  to  mildew  during  the 
long  voyage,  and  to  counteract  this  possible  deterioration,  they  are 
subjected  to  higher  temperature  in  the  "firing"  (i.  e.,  that  is  drying) 
process  in  curing  than  would  be  necessary  otherwise ;  and  that  this 
elevated  temperature  is  detrimental  to  the  flavor  and  fragrance  of 
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the  tea.  In  comparison  with  other  English-speaking  peoples,  we  are 
not  large  tea  consumers,  preferring  coffee.  And  it  is  therefore 
probable  that  this  indifference  is  largely  due  to  our  ignorance  as  to 
the  proper  drawing  of  tea.  We  should  always  bear  in  mind  that 
the  nature  of  the  tea  weed  and  the  art  of  tea  curing  combine  to 
render  it  entirely  feasible  to  extract  by  a  proper  infusion  of  tea 
those  healthful  and  invigorating  constituents  which  make  it  a  nerve 
tonic  and  food,  and  to  heave  behind  the  dregs,  the  harmful  principles 
which  constitute  the  terror  of  the  anti-tea  reformers.  The  proper 
drawing  of  tea  rests  on  the  differences  in  solubility  of  the  above 
groups  of  ingredients.  Those  that  are  beneficial  are  more  readily 
soluble  in  water  than  those  which  are  deleterious  to  health.  Hence, 
to  satisfactorily  draw  tea,  it  should  be  infused  with  boiling  hot  water 
poured  upon  it  and  allowed  to  stand  for  not  exceeding  five  minutes  in 
a  warm  place,  but  carefully  avoiding  the  possibility  of  any  further 
boiling;  it  should  then  be  strained  and  served  hot  or  cool  if  making 
ice  tea.  The  dregs  should  never  be  used  again  except  for  sweeping 
floors.  It  is  a  poor  and  perhaps  dangerous  tea  that  requires  longer 
infusion.  The  best  teas  do  not  require  more  than  three  or  four 
minutes  to  get  the  best  results,  and  the  liquor  should  be  rather  weak  to 
render  prominent  the  fine,  delicate  qualities.  Beware  of  all  astrin- 
gent teas  that  pucker  the  mouth  and  rasp  the  throat ;  they  are  dan- 
gerous. The  raspiness  of  the  liquor  indicates  simply  the  prevalence 
of  the  deleterious  ingredients  without  giving  any  proof  of  the  pres- 
ence of  the  beneficial  constituents,  which  make  tea  drinking  profitable. 
A  commercial  tea  for  which  is  recommended  a  longer  boiling  than 
five  minutes,  has  probably  been  made  from  the  cheap,  large  and 
coarse  leaves  that  are  deficient  in  the  readily  soluble  and  valuable 
constituents.  The  Pinehurst  tea  experimentation  has  received  most 
valuable  and  generous  assistance  from  the  United  States  Department 
of  Agriculture  in  the  past,  and  if  at  present  this  aid  is  confined  to 
supplying  the  services  of  an  expert  scientific  assistant  and  a  meter- 
olc^cal  observer  and  colaborator,  and  the  furnishing  of  special 
machinery  for  perfecting  the  cultivation  and  curing  of  tea,  is  because 
further  assistance  is  unnecessary.  For  the  present  the  problem  of 
how  commercially  and  profitably  to  produce  tea  in  South  Carolina 
continues  to  be  carefully  studied  at  Pinehurst,  and  aside  from  the 
purely  experimental,  hence  costly  and  ofttimes  disappointing  investi- 
gations, methods  for  practical  application  have  been  developed  and 
put  into  successful  use.  It  has  been  demonstrated  that  on  suitably 
situated,   fertile,  well-drained,  but  almost  fiat  lands,  tea  gardens 
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raise  from  the  seed  of  originally  excellent  quality  and  adapted  to  this 
climate,  will  produce  250  pounds  (the  turning  point  as  regards 
profit)  or  more  of  dry,  good  to  excellent  tea,  which  find  an  appre- 
ciative public  and  remunerative  market.

MATTING  RUSH. — The  grower  of  the  matting  rush  referred  to 
herein  by  Dr.  Galloway  in  his  report  writes  me  as  follows  of  the 
successful  1908  experiment : 

Jacksonboro,  S.  C.,  Oct.  22,  1908. 
Col.  E.  J.  Watson,  Columbia,  S.  C. 

Dear  Sir:  I  am  today  sending  to  you  by  express  about  one  yard 
of  all-American-made  matting.  The  straw  from  which  this  matting 
was  made  was  grown  on  my  plantation  on  Pon  Pon  river,  and  is  the 
first  successful  growth  obtained  in  America. 

The  Bureau  of  Plant  Industry,  through  Mr.  David  Fairchild, 
agricultural  explorer  in  charge  of  foreign  explorations,  imported 
into  the  United  States  from  Japan  a  few  roots,  at  great  expense,  of 
two  varieties  of  Japanese  matting  straw,  Juncus  Effusus  and 
Cyperus  Tegileformus.  These  roots  w^ere  wintered  in  California 
during  the  year  1906,  and  last  fall  were  distributed  to  Texas,  Louisi- 
ana and  South  Carolina,  a  half-acre  of  each  variety  being  planted  in 
each  State.  The  plants  were  set  out  from  the  imported  roots  and 
great  care  was  taken  in  fertilizing  and  watering  these  experiments. 

The  Juncus  EflFusus  did  not  do  well  this  year,  conditions  being 
somewhat  against  it,  but  the  Cyperus  Tegileformus,  being  a  much 
stronger  plant,  grew  off  readily.  These  roots  were  set  out  in  the 
,rice  lands  and  were  harvested  on  July  6  to  10,  and  shipped  to  the 
"Goodale  Matting  Company,"  Kennebunk,  Maine.  Mr.  R.  H.  Saw- 
yer, general  manager  of  their  factories,  where  this  matting  was  made 
up,  writes :  "You  have  no  fault  to  find  with  your  first  experiment 
at  raising  this  grass,  and  you  have  the  odd  distinction  of  having  the 
first  rolls  of  matting  made  from  American  g^ass  ever  produced  by 
power  looms  in  the  United  States." 

I  thought  you  would  be  interested  in  this  experiment,  which  puts 
South  Carolina  in  the  field  as  producing  the  first  aii- American  grown 
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matting  in  the  United  States.    I  will  also  call  your  attenticm  to  arti- 
cle in  The  News  and  Courier  of  Oct.  19th  on  the  subject.

DAIRY  DIVISION  WORK.— Some  notes  on  the  work  that  the 
Dairy  Division  of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  has 
done  in  South  Carolina  during  the  past  two  years,  furnished  by  Mr. 
B.  H.  Rawl,  in  charge  Dairy  Farming  Investigations : 

The  object  of  the  work  is  to  stimulate  the  dairy  industry  and  show 
the  farmers  by  actual  demonstration  how  to  make  the  dairy  a  profit- 
able part  of  the  farm  practice  in  the  State.  To  do  this,  one  man,  J. 
E.  Dorman,  was  put  in  the  field.  During  the  past  two  years  he  has 
visited  the  farms  of  more  than  one  hundred  dairjrmen  in  the  State 
and  given  all  the  general  information  that  he  could  relative  to  feeding 
and  breeding  dairy  cattle,  growing  and  preserving  feed,  construction 
of  dairy  buildings,  manufacturing,  handling  and  marketing  of  dairy 
products,  and  general  business  methods  in  connection  with  dairy 
farming.  The  benefits  that  havie  been  derived  frcxn  these  visits  are 
shown  by  the  improved  conditions  now  found  on  many  of  the  farms. 

Aside  from  the  work  above  mentioned,  which  may  be  termed  gen- 
eral work,  a  number  of  farms  have  been  visited  once  each  month. 
The  object  of  this  work  was  to  put  these  farms  on  a  profitable  busi- 
ness basis.  One  difficulty  at  a  time  is  taken  up  as  the  owner's  con- 
dition and  knowledge  will  permit,  and  when  the  farm  gets  on  a  sat- 
isfactory basis  it  demonstrates  not  only  the  possibilities  for  dairying 
in  the  State,  but  also  exactly  how  a  successful  dairy  should  be 
managed. 

DAIRY  BUILDINGS.— Our  farmers  usually  have  very  indefinite 
ideas  as  to  suitable  buildings  for  dairy  purposes.  Many  buildings  are 
daxic,  damp  and  otherwise  unsanitary,  when  for  the  same  cost  very 
suitable  buildings  could  often  have  been  provided.  The  field  man 
is  furnished  by  the  Dairy  Division  with  plans  for  silos,  bams,  dairy 
houses,  etc.,  to  be  used  by  the  farmers ;  and  14  silos,  7  dairy  bams 
and  7  dairy  houses  have  up  to  date  been  built  under  the  direction  of 
the  field  man,  as  follows.

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Special  attention  has  been  given  to  silo  construction,  because  one 
of  the  things  that  our  people  must  learn  before  they  can  hope  to  be 
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successful  in  dairying  is  how  to  raise  and  preserve  an  abundance  of 
good  feed  on  the  farms  and  then  how  to  feed  it  freely  to  good  cattle. 
Under  the  average  conditions  in  the  State  the  silo  is  a  necessity  on 
the  dairy  farm. 

.  HERD  RECORDS.— The  average  fanner  of  the  State  has  but 
little  conception  of  the  difference  in  quality  of  dairy  cattle.  With 
the  average  herd,  therefore,  no  attempt  has  been  made  to  improve 
the  standard  of  production,  and  as  a  consequence  almost  all  of  the 
herds  in  the  State  contain  a  large  per  cent,  of  unprofitable  animals; 
yet  the  owners  breed  these  unprofitable  animals  and  keep  their  off- 
spring in  the  herd  just  as  readily  as  the  offspring  of  the  most  profit- 
able cows.  No  man  can  hope  to  succeed  while  following  such  prac- 
tice. 

Any  man  of  average  intelligence  can  improve  his  herd  if  he  will 
try.  The  first  thing  to  be  done  is  to  determine  definitely  which  ani- 
mals are  profitable  and  which  are  unprofitable.  This  is  done  by  keep- 
ing records  of  each  animal  in  the  herd,  so  that  the  unprofitable  ani- 
mals can  be  disposed  of,  and  also  to  prevent  the  offspring  of  unprofit- 
able cows  from  being  retained  in  the  herd.  Herd  records  have  been 
introduced  on  the  farms  of  the  following  men :

SOME  NOTABLE  EXAMPLES  OF  IMPROVEMENTS— 
Work  was  started  with  W.  D.  Byrd,  Laurens,  S.  C,  in  March,  1907. 
At  this  time  he  was  milking  10  cows,  and  during  tKat  month  made 
160  lbs.  of  butter.  Changes  were  made  in  feeding  and  handling  the 
cows,  giving  them  closer  and  more  individual  attention,  and  better 
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methods  in  the  manufacture  of  the  butter  were  introduced.  These 
improvements  resulted  in  ahnost  doubling  the  output.  In  March, 
1908,  he  sold  from  1 1  cows  345  lbs.  of  butter. 

Mr.  J.  D.  Smith,  Pendleton,  S.  C,  began  herd  record  work  in 
August,  1907,  with  42  cows,  making  560  lbs.  of  butter  during  the 
month.  After  keeping  herd  records  and  disposing  of  his  inferior 
cows  for  one  year,  his  herd,  which  had  been  reduced  to  22  head, 
produced  during  August,  1908,  537  lbs.  of  butter.  This  increase 
in  the  average  per  cow  for  the  month  from  13.5  pounds  to  25  pounds 
of  butter  is  not  due  entirely  to  the  weeding  out  of  the  poor  cows,  but 
to  some  extent  to  the  closer  attention  given  to  the  cows  remaining  in 
the  herd.  It  must  not  be  inferred  that  the  above  mentioned  herds 
were  originally  among  the  worst  herds  in  the  State,  for  they  were 
really  among  the  best ;  and  the  results  here  shown  can  be  duplicated 
in  practically  every  herd  in  the  State. 


In  connection  with  the  above  report  I  feel  warranted,  in  view  of 
Mr.  Rawl's  interest  in  the  development  of  his  native  State,  of  par- 
ticularly directing  the  attention  of  the  General  Assembly  to  the  fol- 
lowing letter  I  have  received  from  him :

Dear  Sir:  While  in  conversation  with  you  during  the  State  Fair 
you  requested  that  I  send  you  a  brief  report  of  the  work  we  have 
done  in  the  State  of  South  Carolina.  I  am,  therefore,  inclosing  here- 
with a  brief  outline  of  that  work  which  I  hope  will  serve  your  pur- 
pose, and  will  be  the  means  of  showing  the  possibilities  of  this  line 
of  work  in  the  State  of  South  Carolina.  One  point  in  connection 
with  this  work  that  I  wish  to  call  to  your  attention,  which  is  not 
referred  to  in  the  report,  relates  to  the  possibilities  of  this  work 
being  supported  locally,  in  order  that  it  may  be  developed  to  an 
extent  necessary  to  make  it  adequate  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  people. 
This  department  in  beginning  this  work  in  localities  where  it  is  not 
otherwise  being  done  hopes  to  produce  results  that  will  show  to  the 
people  the  merits  of  the  work  and  its  possibilities,  and  that  these 
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results  will  then  be  used  as  a  means  of  establishing  the  work  on  a 
local  basis.  Now,  it  can  not  be  expected  that  this  department  will 
definitely  continue  this  work,  for  when  it  becomes  evident  that  there 
is  no  possibility  for  the  work  to  receive  the  attention  of  local  institu- 
tions and  local  financial  support,  then  the  results  above  menticmed 
which  we  are  seeking,  are  not  longer  possible,  and  the  work  is  no 
longer  justifiable  in  this  department.  In  connection  with  this  work, 
if  you  see  fit  to  do  so,  I  should  be  glad  to  have  you  emphasize  these 
facts  and  for  that  reason  I  have  made  no  mention  of  them  in  the 
outline  of  the  work,  thinking  some  comments  from  you  would  be 
more  suitable. 

If  there  is  an  indication  that  the  work  will  receive  support,  which 
support  as  a  rule  must  come  gradually,  this  department  is  inclined 
to  continue  its  assistance  in  the  work  so  long  as  such  assistance  is 
essential  and  it  decreases  its  support,  however,  in  proportion  as  the 
conditions  justify.  Other  States  are  supporting  this  work,  and,  in  pur- 
suing the  policies  of  this  department,  it  is  necessary  to  do  this  work 
in  such  States  where  best  results  can  be  obtained.  I  mention  this  not 
because  of  any  intention  to  immediately  withdraw  the  work  from 
South  Carolina,  but  this  must  eventually  result  unless  the  State  takes 
the  work  up  and  supports  it.  No  work  of  this  kind  had  been  done 
in  North  Carolina  until  we  began  there  two  years  ago.  This  present 
season  North  Carolina  has  supplemented  our  work  with  $i,ooo; 
under  similar  conditions  in  Mississippi  and  Georgia  the  work  this 
year  is  receiving  $600  in  each  State.  I  mention  this  to  show  you 
that  other  States  in  the  South  are  b^^ning  to  appreciate  the  work 
to  the  extent  of  giving  it  their  financial  support. 

I  appreciate  your  kind  interest  in  everjrthing  that  pertains  to  the 
development  of  our  natural  resources,  and  I  am  therefore  calling  this 
to  your  attention  for  your  consideration.    With  best  regards,  I  am.

ANIMAL  DISEASES. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  United  States  Bureau  of  Animal 
Industry  has  been  doing  considerable  work  in  South  Carolina,  and  in 
view  of  the  valuable  information  given  therein  I  incorporate  in  this 
report,  by  permission,  the  following  report  made  by  the  State  Veter- 
inarian to  the  Veterinary  Inspection  Committee  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  Clemson  Coll^^e : 
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Gentlemen :  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of 
the  State  Veterinarian  for  the  year  ending  June  30th,  1908 : 

Requests  for  investigation  of  outbreaks  of  infectious  and  contagi- 
ous diseases  of  animals  have  been  more  numerous  than  in  several 
years.  This  is  due  to  a  better  understanding  of  the  duties  of  this 
office  agd  a  greater  prevalence  of  contagious  diseases  among  our  live 
stock. 

Careful  investigation  of  these  outbreaks  among  our  animals  shows 
the  need  of  a  law  prohibiting  the  importation  of  diseased  live  stock, 
as  most  outbreaks  of  contagious  diseases  are  directly  traced  to  ship- 
ments of  diseased  animals  from  other  States.  Many  of  these  animal 
diseases  are  communicable. (and  often  fatal)  to  man,  and  every  pre- 
caution should  be  taken  to  prevent  their  introduction  into  this  State. 

A  statement  of  the  investigations  made  during  the  past  year  and  a 
report  of  the  work  accomplished  in  eradicating  the  cattle  tick  is  given 
below: 

GLANDERS. — The  majority  of  outbreaks  of  glanders  investi- 
gated by  this  office  during  the  past  few  years  have  been  traced 
directly  to  the  importation  of  diseased  animals  from  other  States. 
This  disease  is  fatal  and  also  communicable  to  man,  therefore  steps 
should  be  taken  to  prevent  its  introduction  into  this  State. 

Glanders  was  reported  in  Hampton,  Kershaw,  Lancaster,  New- 
berry, Spartanburg,  Sumter  and  Anderson  counties,  but  upon  investi- 
gation this  disease  was  not  found  in  every  instance. 

In  Hampton  county  glanders  developed  in  a  horse  that  was  shipped 
from  the  West.  It  was  learned  that  this  horse  was  shipped  in  the 
same  car  with  the  horses  and  mules  which  developed  the  disease  at 
GifFord,  S.  C,  two  months  before.  Four  other  horses  were  in  this 
stable,  but  the  disease  was  diagnosed  in  time  and  proper  measures 
adopted  to  prevent  infection  of  these  animals. 

A  more  serious  outbreak  occurred  in  Kershaw  county  where  the 
disease  first  appeared  in  a  dealer's  stable.  Seven  animals  died 
between  Jan.  ist  and  May  22d,  1908,  at  which  date  the  disease  was 
first  reported.  At  the  time  of  investigation  there  were  eight  animals 
on  the  premises  and  three  of  those  were  at  once  destroyed  by  the 
owner  as  they  were  in  advanced  stages  of  the  disease.  The  premises 
were  thoroughly  disinfected  and  the  remaining  animals  tested,  but 
none  of  these  reacted.  It  was  impossible  to  trace  this  disease,  but  it 
was  suspected  that  an  animal  purchased  from  a  dealer  in  Kershaw, 
S.  C,  brought  the  disease  to  the  premises.     Subsequent  investiga- 
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tion  established  the  fact  that  animals  in  the  stables  at  Kershaw  have 
been  affected  with  glanders  and,  as  exposed  animals  have  been 
traded  in  the  surrounding  counties,  further  outbreaks  of  glanders 
will  undoubtedly  occur.  Every  effort  was  made  to  trace  all  animals 
from  these  stables,  but  the  results  were  unsatisfactory,  owing  to  the 
fact  that  a  complete  record  of  sales  and  exchanges  had  not  been 
kept  by  the  dealers.  Two  diseased  animals  were  traced,  however, 
one  to  Lancaster  county  and  the  other  to  the  southeastern  portion  of 
Kershaw  county.  Both  of  these  animals  were  destroyed  and  proper 
precautions  taken  to  prevent  further  spread  of  the  disease  from  these 
premises,  but  the  disease  will  probably  occur  again  in  this  county  as 
many  animals  were  lost  and  many  exposed  to  the  disease  before  the 
outbreak  was  reported. 

Dealers  at  Kershaw  state  that  this  disease  first  appeared  in  a  car- 
load of  animals  received  from  St.  Louis  in  September,  1907.  All 
exposed  horses  have  been  tested  and  suspicious  cases  placed  in  quar- 
antine. Disinfection  has  been  carefully  attended  to  in  every  instance, 
"but  the  disease  is  liable  to  again  appear,  as  many  animals  throughout 
the  county  have  undoubtedly  already  been  exposed  to  the  disease. 

This  disease  also  appeared  in  Sumter  county  and  although  every 
effort  was  made,  it  was  impossible  to  discover  where  the  disease  was 
<:ontracted.  It  is  possible,  however,  that  this  horse  may  have  been 
in  contact  with  the  animals  destroyed  in  Sumter  during  1907.  This 
liorse  was  tested  and  destroyed.  The  stable  was  thoroughly  disin- 
fected and  a  portion,  which  could  not  be  disinfected,  was  torn  down 
and  burned. 

As  to  the  other  reports  of  glanders,  the  suspected  animals  proved 
to  be  affected  with  nasal  tumors,  distemper,  nasal  catarrh,  etc. 

HOG  CHOLERA. — Outbreaks  of  hog  cholera  occurred  in  Green- 
ville and  Spartanburg  counties  and  in  both  instances  the  disease  was 
traced  to  imported  hc^. 

In  Greenville  county  thirty-seven  hogs  died  before  the  outbreak 
was  reported.  Treatment  was  recommended  for  the  sick  animals 
and  the  premises  were  quarantined  and  disinfected.  Spread  of  the 
disease  was  thus  prevented,  and  although  sixty  hogs  were  exposed, 
only  three  died.  The  outbreak  in  Spartanburg  county  occurred  at 
the  slaughter  pens  in  the  city  of  Spartanburg  and  many  hogs  died 
^before  the  disease  was  reported.  Investigation  was  diificult,  owing 
to  local  conditions,  which  prevented  the  proper  officials  from  learn- 
ing of  the  arrival  of  sick  hogs  at  the  slaughter  pens.    This  outbreak 
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was  confined  to  the  slaughter  pens  and  no  further  spread  of  the  dis- 
ease has  been  reported. 

TUBERCULOSIS. — Two  herds,  containing  eighty-five  cattle, 
were  tested  with  tuberculin  and  two  cows  were  found  affected  with 
tuberculosis. 

There  is  undoubtedly  a  much  smaller  percentage  of  tubercular 
cattle  in  this  State  than  in  many  others,  but  this  disease  will  spread 
rapidly  unless  measures  are  adopted  to  prevent  the  importation  of 
diseased  cattle.  Tuberculosis  is  widespread  in  the  North  and  West 
and  the  cattle  owners  are  attempting  to  free  their  herds  by  disposal  of 
all  animals  which  react  to  the  tuberculin  test.  As  this  test  reveals  the 
presence  of  the  disease  before  physical  s)miptoms  appear,  many  un- 
scrupulous stock  owners  sell  their  diseased  but  apparently  healthy 
animals  to  unsuspecting  persons  who  desire  to  improve  their  herds. 
Stock  owners  throughout  this  State  are  now  importing  animals  for 
breeding  purposes  and  unless  active  measures  are  taken  to  prevent 
the  introduction  of  diseased  cattle  our  cattle  and  hogs  will  soon  be 
as  badly  affected  as  the  herds  in  many  Northern  States.  Milk  from 
tubercular  cattle  is  a  source  of  tuberculosis,  especially  in  children, 
and  the  importation  of  these  unhealthy  animals  should  be  prevented. 

HiEMORRHAGIC  SEPTICAEMIA.— This  disease  appeared  in 
Darlington  and  Oconee  counties.  In  Darlington  county  six 
apparently  healthy  cattle  died  within  two  days.  There  were  forty- 
five  cattle  on  the  plantation,  but  the  affected  animals  were  not  kept 
in  the  pasture  with  the  main  herd.  The  spread  of  the  disease  was 
prevented  by  the  isolation  of  all  exposed  animals  and  the  abandon- 
ment of  the  pasture.  The  outbreak  in  Oconee  county  occurred  in  a 
herd  of  yearlings  on  the  college  farm.  These  were  in  a  separate 
pasture  from  the  herd  and  precautions  were  taken  to  prevent  spread 
of  the  disease.  Of  the  twelve  cattle  exposed  to  the  disease,  eight 
died  within  the  first  six  days,  but  the  remainder  recovered  with 
proper  treatment. 

This  disease  is  caused  by  a  germ,  but  it  is  impossibe  to  state  how 
this  is  carried  or  how  it  enters  the  animals  body.  It  is  believed, 
however,  that  the  germ  enters  through  the  mucous  membrane  of  the 
digestive  or  respiratory  tract.  It  was  impossible  to  learn  where 
these  outbreaks  originated  as  there  was  no  history  of  previous  out- 
breaks in  these  neighborhoods. 
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RABIES. — Several  outbreaks  of  this  disease  have  occurred 
throughout  the  State  during  the  past  year,  but  only  one  request  for 
investigation  was  received  by  this  office.  This  outbreak  occurred  in 
Spartanburg  county  where  four  cows  died  from  the  disease.  These 
cows  were  driven  to  and  from  the  pasture  by  a  shepherd  dog,  which 
exhibited  peculiar  symptoms  and  suddenly  disappeared  about  two 
weeks  before  the  first  cow  was  affected.  The  owner  remembered 
that  this  dog  had  a  fight  with  a  strange  dog  some  time  before  and 
it  is  probable  that  this  strange  dog  was  rabid.  The  cows  developed 
the  disease  from  the  bite  of  this  or  some  other  rabid  dog. 

BLACK  LEG— SYMPTOMATIC  ANTHRAX.— This  disease 
was  reported  in  the  northern  portion  of  Greenville  county,  and  upon 
investigation  it  was  learned  that  this  disease  has  been  prevalent  in 
that  section  for  several  years.  In  the  outbreak  investigated  by  this 
office  the  disease  appeared  on  adjoining  farms  and  in  pastures  which 
were  on  the  same  stream.  Five  had  died  and  sixteen  head  of  young 
stock  had  been  exposed  to  infection  at  time  of  investigation.  All 
the  young  stock  on  these  farms  were  vaccinated  to  prevent  further 
spread  of  the  disease  and  the  owners  were  instructed  as  to  the  nature 
of  the  disease  and  methods  of  controlling  same.  The  owners  have 
since  reported  that  no  deaths  have  occurred  since  the  vaccination. 

LOSS  OF  GOATS  FROM  THE  "GAD  FLY"  (Oestous  Ovis). 
— ^During  the  past  year  this  parasite  caused  the  loss  of  sixty  goats  on 
one  plantation  in  Newberry  county.  The  owner  states  that  the  symp- 
toms exhibited  were  loss  of  appetite,  nervousness  and  discharge  from 
the  ears.  A  few  hours  before  death  the  animals  fell  to  the  ground 
and  appeared  in  severe  pain  until  death. 

At  the  time  of  the  investigation  there  were  three  dead  animals  in 
the  pasture.  A  careful  examination  of  these  carcasses  showed  that 
death  was  caused  by  the  larvae  of  the  "gad  fly"  (Oestous  ovis"),  which 
were  found  in  the  nasal  sinuses  and  in  one  instance  had  pierced  the 
bone  and  reached  the  brain. 

The  "gad  fly"  deposits  the  grub  on  the  nostrils  and  it  then  works 
its  way  up  into  the  nostrils  where  it  remains  for  about  ten  months. 
When  fully  matured  it  is  expelled  by  sneezing  and  again  develops 
into  the  mature  fly.  These  larvae  caused  inflammation  of  the  sur- 
rounding tissues  and  death  often  results  from  congestion  of  the  men- 
inges of  the  brain.  Treatment  is  not  satisfactory,  but  the  condition 
can  be  prevented  by  proper  precautions.    Losses  of  goats  showing 
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Similar  symptoms  have  also  been  reported  in  Kershaw  and  Green- 
wood counties,  but  it  was  impossible  to  investigate,  as  all  sick  ani- 
mals died  before  the  outbreaks  were  reported. 

STOMACH  WORM  DISEASE.— During  the  past  year  these 
parasites  have  not  caused  as  severe  losses  among  sheep  and  young 
cattle  as  in  the  previous  year.  This  was  undoubtedly  due  to  the 
fact  that  the  season  was  not  as  wet  as  the  summer  and  fall  of  1906, 
and  the  development  of  the  parasite  was  consequently  retarded. 

Severe  losses  from  this  disease  have  been  reported  in  many  other 
States  and  this  parasite  seems  to  be  scattered  over  wide  areas.  The 
coal  tar  creosote  treatment,  which  was  considered  very  successful, 
does  not  give  satisfactory  results.  So  far  as  known,  there  is  no 
remedy  that  will  prove  effective  against  these  parasites. 

Experiments  have  been  conducted  by  the  Veterinary  Division  with 
a  view  of  eradicating  the  parasite  from  infested  pastures  and  the 
result  will  soon  be  published. 

TEXAS  FEVER. — ^Texas  fever  has  been  reported  in  Dorchester, 
Florence,  Anderson,  Greenville,  Spartanburg  and  Pickens  counties. 
In  Dorchester  county,  there  were  six  dead,  three  sick  and  sixty 
exposed  at  the  time  of  the  investigation;  and  in  Florence  county, 
three  dead  and  fifty  exposed.  The  outbreaks  in  Greenville,  Spar- 
tanburg and  Pickens  counties  were  not  investigated  by  this  office,  but 
were  investigated  by  veterinarians  in  the  employ  of  the  Bureau  of 
Animal  Industry  who  are  now  engaged  in  tick  eradication  work  in 
this  State.  In  every  instance  the  development  of  the  disease  was 
due  to  the  fact  that  ticks  were  brought  into  pastures  containing  cat- 
tle that  had  never  carried  fever  ticks.  These  cattle  being  non-immune, 
are  very  susceptible  to  the  disease  and  die  within  a  short  time  after 
ticks  reach  their  bodies. 

The  public  is  beginning  to  realize  the  necessity  of  eradicating  the 
fever  tick  and  many  requests  concerning  methods  of  eradication  are 
received  by  this  office. 

TICK  ERADICATION.— During  the  past  year  very  satisfactory 
results  have  been  obtained  in  the  tick  eradication  work  now  being 
conducted  in  Oconee,  Pickens,  Greenville  and  Anderson  counties. 
Since  July  i,  1907,  nearly  45,000  head  of  cattle  have  been  inspected 
and  less  than  12  per  cent,  of  these  were  infested  with  the  fever  tick. 
These  were  quarantined  on  about  650  premises  and  the  owners  have 
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been  given  all  possible  assistance  in  the  work  of  eradicating  the  ticks. 
All  quarantined  premises  are  visited  at  least  once  every  three  weeks 
and  these  premises  are  now  being  released  from  quarantine  as  fast 
as  they  become  free  from  ticks. 

The  work  in  Spartanburg  county  had  to  be  neglected,  owing  to 
the  withdrawal  of  several  agents  of  the  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry, 
but  the  work  already  accomplished  will  greatly  assist  in  freeing  this 
country  during  the  coming  summer.  As  a  result  of  last  summer's 
work  the  Federal  government  has  provisionally  released  Oconee, 
Pickens,  Greenville  and  Anderson  counties  from  quarantine.  This 
gives  cattle  owners  the  opportunity  of  shipping  cattle  to  any  por- 
tion of  the  United  States  after  inspection  by  a  Federal  inspector,  and 
these  counties  are  also  protected  by  this  order  from  cattle  from  other 
quarantined  States.  Unless  prevented  by  some  unforeseen  difficulty, 
these  counties  will  be  free  from  ticks  and  above  the  Federal  quaran- 
tine line  by  Jan.  i,  1909. 

The  results  of  the  work  and  a  complete  description  of  the  methods 
employed  have  been  published  as  Bulletin  No.  4,  Vol.  III.  of  the 
Clemson  Agricultural  College  Extension  Work. 

Tick  eradication  work  will  be  extended  into  eight  new  counties, 
making  a  total  of  twelve  counties,  this  year;  namely,  Greenwood, 
Abbeville,  Laurens,  Union,  Chester,  York,  Cherokee  and  the  south- 
em  portion  of  Spartanburg  county. 

The  following  local  inspectors  are  now  employed  by  the  State: 
W.  F.  GaiUard,  Anderson;  G.  T.  Mauldin,  Pickens;  W.  M.  Brock- 
man,  Greenville,  and  M.  M.  Hall,  Anderson. 

The  local  inspectors  now  in  the  employ  of  the  United  States 
Bureau  of  Animal  Industry  are  H.  W.  Moore,  Seneca,  and  H.  B. 
Underwood,  Easley.  The  following  local  inspectors  have  also  been 
appointed  by  the  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry  and  will  begin  work 
July  1st.:  Robt.  L.  Cunningham,  Chester;  John  D.  Lanford,  York- 
ville;  David  E,  Holcombe,  Yorkville;  William  A.  O'Bryant,  Gaff- 
ney;  William  A.  Payne,  Union;  Dolphus  A.  Collins,  Jonesville; 
George  C.  McEachern,  Laurens;  C.  C.  Myers,  Abbeville;  J.  T. 
Fowler,  Greenwood;  Stuart  W.  Richardson,  Abbeville;  Theron  T. 
Earle,  Spartanburg;  Chas.  M.  Quillian,  Spartanburg;  James  H. 
Williams,  Laurens. 

Drs.  W.  A.  Myers  and  E.  M.  Nighbert,  veterinary  inspectors  in 
the  employ  of  the  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry,  have  also  been  trans- 
ferred to  this  State. 
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CORRESPONDENCE. — The  correspondence  has  nearly  doubled 
during  the  past  year.  Tick  eradication  work  necessitates  the  pub- 
lishing of  circular  letters  and  newspaper  articles  as  well  as  the  writ- 
ing of  many  letters  to  individuals  explaining  the  work  and  methods 
of  tick  eradication  most  applicable  to  the  different  premises.  The 
increasing  number  of  inquiries  received  concerning  non-contagious 
diseases  of  live  stock  indicates  an  appreciation  of  services  rendered 
by  this  office  as  well  as  a  growth  of  the  live  stock  industry  of  the 
State. 

The  increased  force  of  inspectors  and  the  extension  of  the  work 
will  greatly  add  to  the  clerical  work  for  the  coming  year.

CATTLE  TICK  ERADICATION.— The  following  report  of 
work  accomplished  in  control  of  Texas  or  tick  fever  and  eradication 
of  the  cattle  tick  in  South  Carolina,  has  been  furnished  by  the  State 
Veterinarian;  this  work  is  conducted  from  the  funds  of  Qemson 
College : 

For  several  years  "Texas  or  tick  fever"  has  caused  the  loss  of 
many  cattle  in  this  State.  Severe  outbreaks  of  this  disease  are  inves- 
tigated in  different  portions  of  the  State  each  year  and  isolated  cases 
are  now  of  such  common  occurrence  that  they  are  not  reported  to  the 
State  Veterinarian.  This  disease  is  transmitted  only  by  the  fever 
ticks  and,  as  the  majority  of  plantations  have  become  entirely  free 
from  these  parasites  (since  passage  of  the  Stock  Law),  the  cattle 
now  raised  on  these  farms  are  susceptible  to  the  disease.  The  loss 
of  entire  herds  on  tick-free  farms  is  not  uncommon  after  the  impor- 
tation of  tick-infested  cattle  from  neighboring  premises. 

ANNUAL  LOSS  TO  PEOPLE  OF  THE  SOUTHERN 
STATES  FOR  WHICH  THE  TICK  IS  RESPONSIBLE.— The 
total  annual  loss  which  the  cattle  tick  causes  the  people  of  the  South 
has  been  estimated  by  competent  authorities  at  over  $40,000,000. 
This  loss  is  occasioned  in  many  ways,  among  which  may  be  men- 
tioned shrinkage  in  milk  production,  loss  on  cattle  sold  north  of  the 
Federal  quarantine  line,  checked  and  retarded  growth  of  Southern 
cattle,  loss  from  tick  fever  among  cattle  brought  South,  loss  of  non- 
immune Southern  cattle  from  tick  fever,  loss  by  being  barred  from 
Northern  stock  exhibits,  expense  incurred  by  government  and  States 
in  maintaining  quarantine  lines,  etc. 
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SOUTH  CAROLINA'S  ANNUAL  LOSS.— In  the  quarantined 
area  of  the  United  States  there  are  is,50o,ocx)  cattle.  Of  this  num- 
ber, South  Carolina  has  355413  and,  as  an  annual  loss  of  $40jOOO,ooo 
has  been  estimated  for  this  area.  South  Carolina's  proporticMial  loes 
would  be  about  $900,000  each  year.  This  loss  can  be  prevented  by 
the  eradication  of  the  cattle  ticks. 

CO-OPERATIVE  TICK  ERADICATION.— Realizing  that  the 
eradication  of  the  cattle  tick  was  the  only  method  by  which  this  great 
annual  loss  could  be  prevented,  Congress  approved  an  Act  in  June, 
1906,  appropriating  funds  to  enable  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  to 
undertake  tick  eradication  work  in  co-operation  with  authorities  of 
the  Southern  States. 

Owing  to  the  lack  of  necessary  laws,  it  was  not  possible  for  this 
State  to  begin  the  work  until  July  i,  1907. 

REPORT  OF  WORK  ACCOMPLISHED  IN  SOUTH  CARO- 
LINA IN  1907. — In  accordance  with  an  Act  of  the  General  Assem- 
bly, approved  February  13,  1907,  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Clemson 
Agjictultural  College  placed  Oconee,  Pickens,  Greenville  and  Ander- 
son counties  in  quarantine  and  appropriated  funds  to  begin  active 
operations  on  July  i,  1907.  These  counties  were  decided  upon  be- 
cause of  their  favorable  location,  being  bounded  on  the  north  and 
northwest  by  the  Federal  quarantine  line,  and  thus  protected  from 
reinfestation  on  these  sides. 

Ten  inspectors  (four  inspectors  and  two  veterinarians  in  the  em- 
ploy of  the  college,  and  six  inspectors  and  two  veterinarians  in  the 
employ  of  the  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry)  began  work  in  these 
counties  on  this  date.  These  inspectors  were  instructed  to  make 
farm-to-farm  inspections,  examine  all  cattle  and  quarantine  those 
premises  found  infested  with  fever  ticks.  They  were  also  instructed 
to  explain  to  the  owners  of  all  infested  cattle  the  object  of  the  work, 
the  law  under  which  the  work  was  being  conducted,  the  method  of 
tick  eradication  most  applicable  to  their  individual  premises,  and  to 
give  the  owners  all  possible  assistance  in  the  work. 

Four  of  these  inspectors  and  a  Federal  veterinarian  were  retained 
throughout  the  winter  and  the  State  Veterinarian  and  his  assistant 
also  devoted  most  of  their  time  to  the  work. 

Daily  reports  were  received  from  these  inspectors,  giving  names  of 
owners  of  premises  inspected,  together  with  the  number  of  cattle  on 
each  farm  and  the  condition  of  the  cattle  (infested  or  free).    These 
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were  mailed  to  the  office  of  the  State  Veterinarian,  where  they  were 
kept  on  file.  In  this  manner  an  accurate  account  of  the  conditions 
existing  in  these  counties  is  constantly  on  file  in  that  office.  The 
progress  made  by  owners  of  quarantined  farms  is  also  known,  as 
inspectors  re-inspect  the  quarantined  farms  every  three  weeks  and 
give  the  cattle  owners  advice  and  assistance.  The  reports  received 
from  the  inspectors  indicate  the  attitude  of  the  cattle  owners,  and  if 
the  work  is  neglected,  personal  letters  are  mailed  thep.  If  this  is  not 
sufficient,  a  veterinarian  is  then  sent  to  their  homes  and  the  work  is 
thoroughly  explained.  When  these  methods  fail,  the  cattle  owners 
are  prosecuted  if  they  move  the  quarantined  cattle.

On  many  of  these  premises  the  ticks  were  eradicated  during  the 
fall  of  1907,  but  these  premises  were  not  released  from  quarantine 
until  the  following  spring,  as  it  was  thought  that  some  of  these 
premises  might  still  be  infested.  As  a  result  of  the  season's  work 
these  four  counties  were  provisionally  released  from  Federal  quar- 
antine, thus  giving  cattle  owners  the  privilege  of  shipping  cattle  to 
any  portion  of  the  United  States  at  any  time  of  the  year  after  inspec- 
tion by  a  Federal  inspector.  Many  have  taken  advantage  of  this, 
and  are  now  shipping  their  cattle  to  the  Northern  markets  without 
restrictions  and  thus  receiving  a  better  price  for  their  stock  than  was 
received  heretofore. 

WORK  ACCOMPLISHED  IN  SOUTH  CAROLINA  IN  1908. 
— On  June  26th,  1908,  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Clemson  Agri- 
cultural College  placed  eight  additional  counties  in  quarantine  and 
appropriated  funds  to  commence  work  in  this  area;  working  in 
co-operation  with  the  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry.  .  The  counties 
selected  were  those  bordering  on  counties  in  which  work  was  con- 
ducted in  1907,  viz :  Abbeville,  Greenwood,  Laurens,  Union,  Chero- 
kee, Spartanburg,  Chester  and  York. 
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Fourteen  inspectors  in  the  employ  of  the  bureau  and  five  in  the 
employ  of  the  college  were  employed  in  this  territory  throughout  the 
summer.  These  men  have  followed  the  same  methods  employed  last 
year,  with  the  exception  of  inspectors  in  the  four  counties  in  which 
work  was  conducted  last  year.  These  men  were  provided  with  spray 
pumps  and  sprayed  the  larger  herds  of  cattle  every  eighteen  days. 

The  following  table  shows  the  progress  made  and  the  number  of 
premises  freed  and  released.  Many  premises  now  in  quarantine  are 
free  from  ticks,  but  must  be  held  until  the  advent  of  warm  weather 
to  ascertain  this  positively :

SOIL  SURVEY  WORK  IN  SOUTH  CAROUJ^A. 

The  following  special  report  has  been  prepared  by  the  office  of  the 
Bureau  of  Soils  at  my  request,  and  furnished  for  this  report : 

The  Bureau  of  Soils  of  the  United  States  Department  of  Ag^cul- 
ture  began  soil  survey  work  in  South  Carolina  in  1903,  making  sur- 
veys of  the  Abbeville  and  Darlington  areas.  In  all,  eleven  soil  sur- 
veys, aggregating  6,343  square  miles,  or  4,059,520  acres,  have  already 
been  completed  in  South  Carolina,  and  work  in  three  additional  areas 
aggregating  1,694  square  miles,  or  1,084,160  acres,  has  been  assigned 
for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1909. 

The  following  list  gives  the  names  of  the  areas  surveyed  and  as- 
signed and  the  number  of  square  miles  covered  by  each :

The  work  of  the  soil  survey  is  based  upon  the  principle  that  there 
are  differences  among  soils  which  directly  affect  plant  growth  to  such 
a  degree  that  not  all  soils  are  equally  suited  to  the  production  of  all

crops.  The  soH  survey  work,  therefore  comprises  the  study  of  the 
character  of  the  differences  between  soils  and  the  eflFects  which  these 
differences  produce  in  the  production  of  farm  crops. 

In  the  field  work  of  the  soil  survey  the  soils  are  studied  to  deter- 
mine their  texture  or  the  relative  proportion  of  coarse  and  fine  parti- 
cles making  up  the  different  soils ;  their  structure  or  the  manner  in 
which  the  different  individual  particles  are  aggregated ;  their  organic 
matter  content  in  its  quantity,  condition  and  distribution ;  their  inter- 
nal natural  drainage  due  to  the  relation  of  the  soils  to  underlying 
clays,  sands  or  gravels ;  and  the  contour  of  their  surface  in  relation- 
ship to  surface  drainage,  erosion  and  the  ease  or  difficulty  of  cultiva- 
tion. All  of  these  characteristics  of  soils  operate  together  to  deter- 
mine the  character  of  the  home  which  the  crop  or  the  plant  is  to  find 
in  the  soil. 

In  the  classification  of  the  soils,  all  of  the  areas  of  soil  material 
which  are  found  to  be  closely  similar  in  all  of  these  different  respects 
are  classed  as  the  same  soil  type  and  given  a  descriptive  name  which 
at  once  sets  the  soil  aside  as  an  individual  suited  to  the  production 
of  definite  crops  and  best  managed  by  definite  methods  of  plowing, 
cultivating  and  cropping.  Under  similar  climatic  conditions  the  in- 
dividual soil  type  is  thus  capable  of  producing  similar  crops  and 
groups  of  crops,  and  under  the  same  conditions  of  soil  management 
and  efiiciency  in  farm  business  each  soil  may  be  expected  to  produce 
nearly  the  same  amounts  of  farm  crops. 

The  individual  soil  types  which  constitute  the  unit  of  soil  mapping 
may  be  so  closely  related  to  each  other  in  their  origin,  method  of  for- 
mation, surface  configuration  and  relationships  to  drainage,  that 
several  soils  are  different  from  each  other  only  in  regard  to  their 
texture,  being  identical  or  very  closely  similar  in  all  other  respects. 
Such  a  group  of  soils  is  called  a  soil  series. 

In  the  same  way  several  soil  series  may  be  closely  related  in  the 
character  of  materials  from  which  they  are  derived  and  the  different 
geolc^cal  processes  by  which  they  have  been  formed.  In  this  case 
the  different  soil  series  would  be  grouped  together  to  constitute  a 
soil  province. 

In  South  Carolina,  the  work  of  the  soil  survey  up  to  the  present 
time,  has  shown  three  main  subdivisions  of  the  soil  into  soil  provinces. 
In  the  eastern  part  of  the  State  practically  all  of  the  soils  have  been 
formed  from  materials  carried  down  and  deposited  in  the  ocean  at  a 
time  when  its  relative  level  was  higher  than  it  now  is.  With  the 
elevation  of  the  coastal  portion  of  South  Carolina  above  the  tide 
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level  the  sands,  loams  and  clays  of  that  section  of  the  State  became 
land  surface  and  they  now,  in  great  variety,  constitute  the  soils  of 
that  section. 

In  the  central  portion  of  the  State  the  soils  have  practically  all 
been  derived  through  the  operation  of  atmospheric  agencies  in  break- 
ing down  the  underlying  consolidated  rock  of  that  section  and  a 
great  group  of  residual  soils  derived  from  granites,  gneisses  and 
other  igneous  and  metamorphic  rocks  has  resulted. 

This  group  differs  in  many  respects  from  the  group  l)ring  in  the 
coastal  plain  belt  to  the  east. 

Again,  in  the  extreme  northwestern  portion  of  the  State,  in  the 
mountain  regions,  other  groups  of  rocks  have  been  broken  down  by 
atmospheric  agencies  and  the  soils  of  the  Appalachian  province  have 
been  formed. 

Each  of  these  provinces  gives  rise  to  several  soil  series. 

COASTAL  PLAINS  SOIL  PROVINCB. 

In  the  coastal  plain  region  the  extreme  seaward  portion  of  the 
State  is  formed  by  a  group  of  combined  river  and  marine  deposits 
forming  the  Sea  -Islands  which  have  long  been  famous  for  their  long 
staple  cotton  production,  for  the  variety  of  market  garden  crops 
which  can  be  produced  under  the  mild  climate  of  that  section  and 
for  the  rice  fields  which  have  been  cultivated  in  the  low  lying  areas. 

Farther  inland  the  surface  slopes  gently  up  from  sea  level  and 
broad  river  bottoms  intersect  the  uplands.  Throughout  a  consider- 
able portion  of  the  uplands  in  this  belt  there  are  extensive  tracts  of 
partially  drained  savannas  and  pocosons  which  constitute  a  reserve 
supply  of  land  to  be  drawn  upon  the  ag^cultural  population  of  the 
State  increases  in  density.  At  the  inner  margfin  of  the  coastal  plain 
belt  there  are  low  hills  and  a  considerable  tract  of  rolling  land. 
From  this  variety  in  conditions  several  distinct  soil  series-  have  arisen. 

NORFOLK  SERIES.— The  Norfolk  series  of  soils  consist  of  a 
group  of  soil  materials  having  light  colored  clay  or  ashy  surface 
soils,  underlain  with  yellow  sandy  or  sandy  clay  subsoil.  The  tex- 
ture of  the  different  members  of  the  series  ranges  from  coarse  sand 
throuf^h  medium  sand,  fine  sands,  sandy  loams,  loams  and  silt  loam 
to  the  heavy  clay«. 

This  series  of  soils  contains  some  of  the  most  valuable  trucking 
soils  of  the  Atlantic  and  Gulf  Coast  States,  and  under  favorable 
climatic  conditions  the  more  clayey  members  of  the  series  are  well 
suited  to  grass,  winter  oats  and  other  small  grains,  also  producing 
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corn  to  fairly  good  advantage.  The  Norfolk  fine  sand  and  fine 
sandy  loam  constitute  excellent  bright  tobacco  soils  and  a  considerable 
extension  in  bright  tobacco  cultivation  might  be  undertaken  upon 
these  two  soils  throughout  the  coastward  region  of  South  Carolina. 

ORANGEBURG  SERIES.— The  Orangeburg  series  of  soils 
(named  from  Orangeburg  County,  South  Carolina),  contrasts  quite 
sharply  in  its  general  characteristics  with  the  Norfolk  series.  The 
surface  soils  are  usually  light  colored,  but  the  subsoils  consist  of  deep 
red  sandy  clays.  This  series  also  grades  into  types  from  the  coarser 
materials  to  the  stiff  clay  loams  and  clays.  Some  of  the  best  upland 
cotton  soils  in  the  Southern  States  are  the  Orangeburg  fine  sandy 
loam  and  Orangeburg  sandy  loam.  Certain  members  of  this  series 
constitute  also  excellent  peach  soils,  and  under  proper  climatic  con- 
ditions the  Cuban  filler  tobacco^  can  be  raised  to  advantage  on  the 
Orangeburg  sandy  loam. 

PORTSMOUTH  SERIES.— The  soils  of  the  Portsmouth  series 
are  all  distinguished  by  dark  colored  mucky  surface  soils  underlain 
with  yellow  or  mottled  gray  and  yellow  sand  or  sandy  clay  subsoils, 
which  are  usually  very  compact.  In  all  localities  where  natural 
drainage  or  artificial  drainage  is  adequate  this  series  of  soils  is  well 
suited  to  the  production  of  the  later  truck  crops  and  certain  small 
fruits  like  strawberries.  The  loam  member  of  the  Portsmouth  series 
when  properly  drained  and  cared  for  constitutes  one  of  the  best  com 
soils  east  of  the  Allegheny  Mountains.  In  the  majority  of  cas^s  all 
of  the  soils  of  the  Portsmouth  series  require  well-established  drain- 
age before  they  can  be  used  extensively  for  the  production  of  staple 
crops. 

It  is  up<»i  the  Norfolk  soils  of  the  Sea  Island  region  that  there  has 
been  such  a  profitable  development  of  the  winter  cabbage  industry, 
and  it  is  also  principally  upon  the  soils  of  the  Norfolk  series  that  the 
Sea  Island  cotton  is  at  present  attaining  its  best  development.  The 
latter  crop  can  also  be  raised  to  advantage  upon  the  Orangebui^ 
sandy  loam. 

SOILS  OF  THE  PIEDMONT  PROVINCE. 

The  entire  central  portion  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina  consists 
of  a  rolling  to  hilly  country  through  which  the  larger  streams  have 
cut  deep  channels  frequently  bordered  by  narrow  strips  of  alluvial 
land.  The  soils  of  this  entire  Piedmont  section  have  been  formed 
by  various  chemical  and  mechanical  processes  which  have  brought 
about  the  disintegration  and  decomposition  of  crystaline,  igneous 
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and  metamorphic  rocks.  Active  stream  erosion  has  carried  from  this 
district  a  large  amount  of  material  in  past  geological  times,  which 
has  contributed  to  the  formation  of  the  soils  lying  in  the  coastal 
plain.  There  remains,  however,  a  thick  covering  of  disintegrated 
rock,  which  at  the  surface  has  been  weathered  to  form  soils  of  vary- 
ing texture,  depending  upon  the  amount  of  erosion  which  is  taking 
place,  the  depth  to  which  weathering  is  extended  and  somewhat  upon 
the  original  character  of  the  rock  from  which  the  soils  were  derived. 
In  general,  however,  the  processes  of  weathering  have  gone  to  such 
an  extent  that  original  differences  which  existed  between  the  rocks 
of  the  Piedmont  plateau  have  been  largely  obliterated,  and  there 
is  a  considerable  uniformity  of  soil  condition  throughout  the  entire 
section.  In  the  Piedmont  region  stream  drainage  is  usually  adequate. 
There  are  practically  no  areas  of  swamps  and  soil  erosion  constitutes 
by  far  the  most  important  general  soil  problem  which  the  State  or 
the  individual  farmer  has  to  meet. 

CECIL  SERIES. — The  principal  soil  series  in  the  Piedmont 
section  of  South  Carolina  is  the  Cecil  series.  The  entire  Piedmont 
section  is  marked  by  a  group  of  soils  having  g^ay  to  red  clay  sub- 
soils. These  soils  are  derived  through  the  weathering  of  igneous 
and  metamorphic  rocks  and  constitute  by  far  the  largest  proportion 
of  the  entire  soil  province  not  only  in  South  Carolina,  but  both  to  the 
north  and  south  of  that  State. 

All  of  the  soils  of  this  series  are  well  adapted  to  general  farming 
crops,  and  the  more  clayey  members  are  well  suited  for  the  pro- 
duction of  cotton,  com,  wheat,  oats  and  a  larger  variety  of  grasses 
than  is  usually  grown  in  the  section.  The  Cecil  soils  also  produce 
export  tobacco  and  fruit,  while  the  more  sand  members  of  the 
series  are  well  suited  for  market,  garden  and  truck  crops.  One  of 
the  principal  soil  problems  in  connection  with  this  soil  province  and 
soil  series  is  the  prevention  of  active  soil  erosion.  It  is  upon  this  series 
of  soils  in  South  Carolina  and  elsewhere  through  the  South  that 
the  production  of  grasses  and  other  forage  crops  can  best  be  under- 
taken as  a  basis  for  extended  dairy  and  live  stock  industry. 

CHESTER  SERIES.— At  a  few  points  within  the  Piedmont  sec- 
tion the  deep  red  subsoils  of  the  Cecil  series  do  not  appear  and  the 
surface  soils  grade  down  into  light  or  medium  yellow  subsoils,  giv- 
ing rise  to  the  Chester  series  of  soils. 

PENN  SERIES.— There  are  a  few  small  areas  near  the  South 
Carolina  boundary  where  igneous  and  sedimentary  rocks  of  the  New- 
ark formation  give  rise  to  soils.    No  large  areas  of  these  have  been 
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mapped,  and  the  Penn  series  derived  from  these  rocks,  is  not  ex- 
tensively developed  nor  of  particular  importance  within  the  State. 

APPALACHIAN  SOIL  PROVINCB. 

The  extreme  northwestern  portion  of  the  State  is  mountainous  and 
rugged  and  the  crystal  and  semi-crystal  rocks  of  this  region  have 
been  weathered  to  give  rise  to  soils  differing  in  some  respects  from 
those  found  in  the  Piedmont  section.  With  the  exception  of  moun- 
tain valleys  and  coves,  this  portion  of  the  State  is  practically  non- 
agricultural.  The  forest  resources  of  the  State  and  the  sources  of 
Its  water  power  lie  largely  within  this  province. 

PORTERS  SERIES. — The  Porters  series  of  soils  includes  resid- 
ual soils  in  the  Appalachian  mountain  section,  derived  from  igneous 
and  metamorphic  rocks.  The  soils  are  closely  related  to  those  of  the 
Cecil  series  in  the  Piedmont  section,  but  need  to  be  classed  separately 
on  account  of  fundamental  differences  in  topographic  position.  The 
soils  of  this  series  are  best  fitted  to  fruit  culture,  except  in  the 
higher  and  rougher  portions,  and  the  best  locations  for  apple  orchard- 
ing within  the  State  occur  on  this  soil  series  at  medium  elevations 
and  under  suitable  conditions  of  slope  and  exposure.  The  Porters 
black  loam  is  the  most  prominent  type  in  this  series  and  the  Albe- 
marle Pippin  attains  its  greatest  perfection  in  sheltered  co^es  occu- 
pied by  this  type.  The  Porters  clay  also  produces  the  red  varieties 
of  apples  such  as  the  Wine  Sap  to  perfection.  Among  general  farm 
crops,  wheat,  com,  rye  and  barley  are  best  suited  to  this  series,  whflc 
cotton  is  practically  eliminated  on  account  of  the  altitude  at  which 
the  soils  occur  and  the  consequent  unfavorable  climatic  conditions. 

The  soil  surveys  thus  far  made  in  the  State  of  South  Carolina  have 
shown  conclusively  that  while  the  agricultural  development  of  the 
State  has  been  making  very  satisfactory  progress  during  the  past  de- 
cade, there  are  ^till  almost  unlimited  opportunities  for  the  occupaticm 
of  additional  areas  of  South  Carolina  soil  for  the  production  not  alone 
of  the  general  farm  crops  sudi  as  cotton,  tobacco,  com,  oats  and 
wheat,  but  also  for  the  production  of  such  highly  valuable  crops  as 
winter  cabbs^,  potatoes,  strawberries,  cucumbers  and  beets  in  the 
seaward  portion  of  the  State  and  of  various  forage  crops,  including 
alfalfa,  red  clover,  timothy,  orchard  grass  and  other  tame  glasses  in 
the  Piedmont  section.  The  opportunities  for  apple  orcharding  in  the 
mountainous  section  of  the  State  have  already  been  mentioned  in  the 
description  of  the  Porters  series. 
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The  soil  survey  work  has  shown  two  great  problems  in  the  devel- 
opment of  the  agricultural  soils  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina.  The 
first  of  these  is  the  proper  drainage  and  protection  of  the  swamp 
lands  and  savannas  lying  in  the  eastern  part  of  the  State.  Sufficient 
work  of  this  character  has  already  been  undertaken  in  the 
State  of  South  Carolina  and  in  other  porticos  of  the  At- 
lantic coastal  plain  to  prove  beyond  question  that  rich  bodies  of 
these  swamp  soils  when  properly  reclaimed  constitute  the  most  val- 
uable of  the  remaining  unappropriated  lands  in  the  Eastern  and 
Southeastern  States.  Upon  these  soils  a  great  variety  of  special 
crops  like  celery,  onions,  cabbage,  the  later  varieties  of  strawberries 
and  other  small  fruits  can  be  grown,  and  it  would  be  safe  to  predict 
that  the  undrained  swamp  lands  of  the  States  of  South  Carolina 
would  be  adequate  to  produce  practically  the  entire  corn  yield  re- 
quired for  the  feeding  of  the  work  stock  employed  upon  the  cotton 
plantations.  Possibly  no  single  member  in  South  Carolina  soil  con- 
ditions would  equal  in  value  to  the  State  and  individual  the  proper 
drainage  of  these  extensive  areas  of  land. 

Where  in  the  coastal  plain  section  of  the  State  artesian  water  can 
be  found  at  reasonable  depths,  there  are  excellent  opportunities  for 
irrigation  by  means  of  this  water  in  connection  with  the  intensive 
farming  of  the  sandy  loams  and  sandy  soils  of  the  eastern  coastal 
plain  region.  More  intensive  cultivation  could  thus  be  gained  and 
v^table  and  fruit  crops  of  high  acreage  value  could  be  produced 
in  regions  where  only  a  moderate  profit  is  now  secured  through  gen- 
eral farming  practices. 

As  has  already  been  indicated,  the  principal  soil  problem  in  the 
Piedmont  section  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina  is  that  of  the  preven- 
tion of  soil  erosion.  The  liability  to  destructive  washing  in  this 
section  varies  with  the  slope  of  the  land,  the  character  of  the  soil 
and  subsoil,  the  character  of  the  crops  which  are  produced,  the  kind 
of  cultivation  (whether  crops  can  be  cultivated  with  the  surface  soil 
covered  by  catch  crops  during  the  rainy  part  of  the  year),  and  also 
to  some  degree  with  the  time  in  the  year  when  the  greatest  amount 
of  rainfall  occurs.  It  has  been  observed  in  the  course  of  the  soil 
sufvey  work  that  a  slight  rearrangement  in  the  distribution  of  farm 
crops  upon  many  of  the  soils  which  are  most  subject  to  erosion 
would  largely  prevent  this  destructive  drain  upon  the  soil.  The 
steeper  slopes  can  either  be  forested  or  occupied  only  by  such  grass 
and  forage  crops  as  prevent  the  soil  from  washing  away.  The  more 
gentle  slopes  can  be  cultivated  to  tilled  crops  under  the  present  sys- 
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tern  of  contour  farming  and  terracing,  although  even  these  slopes 
would  be  greatly  benefited  by  the  growing  during  the  winter  season 
of  protective  catch  crops  which  can  be  turned  under  to  the  formation 
of  the  organic  matter  for  the  soil  during  the  ensuing  spring.  Erosion 
in  the  Piedmont  section  is  not  only  a  matter  of  vital  interest  to  the 
farmers  of  that  region,  but  it  also  affects  the  welfare  Qf  all  farmers 
owning  land  along  the  major  stream  courses,  not  only  within  the 
Piedmont  section,  but  also  in  the  coastal  plain  section  through  which 
the  Piedmont  rivers  flow  to  the  sea. 

The  rapid  growth  of  manufacturing  cities  within  the  Piedmont 
section  of  South  Carolina,  due  to  the  development  of  water  power 
would  indicate,  as  has  been  shown  by  the  soil  surveys,  the  necessity 
for  some  change  in  the  agricultural  practice  of  that  region.  At  the 
present  time  careful  inquiry  has  "elicited  the  information  that  only  a 
very  small  proportion  of  the  garden  vegetables,  milk  products  and 
meat  supplies  of  these  manufacturing  cities  is  derived  from  the  sur- 
rounding country,  the  greater  proportion  being  shipped  into  the 
State  from  outside  of  the  territory.  It  would  seem  then  that  addi- 
tional soil  surveys  in  the  vicinities  of  all  the  larger  cities  should  be 
made  at  an  early  date  in  order  to  call  attention  to  the  possibility,  the 
desirability,  and  even  the  necessity  for  producing  such  supplies 
within  the  State  for  consumption  within  the  State,  thus  making  the 
city  population  of  manufacturing  towns  less  dependent  upon  other 
States  for  their  daily  food  supply. 

The  soil  survey  work  is  being  pushed  by  the  Bureau  of  Soils  as 
rapidly  as  possible  within  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  considering 
the  demand  for  the  work  which  exists  all  over  the  country,  and  the 
necessity  for  apportioning  the  expenditures  of  Federal  funds  equably 
among  the  different  States.  In  this  connection  it  is  necessary  to  state 
that  one  of  the  fundamental  purposes  of  the  soil  survey  work  is  to 
study  all  of  the  important  soil  types  as  they  occur  throughout  a  range 
of  several  States  tmder  different  climatic  and  ecQnomic  conditions. 
Through  such  a  study  of  any  soil  type,  its  best  agricultural  uses 
under  a  wide  variety  of  conditions  are  ascertained,  and  the  informa- 
tion concerning  special  crops,  special  methods  of  soil  preparation  and 
special  fertilizer  and  manurial  requirements  are  made  available 
throughout  the  entire  extent  of  a  given  soil  type.  In  this  way  the 
information  secured  from  the  best  farmers  in  several  of  the  States 
IS  made  mutually  available  to  all  of  the  farmers  who  are  engaged  in 
the  handling  of  each  soil  type  and  each  is  enabled  to  keep  abreast 
of  the  times  in  the  management  and  cropping  of  his  particular  farm. 
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Several  of  the  States  are  following  up  the  soil  survey  work 
through  the  establishment  of  branch  experiment  station  farms  lo- 
cated upon  extensive  and  important  soil  types  and  upon  these  farms 
they  are  making  tests  of  the  fertilizer  requirements  of  the  soil,  the 
adaptation  of  special  varieties  of  cotton,  tobacco,  wheat,  com  and 
other  staple  crops,  and  are  also  studying  the  proper  time  and  depth 
for  plowing  and  those  other  factors  of  soil  management  which  enter 
into  the  successful  handling  of  any  soil  or  farm. 

With  the  extension  of  soil  surveys  not  only  in  South  Carolina,  but 
throughout  the  entire  South  Atlantic  section,  additional  uses  will  be 
found  for  the  different  soils  which  exist  in  considerable  variety 
throughout  the  region,  and  it  is  hoped  also  that  better  methods  of  soil 
management  may  be  built  up,  and  additional  crops  and  varieties  of 
crops  introduced  from  time  to  time  for  the  benefit  not  only  of  the 
individual  farmers,  but  of  the  State  in  its  functions  of  organized 
society. 

There  are  still  abundant  opportunities  for  the  more  intensive  culti- 
vaticMi  of  South  Carolina  soils,  and  with  the  soil  resources  which  are 
now  known  to  exist  within  the  State,  a  population  several  times  as 
great  as  that  shown  by  the  last  Federal  census  may  easily  be  sup- 
ported so  far  as  food  products  are  concerned,  and  considerable  sur- 
plussages  of  raw  material  from  the  farms  may  be  contributed  to  the 
upbuilding  of  successful  manufacturing  enterprise. 

The  citizens  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina  can  secure  copies  of 
the  list  of  ^mI  surveys  herewith  given  by  writing  to  the  Bureau  of 
Soils  of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  for  the  areas 
of  which  the  maps  and  reports  have  been  published,  fn  all  cases 
where  a  soil  survey  is  made  within  the  State  2,000  copies  of  the  map 
and  report  are  published  fof  distribution  by  the  Representative  from 
the  congressional  district  in  which  the  survey  is  made,  and  500  copies 
are  printed  for  distribution  by  each  of  the  Senators  from  the  State. 
In  addition,  i,ooo.copies  of  the  report  are  printed  for  general  distri- 
bution throughout  the  United  States  by  the  Department  of  Agricul- 
ture at  Washington. 

These  reports  as  distributed  by  the  Bureau  of  Soils  go  to  all  por- 
tions of  the  country  for  the  information  of  other  citizens  of  the 
United  States  who  may  desire  to  invest  their  funds  in  South  Carolina 
soils,  or  to  make  their  homes  upon  South  Carolina  lands  while 
pursuing  some  special  branch  of  agricultural  development.  Large 
numbers  of  reports  are  thus  distributed  annually  throughout  the 
Uited  States  to  homeseekers,  investors  and  those  in  search  of  reliable 
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information  concerning  the  soil  and  agricultural  resources  of  the 


State. 


VIII.-CONCLUSION. 


During  the  last  session  of  the  General  Assembly  a  full  investigation 
of  the  affairs  and  management  of  this  Department  was  made  and  the 
report  submitted  by  the  committee  was  particularly  gratifying  to  the 
Commissioner  and  every  one  connected  with  the  Department.  As  a 
matter  of  record,  the  report  of  the  committee  is  incorporated : 

"This  committee  begs  leave  to  report  that  it  met  and  organized  by 
electing  Senator  G.  W.  Sullivan  chairman,  and  Representative  Olin 
Sawyer  secretary. 

"That  this  committee  has  carefully  examined  the  books,  vouchers 
and  papers  of  the  oflSce  of  the  Commissioner  and  find  that  they  are 
properly  kept,  after  a  plain,  simple  system,  and  that  the  expenditures 
are  properly  and  wisely  disbursed  according  to  law. 

"That  the  annual  report  of  the  Commissioner  contains  much  valu- 
able information  on  the  work  of  the  Department,  to  which  we  invite 
the  careful  attention  of  the  members  of  the  General  Assembly. 

"We  have  carefully  investigated  the  work  done  by  the  Commis- 
sioner and  find  that  his  admirable  and  far-reaching  system  of  adver- 
tising the  resources  of  the  State  is  bearing  fruit  and  bringing  many 
inquiries  daily  from  homeseekers,  and  has  already  resulted  in  the 
planting  of  some  small  colonies  in  the  State  as  well  as  individuals. 
We  find  that  many  of  these  inquiries  are  coming  from  American- 
bom  people,  and  that  the  Commissioner  is  now  directing  his  attention 
largely  to  inducing  this  class  of  people  to  come  to  this  State.  That 
your  committee  has  been  informed  by  the  Commissioner  that  he  in- 
tends to  have  blanks  placed  with  the  clerks  of  the  courts  of  the 
various  counties  of  the  State  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  those  who 
may  desire  immigrants. 

"We  find  that  the  Commissioner  is  now  confining  his  efforts  in  the 
foreign  fields  to  inducing  immigrants  to  come  to  this  State  from 
England,  and  that  this  work  is  being  done  through  resident  agents 
in  that  country. 

"Your  committee  desires  to  call  the  especial  attention  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  General  Assembly  to  the  handbook  of  South  Carolina  and 
folder,  compiled  and  edited  by  Commissioner  E.  J.  Watson,  as  full 
and  complete  with  valuable  information  concerning  the  great  re- 
sources of  the  State.    This  work  is  a  credit  to  the  energy  and 
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zeal  of  the  Commissioner  in  his  work  and  will  be  a  splendid  advertis- 
ing agency  for  the  State  and  the  great  opportunities  it  offers  to  home- 
seekers,  and  for  the  investment  of  capital. 

"We  find  that  the  Commissioner  is  devoting  his  energies  and  ef- 
forts to  the  furtherance  of  the  objects  and  purposes  of  this  Depart- 
ment, and  that  he  deserves  much  credit  for  his  faithful  work  and 
services  in  this  Department.

THE  STATE'S  TAXABLE  PROPERTY. 

In  summarizing  South  Carolina's  industries  and  the  operations  of 
her  people  in  the  various  spheres  of  human  endeavor,  it  is  proper 
that  the  "true  value  of  property"  in  the  State  should  be  given.  In 
1880  the  figure  given  for  this  "true  value"  by  careful  estimators  was 
$322,000,000 ;  in  1900  it  was  placed  at  $486,678,048 ;  and  this  year  it 
is  given  as  $706,538,986,  and  is  probably  greater.  As  it  is,  the  1908 
value  exceeds  that  of  1900  by  $220,860,938. 

The  following  statement  of  the  valuation  of  taxable  property  in 
the  State  as  returned  for  taxation  and  shown  by  the  books  of  the 
Comptroller-General  is  of  especial  interest :

The  increase  in  taxable  property  in  1908  of  $3,929,919  over  1907 
is  a  substantial  one. 

In  presenting  this  report  so  fully  this  year,  it  has  been  my  en- 
deavor to  give  to  yourself  and  members  of  the  General  Assembly 
and  the  people  of  South  Carolina  a  careful  resume  of  the  efforts  of

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the  people  of  this  State  in  every  sphere  of  endeavor  affecting  her 
present  and  future  prosperity,  to  make  the  report  reflect  the  achieve- 
ments and  accomplishments  of  the  year  in  these  respective  spheres, 
and  to  convey  some  idea  of  the  wide  scope  of  the  work  for  the 
upbuilding  of  South  Carolina  that  this  Department  is  attempting  to 
do.  It  has  been  my  effort  also  to  carefully  watch  the  course  of 
events  and  developments  in  all  of  these  lines  of  endeavor,  and  to  pre- 
sent to  your  Excellency  and  the  General  Assembly  such  recommen- 
dations as  in  the  light  of  that  observation  and  experience  I  deem  wise 
at  this  period  of  our  material  development. 

If  I  have  succeeded  in  presenting  what  I  have  outlined  above,  and 
in  giving  a  permanent  record,  statistically,  of  the  advance  of  the 
various  lines  that  we  have  made  during  the  panic  year  of  1908,  I  will 
feel  that  the  labor  expended  in  the  preparation  of  this  report  has  not 
been  wasted. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  say  that  I  have  bended  my  every  energy, 
mentally  and  physically,  to  the  execution  of  the  onerous  duties  im- 
posed upon  nie  by  the  Act  creating  this  Department,  and  I  believe 
that  in  the  short  space  of  the  existence  of  the  Department  we  have 
set  wheels  in  motion  that  promise  splendid  results  to  the  Common- 
wealth when  another  decade  has  passed  into  the  glorious  history  of 
the  State.  I  wish  to  express  to  you  my  sincere  appreciation  of  the 
hearty  support  and  ,aid  you  have  continually  rendered  to  me  in  the 
discharge  of  my  duties,  and  I  wish  to  express,  through  you,  tb  the 
General  Assembly  and  to  the  people  of  the  State  my  sincere  thanks 
for  the  support  and  confidence  that  they  have  reposed  in  me  as  the 
head  of  a  Department  of  the  Government  charged  with  perhaps  more 
varied  and  exacting  duties  than  any  other  in  the  State.

SPECIAL  REPORT  ON  FERRIES. 

December  31,  1908. 
To  the  Honorable  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  South 
Carolina: 
At  the  last  session  of  your  Honorable  bodies,  the  following  Con- 
current Resolution  was  adopted: 

*'Be  it  resolved  by  the  Senate,  the  House  of  Representatives  con- 
curring, That  the  Department  of  Agriculture,  Commerce  and  Immi- 
gration be  requested  to  examine  during  the  year  1908  into  the  condi- 
tions existing  at  McCord's  Ferry,  joining  Orangeburg  and  Richland 
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Counties;  Garner's  Ferry,  joining  Richland  and  Sumter  Q>unties, 
and  Ancrum's  Ferry,  joining  Richland  and  Kershaw  Counties,  and 
investigate  the  possibilities  of  the  establishment  of  permanent  ferries 
at  these  points  of  connection  and  report  to  the  General  Assembly  at 
its  next  session,  indicating  the  cost  of  the  operation  of  these  three 
ferries,  first,  by  the  county  of  Richland  alone,  and,  second,  jointly  by 
the  two  counties  affected." 

In  pursuance  of  this  resolution  the  Commissioner  made  a  thorough 
investigation  into  the  conditions  existing  at  these  abandoned  ferries, 
and  has  the  honor  to  present  this  report  as  to  the  conditions  and  his 
findings  as  to  the  possibilities  of  re-establishment  of  these  connec- 
tions, and  as  to  the  cost  of  the  same  as  directed. 

In  the  execution  of  this  duty  a  meeting  was  held  in  the  State  Su- 
preme Court  room  in  Columbia  on  July  29th,  to  which  were  invited 
all  officials  and  persons  interested  from  the  several  counties  involved. 
This  meeting  was  for  the  purpose  of  getting  the  views  of  all  those 
who  had  given  the  matter  study  and  thought  and  who  would  be 
directly  concerned.  There  was  a  good  attendance  at  the  hearing, 
'  all  of  the  counties  involved,  except  Kershaw,  being  represented. 
Much  information  was  obtained,  extracts  from  the  report  of  the  pro- 
ceedings being  given  below. 

On  July  31st  I  spent  the  entire  day  in  company  with  parties  inter- 
ested, on  a  tour  of  inspection  of  each  of  the  ferry  locations,  and,  in 
addition,  the  old  Singleton  Ferry  near  Acton,  not,  however,  visiting 
the  old  Ancrum  Ferry,  having  been  convinced  that  it  would  be  of 
little  value  and  that  there  was  no  demand  for  its  re-establishment, 
except  for  service  to  the  State  Farm.  Careful  personal  inspections 
of  each  were  made  from  the  shore  and  by  boat  on  the  river  courses. 

A  few  davs  later  I  visited  the  countv  of  Sumter  and  conferred 
with  the  county  officials  and  others,  abandoning  the  purpose  to  hold 
a  hearing  in  that  city. 

Prior  to  the  meeting  held  in  Columbia  there  had  been  a  meeting  at 
McCord's  Ferry  of  citizens  of  Richland  and  Calhoun  counties,  who 
went  over  the  locality  and  surroundings  and  discussed  the  matter 
fully.  There  had  also  been  an  inspection  of  the  public  roads  of 
Richland  County. 

FINDINGS  AND  CONCLUSIONS. 

Before  furnishing  the  details  of  the  investigations  made,  I  beg 
leave  to  present  the  following  conclusions  I  have  reached : 
I.     That  it  is  feasible  to  open  and  operate  these  ferries. 
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2.  That  at  each  a  steel  bridge  would  be  the  better  undertaking, 
but  it  would  be  most  advisable  to  operate  ferries  at  first,  giving  the 
people  the  opportunity  to  judge  of  the  value  to  them  of  the  re-estab- 
lishment of  these  public  highway  lines  of  transportation. 

3.  That  conditions  for  operation  of  a  ferry  at  the  old  McCord's 
Ferry  are  better  than  at  any  of  the  others,  by  the  utilization  of  Buck 
Head  Island,  and  the  cost  would  be  less. 

4.  That  the  swamp  conditions  on  the  Sumter  side  of  Gamer's 
Ferry  are  such  as  to  necessitate  the  construction  of  a  long  stretch 
of  causeway,  which  would  probably  prove  costly,  but  not  too  costly 
for  the  benefits  to  be  derived. 

5.  That  the  swamp  conditions  on  the  Simiter  side  of  the  old 
Singleton  Ferry  near  Acton  are  much  more  favorable  than  at  Gar- 
ner's, and  constructi<Mi  of  causeway  would  be  much  less,  and,  further, 
the  causeway  would  connect  with  a  splendid  highway  at  its  terminus. 

6.  That  the  investigation  of  all  conditions,  agricultural  and  other- 
wise, leads  inevitably  to  the  conclusion  that  the  opening  of  these  ar- 
teries of  travel  is  of  greatest  importance^  that  immense  benefit  would 
accrue  by  reason  of  such  public  highway  connections,  reducing  travel 
distances  in  many  instances  as  much  as  40  miles,  and  more,  between 
Columbia  and  Eastern  Carolina  points,  and  that  steps  should  be 
taken  to  establish  these  connections  with  the  least  possible  delay. 

7.  That  this  is  a  matter  for  the  counties  of  Richland  and  Calhoun, 
in  the  one  case,  and  of  Richland  and  Sumter  in  the  other;  that  in 
the  case  of  Sumter  the  greater  burden  of  construction  would  fall 
upon  that  county;  that  each  county,  in  each  case,  receiving  equal 
benefits,  I  would  recommend  that,  if  the  power  not  now  be  given  by 
law,  such  legislation  be  enacted  as  will  enable  these  counties,  upon 
petitions  of  the  freeholders,  to  undertake  the  establishment  of  ferries 
at  McCord's  and  at  Singleton's,  the  expense  of  construction  and 
maintenance  being  borne  equally  by  Calhoun  and  Richland  counties 
in  the  one  instance,  and  by  Richland  and  Sumter  counties  in  the 
other. 

8.  That  it  is  extremely  difficult  to  give  exact  estimates  as  to  the 
cost  of  construction  and  operation  of  the  ferries,  in  the  absence  of 
examination  by  engineers  and  experts,  the  construction  of  the  cause- 
ways necessarily  being  more  oi-  less  uncertain  quantities.  However, 
sufficient  information  has  been  obtained  to  give  a  fair  idea  of  the  es- 
timated cost  of  the  establishment  of  a  ferry  at  either  of  these  points. 
A  conservative  estimate  of  the  cost  of  the  ferry,  including  flat-boat 
and  complete  installation  by  the  drop-cable  system  (avoiding  interfer- 
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ence  with  navigation),  telephone  service  and  weather  houses,  is 
$1,500.  The  cost  of  maintenance  would  probably  be  $40  per  month, 
which  would  amount  to  $480  per  annum.  In  the  absence  of  trees 
from  which  the  cable  could  work,  about  $100  per  tower  would  have 
tO  be  added  for  two  towers  for  each  ferry.  It  is  estimated  that  the 
approach  to  the  ferry  at  McCord's  Ferry  could  be  accomplished  at 
a  total  cost  of  about  $300,  it  being  necessary  to  construct  a  wooden 
bridge  60  feet  wide  over  "Dead  River." 

The  construction  of  the  causeways  leading  to  the  old  Gamer's 
Ferry  has  been  estimated  by  a  construction  engineer,  who  has  ex- 
amined the  old  embankment,  to  cost  not  exceeding  $250  per  mile, 
including  such  wooden  bridges  as  would  be  necessary  to  span  gaps. 
This  estimate  would  entail,  therefore,  a  cost  on  the  Sumter  side  of 
$1,250.  Other  estimates,  however,  by  practical  road  builders  who 
have  examined  this  approach,  indicate  that  the  cost  of  this  causeway 
would  be  about  $2,500,  and  that  three  wooden  bridges  would  have 
to  be  constructed,  which  would  cost  practically  the  same  amount. 
Taking  everything  into  consideration,  it  seems  thoroughly  practicable 
to  re-establish  the  McCord's  Ferry  at  a  total  cost  of  not  exceeding 
$3,000,  and  Gamer's  Ferry*  at  a  total  cost  of  not  exceeding  $6,500. 
The  cost  of  the  establishment  of  the  old  Singleton  Ferry  would  prob- 
ably be  several  thousand  dollars  less  than  that  for  Gamer's  Ferry. 
If  bridges  were  used  across  the  rivers,  the  Congaree  in  one  instance, 
and  the  Wateree  in  the  other,  experts  from  the  best  steel  bridge  man- 
ufacturing company  in  this  country,  who  have  examined  the  locality, 
say  that  such  bridges  can  be  constructed  for  $12,000  each. 

When  your  Commissioner  first  undertook  this  investigation  in 
pursuance  of  the  resolution,  an  almost  unanimous  sentiment  for  the 
constmction  of  steel  bridges  in  preference  to  ferries  of  any  descrip- 
tion was  encountered.  Indeed,  in  the  matter  of  the  Congaree  cross- 
ing, petitions  to  freeholders  were  already  in  circulation  and  being 
freely  signed.  A  month  later,  however,  came  the  terrific  flood,  and, 
since  that  time,  some  of  the  most  earnest  advocates  of  the  bridge 
proposition,  at  this  time,  are  in  favor  of  establishing  the  ferries,  and 
having  the  benefits  accming  from  the  reopening  of  these  lines  of 
transportation  convince,  in  time,  the  people  of  the  wisdom  of  con- 
stmcting  steel  bridges  that  shall  be  sufficiently  high  as  not  to  be  af- 
fected by  any  kind  of  a  flood. 

Since  the  earliest  days  of  transportation  in  South  Carolina,  and 
down  until  the  advent  of  the  railroads  as  a  factor  in  transportation, 
these  ferries  were  in  constant  use,  being  the  connecting  links  on  the 
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main  lines  of  transportation  between  the  capital  of  the  State  and 
Orangeburg,  Charleston  and  the  eastern  portion  of  the  State — to 
such  points  on  the  Pee  Dee  as  Sumter,  Bishopville,  Darlington,  etc. 
It  is  recorded  that  the  McCord's  Ferry  was  in  use  as  early  as  1766, 
and  General  Greene's  army  crossed  and  camped  at  this  ferry  in  1781. 
An  examination  of  the  conditions  existing  in  the  territory  that 
would  be  traversed  by  the  opening  of  these  ferries  on  g6od  public 
highways  is  convincing  that  their  prosperity  would  be  greatly  en- 
hanced and  that  the  business  of  adjacent  railway  lines  would  be 
increased  by  means  of  branch  roads  from  the  main  public  highway. 

Ancrum's  Ferry. — The  old  Ancrum's  Ferry  crosses  the  Wateree  at 
a  point  almost  opposite  the  State  Farm,  and  its  reopening  would 
mean  a  great  deal  to  the  farm,  for,  with  the  ferry  open,  the  farm 
would  be  only.  25  miles  from  Columbia,  whereas,  in  order  to  get 
there  by  public  highway,  a  conveyance  must  now  travel  55  miles.  I 
find,  however,  no  general  desire  for  the  opening  of  this  ferry. 

Cameras  Ferry. — Gamer's  Ferry,  which  is  almost  due  east  from 
Columbia,  on  a  direct  line  to  Sumter  and  thence  to  all  principal  points 
in  Lee,  Clarendon,  Darlington  and  Florence  Counties,  is  probably 
the  most  needed  of  all  proposed  public  highway  lines  of  transporta- 
tion, and  this  statement  is  true  to  the  old  Singleton  Ferry,  some  dis- 
tance below,  which  could  be  used  instead  of  Gamer's.  In  order  to 
go  by  vehicle  from  Columbia  to  Sumter  and  Qarendon  points  at 
present,  one  must  traverse  from  40  to  60  miles  more  than  would  be 
necessary  should  either  of  these  ferries  be  opened.  An  automobilist 
of  experience  in  different  parts  of  this  country  during  the  summer 
passed  over  this  long  route  going  to  Manning,  aqd  in  referring  to  it 
stated  that  he  had  passed  over  15  miles  of  sand  road  that  "worse 
than  anything  he  had  encountered  in  the  desert  of  Arizona." 

On  the  Richland  side,  about  one  and  one-half  miles  approach  would 
have  to  be  reconstmcted,  but  this  could  be  done  by  the  coilnty  chain- 
gang.  A  splendid  public  road  leads  to  within  a  distance  of  two 
miles  of  this  approach.  On  the  Sumter  side,  four  and  one-half 
miles  is  through  the  Wateree  Swamp.  The  old  causeway  is  there, 
but  there  are  several  gaps  that  have  been  washed  from  it,  and  it  is 
grown  up  in  a  thick  underbrush  and  timber  from  long  disuse.  Once 
having  passed  through  the  swamp,  the  public  road  into  Sumter  is  in 
very  good  condition,  and  could  be  easily  improved. 

Tht  Old  Singleton  Ferry. — The  old  Singleton  Ferry,  near  Acton, 
which  was  a  private  ferry  for  many  years,  is  very  near  to  the  point 
at  which  the  Atlantic  Coast  Line  crosses  the  river  on  its  way  from 


Columbia  to  Sumter.  On  the  Richland  side,  no  approach  would  be 
necessary.  On  the  Sumter  side,  the  old  causeway  is  still  there  and 
is  not  so  covered  over  with  forest  as  the  approach  at  Garner's.  The 
distance  through  the  swamp  is  about  four  and  one-eighth  miles,  and 
the  old  route  runs  above  the  railway.  It  would  probably  be  very 
much  cheaper  to  reconstruct  this  approach,  which  would  join  high 
land  and  a  good  road  at  its  terminus  passing  Wedgefield.  The 
Wateree  River  is  loo  feet  wide  at  this  point,  and  the  distance  from 
Columbia  to  the  ferry  is  28  miles. 

McCord's  Ferry, — ^This  is  the  historic  crossing  point  which  was  the 
main  artery  of  transportation  between  the  center  of  the  State  and 
the  up-country  and  Charleston  prior  to  the  building  of  railroads. 
The  old  landing  on  the  Richland  side  is  still  clearly  discernible  •and 
near  by  is  an  old  graveyard  where  were  buried  travelers  who  died  at 
old  Mrs.  McCord's  Tavern.  Just  before  reaching  this  point  the 
Congaree  River  separates,  one  branch  going  almost  due  east,  and  the 
other  in  a  southeasterly  direction,  the  first  going  into  the  Wateree  and 
the  whole  surrounding  an  island  of  considerable  dimensions,  known 
as  Buck  Head  Island.  The  main  channel  of  the  river,  up  to  1852, 
was  the  eastern  one  referred  to,  but  in  that  year  the  Congaree  broke 
through  in  a  southeasterly  direction  and  the  main  channel  is  now  on 
that  side  of  the  island,  the  other  portion  being  limpid  and  known  as 
"Dead  River."  This  Dead  River  is  60  feet  wide  and  the  approach 
and  a  wooden  causeway  over  it  would  not  have  to  be  more  than  100 
yards  to  high  ground,  the  whole  approach  to  the  island  not  costing 
probably  more  than  $300  or  $350  in  construction.  Once  on  the 
island,  there  is  a  natural  roadway  embankment  subject  to  overflow 
only  in  time  of  extreme  high  water,  which  extends  along  the  island 
for  a  distance  of  one  and  one-fourth  miles  to  the  point  at  where  the 
main  Congaree  River  would  be  crossed.  The  estimate  furnished  for 
a  bridge  to-cross  at  this  point  calls  for  630  feet  of  bridging.  On  the 
Calhoun  side  the  landing  woud  be  made  directly  on  high  land. 

Accompanying  this  report  are  two  illustrations  which  show  the 
point  of  approach  from  the  Richland  side  to  Buck  Head  Island  in  the 
one  instance,  and  the  point  of  crossing  the  "live"  Congaree  River 
from  Buck  Head  to  Calhoun  County. 

With  the  establishment  of  good  approaches  to  McCord's  Ferry  the 
people  living  along  these  lines  of  transportation  on  each  side  of 
the  river  would  be  enabled  to  avail  themselves  of  the  ColuniMa- 
Georgetown  steamboat  line  for  the  shipping  of  their  products  to 
market,  and  for  the  shipment  at  lower  rates  of  conamodities  they 
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need.  From  this  viewpoint,  the  opening  of  this  line  of  transportation 
would  be  of  peculiar  value  to  Wedgefield  and  Sumter  and  to  the 
towns  in  the  lower  portion  of  Richland  County. 

Public  Sentiment, — I  have  given  above,  as  concisely  as  possible, 
the  main  facts  in  regard  to  the  proposition  to  rec^en  these  lines  of 
communication  and  to  indicate  conditions  surrounding  the  approaches 
as  well  as  some  of  the  possibilities  following  such  reopening.  It  is 
only  necessary  in  concluding  this  report  to  give  you  some  extracts 
from  testimony  taken  by  your  Commissioner  in  regard  to  this  mat- 
ter, reflecting  the  sentiment  of  the  people.  These  extracts  I  deem  of 
more  importance  than  any  summary  that  I  could  possibly  give : 

W.  D.  Starling,  County  Supervisor  of  Richland  County : 

I  can  say  as  the  Supervisor  of  the  county  that  I  believe  I  voice  the 
expressions  of  our  county  when  I  say  we  want  these  ferries.  Would 
shorten  the  distance  many  miles  to  people  coming  to  Columbia.  It 
would  give  them  much  better  roads  than  we  now  have.  The  fcti- 
mated  cost  of  a  bridge  is  $12,000. 

On  the  south  side  of  Garner's  is  a  six-mile  swamp.  As  far  as 
Richland  County  is  concerned,  our  roads  are  better  than  on  the  other 
side  of  the  ferry.  Ancrum's  Ferry  joins  Kershaw  and  Sumter  at  the 
State  Farm,  near  Ancrum's.  The  State  Farm  is  25  miles  from  here, 
but  they  cannot  cross  the  river  and  have  to  go  to  Camden,  thence 
here.  People  going  from  here  to  the  State  Farm  have  to  go  to 
Camden.  Gamer's  Ferry  is  about  25  miles  from  Columbia,  on  the 
Stateburg  road,  and  6  miles  from  Stateburg. 

Mr.  Watson :  Q.  In  the  light  of  your  knowledge  of  the  general 
conditions,  would,  in  your  opinion,  the  opening  of  McCord's  Ferry 
be  injurious  in  any  way  to  the  commercial  business  of  Fort  Motte 
and  St.  Matthews  in  favor  of  Columbia?  A.  I  don't  think  so;  it 
would  not  affect  these  places  adversely,  as  they  have  a  better  cotton 
market  than  we  have.  They  would  have  a  market  for  certain  pro- 
ducts— ^they  could  get  rid  of  that  kind  of  produce,  which  otherwise 
they  could  not.  They  have  got  to  go  a  good  way  around  or  take 
train  and  come  to  Columbia. 

Q.  A  man  at  Garner's  Ferry  at  the  Clarkson  place  would  be  nearer 
Columbia  than  Sumter,  would  he  not  ?    A.  I  think  so ;  some  little. 

Q.  Have  you  given  any  thought  at  all,  seriously,  to  the  probable 
cost  of  the  ferry,  yourself?  A.  It  depends  on  where  you  build  it 
You  can  put  in  a  ferry  for  $1,000,  buy  cable,  reel  and  flat.  At  the 
McCord's  Ferry  across  the  Dead  River  we  could  probably  build  a 
60-foot  bridge  for  $300. 
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Q.  Have  you  made  any  investigation,  or  have  you  any  idea  at  all 
of  the  probable  cost  of  the  erection  of  a  bridge  at  Garner's  Ferry? 
A.  We  estimated  the  cost  at  $12,000,  including  the  draw.  The  river 
is  just  95  yards  wide.  Ancrum's  ferry  is  narrower  than  Gamer's. 
Bridges  are  cheaper  in  the  end,  and  then  you  have  something  you 
can  count  on.  My  idea  would  be  to  build  bridges  right  at  the  start. 
I  do  not  hesitate  to  say  that  our  county  wants  these  ferries  opened. 

Q.  You  think  your  county  is  strongly  in  favor  of  the  opening  of 
these  ferries  ?    A.  I  do. 


B.  F.  Taylor,  President  Columbia  Chamber  of  Commerce : 
The  city  of  Columbia  is  very  much  interested  in  the  building  of 
bridges  or  the  establishment  of  ferries  so  as  to  connect  Columbia 
with  these  agricultural  counties.  We  believe  that  it  will  add  also  ma- 
terially to  the  value  of  the  lands  along  those  roads,  as  they  will  be 
ma!#  highways  for  the  carrying  of  products  of  all  kinds  of  agricul- 
ture. In  addition  to  that,  by  the  building  of  these  roads  it  will  un- 
questionably mean  that  a  larger  amount  of  travel  will  pass  over  them 
by  means  of  automobiles.  Everybody  will  admit  that  it  means 
bringing  farm  lands  at  least  15  miles  nearer  to  the  city,  and  conse- 
quently increase  the  value  of  those  lands.  Now,  this  question  of 
opening  ferries  was  brought  up  practically  at  the  instigation  of  Mr. 
Starling.  We  found  that  Columbia  was  seriously  handicapped  by  the 
toll  charges  at  Congaree  bridge.  In  investigating  the  matter  we 
found  that  we  could  connect  Sumter  and  Ft.  Motte  to  Columbia  by 
means  of  ferries  or  bridges  across  this  river  and  save  somewhere  in 
the  neighborhood  of  15  miles  for  Ft.  Motte,  and  30  or  40  miles  for 
Sumter.  We  do  not  think  that  it  will  be  disadvantageous  to  any  of 
these  counties  to  be  brought  in  touch  with  the  rest  of  their  neighbors. 
There  is  one  matter  in  this  proposition  of  ferries  that  has  to  be  con- 
sidered very  carefully,  and  that  is  the  proposition  of  navigation  on 
these  two  rivers.  The  Government  is  not  going  to  allow  any  kind 
of  ferries  that  will  interfere  with  the  passage  of  boats  up  and  down 
these  rivers,  but  until  we  can  get  the  people  in  the  notion  of  building 
these  bridges,  we  think  we  can  put  up  a  substantial  ferry.  It  is  up 
to  these  gentlemen  from  the  other  counties  to  assist  us  by  bring  about 
some  sort  of  sentiment  so  that  they  can  be  established  by  Act  of  the 
Le^slature.  I  am  satisfied  that  Calhoun  County  is  much  interested 
in  this  matter.  We  are  ready  to  do  anything  in  the  world  we  can 
towards  opening  these  bridges.  At  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature 
we  had  an  Act  passed  to  authorize  the  building  of  bridges  across 
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Broad  River,  connecting  Lexington  and  Richland  County,  and  we  are 
going  to  do  it.  We  have  not  asked  them  at  Lexington  to  help  us, 
but  I  believe  they  will  contribute  to  build  the  two  bridges.  The 
Chamber  of  Commerce  of  the  city  of  Columbia  is  heartily  in  favor  of 
this  matter,  and  I  would  like  to  have  it  recorded  here,  as  president 
of  that  body,  that  it  is  unanimously  their  wish  that  these  ferries  or 
bridges  should  be  established  across  these  rivers.  I  should  think 
in  case  of  McCord's  Ferry,  the  expense  should  be  borne  half  and 
half  by  the  people  of  Calhoun  and  Richland  Counties,  and  St.  Mat- 
thews people  will  then  come  to  Columbia  to  do  their  business.  St. 
Matthews  is  only  two  and  one-half  miles  from  the  river.  The  entire 
county,  in  each  case,  should  bear  the  expense  of  the  roads.  What  we 
want  to  do  is  to  get  this  thing  started.  It  is  not  a  proposition  simply 
between  Calhoun  and  Sumter  and  Ricl^land  Counties.  Take  a  man 
at  Pineville,  Kingstree,  Bishopville  and  Elliotts  and  he  has  to  go  35 
or  40  miles  to  go  to  Camden,  and  thence  come  into  the  city  of  Co- 
lumbia. My  idea  is  to  make  a  fight  on  Garner's  and  McCord's  Fer- 
ries and  get  them  started.  We  have  a  mile  and  a  half  of  poor  road 
to  go  over  on  this  side  of  the  river,  but  Sumter  has  about  4  or  5  miles. 


John  D.  Frost,  Chamber  of  Commerce  Committee  on  Bridges,  Co- 
lumbia: 

A  sub-conunittee  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  has  been  working 
here  for  the  last  twelve  months  to  get  a  bridge.  I  am  of  the  opinion 
that  it  would  benefit  Calhoun  more  than  it  would  benefit  Richland 
County.  Free  travel  will  benefit  all  sections,  it  makes  no  difference 
where  or  how. 


F.  H.  Hyatt,  President  South  Carolina  Good  Roads  Associaticm: 
If  we  can  get  the  people  to  meet  each  other  and  join  in  to  put  up 
a  first-class  ferry  for  a  start,  that  is  as  much  as  we  can  expect  to  do 
in  the  start.  What  we  want  to  do  is  to  open  up  roads  along  our 
highways  and  build  bridges  between  the  different  counties.  I  am 
heartily  in  s)rmpathy  with  this  movement  and  stand  ready  to  do  any- 
thing I  can  for  it  at  any  time. 


R.  I.  Manning,  President  Sumter  Chamber  of  Commerce : 
1  came  here  without  having  opportunity  to  confer  with  our  people 
to  any  extent,  though  I  did  have  an  interview  with  our  Supervisor

and  some  of  the  County  Commissioners,  and  I  am  sorry  to  say  that 
this  question  has  not  been  agitated  among  our  peo^de  to  such  an 
extent  that  I  could  correctly  estimate  what  the  sentiment  of  the  people 
would  be,  but  I  do  not  hesitate  to  say  that  I  feel  we  are  ready  to  re- 
spond always  to  any  call  that  looks  to  the  improvement  of  Sumter  or 
to  the  adjacent  counties.  To  come  down  to  the  facts  about  this 
matter,  we,  I  am  sure,  would  favor  a  proposition  looking  to  the  im- 
provement of  transportation  facilities  between  Sumter  and  Richland 
Counties,  but  it  must  be  remembered  that  from  the  river  to  State- 
burg  is  six  miles  and  four  and  one-half  is  through  the  swamp, 
and  it  would  mean  an  embankment  or  causeway  for  most  of  that 
distance.  The  estimated  cost  is  $2,500.  There  are  three  creeks  that 
would  have  to  be  bridged  in  the  swamp,  estimated  would  cost  about 
the  same  amount.  It  would  oost  something  like  $2,500,  exclusive  of 
our  portion  of  the  cost  of  building  bridge  across  the  river;  about 
two  miles  of  road  would  entail  heavy  grading  and  heavy  work.  The 
question  of  taxation  is  one  that  is  quite  live  in  every  part  of  the 
State,  and  would  suggest  that  this  question  be  fully  taken  up  with  a 
view  of  getting  all  information  possible  upon  it  and  create  a  senti- 
ment. The  matter  has  not  been  discussed  to  any  extent,  and  I  think 
that  education  will  have  to  be  done  before  they  are  going  to  vote  for 
an  additional  levy  to  defray  the  expenses.  I  think  this  matter  could 
be  furthered  by  having  the  County  Commissioners  of  Sumter  take  up 
this  matter  this  summer  for  improvements  in  the  county  themselves. 

Q.  Would  you  deem  it  advisable,  then,  for  me  to  fix  some  date  to 
meet  Sumter  people  on  this  matter?  A.  Yes,  sir.  I  think  it  the 
best  thing  to  be  done. 


H.  H.  Cauthen,  of  Calhoun  County : 

We  want  bridges ;  we  are  going  to  have  bridges.  Now  I  under- 
stand that  we  can  have  good  bridges  by  giving  a  bond  for  30  or  40 
years.  There  is  great  opposition  in  our  county  about  building 
bridges  and  ferries.  The  best  point  for  crossing  is  Buck  Head.  It 
has  to  be  repaired  every  two  or  three  years ;  there  is  no  hill  to  cross, 
and  it  would  be  cheaper  to  build  the  bridge  there.  You  could  carry 
25  bales  of  cotton  on  a  good  road  between  here  and  McCord's  Ferry 
on  a  motor  truck.  Any  man  that  is  opposed  to  anything  that  will 
benefit  Cohambia  and  other  cities  is  not  fit  to  live  in  the  State. 
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J.  M.  Bates,  of  Lower  Richland  County : 

On  the  7th  of  July  we  had  a  meeting  at  Buck  Hea4  Island,  which 
is  an  island  on  the  Congaree  of  500  acres,  through  which  the  McCord 
road  runs.  At  this  meeting  there  were  at  least  25  to  30  representar 
tire  citizens  from  Calhoun  and  Richland  Counties^  At  that  meeting 
we  fully  discussed  the  advisability  and  probability  of  opening  up 
good  roads.  At  that  meeting  it  was  quite  apparent  to  any  one  that 
ferries  had  seen  their  days.  Bridge  company  representatives  present 
offered  to  build  a  bridge  across  this  river  for  $12,000.  We  then 
determined  that  our  best  plan  in  order  to  push  this  work — ^in  order 
to  get  it  in  shape — ^was  to  agree  then  and  there  to  appoint  two  com- 
mitteeSy  one  from  Calhoun  County,  and  one  from  Lower  Township 
in  Richland  County,  to  look  after  building  a  bridge,  and  ask  the  two 
counties  to  build  the  approaches  to  the  bri(^e.  We  have  gone  on  with 
this  work  and  have  just  had  a  meeting  of  the  Richland  committee 
today.  *  *  *  My  proposition  is,  and  I  think  it  is  the  sentiment 
of  all,  that  Richland  and  Sumter  build  the  bridge  across  Wateree 
Swamp.  In  connection  with  Gamer's  Ferry,  the  general  idea  is  that 
the  road  should  go  through  Colonel  Singleton's  place.  As  to  the 
ferry  question,  the  sentiment  of  our  meeting  was  that  we  had  a  ferry 
in  old  man  McCord's  time  and  it  was  never  satisfactory.  We  want 
something  that  we  can  get  right  in  our  automobiles  here  and  go 
through  without  reducing  the  speed.  The  water  varies  15  feet.  It 
is  impracticable  to  have  a  ferry  with  any  degree  of  comfort.  Rich- 
land County  has  one  or  two  bridges  now  that  they  rebuild  about 
erery  two  years.  We  want  bridges  and  we  want  them  bad,  and  are 
going  to  do  all  we  can  to  get  them.  I  know  I  am  expressing  the  sen- 
timent of  Middle  and  Lower  Townships  of  Richland  County.  The 
road  could  be  run  right  along  the  railroad  at  Colonel  Singleton's 
and  shorten  the  distance  considerably. 

(Mr.  Bates,  since  the  August  floods,  has  been  urging  the  ferries 
rather  than  bridges  for  present  purposes.) 


Dr.  W.  W.  Ray,  of  Lower  Richland  County : 

I  have  to  say  substantially  what  Mr.  Bates  has  said.  We  have 
not  taken  under  consideration  Garner's  Ferry  at  all,  but  in  reference 
to  McCord's  Ferry.  A  majority  of  the  people  are  in  favc^  of  open- 
ing up  and  constructing  a  bridge.  We  have  not  taken  under  consid- 
eration Gamer's  Ferry  at  all,  and  I  am  afraid  if  we  take  on  too 
much  we  will  find  the  people  unwilling  to  undertake  too  much.  I 
think  we  had  better  let  Gamer's  Ferry  alone  for  the  present  and  take 
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up  only  one  at  a  time.  I  am  in  favor  of  taking  up  the  Calhoun  mat- 
ter first.  I  think  that  the  roads  should  go  through  Eastover — 
through  the  Singleton  country  would  be  best.  People  would  appre- 
ciate good  roads  more.  I  think  we  will  certainly  have  a  bridge  for 
McCord's.  None  of  the  committee  are  in  favor  of  a  ferry.  We 
want  a  bridge,  but  I  believe  if  we  go  to  make  more  taxation  on  them 
we  are  not  going  to  get  an3rthing. 


S.  B.  McMaster,  G>lumbia  Automobile  Club : 

The  Automobile  Association  is  heartily  in  favor  of  opening  up 
these  ferries.  We  have  not  had  any  meeting  since  the  meeting  of 
Calhoun  and  Richland,  but  I  assure  you  they  have  the  co-operation 
of  the  Automobile  Association. 

Mr.  Watson:  Q.  Would  the  Automobile  Association  be  willing 
to  join  in  with  any  of  the  expense  ?  A.  I  think  they  would ;  we  have 
about  $2,500  that  we  are  expending  on  good  roads  between  here  and 
Camden,  and  I  am  sure  you  would  receive  the  hearty  support  of  this 
Association. 


J.  K.  Hayne,  Sr.,  Fort  Motte : 

I  can  only  speak  for  myself  and  for  the  meeting  we  had  some  time 
ago  in  Richland.  The  sentiment  of  all  the  delegates  is  that  we  want 
this  road.  I  think  every  property  owner  wants  it,  and  I  think  we 
are  going  to  get  the  other  townships  interested  in  it.  By  opening  up 
that  road  some  people  think  it  will  interfere  with  their  trade  by 
carrying  it  to  Sumter  or  Columbia. 


J.  A.  Peteikin,  Fort  Motte : 

This  undertaking  would  develop  as  nearly  an  abandoned  coimtry 
as  I  ever  saw.  We  prefer  bridges.  Those  who  are  substantial  citi- 
zens  and  pay  the  taxes  want  it. 


Since  the  hearing  at  which  these  views  were  expressed  I  have  con- 
ferred with  leading  men  in  these  three  counties,  including  the  Super- 
visor-elect in  Richland,  and  find  a  pronounced  sentiment  for  the 
opening  of  these  highways  by  means  of  ferries  first,  leaving  the 
bridge  proposition  to  development  as  public  sentiment  grows. 
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Trusting  that  this  report  of  the  investigations  and  findings  made 
under  the  resolution  of  your  Honorable  bodies  will  prove  sufficient 
and  acceptable,  and  believing  that  the  opening  of  at  least  two  of 
these  ferries  will  mean  much  to  our  agriculture  and  to  our  com- 
merce, I  trust  I  may  be  permitted  to  express  the  hope  that  such  action 
will  be  taken  as  will  bring  about  the  desired  result  with  the  least 
possible  delay.

REPORT. 


Your  Excellency,  Governor  M.  F.  Ansel: 

By  your  leave,  ana  in  compliance  with  the  statute,  I  submit  for 
iransmission  to  the  General  Assembly,  this  the  first  annual  report 
of  the  Insurance  Department  of  South  Carolina. 

The  insurance  Ccnnmissioner  assumed  the  duties  of  office  March 
14,  1908,  twenty  days  after  the  approval  of  the. Act  creating  the 
department,  no  specific  date  being  fixed  in  the  Act. 

No  office  room  for  the  use  of  the  department  had  been  designated 
in  the  Act,  and  by  an  equally  unfortunate  circumstance,  the  Act 
provided/ that  the  Secretary  of  State  should  "furnish"  office  furni- 
ture, stationery,  stamps  and  other  supplies  in  the  same  manner  as 
such  are  now  furnished  to  other  departments  of  State.  As  the  Sec- 
retary of  State  does  not  furnish  the  other  departments  with  anything, 
and  has  no  funds  for  such  purposes,  he  could  not  furnish  the  Insur- 
ance Department  with  the  necessities  named. 

Through  the  kindness  of  the  Hon.  R.  S.  Whaley,  Speaker,  and 
Mr.  J.  S.  Wilson,  sergeant-at-arms  of  the  House,  the  department 
was  given  the  use  of  the  Speaker's  room,  and  such  furniture  as  the 
House  afforded.  Additional  furniture  which  had  been  discarded  by 
other  departments  was  had  from  the  Sinking  Fund  Commission. 

The  Legislature  had  failed  to  make  any  appropriation  for  the  use 
of  the  department,  but  an  expended  balance  of  $366.23,  for  stamps, 
stationery  and  printing,  appropriated  for  the  Insurance  Department 
of  the  Comptroller-Generars  office,  became  available  for  use  for  the 
Insurance  Department  created,  under  a  ruling  of  the  Attorney-Gen- 
eral. Other  funds  for  the  payment  of  Commissioner's  salary,  cleri- 
cal assistance  and  incidental  expenses  were  secured  monthly  by  the 
Commissioner,  making  his  personal  note  and  having  the  same  en- 
dorsed by  Governor  M.  F.  Ansel,  personally,  and  discounting  the 
same  at  the  Palmetto  National  B?ink..  A  liability  of  $3,334.02,  to 
December  31st,  has  thus  been  caused,  and  this  with  interest,  will  be 
filed  as  a  claim  with  the  Comptroller-General,  and  the  Legislature 
asked  to  make  an  appropriation  to  cover  same. 

For  the  support  of  the  department  special  license  fees  were  levied 
on  the  insurance  companies.  This  fund  amounted  to  $8,625.00  on 
December  31st.  .  In  compliance  with  the  statute  this  was  paid  over 
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monthly  to  the  State  Treasurer,  but  as  the  terms  of  the  Act  did  not 
authorize  the  State  Treasurer  to  pay  it  out  again,  it  has  been  not 
available  for  the  uses  of  the  d«!pMa#tftiddt^  and  has  gone  into  the  gen- 
eral treasury  funds  and  been  used  for  other  purposes. 

It  simply  is  a  physical  and  mental  impossibility  for  the  Insurance 
Department  to  do  satisfactorily  the  wotk  it  has  to  do,  or  to  meet  the 
requirertiaits  of  the  day,  with  clerical  itsslstfeiice  Hmit^fd  to  ant  derk, 
as  must  be  under  the  pronsions  df  the  Act.  The  tnstiranee  Depart- 
ment fund  is  more  thati  eftofug^h  to  meet  the  needs  6f  the  depstrtment, 
and  the  Comitiissioner  shduld  be  peritiitted  to  eittploy  one  more  clerk 
regularly,  and  an  actuary  and  an  e^pctt  accountatit,  from  tiitie  to 
time,  as  such  services  are  heeded.  Inexperience  has  prevented  the 
department  from  accomplishing  mucfi  that  it  rHight  hdve  done,  but 
insufficient  help  has  hindered  it  ttiofe.  Thete  hflve  been  tinie  and 
strength  only  to  do  the  most  pressing  work,  and  a  va^t  field  of 
activity  has  been  untouched,  from  which  great  good  rtiay  be  gained 
for  the  people  of  the  State. 

State  and  County  Taxes. 

The  recent  decision  of  Judge  Memminger  that  the  State  and 
county  taxes  hitherto  paid  into  the  several  county  treasuries^,  are  un- 
constitutionally levied,  unless  this  decision  niay  be  overruled  by  the 
Supreme  Court,  requires  that  another  method  be  devised  to  secure 
to  the  State  this  not  improper  revenue.  Even  before  the  decision, 
the  department  had  determined  to  suggest  another  method  of  col- 
lecting these  taxes,  because  of  the  fact  that  the  State  and  county 
frequently  lost  the  revenue,  by  a  company  withdrawing  from  the 
State  before  the  payment  of  taxes,  and  the  great  inconvenience,  and 
frequent  hardship,  imposed  on  the  companies  by  the  methods  hereto- 
fore in  use.  The  law,  as  it  now  stands,  requires  the  amount  of 
\  premiums  collected  by  each  company,  as  soon  after  the  end  of  the 
/  year  as  possible,  to  be  reported  to  the  several  county  auditors,  and 
taxes  are  levied  and  collected  thereon  between  October  15  and 
December  31,  of  the  year  succeeding  the  year  in  which  the  premiums 
were  paid.  A  company  might  do  a  large  business  in  the  State  in 
1907,  and  not  enter  in  1908,  and  the  State  and  county  would  lose  all 
of  the  taxes  on  the  premiums  collected  during  1907.  It  subjected  the 
companies  to  inconvenience  and  frequent  hardship,  in  learning  and 
paying  taxes  of  uncertain  and  varying  amounts  to  fofty-one  officers 
with  whom  they  had  no  other  business.  The  State  and  counties 
would  avoid  loss,  and  the  companies  would  be  greatly  accommodated 


by  paying  quarterly  a  fixed  and  certain  amouat  to  the  Insurance  De- 
partment, when  an  equitable  division  and  remittances  might  be  made 
to  the  several  county  treasurers.  The  recommendation  is  made  that 
this  letter  plan  be  adopted.  The  companies  now  pay  to  the  depart- 
ment a  quarterly  additional  license  fee  of  one-half  of  one  per  centum, 
and  this  may  be  increased  to  such  amount  as  the  General  Assembly 
may  think  equitable. 

As  stated  elsewhere,  the  department  has  had  time  only  for  such 
matters  as  pressed  for  attention,  and  there  has  been  little  oppor- 
tunity to  study  questions  of  a  general  nature,  however  important 
they  may  be  to  the  public  welfare.  ^Many  of  these  have  been  in  mind, 
such  as  the  establishing  and  encouraging  of  domestic  companies, 
the  inducing  of  foreign  companies  to  invest  portions  of  their  capital 
in  South  Carolina,  proper  building  regulations,  inspections  of  public 
and  private  buildings,  and  methods  of  reducing  the  fire  waste,  the 
investigation  and  regulation  of  fire  insurance  rates.  Notes  have  been 
made  on  all  of  these  and  other  subjects,  as  the  work  of  the  depart- 
ment proceeded,  but  the  Commissioner  would  say  that  which  was 
not  true,  if  he  should  declare  that  he  had  digested  and  was  prepared 
to  offer  a  panacea  to  cure  the  ills  in  any  of  these  lines. 

Fire  Insurance  Rates. 

One  of  the  most  intricate  and  perplexing  of  these  subjects  is  the  last 
I  named  above,  the  fixing  of  what  are  reasonable  fire  insurance  rates. 

To  the  man  who  runs  it  may  be  a  simple  enough  matter,  but  to  him 
who  sits  and  reads  it  becomes  a  scientific  problem,  to  be  most  care- 
fully considered,  and  in  the  attempted  regulation  of  which  damage 
may  be  done  in  the  least  expected  quarter.  In  this  connection  it  will 
be  enlightening  to  read  that  portion  of  the  historical  sketch  to  be 
found  in  the  appendix  to  this  report,  in  which  Cardoza  tells  of  his 
reasons  for  opposing  the  chartering  of  a  domestic  company,  and  hia 
evident  satisfaction  at  the  evils  suffered  by  neglecting  his  advice. 

The  department  is  not  prepared  to  offer  any  suggestion  looking  to 
improvement  on  the  present  laws,  which  forbid  unlawful  combina^ 
'  tions,  and  which  permit  of  investigation  and  determination  of  rea- 

sonable rates.  Here  it  may  not  be  amiss  to  say  that  in  the  few  cases 
which  have  been  under  investigation,  there  have  been  spasmodic 
complaints,  and  at  the  most  interesting  and  effective  points  of  the 
investigation  the  complainant  would  suddenly  relapse  into  a  state  of 
innocuous  disuetude,  or  the  mails  would  cease  to  produce  results. 
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Investication  of  Incendiary  Fires. 

The  department  does  not  feel  satisfied  with  its  accomplishments  in 
this  field.  Considerable  experience  here  is  necessary,  and  besides, 
the  first  six  months  was  a  struggle  with  unsatisfactory  conditions 
and  with  an  ever  present  fear  of  insufficient  funds  to  make  anything 
like  permanent  and  satisfactory  arrangements. 

The  funds  for  the  use  of  this  work  are  derived  from  a  tax  of  one- 
tenth  of  one  per  centum  on  the  premiums  collected  by  fire  insurance 
companies,  payable  quarterly.  The  detailed  statement  given  else- 
where shows  $1,648.02  to  have  been  received  on  this  account  to 
December  i,  and  $846.61  to  have  been  expended.  The  department 
feels  more  encouraged  now,  and  believes  that  effective  and  beneficial 
work  may  be  accomplished  in  the  future. 

There  are  other  branches  of  the  work  in  which  a  detective  is 
needed,  and  if  the  department  is  permitted  to  draw  upon  the  insur- 
ance department  fund  to  supplement  the  incendiary  fire  inspection 
tax,  a  most  desirable  arrangement  may  be  made,  and  great  good 
accomplished. 

A  Crime  and  No  Punishment. 

The  attention  of  the  department  has  been  frequently  called  to 
what  seems  to  be  an  absurd  condition  under  the  laws  of  this  State ; 
that  a  man  may  burn  his  own  house  with  purpose  to  defraud  the 
insurance  company,  which  has  issued  a  policy  of  insurance  on  it, 
and  yet  may  not  be  convicted  of  any  crime.  This  does  seem  to  be  an 
absurd  condition,  and  in  the  hope  that  it  may  be  remedied  it  is  sub- 
mitted for  the  consideration  of  the  General  Assembly.  Aside  from 
all  consideration  of  the  insurance  companies,  though  they  are  entitled 
to  consideration  as  taxpayers  and  licensed  entities  under  the  laws  of 
the  State,  such  an  incendiary  inflicts  injury  on  all  citizens  who  pay 
insurance  rates.  For  insurance  rates  are  raised  or  lowered  by  fire 
waste,  and  lack  of  protection  from  this  great  moral  hazard  causes 
companies  to  take  advantage  of  technicalities,  from  all  of  which 
honest  citizens  suffer. 

Building  Inspection. 

In  the  development  of  this  work  by  the  department,  the  consider- 
ation of  the  General  Assembly  is  most  urgently  asked  to  what  have 
become  known  as  fire  marshal  laws.  These  laws  provide  for  the 
inspection  of  public  and  private  buildings,  require  the  proper  protec- 
tion of  their  occupants,  and  influence  or  regulate  the  construction  of 
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building^.  Such  laws  have  had  most  beneficial  eflFects  elsewhere, 
especially  in  the  neighboring  State  of  North  Carolina,  and  have 
largely  reduced  the  fire  waste  there.  The  attention  of  the  depart- 
ment has  been  called  to  most  dangerous  conditions  in  a  number  of 
school  buildings,  jails  and  other  buildings  in  this  State,  but  it  has  no 
power  either  to  propose  or  enforce  remedies,  which  if  not  adopted, 
sooner  or  later,  will  result  in  the  burning  of  human  beings,  whom  a 
few  precautions  would  have  saved.  Without  exaggeration,  a  fearful 
responsibility  rests  here,  and  there  should  be  no  delay  in  providing  a 
remedy.  The  desired  results  may  be  attained  without  expense  to  the 
State,  and  by  a  few  amendments  to  the  incendiary  investigation  Act. 

Enlarged  Powers  Needed. 

The  CommissicMier  acknowledges  the  patent  right,  and  has  no  dis- 
position to  infringe  thereon,  of  a  very  illustrious  and  notorious 
American  to  use  the  big  stick  in  fields  not  legally  open  to  him,  and 
the  Commissioner  is  conscious  of  a  moral  obligation  to  remain  within 
the  limits  the  laws  have  prescribed  for  him,  equal  to  that  of  doing 
his  full  duty  within  those  limits,  but  he  does  make  the  respectful 
recommendation,  that  his  duties  be  enlarged,  and  that  investment 
companies,  building  and  loan  companies,  and  all  other  such  com- 
panies, offering  certificates,  bonds,  debentures,  or  investment  securi- 
ties of  any  kind,  other  thaft  State  and  National  banks,  be  required  to 
take  license,  to  make  reports,  and  to  submit  to  examination  by  the 
department.  No  extended  comment  is  needed  here,  but  it  is  evident 
that  such  powers  should  be  conferred  upon  some  department  of 
State,  and  as  the  people  seem  to  turn  more  naturally  for  such  infor- 
mation to  this  department  the  recommendation  is  made,  and  the  mat- 
ter is  brought  formally  to  the  attention  of  the  General  Assembly. 
The  old  democratic  doctrine  that  the  people  should  be  left  to  take 
care  of  themselves  is  very  good,  but  it  has  its  limitations.  In  these 
latter  days,  with  its  great  diversifications  and  intricate  developments, 
the  State  should  not  grant  a  charter  and  thereby  put  the  seal  of  its 
approval  on  any  concern  without  taking  some  precautions  to  see  that 
those  entrusted  with  the  care  of  this  created  being  keep  within  their 
charter  rights,  and  administer  properly  the  funds  entrusted  to  them. 

Mill  Mutuals. 

A  number  of  mutual  fire  insurance  companies,  carrying  large  risks 
in  this  State,  and  receiving  considerable  sums  in  premiums  there- 
from, have  their  headquarters  in  other  States  and  are  not  licensed 
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to  do  business  in  tbis  State.  They  tnaiotam  oo  ageacies  and,  iti 
kgol  effect  the  contracts  of  insurance,  by  correspondence  for  the 
naost  part,  are  luade  in  other  States.  This  may  not  be  prevented  by 
•tatjute,  and  it  would  be  of  doubtful  wisdom  to  attempt  it.  But  the 
department  does  not  feel  that  these  companies  should  qualify  tinder 
the  laws  of  the  State,  pay  license  fees  and  taxes.  Apparently  by 
amendments  to  those  statutes  forbidding  the  msdking  of  inspections 
asd  adjustment  of  losses  by  agents  of  unauthorized  companies,  the 
agents  of  these  companies  are  exempt  from  the  penalties  tfierein  im- 
posed. The  department  recommends  that  these  amendments  be 
repealed.  If  the  principle  be  admitted  that  insurance  companies  are 
licensed,  and  insurance  premiums  are  to  be  taxed,  the  department 
fails  to  see  the  justice  of  enabling  corporations  or  individuals  who 
have  facilities  for  making  insurance  contracts  outside  the  State  to  be 
free  from  the  contributions  to  the  revenue  of  the  State,  imposed  upon 
contracts  made  by  citizens  who  have  not  these  facilities.  Additional 
force  is  given  to  this  recommendation  when  it  is  known  that  the 
general  rule  governing  insurance  departments  imposes  the  tax  of  the 
home  State  on  all  premiums  collected  by  a  company  in  a  State  in 
which  it  is  not  licensed  to  do  business.  To  be  specific,  the  Insurance 
Commissioner  of  Rhode  Island  has  informed  this  department  that 
companies  which  have  that  State  as  their  headquarters,  but  which 
do  a  large  business  in  this  State,  and  which  now  pay  to  the  State  of 
Rhode  Island  a  tax  of  2  per  centum  on  premiums  collected  in  South 
Carolina,  would  be  relieved  of  that  2  per  centum  tax  in  Rhode  Island 
if  the  companies  would  take  license  from  and  pay  taxes  on  the 
premiums  collected  in  South  Carolina  to  this  State.  The  department 
believes  that  a  fair  and  equitable  system  may  be  arranged  which  will 
not  bear  more  heavily  on  these  companies  than  they  now  suffer,  but 
which  will  turn  the  revenue  on  premiums  collected  in  South  Carolina 
to  this  State. 

Assessment  Insurance. 

The  103d  Psalm  comes  to  mind  here,  wh^e  it  reads  somewhat  in 
tliis  wise :  Its  days  are  as  grass,  as  a  flower  of  the  field,  so  it  flour- 
ishes. For  the  wind  passeth  over  it  and  it  is  gone ;  and  the  place 
thereof  shall  know  it  no  more.  But  assessment  insurance  has  its 
place,  and  as  organized  and  conducted  by  the  domestic  companies 
in  South  Carolina  is  little  more  than  organized  charity.  It  may  not 
be  said  that  they  are  not  operated  for  profit,  but  that  feature  is 
secondary  to  the  main  purpose.  The  expense  element  is  tjbe  smallest 
part. 
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The  total  collections  by  domestic  assessment  lif^  insurance  com- 
panies last  year  were  $76,053,  the  payments  to  widows  ;*nd  orphans, 
$45426,  and  the  expenses  $20,782.  About  $10,843  shows  as  a 
balance,  and  may  be  considered  as  a  surplus  fund.  One  or  two  of 
the  assessment  companies  are  accumulating  surplus  with  the  pur- 
pose of  converting  into  level  premium  insurance. 

Fraternal  Insurance. 

The  laws  governing  fraternal  insurance  are  not  at  all  satisfactory, 
and  it  is  only  by  the  closest  watch  and  the  strictest  construction  of 
the  laws  that  a  number  of  concerns  which  the  Commissioner  believes 
to  be  fakes  have  been  excluded,  and  others  have  been  put  out  of  busi- 
ness which  had  previously  done  business  in  this  State.  The  attention 
of  the  General  Assembly  is  called  to  the  t^xity  of  these  laws,  which 
should  be  so  amended  as  not  to  interfere  with  such  orders  as  the 
Knights  of  Pythias,  Knights  of  Honor,  Junior  Order  of  American 
Mechanics,  Knights  of  Columbus,  United  Commercial  Travelers, 
Woodmen  of  the  World,  and  other  worthy  orders,  but  should  exclude 
absolutely  many  orders  whose  main  purpose  seems  to  be  the  pro- 
viding of  fat  salaries  for  officials  in  obscure  quarters  of  distant 
States. 

Anti-Rebate  Laws. 

A  decidedly  helpful  effect  has  been  the  influence  of  the  anti-rebate 
laws  passed  at  the  last  sessicxi  of  the  General  Assembly.  The  diffi- 
culty of  enforcing  these  laws  is  an  obstacle  to  be  overcome,  but  if 
the  department  may  be  permitted,  as  recommended  elsewhere,  to  use 
a  portion  of  the  insurance  fund  for  detective  purposes,  something 
may  be  accomplished  to  prevent  the  evil. 

There  is  a  growing  policy  among  certain  companies  to  make  loans 
to  individuals  in  this  State.  The  making  of  the  loan  is  frequently 
coupled  with  the  requirement  that  a  policy  of  insurance  be  taken  and 
assigned  as  part  of  the  collateral  required.  Under  the  present  read- 
ing of  the  anti-rebate  laws,  such  a  loan  may  be  construed  as  a  vio- 
lation of  the  law.  It  is  recommended  that  provision  be  made  whereby 
the  laws  should  not  apply  under  such  circumstances. 

Industrial  Insurance. 

The  condition  of  industrial  insurance — that  insurance  which  is 
maintained  by  weekly  payments  of  from  5  to  50  cents,  paying  weekly 
sick  benefits  of  from  $1  to  $5,  and  death  payments  of  from  $10  to 
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$150 — was  ludicrous  in  the  extreme  in  South  Carolina  at  :he  time 
of  the  establishment  of  the  Insurance  Department.  There  were  many 
honorable  men  engaged  in  it.  These  dealt  fairly  and  liberally  with 
their  patrons,  but  the  growth  of  the  companies  managed  by  them 
was  hindered,  and  their  usefulness  much  lessened  by  the  piratical  and 
irresponsible  competition,  which  ran  on,  unrestrained  by  supervision 
and  controlling  laws. 

It  is  no  exaggeration  to  say  that  there  were  seventy-five  to  one 
hundred  so-called  industrial  companies,  chartered  under  the  laws  of 
this  State  and  doing  business  in  South  Carolina  on  March  14,  1908. 
The  majority  of  these  held  charters  as  eleemosynary  institutions, 
under  the  Act  providing  for  the  organization  of  schools  and  churches, 
which  Act  distinctly  states  that  no  company  organized  under  its  pro- 
visions shall  do  insurance  on  life,  health,  accident  or  property.  About 
the  only  charitable  feature'of  these  institutions  was  that  done  uncon- 
sciously by  their  members  in  supporting  in  comparative  ease  and 
comfort  those  who  were  supposed  to  own  the  companies.  Nor  were 
these  domestic  so-called  eleemosynary  institutions  the  only  organiza- 
tions preying  upon  the  poor  and  ignorant  of  South  Carolina.  Sev- 
eral foreign  concerns  to  evade  the  insurance  laws  governing  foreign 
companies  had  qualified  under  the  laws  as  fraternal  orders,  and  one 
company,  more  brazen  than  its  fellows,  had  domiciled  under  a  State 
charter  with  a  supposed  capital  stock  of  $1,000,  while  it  held  out  to 
those  whom  it  persuaded  to  contribute  theier  weekly  pittances  for 
imaginary  insurance,  that  its  home  was  in  one  of  the  Now  York 
skyscrapers,  and  that  its  capital  was  $200,000.  The  skyscraper  and 
capital  existed  only  on  the  letter  and  policy  headings  of  the  irrespon- 
sible managers.  But  they  had  done  a  good  business  in  South  Caro- 
lina for  several  years. 

Conditions  are  not  yet  satisfactory,  but  the  outlook  is  promising, 
and  it  is  likely  that  with  the  enactment  of  some  needed  legislation 
another  year  will  find  a  score  or  more  of  reliable  and  well  managed 
companies  doing  more  business,  and  certainly  giving  greater  benefits 
to  those  whose  only  hope  of  a  decent  burial,  or  aid  in  time  of  sick- 
ness, is  to  be  found  in  an  insurance  policy,  maintained  by  weekly  pay- 
ments. The  large  majority  of  the  irresponsible  concerns  faded  away 
under  prospective  investigation,  and  a  number  of  others  have  been 
put  out  of  business  by  the  department.  Supposedly,  the  field  is 
cleared,  and  at  present  there  are  but  twenty-three  such  domestic 
concerns,  where  there  must  have  been  four  score  this  time  last  year. 
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With  the  exception  of  a  few,  which  were  well  managed,  no 'proper 
books  were  kept  by  the  large  majority  of  these  companies.  Prac- 
tically the  system  was  to  pay  the  sick  and  death  claims  out  of  the 
weekly  receipts,  and  the  balance,  which  generally  was  from  60  to 
80  per  cent,  of  the  total,  was  paid  to  the  agents  or  divided  among  the 
managers.  So  no  very  accurate  data  of  income  and  disbursements, 
of  payments  to  policyholders,  and  of  amount  of  insurance  in  force 
is  obtainable.  The  most  reliable  information  shows,  however,  that 
of  the  companies  which  have  been  doing  business  for  the  last  year, 
the  total  collections  have  been  about  $161,844,  and  the  total  payments 
to  policyholders  in  death  and  sick  benefits  about  $52,422 ;  the  balance, 
about  $109,422,  may  be  taken  to  represent  the  amount  consumed  in 
cost  of  operating. 

Of  necessity,  the  expense  rates,  in  this  class  of  insurance,  are  high, 
but  the  figures  given  above  must  indicate  great  waste,  It  is  reason- 
able to  suppose  that  this  will  be  remedied  by  the  elimination  of  the 
unfair  competition,  resulting  in  decreased  cost  to  the  policyholders, 

or  increased  benefits. 

« 

Remedial  legislation  is  greatly  needed  in  fixing  standards  of 
solvency,  requiring  proper  management,  and  punishing  offenders. 
But  it  should  not  be  such  as  to  restrain  the  growth  of  those  home 
concerns  which  are  honestly  managed,  and  which  undoubtedly  will 
be  able  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  people  of  South  Carolina,  and  accom- 
plish results  as  well,  and  probably  at  less  cost  to  the  policyholders 
than  organizations  of  like  character  with  distant  home  offices. 

Mutual  Protection  Associations. 

In  the  statistical  part  of  my  report  will  be  found  statements  from 
a  number  of  mutual  fire  insurance  companies.  The  majority  of  the 
companies  have  been  chartered  under  the  mutual  protection  associa- 
tion act.  Some  few,  whose  charters  antedate  this  act,  have  their 
organization  under  special  acts.  The  statements  of  these  companies 
are  remarkable  in  a  way  and  the  lessons  to  be  learned  therefrom  are 
most  encouraging. 

I  believe  these  companies  show  the  way  to  secure  insurance  at 
lowest  possible  cost,  and  point  out  the  means  whereby  all  money  in 
excess  of  actual  insurance  cost  may  be  kept  at  home,  and  in  the 
pockets  of  the  people.  Operated  heretofore  without  supervision  and 
without  that  help  and  encouragement  that  should  come  from  intelli- 
gent examination,  the  success  of  these  companies  has  been  truly 
remarkable,  and  they  tell  a  story  of  honesty  and  fraternity  that 
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entirely  overshadows  the  failures  of  the  few  which  have  been  engaged 
in  similar  wcH-k,  chartered  under  the  same  act,  but  whose  field  of 
operations  extended  over  the  whole  State. 

It  is  the  rule,  and  not  the  exception,  that  where  these  compaiues 
have  confined  their  operati<His  to  the  county  in  which  organized,  or 
to  that  county  and  one  adjoining  county,  they  have  proved  success- 
ful. This  has  been  due  to  the  appreciation  by  the  policyholders  that 
they  were  the  insurers  as  well  as  the  insured.  They  have  afforded 
protection  at  a  remarkably  low  cost,  and  I  believe  have  taught  the 
true  principles  of  insurance,  i.  e.,  simple  indemnity  against  loss,  and 
not  speculaticxi  on  fire  risks,  as  nothing  else  could  or  would  have 
done.  Such  institutions  raise  the  moral  tone  of  the  communities  in 
which  they  operate,  and  clearly  they  lessen  to  the  lowest  degree  the 
"moral  hazard,"  that  bane  of  fire  underwriters. 

The  statements  of  these  companies  are  the  more  encouraging,  since 

0 

they  show  the  cost  of  insurance  both  in  town  and  country. 

Eleven  of  the  companies  have  confined  their  operations  prac- 
tically  to  the  country,  four  have  their  insurance  entirely  in  the  city 
of  Charleston.  As  will  be  seen  from  the  statements  the  cost  of  insur- 
ance has  varied  practically  fr<Mn  about  30  cents  per  $100  to  about  80 
cents  per  $100. 

Charleston  Companies. 

Without  meaning  to  make  any  invidious  comparisons,  for  there  are 
others  which  have  done  probably  just  as  good  work,  but  because  of 
its  age,  and  the  experiences  through  which  it  has  passed,  the  Caro- 
lina Mutual  Insurance  Company  of  Charleston  is  deserving  of  special 
note.  This  company  is  now  in  its  58th  year.  It  stands  today  with  a 
clean  record — all  losses  paid,  and  $130,000  of  cash  and  investments 
to  its  credit.  This  company  passed  through  the  great  fire  of  1861 
in  Charleston.  It- paid  its  losses  in  full,  and  the  loyalty  of  its  mem- 
bers, who  with  almost  one  accord  met  their  heavy  obligations  then, 
has  been  fully  repaid  by  the  savings  the  company  has  afforded  them 
since.  I  am  informed  that  this  is  the  oldest  mutual  fire  insurance 
company  in  America  today. 

The  Carolina  Mutual  and  its  fellows,  the  Hibernian  Mutual,  the 
C^ermania  Mutual  and  the  Merchants'  Mutual,  all  of  which  confine 
themselves  to  the  city  of  Charleston,  have  been  the  means  of  saving, 
I  believe,  without  exaggeration,  hundreds  of  thousands  of  dollars  to 
the  citizens  of  Charleston. 

There  are  certain  amendments  which  I  believe  should  be  made  to 
the  mutual  protective  association  act.    The  spirit  of  mutuality  should 


be  emphasized  by  making  more  specific  the  ^tinMl  nieetk>gs  6f  the 
poKcyhddets  and  the  election  of  directots  and  oflSeers  by  the  poKey-^ 
holders,  requirements  for  stated  meetings  of  the  directors,  Who 
should  be  representative  of  the  territory  covered,  and  the  tiumh^t  of 
whom  should  be  proportionate  to  the  amount  at  risk. 

The  terms  t>i  the  act  should  be  extended  to  permit  the  org^rtlza- 
tten  of  mutual  companies  insuring  HVe  stock,  crops,  and  probably 
health  and  accident,  casualty  and  liability. 

Licenses  Revoked. 

The  licenses  for  the  following  named  companies  were  revoked  for 
the  reasons  annexed : 

June  26th,  1908,  Great  Western  Life  Insurance  Company,  of  Kan- 
sas City,  Mo.,  on  the  grounds  that  it  was  insolvent.  This  company 
has  since  been  reorganized,  and  the  Insurance  Commissioner  of 
Missouri  reports  that  it  has  deposited  with  him  funds  to  the  amount 
of  $247,000. 

June  9th,  1908,  Carolina  Mutual  Fire  Insurance  Company,  Spar- 
tanburg.

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HISTORICAL. 


Interest  in  the  history  of  the  State,  and  the  lessons  to  be  learned 
with  profit  from  the  past,  have  caused  the  Insurance  Commissioner 
to  add  a  short  history  of  insurance  in  South  Carolina  to  this  report. 
The  sketch  is  not  complete,  for  there  have  been  few  otherwise  idle 
moments  to  give  to  it.  He  acknowledges  his  debt  for  much  of  what 
there  is  to  Professor  Yates  Snowden  of  the  University  of  South 
Carolina,  and  to  Miss  Mabel  Webber,  of  the  Charleston  Library. 
Credit  is  due  President  C.  G.  Ducker,  of  the  Carolina  Mutual  In- 
surance Company,  of  Charleston,  for  the  sketch  of  that  company. 


In  the  January,  1907,  number  of  the  South  Carolina  Historical 
drfid  Genealogical  Magazine,  we  read:  "An  Early  Fire  Insurance 
Company.  So  far  as  is  generally  known  to  students  of  American 
economic  history,  the  first  fire  insurance  company  in  America  was 
organized  in  Charles  Town,  1735.  The  South  Carolina  Gazette  con- 
tains frequent  advertisements  and  notices  of  this  company  from 
November  15th,  1735,  to  February  19,  1741.  It  was  called  the 
Friendly  Society  for  the  Mutual  Insurance  of  Houses  against  Fire." 

From  the  Gazette  of  November  15th,  1735,  is  taken  the  following 
account  of  the  formation  of  the  company : 

"I  can  with  Pleasure  inform  my  Readers,  that  there  was  one  Day 
last  week  a  Meeting  of  several  of  the  Freeholders  of  this  Town,  who 
then  entered  into  an  Agreement  to  form  themselves  into  a  Friendly 
Society  for  the  mutual  insuring  of  their  Houses  against  Fire.  And 
as  by  the  Agreement  and  Proposals  annexted  thereto,  this  Design 
is  calculated  only  for  a  general  Good  to  the  Freeholders,  who  shall 
enter  into  the  same,  it  is  not  doubted  but  the  several  worthy  Free- 
holders will  in  perusal  thereof  (which  lye  at  the  House  of  Capt. 
Wm.  Pinckney,  on  the  Bay  for  that  purpose)  think  them  so  reason- 
able and  advantageous  as  to  deserve  their  attention  and  encourage- 
ment, by  signing  the  same  within  a  Month  from  this  Day." 

The  agreement  sets  forth : 

"Whereas,  the  Insurance  of  Houses  against  fire  hath  by  experience 
been  found  to  be  of  very  great  service  to  many  Persons,  who  would 
otherwise  have  been  reduced  to  Poverty  and  Want. 
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"And,  Whereas,  by  reason  of  our  great  distance  from  Great- 
Britain  no  Insurance  Office  there,  will  upon  any  Terms  or  Condi- 
tions insure  any  House  in  this  Town  from  Loss  by  Fire;  and  it 
being  natural  for  men  to  form  themselves  into  Companies  and  So- 
cieties, in  order  to  guard  against  those  evils  and  mischiefs,  which 
separately  and  in  their  distinct  capacities  they  would  not  be  able  to 
avoid,"  etc.,  the  undersigners  form  themselves  into  the  Friendly 
Society  for  the  Mutual  Insuring  of  Houses. 

The  terms  of  insurance  are  that  for  each  £i,ooo  of  insurance  £io 
would  be  paid  down,  and  a  bond  given  for  £ioo  more,  the  bond  to 
run  at  interest  at  io%.  The  losses  were  to  be  adjusted  within  three 
days  and  were  to  be  paid  within  three  months,  and  if  not  paid  within 
three  months  the  insurer  was  to  be  allowed  legal  interest  until  his 
claim  was  paid.  The  officers  were  to  serve  without  fee  or  reward. 
The  first  officers  elected,  February,  1736,  were:  John  Fenwicke, 
Joseph  Wragg,  Charles  Pinckney,  Esqs.,  Mr.  James  Crokatt,  Mr. 
Henry  Peronneau,  Jun.,  Merchants,  Directors.  Gabriel  Manigault, 
Esq.,  Treasurer.  Mr.  Jacob  Motte,  Qerk.  Capt.  Edward  Croft, 
Capt.  Isaac  Holmes,  and  Mr.  Archibald  Young,  Appraisers,  Capt. 
Gerrit  Vanvelson  and  Mr.  John  Laurens,  Fire-Masters. 

The  great  fire  of  November  i8th,  1740,  seems  to  have  wound  the 
.  company  up.  No  account  is  to  be  had  of  the  losses  of  the  company, 
but  the  fire  is  said  to  have  burned  over  300  houses  and  caused  a 
loss  of  about  $1,500,000.  Evidently  the  cash  funds  of  the  society 
were  exhausted,  for  a  notice  is  found  in  the  Gazette,  February  19th, 
1 741,  as  follows: 

"Pursuant  to  the  Directions  given  at  a  General  Meeting  of  the 
Friendly  Society,  in  Charles  Town,  on  Tuesday,  the  Third  Instant, 
These  are  to  give  Notice  to  the  Several  Persons  indebted  to  the  said 
Society  that  unless  they  discharge  their  respective  Debts  on  or  before 
the  25th  Day  of  March,  next  they  must  expect  to  have  their  Bonds 
put  In  suit;  and  as  the  Necessity  the  Society  are  under  for  calling 
in  their  Money  must  be  apparent  to  every  one,  it  is  hoped  that  no 
person  will  fail  Punctually  paying  off  their  Bonds  within  the  time 
above  limited,  or  take  it  amiss  if  they  do  (not)  if  they  are  sued 
without  further  notice  by  Charles  Pinckney." 

The  Friendly  Society  seems  here  to  pass  out  of  existence.  Ap- 
parently, no  effort  was  made  to  establish  another  company  until 
1792. 

The  manuscript  letters  of  Henry  Laurens,  1747  to  1763,  show 
that  marine  insurance  and  mercantile  insurance  were  generally  taken 
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out  in  London.  But  some  references  are  made  to  a  system  some- 
what similar  to  Lloyds,  by  the  local  merchants  underwriting  each 
other. 

Ben  Franklin's  Company. 

It  is  not  unprofitable  to  turn  aside  for  a  moment  here  to  note  that 
within  this  period,  exactly  eleven  years  to  the  day,  after  Charles 
Pinckney  gave  notice  that  he  would  put  in  suit  the  bonds  of  the 
policyholders  of  the  Friendly  Society,  Benjamin  Franklin,  March 
25,  1752,  organized  "The  Philadelphia  Contributionship  for  the 
Insurance  of  Houses  from  Loss  by  Fire"  in  Philadelphia.  This 
company  is  still  in  existence  and  does  a  very  successful  business.  It 
confines  itself  practically  to  insuring  dwellings  in  Philadelphia.  It 
has  total  assets  of  $5,314,000,  of  which  $4,719,000  is  surplus. 

There  are  advertisements  in  the  Charleston  EHrectory  of  1809  of: 
The  South  Carolina  Insurance  Company,  capital  stock  $350,000; 
President,  Thomas  Corbett;  Sec'y.  and  Auditor,  Elias  Smerdon; 
Inspector,  Capt.  Robert  Butler;  Assistant  Qerk,   John   Plumeau; 

The  Union  Insurance  Company,  capital  stock  $350,000 ;  President, 
Stephen  Lacost ;  Sec'y.  and  Auditor,  Lewis  Reynal ;  Inspector,  R.  W. 
Cleary. 

In  the  same  book  is  found  an  account  of  the  Phoenix  Fire  Office. 
The  rates  given  for  insurance  are:  Brick  buildings,  Qass  I,  37  1-2 
cents  per  $100;  Class  2,  50  to  56  1-4  cents  per  $100;  Qass  3,  $1  per 
$100;  Class  4,  I  1-4  per  $100;  wooden  buildings,  Class  i,  i  per  cent. ; 
Qass  2,  I  1-4  per  cent. ;  Class  3,  i  1-2  per  cent. ;  Qass  4,  2  per  cent. ; 
Qass  5,  2  1-4  per  cent. 

In  the  Charleston  City  Directory  of  1831,  appears  an  advertise- 
ment of  the  Charleston  Fire  &  Marine  Insurance  Company  for  in- 
surance against  fire  and  marine  risks  and  on  lives  and  granting 
annuities  and  endowments. 

The  advertisement  is  framed  to  appeal  to  "persons  who  possess 
but  limited  incomes,  sufficient  to  support  themselves  and  families 
during  their  lives,  but  have  not  the  prospect  of  saving  a  sum  ade- 
quate to  their  future  support." 

"Persons  owning  slaves  may  secure  a  perpetuity  or  income  by 
insuring  their  lives." 

"Insurance  may  be  eflFected  for  limited  periods  as  for  a  journey 
or  voyage,  for  one,  two,  three  or  seven  years,  or  the  whole  duration 
of  life." 

"Persons  advanced  in  life  who  possess  a  sum  of  money,  the  interest 
of  which  is  not  sufficient  for  their  support,  by  depositing  it  with  the 
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company,  may  receive  an  annuity  much  greater  than  could  be  secured 
from  the  interest  of  the  sum." 

"Parents  may  secure  to  their  children  a  gross  sum  or  endowment 
payable  at  age  twenty-one  years,  sufficient  for  small  stocks  to  com- 
mence business  for  their  sons  or  respectable  marriage  portions  for 
their  "daughters." 

In  the  Charleston  City  Directory  of  1822  are  advertisements  of: 
The  Charleston  Fire,  Marine  &  Life  Insurance  Company.  President, 
John  Haslett ; 

The  South  Carolina  Insurance  Company,  President,  Joseph  Win- 
throp ; 

The  Union  Insurance  Company,  President,  David  Alexander. 

Among  the  names  of  the  directors  of  these  companies  appear  such 
familiar  ones  as  Paul  Trapier,  George  Gibbs,  John  Rose,  Joseph 
Weyman,  Arthur  Middleton,  Keating  Simons,  Robert  Y.  Hayne, 
Simon  Magwood,  William  Snowden  and  William  Aiken. 

From  several  editions  of  the  Charlestcyn  City  Gazette  the  following 
notices  are  taken: 

May  4,  1792:  "The  plan  for  establishing  an  insurance  company 
in  Charleston,  for  the  purpose  of  insuring  buildings  and  merchandize 
therein  against  fire,  which  has  been  recommended  by  the  Vigilant 
Fire  Company,  will  be  laid  before  the  inhabitants,  'at  the  City  Hall, 
on  Monday  next,  at  twelve  o'clock  for  their  consideration.  Such  as 
approve  of  the  establishment  of  an  institution  for  that  purpose  in 
this  place  are  requested  to  attend." 

May  7th,  1792:  "Some  Remarks  on  Mr,  Boh  Short's  Plan  for  a 
Reciprocal  Insurance  Company,  'That  no  funds  should  be  raised 
at  all,  but  that  the  insurers  should  be  assessed  to  pay  losses  as  they 
may  happen.'  He  asserts  that  this  will  be  perfectly  reciprocal  and 
that  the  rate  of  premium  will  be  low." 

May  8th,  1792 :  "Yesterday  a  number  of  the  inhabitants  met  in 
the  City  Hall,  pursuant  to  advertisement  to  take  into  consideration 
the  proposed  plan  for  establishing  an  insurance  company.  Lambert 
Lance,  Esq ;  being  placed  in  the  chair,  the  hon.  Dr.  David  Ramsay 
opened  the  business  by  reading  the  plan,  explaining  its  principles, 
and  discanting  on  the  advantages  which  would  result  to  the  people 
of  this  country  from  such  an  institution.  The  plan  was  then  read 
by  paragraphs,  and  the  question  taken  on  each;  which  being  gone 
through,  the  following  resolution  was  proposed  and  agreed  to: 

"  ^Resolved,  That  the  plan  for  establishing  an  Insurance  Com- 
i.any  in  Charleston  which  has  been  proposed  by  the  Vigilant  Fire 
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Company  on  24th  of  April,  1792,  be  recoipmended  to  the  inhabitants 
for  their  general  adoption :  And  that  Mr.  Webb  be  directed  to  ad- 
vertise the  same ;  and  also  to  fix  a  time  and  place  for  receiving  sub- 
scriptions thereto/  " 

June    1st,    1792:      [Advertisement.]      "To    the    Inhabitants    of 
Charleston.     Insurance  against   Fire  is  generally  obtained  by  an 
advance  of  capital  from  monied  men,  pledged  to  reimburse  all  losses, 
in  consideration  of  a   certain  premium  paid   for  their  particular 
benefit :  but  as  we  have  few  inhabitants  of  this  description,  and  those 
not  willing  to  risque  their  property  on  the  contingency  of  fires,  we 
must  either  adopt  some  other  principles  of  insurance,  or  seek  it 
abroad,  unless  we  are  contented  to  remain  subject  to  the  ravages  of 
fire,  without  any  chance  of  retribution.    The  plan  lately  proposed  by 
the  Vigilant  Fire  Company  accords  with  our  situation  and  is  very 
simple ;  for  it  amounts  to  nothing  more  than  a  voluntary  contribution 
in  proportion  to  the  value  of  our  property,  with  this  condition,  that 
sufferers  by  fire,  take  the  whole  or  as  much  as  will  repay  them  for 
their  losses.    What  is  sent  abroad  for  insurance,  is  forever  lost  to 
this  country;  but  what  is  advanced  among  ourselves  for  the  same 
purpose,  is  only  money  passed  from  the  right  hand  to  the  left ;  for, 
in  case  of  the  worst  events,  the  sufferers  will  receive  more  than  they 
advanced ;  and  if  no  fires  take  place,  the  premiums  paid,  instead  of 
going  into  the  pockets  of  the  rich,  will  remain  their  own,  as  being 
the  property  of  the  company  in  which  they  are  the  proprietors.    If 
the  plan  proposed  was  generally  adopted,  it  would  raise  in  the  first 
year  about  3,0001.     This  would  reimburse  the  loss  of  five  or  six 
ordinary  houses ;  and  that  exceeds  the  average  of  our  yearly  losses 
for  ten  years  past.    On  the  other  hand,  if  we  escape  one  whole  year 
without  damage  by  fire,  the  premiums  for  the  second  year  would 
amount  to  six  thousand  pounds.     Thus  a  solid  fund  equal  to  the 
covering  of  very  extensive  losses,  would  in  the  course  of  five  or  six 
fortunate  years,  grow  out  of  small  beginnings.    This  has  been  veri- 
fied by  experience.     A  Society  was  formed  in  Philadelphia  <iuuut 
fifty  years  ago,  without  any  funds,  on  principles  similar  to  those 
recommended  by  the  Vigilant  Fire  Company,  which  is  now  so  rich, 
that  for  a  long  time  past,  the  interest  of  their  capital  has  been  more 
than  sufficient  to  pay  all  their  losses. 

"If  the  plan  proposed  was  generally  adopted,  it  would  be  the 
means  of  exciting  care  in  preventing,  and  activity  in  extinguishing 
fires ;  for  as  all  the  inhabitants  would  then  have  a  reciprocal  interest 
in  each  others  property,  they  would  be  urged  by  self-love  to  make

every  exertion  to  prevent  and  lessen  all  injuries  to  the  funds  of  a 
company  of  which  they  were  joint  proprietors,  and  from  which  alone 
they  hoped  for  repayment  of  their  own  losses.  If  this  disposition 
prevailed,  we  might  soon  expect  a  multiplication  of  fire  companies, 
an  increase  of  engines  and  of  deep  wells,  and  to  see  every  inhabitant 
working  at  a  fire  as  if  his  own  house  was  in  immediate  danger. 

"An  opportunity  is  now  offered  to  the  inhabitants  of  this  city, 
which  if  rightly  improved,  and  favoured  by  providence,  will  soon 
relieve  them  from  the  disgrace  of  paying  yearly  tribute  to  foreigners 
for  doing  that  for  us  which  we  might  better  do  for  ourselves.  It  is 
hoped,  that  those  who  wish  to  see  us  really  an  independent  people 
by  having  every  useful  institution  among  ourselves,  will  give  it  their 
countenance  and  support.  * 

(Signed)      "One  of  the  Vigilant  Fire  Company,  Charleston." 

"May  30,  1792." 

June  1st,  1792:  "The  subscribers  give  notice,  that  in  conformity 
to  the  resolution  of  a  meeting  of  the  inhabitants  of  this  city,  on  the 
7th  of  May  last,  they  will  attend  at  the  counting  house  of  John 
Minnick,  No.  i  Greenwood's  wharf,  on  Saturday  and  Monday  next, 
from  the  hours  of  nine  to  twelve  o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  and  from 
three  to  five  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  for  the  purpose  of  receiving 
descriptions  of  such  property  as  the  proprietors  my  choose  to  have 
insured ;  together  with  the  premiums  thereon. 

"John  Minnick,  Treasurer. 
"William  Webb,  Secretary. 

"N.  B.  The  Rules  of  the  Reciprocal  Insurance  Company  may  be 
had  gratis  at  the  printing  office.  No.  47,  Bay." 

On  July  2nd  there  is  an  advertisement  of  the  Charleston  Reciprocal 
Insurance  Company,  signed  by  John  Minnick,  Treasurer,  and  Wil- 
liam Webb,  Secretary,  stating  that  the  books  will  be  kept  open  only 
July  14,  and  officers  will  be  elected  July  i6th. 

A  notice  on  July  i8th  states :  "At  an  election  for  President  and 
Directors  of  the  Reciprocal  Insurance  Company,  held  on  Monday 
last,  the  following  gentlemen  were  duly  elected : 

^'President,  E.  Lightwood. 

''Directors,  J.  L.  Gervais,  Wm.  Doughty,*  Wm.  Graham,  T.  H. 
McCalla,  John  McCall,  D.  Ramsay,  William  Thayer,  John  Mark- 
land,  Samuel  Beekman,  Alexander  Rose,  John  Mclver,  Richard 
Dennis. 

"Treasurer,  John  Minnick. 

"Secretary,  William  Webb." 
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J.  N.  Cardozo,  in  his  "Reminiscences  of  Charleston"  (1866), 
states  that  about  1821,  when  he  was  editor  of  The  Southern  Patriot, 
Mr.  William  Washington,  a  son  of  Gen.  Wm.  Washington,  and  a 
recently  elected  member  of  the  Legislature,  came  to  consult  with  him 
in  regard  to  the  designs  of  several  gentlemen  who  intended  applying 
to  the  Legislature  for  a  charter  to  organize  a  company  for  insurance 
purposes.  This,  Mr.  Washington  was  inclined  to  resist,  on  the 
grounds  that  the  citizens  for  several  years  had  effected  the  insurance 
of  their  property  in  the  London  Phoenix  Insurance  Company,  and 
that  all  losses  had  been  paid  promptly,  without  trouble  or  litigation. 
Mr.  Cardozo  gave  as  his  own  opinion  that  the  effect  of  giving  a 
charter  to  a  Charleston  Company  would  be  to  confer  a  monopoly, 
coupled  with  the  privilege  of  insurance  on  less  favourable  rates  than 
the  assured  could  obtain  abroad.  The  attempt,  if  successful,  would 
be  attended  by  the  withdrawal  from  South  Carolina  of  all  the  insur- 
ance capital  from  beyond  its  limits,  with  the  certainty  of  the  rates  of 
insurance  being  advanced,  and  the  great  probability  of  the  loss, 
finally,  of  the  whole  insurance  capital  of  Charleston.  These  results, 
he  claimed,  were  realized. 

The  opposition  of  Mr.  Washington  was  not  successful,  The  Union 
Insurance,  President,  David  Alexander;  The  Fire  &  Marine,  Presi- 
dent, John  Haslett;  The  South  Carolina,  President,  Thos.  Middle- 
ton,  were  successively  chartered. 

The  Charleston  Insurance  &  Trust  Company  was  chartered  in 
1836,  and  not  materially  affected  by  the  fire  of  1838. 

The  Elmore  Mutual  Insurance  Company  was  chartered  in  1859, 
and  survived  the  big  fire  of  1861. 

The  Fireman's  Insurance  Company  was  chartered  in  1852. 

The  Insurance  &  Trust  Company,  the  Calhoun  Insurance  Com- 
pany, and  The  Carolina  Insurance  Company,  were  all  rechartered 
in  December,  1861. 

The  Calhoun  Insurance  Company  took  the  place  of  the  Fireman's 
Insurance  Company,  with  a  new  capital  subscribed  and  paid  in,  sub- 
sequently to  the  fire  of  1861. 

It  is  estimated  that  between  1807  ^^^  ^861  that  13  large  fires 
occurred,  involving  a  loss  of  nearly  $13,000,000,  including  the  two 
great  fires  of  1838  and  1861,  the  former  of  which  was  attended  by  a 
loss  of  four,  and  the  latter  of  five  millions  in  real  estate  exclusively. 

Cardozo  claims  that  the  heavy  loss  was  owing,  first  to  the  monop- 
oly of  insurance  by  the  companies  chartered  in  the  State,  and  second 
by  the  inadequate  water  supply.     He  claims  that  the  reduction  of 
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insurance  capital  was  a  legislative  error;  for  instead  of  strength- 
ening, it  weakened  the  security  of  the  citizens.  At  one  period,  the 
L^slature  had  succeeded  in  driving  out  both  foreign  and  Northern 
insurance  agencies  by  excessive  taxation. 

Cardozo  writes  that  in  1866  three  local  insurance  ccmipanies  were 
in  existence,  and  taking  risks  with  greatly  reduced  capitals  arising 
from  depreciation  of  their  assets  from  the  casualties  of  war.  They 
were  The  Insurance  &  Trust  Company,  J.  H.  Honour,  President; 
The  Calhoun  Insurance  Company,  chartered  1861,  S.  Y.  Tupper, 
President;  and  The  Elmore  Insurance  Company,  W.  M.  Martin, 
President. 

Ther^  were  then  in  Charleston  about  six  or  eight  other  agencies 
representii^  English  and  Northern  companies.  The  insurance  cap- 
ital represented  in  the  city  was  said  to  be  about  $50,000,000. 

THE  CAROLINA  MUTUAL  INSURANCE  COMPA*IY, 

OF  CHARLESTON,  S.  C 

The  Carolina  Mutual  Insurance  Company  of  Charleston  is  the 
oldest  of  any  purely  mutual  fire  insurance  company  now  doing  busi- 
ness in  the  United  States.  The  charter  of  1850  permitted  its  organ- 
ization with  not  less  than  one  hundred  members.  When  it  did  com- 
mence business,  July  ist,  1851,  it  had  one  hundred  and  thirty-nine 
members,  insured  property  to  the  amount  of  $165,000.00  with  paid 
in  premiums  of  $2,623.00  as  ready  capital,  and  an  assessment  limit 
of  eight  full  premiums. 

For  a  number  of  years  there  was  little  progress  and  small  prc^t 
to  its  subscribers.  It  was,  so  to  say,  a  fight  for  existence,  but  the 
majority  of  the  original  members  proved  faithful,  and  after  five 
years  there  was  a  gradual  increase. 

In  i860  the  amount  of  business  was  double  that  of  1851.  The 
savings  to  policyholders  compared  with  old  line  company  rates,  was 
then  very  considerable.  In  i860  success  at  last  seemed  certain,  but 
then  in  1861  came  the  great  conflagration,  when  with  a  premium 
assessment  of  $5,762.00,  the  fire  loss  was  near  $25,000.  The  total 
amount  insured  at  the  time  was  $346,000.  To  pay  this  loss  a  fire 
assessment  of  400  per  cent,  of  the  premiums  had  to  be  levied  and  cd- 
lected.  But  all  the  losses  were  equitably  adjusted  and  paid.  The 
total  assessment  that  year  was  410  per  cent,  of  the  premiums — equal 
to  more  than  paying  four  years'  premiums  in  advance.  It  was  a 
severe  test,  but  it  gave  the  company  a  standing  that  nothing  else 
could  have  done. 
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Of  the  local  Fire  Insurance  Companies  in  Charleston  at  that  time, 
The  Carolina  Mutual  was  the  only  one  that  saved  its  charter,  pre- 
served its  organization  intact,  and  continued  business.  During  the 
War  the  business  was  dormant,  and  without  progress,  but  in  1865 
and  after  there  was  rapid  development,  and  the  fire  assessments  were 
usually  small.  Only  in  1876,  when  the  assessment  was  117  per  cent, 
of  the  premium,  the  policyholders  paid  in  excess  of  the  regular 
premium.  Since  then,  with  three  exceptions,  the  members  have  paid 
annually  only  10  per  cent,  of  their  paid-in  premiums. 

The  saving  tb  members  increased  as  the  business  became  larger; 
in  1887  it  amounted  to  over  $50,000  for  the  year,  for  the  past  seven 
years  it  has  been  over  $70,000. 

The  late  Gen.  John  A.  Wagener  was  the  organizer  and  first  presi- 
dent of  the  company.  He  remained  its  president  imtil  the  day  of  his 
death  in  1876;  in  the  early  years  of  the  company  he  received  no  reg- 
ular salary,  and  in  addition  performed  most  of  the  clerical  duties 
without  compensation.  Thus  there  was  the  greatest  economy.  The 
general  average  expense  for  the  first  ten  years  was  but  little  over 
$500  per  annum. 

As  an  enterprise  entirely  local  and  operating  exclusively  within 
the  corporate  limits  of  the  City  of  Charleston,  the  company  has  been 
successful  beyond  expectation. 

The  phenomenal  success  of  the  past  twenty-five  years  is  partly 
accounted  for  by  the  very  moderate  rate  of  fire  loss  in  Charleston, 
chiefly  because  of  an  efficient  fire  department. 

The  company  from  its  inception  has  been  conducted  on  a  conserva- 
tive basis,  under  honest  and  eccmomical  officials.  The  cost  of  man- 
agement has  never  exceeded  12  per  cent,  of  its  prenrium  account, 
and,  because  of  a  larger  volume  of  business,  is  about  7  per  cent,  at 
present,  including  taxes.  The  present  limit  of  assessment  is  10  per 
cent,  of  amount  insured,  and  the  limit  on  any  one  risk  is  $10,000. 
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
